In 
those  abstracts  are  specified  the  names  of  the  Grantees 
the  date  of  the  Grant,  the  quantity  of  land  Granted 
where  the  quantity  is  expressed  in  the  Grant,  <fe  the 
Quit  rent  where  any  is  reserved.  So  that  now  a  com- 
pleat  abstract  of  all  the  Grants  registered  in  the  Secret- 
taries  Office  are  before  you.  On  this  occasion  I  cannot 
omit  mentioning  the  great  Diligence  of  the  Deputy 
Secrettary  in  haveing  this  abstract  made  out  in  so 
short  a  time  with  a  continued  attention,  &  a  considera- 
ble expence  in  clerkship.     I  am,  <fc^

I  cannot  suffer  so  direct  an  opportunity  as  this  by 
Col.  Robinson  to  pass,  without  acknowledging  the 
honour  you  have  done  me,  by  your  kind  Letter  of  the 
9^**  of  February. 
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This  Winter  I  have  })een  forced  l)y  the  Lawyers  into 
a  public  dispute  in  supporting  the  Kings  Instructions. 
They  have  placed  their  hopes  of  success  in  chiniorous 
noise  artificially  raised  &  which  it  was  not  in  my 
power  to  prevent,  tho'  I  endeavoured  all  I  could  to 
have  the  matter  in  Dispute  quietly  submitted  to  his 
Majesty's  determination  in  his  Privy  Council :  Init  this 
did  not  suit  their  j)urj)ose.  Notwithstanding  of  all 
the  artifice  which  has  l)een  used  to  excite  animosity 
amon^j  the  People,  they  wnll  quietly  submit  to  what- 
ever tlie  Kiui^  shall  think  fit  to  Determine. 

Col.  Robinson  was  })resent  at  the  j)ul)lic  Del)ates,  <fe 
can  inform  you  of  what  you  nuiy  l)e  desirous  to  know 
in  this  or  anv  thine:  else  relatiuij:  to  this  Countrv.  I 
am  with  great  respect,  and  very  affectionately  Sir  \  r.

I  have  the  honour  of  your  Letter  of  the  0*^  Feb- 
ruary. I  did  every  thing  that  was  in  my  ])owcr  to 
prevent  the  public  Dis])utes  which  have  hapj)ened, 
consistently  with  my  duty  in  supporting  tlie  Kings 
Instruction,  <fe  endeavour'd  to  have  had  the  matter 
quietly  submitted  to  the  Kings  Determination.  But 
the  Gentlemen  of  the  Law  seem  to  have  j)laced  the 
chief  stress  of  their  Cause  in  raising  public  Clamour, 
<fe  therefore  all  endeavours  to  prevent  it  l)ecame  fi-uit- 
less.  Notwithstanding  of  this  I  am  fully  j)ei-suaded 
tlie  Peo])le  of  this  Province  will  (juietly  submit  to  the 
Kings  Determination  whatever  it  be.

Sir, 

I  have  this  moment  received  the  inclosed  Letter 
for  you  from  the  Board  of  Trade,  wliich  my  son  sent 
nie  bv  Express.  The  Lords  Commissionei's  in  their 
L<^tter  to  me  of  the  1(5*^  of  March  inform  me  that  the 
Kinj^  in  consequence  of  a  Resolution  of  the  House  of 
Lore  Is  had  sent  back  two  Mohawk  Indians  named 
llermanus  &  Joseph  at  the  public  Expence  it  I  am 
onlered  to  send  them  to  you  with  a  proper  ])ers(m  to 
conduct  them.  As  I  doubt  not  your  Letter  contains 
the  Resolution  of  the  House  of  Lords  ct  the   Kings 
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pleasure  with  respect  to  these  Indians,  I  think  it  need- 
less to  transmit  copies  of  what  is  sent  to  me. 

You  have  by  this  a  strong  instance  of  the  regard 
the  King  &  the  House  of  Lords  have  to  the  honour  of 
the  Moliawk  Nation  that  they  would  not  suffer  any  of 
tliem  to  have  the  disorrace  of  beinc:  exhibited  as  a 
i)ublic  shew.  At  the  same  time  the  Mohawks  may 
learn  to  guard  against  the  Delusions  of  mean  base 
spirited  pretending  friends. 

I  now  give  directions  to  my  son  Alexander  to  have 
these  Indiana  taken  care  of  <fe  to  be  sent  forward  to 
you  by  the  first  Sloop  with  some  Person  to  conduct 
them  to  you. 

This  Day  I  likewise  received  your  Letter  of  the  17^** 
Inst.,  I  am  very  sensil)le  of  the  trouble  you  must  have 
at  the  time  the  Indians  leave  you,  I  liope  it  will  be 
made  pleasing  to  you  by  your  success  in  your  negotia- 
tions with  them. 

Gen^  Gage  in  his  Letter  to  me  of  the  26^**  informs 
me  that  the  Shawanese  are  come  to  Fort  Pitt  in  very 

food  humour  have  delivered  up  40  Prisoners,  all  they 
ave  except  a  few  sick,  who  were  out  hunting.  That 
their  Deputies  are  on  their  way  to  you,  &  that  they 
have  left  Hosta2:es  at  Fort  Pitt.  The  Delawares  wav- 
ered  &  wanted  to  treat  with  the  Quakers,  l)ut  they 
were  soon  brought  to  reason. 

I  write  at  this  time  to  my  son  that  if  possible  he 
may  make  a  Map  &  Return  of  your  Land  that  I  may 
transmit  it  by  the  Packett  which  is  to  sail  Saturday 
week.

My  Lord, 

I  have  the  honor  of  your  Lordships  Commands  of 
the  9^^  of  March.  I  have  the  satisfaction  to  inform 
your  Lordship  that  notwithstanding  of  the  continued 
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endeavours  of  some  Persons  in  this  Place  by  licentious 
Papers  weekly  published  to  continue  and  excite  un- 
easiness in  the  Peoples  Minds,  the  administration  of 
Government  continues  in  its  usual  traiujuility.  The 
effect  of  these  publications  has  only  been  to  sink  the 
credit  of  the  authors, *<&  when  1  consider  that  tliey  are 
Lawyers  neither  Loved  nor  Esteemed,  I  doubt  not  it 
may  be  in  the  power  of  a  Governor  to  become  i)opular 
at  their  expence,  &  I  am  confident  notwithstanding  of 
the  camours  artificially  raised  of  imaginary  dangers, 
the  People  will  quietly  sul)mit  to  the  authority  of  Par- 
liament &  his  Majesty's  determination  of  the  case  in 
dispute  relating  to  appeals. 

My  Lord,  I  am  extreamly  unhappy  in  haveing  given 
your  Lordship  an  opinion  by  my  Letter  of  the  28*^  of 
January  that  I  had  not  a  due  regard  to  liis  Majesty's 
39***  Article  of  his  Instructions  relating  to  offices  in 
this  Province  Granted  by  his  Majesty's  Lettei'S  Patent 
or  by  his  Royal  Sign  Manuel.  As  the  Commission 
which  I  have  given  to  Stephen  De  Lancey  my  Grand- 
son determines  by  his  Majesty's  pleasure,  I  did  not 
conceive  that  the  giving  it  is  in  the  least  inconsistent 
w^ith  that  article  of  his  Majesty's  Instructions.  The  ad- 
ministration of  Justice  made  it  necessary  to  appoint 
some  person  without  delay.  I  flattered  myself  indeed 
that  his  being  my  Grandson  would  not  have  raised 
any  objection  to  the  Person. 

Phis  is  entirely  submitted  to  your  Lordships  pleasure 
as  all  the  actions  are  of  My  Lord,  Your  Lordships

Your  Letter  of  the  7'^  March  which  you  did  me  the 
honour  to  write  affected  me  extreamly,  when  I  found

tliat  you  doubted  my  sincerity  in  tlie  assurances  I  had 
given  your  Lordshij)  of  assisting  M*"  O'Brien  in  locating 
the  Land  which  the  Kins:  has  commanded  me  to  Grant 
to  the  Earl  of  Ilchester,  Lord  Holland  ife  M""  Upton. 
The  only  method  I  can  take  to  remove  these  dou))ts  is 
to  inform  you  candidly  of  the  principals  on  which  I 
gave  M**  O'Brien  my  advice,  which  I  have  sincerely 
done  to  the  best  of  my  knowledge. 

No  large  settlement  can  l)e  made  in  this  Province 
with  any  prospect  of  advantage  to  the  noble  Persons 
who  undertake  it  but  with  a  view  to  the  Culture  of 
Ilemp.  In  this  view  the  nature  of  the  soil  is  of  much 
more  imj)ortance  than  the  proximity  of  the  place  to 
Kew  York  or  Albany.  The  Lands  in  general  l)etween 
New  York  &  Albany  are  unfit  for  Hemp,  it  the  Cul- 
ture of  it  cannot  succeed  without  a  great  expense  in 
Manure,  except  some  few  places  commonly  calld  low 
Lands  which  are  yearlv  overflowed  &  have  been  culti- 
vated  since  the  first  settling  of  the  Country.  From 
all  the  information  which  1  have  received,  no  Lands, 
not  already  granted  fit  for  Hemp,  are  more  con- 
veniently situated  for  transportation  than  those  which 
I  pi-oposed  to  M'  O'Brien,  haveing  Water  Carriage 
either  towards  Albany  &  New  York,  with  a  little 
Land  Carriage  intervening  as  between  the  Mohawks 
Country  cfe  Albany  while  at  the  same  time  they  have 
Water  Carriage  all  the  way  to  Quebec  if  they  should 
choose  to  carry  that  way. 

Now  since  the  Kinj]^  has  determined  the  boundary 
of  New  York  to  the  West  l)ank  of  Connecticut  lliver 
many  large  &  fine  Tracts  of  Land  as  I  am  inform'd, 
may  be  found  fit  for  the  cultivation  of  Hemp  of  which 
those  nol)le  Lords  may  have  their  choice. 

I  can  only  add  that  if  I  were  to  make  a  settlement 
any  where  for  the  cultivation  of  Hemp,  on  any  Lands 
within  this  Province  not  already  Granted,  I  would 
choose  some  part  of  those  Lands  I  have  just  now  men- 
tioned preferably  to  any  others. 

If  the  Pattent  of  Kayaderosseras  be  Vacated,  Lands 
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much  more  convenient  by  their  Situation  for  the  Cul- 
tivation of  Hemp  I  believe  may  be  found.  I  have 
ordered  the  Attorney  General  to  enter  a  Scire  Faciaa 
ill  order  to  vacate  that  Grant,  but  when  it  will  be  de- 
termined I  cannot  say.  But  when  this  is  done  the 
Land  must  be  Purchased  of  the  Indians,  before  tliev 
will  alh)w  anv  settlement  to  l>e  made,  and  a  new  Grant 
^vill  V)e  necessary  to  secure  the  title. 

On  this  occasion  it  may  be  proper  to  observe  tliat 
tho'  by  our  constitution  we  do  not  suffer  any  Man  to 
hold  Lands  on  an  Indian  title  only,  yec  the  Indians 
have  that  Regard  to  their  own  Rights  that  aftei*  one 
Man  has  Purchased  from  the  Indians  and  another 
should  attempt  to  settle  in  opposition  to  the  Purcliaser 
from  them,  by  virtue  of  the  King's  Grant,  tlie  Indians 
wouhl  not  suffer  such  Grantee  to  settle  without  the 
consent  of  the  Purchaser  from  them. 

It  is  true  my  Lord  if  some  Persons  could  obtain  a 
Grant  tfe  were  in  quiet  possession  of  that  large  Tract 
clainiM  by  Ranslaer,  they  coukl  make  considerable 
protKts  of  it  by  pedling  it  out  in  small  Tracts  to  poor 
People,  on  payments  to  be  made  at  several  <fe  distant 
times,  i)ut  in  my  opinion  no  Man  can  make  advantage 
of  it  by  undertaking  hirge  improvements,  &>  I  believe 
every  Man  will  join  with  me  in  the  same  Opinion,  who 
knows  the  present  state  of  this  Country. 

I  have  done  every  thing  in  my  power  to  inforqi  M^ 
O'Brien,  and  at  the  same  time  directed  the  Surveyor 
General  of  Lands  to  shew  him  the  Maps  of  any  j)art 
of  the  Country  he  shall  desire,  &>  I  am  perswaded 
this  has  l)een  chearfully  complied  with:  and  I  shall 
give  the  Surveyor  Gen^  of  Lands  directions  to  make 
out  a  Map  of  the  Pattents  between  Conojohary  &l  the 
Ciinada  kill,  to  be  sent  l>y  the  next  Packett,  that  your 
Lord**  may  have  every  thing  before  you  of  which  I 
conceive  you  may  be  desirous  to  be  informed.  M' 
O'Brien  has  never  applied  to  me  for  a  Grant  of  any 
Tract  of  Land  which  I  have  refused:  and  I  shall  Grant 
any  Tract  he  shall  desire  in  my  power  to  Grant;  but 
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you  know  it  is  not  in  the  Kings  power  to  put  Lira  in 
possession,  otherwise  than  by  due  course  of  Law, 
where  another  is  in  possession  <fe  claims  a  Right  to 
the  Lands. 

Now  ray  Lord  I  flatter  rayself  that  after  you  have 
read  this  and  the  answer  I  have  given  to  the  particu- 
lars mentioned  in  your  Lordships  public  Letter,  vou 
will  be  of  opinion  that  I  do  not  deserve  that  blame 
which  you  thought  I  did  when  you  wrote  that  Letter. 
I  was  glad  to  find  at  last  that  soothing  kind  appella- 
tion of  fellow  servant  in  the  latter  part  of  it ;  allow 
rae  to  make  use  of  this  kind  Expression.  You  my 
Lord  <fe  every  Servant  the  King  has  must  be  sensible 
that  the  faithful  performance  of  his  duty  often  exposes 
him  to  the  Resentments  of  Envy  <fe  Malice,  <t  fre- 
quently to  resentments  which  arise  only  from  mistakes 
<fe  Ignorance.  The  Kings  Servants  who  are  at  a  great 
distance  from  him  are  in  greater  danger  from  such  Re- 
sentment than  others  near  the  Person  of  his  Majesty. 

Be  assured  my  Lord  that  I  have  nothing  more  at 
heart  than  to  gain  some  share  of  your  Lordships  Es- 
teem <fe  to  preserve  the  honor  of  being,  My  Lord,  your 
Lordships

My  Lords, 

I  have  the  honour  of  your  Commands  of  the  6^^  of 
March.  It  gives  me  the  greatest  concern  that  the 
Earl  of  Ilchester  Lord  Holland  &  W  Upton  should 
have  conceived  that  I  have  not  to  the  utmost  of  my 
power  endeavour'd  to  have  served  them  in  their  in- 
tended settlement,  which  I  am  fully  perswaded  will  be 
greatly  for  the  benefit  of  this  Country.  Every  consid- 
eration which  can  influence  any  Mans  actions,  inclined 
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me  to  gain  their  Lordships  esteem  and  favour  by  Serv- 
ing of  them. 

I  still  insist  notwithstanding  of  whatever  informa- 
tion may  have  been  given  that  there  is  no  Land  on  the 
Moliawk  River,  &  for  several  Miles  distant  from  it 
between  Conojohary  &  the  Canada  Creeks,  w^hich  is 
not  already  Pattented,  and  near  the  River  settled  and 
Improved  as  much  as  any  other  Land  in  the  Province, 
and  that  this  may  appear  with  all  the  evidence  which 
I  can  give,  I  shall  give  orders  to  the  Surveyor  General 
of  Lands  to  make  out  a  Map  of  the  Grants  made  in 
that  place  that  it  may  be  transmitted  by  the  next 
Packett,  which  is  to  sail  in  eight  Days  after  this. 

When  M"  O'Brien  on  his  arrival  in  this  Place  in- 
formal me  of  his  Majesty's  oi*der  he  mentioned  in  gen- 
eral Lands  on  the  Mohaw^ks  River  near  Conojohary,  as 
the  place  he  had  in  view.  I  inform'd  him  truely  that 
no  lands  on  that  River  remained  ungranted  cfe  not 
Pattented,  and  that  no  Lands  on  either  side  of  that 
Kiver  at  a  distance  from  it  were  purchased  of  the 
Indians.  I  then  conceived,  and  am  still  of  the  same 
opinion  that  no  Lands  which  can  now  be  purchased  of 
the  Indians  are  of  more  value  either  as  to  soil  or  Situ- 
ation, than  those  near  Ticonderoga  and  Crown  Point 

By  M'  O'Brien's  description  of  the  Lands  which  he 

})roposed  to  have,  I  did  believe  that  he  expected  to 
lave  Lands  situated  on  the  banks  of  the  Mohawk 
River,  but  now  by  the  description  in  the  recital  of  the 
Memorial  presented  to  your  Lordships,  I  suspect  the 
Land  intended  is  the  same  which  the  Indians  gave  to 
Sir  William  Johnson  soon  after  the  conclusion  of  the 
Peace,  which  I  did  not  in  the  least  suspect  when  M' 
O'Brien  applied  to  me.  For  this  reason  it  becomes 
incumbent  on  me  to  inform  your  Lordships  of  every 
thing  I  know  of  that  matter. 

It  is  a  constant  practice  among  the  Indian  Nations, 
continued  from  the  eai'liest  time  in  all  their  conferences 
on  public  affairs  with  other  Nations,  to  open  &  con- 
clude them  with  mutual  Presents.     After  Sir  William 
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had  inform'd  the  Mohawk  Nation  of  the  Conclusion  of 
the  Peace,  <fe  of  the  Cession  of  Canada,  and  of  all  the 
Countries  as  far  West  as^  the  Mississippi,  the  Cono- 
iohary  Tribe  of  the  Mohawks,  in  the  fullness  of  their 
hearts  with  joy,  ife  sense  of  their  gratitude  to  Sir 
William  for  his  great  Services,  made  him  a  present 
of  a  considerable  Tract  of  Land  between  the  Creek 
or  River  opposite  to  the  Conojohary  Castle  and  the 
Canada  Creek  or  River  on  the  back  of  the  Lands 
already  Pattented. 

Soon  after  this  Present  was  made  Sir  W"  informed 
me  of  it,  <fe  requested  a  Grant  of  the  Lands  in  the 
usual  form,  wdiich  1  communicated  to  the  Council. 
They  were  of  opinion  that  so  large  a  Tract  could  not 
be  Granted  to  one  Person  <fe  without  previous  License 
of  Purchasing  consistently  with  his  Majesty's  Instruc- 
tion. Being  sensible  of  Sir  William's  great  services, 
accom])anied  with  such  continual  fatigue  of  Mind  ife 
Body  that  very  few  are  capable  of,  I  advised  him  to 
ap{)ly  to  the  King  for  his  Majesty's  command  to  me  to 
Grant  the  same,  which  he  accordingly  resolved  to  do. 

The  unexpected  breaking  out  of  hostilities  with  the 
Indians,  made  Sr  William  neglect  all  his  private 
affairs  till  after  the  pacification  last  Fall  when  he 
again  applied  to  me  to  transmit  his  request  to  your 
Lordships.  I  thought  this  could  not  be  done  with 
pro])riety  unless  it  were  accomj)anied  with  a  Map  & 
description  of  the  Lands  he  desired  to  have  granted 
him,  and  for  that  purpose  last  Fall  I  desired  a  Survey 
to  be  made  of  them,  which  by  the  approach  of  the 
Winter  Season  and  Sir  Williams  continual  application 
to  the  Indian  affairs  could  not  be  finished  till  lately, 
and  now  I  h()i)e  to  send  it  by  the  next  Packett. 

As  to  that  part  of  your  Lordships  Commands  to 
give  my  assistance  in  locating  their  Lands  on  any  part 
betwt^en  New  York  &  Albany  which  I  on  strict  en- 
quiry shall  discover  not  to  be  legally  Pattented  &  Im- 
])r()ved,  I  know  of  none  except  one  large  Tract  about 
20  Miles  below  Albany  at  a  Place  called  Claverack, 
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claimed  })y  one  Van  Ranslaer :  the  State  of  which 
claim  I  appreliend  is  fully  laid  before  your  Lordships 
by  Capt"  John  Canip])ell  and  othei*  Reduced  officers  at 
Avhose  request  I  wrote  to  your  Lord^ships  the  IV^  of 
October  last.  That  your  Lordshij)s  may  be  fully  ap- 
prised of  every  that  I  have  on  this  subject,  I  shall 
inform  you  of  the  j)ast  public  transactions  in  this  claim 
so  far  as  I  can  from  my  memory. 

This  claim  of  llanslaer's  has  been  contested  by  his 
neii^hbours  so  lonor  as  I  can  remember.  He  claims  a 
Tract  of  170,000  acres,  whereas  they  and  I  believe 
truely,  think  that  he  has  only  23000  acres  Granted. 
Several  Persons  at  distant  times  have  taken  Patents 
within  his  claim  and  continue  to  possess  them. 
About  four  years  since  several  Officers  of  the  Gov- 
ernment, as  some  reward  for  their  pul)lic  services  with 
whom  I  allowed  one  of  my  Children  to  join,  peti- 
tionM  for  a  Grant  of  1000  acres  to  each  within  this 
claim.  After  solemn  Ari^ument  before  the  Council 
thev  came  to  a  Resolution  that  no  Grants  should  be 
made  till  the  validity  of  Ranslaers  Claim  shall  be 
Determined  by  due  course  of  Law.  Last  summer  sev- 
eral Reduced  officers  in  pursuance  of  his  Majesty's 
Proclamation  in  their  favoui*,  applied  to  me  for  Grants 
of  Land  within  Ranslaers  Claim.  1  laid  their  Memo- 
rial before  the  Council  who  persisted  in  their  former 
Resolution  of  refuseinu:  their  consent  till  the  Merits  of 
Kanslaers  Claim  shall  be  determined  by  Law.  By 
his  Majesty's  Commission  by  which  the  Governor  of 
this  Province  is  authorized  to  Gi'ant  Lands,  the  con- 
sent of  the  Council  is  necessary  previous  to  the  Grant, 
<fe  is  expressly  mentioned  in  the  Grant :  but  as  I  am 
convinced  in  my  own  mind  of  the  injustice  of  Rans- 
laers Claim  at  the  request  of  the  Reduced  officers,  I 
promised  to  write  to  your  Lordships  in  their  favour. 

I  liave  so  particularly  inform'd  your  Lordshij)s  of 
the  matters  above  related,  because  1  cannot  otherwise 
preserve  my  integrity  in  the  confidence  which  Sir 
William  Johnson  &  the  reduced  officers  have  placed  in 
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me.  Now  that  I  have  done  this  your  Lordships 
future  comiuauds  shall  be  submissively  obeyed  by,  My 
Lords,  ik""

Spring  Hill,  May  31"^ 
Dear  Sir, 

Last  fall  when  W  O'Brien  and  Lady  Susan  O'Brien 
came  to  New  York,  they  infonn'd  me  as  I  was  like- 
wise by  a  private  Letter  from  the  Earl  of  Hillsborough 
that  the  Earl  of  Ilchester,  Lord  Holland  and  M*^  Upton 
had  obtained  the  Kings  Grant  of  60,000  acres  of  Land 
in  this  Province,  <fe  I  was  directed  to  assist  M'  O'Biien 
in  locatini?  this  Grant  to  the  best  advantasce.  M' 
O'Brien  mentioned  some  Lands  on  the  Mohawks  Iliver 
near  Conojohary  &  insisted  strongly  upon  it.  I  as- 
sured him  there  were  no  Lands  on  that  River  which 
remain  uncfranted  ;  but  now  bv  a  Letter  of  the  6'**  of 
March  from  the  Board  of  Trade,  I  suspect  the  Lands 
which  the  Indians  li^ave  von  are  the  lands  which  those 
noble  Persons  designed  to  have.  Inclosed  is  a  copy  of 
inv  answer  on  that  he«id,  ct  as  I  cannot  have  anv  return 
from  you  before  the  next  Packett  sails  on  Sunday 
week,  I  shall  transmit  to  the  Board  of  Trade  together 
with  the  Survey  of  your  Lands  the  letter  which  I  j)ro- 
posed  to  write,  the  coi)y  of  which  you  have  seen,  that 
nothiuij  mav  be  wantinn:  on  mv  part  to  serve  vou  ac- 
cording  to  the  expectations  I  have  given  you.  It  will 
reinain  with  you  to  support  your  own  Interest  without 
delay,  lu^cause  I  expect  some  i>eremptory  orders  if  you 
do  not  prevent  it.     I  am,  cfc*" 
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To   The  R^  Hon"^'  Lords  Commissioners  for  Trade 

&  Plantations. 

New  York,  June  7^*^  1765. 
My  Lords, 

I  have  the  honour  of  your  Lordships  Commands  of 
the  16^**  of  March,  in  obedience  thereto  I  have  sent 
the  two  Indians  mentioned  therein  to  Sir  W°'  John- 
son with  a  Person  to  conduct  them.  I  make  no  doubt 
of  their  going  to  him  without  any  difficulty. 

TiOst  winter  Sir  W"*  Johnson  informed  me  that  some 
Germans  who  live  ;iear  the  Mohawks  had  carried  ofE 
two  of  that  tribe  with  design  to  exhibit  them  in 
Germany  in  order  to  make  Money,  and  that  it  had 
given  offence  to  the  Nation.  I  discovered  them  before 
they  had  got  on  Board  of  the  Ship  which  was  designed 
to  carry  them,  and  I  perswaded  them  to  leturn  to 
their  own  Nation  which  they  accordingly  did.  The 
Resolution  of  the  House  of  Lords  and  his  Majesty's 
Pleasure  so  expressly  signified  will  put  an  effectual 
stop  to  such  vile  practices. 

By  all  the  accounts  which  I  have  received,  the 
Indian  Nations  every  where  incline  to  live  peaceably 
w^ith  us,  and  it  was  imiversally  agreed  it  was  necessary 
to  open  a  free  Trade  with  them  to  preserve  them  in 
this  good  disposition.  I  have  granted  Licences  to 
about  fifty  Traders  on  condition  of  their  not  exposeing 
any  Goods  to  sale  in  any  Place  where  his  Majesty  has 
not  a  garrison  fixed,  and  to  observe  such  farther  Reg- 
ulations as  his  Majesty  shall  think  fit  to  estal)lish,  for 
Serf ormance  of  which  Condition  each  Trader  has  given 
tond  with  Security  in  JB500. 

In  my  Letter  of  the  13^*"  of  last  Month  I  informed 
your  Lordships  of  an  enormous  claim  of  the  Patentees 
of  Miuisink,  and  that  I  had  ordered  the  Attorney 
General  to  file  Informations  of  Intrusions  against  some 
Persons  who  had  sat  down  on  some  Lands  within  that 
claim  which  remain  in  the  Crown.     This  has  had  the 
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effect  which  I  expected,  some  of  the  principal  Pro- 
pi'ietors  submitted  before  process  issued,  and  Prayed 
<jrants  of  the  Land  which  they  lield  in  sevei^alty,  wliich 
1  have  by  advice  of  Council,  granted  under  the  j)resent 
Regulations,  and  2/  6'*  Sterl.  Quit  rent  for  every  hun- 
dred acres :  This  is  one  Instance  of  what  may  be  done 
by  vigorous  measures  when  at  any  time  they  become 
requisite. 

Inclosed  I  transmit  the  Attorney  Generals  Report 
to  me  in  obedience  to  his  Majesty's  Order  in  his  Privy 
Council  of  the  19*^  of  March  last,  in  the  Complaint  of 
Liettent  Langhorne,  Commander  of  the  Chaleui*. 

The  Administration  of  Government  sroes  on  in  its 
usual  tranquility,  notwithstanding  of  all  the  artifice 
employed  to  create  disorder :  and  I  am  confident  it  is 
n(^t  now  in  the  powei*  of  any  Faction  to  disturb  the 
administration  unless  the  Assembly  when  they  meet  be 
deluded  by  the  Lawyers  into  some  extravagant  Reso- 
lutions, which  however  if  it  should  be  attempted,  I 
hope  will  be  without  success.  1  am  with  the  greatest 
Respect  <fe  Submission,  My  Lords. 


To  The  R^  Hon"^*  Earl  of  Hillsborough. 

New  York,  June  7^  17G5. 
My  Lord, 

Since  my  last  of  the  31*^  of  last  Month,  some  Gen- 
tlemen from  the  West  banks  of  Connecticut  River  in- 
form me  that  the  soil  in  that  part  of  the  country  is 
very  rich,  fit  for  the  cultui'e  of  Hemp,  <fe  the  Timber 
for  producing  of  Pott  ash,  in  which  last  article  several 
have  succeeded  last  yeai'  beyond  expectation.  Pott 
ash  is  the  first  profitable  production  that  can  be  made 
in  improveing  new  Lands.  In  this  part  they  have  a 
very  considei'aV)le  advantage  in  their  Transportation 
by  Connecticut  River. 

I  have  never  been  in  these  back  parts  of  the  Country, 
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&  therefore  I  can  only  write  from  the  information  of 
others:  but  this  I  know  in  general  that  the  Lauds  near 
the  Sea,  as  far  as  the  rivers  are  navigable,  are  of  a 
light  poor  soil  which  after  the  first  crop  requires  man- 
ure to  produce  Grain  to  any  Advantage:  tliat  the  soil 
ill  the  inland  parts  is  very  rich,  excej)t  where  it  is 
nioiiutainous,  &  even  some  of  them  have  a  rich  soil 
upon  them.  The  soil  of  the  inland  parts  produce  dif- 
ferent kinds  of  Timber  ik  Plants,  from  what  glow  on 
the  Lands  near  the  Navii^able  liivers. 

Soon  after  the  Peace,  the  Governor  of  New  Hamp- 
shire laid  all  that  part  of  the  Country  between  Crown 
Point  ife  Connecticut  liiver  out  into  Townships  of  six 
miles  square  which  great  numbers  from  Massachusetts 
Bay  <fc  the  Colony  of  Connecticut  both  of  the  over 
stocked  with  People  designed  to  settle.  Few  of  them 
have  any  settlements  at  this  time  made  on  them,  a 
very  few  may  have  20  or  30  families  at  most,  others 
onlv  half  a  dozen  or  half  a  score  Families  ;  but  the  far 
greate^it  number  have  not  a  single  Settlement.  The 
poor  people  who  have  expended  their  all  in  making 
their  settlements,  I  am  ])er8waded  your  Lordships 
Avill  be  of  opinion  ought  in  ecjuity  to  have  their  small 
farms  secured  to  them.  This  may  be  done  without 
any  inconveniency  to  the  noble  Lords,  should  they  in- 
cline to  make  their  settlement  in  that  part.  These 
Peoi)le  may  be  at  the  first  Settlement  of  great  use  in 
furnishing  Provisions  <fe  otherwise. 

Bv  all  the  information  which  I  can  obtain  the  soil 
of  that  part  of  the  Country  between  the  Water  at 
Crown  Point  &,  Connecticut  Iliver  is  the  best  of  any 
ill  this  Government  which  is  not  alrea<ly  granted.  I 
now^  l>elieve  the  situation  on  Connecticut  River  is  pref- 
erable not  only  for  the  conveniency  of  Tran8j)oi'tation 
>)V  that  River,  ])ut  on  consideration  that  settlers  or 
Labourers  may  be  procured  from  the  neighboring 
Colonies  of  Massachusetts  Bay  ife  Connecticut,  at  a 
much  less  expence  than  they  can  be  procured  any  other 
way.     Should  my  Lords   Ilchester  ife  Holland  i)refer 
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the  .situation  on  Connecticut  River  to  that  on  the 
waters  near  Crown  Point,  I  believe  that  the  Gentlemen 
who  have  at  this  time  given  me  information,  tfe  who 
live  in  that  part  of  the  Country,  some  one  or  more  of 
them  will  gladly  assist  in  locatuig  the  Kings  Grant  to 
the  l)est  advantage  &  thereby  they  may  hope  to  gain 
the  favour  of  Persons  of  such  high  iJank  &  great 
Influence. 

I  have  put  off  the  granting  of  Lands  in  that  part  of 
the  Country  to  next  Octol>er  that  I  may  before  that 
time  know  my  Lord  Ilchester  <fe  Hollands  pleasure  as 
to  the  location  of  the  Kings  Grant  to  th(»m.  Many  of 
the  Peo[)le  settled  near  Connecticut  River  will  come  at 
that  time  some  hundreds  of  Miles  to  New  York,  in 
order  to  have  their  settlements  secured  to  them.  Com- 
mon justice  re(j[uires  that  they  should  not  be  longer 
delayed,  as  the  expence  must  be  greater  than  they  can 
bear.  Nor  can  I  delay  them  longer  without  haveing 
my  Integrity  impeached  &  jealouseys  raised  among 
the  Peo])le  highly  j)rejudicial  to  me  in  the  acbninis- 
tration  of  (Tovernnifent :  besides  the  continued  impor- 
tunitii^s  of  reduced  officers  who  design  to  locate  the 
Kings  bounty  to  them  in  that  part  of  the  Country.  I 
beg  therefore  that  your  Lordship  will  let  me  know  the 
Resolution  of  my  Lords  Ilchester  &  Holland  in  resjiect 
to  the  Location  of  the  Kings  Grant  to  them  on  Con- 
necticut River  before  that  time,  October  next. 

My  Lord,  I  shall  think  myself  very  happy  to  con- 
vince your  Lordship  how  much  I  think  it  my  duty, 
as  well  as  it  is  my  inclination  to  obey  your  Commands 
and  to  do  every  thing  which  I  know  to  be  agreeaVde 
to   your   liordship   <fe    is  in  the  power  of,  My  Lord, 
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To  THE  R'  Hon"*  Lords  Commissioners  for  Trade 

cfe  Plantations. 

New  York,  June  8'^  1765. 
My  Lords, 

Sir  William  Johnson  haveing  with  indefatigable  as- 
siduity and  great  prudence  preserved  the  fidelity  of  the 
Mohawks  and  otliers  of  the  Six  Nations,  and  attached 
tliem  firmly  to  the  British  Interest  during  the  late 
war ;  at  the  conclusion  of  it  by  a  Peace  whereby  they 
found  their  most  sanguine  hopes  accomplished,  &  that 
in  recompense  of  theu*  fidelity  their  Interests  were  be- 
come peculiar  objects  of  the  lioyal  attention :  They 
in  gratitude  to  Sir  William  Johnson  for  his  continued 
care  of  them  and  their  Interests  in  the  year  1760  made 
him  a  present  of  a  conaiderai)le  Tract  of  Land  not  far 
distant  from  the  upper  Mohawk  Castle. 

Soon  after  this  Sir  William  applied  to  me  for  a 
Grant  of  this  Land  by  Letters  Pattent,  but  the  Council 
refused  their  Consent,  because  no  gift  can  regularly  be 
made  of  Lands  by  the  Indians  or  purchased  from  them 
w^ithout  ]>revious  Licence  from  this  Government :  and 
because  Licenses  of  Purchase  of  Lands  in  the  same 
part  of  the  Countiy  had  issued  to  several  Persons 
before  that  time. 

No  Purchase  however  has  been  made,  nor  do  I  be- 
lieve the  Indians  ever  will  transfer  their  Right  to  any 
other  Person. 

On  these  considerations  I  have  directed  that  Tract 
given  by  the  Indians  to  be  surveyed  in  'presence  of 
the  Indians  that  the  boundaries  of  it  may  be  ascer- 
tained, a  copy  of  which  survey  I  now  enclose. 

As  his  Majesty  has  ordered  considerable  Quantities 
of  Land  to  be  Granted  to  the  Reduced  officers  of  his 
army  who  served  in  America  and  has  likewise  by  his 
Order  iu  Council  directed  some  larger  Tracts  to  ))e 
(t ranted  on  other  considerations  to  private  Persons,  I 
presume  your  Lordships  will  be  of  opinion  that  Sir 
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William  Johnson's  services  deserve  as  much  the  Royal 
favour  as  those  of  any  other  Person,  the  rather  as  he 
has  neglected  availing  himself  of  any  Indian  Grants 
and  only  possesses  such  Lauds  as  he  formerly  purchased 
from  the  settlers,  on  which  at  a  great  expence  <fc  risque 
he  has  during  the  heat  of  the  War  adventured  to  settle 
a  large  number  of  Families ;  that  therefore  you  will  be 
pleased  to  recommend  my  request  in  Sir  William's 
favour  to  the  King,  for  his  Order  to  the  Governor  of 
New  York  to  grant  this  Land  on  the  same  Terms  that 
Lands  are  granted  to  Reduced  oflScers  or  otherwise  <as 
your  Lordships  shall  think  fit. 

If  the  orders  should  come  while  the  administration 
is  in  my  hands  it  will  give  me  great  pleasure  to  obey 
them. 

I  shall  only  add  that  tho'  this  was  truly  a  Gift  or 
Present  from  the  Indians,  yet  it  was  attended  with 
considerable  expence  to  Sir  William.  For  according 
to  the  Indian  customs  among  themselves,  no  Gift  is 
received  without  making  a  suitable  return,  Sir  William 
tells  me  the  Present  he  return'd  on  their  executing  the 
Deed  amounted  to  1 200  Pieces  of  Eight — that  he  has 
since  given  them  several  sums  on  that  account.  And 
the  expence  of  surveying  adds  considerably  to  the 
charge, 

1  flatter  myself  that  this  application  in  favour  of 
Sir  William  will  not  be  disagreeable  to  your  Lordships. 
However,  it  is  done  with  entire  submission  as  every- 
thing is  from,  My  Lords. 


The  above  Letter  was  actually  wrote  in  February 
last  at  which  time  I  expected  to  have  had  the  Survey 
of  the  Lands  mentioned  in  it  returned  to  me ;  but  Sir 
Williams  engagements  in  the  public  affairs  with  the 
Indians  made  him  neglect  his  o^vn  private  business, 
that  it  did  not  come  to  the  Surveyor  General  of  Lands 
office  till  very  lately.  When  I  wrote  that  letter  I  did 
not  in  the  least  suspect  that  the  Earl  of  Ilchester,  Lord 
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Holland  and  M'  Upton  could  have  any  thoughts  of 
this  land,  and  therefore  I  assured  iVP  O'Brien  when  he 
mentioned  Lands  near  Conojohary  that  he  must  be 
under  some  mistake,  because  all  the  Lands  on  ])otli 
sides  the  Mohawks  River  are  already  Granted,  and 
that  no  Lands  Purchased  for  the  Crown  in  that  ])art 
of  the  Country  remain  to  be  Granted.  But  since  I  liad 
the  honour  of  your  Lordships 'last  Letter,  I  sus])ect 
that  these  noble  Persons  have  had  these  Lands  in  view 
which  the  Indians  have  given  to  Sir  William  Johnson 
That  your  Lordsliips  may  have  all  the  Information  I 
can  give  you,  I  have  directed  the  Surveyor  General  to 
make  out  a  Map  of  all  the  Lands  Granted  on  the  Mo- 
hawk River  together  with  the  Lands  which  the  Indians 
have  given  to  Sir  William..  Now  that  I  have  done 
this,  together  with  what  I  wrote  on  the  31^*  of  last 
Month  for  your  Lordships  information  Be  assured 
luy  Lords  that  your  Commands  shall  be  punctually 
obeyed  as  soon  as  received  by,  My  Lords 


To  The  IIon^^  Sir  William  Johjs^sox,  Bart. 

Spring  Hill,  June  13'^  1765. 
Dear  Sir, 

I  have  the  favour  of  yours  of  the  24*^  of  last  Month. 
You  have  my  hearty  congratulations  on  your  success 
in  your  negociations  with  the  Indians,  and  that  you 
have  at  last  got  rid  of  such  numerous  cfe  troublesome 
Guests. 

I  have  often  thought  that  the  Six  Nations  assumed 
too  much  to  themselves  in  directing  affairs  with  all  the 
other  Nations  &  that  some  method  ought  to  be  taken 
to  check  their  ambition  of  having  the  lead  eveiy- 
where.  By  what  I  have  heard  (the  Senecas  at  least) 
had  a  principal  part  in  the  late  general  revolt.  They 
must  at  all  times  have  a  great  influence  on  all  the 
nations  to  the  westward  who  pass  thro'  their  Country

to  treat  \nth  you.  Now  that  all  our  apprehensions  of 
the  French  are  removed,  our  Principles,  of  negotiating 
with  the  Indians  are  quite  changed.  As  the  Six  Na- 
tions are  the  most  ambitious  and  the  most  Politic  & 
have  been  long  practiced  in  all  the  artifices  of  negocia- 
tion  between  the  English  <fe  French  may  it  not  be 
dangerous  <fe  impolitic  to  suffer  them  to  take  the  lead 
in  all  public  affairs.     To  avoid  this  may  it  not  be 

f roper  for  you  to  Treat  with  the  distant  Western 
ndians  separately  once  in  two  years  at  Detroit  to  in- 
courage  their  ambition  of  Independency  on  the  Six 
Nations,  &  by  all  means  to  prevent  for  the  future  such 
an  union  among  all  the  Indian  Nations  as  lately  hap- 
pened. For  the  same  purposes  may  it  not  be  proper 
for  you  sometimes  to  meet  the  Shawanese  &  Delawai-es 
&  the  nations  in  that  neischborhood  at  Fort  Pitt  You 
are  the  best  judge  how  proper  such  measures  may  be. 

As  to  Kayaderosseras  you  know  that  on  my  lay- 
ing your  Letter  on  that  subject  before  the  Council,  an 
order  of  Council  issued  to  the  Attorney  General  to 
Prosecute  the  Pattentees  by  Sci7'e  facias^  &  to  take 
his  information  from  you.  After  this  I  do  not  perceive 
how  you  can  well  avoid  to  give  him  all  the  information 
you  can  which  may  serve  to  vacate  that  Pattent.  The 
Topics  on  which  your  information  may  be  given  for 
that  purpose,  I  mentioned  to  you  in  my  Letter  which 
I  wrote  to  you  immeadiately  after  the  order  was  given 
to  the  Attorney  General.  After  this  Information  is 
given  the  Attorney  Generals  Opinion  ought  to  be  in 
writing  how  far  that  Information  may  be  sufficient  to 
vacat  the  Pattent  by  Scire  fa<^ia8  or  if  it  be  not  what 
other  method  may  be  proper  to  procure  reliefe  to  the 
Indians.  When  this  is  done  you  may  lay  the  whole 
matter  with  great  propriety  before  the  Plantation 
Boaid  for  their  direction.  If  it  should  be  thought 
proi)er  to  apply  to  Parliament  for  Reliefe  to  the  Indians 
this  application  cannot  properly  be  made  without  the 
pi-evious  Informations  which  I  now  propose  &  the 
Attorney  Generals  Opinion  thereon  in  writing. 
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In  my  preceeding  Letter  I  informed  you  that  by  a 
Letter  from  the  Plantation  Board  &  a  private  Letter 
fi-om  my  Lord  Hillsborough  I  suspected  that  the  Earl 
of  Ilchester,  Lord  Holland  &  W  Upton  (for  whom 
M'  OBrien  is  agent)  intended  to  lay  the  Kings  Grant 
to  them  on  the  Lands  which  the  Indians  have  given 
you.  By  the  Packett  which  sail'd  last  Sunday  I 
sent  my  Letter  in  your  favour  in  the  same  words  in 
which  it  was  corrected  &  amended  by  you,  together 
with  a  Map  of  the  Lands  granted  in  the  Mohaw^k 
Country,  from  the  Surveyor  Generals  office,  including 
the  Lands  which  the  Indians  have  given  to  you.  I 
have  done  all  that  is  in  my  power  to  serve  you.  It 
remains  wdth  you  to  take  what  farther  care  you  can  of 
your  own  interest.  M*"  OBrien  &  Lady  Susan  OBrien 
are  gone  on  a  visit  to  you.  You  will  thereby  have  an 
opportunity  of  Learning  what  you  can  fi*om  them  on 
this  subject. 

It  w^ill  be  impossible  for  you  to  please  both  the  In- 
dians and  the  Pattentees  of  the  great  Tracts.  I  believe 
not  one  of  the  great  Tracts  were  fairly  purchased. 
Those  of  them  which  are  settled  &,  where  the  Indians 
have  long  desisted  from  making  any  Claim,  are  very 
different  from  the  others  where  no  settlements  are 
made,  and  where  the  Indians  have  at  all  times  asserted 
their  right.  In  these  cases  there  is  no  other  Rule  but 
to  do  justice  to  the  Indians,  &,  to  dispise  Calumny 
which  no  good  man  could  ever  avoid. 

If  the  Attorney  General  can  bring  the  validity  of 
the  Pattent  of  Kayaderosseras  to  be  determined  upon  a 
Point  of  Law,  the  issue  will  not  be  doubtf ull :  because 
if  the  judges  here  should  mistake  all  allow  that  a  Writ 
of  Eri'or  to  the  Kmg  in  Council  lies  in  such  Case. 

Now  Sir,  I  have  wrote  my  Sentiments  freely  on 
every  point  you  desired,  &,  this  I  think  the  best  proofe 
oi  my  being  with  truth  &  affection,  Yr  most  obedient

Sir, 

I  flatter  myself  that  you  have  att  all  times  found 
me  not  only  ready  to  assist  you  and  all  the  officers  of 
the  Customs  in  the  execution  of  their  Duty,  but  like- 
wise desirous  to  do  you  eveiy  Personal  good  Service  in 
my  power,  <fe  for  that  reason  I  hope  you'll  believe  that  I 
am  desirous  to  serve  M*"  Fenton  who  I  am  inform'd  is 
your  brother  in  law.  In  consequence  of  your  Letter 
of  the  5^^  of  March  I  administer'd  the  usual  Oaths;  I 
told  him  at  the  same  time  that  tho'  I  make  no  doubt 
of  your  powers  to  appoint  preventive  officers  in  any 
place  you  shall  think  proper,  I  doubted  of  your 
authority  to  open  a  new  Port. 

After  the  Receipt  of  your  Letter  of  the  6^^  of  May, 
I  communicated  it  to  his  Majesty's  Council  of  this 
Province.  They  were  of  opinion  that  without  being 
informed  of  the  authority  by  which  a  new  Port  is 
opened  they  cannot  advise  me  nor  can  they  judge  of 
its  expediency  unless  the  informations  you  have  re- 
ceived of  the  smuggling  carried  on  in  Hudson's  River 
were  communicated,  ^iit  that  without  doubt  it  will 
be  impracticable  or  Oppressive  for  every  Vessell  which 
unloads  or  Loads  in  itudsons  River  to  enter  &  clear 
at  Albany  in  many  places  where  they  Load  &  unload 
above  100  Miles  distant  from  Albany  &  where  Albany 
is  at  a  much  greater  distance  from  those  places  than 
New  York  is,  and  yet  as  I  am  informed  M*^  Fenton  re- 
quires this  to  be  done. 

You  may  assure  yourself  that  I  shall  continue  to 
give  all  the  officers  of  the  Customs  all  the  assistance 
which  I  legally  can.

I  have  the  honour  of  yours  of  the  18'^  relatincr  to  a 
German  and  a  Negroe  who  had  joined  with  the  Indians 
in  their  late  barbarous  hostilities  against  his  Majestys 
suV)jects.  However  guilty  these  Persons  may  be,  or 
we  may  be  convinced  in  our  own  minds  of  their  guilt, 
if  they  be  delivered  over  to  the  civil  authority,  and  no 
legal  Evidence  can  be  produced  against  them  they 
must  be  discharged,  in  which  case  it  may  l)e  impracti- 
eaV)le  to  prevent  their  return  to  the  Indians. 

For  which  reason  I  agree  with  your  Excellency  that 
it  may  be  j)roper  to  send  the  ISIegroe  to  the  West 
Indies,  &  I  wish  he  could  be  sent  to  the  Spanish  Mines. 

If  the  German  be  put  on  board  any  of  the  Kings 
ships  on  the  Northern  Station  he  will  certainly  make 
Lis  escape  in  the  winter  while  the  ships  are  laid  up  : 
and  therefore  I  think  it  more  adviseable  to  send  him  to 
Pensacola  or  the  West  Indies  with  some  Detachment 
going  thither,  &  to  be  put  on  board  of  one  of  his  Ma- 
jesty's ships  on  the  West  India  Station.  I  am  with 
the  greatest  regard,  Sir.

Council  I  have  tliouglit  ])roper  to  consult  the  Attorney

Order  in  Council  to  Grant  10,000  acres  to  Lieut  James 
3IcDouald  without  the  consent  of  the  Council  of  this 
Province  which  he  has  answered  in  the  affirmative. 
And  haveing  carefully  considered  the  reasons  offer'd 
by  M*"  De  Lancey  and  M*"  Scott  in  support  of  their 
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Caveat,  I  am  fully  satisfied  that  tlie  ten  thousand  acres

proceed  in  preparing  Letters  Pattent  for  Granting  the 
said  Ten  Thousand  Acres  to  U  McDonald.

I  have  the  honor  of  yours  of  the  20""  of  last  Month, 
inclosing  the  copy  of  a  retition  of  Nicholas  Wliit marsh 
and  others,  complaining  of  their  being  disturbed  in 
their  possessions  by  M'  Livingston.  1  have  not  the  least 
information  of  the  Facts  mentioned  in  the  Petition  & 
I  must  observe  that  it  is  not  accompanyed  with  any 
proof  other  than  the  bare  assertion  of  the  parties  con- 
cerned; and  only  of  words  said  to  be  spoken  by  M*" 
Livington. 

We  have  done  everything  in  our  power  to  put  an  end 
to  these  disputes  of  jurisdiction  between  the  two  Gov- 
ernments, and  to  the  many  mischiefs  which  have  there- 
by ensued,  <fe  may  otlierwise  hereafter  happen.  For 
this  purpose  on  the  recommendation  of  the  Lords  Com- 
missioners for  Trade  and  Plantations,  the  Legislature 
of  this  Province  last  Winter  passed  an  Act,  an  authen- 
tic copy  of  which  I  sent  to  you,  for  the  Concurrence  of 
your  Province.  Had  your  Province  thought  fit  to  con- 
cur, an  effectual  stop  must  be  soon  put  to  all  com- 
plaints on  this  Subject.  I  cannot  prevent  any  Man's 
takeing  what  legal  steps  he  thinks  proper  for  securing 
his  own  llights ;  &  if  illegal  steps  should  be  taken  our 
Courts  of  justice  are  open  for  relief.

The 
reason  of  your  not  hearing  from  me  since  I  received 
your  last  proceeding  is  that  I  had  not  met  tlie  Council 
since  that  time,  &  could  not  inform  you  of  their  Reso- 
lution in  respect  of  your  Certificate  of  the  2000  acres 
you  propose  for  Capt"  Jolmson.  I  liope  you  are  con- 
fident that  I  will  do  everything  in  my  power  to  serve 
him.  The  Gentlemen  of  tlie  Council  have  not  been  in 
good  humour  for  some  time  past,  I  do  not  meet  them 
when  there  is  no  necessity  for  it.  I  intend  for  New 
York  next  Tuesday  at  which  time  I  shall  know  their 
sentiments. 

The  (xeneral  who  Dined  wdth  me  last  Sundav  has 
later  Letters  from  M'  Coogan  than  yours.  He  hopes 
eveiything  wnll  fjo  well  in  that  Quarter.  Lieut^  Fraser 
is  arrived  safe  in  New  Orleans.  Pondiac  saved  him. 
Pondiac  it  seems  does  what  he  can  to  recover  favour. 

No  doubt  you  have  heard  of  the  Riot  at  Boston  and 
of  tlie  Seditious  Discourses  <fe  threats  at  New  York. 
James  McEvers  had  accepted  the  office  of  Distributor 
of  Stamps  &  enter'd  into  Bonds  before  me  for  the  due 
Execution  of  his  offices,  which  he  sent  home  l)y  the 
last  Packett.  Yesterday  he  sent  me  a  Resignation  of 
his  office,  being  terrified  by  the  suffering  &  ill  usage 
the  Stamp  officer  met  with  at  Boston,  &  the  threats  he 
has  received  at  New  York. 

Notwithstanding  of  this  I  hope  with  the  assistance 
I  expect  to  defeat  all  their  Measures  &  that  the  Stamps 
shall  be  delivered  in  proper  time  after  their  arrival.  I 
shall  not  be  intimidated. 

The  People  of  New  York  are  surprisingly  excited  to 
sedition  }>y  a  few  Men,  but  I  hope  their  wicked  designs 
will  be  defeated  and  their  machinations  end  in  tlieir 
obtaining  the  reward  they  deserve.     You  may  believe 
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that  these  things  employ  my  thoughts  <fe  that  great 
priideuce^  is  required  in  my  Conduct  at  this  time.  I 
make  no  doubt  of  your  kindest  wishes,  &  of  your 
assistance  if  it  shall  be  requisite,  for  which  purpose 
I  must  beg  of  you  to  be  in  readiness  to  come  to  New 
York  if  your  attendance  in  Council  be  required.  In- 
deed I  heartily  wish  that  your  affairs  may  permit  you 
to  come  to  New  York  about  the  beginning  of  Octol>er, 
because  I  have  few  to  advise  with  m  whom  I  can  have 
that  confidence  I  have  in  you — cfe  things  often  arise 
which  do  not  permit  delay  in  the  Execution.

of  this  Government.  I  had,  before  I  received  your 
Letter  resolved  to  })e  in  Town  tomorrow;  and  now  I 
shall,  as  Hcxm  as  I  can  have  his  Majesty's  Council  for 
this  Province  meet,  conmiunicate  your  Letter  to  them, 
ife  I  liope  it  will  have  its  proper  effect.  In  the  mean- 
time I  shall  freelv  irive  vou  mv  sentiments. 

The  only  method  in  my  opinion  to  prevent  mischief 
is  to  have  such  a  Military  force  present  as  may  effec- 
tually di-courage  all  opposition  to  the  Laws.  A  weak 
force  which  the  Seditious  can  have  anv  hopes  of  over- 
rhyming.  Hjay  be  T>roductive  of  great  mischiefs,  I  there- 
fore think  that  if  it  can  be  done  without  prejudice  to 
UU  Maj^'sty's  Service,  a  Battalion  may  be  necessary  on 
ilnn  occasion  in  order  to  cut  off  all  hopes  of  success  of 
any  M-dilious  attempts,  or  if  such  a  numi)er  cannot  be 
hiifl  in  time,  I  am  of  opinion  that  it  may  be  proper  to 
order  as  many  as  circumstances  will  allow  to  March 
imiij'fdiately  to  New  York  <fe  that  they  who  are  nearest 
or  I'-art  wanted  March  without  delay. 

Vou  know  Sir  the  Men  with  whom  I  must  act  cfe 
their  beheaviour  on  the  present  occasion,  cfe  what  may 
f>e  expected  from  them.     In  case  the  civil  Magistrates 
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cannot  or  are  not  willing  to  do  tlieir  duty,  you  must 
Judge  what  is  incumbent  on  you  as  well  as  on  me  in 
sucli  case,  when  all  civil  Authority  is  at  an  end. 

I  caH^  truly  say  that  before  I  received  your  Excel- 
lency's Letter  I  have  not  had  from  any  of  the  Gentle- 
men of  the  Council,  or  from  any  Magistrate,  or  from 
any  other  Person  the  least  information  of  the  Seditious 
present  temper  of  the  Peoi)le,  except  by  a  Letter  from 
M*"  McEvers  received  last  Friday  on  the  receipt  of 
which  I  resolved  to  return  to  Town.  From  this  you 
may  judge  what  is  to  })e  expected. 

As  to  the  Quartering  of  the  Troo})S,  you  know  the 
Act  of  Parliament  for  that  purpose  must  be  pursued. 
The  City  Barracks  on  the  Commons  seem  to  me  the 
most  proper  place  for  that  purpose.  I  think  it  im- 
proper to  make  any  requisition  of  the  magistrates  till 
near  the  time  that  the  Men  are  expected  to  arrive. 

If  I  mistake  not  a  gi*eat  quantity  of  Military  Stores 
are  now  at  New  York  witlicmt  any  Guard.  This  in 
my  humble  opinion  makes  it  necessary  to  have  some 
Military  force  as  soon  as  possible  to  prevent  their  fall- 
ing into  the  hands  of  the  Seditious.  Perlia})s  this  may 
be  part  of  their  Plan  which  makes  them  so  audacious. 
I  shall  have  the  pleasure  of  waiting  on  you  soon 
after  I  come  to  Town,  that  I  may  have  the  lionour  of 
your  advice  at  a  time  when  I  can  have  confidence  in 
very  few.

In  obedience  to  liis  Majesty's  Commands  signifyed 
by  the  honcmr  of  your  Letter  of  tlie  12^^  of  July  to 
direct  my  Dispatches  to  ycm,  I  now  lay  before  you,  Sir, 
the  present  state  of  this  Province. 

Soon  after  it  was  known  tliat  Stamj^  Duties  were  by 
Act  of  Parliament  to' be  paid  in  th(i  Colonies,  virulent 
Pa|>ers  were  ])ul>lish'd  in  the  weekly  News  Papei's  • 
fill'd  with  every  falsehood  that  malice  could  invent  to 
serve  their  purpose  of  exciting  the  People  to  disobedi- 
ence of  the  Laws  &  to  Scnlition.  At  first  they  only 
denyed  the  authority  of  Parliament  to  lay  internal 
Taxes  in  the  Colonies,  but  at  last  they  have  denyed

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the   Legislative   authority  of   the   Parliament  in  the 
Colonies  and  these  Papers  continue  to  be  PuhlishM. 

For  some  time  I  did  not  inimagine  these  Papers  could 
have  the  effect  on  the  Minds  of  the  People  which  I 
found  they  afterwards  Jiad.  It  was  necessary  for  the 
preservation  of  my  Health  during  the  heats  of  simimer 
to  retire  to  a  Country  House  I  have  at  about  two  hours 
travelling  from  this  City.  While  I  was  there  <fe  Gen- 
eral Gage  in  the  neighbourhood,  the  violent  Riotts 
happened  at  Boston,  <fe  in  consequence  of  them  AP 
McEvers  appointed  Distributor  of  Stamps  for  this 
Province  was  so  fiightened  ])y  Threats  of  the  like 
Treatment  that  M""  Oliver,  the  Distributor  of  Stamps 
at  Boston,  had  met  with,  that  he  resigned  his  office  <fe 
by  Letter  inform'd  me  of  his  Resignation  a  Copy  of 
which  is  inclosed.  Soon  after  the  receipt  of  that 
Letter,  I  received  a  Letter  from  General  Gage  who 
had  returned  to  the  City  a  few  days  before,  the  sub- 
stance of  which  is  in  the  inclosed  JVIinute  of  Council. 
I  returned  immediately  to  my  Residence  in  the  Fort, 
&  caird  his  Majesty's  Council  before  whom  I  laid  the 
Generals  Letter,  &  the  Letter  from  the  Stamp  officer; 
but  many  of  the  Gentlemen  being  absent  in  the  Country, 
as  usual  during  the  Heats,  the  Gentlemen  present  <le- 
clin'd  giving  any  advice  till  the  Board  was  full.  After 
the  absent  Members  were  trailed  in  they  unanimously 
advised  as  in  the  inclosed  Minutes. 

In  the  Month  of  May  the  General  sent  the  small 
Guard  of  the  Foi't  to  the  southward,  wdiich  consisted 
of  about  Twenty  of  the  Artillery  Regiment,  leaving 
only  3  or  4  of  them  Invalids,  not  fit  for  any  Duty.  I 
represented  to  the  General  that  I  could  not  answer  for 
the  Safety  of  his  Majesty's  Fort  in  its  present  State 
from  a  Mob,  or  from  the  Negroes,  in  Consequence  of 
which  he  ordered  a  company  of  the  60^*"  Regiment  from 
Crown  Point  which  arrived  in  July.  Major  James  of 
the  Royal  Regiment  of  Artillery,  haveing  observed  the 
riotous  disposition  of  the  people  in  this  Place,  after 
what  had  happened  in  Boston,  &  being  inform'd  that 
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many  of  the  Guns  of  the  Fort  were  Honey comb'd,  cfe 
the  Carriages  rotten,  and  that  there  was  no  Powder  in 
the  Fort,  he  order'd  in  some  Field  Pieces  &  Howitzers 
together  with  a  sufficient  quantity  of  ammunition  and 
otlier  Stores.  Part  of  the  Relief  for  the  Regiment  of 
Aniller}^  arriving  from  England  the  Day  I  leturned  to 
the  Fort,  they  were  brouglit  into  it.  The  Garrison 
now  consists  of  100  effective  Privates  besides  officers, 
&  it  is  secure  against  any  attempt  or  Insult  that  was 
apprehended. 

it  is  evident  that  a  secret  Correspondence  has  been 
carryed  on  throughout  all  the  Colonies ;  cfe  that  it  has 
been  concerted  to  deter  by  violence  the  Distril)utors  of 
Stamps  from  E.\ecuting  their  office,  and  to  destroy  the 
stamj)ed  Paper  when  it  arrives.  They  have  succeeded 
in  frightening  M'  McEvers  who  is  appointed  to  distri- 
bute the  stamps  in  this  Province,  but  they  have  lost 
all  hope  of  destroying  them  as  they  make  no  doubt  of 
my  securing  them  in  the  Fort  when  they  arrive.  I 
hope  to  i)ersuade  M'  McEvers  to  resume  his  office. 
However  that  be  I  shall  do  everything  in  my  power  to 
have  the  stamps  distributed  at  the  time  appointed  by 
the  act  of  Parliament,  tfe  if  I  can  have  this  done,  I  be- 
lieve the  j)resent  Bustle  will  soon  subside. 

The  General  Asseml)ly  of  the  Massachusetts  Bay 
sent  invitations  to  all  the  Assemblies  on  the  Continent 
to  send  committees  to  meet  at  this  Place  on  the  first 
Tuesday  of  next  Month,  and  a  Committee  from  the 
Assembly  of  South  Carolina  arrived  about  a  week 
since  for  that  purpose  ;  whether  any  other  will  come  I 
know  not.  This  meeting  was  kept  secret  from  me  till 
lately.  I  have  in  discourse  discountenanced  it  as  an 
illeiral  convention  ife  inconsistent  with  the  Constitution 
of  the  Colonies  by  which  their  several  Governments 
are  made  distinct  <fe  independent  on  each  other.  What- 
ever plausable  })reteiices  may  be  made  for  this  meeting 
tlieir  real  intentions  may  be  dangerous. 

M*"  Hood  who  is  appointed  Distributor  of  Stamps  in 
Maryland   fled  from  the  Mob  there  to  prevent  being 
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forced  to  resign  &  came  to  this  Place.  After  he  came 
a  design  was  form'd  here  to  force  a  resignation  from 
him  wliich  he  escaped  the  Moment  before  it  was  to 
be  put  in  execution  by  retiring  into  the  Fort,  <fe  he 
nows  lives  with  me  under  my  protection. 

I  agreed  with  the  Gentlemen  of  the  Council  that 
considering  the  present  temper  of  the  People,  this  is 
not  a  proper  time  to  prosecute  the  Printers  &  Pub- 
lishers of  the  Seditious  Papers.  The  Attorney  General 
likewise  told  me  that  he  does  not  think  himself  safe  to 
commence  any  such  Prosecutions.  But  what  princi- 
pally weighs  with  me  is  that  I  am  fully  perswaded 
some  of  the  most  j)opidar  lawyers  are  the  authors  of 
the  Seditious  Papers,  &  have  been  Countenanced  by 
some  of  the  Judges  &  others  in  the  highest  trust  in 
the  Government.  No  man  who  converses  generally,  & 
knows  the  Characters  of  the  Men,  doubts  of  who  the 
Authors  are,  but  in  the  present  circumstances  it  is  not 
j)racticable  for  me  to  ol)tain  legal  Evidence.  I  must 
add.  Sir,  that  in  the  present  state  of  the  Courts  of 
Justice  in  this  Province  (of  which  I  informed  my  Lord 
Halifax  by  my  Letter  of  the  23"*  of  January  last  & 
others  immediately  preceeding)  private  property  as 
well  as  the  riglits  of  the  Crown,  cfe  the  Kings  authority 
nuist  l)ecome  extreamly  precai-ious,  in  consequence  of 
which  unless  remedied,  confusion  &  disorder  must  neces- 
sarily ensue.  The  reasons  of  my  thinking  so  will  not 
only  apj)ear  from  the  Letters  I  wrote  last  Winter 
to  my  Ijord  Halifax,  but  likewise  from  the  Letters  I 
wrote  and  the  Pa])ers  which  at  the  same  time  I  trans- 
mitted to  the  Board  of  Trade. 

By  the  precautions  taken,  cfe  from  the  feai^s  which 
Persons  of  pioperty  have  conceived  of  ]\Iobs,  I  hope  to 
j)reserve  the  Peace  of  this  Province  notwithstanding 
that  these  Si^ditious  Papers  continue  to  be  published. 
I  enclose  one  of  them  which  was  jniblished  since  the 
Coimcil  it  the  Magistrates  of  this  City  assured  me 
that  they  would  do  everything  in  their  power  to  pre- 
vent any  Mob  or  Riott. 
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I  have  at  all  times  endeavoured  to  })ei'form  ray  Duty 
<fe  in  some  instances  where  I  perceived  the  doing  of  it 
would  be  greatly  prejudicial  to  my  private  Interest, 
and  I  beg  you'l  be  assured  Sir  that  I  shall  continue  so 
to  do  wiiile  the  administration  is  in  my  Hands,  and 
that  I  am,  with  the  greatest  Respect  cfe  submission

I  have  the  honour  of  yours  of  the  2*^  of  July,  and 
very  heartily  congratulate  you  on  your  nomination  for 
this  Government.

As  he  is  Secretary  to  the  General  Post  office  in 
America,  I  am  under  a  necessity  of  takeing  notice  of 
it  to  the  Secretary  of  State  by  the  return  of  tlie 
Packet  which  is  daily  expected,  <fe  I  am  unwillinfir  to 
do  this  without  giving  you  previous  notice  by  a  Mer- 
chant Ship  which  Sails  Tomorrow.

Your  Majesty  haveing  been  pleased  by  your  order 
in  Council  of  the  10^**  of  this  Instant,  to  refer  unto  this 
Comra'ee  the  humlde  Petition  of  Waddle  Cunning- 
ham setting  forth,  That  in  the  Term  of  Octr.  17()3,  an 
action  of  Ti*espass  assault  and  Battery  was  brought  in 
the  Sui)reme  Court  for  the  Province  of  New  York  by 
Thomas  Forsey  against  the  Petitioner,  to  which  the 
Petitioner  having  Plead  the  general  issue  not  Guilty, 
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the  Cause  came  on  to  l)e  trved  by  a  Jury  in  the  said 
Court  in  tlie  Term  of  October  17G4,  when  the  Jury 
gave  a  Verdict  against  the  Petitioner  and  £1500 
Damages  besides  costs,  and  for  whicli  Damages  Judge- 
ment was  entered  nj)  together  with  £75:  19:  0.  for 
costs  of  suit — That  the  said  Damages  being  excessive 
<fe  unreas(»nable,  and  the  petitioner  otherwise  aggrieved 
by  the  said  Proceedings,  Prayed  Leave  of  the  said 
Court  to  a])])eal  from  the  said  Verdict  and  Judgment

This 
Reprieve  was  advised  on  the  Kecommendation  of  three 
of  the  Judges  who  were  present  at  the  Tryal.  As  this 
Man  has  for  some  years  past  })een  imder  a  dangerous 
Religious  Delusion  &  Enthusiasm  tempting  him  to 
take  away  his  own  Life ;  which  has  frequently  returned 
by  fits,  tho'  at  other  times  he  is  an  Industrious  &>  sober 
Man  without  giving  offence,  as  appear'd  by  the  Testi- 
mony of  many  at  his  Tryal,  the  Gentlemen  of  the 
Council  are  of  opinion  that  it  may  not  be  safe  to  suffer 
liim  to  go  at  large  as  such  Enthusiasts  maybe  Tempted 
to  commit  the  most  hornd  Crimes  while  under  suck 
unaccountable  Delusicm.

I  received  the  honour  of  your  Excellency's  Letter  by 
M'  Stewart  of  the  29^*"  of  June,  while  I  was  in  the 
Country  during  tlie  heats  of  Summer,  at  which  time 
many  of  the  Gentlemen  of  the  Council  had  likewise 
retired.  As  soon  as  I  returned  to  Town  I  communi- 
cated  it  to  the  Council  with  the  Estimate  of  the  Loss 
of  the  People  of  Montreal. 

The  Gentlemen  of  the  Council  are  of  Opinion  that 
the  recommending  this  Charity  to  the  Assembly  when 
they  meet,  will  be  the  most  effectual  method  of  obtain- 
ing proper  Relief  to  the  poor  Distressed  People.  Sir 
Ilai'ry  Moore  is  appointed  our  Governor,  &  by  his 
Letter  to  me  of  the  9*^*"  of  August  I  may  expect  him 
here  in  a  fortnight.  I  do  not  think  it  expedient  in  the 
present  Temper  of  the  People  in  this  and  the  neigh- 
l)Ounng  Colonies  in  respect  to  the  Act  of  Parliament 
laying  Stamp  Duties,  to  meet  the  Assembly  before  he 
arrives.

Lord  Adam  Gordon  is  so  extreanily  oblidging  as  to 
desire  the  care  of  the  Letters  I  write  to  my  Friends. 
I  the  more  gladly  lay  hold  of  the  honour  he  does  me, 
as  he  can  inform  you  of  everything  you  may  desire  to 
know  from  America.  lie  has  performed  tlie  Tour  of  all 
the  Colonies,  &>  has  been  an  Eye  Witness  of  some  ex- 
traordinary Events  in  several  of  them  at  this  time. 

In  the  beginning  of  September  the  People  of  this 
Town  appeared  as  much  inclined  to  Sedition  ifc  Vio- 
lence as  in  any  other  of  the  Colonies,  'till  oy  the  assis- 
tance of  the  artillery  Companies  which  happily  arived 
from  England  at  that  time,  I  put  the  Fort  in  such 
state  of  Offence  <fe  Defence  that  effectually  discouraged 
them.  In  doing  this  Major  James  has  been  very  dili- 
gent in  adviseing  <fe  assisting  me.  At  the  same  time 
some  Gentlemen  of  Property  discovered  the  danger 
they  were  in  from  Tumults  &  Riots,  &  heartily  join'd 
me  in  i)reventing  of  them,  by  their  influence  on  the 
minds  of  the  People.  This  violent  Spirit  was  raised  by 
wicked  inflammatory  Papers  daily  published.  No  man 
in  this  Place  doubts  who  the  Authors  are.  A  few 
popular  Lawyers  whom  you  know  well. 

I  have  had  a  difficult  part  to  act  at  this  time,  but  I 
hope  soon  to  be  releived  from  it  ])y  Sii*  Harry  Moore's 
Arival,  when  I  shall  return  to  Spring  Hill.  I  doubt 
whether  in  any  Case  I  can  avoid  the  malice  of  some 
Men,  greatly  disappointed  in  some  matters  or  designs, 
by  performing  my  duty  in  the  trust  his  Majesty  has  re- 
j)osed  in  me,  and  I  suffer  by  it  in  my  private  Interest. 
May  not  an  old  servant  of  the  Crown  who  has  endeav- 
our d  above  40  years  since  first  of  the  Council  to  per- 
form his  Duty  faithfully,  <fe  often  greatly  to  the  preju- 
dice of  his  private  Fortune,  be  allowed  to  hope  the 
favour  of  the  Crown  in  his  old  age,  &  that  othei's 
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xnay  uot  be  discouraged  in  following  his  example. 
IProhaldv  I  niav  retain  the  honour  of  L'  Governor  with- 
out  a  single  farthing  to  support  it. 

I  have  the  honour  of  your  kind  Letter  of  the   21**^ 
June,  it  had  thereby  the  first  account  of  the  a])point- 
ment  of  Sir  Harry  Moore  to  this  Government.     I  am

Since   the  last  Avhich  I  had  the  honour  to  Avrite  to 
you  of  the  23'*  of  September,  this  Town  has  remained 
quiet  tho'   inflamatory   Papers   continue    to   be    pub- 
lish'd,  exciting  the  People  to  oppose  the  Execution  of 
the  Act  of  Parliament  for  laying  a  stamp  Duty  in  the 
Colonies.      The   most  remarkal)le  of   these  Papers  is 
inclosed.*     This  was  distril)uted  alonij:  the  Post  lioads 
by  the  Post   Ridcn-s.     I  examined  the  Post  Master  in 
this  Place  to  know  how  this  came  to  be  done,     lie  as- 
sured me  that  it  w^as  without  his  knowledi^e,  That  he 
had  examined  the  Post  Riders  &  found   that  one  or 
more  Bundles  of  them  were  deliver  d  at  Woodbridge 
in  New  Jersey  to  the  Post  Rider  by  James  Parker  Sec- 
I'ettary  to  the  General  Post  office  in  America.     Pai'ker 
Was  formerly  a  Printer  in  this   Place,  &  has  now  a 
Printing  Press  cfc  continues  to  print  occasionally.    It  is 
Relieved    that  this  Paper  was   Printe<l   by  him.      The 
Gentlemen  of  the  (^-ouncil  think  it  ])rudent  at  this  time 
to  delay  the  makeing  more  particular  Encpiiry  least  it 
should    be   the  occasion  of  raising  the  Mol),  wdjich  it 
is  thought  i)roper  by  all  means  to  avoid.

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From  Sir  Harry  Moore's  Letter  to  me  of  the  0"*  of 
August,  I  have  leason  to  exj)ect  him  eveiy  Day,  wliich 
I  heartily  wish  may  soon  haj>peu  tliat  I  may  deliver 
up  the  Administration  to  him  in  perfect  quietness, 
which  I  have  much  at  heart  to  do.

I  have  the  honour  of  your  Excellency's  Letter  of  the 
15*^  in  relation  to  some  Kecruits  which  Col.  Bradstreet 
alleges  he  raised  for  the  New  York  Battalion  in  the 
year  1704.  When  I  formerly  encjuired  into  this  affair, 
I  found  that  these  Men  had  not  been  Mustered  or  Re- 
turn'd  as  part  of  the  New  York  Battalion  and  it  ap- 
pears to  me  they  coukl  not  have  ])een  Inlisted  for  that 
Service  as  the  Wages  Col.  Bradstreet  promised  them 
was  so  very  different  from  that  allowed  by  this  Gdv- 
ernment  to  the  Troops  they  Paid. 

I  hav(»  not  a  Coj)y  of  my  Letter  to  your  Excellency 
which  you  refer  to,  but  I  certainly  would  not  authorise 
greater  Wages  being  Promised  to  the  Men  than  what 
the  Assembly  had  i)rovided  for.  Nor  can  I  now  take 
upon  me  to  Order  the  Pay  Masters  to  Pay  Men  who 
were  never  included  in  the  Keturns  made  to  me  or 
them  of  the  New  York  Battalion.  The  Act  of  Assem- 
bly does  not  subject  the  Pay  Masters  to  my  Orders  in 
this  Point.  I  hope  you  will  be  convinced  Sir,  that 
it  is  not  in  my  power  to  comply  with  your  desire. 

I  am  much  obliged  to  your  Excellency  for  the  notice 
you  have  taken  of  llichardson's  Complaint,  and  am 
With  great  Regard  and  Esteem 
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To  Thk  ^Iaster  or  Commander  of  the  Ship  or 
Vesskll  on  board  of  which  the  Stamp'd  Papers 
ife*".  are  for,  the  Province  of  New  Yop.k. 

From  the  re})eate(l  public  Declarations  tliat  have 
heeii  made  in  this  place  ifc  throughout  the  Provinces 
that  the  StampM  Papers  &"*.  which  are  expected  from 
England  in  (*onsequence  of  a  late  Act  of  Parliament 
would  be  destroyed  on  their  arival  here :  which  Dec- 
larations have  been  back'd  in  some  Places  with  most 
violent  it  riotous  proceedings,  it  has  become  necessary 
for  mo  to  take  every  precaution  in  my  j)Ower  to  pre- 
serve them,  and  to  prevent  if  possible  even  an  attempt 
to  execute  a  Scheme  so  unlawfull  &  ruinous.  For  this 
purpose  I  have  requested  Captain  Kennedy  to  Order 
his  Majesty's  Ships  under  his  command  to  give  the  ne- 
cessary assistance  and  protection  to  the  Ship  on  board 
of  which  the  stamped  Papers  &c  are.  And  haveing 
given  you  this  notice  of  the  great  danger  your  Cargoe 
will  be  in  unless  the  Ship  is  protected  untill  the 
Stamped  Papers  are  Secured,  I  must  desire  you  to 
put  your  ship  under  the  protection  of  his  Majesty's 
Ships  of  War,  and  to  renuiin  under  their  Protection  till 
you  shall  have  further  directions  from  me.

The  people  of  this  Place  haveing  openly  declared 
their  intentions  to  destroy  the  stamj)ed  Pai)ers  design'd 
for  this  Province,  I  desired  the  Cai)t"  of  his  Majesty's 
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Ships  of  War  now  in  tlie  River  to  protect  the  Ship  in 
whicli  tliey  sliould  come.  For  tliis  purpose  a  sloop 
was  placed  at  Sandy  Hook,  and  a  Frigate  midway  be- 
tween that  ife  tliis  Place,  while  the  Coventry  laid  be- 
fore the  Town.  By  this  care  the  ship  Edwai'd,  Davis 
Commander,  haveiug  ten  Packages  of  stamj)ed  Papers 
on  board  was  Uroii^ht  to  an  anchor  under  the  Guns  of 
the  Fort  it  protection  of  his  Majesty's  ships.  When 
this  was  done  on  Thursday  last  1  summoned  the  Gen- 
tlemen of  the  Council  for  tlieir  advice  in  wduxt  manner 
the  stamped  Paj)ers  might  be  most  safely  l)rought  on 
shore.  'J'ho'  I  sent  repeated  Messages  to  them  only 
three  attended  of  seven  who  were  in  the  Phice,  viz: 
M^  Ilorsmanden,  M"".  Smith  and  M^  Reid  ;  the  two  first 
of  them  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court.  They  declined 
giving  any  advice  without  a  frdl  board,  and  foi*  a  reason 
said  tliat  by  detaining  the  ship  the  Governor  &  they 
who  advised  would  subject  themselves  to  the  private 
action  of  every  Man  who  had  Goods  on  board,  &  the' 
tlie  Jury  should  give  only  one  shilling  Damages,  the 
costs  of  suit  would  amount  to  a  very  large  Sum.  After 
arguing  a  huig  time  they  at  last  advised  me  to  hire  a 
sloop  to  take  tlie  Goods  on  Board,  till  the  Packages  of 
stani[)ed  Papers  ccmld  be  come  at:  but  no  Sloop  could 
be  liired  at  any  rate.  I  suspected  they  were  desirous 
I  should  Press  a  sloop  that  thereby  they  might  have  an 
op[)ortunity  to  ])egin  a  Riot.  I  therefore  desisted  fi'om 
that  design  &  desired  the  Cai)tains  of  the  Kings  Ships 
to  assist  in  removing  tlie  Goods  to  make  I'oom  to  have 
the  Packages  with  the  stamped  Papers  taken  out ; 
accoi'dingly  all  of  them  are  taken  out  except  three 
which  are  so  deej)  in  the  hold  with  other  Goods  that 
they  couhl  not  be  taken  out  without  jmtting  the  Ship 
in  danj^er  in  case  of  the  least  Gale  of  AVind.  I  am  the 
more  particular  in  this  account  that  you  Sir  may  have 
some  conception  of  tlie  difficulties  I  labor  under  from 
want  of  assistance  where  1  have  the  best  renson  to  ex- 
pect it.  At  the  same  time  I  have  the  pleasure  to  assure 
you  that  the  officers  of  the  Navy  &  Army  with  the 
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reatost  alacrity  give  ine  every  assistance  I  desire.  I 
,m  resolved  to  have  the  stainj^s  Disti'ibuted  if  })ossil)le 
)y  the  time  the  act  directs,  hut  in  this  1  have  met  with 
in  unexpected  difficulty.  There  is  not  a  single  Line  or 
:he  least  <lirection  come  in  this  ship  from  the  Commis- 
■iioners  of  the  Stamp  office,  not  so  much  as  a  Bill  of 
LadiuiT,  nor  can  I  discover  the  Contents  of  any  one  of 
the  Packages  without  oi)ening  of  them,  but  I  hope  this 
will  be  removed  bv  Sir  Harrv  Moore's  arival  l)efore 
the  I"'  of  November.  The  Night  after  the  Ship  arived 
Papers  were  ])osted  uj)  on  the  Doors  of  every  ])ul)lic 
office,  cfe  at  the  corners  of  the  Streets,  one  of  which  I 
inclose,  all  of  tliem  in  the  same  words.  His  Majesty's 
Ministers  are  the  best  judges  of  the  means  to  curb  this 
licentious  factious  spirit.  If  it  l>e  done  in  the  Trading 
Towns  the  Country  will  follow.  The  LaAvyers  who 
have  raised  this  Seditious  spirit  cannot  be  curbed  with- 
out piv>p(*r  Judges. 

Since  the  Matter  of  Appeals  w^as  disputed  before  the 
Council  of  tliis  Province  last  Winter,  infamous  scurrilous 
Papers  have  l>een  weekly  j)ublished  in  this  Place,  with- 
out the  least  regard  to  truth,  full  of  all  the  falsehoods 
that  malice  can  invent  in  order  to  render  me  Odious  in 
tlie  Eyes  of  the  People,  and  tho'  I  am  confident  they 
have  not  in  the  least  l)een  able  to  hurt  my  pi'ivate 
:-haracter  with  those  who  know  me,  yet  they  make  it 
i'ery  evident  that  the  authors  are  desirous  to  do  me  every 
njiiry  in  their  power.  I  know  »{  or  4  popular  Lawyers 
ire  the  authors  of  these  weekly  Pa])ers  <fe  fi'om  what 
bhe  Judges  said,  as  before  mentioned,  I  am  persuaded 
they  will  endeavour  to  have  every  Shipper  on  board  the 
Edwar<l  to  sue  for  detaining  the  Ship.  There  may  be 
100  shipj>ers,  and  the  cost  of  suit  on  each  will  amount 
to  at  least  £20,  and  private  suits  cannot  be  stoi)ped 
bv  the  (xovernment.  This  would  make  a  sum  that  1 
am  not  able  to  bear.  From  this  you  may  see  Sir  the 
rea^m  1  had  in  my  Letters  to  the  Earl  of  Halifax  of 
the  LStli  of  December  cfe  23'^  of  January  to  beg  his 
Majesty's  Pi'otectiou. 
4 
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When  the  adininistration  of  Government  is  not  in  the 
hands  of  the  Lieutenant  Governor  of  this  Province,  he 
has  not  a  single  farthing  to  sn])port  tlie  honor  of  liis 
connnission,  a  case  I  am  assured  no  wliere  else  to  be 
found.  After  a  (rentleman  has  had  tlie  honour  to  he 
Commander  in  chief,  he  must  be  desirous  of  living  in 
the  same  place  with  some  more  dignity  than  otherwise 
requisite  in  his  private  State,  ik  I  think  it  for  his 
Majesty's  service  he  should  do  so.  I  therefore  humbly 
beg  of  you  to  submit  my  Case  to  his  Majiisty's  con- 
sideration wliich  I  do  with  more  confidence,  l)ecause  I 
have  not  incurr'd  any  ]\Ian's  displeasure  otlierwise  than 
l)y  adhering  to  my  Duty  in  observing  the  King's  In- 
structions. I  have  l)y  doing  so  l)een  deprived  of  many 
advantages  I  otherwise  should  have  had,  &  I  have  a 
numerous  family  exposed  to  the  Malice  of  wicked  Men 
who  must  remain  in  this  Province.  Under  such  cir- 
cumstances it  recpiires  some  degree  of  Resoluticm  to 
adhere  to  my  Duty.

M'  James  ^PEvers  haveinc^  been  deterred  from  under- 
taking  the  office  of  Distributor  of  Stamps  in  this 
Province,  tlie  whole  care  of  the  stamped  Papei-s  ha» 
devolved  u})on  the  Lieut.  Governor,  who  is  Commander 
in  Chief.  He  thinks  it  proper  that  you  should  be  in- 
forme<l  that  Capt"  Davis  of  the  ship  Edward  has  de- 
livered three  Boxes  and  two  Bails  of  stamped  Papers 
marked  N""  1.  J.  M'E.  new  york,  which  the  Governor 
has  lodged  in  this  Fort,  and  likcjwise  one  Box  and  one 
Bail  ]\Iarked  N""  1.  J.  I.  Connecticut.  Three  other 
Packages  which  the  Captain  says  he  took  in  cannot  Ix* 
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come  at  till  other  Goods  are  removed  out  of  tlie  sliip. 
The  Governors  House  in  the  Fort  is  tlie  onlv  Place 
where   the  stamped  Papers  can   be  secured  from  the 
rage  ife  fury  of  the  People  which  has  been  most  un- 
hapj)ily  raised  to  such  a  pitcli  tliat  the  Governor  found 
it  necessary  to  liave  the  assistance  of  his  Majesty's 
ships  of  War  for  Landing  and  securing  the  Papers — l)y 
this  caution  it  has  been  effected  witliout  the  least  o])])0- 
sition  or  Riot.     ]\P  ^PEvers  informs  the  Governor  that 
he  has  not  received  any  Bills  of  Lading  Letters  or  In- 
structions concerning  the  stanip'd  Papers,  nor  has  any 
come  to  the  Governors  Hands  which  lays  him  imder  an 
unexpected  difficulty.     However  he  is  determined  to  do 
everything  that  his  duty  requires  of  him  for  executing 
the  stamp  act,  &  that  the  Papers  shall  be  ready  to  ]>e 
delivered  by  the  time  fixed  ])y  the  Act.    It  is  necessary 
that  I  now-  inform  you  Gentlemen  that  I  am  tlie  Lieut 
Governor's  son,  &  act  as  his  private  Secrettary.     I 
must  be  employed  under  my  father  in  taking  cai'e  of 
<fe  distributing  the  stamped  Papers  &*"  and  I  shall  incur 
that  danger  &  Odium  which  appears  to  every  Man  in 
this  Place  to  l)e.of  most  serious  consequence.     If  Sir 
Harry  Moore  does  not  arrive  before  the  1*^  of  Novem- 
l)er  tliis  will  probably  be  my  situation  till  your  pleasure 
is  known.     Perhaps  it  will  appear  reasonable  to  you 
Gentlemen  to  favor  me  with  an  appointment  of  Dis- 
tributor of  Stamps  for  this  Province,  that  I  may  like- 
wise enjoy  the  advantages  of  that  office  when  it  is 
quietly  submitted  to,  as  no  doubt  it  wall  be  in  a  few 
months.     I  have  the  honour  to  be  personally  known  to 
Sir  Jeffery  Andierst,  and  to  M""  Peter  Collinson,  Merch' 
London,  by  correspondence  with  him.     You  may  de- 
pend on  my  executing  every  Trust  rei)osed  in  me  with 
the  greatest  ])unctuality,  <k  that  I  shall  endeavour  to 
give  you  the  utmost  satisfaction  in  every  Command  you 
shall  please  to  favour  me  with. 

I  think  it  unnecessary  to  enter  into  a  particular 
detail  of  the  violent,  licentious  measures  that  have  been 
taken  here  to  prevent  a  submission  to  the  Stamp  act.  , 
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The  Gentlemen  who  have  l>een  driven  to  refsiorn  their 
<»ftices  that  they  luijrht  j)reserve  their  Property  <fc  Per- 
Kons  will  very  probaWy  have  l)een  particular  on  this 
head.  The  stamped  Papei-s  have  been  quietly  Landed 
under  tlie  Win^j  of  an  armed  force  ;  Init  the  same  dan- 
irerous  spirit  is  still  kept  up  <fc  irritated  by  most 
malicious  inflammatory  Papers  daily  spread  among  the 
People,  exciting  them  to  destroy  the  Ilouses  Persons  <fe 
Effects  of  Avhoever  Sells  or  Buys  a  stamp.  This  has 
occasioned  so  universal  a  dread  that  I  am  well  assured 
no  man  of  property  in  this  Place  could  now  be  prevailed 
on  to  take  the  smallest  part  in  executing  the  act.  The 
neiglibouring  Provinces  have  their  Eyes  fixed  upon  this 
Province,  <k  whatever  is  done  here  will  determine  their 
conduct  on  this  occasion :  it  is  therefore  of  great  im- 
])ortance  that  the  stami)ed  Papers  should  be  distributed 
here  at  the  proper  time.  If  Sir  Harry  Moore  does  not 
arrive  before  the  V^  November  this  moirfentous  affair 
will  lay  entirely  upon  my  Father,  and  1  under  him 
must  be  exposed  to  the  fury  of  the  Populace  whom 
designing,  licentious  Men  have  excited  it;  blown  up  to 
a  dangerous  highth.  In  such  a  Situation  there  will  be 
the  greatest  necessity  of  your  Countenance  &  Protec- 
tion, &  I  hope  if  I  run  the  risk  at  this  critical  time,  I 
shall  be  favoured  with  an  appointment  from  you  here- 
after.

In  a  day  or  two  after  the  date  of  my  Letter  of  the 
2C^^  of  last  Month  which  I  had  the  honour  to  write  to 
vou,  the  Packages  of  stanipM  Papers  were  landed  fronx 
Lis  Majesty's  shi])  (iarland  at  noonday  without  a  Guard 
or  the  least  apj)earance  of  discontent  among  the  Peo-* 
]>le.  This  gave  me  great  hoj)es  that  I  should  be  ablt^ 
to  deliver  up  the  administration  of  Government  to  Sir 
Henry  Moore  as  I  had  inform'd  you  I  had  much  at 
heart  to  do. 

But  on  the  eveninj^  of  the  first  day  of  this  month  the 

* 

Mob  began  to  collect  together,  cfe  after  it  became  dark, 
they  came  up  to  the  Fort  Gate  with  a  great  number  oi 
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"boys  carrying  Torclies  &  a  scaffold  on  whicb  two  Im- 
maj^es  were  placed :  One  to  represent  the  Governor  in 
Lis  i^rey  hairs,  cfe  the  other  the  Devil  by  his  side.  The 
scaffold  Avith  the  Inimages  was  brought  up  within  8  or 
10  feet  of  the  Fort  Gate  with  the  grossest  ribaldry 
from  the  Mob.  As  they  went  from  the  Gate  they 
broke  open  my  coach  house,  took  my  chariot  out  of  it, 
cfe  carried  it  round  the  Town  with  the  Immages  <fc  re- 
turnM  to  the  Fort  Gate  from  whence  they  carried  them 
to  an  o])en  place,  where  they  had  erected  a  Jibbett 
within  100  yards  of  the  Fort  Gate,  there  hung  uj)  the 
Immages.  After  hanging  some  time  they  were  cut 
down,  cfe  burnt  in  a  fire  pre])ared  for  the  purpose  to- 
gether with  my  Chariot,  a  single  Horse  chair  <fc  two 
sledges,  our  usual  Carriages  when  Snow  is  on  the 
Ground,  which  they  took  out  of  my  Coach  House. 
While  this  was  doing  a  great  number  of  Gentlemen  of 
the  Town,  if  they  can  be  called  so,  stood  round  to  ob- 
serve this  outrage  on  their  Kinii:'s  Governor.  The  Gar- 
rison  was  at  the  same  time  on  the  Ram])arts  with  prep- 
aration sufficient  to  have  destroyed  them,  but  not  a 
single  return  was  made  in  words  or  otherwise  from  any 
Man  in  the  Fort  while  this  egregious  Insult  was  per- 
forming. You  may  be  assured  Sir  that  the  People  of 
this  Place  have  not  had  at  any  time  the  least  provoca- 
tion from  me,  either  in  words  or  any  kind  of  action 
other  than  tlie  receiving  the  Packages  with  the  stamped 
Papers  into  the  Fort,  &  putting  the  Fort  in  a  posture 
of  Defence  after  open  and  bold  Threats  were  made  of 
takeing  it  by  Porce,  tho'  every  artifice  was  used  to 
make  me  say  or  do  some  rash  thing. 

When  I  make  one  concession,  another  more  insolent 
is  demanded  as  I  expected  would  be.  It  is  given  out 
that  tlje  Mob  will  storm  the  Fort  this  night.  I  am 
not  aj>i)rehensive  of  their  carrying  their  purpose,  prob- 
ably it  may  be  attended  with  much  Idoodshed,  because 
a  great  ])art  of  the  Mob  consists  of  Men  who  have  been 
Privateers  &  disbanded  Soldiers  whose  view  is  to  plun- 
der the  Town.

Fort  George,  Nov.  6'^  1765. 
Dear  Sir, 

It  criiye  me  much  concern  that  I  could  not  answer 
tlie  ohlidging  Letter  I  received  from  you  yesterday; 
no  man  knows  better  than  you  do  the  situation  that 
I  have  been  in  of  late,  it  how  every  momeut  of  my 
time  has  l)een  enij^acced  with  affaii's  of  the  c:reatest 
weight.  I  take  the  present  first  leisure  moment  1  liave 
had  to  give  you  Sir,  my  hearty  tlianks  for  the  zealous 
assistance  you  have  afforded  me  in  forwarding  his 
ISIajesty's  service  in  everytliing  tliat  lay  within  your 
Dt^partment.  On  which  account  alone  I  am  persuaded 
^ou  incui'r'd  that  resentment  of  the  People  which  they 
lave  vented  in  the  most  outrageous,  destructive  &  in- 
human manner. 

AVhi^n  I  had  last  the  pleasure  of  seeing  you,  you 
know  we  were  amused  with  an  account  that  the  prin- 
cipal Iidial)itants  had  declared  theuLselves  satisfied,  and 
were  determined  to  unite  tfe  (|uell  the  Mob:  but  it 
seems  only  a  small  part  of  the  Inhabitants  thought  fit 
to  join  in  this  laudable  Plan.  In  the  forenoon  yester- 
day the  Common  Council  of  the  City  i)resented  an  Ad- 
dress to  me  Requesting  that  in  order  to  restore  Peace 
to  the  City  cfe  to  prevent  the  effusion  of  Blood,  I  would 
dc^liver  the  Stamp'd  Paper  into  the  care  of  the  Corpor- 
ation, who  in  that  case  undertook  to  j)rotect  tlieni.  I 
was  surpiised  at  the  Pro|)osition, but  upcm  their  adding 
a  Clause  where! )y  the  Mayor  <fe  Corporation  l)ecarae 
engaged  for  the  full  amount  of  the  Paper  &c  and 
Duty,  in  case  they  were  lost,  destroyed  or  cariied  out 
of  the  Province,  I  consented  to  take  the  advice  of  his 
Majesty's  ('ouncil  uj)on  it.  I  introduced  this  matter  to 
the  Council  by  o])serving  to  them  that  if  the  jmw^er  of  the 
Cor])oration  alone  was  sufficient  to  preserve  the  Stamps, 
it  must  be  much  more  effectual  when  added  to  the 
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strength  of  this  Garrison.     Tliat  yielding  to  the  De- 
mands of  the  popnlace  would  draw  the  Government 
into  still  greater  contempt,  and  encourage  them  in  re- 
j)eated  DemandvS.     The  Council  declared  tliat  the  City 
appeared  to  be  in  perfect  annarchy,  and  the  power  of 
Government  either  Military  or  Civil  insufficient — that 
the  defense  of  the  Fort  would  involve  the  destruction 
of  the  City — that  they  were  sen8il)le  I  had  done  eveiy 
thing  consistent  with  my  Duty,  prudence  &  liumanity 
to  carry  the  Law  into  Execution,  tliat  more  was  not  in 
iiiv  power,  thev  therefore  advised  me  to  deliver  the 
stain{)S  to  the  Corporation.     I  could  not  be  satisfied  cm 
8<>  extraordinary  an  occasion  without  takeing  the  advice 
<fe  opinion  of  Genl  Gage,  which  concurring  with  that 
of  the  Council,  I  could  not  stand  single,  and  last  Even- 
ing I  delivered  the  Packages  to  the  Mayor  &  Corpora- 
tion.    They  were  carried  to  the  City  Hall,  and  remained 
ssiie  with  a  very  triffling  Guard   indeed  upon   theui. 
The    Mob  dispersed   inmieadiately  and  remain  quiet. 
Can  anything  give  a  stronger  suspicion  who  they  were 
that  composed  the  Mob,  and  under  whose  direction  they 
acted  ? 

Since  I  wrote  so  far,  I  received  your  Memorial  of 
this  Date.  I  shall  transmit  the  most  particular  account 
of  everything  that  has  happened  here  to  his  Majesty's 
Secrettary  of  State  l^y  the  Packett  which  sails  next 
Sunday,  and  you  may  be  assured  Sir,  1  shall  in  the 
strongest  terms  represent  the  outrageous  insult  and 
c^reat  loss  yon  suffered  from  the  Mob  on  Friday  night. 
I  have  already  done  it  in  the  Letters  I  sent  to  yon 
yesterday  for  the  Secrettaiy  of  State  &  the  Marcpiis 
of  Granby.  I  shall  have  time  to  write  more  fully  by 
the  Packett.  Justice  requires  that  I  should  niiike 
knoAvn  the  great  loss  you  have  suffered  from  the  un- 
provoked i*age  of  the  People ;  and  my  esteem  &  re«^ard 
for  you  w'ill  make  it  a  singular  pleasure  to  me  to  hear 
that  you  have  received  an  ample  reimburcement  for 
youi'  Josses;  and  from  his  Majesty  those  marks  of  his 
favour  which  you  Merit  <fe  services  intitle  you  to.

Fr'im  all  I  know  of  him,  or  have  heard  frot 
tliosf  wlio  are  well  acquainted  with  him,  he  is  a  hi 
main'  tt  l>»-ncvoleiit  Man,  an<l  has  not  given  the  leaa 
cau-^i-  for  this  savage  lieseiitment. 

I  iKiw,  i>]i;  send  you  the  most  aiitlientic  account 
can  of  my  comluct  on  tliis  extraordinary  occasion,  ii 
the  Minutes  of  Council  inclosed.  It  would  tire  ou 
your  pntiem-e  were  I  to  enter  into  a  detail  of  the  In 
digiiitii-s  ojii'idy  offered  ti>  his  Majesty's  authority. 
They  have  in  somii  measure  saved  nie  the  trouble  h> 
the  News  Paoffs  published  last  Tliui-sday  in  detiaiic 
of  the  act  of  Parliament,  tho"  it  contains  many  in. 
sities  as  all  tlieir  p!i]>ers  do.  On  Tuesday  the  5'"  li 
stant,  I  received  a  Deputation  of  the  Jlerchants  of  thi 
Citv.  liy  a  considenilile  number  of  them,  ifc  an  Addrw 
of  the  Corpoi-ation,  and  of  se\-eral  other  private  P« 
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sons  who  I  suspect  to  be  concerned  with  the  authors  of 
the  present  Seuition  imploring  ray  Compassion.  They 
knew  that  liad  every  man  in  the  City,  on  Tuesday  last, 
joined  in  the  attack  of  the  Fort  as  was  openly  &>  boldly 
Threatned,  they  could  not  have  carried  it,  but  that  the 
greater  the  num))ers  who  joined  in  it  the  greater  their 
desolation  must  have  been.  At  the  same  time  I  was 
confident  that  great  numbers  in  the  City  were  far  from 
approving  of  the  public  proceedings  tho'  it  w^as  not 
safe  for  them  to  declare  their  sentiments. 

What  I  have  at  last  yielded  to,  I  should  gladly  have 
done  at  the  time  the  stamped  Papers  were  imported,  as 
I  have  no  kind  of  direction  relating  to  them,  but  I 
should  have  been  thought  Mad  at  that  time  to  have 
pi'oposed  it  to  them.  Has  not  the  Mayor  <fe  Corpora- 
tion })y  taking  the  stamp'd  Papers  voluntarily  into  their 
Custody  assumed  the  office  of  Distributor  of  Stamps  ? 
It  evidently  appears  now,  who  w^ere  the  conductors  of 
the  Mob,  by  its  inmieadiately  ceasing  in  every  apj)ear- 
ance  as  soon  as  the  Packages  were  Delivered  to  the 
Mayor  &  Corporation. 

The  Leaders  of  the  Mob  issued  their  Edicts  from 
time  to  time  by  affixing  their  Placharts  in  the  Mer- 
chants Coffee  House  &>  on  the  Corners  of  the  Streets, 
where  they  remained  w-hole  Days  &>  Nights.  I  trans- 
mit copies  of  two  of  the  most  remarkable  of  them,  the 
originals  I  have  in  my  Custody  &  I  preserve  them,  as 
the  handwriting,  in  both  the  same  may  lead  to  a  dis- 
covery. By  the  last  which  is  a  kind  of  Proclamation 
of  Peace,  they  disown  every  authority  that  is  not  de- 
rived from  their  Representatives.

iri^h  the  i)reseut  Marquis  of  Lothian,  with  whom  M""

iiards,  went  down  to  Scotland  at  this  time  to  raise 
lunteers  for  the  Kincr's  service  ag^ainst  the  liebells.

ighlauders,  &  desiring  M""  Golden  to  raise  all  the  vol-

70  ^'^()lunteers  into  Kelso,  tlie  greatest  number  that  any 
one  Man  broui^ht  into  that  Place  at  that  time.  He 
continued  there  until  Lord  Jed})urgh  advised  them  to 
disperse,  on  the  near  approach  of  the  Highlan^lers,  Lord 
Kennuire  cfe  M'  Foster,  who  all  joined  at  Kelso  the  next 
Day.  M""  Golden  believes  that  the  present  Marquis  of 
Lothian  may  remember  these  Facts. 

M""  llorsmanden  (the  present  chief  justice  of  New 
York)  a  Barrister  at  Law,  in  very  necessitous  Cir^^um- 
stances,  had  some  offices  in  the  Law  given  him  in  char- 
ity for  his  support,  and  at  a  time  when  a  virrulent  fac- 
tion was  excited  ai^ainst  Governor  Glinton,  whom  M' 
Golden  suj)ported  according  to  his  Duty  as  one  of  the 
Gouncil,  M"  llorsmanden  joined  with  that  faction,  in 
consequence  of  which  M""  Glinton  removed  him  from  his 
Employments.  After  which  M'  Horsmanden  in  a  scurri- 
lous Party  Paper  called  M"  Golden  the  liehell  Drummer

I  shall  h)ng  to  hear  of  your  safe  arrival  with  M 
James  in  good  health,  <fe  that  you  have  that  reception 
you  have  reason  to  expect,  cfe  I  hope  you  have  Received, 
I  write  no  i)articulars  of  what  has  haj)pened  since  you 
went,  as  no  doubt  you  will  have  them  all  from  other 
Friends  who  remain  in  Town.  I  left  it  the  5"*  day 
after  Sir  lleniy  Moore  arived,  tk  retired  to  this  Place. 
My   good  frieuds  the  Gentlemen  of  the  Artillery  & 
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some  others  accompanied  me  as  far  as  Jamaica,  &  dined 
with  me,  and.  have  met  me  there  every  Week  since, 
where  you  never  are  forgot.  Tho'  we  have  passed  our 
time  there  in  innocent  cheai-fulness,  without  one  Word 
of  Politics,  I  hear  the  malicious  Devils  have  a  Mind 
to  disturb  us.  May  you  enjoy  undisturb'd  Pleasure 
with  your  friends. 

I  hope  the  Crown  will  generously  make  up  all  your 
losses  w^hich  you  suffered  by  performing  your  duty  in 
his  Majesty's  Service  &  which  you  could  not  have 
suffered  had  the  Magistrates  performed  their  Duty. 
The  Crown  may  be  reimbursed  either  by  the  Magis- 
trates or  by  the  Corporation  who  are  rich  in  lands  and 
rents,  but  this  must  be  done  by  act  of  Parliament.  It 
would  be  a  jest  for  you  to  expect  Relief  in  a  course  of 
Justice  here.  It  is  too  plain  that  even  an  act  of  Par- 
liament will  not  be  suflScient  without  a  military  Force 
to  enforce  it ;  in  which  case  the  Military  Gentlemen 
ought  to  have  their  Duty  clearly  explained  to  them. 
If  they  are  to  learn  it  from  the  Lawyers  you  know 
what  will  be  the  consequence. 

I  flatter  myself  that  you  will  not  think  it  a  trouble 
to  inform  me  of  every  thing  you  learn  relating  to  this 
Province  or  what  you  think  may  be  of  use  to  me  to 
know.  You  may  depend  upon  every  thing  in  my 
power  which  may  be  of  use  to  you. 

Pray  make  my  Compliments  with  the  greatest  Re- 
gard to  M"  James — May  she  have  for  the  future  more 
pleasure  than  she  proposed  to  herself  in  her  Summer 
Houses  cfe  Grardens  which  the  Sons  of  Liberty  &  Prop- 
erty in  New  York  so  wickedly  destroy'd,  and  with 
Impunity.  I  am  with  the  most  sincere  &  affectionate

Sir, 

After  the  Packages  of  staiui)'d  Papers  &  Parch- 
ments were  delivered  to  tlie  Mayor  cfe  Corporatioii  as 
I  liad  the  lionour  to  inform  you  by  my  letter  of  the 
9th  of  last  Montli,  the  City  remained  quiet  <fe  I  had 
the  pleasure  of  delivering  up  the  Administration  to  Sir 
Henry  Moore  on  the  13*^  in  as  much  quietness  as  could 
be  expected  in  the  present  situation  of  the  public 
affairs. 

Sir  Henry  on  his  arrival  told  me  that  the  King  had 
Ordered  him  to  go  immeadiately  to  his  Government 
without  waiting  for  his  Instructions  cfe  therefore  de- 
sired me  to  give  him  his  Majesty's  Instructions  to  M' 
Monckton,  which  I  did  at  the  same  time  I  delivered 
the  Seals. 

The  fifth  day  after  his  arrival  I  retired  to  my  Coun- 
try House, — perceiving  that  I  could  not  be  of  use,  I 
was  very  glad  to  be  at  ease. 

He  takes  every  method  to  ingratiate  himself  with 
the  People,  wnth  what  success  in  allayuig  the  Seditious 
Spirit  will  appear  from  the  public  transactions.  The 
Fort  is  dismantled,  ev^erything  which  Major  James  in- 
troduced of  artillery  stores  &  Gun  Powder  removed 
out  of  it- 
New  York,  by  its  situation,  the  great  quantity  of  ar- 
tillery in  it,  and  of  ammunition  and  small  arms  14000 
in  the  Kings  stores  may  require  the  more  immediate 
attention  of  his  Majesty's  Ministers.  Whatever  hap- 
j)ens  in  this  place  has  the  greatest  influence  on  the 
other  colonies.  They  have  their  Eyes  perpetually 
uj)on  it  &  they  govern  themselves  accordingly.  Sir 
Jeffery  Amherst  knows  this  j)lace  well  cfc  the  disposi- 
tion of  the  People  in  it.  He  can  suj)i)ly  eveiy  defect 
in  my  information. 
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By  the  inclosed  Printed  Minutes  of  the  Assembly  it 
i,j)])ears  that  AP  Justice  Livingston  one  of  the  Judi»:es 
^f  the  Supreme  Court  and  Heir  to  one  of  the  large-^t 
Land  Estates,  has  been  a  principal  Director  in  opposi- 
lion  to  the  Execution  of  the  act  of  Parliament  for  lay- 
ing a  stauip  Duty  in  the  Colonies,  tfe  of  all  the  Conse- 
quences of  that  0])position.  Many  other  incidents 
:x)nfinn  this. 

The  Copy  of  my  answer  to  General  Gages  Letter  of 
the  IM*^  of  August,  the  substance  of  which  is  entered 
on  the  Minutes  of  the  4*^  of  Sepf  was  somehow  omitted 
to  l^e  sent.  You  may  observe  Sir  from  my  answer 
that  I  then  expected  little  assistance  from  the  Magis- 
trates in  suppressing  Riots  &  Tunmlts — the  event  has 
proved  that  I  did  not  mistake  in  my  Judgment.  But 
while  I  have  the  justest  Reason  to  complain  of  the 
want  of  assistance  wdiei'e  I  had  the  best  right  to  expect 
it,  I  must  in  justice  to  M''  Banyar  D.  Secrettary  of  this 
Province,  assure  you  Sir,  that  in  every  thing  in  his 
Department,  he  has  assisted  me  with  the  greatest  allac- 
rity  &  A^th  his  most  fi-iendly  advice. 

Since  I  retired  that  I  may  be  as  usef uU  as  it  is  in  my 
power  to  be,  I  have  put  in  one  view  the  substance  of 
what  I  formerly  wrote  to  the  Earl  of  Halifax  <fe  the 
PLantation  Board,  of  the  state  of  this  Province,  &  of 
what  has  lately  happened  ;  in  hope  that  it  may  be  of 
use  in  forming  a  Judgment  of  the  rise  and  foundation 
of  the  ])resent  seditious  Spirit,  <fe  for  discovering  the 
persons  who  are  the  authors  of  it. 

The  dependency  or  Independency  of  the  Colonies  is 
at  its  crisis.  Whatever  resolutions  are  taken  on  the 
extraor<linary  Events  which  have  happen'd  in  America, 
I  flatter  myself  you  will  be  convinced  that  in  all 
my  proceedings  I  have  had  my  Duty  only  in  view, 
M'hile  I  evidently  saw  that  it  must  be  attended  with 
great  j)rejudice  to  the  private  Interest  of  myself  ife  a 
large  family  who  nnist  live  among  a  people  strongly 
infatuated  at  this  time  by  the  malicious  cfe  virulent 
Papers  continually  published  and  dispersed  assiduously 
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among  them.  My  resolution  at  my  age  had  a  hea\^ 
trial  under  numerous  unexpected  difficulties.  Allow  me 
Sir  to  repeat  what  I  wrote  in  my  last,  that  his  Majesty's 
Aj)pro})ation  of  my  Weak  endeavours  for  his  service, 
wdl  make  me  at  last  ha])py.  I  hope  likewise  to  obtain 
s<Mne  share  of  your  Regard,  with  the  honour  of  being, 
Sir,  &''. 


State  of  the  Province  of  New  York. 
{Sent  to  the  S^ctV  of  State  and  Board  of  Trade.) 

The  People  of  New  York  are  properly  Distinguished 
into  different  Ranks. 

1*^  The  Pr()j)rietors  of  the  large  Tracts  of  Land,  who 
include  within  their  claims  from  100,000  acres  to  above 
one  Million  of  acres  under  one  Grant.  Some  of  these 
I'emain  in  one  single  Family.  Others  are,  by  Devise* 
<fe  Purchases  elaim'd  in  common  by  considerable  num- 
l)ers  of  Persons. 

2"**  The  Gentlemen  of  the  Law  make  the  second  class 
in  which  properly  are  included  both  the  Bench  <fe  the 
Bar.  Both  of  them  act  on  the  same  Principles,  &  are 
of  the  most  distinguished  Rank  in  the  Policy  of  the 
Province. 

S*"*  The  Merchants  make  the  third  class.  Many  of 
them  have  rose  suddenly  from  the  lowest  Rank  of  the 
People  to  considerable  Fortunes,  &  chiefly  by  illicit 
Trade  in  the  last  War.  They  abhor  every  limitation  of 
Trade  and  Duty  on  it,  &  therefore  gladly  go  into  every 
]\I(\*isure  whereby  they  hope  to  have  Trade  free. 

^thiy — jj^  ^jj^  ]^3t  Rank  may  be  i)laced  the  Farmers 
and  Mechanics.  Tho'  the  Farmers  hold  their  Lands  in 
fe(^  simple,  they  are  as  to  condition  of  Life  in  no  way 
superior  to  the  common  Farmers  in  England;  and  the 
Mechanics  such  cmly  as  are  necessary  in  Domestic  Life. 
This  last  Rank  comprehends  the  bulk  of  the  People,  & 
in  them  consists  the  strength  of  the  Provinca     They 
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are  the  most  usefull  and  the  most  Morall,  but  allwise 
made  the  Dupes  of  the  former ;  and  often  are  igno- 
rantly  made  their  Tools  for  tlie  worst  purposes. 

The    share   which   these   Ranks   have   severally   or 
unitedly  taken  in  the  public  transactions  in  30  years' 

!)ast,  is  necessary  to  be  considered  in  order  to  form  an 
[dea  of  the  present  state  of  the  Province. 

The  i^reat  Tracts  of  Land  mentioned  in  the  first  class 
were  not,  as  usual  in  other  cases  surveyed  before  the 
Grant,  the  Contents  of  tliem  cannot  be  known  from 
the  Description  in  the  Grant.  They  are  bounded  by 
Rivei's,  Rivulets,  Hills,  Falls  of  Water,  Rocks  &,'' 
wht)se  Names  are  expressed  in  the  Indian  Language 
known  at  the  time  of  the  Grant  to  very  few  Chris- 
tians. These  Names,  tho'  supposed  to  be  proper 
Names  of  Places,  are  really  Common  Names  ni  the 
Indian  Language  signifying  a  River  or  Hill  or  Fall  of 
Water.  Thus  Ticonderoga  tho'  to  us  the  proper  Name 
of  the  Fort  ])etween  Lake  George  cfe  Lake  Cliamplain 
signifies  the  place  where  two  Rivers  meet,  cfc  many 
places  are  called  by  that  Name  in  the  Indian  Lan- 
guage. All  of  them  are  granted  on  trifling  Quit 
rents,  in  comparison  to  the  Rents  reserved  genei'ally 
on  other  Lands  granted  at  the  same  time  or  in  ear- 
lier Tinies.  Strong  suspicions  of  Fraud  are  apparent 
on  the  face  of  these  Grants  and  more  so  in  the  pur- 
chase of  the  Lands  from  the  Indians  on  which  they  are 
founded :  &  perpetually  comjdained  of  by  the  Indians 

The  uncertainty  of  the  Grant,  both  as  to  the  quan- 
tity of  Land  ife  Boundaries  of  the  Tract  Granted,  which 
In  Law  invalidates  the  Grants  of  the  Crown  turns 
gi'eatly  to  the  advantage  of  the  owners  of  these  great 
Tracts  by  the  artifices  they  make  use  of  to  enlarge 
their  Claims  perj)etually.  Thereby  they  are  in  contin- 
ual Contention  with  the  Farmers  contiguous  to  them, 
who  have  Purchased  bona  fide  &  imj)roved  the  Lauds, 
&  by  the  Ex])ence  of  Law  Suits  many  of  the  most 
industrious  Farmers  are  ruiuM.  The  truth  of  what  is 
now  asserted  is  in  several  instances  made  aj)parent  l)y 
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tlie  Liont.  Governor's  Letters  of  the  11^  of  October  & 
November  17G4,  llV""  of  Aj)ril,  31^  of  May  <fe  7"*  of 
June,  1705,  to  the  Pljintatiou  Board  and  the  Maps  & 
Papers  Transniittcid  witli  them. 

The  Gentlemen  of  the  Law,  ])oth  the  Judges  &  prin- 
ei])al  Practitioners  at  tlie  Bar,  are  either  Owners  Heirs 
or  strongly  connected  in  family  Interest  with  the  Pro- 
j)rietors.  In  general  all  the  Lawyers  unite  in  promot- 
ing Contention,  ])rolonging  Suits  &  encreasing  tlie  Ex- 
])ence  of  obtaining  Justice.  Every  artifice  &  chican- 
ery in  the  Law  has  been  so  much  connived  at,  or  rather 
enctouraged  that  honest  Men  who  are  not  of  affluent 
foj'tunes  are  deterr'd  fi'om  defending  their  Rights  or 
seeking  Justice.  The  Peojde  of  this  Province  are  truely 
in  the  state  in  which  the  People  of  England  were,  when 
their  Propeities  were  det(M'mined  in  the  County  Courts 
as  described  by  Chief  Justice  Hales — "All  the  Busi- 
ness of  any  moment  was  carried  on  by  Factions  &  Par- 
ties— every  Man  that  had  a  Suit  there,  Sped  according 
as  he  could  make  Parties,  ife  Men  of  great  power  &  in- 
terest in  the  County,  did  easily  overbear  others  in  their 
own  Causes,  or  in  such  wherein  they  were  interested, 
either  by  relation  of  Kindred,  Tenure,  Dependance  or 
Aj)j)lication." 

Peoj)le  in  general  Complainof  these  Things  &  lament 
the  state  of  Justice,  but  yet  the  power  of  the  Lawyers 
i<  such  that  every  Man  is  affraid  of  offending  them  and 
i-  deterrM  from  makeingany  public  opposition  to  their 
jiower  it  the  <laily  increase  of  it.  The  Lieut.  Gover- 
nor sensible  that  he  cimld  not  do  his  Majesty  or  the 
Pt-ople  committed  to  his  care  more  eminent  piece  of 
service  than  by  reforming  the  abuses  of  the  Law  &  the 
danirer«»us  i)ower  of  tlu»  Lawyers  took  every  opportu- 
ijtv  durinc:  his  administration  to  promote  a  Work  as 
iir-re-sarv  as  Sahitarv — this  drew  upon  him  the  most 
v:rui«rnt'ct  malicious  Kesentmcntof  the  Lawyers  which 
th^-v  have  pur-^ued  in  a  manner  that  shews  they  intend, 
tliat  bv  the  ruin  of  the  only  Man  who  has  ventured 
'/dliiiclv  to  oj>pose  them,  all  others  shall  be  deterred. 
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Tlie  Gentlemen  of  the  Law  some  years  since  entered 
Qto  an  association  with  intention  among  other  things 
o  assume  the  direction  of  Gov^ernment  by  the  influ- 
nce  they  had  in  the  Asseml)ly,  gained  by  their  family 
ounections  and  by  the  profession  of  the  Law,  whereby 
iiey  are  unavoidably  in  the  secrets  of  many  Families 
— many  Court  their  Friendship,  <fe  all  dread  their 
latred.  Bv  these  means,  tho'  few  of  them  are  Mem- 
)ers,  they  rule  the  House  of  Assembly  in  all  Matters 
>f  Im])<>rtance.  The  greatest  number  of  the  Assembly 
)eing  Common  Fanners  who  know  little  either  of  Men 
>r  Things  are  easily  deluded  cfe  seduced. 

By  tliis  association,  united  in  interest  &  family  Con- 
leotions  with  the  proprietors  of  the  great  Tracts  of 
Lan<l,  a  Domination  of  Lawyei's  was  formed  in  this 
Province,  which  for  some  years  j)ast  has  been  too  strong 
for  the  Executive  powers  of  Government. — A  Domina- 
tion fcmnded  on  the  same  Princij)les  and  earned  on  by 
the  same  wicked  artifices  that  the  Domination  of 
Priests  formerlv  was  in  the  times  of  i^cnorance  in  the 
paptnsh  Countries.  Every  Man's  character  who  dares 
to  <lisc()ver  his  Sentiments  in  o])position  to  theirs  is 
loaded  with  infamy  l)y  every  falseliood  ^vhich  malice 
can  invent,  and  thereby  expose<l  to  the  brutal  Rage  of 
the  Mol).  Nothing  is  too  wicked  for  them  to  attempt 
which  serves  their  purposes — the  Press  is  to  them  wliat 
the  Pul])it  was  in  times  of  Po])ery.  No  man  who  Reads 
the  Papers  piil)lisliM  in  New  York  for  some  time  past, 
ife  what  has  ha])])en'd  there  in  consequence  of  them,  can 
"Ji>ubt  of  what  is  now  said,  however  improbable  on  first 
>ight  it  may  appear  to  be. 

The  good  natured  Governor  Clinton  was  cajoled  into 
irantini;  the  Judfje's  Commissions  duriniic  crood  Beha- 
'lour.  After  the  Profession  of  the  Law  had  oV)tained 
Uich  security  for  their  power,  tliey  more  barefacedly 
ixereised  it  than  ever  ha<l  been  done  before;  ck  on  Mr. 
Jlinton's  refusing  to  comply  with  all  their  measures, 
they  served  hiu)  as  the  haughty  Priests  in  former  times 
Served  theii*  greatest  benefactors  when  they  opposed 
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tlieir  Pri#^-tjy  Lu-t  •  .f  P«^i\ver.  Besides  what  is  before 
r»r-a:»-l  it  i>  iitri:"tr^<iry  liktfwise  to  oliserve  tliat  for  sev- 
eral \>-ar<  |.a^t  tlit-  As>enilily  Grants  tlie  Sup|M)rt 
G'»vrrniii»rr;t  «»i;ly  froin  year  to  year — tliey  increase 
le^^en  tL»-  Sal:inr<  -'f  all  tlit-  officers  at  their  pleasi..^, 
ah«l   the  Bill  i'»r  this  j»urjH)>e  is  allwise  the  last  Bill 

I^as-^^-tl  in  tiie  ILaiM-  «»f  A><einMy  in  the  Session.  The 
\irl:a:ii».-i;t  layinir  internal  Taxes  in  the  Colonies,  <fe 
i»:tv:n_'  all  the  officers  of  Government  as  it  is  suirirested

A  few  Months  U'forethe  Death  of  the  lat<3  King,  the 
Adulini^t ration  of  Government  came  into  the  hands  of 
the  lavM-nt  Lieut.  Gov'.  Bv  the  Kinij^s  Death  the 
Judire--  Commissions  In'oame  vacant  tho  granted  during 
C'hmI  Behavi«»ur.  The  Lieut  Governor  refused  to  renew 
them  i»therwise  than  during  the  King  s  jdeasui-e,  pur- 
suant tt»  the  King's  Instniotions.  He  was  more  firmly 
Res«»lve<l  in  this  not  only  from  the  sense  of  his  Duty  in 
ii]»evinir  his  Master's  Listructions  but  fiom  the  opinion 
he  hatl  of  the  danger  the  administration  of  Justice  is 
in.  wlien  no  case  of  imj)(»rtance  could  come  before  them 
in  wliich  thev  could  be  esteemed  disinterested  either 
from  their  own  Tenures,  Party  or  Family  connections 
or  similitude  of  Cases.  Nor  could  Men  in  thjs  Prov- 
ing' i'f  pr(»per  character  for  Judges  be  found  free  from 
such  eonnecticms.  This  refusal  brought  the  Lieut. 
Governor  luider  great  difficulties  in  this  administration. 
The  Judires  refused  to  act,  it  threatned  him  with  the 
<hurt*inir  up  of  the  Courts  of  Justice,  and  the  Assembly 
refused^ any  su}>]>lv  unless  the  Judges  had  their  Corn- 
mi-  ions  durimr  ir*H>d  beheavioun  and  the  most  alnisive 
virulent  Papers ^aixainst  the  Governor  were  published 
bvthe  Law  vers.  ^But  by  the  Kings  apj)ointing  M^ 
Vrvi  Lhief "Justice,  a  stranger  m  this  Provmce  with 
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a  Sallary  out  of  the  Quit  rents;  and  the  Kings  enfor- 
cing bis  former  Instructions  by  an  additional  Instruc- 
tion, tbe  other  Judges  submitted,  and  the  administra- 
tion went  on  in  its  usual  tranquility.  M*".  Prat  lived 
only  long  enough  to  shew  the  People  the  great  advan- 
tages tbey  might  expect  from  an  able,  honest  and  dis- 
interested Judge,  and. to  turn  the  public  Antipathy, 
'which  had  been  excited  against  him  into  public  Esteem 
— He  was  received  with  Contempt  and  Displeasure — 
He  died  Beloved  and  Regretted  as  the  greatest  loss  the 
Province  ever  suffered. 

In  October  ITG-l,  Waddell  Cunningham  brought  an 
Appeal  before  the  Governor  <fe  Council  from  a  Judg- 
ment in  the  Supreme  Coiui;  pursuant  to  his  Majesty  s 
gond  Instruction.  The  Lieut  Governor  supported  the 
right  of  appealing  not  only  in  obedience  to  the  King's 
Instruction  as  his  Duty  Required,  but  likewise  from 
the  Opinion  he  conceived  of  this  being  the  only  legal 
Method  by  which  the  Kings  Rights  <fe  authority  in  the 
Colonies  can  be  secured,  &  the  People  can  be  protected 
from  ini(piitous  &  oppressive  verdicts  &  judgements. 
The  Judges  joined  with  the  Practitioners  in  opposing 
the  Right  of  appealing  with  such  vehemence  as  if  all 
had  V>een  at  stake,  &  influenced  the  Gentlemen  of  the 
Council  to  take  sides  against  the  Lieut.  Governor  in  a 
most  unbecoming  and  indecent  manner,  notwithstanding 
of  which  the  Lieut  Governor  under  great  disadvantages, 
supported  his  opinion  with  every  Reason  which  occur'd 
to  him  :  being  fully  persvvaded  that  without  the  Right 
of  Appealing  to  the  King  the  Dependency  of  the  Col- 
onies cannot  be  preserved.  The  King's  authority  can 
only  be  preserved  in  his  Courts  of  justice,  cfe  without 
appeal  from  tlie  Courts  in  the  Colonies,  his  authority 
must  be  precarious.  The  Rage  against  appeals,  excited 
by  the  Judges  &  Lawyers  is  of  itself  a  Demonstration 
of  the  necessity  that  appeals  be  unquestionably  Estab- 
lished. For  it  shews  how  much  they  think  the  admit- 
ting of  Appeals  to  the  King  will  weaken  or  destroy 
theu*  Associations  &  Domination.      On  this  account 
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lik«nvise  the  Lieut.  Governor  Las  inciirM  their  Hatre^d 
iSz  Malice. 

On  this  occasion  a  weekly  Paper  under  the  name  c:>f 
tli(*  S<»ntinell  was  ])ul)lish\l  in  Holt's  News  Paj)er,  filler <i 
witli  th(»  vil<»st  it  most  abusive  invectives  which  malici^ej 
couM  invent  in  order  to  render  the  Lieut.  Gov''  Odioi-XS 
to  tin*  P(M)]>le,  l)ut  as  no  one  fault  could  be  alle<l<xed  "trci 
his  j)reiu<lice  during  any  time  of  his  administration 
oth(M'  than  his  suj)])orting  the  Rij^^ht  of  Appeals,  lie 
bore  their  malice  with  ])atience.  It  is  universally  l.>e- 
]i<n'(Ml  that  these  scurrih)us  abusive  and  malicious 
PajM*rs  were  wrote  by  two  or  three  distinguished  La\v- 
yers  in  t\w  City. 

When  t\w  King's  Order  in  his  Privy  Council,  of  the 
2r»th  of  July  arived  in  Sej)tember  last  it   revived   all 
the  llag(^  of  tlie  Profession  of  the  Law,  &  tliey  takeing 
the  advantage  of    the   Sj)irit  of   Sedition    which  was 
rais<Ml  in  all  the  Colonies  a<:rainst  the  act  of  Parliament 
for  lavini::  a  stami)  Dutv  m  the  Colonies,  they  turn  d 
th(^  Raire  of  the  Mob  ai^ainst  the  Person  of  the  Lieut 
(iov(*rnor,  aft-(T  all  other  methods  which  their  Mahce 
ha<l  inv(Mite<l  for  that  j)urj)ose  had  failed.     The  Malice 
of  th(^  Faction  against  the  Lieut.  Governor  is  so  evident 
that   their  inclinaticm  to  ex])ose  every  failing  in  his  ad- 
ministration   cannot   be    doubted,  cfe  when    they  hare 
nolhing  to  chai'ge  him  with  besides  his  supportmg  the 
Hight  of  the  Subject  to  A])j)eal  to  the  King,  it  givess 
the  strongest  ])resumj)tion  in  his  favcmr  that  they  caO- 
not  otherwise  blame  any  ])art  of  his  administration. 

In  th(^  nii^ht  of  the  V^  oi  November  a  rnvat  Mob 
cam(»  up  to  the  Fort  Gate  with  two  Lnmages  earned 
on  i\  S<';ilVold  :  one  nq)res(^nting  their  gray  haired  Gov- 
ernor, the  (»ther  tho  Devil  whispering  him  in  the  Ear. 
Art<'i'  ContinuiiiLr  thus  at  the  Gate,  with  all  the  insult- 
iiig  Kibaldry  that  Malice  could  invent,  they  l)roke  open 
tlh'  Iii(Mit.  (lovernor's  Coach  House  wliich  was  without 
the  walls  of  tlu»  Fort,  carried  his  chariot  round  the 
streets  of  the  Town  in  triumph  with  the  Lnmages — 
returncil   a  second   time  to  the  Fort  Gate,  and  m  an 
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^11  place  near  the  Fort,  finished  their  Insult  mth  all 
^  ludiocnities  that  the  Malice  of  their  Leaders  could 
rt?nt.  Their  view  certainly  was  to  provoke  the  Gar- 
.oii,  then  placed  on  the  Ramparts,  to  some  act  which 
it^ht  be  called  a  Commencement  of  Hostilities,  in 
Inch  case  it  cannot  be  said  what  was  farther  intended. 
eiiig  disappointed  in  this  the  Mob  expended  their 
.age  by  destroying  everything  they  found  in  the 
louse  of  Major  James  of  the  Royal  Artilleiy,  for 
^hich  no  reason  can  be  assigned  other  than  his  putting 
he  Fort  in  a  proper  state  of  Defence  as  his  Duty  in 
Ills  Department  required  of  him. 

AYliile  the  Lieut  Governor  was  in  the  Country  as 
uj^iial  (Im'ing  the  heats  of  summer  he  received  a  Letter 
from  General  Gage  informing  him  that  the  public 
Papers  were  crammed  with  Treason.  The  Minds  of 
tlie  People  disturbed  excited  &  encouraged  to  Revolt 
against  the  Government,  to  subvert  the  Constitution  & 
trample  on  the  Laws.  That  every  falsehood  that 
ilalioe  can  invent  is  ])ronagated  as  Truth  to  sow  dis- 
sention  &  create  animosities  between  Great  Britain  & 
tue  Colonies  concluding  an  offer  of  such  military  assist- 
^iiee  as  the  Lieut  Governor  should  think  requisite  in 
^^^pport  of  the  Civil  Authority.  The  Lieut.  Governor 
Jifliuediately  answered  this  Letter  with  his  Opinion 
t^^at  one  Battalion  would  be  requisite  with  the  Garri- 
^n  of  the  Fort,  but  that  he  would  immediately  return 
t^>  Town  and  take  the  advice  of  the  Council  on  the 
subject  of  his  Letter.  The  advice  of  the  Council  ap- 
pears on  the  Minutes  of  the  Ccmncil  transmitted  to  M' 
^^crettary  Conway  l)y  the  first  Packett  after  the  advice 
Was  given.  Tho'  this  advice  was  contrary  to  the  Lieut 
^^vernor's  private  Sentiments  he  thought  it  most 
pi'uJent  to  submit  the  matter  to  the  General.  The 
^i*gument  made  use  of  l)y  the  Council  that  it  would  be 
^^re  safe  to  sliew  confidence  in  the  People  than  to  dis- 
^^Vur  a  distrust  of  them  l)y  calling  in  any  assistance  to 
^he  civil  power,  in  the  L'  Governor's  Opinion  goes  too 
^^^j  as  it  discouraged  every  precaution.     The  ev^eut  has 
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shewn  that  it  was  not  well  judged,  for  it  is  most  prob-    I 
al)le  that  had  a  Battalion  of  Regiilai-s  been  brougnt  to    ' 
New  York,  all  the  Riots  and  Insults  on  Government 
had  been  prevented.     The  acting  with  vigour  seemed 
the  nion*  necessarv  as  the  eves  of  all  the  otlier  Colonics 
were  on  New  Yoik  where  the  King  had  a  Fort  alhnse 
garrisoned  with  Regular  Trooj)s.     The  General  kept 
his  head  Quarters  there,  and  two  Friggates  and  a  sloop 
of  War  were  in  the  Port.     When  the  Lieut.  Govemol" 
came  to  Town  he  found  the  General  had  ordered  MajoX" 
James  to  carry  in  such  Artillery  cfe  Military  Stores  a^ 
he  tlioufdit  necessary  for  the  Defence  of  the  Fort ;  and 
two  Com{)anies  of  artillerj'  having  o|)portunely  arnve<-* 
at   that  time  from  Enorland  they  had  likewise  ))eeTX 
ordered  into  the  Fort  to  strengthen  the  Garrison.    jX 
James  is  certainly  a  Benevolent  Humane  Man,  &  had 
distiui^uislied  himself  on  several  occasions  in  the  lat^ 
War.     No  objection  couhl  l)e   made  to  him,  but  hm^ 
daring  to  put  the   King's   Fort  in  a  state  of  Defence- 
against  the  Sovereign  Lords  the  People  as  they  stile*J 
themselves,  foi'  wliidi  offence  they  Resolved  to  mak:^ 
him  an  example  of  their  Displeasure. 

Before  tliese  additional  Defences  were  made,  46;  whil^ 
the  (Jarrison  consisted  only  of  4-4  Privates  &  two  sub- 
altern officers,  the  Fort  could  not  have  been  defende<3 
against  100  resolute  Men,  in  which  case  the  Gov'^  masi 
hav(»  submitted  to  every  sliamefull  condition  which  tlx€ 
insoh^nce  of  the  Leaders  of  the  Mob  should  think  pro|>€JJ 
to  imj)ose  upon  him.     They  certainly  had  this  in  vie^v 
while  the  Fort  remained  in  its  defenceless  State.     But 
after  it  was  ])ut  in  that  state  of  offence  as  well  as  De- 
fence, in  which  it  was  put  after  the  1"'  of  November  by 
tlie  Engin(*ers  of  tlie  Army,  the  stile  of  the  Leaders  ox 
the  Mol)  was  changed  from  Threatning  to  Deprecating", 
cfe  they  only  wanted  some  Colour  for  desisting  froiu 
their  Desimis  to  save  tlieir  Credit  with  the  deluded 
People.     It  became  evident  that  the  Fort  could  not  be 
carried  by  assault,  cfe  tliat  in   the  attempt  the  town 
would  be  exposed  to  Desolation.     In  the  state  the  Fort 
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then  was,  it  was  the  Opinion  of  the  Gentlemen  of  the 
army,  that  one  Regiment  in  the  city  would  have  been 
sufficient  to  have  subdued  the  Seditious  Spirit  whicli 
then  prevailed. 

The  Authors  of  the  Sedition  place  their  Security  in 
the  number  of  offenders,  and  that  no  Jury  in  the  Col- 
onies will  convict  any  of  thera.     Were  it  possible  that 
these  men  could  succeed  in  their  hope  of  Independency 
on  a  British  Parliament,  many  judicious  Persons  think 
(tho'  they  dare  not  declare  what  they  think)  we  shall 
become  a  most  unhappy  People.     The  obligation  of 
Oatlis  daringly  profaned — &  every  Bond  of  Society  dis- 
solved.    The  Liberty  &  Property  of  Individuals  will 
l)ecome  subject  to  the  avarice  &  ambition  of  wicked 
Men  who  have  art  enough  to  keep  the  Colony  in  per- 
petual Factions,  by  deluding  an  ignorant  Mob  :  and 
the  Colonies  must  become  thereby  useless  to   Great 
Britain. 

It  may  in  the  last  place  be  proper  to  observe  that 
the  authors  of  this  Seditious  spirit  in  the  Colonies  have 
extended  their  views  even  to  Great  Britain  in  hopes  of 
raising  a  spirit  of  Discontent  among  the  Manufacturers 
there.  They  publish  in  the  Newspapers  that  the  Im- 
IK)rtation  of  British  Manufactures  are  greatly  decreased 
since  the  Duties  on  American  Trade,  &  that  the  Colo- 
iiies  are  under  a  necessity  of  setting  up  the  Manufac- 
turer which  they  otherwise  would  import  from  Great 
Britain.  The  importations  from  Great  Britain  had 
surprisingly  increased  during  the  war.  The  lessening 
^i  them  from  what  it  was  in  that  time  is  unavoidable 
1  from  the  recalling  or  Disbanding  the  greatest  part 
^  the  Army,  but  2^'^  chiefly  to  the  entire  stop  to  the 
Trade  with  the  French  Colonies  who  were  supplied  from 
«ihe  British  Colonies  while  their  commerce  with  France 
J^  shutt  up.  What  has  been  publish'd  of  the  manu- 
factures lately  established  are  absolute  falsehoods,  & 
yet  they  are  not  ashamed  to  publish  them  where  they 
^^^  Well  known  to  be  such.  All  the  Wool  in  America 
^^  not  sufficient  to  make  stockens  for  the  Inhabitants  & 
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the  severe  Winters  in  North  America  renders  the  pro- 
duction of  Wool  in  any  great  quantities  impracticable. 

The  Merchants  in  New  York,  &  some  other  Places 
have  entered  into  an  Agreement  not  to  import  any  Goods 
from  England  the  next  year  unless  the  Stamp  act  is 
Repealed.  This  Sclieme  is  calculated  solely  to  influ- 
ence the  People  in  England — and  should  it  he  executed 
the  People  in  America  will  pay  an  extravagant  price 
for  old  moth  eaten  Goods,  <fe  such  as  the  Merchants 
could  not  otherwise  Sell.  The  Merchants  may  likewise 
have  views  of  getting  Goods  in  that  case  from  Holland 
<fc  other  foreign  Ports,  while  the  Mob  can  deter  the 
Custom  House  officers  from  attempting  to  do  their 
Duty. 

Ill  forming  a  judgment  on  the  subject  of  the  above 
Narrative  it  may  be  im[)ossible  in  many  cases  to  pro- 
cure what  is  calh^d  leii^al  Evidence,  cfe  at  the  same  time 
numerous  circumstances  may  give  the  strongest  convic- 
tion of  the  Ti'uth  to  the  Mind.

New  York,  December  6*^  17(>5. 
My  Lords, 

The  D.  Secrettaiy  informs  me  that  Sir  Henry  Moore 
has  transmitted  to  your  Loi'dships,  copies  of  the  Min- 
utes of  Council  which  have  referrence  to  the  Riots  wliich 
have  lately  happened  in  the  City  of  New  York,  but  if 
I  mistake  not  that  the  Miiuites  in  the  beginning  of 
September  were  omitted,  I  now  enclose  a  coi)y  of  those 
Minutes,  from  a  copy  of  the  Minutes  of  Council  \vhich 
I  have  now  with  me  at  my  Residence  in  the  Country 
because  without  them  your  Lordship's  information  can- 
not be  complete. 

From  the  Minutes  of  Council  of  the  4**^  &  7*^  of  Sep- 
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'luber  it  appears  that  General  Gage,  as  well  as  myself, 
as  c)f  opmion  that  the  assistance  of  the  Kegiilar 
roops  Avas  necessary  for  securing  the  City  from  Kiots 
:  Tumults.  The  daringly  Seditious  Papers,  which  the 
reueral  mentions  in  his  Letter  continually  Publish'd,  & 
hicli  the  Civil  power  could  not  supj)ress  made  this 
ppear  necessary  to  both  of  us,  tho'  we  yielded  to  the 
)j)inion  <fe  advice  of  the  Council.  What  has  hap- 
pened since  shews  that  the  Council  erred  in  their  judg- 
iient,  for  certainly  it  would  have  been  much  easier  to 
prevent  the  first  appearance  of  any  Mob,  by  a  force 
sufficient  to  deter  them,  than  to  suppress  Riots  &  Mobs, 
Avlthout  such  Force. 

It  is  necessary  to  relate  particularly  what  I  after- 
wards did,  that  your  Lordships  may  judge  whether  I 
gave  any  just  occasion  for  the  Riots  w^hich  succeeded. 

On  the  23^  of  October  the  Ship  Edward,  William 
Davis  Conmiander,  arrived  in  the  river  with  Packages 
<»f  .stamj)Vl  Papers  &  Pai'chments  on  board.  The  Mob 
threatiiing  to  destroy  the  Ship  &  Cargoe  if  the  StampM 
Pa])ers  were  not  delivered  to  them ;  and  the  Packages 
Wiig  intermixed  in  the  Hold  wath  other  Goods,  the 
Masto'  ife  Owner  of  the  Ship  proposed  to  me  that  while 
[^ue  ship  was  under  the  Protection  of  his  Majesty's 
^Jiil>^  to  hire  a  Sloop  to  take  the  Merchants  Goods  on 
'>oard  cfe  to  Land  them  till  the  Packages  of  Stamp'd 
t^apers  could  be  come  at,  but  no  Sloop  would  hire  at 
^^>^  rate.  On  which  I  told  the  Master  &  Owner  to 
3[>  to  the  wharf  &  unload  as  usual,  <fe  that  I  should 
?ive  directions  to  the  Masj:istrates  to  secure  them  from 
*J*y  insult,  but  they  answering  that  they  ap]>rehended 
t"ti  >;liip  ^  cargoe  would  be  in  danger  by  so  doing  they 
iej<ired  with  the  appi'obation  of  the  Merchants  who  had 
•3W>ds  on  board  that  I  should  desire  the  Friggate  inider 
wUose  protection  the  ship  was  to  assist  them  in  remov- 
^°.^  the  Goods,  till  the  Packages  of  Stamp'd  Papers 
^^^ild  be  come  at  &>  put  on  board  the  Friggate,  which 
^^^s  accordingly  done  with  the  apparent  siitisfaction  of 
^'1  ^vho  were  interested  in  the  ship  &  cargoe. 
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The  Packages  were  afterwards  Landed  at  noon  Day 
from  the  Frigate  &  carried  into  the  Fort  without  a 
Guard,  &  remained  there  without  any  public  discon- 
tent appearing  till  the  last  Day  of  October,  when  I  in 
Ci^uneil  took  the  Oath  injoined  by  act  of  Parliament. 

In  the  night  of  the  1"*  of  November  a  great  Riot 
hai)poned,  consisting  of  several  thousands  of  people. 
A  great  number  of  Boys  carried  Lighted  Torches,  fol- 
lowed by  a  Scaffold  on  which  were  placed  two  Immages, 
one  representing  their  old  greyhaired  Governor,  <fe  the 
other  the  Devil  whispering  in  his  Ear.  They  came  up 
close  to  the  Fort  Gate ;  <fe  in  going  fi*om  it  broke  open 
my  C-oach  House,  took  out  my  Chariot,  carried  it  round 
the  Streets  of  the  Town  with  the  Immages,  return'd 
a  second  time  to  the  Fort  Gate,  &  then  carried  the 
Immages  to  an  o])en  place,  about  100  yards  fi'om  it, 
where  they  were  hun^  for  some  time  on  a  jibbett, 
afterwards  cut  down  &  burnt  in  a  Fire  prepared  for 
the  j)urpose,  together  with  my  chariot,  &  some  other 
Cari'iages  found  in  my  Coach  House  &  all  the  furniture 
of  my  8tal)les.  When  the  Immages  were  brought  up 
to  the  gate  the  Garrison  were  on  the  Ramparts.  Not- 
withstanding of  the  grossest  Ribaldry  from  the  Mob, 
and  many  stones  thrown  into  the  Fort,  not  a  single 
word  was  returned  fi'om  any  Man  in  the  Fort.  After 
this  they  went  to  Major  James's  House  and  destroyed 
everything  in  it,  without  leaving  him  &  his  Lady  more 
than  the  cloaths  on  their  back. 

The  next  Day  Letters  <fe  Messages  were  sent  into 
me  Threatning  my  Life  if  I  did  not  deliver  up  the 
stampVl  Papers.  By  advice  of  Council  I  very  readily 
declared  that  I  would  not  distribute  them,  in  truth  it 
was  not  in  my  power  to  do  it,  but  deliver  them  to  Sir 
Henry  Moore  when  he  arrived.  This  gave  satisfaction 
to  great  numbers,  who  in  the  most  open  manner  de- 
clared their  satisfaction,  but  the  prmcipal  Leaders 
declared  themselves  not  satisfied,  and  insisted  that  they 
should  be  sent  on  board  the  Coventry  Conmianded  hj 
Captn.  Kennedy.     This  I  did  not  oppose  Imt  Captain 
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Kennedy  a])solutely  refused  to  receive  tliem,  &  vnth 
ood  reason,  for  lie  was  a>vare  of  their  design  to  force 
iiii  to  deliver  them  hy  Thi-eatning  to  destroy  the 
louses  he  was  possesst  of  in  the  City,  of  which  he  had 
1  liis  own  tfe  his  wife's  Iliglit  more  than  j)erhaps  any 
lie  ^lan  in  it. 

AViiile  these  things  were  transacting,  the  Engineers 
Tit  the  Fort  into  the  best  Posture  of  Defence  cfe 
)fFeiice  that  couhl  V)e  done :  The  Mob  renewed  their 
lireats  against  the  Foi*t,  cfe  that  they  would  assault  it 
c>  come  at  the  Papers.  The  Men  of  greatest  Property 
t  the  Magistrates  of  the  City,  seeing  that  from  the 
>o.sture  the  Fort  was  then  in,  the  destruction  of  c^reat 
nirt  of  the  City,  must  be  the  consequence  of  such  an 
.tteinpt,  humbly  deprecated  to  save  the  Town  from 
desolation.  At  last  I  consented  to  deliver  up  the 
itfxmp'd  Papers  to  the  Mayor  cfe  Corporation  of  the 
jity,  as  a})pears  by  the  jVIinutes  of  Council.  After 
vhich  the  Mob  entirely  dispersed,  and  the  City  re- 
naiuM  in  i)erfect  trantpiility  till  1  delivered  up  the 
Administration  to  Sir  Henry  Moore. 

Now  your  Lordships  may  judge  what  Cause  of  of- 
Eence  I  have  given  to  the  People  of  the  C  ity,  to  occa- 
sion such  insults  &  indignities  on  the  Person  of  their 
Governor,  cfe  your  Lorcfships  may  l)e  assured  that  I 
have  given  no  other. 

Since  I  retired  the  true  cause  of  the  Malice  against 
rae  was  fully  declared  in  the  Instructions  given  to  the 
Representatives  of  the  City,  by  a  Committee  consisting 
of  4:  Lawyers,  fJ  Merchants,  Sl  2  Landed  Men,  as  ap- 
pears in  the  enclosed  printed  Paper  viz  And  above  all 
of  tlie  most  (lancjevovs  attemjyt  lately  made  hy  Lieut, 
irocernor  Cohhu.  to  introduce  Appeals  from  the  Ver- 
diet  of  a  J ^i I'll  J  an  innovation  wkich  if  it  obtain^  must 
inevitably  rain  this  Coirntry.  The  Malice  is  evident 
in  charging  this  upon  me  when  they  well  know  that 
by  tlie  Kings  Instructions  given  many  years  before  I 
was  apj^ointed  Lieut  Governor,  the  Governor  was  com- 
manded to  admit  of  appeals  <fe  so  lately  as  on  the  26th 
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Day  of  July  last,  the  King  by  his  Order  in  his  Privy 
CouiKul  Renewed  Exphiined  tfe  Confirm'd  his  former 
eoniniands  of  admitting  Appeals  from  the  Verdicts 
<fe  judgments  of  the  Courts  of  Common  Law.  How 
can  the  admitting  appeals  ruin  this  Countiy  ?  If  a 
verdict  <fe  judgment  be  truely  just  <fe  equitable  can 
ho})es  l)e  entertained  of  having  it  reversed  m  the  Privy 
Council?  And  if  it  be  unjustly  ol)tained  by  faction  & 
intrigue  will  it  ruin  the  Country  to  have  it  Revei'sed  ? 
But  1  have  explained  this  matter  so  fully  in  my  Letters 
to  your  Lordshii>s  on  this  subject  that  it  is  needless  to 
add  anything.  It  is  from  this  that  the  Malice  of  the 
Lawyers  arises  against  me.  Apj)eals  may  in  a  great 
^Measure  abolish  their  dangerous  Domination,  ife  with 
Disinterested  judges  would  effectually  do  it. 

With  entire  Confidence  I  apj)eal  to  your  Lordship's 
justice  from  the  most  malicious  attempts  to  ruin  my 
Character  with  the  People  among  whom  I  must  live,  & 
to  ex{>ose  my  Person  tfe  Estate  to  the  rage  of  a  deluded 
jVIob.  After  the  strictest  encjuiry  your  Lordships  will 
find  that  I  have  had  my  Duty  ct  the  true  Literest  of 
the  Peoi)le  committed  to  my  care  at  heart,  not  only 
without  any  view  to  my  priv^ate  Interest,  but  witn 
certain  it  foreseen  prejudice  to  it. 

Whih^  I  have  much  reason  to  complain  of  more  thap 
want  of  assistance  from  those  I  had  reason  to  exi)ect  it 
of,   I   must  inform  your  Lordships  that  Mr.  Banvar 
D.  Secrettaiy  has  on  all  occasions  been  very  useful  to 
UHt  by  his  friendly  assistance.

The  design  of  the  present  ruleing  Faction  in  ttis 
Province  is  to  make  me  an  E>:ample  to  deterr  all  s*^^" 
ceeding  Governors,  and  the  officers  of  the  Crown  from 
opposeing  their  Domination.  I  have  allready  inform  d 
you  Sir  that  this  Faction  is  composed  of  the  Lawy^i^ 
<fc  Men  of  enormous  Landed  Estates,  w-ho  have  ob-

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ain'd  an  ab>5olute  influence  in  the  Assembly.  In  the 
ast  Act  for  Grantinor  Sallaries  to  the  officers  of  Gov- 
rnment,  the  Assembly  have  deprived  me  of  my  Sallary 
rem  the  time  tlie  preceeding  act  Expired  to  the  time 
ir  Ilenrv  Moore  arrived  ;  which  at  the  rate  the  Gov- 
riior's  Sallary  is  fixed  by  the  last  Act,  amounts  to  four 
niidred  Poumls  in  the  Currency  of  this  Province.  At 
le  .same  time  that  they  Granted  the  Governor  his  Sal- 
iry,  they  Voted  him  a  Present  of  uj)\vards  of  Six  huii- 
red  Pounds,  &  if  I  be  truely  infoi'mVl  gave  him  expec- 
itioii  of  their  liberal  favours.  Sir  Charles  Ilardv  & 
reiieral  Monckton  both  very  well  know,  that  the  whole 
allary  cfe  Emoluments  arising  from  the  Government  of 
[lis  Province,  was  far  from  being  sufficient  to  support 
lieni  with  that  dignity  with  which  a  Govei'nor  ouc^ht 
)  Live — much  less  will  one  half  of  them  do  it,  which 
4  all  that  I  have  enjoy'd,  the  other  half  going  to  M' 
Jonckton.  Dureing  the  time  for  which  the  Assembly 
lave  allowed  me  no  Sallary,  I  lived  at  an  expence  ex- 
eeilinir  the  whole  income  of  the  Government,  occa- 
ioned  by  a  double  Garrison,  and  all  the  Officers  of  the 
Vrniv  in  the  Place  doinif  Duty  in  the  Fort.  In  the 
^ight  of  the  first  of  November  the  Mob  broke  open 
iiy  Coach  House,  took  out  my  Chariot  and  other  Car- 
•iages,  with  all  the  furniture  of  my  Stal>les  and  burnt 
hem.  I  had  just  reason  to  expect  an  indemnification 
For  tliis  loss;  but  so  far  from  it,  tho'  this  Felony  was 
committed  in  the  sii>:ht  of  ei^eat  numbers  of  the  Inhab- 
tants  of  the  Town,  not  the  least  en([uiry  has  been  made 
into  it,  in  order  to  bring  the  guilty  to  Justice.  Neither 
has  any  notice  been  taken  by  the  Assembly  of  the  great 
loss  Major  James  suffer'd  at  the  same  time. 

No  ])art  of  my  administration  is  blamed,  except  my 
ohedience  to  the  Kins^'s  Instructions  for  admitting;  of 
appeals  tfe  my  endeavour  to  put  the  act  of  Parliament 
ill  Execution  for  Stamp  Duties  in  the  Colonies.  Allow 
'lie  Sir,  through  your  mediation  to  lay  my  sufferings 
Jefore  his  Majesty  in  order  to  obtain  such  relief  as  his 
Hajesty  sliall  think  proper. 
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The  (lifficiilties  I  have  met  with  on  account  of  appeals 
&  the  Stamp  Duties  were  quite  unforeseen,  &  the  man- 
ner in  which  I  have  been  oj>p(>.se(l  still  more  unexpected 
I  resolved  to  j)erform  my  Duty,  tho'  I  was  sensible  of 
tlie  Resentment  from  a  most  audacious  <fe  malicious  Fac- 
tion. It  is  from  the  confidence  of  havein^  acted  accord- 
ing to  my  Duty  and  the  best  of  my  ability,  that  now 
in  my  old  age  I  l)id  his  Majesty's  Protection. 

Only  one  Mcmth  is  wanting  to  me  to  have  lived  78 
years  com[)lete :  above  iO  years  of  that  time  iu  the 
Council  of  this  Province,  in  which  time  I  have  on  all 
occasions  acted  on  tlie  same  Principles.  I  cannot  live 
many  years  longer — While  I  was  in  the  administration, 
I  endeavoured  to  ])reserve  the  dignity  of  my  office. 
May  it  not  be  of  public  use  &  for  the  honour  of  his 
Majesty's  service,  that  I  be  enabled  to  live  with  some 
more  Dignity  than  I  can  upon  my  private  Fortune  with 
a  numerous  family  of  children,  especially  in  a  country 
whei'e  such  attempts  are  made  to  debase  Government. 
His  Majesty's  Quit  rents  in  this  Province,  if  no  other 
Fund  be  thought  Proper,  will  allow  a  Sallary  or  Pen- 
tion  for  this  purj)ose  without  })rejudice  to  any  prior 
Establishment. 

I  huml)ly  pray  Sir  you  will  please  to  let  me  know 
his  Majesty's  ])leasure  in  Regard  to  this  my  Request,

Sir, 

The  many  instances  of  Friendship  with  whicli  yo'u 
have  honoured  me,  make  me  hope  this  trou>)le  will  not 
be  disagreeable.     Without  dou>>t  you  have  heard  of 
the  Riots  and  Tumults  wdiich  have  ha])pened  at  New 
York,  tfc;  that  some  of  them  have  been  directed  ac^ainst 
me  personally.     Tho'  my  favouring  tlie  Act  of  Parlia- 
ment for  Stamp  Duties  was  the  pretence  for  this,  yet 
the  Resentment  of  tlie  Faction  which  excited  the  Mob 
arose  from  a  quite  different  cause.    In  October  — 64  an 
Appeal  was  Ijrought  l)efore  the  Governoi*  &  Council, 
<fe  from  thence  to  the  King  in  his  Privy  Council.     The 
Lawyers  to  a  man  opposed  Appeals  as  Illegal,  &  the 
Council  to  a  Man  joined  them.     I  supported  the  Right 
of  Ai)pealing,  singly.     In   July  last  the  Matter  was 
l>rought  before  the  King  in  his  Privy  Council.     By  tlie 
Kmg's  order  in  his  Privy  Council   the  Right  of  Ap- 
pealing was  confirmed,  &  I  received  the  King's  order 
m  his  Privy  Cimncil  dated  the  26*^  of  July  for  that 
purpose.    This  has  raised  a  violent  Resentment  against 
me.     The  assembly  by  the  influence  of  the  Lawyers 
among  other  things  Resolved  that,  I  have  endeavoured 
to  Ruin  the  Province,  by  establishing  Apj>eals  to  the 
Xing  in  his  Privy  Council,  <fe  refused  to  Grant  the  Sal- 
lary  due  to  me  from  the  1"'  of  September,  when  the 
last  Sullary  expired  to  the  13**"  of  November,  when  Sir 
Henrv  Moore  arrived.     Resides  -the  obedience  which 
I  owe  to  the  King's  commands,  the  Motives  I  had  for 
8upj>orting  A}>peals  were — l*^.  The  King's  Rights  tfe  his 
Authority  are  only  secured  l)y  his  Courts  of  Justice,  tfe 
if  they  were  to  be  detemiined  finally  in   the  Collo- 
txies  they  must  become  precaiious.      2"'"^.  Disinterested 
Judges,  cannot  be  found  in  this  Province  free  from 
Family  or  Party  Connections,  or  Interest  in  similar 
cases,  And  JJ*^**^*.  A  most  dangerous  association  of  the 
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Gentlemen  of  the  Law  })otli  on  the  Bench  and  at  the 
Bar,  is  fornierl  in  this  Province,  by  which  a  Domination 
of  Lawyers  influences  it  overl)ears  in  eveiy  part  of  the 
A<lministrati(m  it  perverts  Justice  in  favour  of  a  Fac- 
tion, l)y  overhearing  all  their  0|)posers.  Some  Instan- 
ces of  whicli  I  laid  before  the  Plantation  Board. 

In  my  Letters  to  Mr.  Secrettary  Conway  ife  the  Plan- 
tation Board  by  this  Conveyance,  I  have  complained  of 
the  injuries  done  me,  it  have  jn'ay'd  his  Majesty's  pro- 
tection it  Redress.  You  know  Sir,  liow  far  I  am  ad- 
vance<l  in  years.  I  have  sei'ved  tlie  King  in  his  Coun- 
cil for  this  Province  above  40  years.  In  all  that  time 
I  have  acted  on  the  same  Princijdes.  May  it  not  give 
encouragement  to  others  in  their  Duty,  it  be  for  the 
honoui'  of  his  Majesty's  Service  that  I  be  enabled  to 
pass  the  small  remainder  of  Life  with  some  more  dig- 
nity than  I  can  by  my  j)rivate  Fortune,  it  a  numerous 
Family  of  Children.  A  Pension  will  be  the  most  ajn^ee- 
al)le  it  the  most  honorary  to  me.  I  am  well  aasured  it 
may  be  made  out  of  the  Quit  rents  of  this  Province, 
without  injury  to  any  prior  appointment,  if  some  other 
Fund  be  not  thought  more  proper.

You  expect  ])robal)ly.  Sir,  to  know  my  thoughts  of 
the  Tumults  which  have  lately  ha])pened  in  America. 
I  can  tell  my  sentiments  moi*e  freely  to  you  than  to 
the  Ministry,  because  you  know  the  People  &  can  cor- 
I'ect  me  whei-e  1  eri\ 

The  ruleing  Faction  gain  an  absolute  influence  over 
the  olHcers  of  (Tovernment  by  the  Sallary  of  every 
offict^r  being  evcny  year  voted  or  a])pointed  l)y  the  As- 
sembly, lessened  or  encreased,  or  refused,  as  they  like 
the  Man  in  oflice,  and  the  Fund  is  jeai'ly  raised  it  ap- 
)lied  for  that  purpose.  If  internal  Taxes  be  laid  by 
Parliament,  they  conclude  the  oflicers  of  the  Crown 
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will  be  paid  out  of  them  and  the  power  they  now  have 
must  cease.     As  soon  as  the  Act  for  laying  a  Stamp 
Duty  in  the  Colonies  was  knowTi,  the  leading  Men  in 
each  Colony  by  a  private  Concert,  set  their  wi'iters  to 
^vork,  who  by  the  most  daring  inflammatory  Papers 
without  the  least  regard  to  Truth  or  public  decency 
excited  the  Minds  of  the  People  to  such  a  highth  that 
they  thought  their  natural  Liberty  Avas  in  the  gi-eatest 
danger.     The  enthusiasm  of  the  Mob  was  carried  so 
far  that  no  Man  must  siieak  his  sentiments  w^ithout 
danger  to  his  Person  or  Effects.    To  give  some  kind  of 
authority  &  more  regular  concert  in  all  their  proceed- 
ings, a  meeting  of  Committees  from  all  the  assemblies 
by  invitation  from  the  Massachusetts  Bay  w^as  agreed 
to  l>e  held  at  New  York  in  October  last  &  they  accord- 
ingly met.     This  was  certainly  an  illegal  &  danger- 
ous convention,  but  the  circumstances   of   the  times 
made  any  attempt  imprudent  to  prevent  it,  or  to  op- 
pose their  Meeting. 

The  principal  object  so  far  as  T  can  judge  which  they 
have  in  view,  is  to  intimidate  the  Parliament  into  a  re- 
peal of  the  stamp  Act,  by  having  it  believed  that  the 
Act  cannot  be  put  in  execution  without  occasioning  a 
civil  w^ar.  They  are  desirous  of  having  their  most  enor- 
mous proceedings  put  in  the  most  glaring  Light.  They 
five  instances  where  Riots  &>  Mobs  in  Great  Britain 
ave  produced  a  Repeal  of  unpopular  Acts.  But  in 
case  the  Parliament  think  proper  to  enforce  their  au- 
thority, I  can  discover  no  measures  taken  to  continue 
the  opposition  by  force,  neither  do  I  think  it  possible 
to  concert  any  Plan  for  that  purpose,  in  which  the  Col- 
onies can  or  will  unite  to  oppose  a  moderate  force  from 
Great  Britain.  The  Eyes  of  the  other  Colonies  w^ere 
on  New  York,  &>  were  at  a  stand  till  the  most  daring 
daring  insults  upon  Government  there,  incouraged  them. 
I  was,  &  am  still  of  opinion  that  had  the  officers  of  the 
Crown  united  vigorously  on  the  first  appearance  of  the 
disorders,  they  might  have  been  crashed  in  the  begin- 
ning, with  the  force  which  would  have  been  collected 
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there,  &  the  Example  of  New  York  would  have  intim- 
idated the  other  Colonies. 

You  know  Sir,  tliat  the  Military  Power  cannot  act 
but  in  assisting  the  civil.  When  I  proposed  the  calling 
in  the  Military  Assistance,  the  Council  &  Magistrates 
insisted  that  there  was  no  danger  from  Mobs  &  there 
was  no  need  of  assistance.  I  have  reason  now  to  sus- 
pect that  some  of  the  Council,  all  the  Magestrates  of 
the  City,  and  even  some  of  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme 
Court  favored  the  present  spirit  in  the  People.  You 
may  from  this  perceive  the  difficulties  I  laboured  un- 
der, however  I  flatter  myself  it  vrill  appear  from  the 
Minutes  of  the  Council  that  I  have  done  everything  in 
my  power  to  support  his  Majesty's  authority. 

A  few  Exemplary  Punishments  in  my  opinion  will 
effectually  suppress  this  seditious  Spirit  in  the  City  of 
New  York ;  but  it  cannot  be  done  in  the  present  state 
of  the  Courts  of  Justice,  &  I  fear  not  without  Military 
assistance.  A  few  Men  in  the  City  laid  the  Plan,  & 
excited  the  Spirit  I  believe  not  above  half  a  score  <fe  one 
lialf  of  them  Lawyers.  Men,  who  on  other  occasions, 
are  far  from  l)eing  in  the  esteem  of  tlie  People.  One 
thing  is  most  certain  that  if  we  be  not  brought  to  a 
just  submission  to  authority,  we  shall  become  a  most 
unhappy  ]>eoj)le  ife  l>e  useless  to  our  Mother  Country. 
I  am  confident  from  the  Knowledge  you  have  of  the 
Peo|)le  in  this  Place,  the  most  prudent  use  will  be  made 
of  what  I  now  write.  I  am  with  the  greatest  Respect 
and  affection.

This  Day  I  had  the  honour  of  a  Letter  from  Secret- 
taiy  Conway  of  which  I  inclose  a  copy  for  your  Excel- 
lency's information.  My  son  is  to  be  in  Town  next 
Saturday,  and  by  him  I  shall  send  the  Original  that 
you  may  compare  it  with  the  copy.  Your  Excellency, 
I  believe,  is  w^ell  assured  that  it  w^as  not  in  my  power 
to  jmt  any  part  of  the  act  for  a  Stamp  Duty  in  Execu- 
tion, <fe  tlierefore  I  did  not  apprehend  that  I  should  be 
})lame<l  for  saying  I  w^ould  not  do  what  was  not  in  my 
power  to  do,  &  I  hope  your  Excellency  wnll  enforce 
this  Excuse. 

I  shall  he  extreamly  willing  and  ready  to  give  you 
all  the  information  I  can.  By  this  time  you  know  the 
disposition  of  the  Gentlemen,  of  the  Council ;  and  that 
I  had  not  one  of  them  to  assist  me  in  favour  of  the  act. 
I  am  likewise  perswaded  that  before  this  time  you  may 
have  discovered  that  the  Judges  were  so  far  from 
assisting  me  that  they  laid  every  difficulty  in  my  way, 
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&  I  may  add  that  you'll  find  few  Men  who  have  any 
estevin  either  of  their  Jud<^nient  or  Integrity;  I  mean 
Horsnianden  and  Smith.  Pray  put  the  Question  prop- 
erly without  shewing  a  design  to  any  you  confide  in. 

The  weather  is  such  that  I  cannot,  at  my  age,  travell 
so  far  as  New  York,  without  evident  danger  to  my 
Health — Please  to  excuse  my  not  waiting  on  you  as 
otlierwise  I  should.

St.  James's  December  15,  1765. 
Sir, 

I  have  Received  yoiu*  Letter  of  the  5***  Noveml)er  by 
Major  James,  and  that  of  the  9**"  of  the  same  Month  by 
the  Pa(!kett,  witli  tlie  3Iinutes  of  the  Council  of  New 
York  from  the  31"^  October  to  tlie  0th.  November;  all 
which  I  immediately  laid  before  the  King.  His  Ma- 
jesty was  extreamly  sensible  of  the  Delicacy  ct  diffi- 
culty of  your  situation,  and  very  willing  to  make  eveiy 
possible  allowance,  and  to  suppose  it  owing  more  to 
necessity  than  want  of  firnmess  in  you,  that  the  unjus- 
tifiable Demands  of  the  People  met  with  so  much  com- 
pliance :  the  unanimous  advice  of  the  Council,  and  the 
concurrent  opinion  of  the  Conunander  in  chief  of  his 
Majesty's  Forces  are  a  stronger  justification  of  your 
surrendring  the  Stamps  to  thci  Majestrates  tluin  any 
Aricument,  which  sucri^ests  itself  at  this  distance;  but 
there  is  one  circumstance  in  your  conduct,  which  neither 
his  Majesty  nor  his  servants  can  at  all  approve,  which 
is,  that  you  should  upon  any  perswasion  hav^e  been  in- 
duced to  a  declaration  and  promise  of  takeing  no  step 
till  Sir  Heiuy  Moore  should  arive.  It  is  not  compre- 
hended upon  AV'hat  principle  you  could  take  upon  you 
thus  to  suspend  the  power  of  Gov^  till  the  arrival  of 
the  Governor;  the  powder  tfe  authority  of  Govemm'was 
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certainly   fully  &  completely  in  your  Lands;    if  cir- 
cumstances made  it  impossil)le  for  you  to  execute  your 
power  in  any  Instance,  Impossibilities  are  not  exj)ected 
from  any  Man,  and  such  circumstances  would  Lave  ex- 
cused your  not  Laving  done  any  TLing ;  but  I  do  not  see 
hoW' you  can  justify  your  promise  of  not  doing  any  TLing, 
till  Governor  Moore  arrived  ;  wLenever  tLat  Lappened 
your  authority  ceased,  and  you  could  do  notLing ;  so 
that  in  fact  vou  engaged  tLat  you  yourself  would  never 
act ;  which  it  is  conceived,  without  Instructions  from 
his  Majesty,  you  had  no  Right  to  do ;  and  considering 
too  that  in  the  Council  of  the  31^'  October  you  had 
solemnly  engaged  to  do  your  utmost  for  the  observation 
of  the  act,  it  will  require  very  strong  Reasons  indeed  to 
justify  your  engaging  yourself,  within  a  few  days  after, 
to  do  nothing  towards  the  execution  of  that  same  Act ; 
when  a  change  of  circumstances  might  make  it  j)racti- 
cable. 

From  your  last  Letter  I  have  hopes,  that  time  will 

Produce  a  Recollection,  which  may  lead  those  unhappy 
'eople  back  to  a  Sense  of  their  Duty ;  and  that  in  the 
mean  time  every  proper  &  practicable  Measure  will  be 
taken  to  awe  tLat  licentious  Spirit,  wLicL  Las  Lurried 
tLem  to  tLese  Acts  of  Outrage  <fe  Violence,  equally 
dangerous  to  tLe  sober  and  well  disposed  part  of  tLe 
People,  tLe  Ease  &  Quiet  of  tLe  City,  and  subversive 
of  all  order  &  autLority  among  tLem. 

Sir  Henry  Moore  will  be  certainly  arrived  before  tLis 
reacLes  you :  It  is  tLerefore  expected.  Sir,  from  your 
knowledge  of  tlie  Countiy  <fe  People  tLat  you  sLould 
inform  tLe  new  Governor  of  everytLing  necessary  for 
his  knowledge,  respecting  as  well  tLe  State  of  TLings, 
as  tLe  CLaracters  <fe  Disposition  of  Men  in  tLat  Country : 
and  in  regard  to  wLat  you  particularly  mention  of  tliose 
employed  in  tLe  principal  offices  of  tLe  Law,Le  will  see 
that,  by  Lis  Instructions,  he  is  empowered  to  suspend 
Members  of  the  Council  and  Officers  of  the  Law,  who 
shall  aj^pear  to  deserve  it ;  being  in  that  case  only  ob- 
liged  to   send   Home  immediately   the   Reasons  and 
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Causes  of  such  suspension.  It  is  not  improbable,  tliat 
such  times  as  these,  may  require  the  Exercise  of  that 
power;  as  it  is  not  doubted  the  Governor  will  use  it 
w-ith  discretion,  so  it  is  expected,  he  should  not  want 
firmness  to  use  it  boldly  \vherever  it  may  seem  usefull 
to  the  Kings  Service,  &  the  l^ublic  Peace.  I  am  with

The  disorders  still  continue,  &  it  is  not  in  his  power  to 
suppress  them.  I  am  in  the  country  in  hopes  of  pass- 
ing the  little  remainder  of  life  at  ease.

iierica.  I  was  the  least  apprehensive  of  blame  in 
it  circumstance  of  niy  Conduct  which  has  happened 
]>e  chiefly  blamed.  It  often  happens  that  when  the 
usons  of  Conduct  are  the  most  evident  &  clear,  we 
^  apt  to  suppose  them  alike  evident  every  where,  & 
*refore  neglect  to  be  sufficiently  Explicit. 
At  the  tune  the  Mob  Demanded  the  Declaration 
)m  me  that  I  should  not  distribute  the  Stamp'd 
j>ers,  they  knew  that  no  Man  would  Distribute  Them, 
d  that  no  Man  dared  to  Receive  a  Stamp'd  Paper, 
d  therefore  the  Council  thought  I  would  be  under  no 
Bculty  in  saying  1  would  not  do,  what  it  was  not  in 
{  power  to  do.  We  had  certain  Advice  that  Sir 
enrv  Moore  had  been  aV)()ve  Eis^ht  Weeks  at  Sea,  and 
5  arrival  might  be  expected  every  hour,  I  should 
erefore  have  been  Esteemed  extreamly  obstinate,  had 
refused  to  quiet  a  dangerous  Mob,  at  that  time  col- 
;ted  in  the  Streets  on  so  easy  terms,  as  not  to  issue 
e  Stamps  before  Sir  Henry  ^loore  arived:  and  what- 
er  conse([uences  had  followed,  I  should  have  been

Q.  My  promise  was  founded  of  the  supj)Osition  of 
e  arival  of  Sir  Henry  Moore  in  a  very  short  time : 
any  accident  had  ha})i)ened  to  prevent  his  arrival,  on 
at  supposition  ceasing,  the  o>)ligation  of  the  Promise 
ased  ;  and  I  >>elieve  no  Man  would  have  thought  me 
rpetually  bound  by  it. 
7 
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It  is  true  that  this  Demand  of  a  Promise  from  me 
was  designed  as  an  Insult  on  Government,  for  every 
Man  knew  that  I  could  not  distribute  the  Stamps;  & 

1)erhaps  I  had  stronger  reasons  for  submitting  to  that 
nsult  than  any  other  Governor  has  had.  No  man  in 
the  Administration  would  support  me ;  and  a  Govern- 
or's authority  must  be  weak  when  it  is  expected  to  be 
at  end  next  Day.  On  the  contrary  I  was  inform'd,  that 
some  of  the  Council  called  me  an  oV)stinate  old  man,  in 
opposing  the  violent  spirit  of  the  Peoj)le  as  I  liad  done, 
and  that  such  an  opinion  was  every  where  propagated 
in  Town.  My  whole  fortune  was  exj)osed  to  the  Mob, 
and  they  openly  threatned  to  destroy  everything  I  had 
both  in  Town  <fe  Country.  My  eldest  son  who  lives 
in  Town  was  ol)liged  to  bring  all  his  household  Goods 
<k  EfPects  into  the  Fort,  came  into  it  himself  for  security 
of  his  Person  and  sent  his  Wife  and  Children  on  board 
the  Coventry  for  their  protection,  tho'  he  had  done 
nothing  to  incur  the  displeasure  of  the  People.  The 
Fort  was  not  then  in  a  sufficient  state  of  Defence.  No 
breastworks  on  the  Ramparts  to  cover  the  Men  from 
small  arms,  and  the  Council  refused  their  advice  to 
countenance  the  puting  it  in  a  j)ro])er  State  of  Defence. 
It  was  after  this  that  the  breastworks  were  formed  by 
the  hard  Labour  of  the  whole  Garrison,  and  the  neces- 
sary j^recautions  taken  against  seting  the  buildings  on 
Fire  from  without.  It  is  true  I  had  sufficient  Force  to 
disperse  the  Mob,  but  when  neither  the  Council  would 
advise  nor  the  Magistrates  ask  assistance  to  do  it,  I 
must  have  done  it  on  my  single  authority  :  the  doing  it 
mii::ht  have  been  fatal  to  many  innocent  People,  and  I 
did  not  think  it  prudent  to  risque  the  dangerous  Conse- 
quences w^hich  might  have  ensued. 

Sir  Henry  Moore  has  done  everything  in  his  power 
to  sooth  «fe  (piiet  the  Minds  of  the  Peo[)le,  and  yet  since 
his  ai'ival,  tlie  Insults  on  Govei*nnient  liave  been  fre- 
quently and  daringly  repeated,  of  w^hich  no  doubt  he 
will  particularly  mform  you.  A  Governor  in  chief 
just  entered  on  his  office,  when  every  one  endeavours 
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^am  Li.s  favour,  must  liave  more  influence  tlian  a 
'Ht  (jovenior  at  the  time  liis  Authority  is  expiring, 
lu  now  in  tlie  Country  and  cannot  go  to  Town  in  this 
d  Seascm  witliout  evident  danger  of  my  health,  at 
'  age.  I  have  sent  the  Governor  a  copy  of  your 
tter  to  me,  which  I  make  no  doubt  will  encourage 

II  in  his  firmness. 

After  the  most  serious  Reflection  I  can  make,  I  can- 
t  immagine  that  the  Men  who  excited  this  violent 
litious  Spirit  in  the  People  ;  some  of  them  men  of 
•ge  Property,  had  form VI  any  Resolution  to  Revolt, 
eir  design  I  believe  was  only  to  intimidate  the  Par- 
ment  into  a  Repeal  of  the  Stamp  Act.  Some  of 
■in  in  Conversation  have  mentioned  this  to  me,  and 
^'e  instances  of  several  Laws  which  had  l>een  Re- 
tied  to  quiet  the  Minds  of  the  People,  after  they 
1  discovered  their  utmost  dislike  by  Riots  &  Tu- 
Its.  When  in  answer  to  this  it  was  told  them  that, 
the  present  case  this  would  be  renouncing  the  Sove- 
;iity  of  Parliament  over  the  Colonies,  they  did  not 

III  to  attend  to  it,  because  probably  they  do  not  dis- 
^  it  It  is  now  a  question  wliether  the  Men  who  ex- 
^<:1  this  seditious  Spirit  in  the  People,  have  it  in  their 
»ver  to  suppress  it. 

Vhe  seditious  Spirit  has  not  extended  greatly  into 
•  Country.  The  City  of  Albany  remained  quiet, 
after  their  Members  returned  from  the  Assembly. 
Cin  tliey  excirted  most  unaccountable  Riots  in  that 
ice  of  which  Sir  Henry  will  inform  you.  From  the 
"t?ets  ill  the  Colonies  it  is  become  evident,  that  the 
uns  of  i)roducing  of  them  were  concerted  in  the  gen- 
1-1  Congress  at  New  York  in  last  Oct()])er. 

I  am  of  opinion,  Sir,  with  entire  submission  to  better 
Iges,  that  no  great  force  may  be  requisite  to  reduce 
:^  City  of  New  York  to  obedience.  After  the  Fort 
ill  l>e  restored  to  the  state  it  was  in  when  I  left  it,  I 
lieve  a  Thousand  Men  may  be  suflficient.     However  it 

II  he  best  to  liave  such  a  Force  as  may  destroy  all 
pes  in  Resistance.     i\iter  such  Force  arives  I  am  of 
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opinion,  if  Proclamation  be  made  that,  all  riotous  as- 
semblys  or  open  disobedience  of  the  Laws  will  be 
Treated  as  Rebellion,  the  People  will  submitt  ^vithout 
opposition,  &  the  whole  Province  will  follow  the  ex- 
am[)le  of  the  City. 

Now  Sir,  I  write  my  Opinion  more  freely  than  I 
did  while  the  administration  was  in  my  hands.     My 
Thoiijjhts  were  then  continually  intennipted  by  unex- 
pectecl  and  striking  Events.     1  have  haa  now  time  to 
reflect  more  coolly,  and  Sir  Henry  Moore  has  had  time 
to  inform  himself  &  to  correct  where  I  may  have  err'd. 
He  may  likewise  have  received  Lights  which  I  did  not, 
and  therefore  I  think  that  I  may  more  freely  give  ray 
Opinion  without  danger  of  leading  into  mistakes.    Bie 
assured  Sir  that  it  is  done  with  the  utmost  submission, 
and  diffidence  of  my  own  abilities  in  mattere  of  so 
great  Importance.     His  Majesty's  approbation  of  me 
as  a  faithfull  Servant,  tho'  I  may  have  err'd  in  some 
things,  will  make  me  extreamly  haj)py  in  my  old  age, 
at  the  close  of  my  Labours  for  I  have  strenuously  en- 
deavoured to  perform  my  Duty.

I  was  extreamly  surprised  when  Capt**  Kennedy  in- 
formd  me  that  he  was  superceded  in  nis  Command  of 
his  Majesty's  Ship  Coventry,  on  a  Complaint  of  his 
having  refused  to  take  the  Stamp'd  Papers  on  Board 
at  my  Request.  I  did  not  mention  Capt**  Kennedy's 
name  or  any  thing  of  the  Officers  of  the  Navy  in  my 
Letters  of  the  5***  &  9^^  of  November,  which  it  is  sup- 
posed have  occasioned  his  Majesty's  Displeasure.  And 
in  the  Letter  imraeadiately  preceeding  of  the  26^^  of 
October,  you  will  find  Sir  that  my  Sentiments  were 
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very  different  by  tlie  following  Paragraph  of  it.  I  am 
the  more  particular  in  this  account  mat  you  may  have 
some  conception  of  the  difficulties  I  labour  under  from 
the  want  of  assistance  where  I  have  the  best  reason  to  ex- 
pect  it.  At  the  same  time  I  have  tJie pleasure  to  assure 
you  that  ths  officers  of  the  2^avy  ana  Army  with  great 
allacrity  give  me  every  assistance  I  desire.  This  letter 
went  by  Capt°  Dover  of  the  Royal  Artilleiy,  in  an 
Artillery  Transj)ort  which  I  am  inform'd  did  not  arrive 
till  some  time  after  you  had  received  my  Dispatches  of 
the  5)*^  of  November,  in  wliich  the  Minutes  of  Council 
were  inclosed,  &  which  I  suspect  have  given  occasion 
to  some  mistake. 

In  these  Minutes,  a  Minute  of  the  Common  Council 
of  the  City  is  recited  in  which  it  is  said  that  I  was 
willing  to  deliver  up  the  Stamps  to  M""  Kennedy,  & 
that  he  had  refused  their  earnest  Request  to  Receive 
them.  It  is  true  I  should  have  yielded  to  the  proposal 
of  delivering  them  to  Capt°  Kennedy  had  he  consented 
to  Receive  tiiem ;  but  as  I  did  not  think  it  necessary 
for  his  Majesty's  Service  or  prudent  for  Capt"  Kennedy 
to  receive  tliem  I  did  not  at  any  time  join  in  desiring 
him  to  take  them.  The  Corporation  sent  some  of  their 
members  to  desire  Capf"  Kennedy  to  receive  the  Stamps 
but  I  suppose  he  thought  that  he  had  no  Connections 
with  them. 

I  have  been  o])lidged  to  give  you  Sir,  the  trouble  of 
reading  so  much  writing,  that  I  was  unwilling  to  enter 
into  a  minute  detail  of  circumstances  where  I  did  not 
apj)rehend  it  to  be  necessary ;  and  I  did  not  then  im- 
magine  the  circmnstancesof  Ca])t°  Kennedy's  declining 
to  take  the  Stamps,  to  be  such.  But  now  justice  to 
him  makes  it  requisite  to  trouble  you  with  a  minute 
detail  of  that  matter. 

The  next  day  after  the  Mob  liad  insulted  their  Gov- 
ernor, on  the  first  of  Xov""  in  the  manner  set  forth  in 
mv  Letter  of  the  5**"  cfe  9*^  of  November,  they  were  the 
A\Iiole  Day  collected  in  Bodies  throughout  the  Town 
which  seemd  to  be  in  the  greatest  Coniusion  &  Tumult. 
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I  caird  together  his  Majesty's  Council  &  laid  before 
them  the  situation  I  was  in  and  desired  their  advice,  as 
appears  by  the  Minutes  of  that  Day.  They  unani- 
mously agreed  &  proposed  to  me  as  an  Expedient 
which  in  their  opinion  would  entirely  quiet  the  Mob, 
that  I  should  declare  that  I  would  not  distribute  the 
Stamps  or  act  further  till  Sir  Henry  Moore  arived  who 
was  then  expected  every  hour.  They  insisted  that  I 
could  in  no  manner  be  blamed  for  declaring  I  could 
not  act  in  a  matter  in  which  every  Man  knew  it  was 
not  in  my  power  to  act,  as  no  Man  would  or  durst  re- 
ceive a  stampVl  Paper.  It  was  now  near  Night  &  the 
Mob  was  become  very  numerous  and  Riotous.  I  was 
pressd  to  Pacefy  the  People,  &  the  strong  desire  I 
had  to  deliver  up  the  Administration  in  quietness  to 
my  Successor  with  other  Reasons  that  I  have  men- 
tioned in  my  Letter  to  you  Sir  of  the  21"*  of  Febi'uary, 
induced  me  hastily  to  Comply  with  the  unanimous 
Advice  of  the  Council — who  went  out  instantly  to  the 
Mob  <fe  declared  to  them  what  I  had  agreed  to,  on  which 
a  general  huzza  was  given,  <fe  they  dispersed  in  all  ap- 
pearance with  satisfaction.  I  am  confident  the  Peace 
of  the  City  would  have  been  restored  by  this  Conces- 
sion had  Peace  <fe  Quietness  been  consistent  with  the 
purposes  of  the  Directors  of  the  Mob,  which  by  the 
sequel  it  plainly  appeared  was  not. 

The  City  remamed  quiet  &  Easy  one  Day  during 
which  the  Directors  had  found  another  Expedient  to 
excite  Tumults  by  making  a  Demand  that  the  Stampd 
Papers  should  be  sent  on  board  the  Coventry.  Then  I 
plainly  saw  their  Intention  that  no  yielding  would  sat- 
isfy them,  &  that  it  only  served  to  increase  their  De- 
mands <fe  Insults.  However  I  was  desirous  that  the 
-whole  load  should  not  lye  on  my  shoulders,  <fe  I  calld 
the  Council  in  hopes  they  would  assist  me  by  takeing 
some  share  of  it,  when  1  told  them  plainly  what  1 
thought  were  the  intentions  of  the  present  Riotous  pro- 
ceedings, but  I  was  disappointed,  they  advised  me  to 
wiite  to  CapV  Kennedy  to  receive  the  Stamps. 
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In  my  Letter  to  Capt"  Kennedy  I  inentionVl  the  Re- 
quest oJF  the  Gentlemen  of  the  Council  that  he  would 
receive  the  Stamps  on  board,  in  order  to  quiet  the 
minds  of  tlie  People.  I  did  not  join  myself  iu  the  re- 
quest for  the  following  Reasons : 

1"^  I  thought  tlie  Stam})s  at  least  as  safe  in  the  Fort 
as  in  liis  Sliip  ife  that  the  Demand  to  have  them  sento 
boai'd  tlie  Coventry,  was  for  no  other  purpose  than 
insult  the  Government. 

2"*  I  suspected  that  one  view  in  desireing  the  Stamp.* 
to  be  sent  on  board  the  Coventry,  was  with  the  hope 
of  haveing  them  delivered  up  by  Capt"  Kennedy, 
preserv^e  liis  private  property  in  the  City,  which  w 


considerable  &  which  otherwise  the  Mob  would  destroy —  - 
I  was  confirmed  in  this  suspicion  when  a  Gentlema^cn- 
who  came  into  the  Fort  with  others  who  came  to  peKr^— 
suade  me  to  send  the  Stamps  on  board  the  Coventry-^ 
openly  said  that  he  wouhl  sooner  loose  liis  riglit  ban 
than  advise  Capt°  Kennedy  to  receive  them.     I  kne^ 
he  was  Capt"  Kennedy's  fi-iend,  &  I  believed  that 
was  in  the  secret  of  the  Directors  of  the  Mob.     I  couL 
not  therefore  desire  Capt"  Kennedy  to  do  a  thing  whics 
I  believed  would  bring  ruinous  distress  upon  him,  wh^ 
the  Public  Service  cfe  his  Duty  did  not  require  it. 

Lastly,  the  Stamps  could  not  be  so  safe  on  board  t\sM.  ^ 
Coventry  as  in  the  Fort.  The  Winter  approache^3, 
when  the  Ships  must  be  brought  to  one  of  the  Ws^ir^^ 
in  the  Town,  her  Guns  must  be  put  on  Shore,  &  i3oB.  ^ 
Officers  could  not  prevent  the  Men  fi'om  leaving  tlm  ^ 
Ship,  or  from  being  seduced  by  the  People  of  theTow:« 
— it  is  well  known  Saylors  easily  may  be  seduced. 

Capt"  Kennedy  in  his  answer  did  not  absolutely  re- 
fuse to  take  the  Stamps  on  l)oard,  l)ut  gave  reasons  vrby 
he  thought  it  unnecessary,  and  the  Gentlemen  of  tli6 
Council  did  not  advise  any  rej)ly,  or  farther  Requisition 
of  him.     They  even  desired  that  no  Minute  might  he 
made  of  their  Request,  which  as  the  Motion  had  coma 
from  them  I  consented. 

The  Opinion  which  I  had  conceived  of  the  purpose 
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pursued  by  the  Directors  of  tlie  Mob,  is  strongly  con- 
firmed by  what  has  haj)peiied  since  the  arrival  of  Sir 
Heniy  Moore.  He  has  yielded  every  thing  in  order  to 
r^uiet  the  Minds  of  the  people,  &  notwithstanding  of 
:his  Riots  &  Mol)s  have  continued  frequent  tfe  as  nuich 
nsultinjif  on  Government  as  ever.  The  only  difference 
s,  they  are  not  directly  personiilly  against  him,  as  they 
rvere  against  me. 

I  flatter  myself  you  will,  Sir,  excuse  this  trouble, 
A'liich  I  think  in  justice  to  Capt"  Kennedy,  an  honest 
Man  cannot  avoid,  but  it  is  done  with  humble  submis- 
sion by,  Sir,

Sir, 

The  Bearer  M'.  Amos  Ofjdeu  must  be  so  much  bet- 
t^r  known  to  your  Excellency,  for  his  Military  Services 
under  your  Command,  than  he  is  to  me,  that  it  is  quite 
unnecessary  for  me  to  say  anything  on  that  Subject: 
but  as  he  is  very  w-ell  recommended  by  several  Gentle- 
men in  New  Jersey,  as  a  Man  of  cool  Courage  &  good 
Character,  and  really  deserving  encouragement,  I  cimld 
not  refuse  his  request  that  I  would  give  nim  a  Letter  of 
Introduction  to  you  Sir.  None  of  the  Provinces  have 
given  any  kind  of  Su])i)ort  or  Gratuity  to  the  oflicers 
who  sei'v^ed  in  their  Troops,  after  the  service  Expired. 
When  a  Man  has  spent  the  vigour  of  his  youth  &  the 
strength  of  his  Constitution  in  his  Country's  Service, 
he  has  a  right  to  expect  a  Recompence ;  but  nothing  of 
that  kind  can  be  obtained  here.  I  am  humbly  of 
Opinion  that  this  Gentleman's  ol)taining  some  Recom- 
pence in  England  at  this  time,  nuist  greatly  encourage 
others  to  exert  themselves  in  his  Majesty's  Service.

Springhill,  May  1,  1766. 
Dear  Major, 

I  have  your  kind  Letter  by  the  Packett,  Goodrige, 
which  you  forgot  to  date.  Among  many  unexpected 
things,  which  you  tell,  one  I  could  not  have  believed, 
without  the  strongest  authority,  that  any  Man  in  Par- 
liament did  justify  the  proceedings  of  the  Americans 
in  Opposition  to  the  Stamp  Act.  This  must  make 
strong  impressions  on  our  Mmds  at  all  times.  Indeed 
I  did  not  immagine  that  the  Stamp  Act  would  have 
been  Repealed  without  enforcing  a  previous  Submis- 
sion, because  I  believed  it  would  give  such  a  shock  to 
the  Authority  of  Parliament  ov^er  the  Colonies,  as 
would  certainly  be  avoided.  I  find  I  have  mistook 
greatly,  and  in  this,  as  I  have  at  all  times,  I  submitt  to 
the  Wisdom  of  my  Superiors. 

I  have  endeavoured  to  do  my  Duty  as  a  faithfull 
servant,  and  I  flatter  myself  that  no  instance  can  be 

fiven  to  the  Contrary.  As  to  my  conduct  in  private 
life,  I  dare  challenge  all  the  World. 
I  knew  well  that  I  had  excited  the  utmost  Malice  of 
some  of  the  Lawyers ;  but  this  was  far  from  creating 
any  dislike  to  me  among  the  People  of  the  Province,  and 
all  the  wicked  Artifices  of  these  Men  were  not  able  to 
produce  any  Effects  on  the  Minds  of  the  People,  to  my 
prejudice,  till  they  took  advantage  of  the  general  fer- 
ment against  the  Stamp  Act.  It  must  greatly  affect 
an  honest  Man,  conscious  of  his  own  Integrity,  to  hear 
a  Question  was  put  in  the  House  of  Commons,  whether 
he  was  not  universally  Disliked.  It  might  have  been 
Expected  that  in  the  highest  Court,  prejudices  would 
not  have  been  Entertained  as^ainst  a  Servant  of  the 
Crown,  without  clear  Evidence. 

The  officers  of  the  Crown  cannot  Judo:e  of  an  Act  of 
Parliament  otherwise  than  to  yield  obedience  to  it. 
To  say  an  Act  of  Parliament  is  illegal,  seemd  to  me  a 
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contradiction  in  Terms.  For  this  Reason  whatever  the 
Parliament  may  think  most  prudent  on  this  occasion,  I 
am  confident  the  Ministiy  will  not  allow  the  King's 
Servants  to  suffer  for  performing  their  Duty.  Both 
Justice  &  good  Policy  require  they  should  not:  for 
this  Reason  I  cannot  doubt  your  sufferings  will  be 
made  up  to  you,  so  as  to  encourage  the  King^  Servants 
to  perform  their  Duty  against  the  Opposition  of  any 
dangerous  &>  Seditious  faction,  which  may  at  any  time 
arise.  It  will  give  me  great  pleasure  to  hear  that  you 
have  received  an  addiquate  Recompence  for  all  your 
Sufferings. 

Allow  me  to  put  you  in  mind  of  your  kind  promise 
of  writing  to  me  by  eveiy  Oj)portunity,  &.  if  you  are 
desirous  of  hearing  fi'om  me,  let  me  know  how  to  di- 
rect for  you.  Make  my  Compliments  to  Mrs.  James  in 
the  best  manner  you  can  from  a  very  old  Man.  May 
the  disajmointments  of  her  amusements  in  lier  Gardens 
at  New  York,  be  made  up  to  her  in  more  essential 
Pleasures.  I  am  with  the  greatest  Esteem  &  Regard,

Sir, 

Yesterday  a  printed  Copy  of  your  Excellency's 
Speech  to  the  Gen^  Assembly  came  to  my  hands,  in 
whicli  you  recommend  to  theln  to  make  full  and  ample 
Compensation  to  the  sufferers  for  their  Goods  &  Effects 
destroy'd  by  the  Populace.  As  it  has  been  usual,  & 
the  Assembly  may  expect  that  all  accounts  to  be  paid 
out  of  the  puldic  money  be  laid  before  them  l)y  the 
Governor,  it  is  become  incumbent  on  me  to  beg  the  fa- 
vour that  your  Excellency  may  please  to  lay  before  the 
Assembly,  the  Demand  of  Payment  which  I  think  I 
have  a  just  right  to  Expect. 
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It  is  notoriously  knoAvn  that  ray  chariot  was  burnt 
on  the  first  of  Nov*"  last.  At  tlie  same  time  I  lost  the 
furniture  of  my  Stables  <fe  other  tilings  of  which  the 
account  is  inclosed,  amounting  to  £195,  three  shillings. 

Tlie  Assembly  at  their  last  session  did  not  provide 
for  my  Sallary  from  the  1'*  of  Sept'  to  the  time  your 
Excellency  arived.  I  must  entreat  your  Excellency  to 
recommend  to  the  Assembly  to  make  provision  likewise 
for  that  Service.  I  cannot  doubt  of  your  using  your 
utmost  influence  to  have  justice  done  me.  I  have  the

DiOAR  Sir, 

My  most  gratefull  thanks  attend  yon  for 
kind  favour  of  the  28***  of  March,  informing 
unconnnon  concern  ife  trouble  you  have  had  for  my  In- 
terest. This  makes  the  strongest  impression  at  this 
time,  while  I  have  the  malice  of  a  virrulent  Faction  to 
struggle  with,  &  while  I  have  nothing  in  my  power 
to  return,  Init  a  most  gratefull  Rememl)rance  (whatever 
the  issue  be)  of  your  unmerited  Friendship. 

1  have  this  comfort  that  in  my  public  Conduct  I  have 
not  been  sway'd  by  any  j)rivate  view.  I  have  only  pur- 
sued what  I  thought  my  Duty  required  of  me.  I  may 
have  err'd  in  Judgment,  l)ut  as  yet  I  have  not  discov- 
ered any  Error  to  th(^  ])rejudice  of  his  Majesty's  Ser- 
vice, or  of  the  true  Interest  of  the  People  who  were 
committed  to  my  care.  From  the  numerous  instances 
of  Kegard  which  I  have  received  since  I  retii-ed,  I  flat- 
ter myself  that  many  in  this  Province  do  me  justice  not- 
withstanding of  the  tumultuous  appearance  to  the  con- 
trary. 

Sir  Henry  Moore  in  his  Speech,  at  the  opening  of  the 
})resent  Session  of  Assembly,  by  his  Majesty's  Command 
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equired  the  Assembly  to  make  ample  compensation  to 
-he  Persons  who  had  suffered  by  the  late  Kiots,  pursu- 
mt  to  the  Resolution  of  the  House  of  Commons  of 
jrreat  Britain  foi*  that  purpose.  I  laid  before  them  an 
iccount  of  what  I  had  lost  by  the  Riot  on  the  l**  of 
^fov^enlber  amounting  to  £1515.3 — the  Loss  &  value 
ascertained  on  Oath.  The  Assembly  haveing  refused 
:o  make  me  any  recompence,  I  have  by  this  opportunity 
iiade  my  comj)laint  to  M'  Secrettary  Conway,  in  hopes 
:hat,  V)y  this  Refusal,  his  Majesty  may  be  induced  to 
jive  me  recompence  in  the  manner  which  I  formerly 
[)rayed,  <fc  which  would  be  much  more  agreeable  to  me 
than  to  receive  the  recompence  from  the  Assembly.  The 
Sallary  detain'd  from  me,  with  my  loss  by  the  Riot, 
amounts  to  £595.3.  I  take  the  liberty  to  inform  you 
of  this  Sir  that  if  you  think  proper,  you  may  take  the 
time  when  my  Letters  are  received  as  a  proper  oj)por- 
tunity  to  use  your  good  offices  in  my  favour. 

The  Merchants  in  London  have  wi'ote  numerous  Let- 
ters to  their  Coirespondents  cfe  even  to  all  the  Preachers 
among  the  Lidependants  (it  is  supposed  at  the  desire 
of  the  Ministry)  to  persuade  them  to  submit  to  Parlia- 
mentary Authority.  From  what  apj)ears  in  the  Ti*ans- 
actions  of  our  assembly,  <fe  from  what  I  can  learn  with- 
out Doors  it  will  be  without  Effect.  They  seem  to  be 
more  confirm'd  in  their  Sentiments  of  Independency  on 
the  British  Parliament.  So  far  as  I  can  judge  it  would 
have  l)een  much  more  easy  to  have  enforced  obedience 
to  the  Stamp  Act,  than  after  the  Repeal  to  estal)lish 
due  obedience  to  the  British  Lecrislation.  All  Wal  au- 
thority  has  been  so  n)uch  trampled  under  foot  that  the 
Men  of  Property  begin  to  be  apprehensive  of  themselves. 
Numerous  <fe  tedious  ruinous  Lawsuits  have  suV)sisted 
many  years  in  some  Counties.  Now  the  poor  People 
attempt  to  do  themselves  justice  by  Riots  <fe  Mobs. 
Some  of  the  chief  promoters  of  the  licentious  Spirit  in 
the  City  suffer  ))y  the  Riots  in  the  country.  The  Gov^e*" 
at  their  desire  has  a])plied  to  the  General  for  Military 
Assistance.     If  they  find  themselves  unable  to  subdue 
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the  licentious  riotous  spirit  which  they  themselves  have 
raised,  they  will  with  all  humility  submit  to  the  au- 
thority  of  Parliament.  I  am  persuaded  that  nothing 
but  Fear  on  one  hand  or  other  will  induce  them  to  it 

The  Government  of  New  York  you  know  Sir,  deserves 
the  greatest  attention  of  any  on  the  Continent.  The 
Governor  is  left  to  depend  on  the  annual  Gi-ants  of  the 
Assembly  for  his  Daily  Bread,  <fe  care  is  taken  to  make 
him  sensil)le  of  this.  Sir  Henrv  Moore  very  soon  per- 
ceived this.  He  openly  caresse  J  the  Demagogues — jPut 
on  a  Homespun  Coat,  the  Badge  of  tlie  Faction,  &  suf- 
fered the  Mob  to  insult  the  officers  of  Government  with- 
out interposing.  He  went  in  Person  to  the  Coffee 
House  to  pu])lish  every  Piece  of  News  which  he  thought 
would  please  them,  <fe  it  plainly  appears  from  his  Speech 
that  he  is  more  carefuU  not  to  displease  the  Asseml>ly, 
than  to  enforce  the  Resolution  of  the  House  of  Com- 
mons. I  was  in  hope  that  out  of  Regard  to  the  Person 
who  immediately  preceeded  him  in  the  chief  command, 
he  would  have  particularly  recommended  my  case  for 
Relief.  I  desired  it  of  him  by  Letter,  but  without 
effect.  I  was  so  impolitic  as  to  make  my  duty  the  only 
rule  of  my  Conduct.  He  and  I  will  be  striking  Exam- 
ples to  future  Gov"  not  soon  to  be  forgot.  It  is  a  great 
iiapjuness  to  me,  Sir,  that  I  can  ojien  my  breast  to 
you  on  a  subject  that  may  not  be  proper  to  mention  to 

others. 

If  this  insulting  Refusal  of  the  Assembly  to  do  me 
justice,  have  not  the  Effect  of  procuring  me  a  recom- 
pence  from  the  King,  1  shall  give  up  all  hope  of  Re- 
dress. You  will  Sir  soon  be  al)le  to  inform  me  wliat  I 
am  to  exj)ect,  &  1  must  earnestly  intreat  you  to  free 
me  from  the  disagreeable  State  of  doubting  &  hopeing, 
as  soon  as  you  can. 

While  the  officers  of  Government  who  endeavoured 
to  suj)port  the  Laws,  meet  with  every  discouragement 
from  the  Gov'  as  well  as  from  others  the  Gov'  courts 
the  favour  of  those  who  are  known  to  be  the  authors 
of  the  late  Riots,  by  lavishing  Grants  of  large  Tracts  of 
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Land  to  them.  Tt  is  too  tine  that  the  Governors  of 
Kew  York  generally  have  made  use  of  the  power 
of  Granting  Lands  with  view  to  their  own  private  In- 
terest only.  From  this  the  Kings  Revenue  of  'his 
Quit  rents  in  this  Province  are  so  inconsiderable  while 
the  Proprietors  of  Pensilvania  &  Maryland  receive  so 
firreat  Kevenues  from  the  Quit  rents  of  their  Lands. 
The  power  of  granting  Lands  in  these  Proprietaries  is  by 
distinct  Commission  from  that  of  the  Governor,  <fe  the 
Persons  intrusted  are  under  special  Regulations.  A  Plan 
may  be  concerted  by  which  the  Revenue  of  the  Quit 
rents  would  become  sufficient  for  the  whole  Civd  List 
of  this  Government,  &  at  the  same  time  the  cultivation 
of  the  Country  greatly  improved. 

Nothing  can  excuse  the  trouble  which  I  give  you  Sir, 
but  the  Sentiments  of  your  generous  friendship  strongly 
impressed  on  my  Breast.  Whatever  be  the  Event  the 
esteem  <fe  gratitude  cannot  be  lessen'd  with  which,  Sir,

Sir, 

The  Governor  in  obedience  to  his  Majesty's  Com- 
mancl  haveing  laid  before  the  Assembly  of  this  Prov- 
ince the  Resolutions  of  the  House  of  Commons  of 
Great  Britain  for  the  payment  of  losses  any  person  has 
sustained  in  the  late  Riots  for  his  deferrence  to  the 
acts  of  the  British  Legislature,  I  sent  in  an  Account 
of  things  I  had  destroyed  by  the  Mob  in  the  night  of 
the  first  of  November  last  when  they  brok^  open  my 
coach  house  &  burnt  my  chariot  &c.  The  loss  <fe  the 
value  of  things  were  proved  by  my  son's  Oath,  amount- 
ing to  the  sum  of  £195.  3.  Major  Jam'es  had  Petitioned 
to  have  compensation  for  his  losses,  sustained  at  that 
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time,  <fe  his  petition  heing  referred  to  a  Committee  of 
the  wliole  House,  my  Account  was  referr'd  to  the  same 
Committee,  together  with  the  accounts  of  some  other 
Persons,  wlio  sufferd  at  the  same  time  by  the  Mob. 
The  method  the  Assem})ly  lias  taken  of  refuseing  any 
compensation  to  me,  is  by  the  Committees  passing  my 
Demand  over  in  silence  &  reporting  in  favor  of  the 
others.  It  is  probable  they  did  not  think  it  prudent 
to  enter  on  their  Minutes  a  direct  negative  to  a  Reso- 
lution of  the  House  of  Commons  of  Great  Britain, 
while  at  the  same  time  they  Resolved  to  pay  no  Re- 
gard to  it  so  far  as  relates  to  me ;  and  I  am  assured 
this  is  their  Resolution.  The  printed  Journal  of  the 
Asseinl)ly  is  enclosed,  from  which  you  may  Sir  be 
more  j)ai1:icularly  inform'd,  &  see  that  even  the  Reso- 
lution of  makeing  Comjiensation  for  Major  Jameses 
loss,  was  carried  by  one  single  vote. 

In  my  Letter  of  the  14^**  of  January  last  I  inform'd 
you  Sir  that  the  Assembly  had  designedly  neglected  to 
Grant  me  any  Sallary  from  the  1"^  of  September  to  the 
13*^  of  November,  the  Dav  when  Sir  Ilenrv  Moore  ar- 
rived.     That  the  Sallary  for  that  time  amounts  to  £400 
currency.     So  that  the  whole  of  mv  sufferings  for  my 
deferrence  to  an  Act  of  the  British  Legislature  amounts 
to  £595  :  3:0:  cuiTent  monev  of   tJiis  Province.     I 
know  of  no  method  of  compelling  the  Assembly  to  do 
mo  justice  in  pursuance  of  the  Resolution  of  the  House 
of  Commons  of   Great  Britain  but  l)y  Act  of  Parlia- 
ment.     It   will  in   some    measure    appear   fi'om   the 
assembly's   address  to  the  Gov'  how  unwilling  they 
are  to  acknowledge  the   authority  of  Parliament  in 
the  Colonies :   it  this  authority  is   acknowledged  in 
the  Coimcils  address  in  very   iiidetermin'd  Terms.    I 
believe  Sir  that  you  will  not  think  it  prudent  to  enter 
into  a  Dispute  of  such  Consequence  as   the  extent  of 
the   authority  of   Parliament   in   the   Colonies,  on  a 
subject  of  so  little  Consequence  as  the  Compensating 
of   my  losses  on   this  occasion ;    at  the  same  time  1 
flatter  myself  that  his  Majesty  will  be  of  Opinion  that 
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in  justice  I  ought  to  have  my  Losses  Recompenced,  & 
that  it  will  be  of  encouragement  to  his  Majesty's 
Servants  in  the  Colonies  that  I  do  not  suffer,  but  re- 
ceive some  public  Reward  for  adhering  to  my  Duty, 
es})ecially  in  a  ease  where  I  clearly  saw  that  by  doing 
so  I  must  greatly  prejudice  my  private  Interest  in  this 
Country.  For  these  Reasons  I  humbly  intreat  that 
you  will  please  to  lay  my  Case  before  his  Majesty,  & 
that  you  will  allow  me  to  renew  my  former  Request 
of  haveing  my  losses  Recompenced  by  a  Pension.  It 
may  be  done  out  of  the  Quit  rents  of  this  Province 
without  any  prejudice  to  prior  appointments.  This 
method  of  recompencing  me  I  humbly  conceive  will  be 
most  consistent  with  his  Majesty's  Honour  on  this  occa- 
sion, <fe  will  be  most  agi*eeable  to  me.  I  am  now  in  my 
7y^**  year  of  my  Age,  <fe  it  cannot  be  of  long  continuance. 
I  inclose  likewise  a  Printed  Proclamation  *  from 
w^hich  the  Sentiments  of  People  in  power  may  be  dis- 
cover'd.  The  owners  of  the  great  Tracts  of  Land  have 
for  several  years  past  harrassed  the  Fanners  in  their 
neiii^hborhood  with  expensiv^e  &  ruinous  Lawsuits. 
Differences  have  likewise  arose  between  some  of  the 
Landlords  &  their  Tenants.  Some  of  them  were  com- 
mitted to  Jail — Others  takeing  advantage  of  the  licen- 
tious Spirit  every  where  propagated,  collected  in  great 
numbers,  broke  open  one  of  the  Jails  set  their  Associ- 
ates at  Liberty,  <fe  threaten'd  the  Persons  &  Effects  of 
some  of  these  Landholders.  On  Complaint  several  of 
these  Riotous  Persons  are  by  Proclamation  declared 
Traitors,  &,  the  28***Regiment  as  I  am  told  at  the  Gov- 
ernor's Request  is  sent  to  suppress  them.  I  am  far 
from  justifying  these  riotous  Proceedings;  I  only  ob- 
serve the  difference  of  Sentiment  &  zeal  in  this  case  & 
in  others  where  the  authority  of  Parliament  was  con- 
temned, &  the  Kiugs  authority  was  continually  insulted, 
for  several  mouths  together  by  most  dangerous  Riots 

*  Proclamation  of  Sir  H.  Moore,  declaring  that — Pendergast  and  six 
others  had  committed  high  Treason  k  offering  £100  for  him  &  £50  for 
each  of  the  others. 
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without  the  least  attempt  to  suppress  any  of  them  but 
rather  with  public  applause. 

As  it  nuist  naturally  be  thought  that  this  Resent- 
ment in  the  Assembly  against  me,  must  arise  from  sig- 
nal misbelieavior  in  mj^  administration  I  beg  leave  to 
say  that  only  one  thing  lias  ever  been  alledged  against 
me,  and  no  other  I  can  confidently  assert  can  be.  It  is 
this.  An  Appeal  was  brought  ]>efore  me  &  the  Coun- 
cil from  a  Verdict  &  judgment  of  the  Su})reme  Court 
of  Common  Law  in  this  Province,  in  pursuance  of  his 
Majesty's  32"**  Instruction.  I  supported  in  my  Judge- 
ment the  right  of  appealing  as  to  the  whole  Merits,  <fe 
that  the  intention  of  the  Instruction  was  such  against 
the  Opinion  of  the  Judges,  and  of  all  the  Gentlemen 
of  the  Council.  Nevertheless  I  submitted  to  the  Judgre- 
ment  of  the  Court :  but  as  an  Appeal  from  the  Judge- 
ment of  the  Governor  <fe  Council  was  carried  to  the 
King  in  Council,  I  thought  it  incumbent  on  me  to  give 
the  Reasons  of  my  Dissenting  from  the  Opinion  of  the 
Council  in  my  Letters  to  my  Lord  Ilallifax  &  to  the 
Board  of  Trade.  The  Judjjes  assert  that  no  Appeal 
can  be  made  from  the  Verdict  of  a  Jury.  If  this  be 
the  case,  the  Right  of  appealing  in  every  case  may  be 
.defeated.  The  Jury  may  in  every  case  find  generally 
Guilty  or  not  Guilty,  for  the  Plaintiff  or  for  the  De- 
fendant; and  in  Cases  where  the  King  is  concerned 
such  general  Verdicts  may  be  encouraged  by  the  Court 
In  such  Case  no  Error  can  be  Assign'd  against  tlie 
judgement,  tfe  it  must  be  final  in  the  Colonies.  As  the 
King's  authority  &  the  Rights  of  his  Crown,  are  only 
secured  by  his  Courts  of  justice,  it  is  evident  that  with- 
out an  Ai)p(*al  to  some  Court  in  Great  Britain,  the  au- 
thority and  Rights  of  the  Crown  in  the  Colonies  may 
become  })rocarious  Sl  likewise  I)ej)endency  of  the  Colo- 
nies on  the  Parliament.  1  may  have  erred  in  Judge- 
ment very  innocently,  but  1  have  good  reason  to  think 
I  have  not,  since  the  King  by  his  Order  in  his  Privy 
Council  of  the  20***  of  July  last  has  confirmd  my  judge- 
ment.    The  i)resent  Spirit  which  so  generally  prevails 
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in  the  Colonies  too  clearly  shows  the  reason  of  the 
great  offence  taken  against  me  on  this  occasion,  b}  the 
present  Demagogues,  but  I  flatter  myself  that  this  will 
he  so  far  from  doing  me  any  prejudice  in  his  Majesty's 
Esteem,  that  it  will  recommend  me  to  his  favour.  The 
right  of  appealing  on  the  whole  Merits  appears  to  me 
so  necessary  for  securing  the  Dependency  of  the  Colo- 
nies <fe  the  Rights  of  the  Crown,  as  well  as  private 
Property  against  powei-fuU  Combinations,  that  it  well 
deserves  the  interposition  of  Parliament  if  it  should  be 
thought  necessary  for  confirming  it;  and  I  hope  this 
will  excuse  me  for  entering  again  on  this  subject  after 
what  I  have  wrote  formerly  on  the  same  subject. 

Allow  me  in  the  last  place  to  entreat  your  good  of- 
fices with  his  Majesty  in  my  favor,  &  that  youTl  please 
to  let  me  know  the  Kings  pleasure  thereon.  I  have

I 
still  hope  the  Ministry  will  some  how  recompence  me. 
Please  to  let  Sir  Jeffery  Amherst  know  by  a  Line  that 
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you  will  pay  any  Expence  that  may  be  necessary  for 
obtaining  the  King's  Warrant  for  that  purpose,  <fc  de- 
sire his  directions  m  employing  a  proper  pei*8on  to  take 
it  out  if  it  be  granted. 

You  have  my  dear  fiiend,  my  Interest  on  all  occa- 
sions so  much  at  heart,  that  I  cannot  sufficiently  express 
my  Gratitude,  as  it  never  can  l)e  in  mv  power  to  return 
it.  The  public  affairs  in  this  Province  are  far  from 
l)eiug  settled.  Our  present  Governor  acts  odly,  &,  does 
not  please  those  whose  favour  he  courts.  A  general 
diffidence  is  entertaind  of  him.

I  am  so  much  convinced  of  your  generous  friendship, 
that  I  am  perswaded  that  the  only  reason  of  my  not 
receiving  some  notice  of  the  good  effects  of  it,  must  be 
from  the  difficulties  you  have  met  with  in  your  sollic- 
tation  in  my  favour.  Being  conscious  of  the  disin- 
terested motives  of  my  Conduct  in  that  part  of  my 
Administration  which  has  excited  the  malice  of  a  most 
daring  faction,  their  success  to  my  prejudice,  while  I 
am  neglected  where  I  expected  A]>prol)ati(m  and  Pro- 
tection, must  affect  me  greatly.  I  am  sufficiently  sen- 
sible of  how  little  consideration  I  am  personally ;  but 
in  my  public  Character  I  expected  some  regard  botlv 
from  Justice  and  good  Policy.  While  I  willingly  gav 
up  my  private  Interest,  I  cannot,  on  the  strictest  r 
flection,  charge  myself  with  any  neglect  of  the  publL  ^; 
Interest,  or  that  I  did  anything  which  could  have  befe  ti 
prudently  omitted  without  neglect  of  my  Duty. 

As  we  are  well  assured  that  many  Papers  publish^^d 
in  New  York  to  my  prejudice,  have  been  transmitted 
to  Persons  of  distinction  in  England,  my  children  ha^ve 
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earnestly  pressed  me  to  vindicate  my  character  from 
the  Cahminies  so  publicly  cfe  industriously  propagated, 
<fe  my  Friends  have  likewise  advised  me  to  it.  This 
induced  me  to  send  by  Captain  Montressor,  a  brief 
account  of  my  Conduct,  in  those  parts  of  my  adminis- 
tration, which  have  been  found  fault  with,  to  M'  Col- 
linson;  and  I  now  give  directions  to  have  a  small 
number  printed  and  distributed,  in  such  manner  as 
may  be  thought  most  proper,  to  vindicate  my  character 
in  England  as  well  as  in  America.

I  delayed  giving  par- 
ticular diiections  for  this  purpose  in  hopes  of  hearing 
fi'om  Sir  Jeffery  Amherst  by  the  Packett,  but  am  dis- 
appointed, and  as  I  have  not  the  least  doubt  of  his 
Friendship  I  think  the  publication  the  more  necessary. 
I  think  it  will  not  exceed  four  sheets  in  Print  and  per- 
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haps  may  be  contained  in  three.  One  hundred  and 
twenty  Copies  to  be  Printed  of  wliich  twenty  to  l>e 
sent  to  me  by  tlie  first  merchant  Slii[).  Please  to  give 
particular  direction  for  the  care  of  tliem,  &  direct  tnem 
put  up  in  a  Packet  to  my  Son  Alexander. 

On  the  other  side  is  a  List  of  Members  of  Parliament 
to  whom  I  immagine  it  may  be  of  use  to  send  each 
one  copy  put  under  Cover,  directed  to  each  of  them  by 
his  proper  Designation,  without  mentioning  any  office 
he  may  hold,  to  be  left  before  Noon  at  his  town  resi- 
dence which  may  be  learned  from  the  Court  Cal- 
endar.

Last  Sessions  of  Assembly  my  Son  communicated  to 
you  an  account  of  the  Loss  which  1  sustained  on  the 
first  of  November  1765.     He  attested  the  account  be- 
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fore  a  Magestrate,  and  delivered  it,  in  the  manner  you 
was  j)leased  to  advise.  The  account  was  received  by 
the  House  of  Assembly  an<l  I'eferred  to  a  Committee  ;  as 
appears  by  your  printed  Minutes.  I  did  not  immagine 
that  anything  more  was  expected  of  me,  when  no  Order 
or  Resolution  had  been  made  thereon.  The  reimbui-se- 
ment  of  the  Losses  sustained  at  that  time,  I  did  not 
conceive  to  l)e  made  as  on  a  Demand  of  a  Debt  due 
from  the  Province,  but  to  l)e  a  free  act  of  Gratitude 
to  tlie  Parliament  of  Great  Britain,  every  reiterated 
application  therefore,  which  might  make  the  act  of  the 
Asseml)ly  appear  less  Voluntary,  I  suspect  may  be  dis- 
agreeal)le  to  the  House. 

You  know  Sir,  that  in  the  last  act  for  the  payment 
of  the  Orticers  Salaries,  no  provision  was  made  for  my 
Salary  from  from  the  l**^of  Sept"  to  the  13'**  of  Novem- 
ber 17^)."),  tho'  all  the  other  oiRcers  of  Government  have 
received  their  Salaries  for  that  time.  I  know  of  no 
Case  similar  to  this.  I  think  the  Salary  for  that  time 
is  a  Debt  justly  due  to  me,  and  I  know  no  reason  why 
the  payment  of  it  is  neglected.  Please  to  Communi- 
cate this  to  the  H(mse,  and  to  let  me  know  their  pleas- 
ure thereon.

My  Loud, 

In  my  L(»tter  to  1\P  Secrettary  Conway  of  the  24th 
of  June,  I  informed  him  that  the  Assembly  in  their 
Session  in  June  last,  would  not  recompensSe  me  for  the 
Loss(*s  I  sustaiiKMl  by  the  Mob,  the  1"'  of  November 
last  y(»ar.  They  have  again  in  their  last  Sessions  re- 
fuscMi  ])aym<Mit  with  the  reason  annexed,  that  I  had 
l)rought  them  upon  myself  by  my  misconduct. 

However  I  can  nnike  no  doubt  your  Lordship  on 
considering''  my  whole  Conduct,  will  think  otherwise: 
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that  I  have  done  nothing  but  what  my  duty  required 
of  ine.  This  patronizing  &  defence  of  the  shamefull 
insults  on  their  Governor  by  a  savage  Mob,  in  a  man- 
ner destructive  of  all  Government,  such  as  have  rarely 
happened  in  any  civilized  Country  gives  strong  proofs 
that  the  Riots  &  Tumults  which  happened  at  that  time 
&  continued  for  some  Months  after  I  had  retired,  were 
instigated  and  promoted  bv  a  dangerous  Faction,  which 
now  leads  &  directs  in  the  House  of  Assembly ;  and 
that  tliey  have  not  abandoned  the  views  which  they 
then  had. 

As  this  Faction  has  and  continues  to  asperce  my 
Character  by  Calumnies  repeatedly  published,  and  have 
likewise  propagated  them  by  their  printed  Papers  de- 
livered by  their  direction  to  Persons  of  distinction  in 
London,  I  have  thought  it  necessary  at  the  earnest 
desire  of  my  Children,  <fe  by  advise  of  my  Friends  to 
have  a  printed  Narative  of  my  Conduct  delivered  to 
his  Majesty's  Ministers  &  to  some  other  Persons  of  dis- 
tinction, to  whom  as  I  am  informed,  the  faction  have 
endeavoured  to  give  prejudices  against  me.  His  Maj- 
esty's Ministers  have  formerly  been  informed  of  every- 
thing contained  in  this  narative,  but  as  this  was  done 
of  the  several  Matters  separately,  &  at  distant  times,  I 
think  it  may  be  of  use  to  them,  to  have  the  whole  re- 
duced under  one  view. 

My  Duty  required  me  to  oppose  the  designs  of  this 
prevailing  Faction  which  I  am  confident  will  appear 
from  this  Narative  to  be  dangerous  to  his  Majesty's 
Authority  &  the  Rights  of  his  CroAvn  in  this  Province 
<fe  that  thev  likewise  evidently  tend  to  render  private 
Property  &  the  Administration  of  justice  precarious. 
This  I  did  Knowing  that  the  doing  of  it,  unless  I  be 
supported  by  his  Majesty's  favour,  must  be  extreamly 
prejudicial  to  my  private  Interest,  &  of  my  family  who 
must  i-emain  in  this  Countiy. 

I  informed  M'  Conway  like\vise  that  the  Assembly 
had  refused  to  Pay  the  Sallary  which  was  due  to  me 
at  Sir  Heniy  Moore's  arrival     Application  was  made 
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again  in  their  last  Session.  They,  after  referring  the 
matter  from  one  Committee  to  another,  broke  up  with- 
out doing  me  this  justice. 

The  method  taken  to  deter  the  officers  of  the  Crown 
from  their  Duty  certainly  deserves  the  attention  of  the 
King's  ministers.  Perhaps,  no  officer  at  this  time,  dare 
make  a  seizure  in  the  Colonies  where  all  restraints  on 
Trade  are  unpopular ;  <fe  where  it  may  be  in  the  power 
of  a  single  Man,  to  set  the  Mob  upon  him. 

Your  Lordship  may  believe  that  I  am  under  much 
concern  that  my  Conduct  may  appear  to  his  Majesty 
in  its  j)roper  light,  for  no  Man  (however  I  may  have 
err'd  in  any  particular  instance)  can  have  a  more  sin- 
cere desire  than  I  had  to  perform  my  Duty,  while  the 
Administration  of  Government  was  in  my  Hands. 
This  eml)oldens  me  to  entreat  your  Lordship's  inter- 
position with  the  King,  for  some  instance  of  his  appro- 
bation &  favour,  after  haveiug  suffered  so  much  by 
meer  malice,  as  thereby  the  other  officers  may  be  en- 
couraged in  their  Duty,  at  a  time  when  such  incourage 
seems  necessary. 

Nothing  can  give  me  more  pleasure  than  to  know 
that  I  stand  well  in  your  Lordship's  Opinion,  &  that  I 
may  be  allowed  the  honour  of  being,  My  Lord.

Your  uncommon  friendship  by  endeavouring  to  ob- 
tain some  recompence  for  my  Losses  in  his  Majesty's 
Service  makes  it  incumbent  on  me  to  inform  you  of 
every  st(^j)  I  take.  By  this  conveyance  I  inform  Lord 
Shc^lburn  tluit  in  the  last  Session  of  AssemV)ly  I  had 
rt^H^wed  my  application  for  recompense  of  my  Losses 
and  for  my  arrears  of  sahiry.  They  have  now  given 
an  absolute  refusal  with  this  reason  added  in  their 
print(Hl  Minutes  that  I  had  brought  them  upon  myself 
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by  my  misconduct.  I  suppose  they  mean  that  I  had 
provoked  the  People,  by  puting  the  Fort  in  a  Posture 
of  Defense.  Before  the  1**  of  September  the  garrison 
consisted  of  a  single  Company  of  Royal  Americans, 
^vhich  the  General  sent  in  at  my  desire,  after  every 
soldier  which  had  been  in  Gari'ison  were  sent  away  on 
different  services. 

While  I  was  in  the  Country  as  usual  during  the 
Summer  heats  Major  James,  without  my  knowledge, 
introduced  a  number  of  Howitzers  &  Royals,  with  their 
proper  Ammunition,  together  with  two  Companies  of 
the  Aii:illery  Regiment  arived  at  that  time  from  Eng- 
land, and  soon  after  all  the  Howitzers  belonging  to  the 
Army  were  brought  into  the  Fort. 

After  the  Mob  on  the  V^  of  November,  the  Engineers 
were  ordered  by  the  General  to  put  the  Fort  into  the 
best  posture  of  Defence,  and  all  the  officers  then  in 
Town  except  those  of  the  General's  Family  were  or- 
dered into  the  Fort,  and  several  Detachments  of  Private 
men  came  in  at  different  times.  The  daily  Guard  con- 
sisted of  a  Field  officer,  two  Captains  &  four  Subalterns. 
The  Barracks  were  so  full  that  I  was  obliged  to  Lodge 
30  Privates  in  my  Servants  Appartinents,  &  Lodge  & 
Entertain  the  Officers  in  my  own  House.  At  the  same 
time  I  furnished  the  whole  Garrison  with  fire  wood  & 
Candles.  This  was  an  Expence  of  which  I  could  keep 
no  account,  and  I  have  made  no  charge  of  it.  The 
General  in  this  time  made  me  a  Visit,  as  I  have  no 
military  skill  I  desired  him  to  take  the  command  of 
the  Fort,  which  he  refused,  but  afterwards  desired  me 
to  have  60  Men  in  readiness  to  March  out  for  his  de- 
fence in  his  House,  being  threaten'd  by  the  Mob.  I 
have  not  mentioned  these  particulars  in  any  of  my 
public  Letters,  being  oblidged  to  write  largely  on  mat- 
ters which  I  thought  of  greater  importance. 

There  was  Force  sufficient  in  the  Fort  to  suppress 
any  Mob  &  to  keep  the  Town  in  obedience  if  it  had 
been  thought  proper  to  use  military  force  at  that  time. 

It  is  a  very  extraordinary  Argument  made  use  of  by 
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the  Assembly  that  the  taking  the  measures  necessary 
for  defence,  should  be  thought  a  sufficient  reason  for 
all  the  riots  tumults  and  miscliiefs  which  ensued,  &, 
this  after  the  officers  of  Government  were  openly  & 
publicly  threaten'd  &,  shamefully  insulted  in  tneir 
Duty,  &  the  People  by  printed  Papers  repeatedly 
every  disj)erse<l  were  excited  to  take  all  power  into 
their  own  han<ls.  This  Principle  of  the  supreme  Power 
of  the  People,  in  all  cases  is  industriously  propagated 
over  all  North  America  <fe  takes  its  rise  from  the  nu- 
merous sect  of  Independants,  of  which  Sect  several  of 
our  princi])al  Lawyers  educated  in  Connecticut  openly 

Erofess  themselves.  From  this  Principle  the  Assembly 
ave  refused  to  add  a  Clause  to  a  Bill  for  emitting  a 
paper  Currency  restraining  the  execution  of  it  till  Lis 
Majesty's  j)leasure  shall  be  known,  tho'  they  be  very 
desirous  oi  such  an  Emission.  They  have  likewise  ex- 
pressly refused  obedience  to  the  act  of  Parliament  for 
Quartering  of  Soldiers. 

Our  present  Governor  is  unwilling  to  appear  in  any- 
thini^:  which  is  disagreeable  to  the  Assembly.  His 
principal  view  is  evident,  and  he  loses  his  influence 
daily. 

By  this  Conveyance  I  inform  the  Earl  of  Shelbume 
of  my  having  ordered  a  Narrative  of  my  Conduct  in 
the  ])rincipal  i)artsof  my  Administration  to  be  Printed, 
and  that  Coi)ies  be  delivered  to  the  King's  Ministers 
that  they  may  have  under  one  view  the  several  infor- 
mations I  had  formerly  given  on  different  subjects  & 
at  distant  times,  cfe  that  thereby  they  may  be  better 
enabled  to  judge  of  my  Conduct.  I  flatter  myself  that 
nothinj' in  this  Narrative  can  displease  any  Person  in 
Great  Britain. 

By  an  unlucky  accident  I  lost  the  opportunity  of 
sending  my  Letters  by  the  Packet  I  now  send  them 
to  go  by  some  Alerchants  shij).  I  am  with  greatest 
gratitude  cfe  desire   of  preserving  your  Esteem,  Sir, 
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To  HIS  Excellency  Sir  Henry  Moore  B*  Governor 

Spring  Hill  June  9,  1767. 
Sir, 

This  morning  I  have  the  honour  of  your  Letter  of 
yesterday's  date.  In  my  present  situation  I  cannot 
recollect  what  lias  passed  relating  to  Samuel  Robin- 
son the  Petitioner,  but  I  am  conhdent  every  thing  is 
particularly  set  forth  in  the  Minutes  of  Council  on 
that  subject,  Copies  of  which  I  transmitted  to  the 
Plantation  Board,  so  that  had  the  Petitioner  related 
matters  of  fact  with  that  precision  he  ought  to  have 
done  there  would  have  been  no  need  of  referring  to 

f^our  Excellency  for  an  Answer,  as  to  any  matter  re- 
ating  to  him,  the  whole  being  fully  set  forth  in  those 
Minutes. 

I  can  only  in  general  recollect  that  sevei*al  of  the  Pro- 
prietors of  Lands  in  this  Province  complained  to  me 
that  this  Robinson  with  many  others  had  riotously  en- 
tered tfe  forceably  dispossessed  them  &  their  Tenants  of 
Lands  which  they  held  by  Grants  in  this  Province  and 
had  improved  above  sixty  years;  in  consequence  of 
which  legal  Process  was  taken  in  the  Courts  of  this 
Province  against  these  unlaA\*f ul  Intioiders  &  Rioters ; 
and  I  did  by  the  advice  of  Council  issue  a  Proclama- 
tion, the  purpose  of  which  I  cannot  at  present  recollect, 
but  will  appear  on  the  Minutes  of  Council.  This  Gov- 
ernment was  highly  provoked  to  find  that  the  InhaV>- 
itants  of  New  Hampshire  under  pretence  of  authority 
from  their  Government,  should  pass  over  50  Miles  of 
uncultivated  Lands  on  the  West  side  of  Connecticut 
Kiver,  <fe  forceably  enter  on  the  Lands  in  this  Province 
which  had  been  for  so  long  a  time  peaceably  held  & 
improved.  I  cannot  in  my  present  situation  inform 
your  Excellency  more  particularly,  but  you  can  be 
fully  inform'd  by  the  D.  Secrettary  <fe  the  Surveyor 
General  of  Lands  who  knew  everything  relating  to 
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these  iifEairs,  as  iniicli  as  I  did,  &  no  doubt  will  readily 
iiifoi'iu  you. 

It  is  true  that  I  promised  to  several  Settlei-s  on  the 
West  side  of  Connecticut  River,  that  I  would  regrant 
to  them  the  Lan<ls  that  they  liad  bona  fide  in  posses- 
sion, and  I  j)ursued  to  pei'foi'm  tliis  promise  while  it 
was  in  my  power  to  do  it;  but  it  was  impossible  I 
sliouhl  make  such  j)r(miise  to  this  Robinson  who  I  knew 
had  settled  on  Lands  already  Granted  to  others,  and 
who  had  been  so  notorious  a  disturber  of  the  Peace  in 
that  part  of  tlie  Country.  In  the  Grants  which  I 
pass(Ml  after  I  had  made  this  promise,  the  Lands  pos- 
sessed by  the  New  Hampshire  People  were  excepted. 
1  have  the  honor  to  V)e  with  great  respect,  Sir 


Extract  of  a  Letter   from  M"  S y  C y  to 

Major  Gen^  Gage. 

December  15,  1765. 
Sir, 

I  liad  the  favour  of  your  Letters  of  the  i***,  8"*  & 
9'*"  of  Noveml)er  hist,  by  wliich  I  learn,  with  the  ut- 
most concern,  the  disordered  state  of  the  Province  where 
you  reside,  ife  the  very  riotous  &  outrageous  l)ehaviour 
of  too  many  of  the  Lihabitants. 

I  did  not  fail  to  lav  your  Dispatches  together  -with 
those  of  Lieut.  Gov*"  Colden  l)efore  his  Majesty,  who 
tho'  highly  provoked  by  sucli  an  insult  offered  to  his 
Governor  there,  is  however  pleased  to  hear  that  matters 
were  not  puslied  to  snch  extremity,  as  might  have 
cost  tlie  lives  of  many  of  his  subjects,  cfe  might  perhaps 
have  tended,  as  you  seem  aj)prehensiv^  to  the  great 
dt»triment  if  not  ruin  of  the  town  of  New  York,  par- 
ticularly if  the  Port  had  fired  on  that  insolent  and 
infatuated  Mob,  which  so  provokingly  approached. 
The  Temper  sliewn  as  well  by  Lieut  Gov""  Colden,  as 
l)y  the  Officers  tliere,  is  highly  to  be  commended.     His 
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Majesty  is  willing  to  suppose  that  both  yourself  & 
Gov"  Golden  have  acted  on  principles  of  Duty  to  his 
service,  in  the  advice  and  resolution  formed  to  put  the 
Stamped  Paper  into  the  hands  of  the  Magistrates  of 
New  York,  which,  however,  unless  the  necessity  for  it 
aj)peared  very  pressing,  must  certainly  be  looked  upon 
as  a  step  greatly  humiliating  and  derogatory  to  his 
Majesty's  Government. 

If  the  Post  was  not  tenable,  or  the  Papers  insecure 
there,  it  should  seem  much  preferable  to  have  put  them 
on  board  the  Man  of  War  as  was  proposed,  nor  does 
there  appear  any  good  reason,  why  Capf"  Kennedy  re- 
fused to  take  them. 

It  is  difficult  at  this  distance  to  judge  with  the  same 
propriety,  of  the  conduct  to  be  held  on  occasions  of 
such  difficulty  <fe  importance  as  on  the  spot.  Had  the 
personal  safety  of  those  in  the  Fort  alone  been  consid- 
ered, I  am  perswaded  there  would  not  have  been  a  mo- 
ment's hesitation  about  the  defence  of  it,  against  any 
attack  that  might  rashly  have  been  attempted :  Nor 
can  his  Majesty  suppose  the  least  want  of  resolution  for 
his  Service  in  those  who  in  their  different  stations  have 
given  so  many  proofs  of  their  regard  for  it.  It  should 
otherwise  seem  that  the  reality  of  the  Mob's  being  armed 
<fe  prepared  for  an  actual  attack,  should  have  been  well 
ascertained  Vjefore  the  papers  were  given  up.

I  had  the  honour  of  informing  your  Lordship,  by  my 
Letter  of  the  26*^^  of  December  last  year,  that  the  As-

sembly  of  this  Province  had  refused  to  compensate  my 
losses  by  the  Mob  the  1"'  of  Nov'  1765,  or  to  pay  the 
Salaiy  which  was  due  to  me  at  Sir  Henry  Moore's 
arival,  amounting  to  £400  Money  of  this  Province  and 
in  the  whole  to  £595  :  three  Shillings.  This  Letter 
was  by  his  Majesty's  Command  laid  before  the  House 
of  Commons,  <fe  I  flatter  myself  that  the  House  of  Com- 
mons had  regard  to  my  Sufferings,  Avhen  they  adress'd 
his  Majesty  nemine  contradicente,  the  15**  of  May  last, 
that  his  Majesty  would  be  graceously  pleased  to  confer 
some  mark  of  his  royal  favour  on  those  Governors  and 
officers  who  had  distinguished  themselves  by  their  zeal 
<fe  fidelity  in  supporting  the  dignity  of  the  Crown,  the 
just  nights  of  the  Parliament,  <fe  the  Supreme  author- 
ity of  Great  Britain  in  the  Colonies,  during  the  late 
disturbances  in  Noi'th  America. 

When  these  Resolves  were  known  in  New  York,  I 
had  the  pleasure  to  hear  all  Ranks  of  People,  even  those 
who  had  opposed  me,  apply  that  address  in  my  favour, 
and  my  fidelity,  at  tliat  time,  in  the  Administration  of 
the  Government  universally  acknowledged. 

Notwithstanding  of  tliis  I  expect  that  the  Faction  in 
opposition  to  me  will  represent  me  as  obnoxious  to  the 
People  of  this  Province,  when  any  of  them  can  liave 
access  to  any  of  his  Majesty's  ministers :  for  with  other 
purposes,  tliey  had  in  view  to  make  this  be  believed, 
when,  after  the  People's  minds  had  been  infiam'd 
against  the  Stamp  Duties,  they  instigated  the  Mob  to 
insult  me,  and  surprised  the  Assembly  into  the  Re- 
solves published  against  me.  If  such  representation 
be  made,  I  beg  that  they  be  required  to  give  an  in- 
stance, at  least,  wherein  I  have  injured  the  People  of 
this  Province,  or  any  private  Person  in  it. 

My  Lord,  I  am  an  old  Man,  I  have  lived  50  years 
in  this  Province — above  40  years  of  that  time  a  Mem- 
ber of  his  Majesty's  Council.  My  character  is  well 
known,  and  I  am  confident  remains  w^ithout  Blemish. 
I  have  l)rought  up  a  large  family  with  credit,  I  have 
several  Great  Grand  children.     My  Mind  did  not  suf-

fer  me  to  pursue  those  Methods  by  which  others  have 
risen  to  affluence  in  this  Place.  I  wish  ray  cliihlren 
may  receive  some  advantage  ])y  the  Conduct  w^liich  I 
thought  most  becoming  the  Rank  I  have  in  the  Prov- 
ince, tho'  at  the  same  time,  I  knew^  it  might  be  to  the 
prejudice  of  my  Family,  as  it  has  really  liappened. 

The  occasion,  I  hope,  will  excuse  my  writing  so  much 
of  myself,  which  I  think  not  only  due  to  my  own  fam- 
ily, V)ut  likewise  because  any  regard  which  his  Majesty 
may  graciously  please  to  shew  to  an  old  faithful!  ser- 
vant, may  encourage  every  servant  of  the  Crown  in 
America  in  their  Duty,  especially  those  whose  families 
must  remain  in  any  of  the  Colonies,  and  my  case  being 
well  known  over  all  the  Colonies,  the  issue  of  it  must 
have  a  general  influence  on  Men's  Minds. 

With  great  confidence  in  your  Lordship's  justice  and 
Benevolence,  I  humbly  beg  your  favourable  representa- 
tion of  my  case  to  the  King;  for  I  cannot  doubt  of  his 
Majesty's  regard  to  an  old  faithfull  servant,  when  ap- 
prised of  his  case.

My  Lord, 

The  disagreeable  situation  to  w-liicli  I  am  exposed 
from  my  attachment  to  my  Duty,  while  the  adminis- 
tration of  the  Government  of  this  Province  was  in  my 
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ITaiuls;  and  at  all  times  to  his  Majesty's  Interest,  and 
the  authority  of  the  supreme  legislature  of  Great  Bri- 
tain ov(»r  the  Colonies,  I  presume  would  at  any  time 
recommend  me   to  the  oonsi<leration  of  his  Majesty's 
Ministers;  hut  especially  at  this  time  when  directly' 
oj>posite  j)olitical    Principles  so  universally   prevail; 
and  so  few,  so  verv  few  indeed  in  this  Province,  shew 
anv  reirard  for  the  mother  Countrv,  or  anv  inclinatiort 
to  sup|)ort  the  authority  of  Parliament.     But,  my  Lord^ 
when  the   Courts  of  Justice  and  a  malicious  ^ac^tion-, 
comhint*  to  vent  their  Resentment  against  me,  on  ac- 
count of  my  puhlic  Conduct,  I  presume  my  Case  l>e- 
comes  of  a  nuich  more  puhlic  and  interesting  nature  ; 
and  that  the  justice  and  necessity  that  I  he  protected 
and  suj)ported  will  entirely  excuse  me  with  your  Lord- 
ship, for  the  trouMe  I  am  ohlidged  again  to  give  you 
an  account  of  some  late  transactions  here. 

I  B.  T.  1. 1  Some  time  last  Sj>ring  a  Pamphlet  in- 
tituled The  Conduct  of  Cadwallader  Cohlen,  Esq'.  Lieu- 
tenant (lovernor  of  New  York  was  printed  in  London, 
and  co]>ies  of  it  wtM*e  delivered  t^)  his  Majesty's  Minis- 
ters, and  to  several  Memhei*s  of  Parliament.  This  was 
done  hecausc  it  was  known  that  several  printed  Papers 
had  heen  dispersed  in  London  to  the  j)rejudice  of  my 
Condui-t  in  the  a<lministration.  Particular  directions 
wt»re  irivcn  that  no  co}>ies  should  he  sold.  A  few  of 
them  were  sent  to  this  Place  which  I  gave  to  my  Chil- 
dren and  some  Friends,  to  remain  with  them  in  vindi- 
cation of  my  Character.  A  Printer  here,  by  what 
means  I  know  not,  obtained  a  copy  and  Reprinted  it 
without  mv  i>rivity  :  it  is  said  a  Lawyer,  who  is  one 
of  the  J udire's  sons,  furnished  hun  with  a  manuscrij)t 
coin',  ]>rivately  taken  from  one  of  the  copies  printed  m 
London.  I  had  no  inclination  to  a])peal  to  the  Peojde, 
on  a  subject  which  comes  ju'0})erly  before  his  Majesty's 
Minist(M-s:  or  to  excite  the  malice  of  the  Faction  anew

"  I  li.  T.  -.  I    The  Sii]>reme  Court  of  tins  I'rovince  met 
the  third  Tuesday  of  October  last,  and  after  they  had 
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8at  ten  Days,  the  Chief  Justice,  in  tlie  afternoon  of  the 
Dav  before  the  Term  ended,  charjxed  the  Grand  Jury

for  tlie  City  of  ^ew  York  Avith  the  Paniplilet  j)rinted 
in  New  York:  the  n(»xt  Day  before  Noon  tliey  pre- 
sented it,  as  a  very  vile,  infainous,  false  and  liheVoua 
Rtji^r.rtion  on  hi'i  Majtatym  Cofnicil,  AaSihihly,  Cot'vts 
of  Justice  and  the  whole  body  of  the  Law  in  thin 
I^rovince. 

[B.  T.  o.]  I  am  well  informM  tliat  some  pains  had 
been  taken  to  get  the  Grand  Jury  to  Present  the  Pam])h- 
let,  as  if  of  their  own  accord  ;  but  they  could  not  be 
prevaih^l  on — That  as  the  Grand  Jury  were  going  uf) 
to  the  City  Hall,  expecting  to  be  discharged  as  usual 
at  that  time  of  the  Court,  they  were  met  l)y  M'  Levintr. 
ston,  the  4*''  Ju<lge  of  the  Court,  He  aske<l  them  if  tliey 
intended  to  ])resent  the  Pamphlet.  Tliey  answered 
they  did  not.  He  tohl  them  they  wouhl  not  be  dis- 
charged till  they  had.  That  the  Jury  when  in  Court 
were  again  asked  tlie  same  Question,  and  gave  the 
same  Answer.  That  some  of  them  added  they  knew 
nothing  about  the  Pam])lilet.  Judge  Levingston  then 
gave  them  a  Copy  of  the  New.  York  Iinj)ression,  and 
the  Chief  Justice  charged  them  in  very  strong  Terms 
to  pres<*nt  it,  nearly  in  the  Words  they  afterwards 
made  use  of.  Persons  acquainted  with  the  great  influ- 
ence of  the  combined  power  of  the  Bench  and  Bar  in 
New  York  and  of  other  leading  Men  who  may  ]>e  dis- 
})[eased  with  the  Pamphlet,  will  be  less  surprised  that 
the  Grand  Jury  should  be  induced  to  make  a  Present- 
ment contrary  to  their  own  Sentiments.  The  influence 
of  such  a  IVwer  with  Men  largely  concerned  in  illicit 
tra<le  must  be  great  indeed. 

[B.  T.  4.]  I  am  well  assured  that  a  greater  quantity 
of  Goods  has  been  Run  withimt  paying  Duties  since  the 
Repeal  of  the  Stamp  Act  than  had  been  done  in  ten 
years  before.  Whole  Cargoes  from  Holland  and  Ship 
Loads  of  Wine  has  b(»en  Run  besides  what  is  done  in 
the  usual  way  of  smuirirlinij^.     This  could  not  be  effected

without  numbers  of  Peo])le  knowing  it.     They  have 
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been  so  daring  it  is  no  secret  in  the  country.  Men  con- 
cerned in  siicli  a  Trade,  and  very  few  Merchants  in 
New  York  are  not,  must  stand  so  much  in  awe  of  the 
Courts  of  Justice,  and  of  the  Lawyers,  that  nothing  but 
a  conviction  of  the  Truths  contained  in  that  Pamphlet, 
and  some  remainder  of  moral  sentiments,  could  make 
them  liold  out  so  long  against  assiduous  and  repeated 
Importunities. 

The  Proceedings  of  the  Court,  and  this  Presentment 
have  made  the  proper  impressions  on  the  Minds  of  the 
People, — no  way  to  my  prejudice.  But  the  view  is  to 
make  the  same  use  of  it  with  the  King's  Ministers,  that 
was  intended  by  tlie  Assemblies  Resolves  of  the  14^*"  of 
December,  17()5.  Notwithstanding  of  the  public  Ef- 
forts here,  and  the  private  insinuations  of  their  friends 
in  England,  I  am  confident  the  force  of  Truth  will  at 
last  ])revail. 

The  Facts  alledged  in  that  Pamphlett  may  all  be 
j)roved  from  the  Minutes  of  the  Proceedings  of  the 
Council  and  Assembly  of  tliis  Province,  lodged  in  the 
Plantation  office.  Some  glaring  instances  of  the  virru- 
l(»nce  and  malice  of  the  taction  were  omitted,  because 
tlie  j)roofes  of  the  Facts  are  not  in  England.  In  the 
r(»asoning  ])art,  cm  the  propriety  of  Appeals  to  the 
King,  the  Argument  is  taken  from  the  similarity  of  the 
State  of  the  Courts  of  Justice  here,  with  those  of  the 
Counties  in  Englan<l,  at  the  time  mentioned  by  Judge 
Hales  in  his  Ilistory  of  the  Common  Law,  when  all 
Causes  w(»n»  carried  by  Parties,  Faction  and  Interest 
T\w  knowledge  1  had  of  these  Things,  strongly  induced 
me  to  support  the  Kight  of  appealing  to  the  King,  as 
a  rcm(Mly  against  those  great  Evils — I  may  add  that 
then*  is  not  a  disinterested  Person  in  this  Province,  ac- 
(|uaiute<l  with  the  Proceedings  of  the  Courts  who  does 
not  eomphiin  in  j^rivate  Conversation,  tho'  they  be 
aflVai<l  to  Sp(»ak  out  their  Sentiments  in  Public.  The 
(\)uneil,  while  I  ha<l  the  Administration  were  so  sen- 
sibh^  of  the  abuses  in  the  Courts  of  Justice,  that  in  two 
difVeriMit  Sessions  they  brought  in  a  Bill  for  regulating

assistance  of  the  Judores  avIio  had  seats  in  the  Council 
found  means  to  have  it  drop'd. 

[B  T.  9.]  The  publications  continued  in  the  News 
Pai)ers  from  the  year  1765  to  this  time  afford  a  strong 
proof  My  Lord  of  the  dis})osition  and  state  of  the 
Courts  of  Justice  here.  Paj)ers  denying  the  Authority 
of  tlie  Parliament  over  the  Colonies — Declamations  ex- 
citing the  People  to  oppose  the  execution  of  acts  of 
Parliament  in  the  Colonies;  and  filling  their  Minds 
with  the  most  despicable  Ideas  of  the  Parliament,  his 
Majesty's  Ministers  and  officers  of  Govei'nment. — Every 
suiricestion  that  could  tend  to  lessen  the  attachment  to 
the  mother  Country,  and  to  raise  an  Odium  against 
her,  have  been  re])eatedly  pul)lished.  The  People 
ai-e  familiarised  to  read  Seditious  if  not  treasonable 
Pai>ers — Of  these  notorious  Proceedings  the  Courts 
of  Justice  have  not  taken  the  least  notice,  or  made  the 
smallest  attempt  to  suppress  or  discountenance  them. 
But  a  vindication  of  their  Governor,  who  during  his 
administration  endeavoured  to  support  his  Instruc- 
tions and  the  authority  of  Parliament,  has,  at  the  in- 
stance of  the  Judges,  been  presented  as  a  vile  infamous 
Libell. 

Had  there  been  any  regard  to  the  dignity  of  Govern* 
the  Comj)laints  against  tlieir  Lieutenant  Governor  would 
hav^e  been  made  to  the  King  or  his  Ministers,  in  which 
Case  I  sliould  williiiijfly  have  answered. 

Tlie  Assem])ly  in  the  last  Act  they  pass'd  for  Provid- 
ing for  the  Troops  Quartered  in  this  Province,  have 
carefully  avoided  to  acknowledge  the  authority  of  Par- 
liament. An  opinion  is  industriously  infused  into  the 
Minds  of  the  People,  that  the  legislative  autiiority  of 
Great  Britain  does  not  extend  to  the  Colonies,  by  Men, 
who  fi'om  tlieir  Profession,  are  su{)posed  to  understand 
the  Constitution  ]>est.  When  this  Opinion  prevails 
generally  among  the  People,  no  Jury  will  form  a  Ver- 
dict on  a  Law  which  they  think  has  no  authority  in  the 
Colonies.     I  have  heard  some  Men  place  their  confi- 
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(lence  in  this  tliat,  no  Man  can  be  punished  in  the  Col- 
onies for  his  disol)edience  of  an  Act  of  Parliament 

If  such  l)e  the  state  of  the  Courts  of  Justice  iu  this 
Province,  as  it  seems  too  ju'obable  to  be,  it  may  be 
im|)ossil)le  to  enforce  the  authority  of  Parliament,  un- 
less disinterested  Judges  and  Law  Officers  be  appoint- 
ed, of  known  Integrity  and  abilities.     A  military  Force 
may  protect  the  rersons  of  the  officers  of  the  Crowat 
but  cnnnot  punisli  any  disol)edience  of  the  Laws;  and- 
in  such  cjise  the  greatest  confusion  and  disorder  mu8^ 
be  ])r<)duced. 

Tho'  I  have  this  satisfaction  my  Lord,  that  in  th^^ 
administration  of  Government,  I  was  only  swayed  bjT^ 
sentiments  of  Duty :  yet  my  Conduct  has  drawn  upott^ 
me  the  most  implacable  liesentment  of  Men  who  pro- — 
fess  Principles  inconsistent  with  the  dependance  of  the= 
Colonies  on  the   mother  Country — subversive  of  his 
Majesty's  Riglits  and  Authority,  and  destructive  of  the 
security  and  property  of  the  sul)ject 

I  B  T.  13. 1  I  am  the  imly  Governor  in  America  who 
sufFer'd  from  the  frenzy  of  the  deluded  Mol)s  in  1765 
— and  I  am  the  only  Perscm  in  this  Province  to  whom 
ample  rej)aration  has  not  ])een  made. 

I  alone  have  received  no  l)enefit  from  the  Resolves  of 
the  House  of  Commons  on  that  sul)ject.     My  Charac- 
ter lias  l)een  asj>ersed  in  th(»  ])asest  manner  and  the 
malevolent  assurance  Avitli  which  the  Faction  persevere 
to  make  me  feel  tlieir  Resentment  increases  while  I  am 
sufferM  to  remain  witliout  any  marks  of  liis  Majesty's^ 
protection  or  approl)ation.     Should  this  continue  to  be

probably  few  hereafter  will  expose  themselv^es  to  suclx 
Malice   by   adhering   to  the  Principles  upon  which  I 
have  acteil,  or  by  giving  Informations  which  may  be  so 
dangerous  to  themselves,  without  hope  of  being  sup- 
ported or  protected.

To  THE  Board  of  Trade. 

New  York  Nov'  23'^  1767. 
My  Lords, 

Some  time  last  spring  a  Pamphlet  intitled  The  Con- 
duct of  Cadvvallader  Colden,  Esq,  Lieutenant  Governor 
of  New  York  was  printed  in  London,  and  Copies  of  it 
w^ere  delivered  to  his  Majesty's  Ministers,  and  to  several 
Members  of  Parliament.  This  was  done  because  it  was 
known  that  several  printed  Papers  had  been  dispersed 
in  London  to  the  prejudice  of  my  Conduct  in  the  Ad- 
ministration. Particular  directions  Avere  given  that  no 
copies  should  be  sold.  A  few  of  them  were  sent  to 
this  Place  which  I  gave  to  my  Children  and  some 
friends  to  remain  with  them  in  vindication  of  my 
Character.  A  Printer  here  by  what  means  I  know  not, 
obtain'd  a  copy  and  Reprinted  it  without  my  privity  : 
it  is  said  a  Lawyer,  Avho  is  one  of  the  judge's  sons,  fur- 
nished him  with  a  manuscript  copy  privately  taken 
from  one  of  the  copies  printed  in  London. 

The  Supreme  Court  of  this  Province  met  the  third 
Tuesday  of  October  last,  and  after  they  had  sat  ten 
Days,  the  Chief  Justice  in  the  aftei*noon  of  the  day  be- 
fore the  Term  ended,  charged  the  Grand  Jury  for  the 
city  of  New  York  with  the  Pamphlet  printed  in  New 
York.  The  next  day  before  noon  they  presented  it,  as 
a  very  vile,  infamous,  false  and  libellous  Reflextion  on 
his  Majesty's  Council,  Assembly,  Courts  of  Justice  and 
the  whole  body  of  Law  in  this  Province. 
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I  am  well  inform'd  tliat  some  pains  had  been  taken 
to  get  the  Grand  Jury  to  Present  the  Pamphlet  as  of 
their  own  accord,  but  they  could  not  be  prevailed  on — 
That  as  the  Grand  Jury  were  goin^  up  to  the  City  Hall 
expecting  to  be  discliarged  as  usual  at  that  time  of  the 
Court,  tliey  were  met  by  M'  Levingston,  the  4th  Judge 
of  the  Court.  He  asked  tliem  if  they  intended  to  pre- 
sent the  Pamphlet.  Tliey  answered  they  did  not.  He 
told  tliem  they  would  not  be  discliarged  till  they  had. 
That  the  Jury  when  in  Court  were  again  asked  the 
same  Question,  and  gave  the  same  answer.  That  some 
of  them  added  they  knew  nothing  about  the  Pamphlet. 
Judge  Livingston  then  gave  them  a  Co})y  of  the  New 
York  Imj:)ression,  and  the  Chief  Justice  charged  them 
in  very  strong  Terms  to  present  it  nearly  in  the  Words 
they  afterwards  made  use  of.  Persons  ac(juainted  with 
the  great  influence  of  thfe  combined  power  of  the  Bench 
and  Bar  in  New  York  and  of  other  leading  Men  who 
may  be  displeased  wuth  that  Pamphlet  will  be  less  sur- 
prised that  the  Grand  Jury  should  be  induced  to  make 
a  Presentment  contrary  to  their  own  Sentiments.  The 
influence  of  such  a  Power  with  men  largely  concerned 
in  illicit  Trade  must  be  great  indeed. 

I  am  well  assured  that  a  greater  quantity  of  goods 
has  been  Run  without  i)aying  any  Duties  than  had  been 
done  in  ten  years  l)efore.  Whole  cargoes  from  Holland 
and  shiploads  of  Wine  have  been  run  besides  what  is 
done  in  the  usual  way  of  smuggling.  This  could  not 
])e  effected  without  numbers  of  People  knowing  it. 
They  have  heen  so  daring  it  is  no  secret  in  the  Coun- 
try. Men  concerned  in  such  a  Trade,  and  very  few 
Merchants  in  New  York  are  not,  must  stand  so  much

I  have  hei'etofore  informed  your  Lordship 
le  matters  of  fact  related  in  my  Vindication,  can 
ved  from  authentic  Papers — The  minutes  of  the 
;ding  of  the  Council  &  assembly  now  in  the 
ition  office.  I  have  not  been  able  to  discover 
Qy  one  fact  has  been  pointed  out  as  false  which 
)t  to  numbers  of  People  notoriously  true.  To  a 
.1  charge  of  falsehood  and  misrepresentation  I 
ve  no  other  answer.  When  the  Assembly  pro- 
1  ])e  more  particular,  I  doubt  not  I  shall  be  able

y(mr  Lordship  will  please  to  observe  that  the 
]!ommittee  have  suggested  measures  for  puiiish- 
f  (Uterrlng  otliers.

Yet  my  Loi*d  when  Judges  are  Prosecutors,  backed 
by  the  influence  of  the  Council  and  assembly  and  of 
tlie  Lawyers  who  have  a  prodigious  weight  in  this 
Government  it  may  well  l)e  said  that  Juries  Avill  not 
have  resolution  enough  to  o})j)ose  such  a  Power. 

My  friends  assuie  me  that  from  several  incidents  it 
appears  the  design  of  my  Ennemyes  is  to  ruin  my  For- 
tune. When  a  Governor  who  is  charged  with  nothing 
hut  obedience  to  Kings  Instructions  and  submission  to 
an  act  of  Parliament,  cannot  defend  himself  against  the 
malice  <fe  resentment  of  Men  who  openly  deny  the  au- 
thority of  parliament  and  sul>mission  to  the  mother 
Country,  and  he  be  not  effectually  sup})orted  and  pro- 
tected, what  officer  of  the  Crown  will  dare  to  j)ei'form 
his  duty  ?  I  am  the  only  Governor  in  America  who  suffer- 
ed from  the  frenzy  of  the  deluded  Mobs  in  1705  and  I 
am  the  only  Person  in  this  Province  to  whom  ample  repa- 
ration has  not  been  made.  I  alone  have  received  no  ben- 
efits from  the  Resolves  of  the  house  of  Commons  on 
that  subject.  The  Assembly  refused  to  })ay  the  Sallary 
due  me  for  the  last  part  of  my  Administration  is  a  dan- 
gerous unconstitutional  pi-ecedent.  This  with  my  Losses 
by  the  Mobs  amount  to  the  sum  of  £51)5:0.3: 

My  case  must  have  a  great  influence  u])on  all  others, 
and  in  that  light  alone  I  presume  your  Lordship  will 
think  it  deserving  your  attention  but  as  it  is  the  case  of 
an  old  servant  of  the  King's  who  throughout  a  long  life 
has  been  attached  to  the  Intei-est  and  Authority  of  the 
Crown,  and  who  has  incur'd  the  dangerous  resentment 
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of  a  powei-full  .faction  by  a  faithful!  discharge  of  his 
Duty  to  the  best  of  liis  abilities  may  he  not  my  lord 
hope  for  immediate  protection  &  favour  of  his  Majesties 
Ministers  especially  as  his  receiving  no  marks  of  either 
must  give  the  greatest  assurance  to  his  Enemies. 

I  have  at  several  times  while  the  administration  was 
in  my  liands  informed  the  Kings  ministers  that  it  is 
impossible  that  Justice  can  be  administered  to  the  peo- 
ple or  the  riglits  of  the  Crown  <fe  Dependance  of  the 
Colony  l)e  shewed,  without  disinterested  Judges,  men 
of  Integrity  &  ability  sufficiently  supported  without 
de[)ending  on  the  pleasures  of  an  assembly  yearly  for 
tlieir  scanty  support :  and  I  gave  my  opinion  tliat  our 
j)resent  Judges  are  not  such  nor  properly  supjiorted  & 
that  it  would  be  difficult  to  find  one  in  this   Balance. 
Had  Judges  properly  qualified  been  on  the  Bench  in 
1765  in  all  probability  none  of  those  seditious  riotshad 
Ixien  attcMupted  which  were  carried  into  execution.    It 
is  not  easy  to  support  my  opinion  of  the  Judges  by 
legal  evidence.     1  he  Judges  themselves,  have  now  given 
proofs,  l)y  makeing  themselves  in  the  same  cause  Par- 
ties Accusers  cfe  Ju<lges.     I  wish  my  lord,  that  you  may 
know  from  indifferent  persons  the  opinion  of  the  peo- 
ple of  our  Judges  and  Lawyers,  cfe  that  you  may  have 
a  true  account  of  Chief  Justice  Ilorsmanden's  past  con- 
duct in  life.     I  must  again  intreat  your  Lordship  to  lay 
my  case  before  liis  Majesty  for  liis  ])rotections  against 
such  (Uiiigerous  cfe  malicious  Ennemies  and  to  obtain 
some  recom])ence  for  my  losses  and  sufferings.

My  Lord, 

Hy  my  letter  of  the  23.  of  November  last,  I  gave 
your  Lordship  an  account  of  the  extraordinary  proceed- 
in*»*s  of  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Judicature

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in  this  province  on  a  Pamphlet  which  has  been  pub- 
lished m  England  last  Spring  in  my  vindication,  &  ' 
Delivered  to  liis  Majesty's  Ministers  and  several  Mem- 
bers of  Parliament  for  their  infoimation,  and  to  clear 
my  Character  from  thie  malicious  aspersions  Avhich  I 
was  informed  had  been  industriously  propagated  there. 

Tliis  Pamphlet  was  reprinted  in  this  place  without 
my  privity  or  of  any  of  my  friends  as  I  am  now  well 
informed.  As  I  make  no  doubt  of  your  Lordship  re- 
ceiving that  letter,  I  shall  not  give  you  the  trouble  of 
repeating  of  its  contents. 

The  General  Assembly  of  this  Province  met  the  17th 
of  November  last.  Soon  after  their  meeting,  M'  Liv- 
ingston, one  of  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  & 
member  of  Assembly,  attended  the  Council  with  a  mes- 
sage from  the  Assembly,  desiring  the  Council  to  appoint 
a  committee  to  join  a  committee  of  the  Assembly,  to 
take  that  pamphlet  under  consideration,  which  then 
begun  to  make  an  influence  on  the  Peoples  sentiments. 
Three  of  the  Council  were  named  for  that  purpose, 
men  who  are  known  to  have  been  very  warm  in  the 
matters  which  are  the  subject  of  that  Pamphlet.  The 
joint  Committee  made  a  report.  Mr.  Livingstone  had 
the  Pamphlet  again  there  &  several  persons  were  ex- 
amined among  them  were  my  eldest  son  and  son  in  law. 
This  was  publickly  exclaimed  against  as  a  copy  of  a 
Popish  Inquisition.  Two  days  after  their  examinations 
were  taken  Mr  Livingston  very  unexpectedly  left  the 
house  and  went  some  distance  into  the  country.  It  is 
immagined  he  could  not  bring  the  House  into  such 
Measures  as  he  chose.  However  their  Proceedings  in 
this  matter  are  kept  so  secret  it  cannot  be  known  what 
they  have  done  or  intend  to  do. 

I  think  it  necessary  my  Lord  to  be  so  minute  in  my 
narrative  because  I  am  well  assured  that  some  of  the 
ministry  have  been  with  great  confidence  told  that  I 
am  universally  disliked  by  the  People  of  this  province 
and  obnoxious  to  them.  Such  bold  assertions  in  re- 
spect have  had  too  much  prevalence  at  other  times,  and 
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tlie  faction  has,  by  the  success  been  inconraged  to  re- 
vive thorn.     JJy  the  reprinting  the  Paniplilet  tlie  con- 
tents of  it  are  now  j^enerally  known.      It  is  eagerly 
Ixmglit  up.     And  Peoi)le  as  generally  declare   in  its 
favour  oj)enly  saying  that  they  know  the  most  part  of 
it  to  be  true  ik  believe  the  other  parts.     It  has  l>een 
frei[uently   in  jmblick   conversation   asked  Why  does 
the  C<juncil  keej)  their  proceedings  secret  from  the  L'. 
Governor  i     Why   do  they  not  desire  his  attendance 
and  hear  what  lie  has  to  say  i     It  was  answered,  I  am 
told  that  the  Council  did  it  in  compassion,  lest  his  pe^ 
son  should  be  insulted  by  the   Mol).     To   which  was 
replied,  that  he  Avould  receive  no  insult  unless  it  were 
l)y  their  instigation ;  and   another  replied  that  for  the 
hundredth  part  of  a  farthing  he  would  ensure  the  L\ 
Gov^ernor,  that  not  a  hair  of  his  head  should  be  touched 
by  the  people. 

It  is  true  that  I  have  not  attended  the  Council  since 
I  left  the  Town,  soon  after  Sir  Henry  M<x)re^s  arival, 
tho'  iny  house  be  within  two  hours  travelling  of  the 
town.  The  reason  was  that  Sir  Henry  at  his  arival 
treated  ine  with  so  much  neglect  to  say  nothing  more, 
that  I  thought  it  most  prudent  to  remain  retired  &  I 
have  ne\er  since  been  desired  l)y  him  or  by  the  Council 
at  any  time  to  attend. 

Tht^  su})reme  Court  sits  this  week  again — What  the 
Judges  will  do  I  cannot  tell;  but  this  I  am  sure  of 
They  will  take  every  step  that  malice  can  suggest  with 
any  h(){>e  of  success. 

And  when  it  is  ccmsidered  what  influence  Judges 
and  lawvers  must  have  on  Juries  who  consist  of  Trad- 
ers  and  a  few  mertiants  in  this  place  are  not  known  to 
]>e  smuglei-s  (»x{)osed  to  the  resentment  of  the  LaA\7er8 
no  man  can  be  secuie  of  a  Jury  under  such  influence <fc 
their  is  great  reason  the  fear  that  they  will  be  influ- 
enced as  the  last  Grand  Jury  was — Weak  honest  men 
are  easily  deluded  l)y  the  artifices  of  lawyers.  My 
friends  assure  me  that  from  several  incidents  it  ap|)eiir8 
their  design  is  to  ruin  my  fortune.     When  a  U  Gov- 
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ernor  wIjo  is  charged  with  nothing  but  a  scrupulous 
observino^  of  the  Kinors  Instructions  &  submission  to  an 
act  of  Parliament  can  not  defend  himself  against 
malice  and  resentment,  &  he  be  not  effectually  sup- 
ported tfe  protected,  what  officer  of  the  Crown  will  dare 
to  perform  his  duty  in  opposition  to  such  a  Powerfull 
influence  ?  This  may  likewise  deter  any  from  giving 
infoimation  tho'  of  great  influence. 

Allow  me  my  Lord  to  observe  to  you  that  the  As- 
seml>ly  withholding  from  me  the  sallary  due  to  me  is 
destructive  of  that  independency  which  one  branch  of 
the  Legislative  ought  by  the  constitution  to  have  of 
the  other,  and  there  can  be  no  doubt  that  of  this  pre- 
cedent has  had  an  influence  on  the  conduct  of  my  suc- 
cessor. 

I  have  at  several  times,  while  the  administration  was 
in  my  hands  informed  the  King's  ministers  that  it  is 
impossible  that  justice  can  be  administered  to  the  Peo- 
ple or  the  rights  of  the  Crown  and  Dependance  of  the 
Colony  be  secured  without  disinterested  Judges,  men  of 
Integrity  and  al)ility  sufficiently  supported  without 
depending  on  the  pleasures  of  an  assembly  yearly  for 
their  scanty  support ;  and  I  gave  my  opinion  that  our 
present  Judges  are  not  such  nor  properly  supported. 
Had  Judges  properly  qualified  been  on  the  bench  in 
1765,  in  all  probability  none  of  those  seditious  riots 
had  been  attempted  which  were  then  carried  into  exe- 
cution. It  is  not  easy  to  support  my  opinion  of  the 
Judges  by  legal  evidence.  The  Judges  themselves  have 
now  given  proof  by  making  themselves  in  the  same 
cause  Parties  Accusers  and  Judges.  I  wish  my  Loi*d 
that  you  may  know  from  indifferent  persons  the  opinion 
of  the  People  of  our  Judges  &  Lawyers,  and  that  you 
may  hav^e  a  true  account  of  Chief  Justice  Horsmanden's 
past  conduct  in  Life. 

I  must  again  entreat  your  Lordship  to  lay  my  cause 
before  his  Xiajesty  for  his  Protection  against  such  dan- 
gerous and  malicious  Ennemies  &  to  obtain  some  gra- 
cious recompence  for  my  losses  &  sufferings.

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To  THE  Right  Hon"^"  Lord  Mansfield. 

January  22**  1768. 
My  Lord, 

From  your  well  known  character  I  flatter  myself 
that  tlie  occasion  of  my  writing  will  excuse  this  iDtru- 
sion  from  a  stranger  to  your  Person. 

Last  spring  a  Pamphlet  iiititled  the  Conduct  of  Cad- 
wallader  Colden  Esq,  L*  Governor  of  New  York  &c 
was  printed  in  London  in  vindication  of  my  Conduct 
in  the  administration  of  the  Government  which  had 
been  aspeised  hy  a  xnrulent  faction  in  this  place  whose 
printe<l  paj>ers  for  that  pur])ose  had  been  dispersed  not 
only  in  this  Province  but  likewise  in  London.  The 
printed  vindication  Avas  delivered  to  his  Majesty's 
ministers  and  to  several  membei-8  of  Parliament-—! 
make  no  doubt  your  Lordship  received  one  of  them. 

I  have  the  satisfaction  in  my  own  breast  that  no  man 
could  be  more  sincerely  influenced  by  a  sense  of  duty 
than  I  was  in  those  parts  of  my  administration  which 
have  been  so  maliciously  aspersed — Every  temptation 
from  private  interest  induced  me  to  please  a  faction 
Avho  had  so  nuich  in  their  j>ower  to  gratify  me.  I  was 
j)l(»ased  with  myself  to  be  nble  to  withstand  these 
tt^mptations — A  man  acting  on  such  principles  must 
be  jealous  of  his  reputati<m  especially  on  the  close  of 
lif(».  I  have  now  lived  four-score  yeai*s,  a  few  weeks 
only  (excepted.  I  believed  likewise  that  the  informa- 
tion ill  the  vindication  might  be  of  use  to  his  Majesties 
Ministers  and  the  members  of  Parliament,  and  I  flatter 
mysrlf  that  I  shall  thereby  obtain  the  protection  of  the 
Kiiit'-s  ministt»rs  airainst  a  malicious  and  danorerous  fac- 
tion  with  some  recompence  for  my  great  sufferings^ 
loss  in  niv  i)rivate  fortune  on  thai  occasion,  but  in  this 
I  have  been  intirely  disappointed.  The  facts  mentioned 
in  the  vindication  can  be  all  of  them  proved  from  the 
Oopics  of  the  Journals  of  the  Council  and  assembly 
h)dg(Ml  in  the  Plantation  office,  if  it  shall  be  thought 
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»roper  to  enquire  into  them — Some  remarks  were  made 
n  the  practice  of  the  Courts  of  Justice,  remarks  were 
tiade  in  the  argumentative  part  of  the  vindication  re- 
atiug  to  appeals  Avhich  do  not  admit  of  such  proof  but 
he  proceeding  of  the  Courts  at  this  time  which  is  to 
>e  the  principal  subject  of  this  letter,  I  believe  will 
;ive  a  convenient  proof  to  every  disinterested  person. 

I  distributed  a  few  of  the  copys  of  the  Vindication 
.raong  my  Children  &,  some  particular  friends.  It  was 
eprint^d  in  this  place  without  my  privity  or  of  any  of 
ny  friends  as  I  am  now  well  assured,  for  I  have  at  all 
imes  disliked  such  kind  of  applications  to  the  people, 
directions  for  that  reason  were  given  that  no  copy 
hould  in  London.  The  printed  Copys  in  this  place 
vere  eagerly  bought  up.  Thej^  made  a  strong  impres- 
ion  on  the  people  in  general  in  my  favour  and  became 
he  topic  Discourse  every  where.  Most  of  the  facts 
ire  notoriously  true.  The  faction  became  greatly 
ilarmed — they  thought  their  popularity  in  danger  in 
vhich  they  partly  conceive  their  only  true  and  security 
ixist.  I  must  now  beg  leave  to  inform  your  Lordship 
)f  the  methods  taken  to  prevent  the  consequences  of 
his  loss  of  popularity. 

In  the  last  October  term  of  the  Supreme  Court  of 
Judicature  Chief  Justice  Horsmanden  charged  the 
xrand  Jury  with  the  Pamphlet  reciting  the  title  of  it 
ri  the  strongest  terms  which  he  could  conceive.  The 
Srrand  Jury  sat  ten  days  after  this  &,  tho'  in  that  time 

am  well  assured  every  private  method  was  taken  to 
Qcluce  them  to  present  that  pamphlet  they  did  not. 
n  the  afternoon  of  the  day  before  the  term  ended  the 
Jrand  Jury  went  up  to  Court  expecting  to  be  dis- 
harged  as  usual  done  on  that  day  of  the  term.  Jus- 
ice  Livingston  accosted  them  before  they  went  into 
yourt — asked  them  whether  they  intende4  to  present 
lie  pamphlet  They  answered  in  the  negative.  He 
•eplyed  they  would  not  be  discharged  till  they  had. 
rhey  gave  a  like  answer  to  the  Chief  Justice  on  the 
jame  question  after  they  were  in  Court  on  which  he 
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harangued  them  anew,  gave  tbeui  one  of  the  copies 
piinted  in  Kew  York  cfe  sent  tliem  out  a^ain.  Tsext 
day  by  forenoon  a  little  time  before  the  Court  broke 
uj)  the  Grand  Juiy  presented  tlie  Pamphlet  in  the  fol- 
lowing words  nerely  tlie  same  in  which  the  Chief 
JiLstice  had  cliarged  them.  My  Lord,  you  know  well 
what  influence  the  Judges  cfe  the  whole  body  of  the  law- 
yers must  have  on  a  jurj'.  The  Lawyers  are  the  most 
active  men  in  the  Faction  whicli  has  produced  such  dis- 
orders in  tliis  Government.  Their  influence  is  much 
greater  in  this  place  than  can  well  happen  in  England. 
The  Grand  Jury  in  the  city  of  New  \  ork  consists  of 
Merchants — Few  Merchants  in  this  Country  are  not  per- 
petual smuglars  &  known  to  l)e  such.  More  dutiable 
goods  have  been  run  since  the  repeal  of  tlie  stamp  duties 
than  had  been  done  in  ten  years  before  that  time — ^They 
are  barefacedly  put  on  shore  without  entry — no  person 
dare  enform  and  the  custom  house  oflicers  are  deteiTed 
from  their  duty.  It  is  too  evident  what  influence  a 
Court  must  have  on  such  Jury  Men. 

The  General  Assemldy  of  the  Province  met  in  No- 
veml)er — on  the  23  of  December  Justice  Levingston  one 
of  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  brought  the  Pam- 
phlet printed  in  New  York  into  the  Assembly  and 
moved  that  a  Committee  be  appointed  to  join  a  Com- 
mittee of  the  Council  to  enquire  into  that  Pamphlet,  A°. 
lie  went  with  the  Message  to  the  Council  for  that  pm^ 
j)C)se.     The  joint  Conunittee  made  their  report  on  the 
30  in  the  words  of  which  I  inclose  a  copy — No  man  of 
any  pr()l)ity  I   presume  can   draw  the  Consequences 
which  this  joint  Committee  has  don  from  any  thing  in 
that  Pamphlet.     This  report  was  printed  in  the  min- 
utes of  the  Assembly  &  ])ublislied  the  day  before  the 
Su])i'eme  Court  met  in  this  January  term  with  what 
intention  it  is  published  at  this  time  is  too  evident 
AVliat  has  been  don  since  or  is  intended  to  be  don  I 
know  not,  as  1  am  now  cfe  have  been  since  1  was  suc- 
ceeded in  the  Government  at  my  Country  house  1^ 
Miles  from  town.     The  person  of  theii*  Governor  act- 
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ing  in  obedience  to  an  act  of  Parliament  has  been  most 
shamefully  insulted  most  dangerous  riots  frequently 
repeated  in  the  streets  asulting  the  officers — Burglaries 
committed  in  the  face  of  the  j>eople — Papers  are  daily 
published  at  this  time  in  all  the  news  papers  denying 
the  legislative  Authority  of  the  parliament  of  Great 
Brittain  over  the  Colonies  exhortmg  the  people  to  re- 
fuse obedience  &,  infusing  into  their  minds  the  most 
unworthy  sentiments  of   the   Parliament.     These  are 
openly  incouraged.     Not  the  least  inquiry  into  the  au- 
thors or  publishers  of  them  by  any  Court  of  Justice  or 
by  the  Council  or  Assembly.    But  a  modest  Defence  of 
their  Governor  in  the  performance  of  his  duty  is  ar- 
raigned by  the  Supreme  Court  of  Judicature  &  by  the 
Council  &  assembly  with  an  open  declared  intention  to 
ruin  him  and  his  family.     These  pretended  patriots  of 
liberty  are  tyrants  when  in  power.     This  report  of  the 
joint  Committee  consists  in  bold  assertions  without  the 
least  regard  to  truth  in  Calumny  in  order  to  excite  mis- 
chievous  prejudices  and   to  intimidate  any  man  that 
may  appear  in  favour  of  the  L*  Governor.     They  can 
take  no  other  method  with  any  hope  of  success  &>  they 
are  incouraged  in  it  by  the  Success  it  has  formerly  had 
even  with  a  Ministry  and  a  British  Parliament.     They 
have  boldly  asserted  things  well  known  in  this  place  to 
be  false,  published  them  here  &  made  use  of  their  being 
published  in  this  place  as  an  argument  of  their  truth. 
What  must  become  of  the  morals  of  a  people  where 
such  proceedings  are  attended  not  only  with  success 
but  Avith  rewards  ? 

I  have  repeatedly  informed  the  Secretary  of  State  of 
my  difficulties  in  my  present  situation  of  my  sufferings 
<fe  losses  without  the  least  recompense  and  among  oth- 
ers that  the  assembly  had  refused  to  pay  the  Salary 
due  to  me  a  most  unconstitutional  act  with  design  to 
gain  an  undue  influence  on  every  succeeding  Governor, 
and  it  has  had  its  effect.  The  address  of  the  House  of 
Commons  in  favour  of  the  Governors  and  officers  who 
had  performed  their  duty  gave  me  great  hope  <fe  in- 
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deed  filled  the  Imaginations  of  the  people  in  my  favour, 
but  hitherto  I  knew  not  as  much  as  that  my  letters 
have  been  received.     They  went  by  the  Packets. 

O  my  lord  I  wish  you  knew  the  men  now  in  power 
with  whom  I  have  to  do.  What  kind  of  Judges  we 
have.  M'  Smith  a  noted  Lawyer  in  this  place  who  at 
this  time  is  so  forward  to  appear  in  the  joint  commit- 
tee as  very  lately  appointed  by  the  Council.  He  was 
educated  in  Connecticut,  a  violent  republican  iude- 
pendant.  He  is  at  the  head  of  that  Sect  in  this  prov- 
ince &  has  at  all  times  appeared  zealous  in  opposition 
to  the  estal)lished  Church.  It  appears  by  the  publica- 
tions made  in  the  newspapers  by  uirections  of  the  Fac- 
tion that  he  was  at  the  head  of  the  tumultuous  meet- 
ings of  the  people  in  1765.  He  was  a  volunteer  in  the 
meetings  of  the  several  Committees  of  assembly  in  the 
Continent  in  October  that  year — ^The  source  of  all  the 
disorders  which  since  ensued  in  America.  He  is  re- 
warded with  the  highest  honours  and  trust,  while  the 
Govenior  Avho  stood  the  brunt  of  popular  opposition 
in  defence  of  the  King  &  Parliaments  authority  is  neg- 
lected <fe  left  in  the  power  of  the  cruel  resentment  of  a 
merciless  faction  who  are  incouraged  &  allowed  to 
have  the  power  in  their  hands. 

Now  after  such  neglect  and  discouragement  I  can 
think  of  no  person  more  proper  than  yourself  <fe  your 
known  humanity  by  whose  influence  I  may  hope  to  ob- 
tain redress.  The  method  of  obtaining  it  I  must  leave 
intirely  to  your  Lordship's  Prudence.  I  beg  earnestly 
one  favor  at  least  to  know  whether  I  may  retain  any 
hope.  My  present  uncertain  state  is  more  disagreeable 
than  to  he  without  hope  for  then  I  might  know  with 
some  certainty  how  to  regulate  my  future  conduct.  I 
am  with  the  highest  and  Confidence  in  your  Lordship's 
protection.

New  York,  Januaiy  2^  1768. 
Sir, 

I  flatter  myself  that  the  subject  of  this  will  induce 
you  to  excuse  the  trouble  I  now  give  you,  which  other- 
wise I  should  not  have  presumed  to  do.  Last  Spring  a 
Pamphlet  was  printed  in  London  in  vindication  of  my 
conduct  while  the  administration  of  the  Government 
of  this  Province  was  in  my  hands,  which  had  been  as- 
persed by  the  printed  Resolves  of  the  Assembly  and 
other  papers  published  in  this  place,  and  which  I  was 
told  had  })een  distributed  to  Persons  of  distinction  in 
London.  The  Vindication  was  delivered  to  several 
Members  of  Parliament,  <fe  I  doubt  not  you  received 
one  of  them.  It  was  after  this  vindication  had  been 
delivered  that  the  House  of  Commons  addressed  his 
Majesty  *  that  he  would  be  graciously  pleased  to  confer 
some  marks  of  his  royal  favour  on  those  Governors  and 
Officers  in  the  several  Colonies  who  distinguished  them- 
selves by  their  zeal  and  fidelity  in  supporting  the  dig- 
nity of  the  Crown,  the  just  Rights  of  Parliament  and 
the  Supreme  authority  of  Great  Britain  over  the  Col- 
onies during  the  late  disturbances  in  North  America." 
When  this  address  was  known  in  this  place,  it  was 
universally  applied  in  my  favour,  and  People's  immag- 
iuations  were  full  of  the  marks  of  the  royal  favour 
which  they  did  not  doubt  I  should  receive. 

In  September  last  the  Vindication  was  Reprinted  in 
this  Place  and  publicly  sold.  By  what  means  the  Prin- 
ter obtained  a  copy  I  know  not.  It  was  done  without 
my  privity  or  that  of  any  of  my  friends.  It  made  a 
strong  impression  on  Peoples  Minds  (as  I  am  assured) 
in  my  favour.  This  excited  anew  the  malice  of  the 
Faction  in  opposition  to  the  Government,  and  particu- 
larly by  the  Chief  Justice  and  Justice  Levingstone.  The 
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Supreme  Court  of  Judicature  met  the  3d  Tuesday  in 
Octol)er  last.  Mucli  })aiiis  was  taken  privately  to  influ- 
ence the  Grand  Jury  to  [)resent  tliat  [)amphlet  but  with- 
out success  for  ten  days  successively.  At  last  the  day 
before  the  end  of  the  term  as  the  Grand  Jury  were  go- 
ing up  to  the  Coui't,  ex})ecting  to  be  discharge<l,  Justice 
Livingston  met  them  and  asked  them  whether  they  in- 
tended to  present  the  Pamphlet — They  answered  in  the 
Negative,  on  which  he  told  them  they  would  not  be 
discharged  till  they  did.  After  they  came  into  Court 
the  Chief  Justice  harrangued  them  on  the  subject,  & 
he  and  Justice  Levingston  delivered  them  a  c^opy  of  the 
Pamphlet.  Next  morning  the  Grand  Jury  presented  it 
nearly  in  the  Terms  Avliich  the  Chief  Justice  had  ex- 
pressed in  his  Charge,  viz:  ^'As  a  very  vile  scandalous 
false  and  libellous  Reflection  (m  his  Majesty's  Council, 
the  Asseml)ly,  the  Judges  and  the  Avhole  body  of  the 
Law  in  the  Province."  The  Assembly  of  this  Province 
is  seting  at  this  time,  and  I  am  well  informed  that  they 
have  appointed  a  Committee  to  form  something  against 
me,  but  they  keep  their  j)roceedings  so  secret  I  cannot 
discover  what  the  design  ;  but  this  I  may  be  assured  of 
that  the  malice  of  some  Men  is  such  as  to  free  them 
from  all  restraint  of  Ti-uth  wh(*n  they  immagine  that 
bold  assertions  may  affect  their  purposes  for  they  have 
of  late  frequently  succeeded  by  such. 

The  Grand  Jury  consisted  of  Merchants.  Few  Mer- 
chants in  this  Place  are  not  known  to  l)e  Smuirfirlers. 
Judges  tfc  Lawyers  must  have  great  influence  over  such 
Men,  &  their  resistinir  the  solicitations  of  the  Judges  & 
Lawyers  foi*  ten  days  is  a  strong  proof  that  the  Vindi- 
catioii  had  given  them  no  bad  Opinion  of  my  Character. 
Tlie  facts  alledged  in  the  Vindication  may  be  all  proved 
by  the  Minutes  of  Council  &  Assembly  transmitted  to 
the  Plantation  OflSce,  tfe  Papers  in  the  Secrettarj'  of 
States  office.  Papers  for  some  Months  past  have  been 
daily  i)u})lished  in  the  News  Papers  denying  the  Legisla- 
tive authority  of  the  Parliament  of  Great  Britain  over 
the  Colonies — inciting  the  People  not  to  submit  to  it,  <fis 
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filled  With  suggestions  to  alienate  the  affections  of  the 
People  from  their  mother  Country.  Not  the  least  no- 
tice has  been  taken  of  these  papers  by  any  Court  of 
Justice,  or  by  the  Council  or  Assembly,  tho'  such  Pa- 
pers still  continue  to  be  published. 

The  Assembly  in  the  last  Act  for  makeing  provision 
for  the  Troops  Quartered  in  this  Province,  carefully 
avoid  acknowledging  the  authority  of  the  Act  of  Par- 
liament for  that  purpose,  and  make  it  their  own  Act, 
The  Governor  in  his  Speech  on  that  subject  is  remark- 
ably cautious.     He  is  wise  at  my  expence. 

I  am  told  in  such  manner  that  I  believe  it  to  be  true 
that  there  has  been  more  dutyable  goods  run  since  the 
Repeal  of  the  Stamp  Act  than  in  ten  years  before. 
Goods  which  pay  duty  are  cheaper  than  they  were  for- 
merly when  they  paid  no  duty  &,  were  legally  imported. 
No  man  dare  inform,  so  that  whole  cargoes  have  been 
run  without  entry  in  the  Custom  House. 

I  have  been  now  upwards  of  fifty  years  fi'oni  Eng- 
land. All  my  former  acquaintances  and  friends  are 
dead :  but  I  am  known  to  Sir  Jeffeiy  Amherst  &  other 
oflicers  of  the  American  Army  now  in  England.  Col. 
A^ausrhan  was  with  me  all  the  time  of  the  Riots  in  1765. 
I  have  been  above  forty  years  of  his  Majesty's  Council 
for  this  Province,  and  at  last  I  have  had  the  admiuis- 
ti'ation  of  Government  for  several  years.  I  was  very 
desirous  of  ending  a  long  life  with  reputation,  &  for 
that  purpose  I  had  my  Duty  truly  at  heart,  <fe  was  re- 
solved to  pursue  it  against  a  violent  Opposition  and  at 
the  risque  of  my  fortune,  not  doubting  of  my  being 
supported  by  his  Majesty's  Ministers.  I  have  by  the 
Riots  and  the  Assembly's  refusing  to  pay  the  Sallaiy 
due  to  me,  suffer'd  a  loss  to  the  value  of  £595:  3 :  Avith- 
out  any  recompence,  notwithstanding  of  the  Resolves 
and  Address  of  the  House  of  Commons  which  I  and 
every  Man  in  this  Province  thought  was  in  ray  favour; 
and  I  am  left  exposed  to  the  malice  and  resentment  of 
a  jK)wei'full  Faction  openly  opposeing  the  authority  of 
Great  Britain  in  the  Colonies.     This  must  deter  every 
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officer  of  tlie  Government  in  the  due  performance  of 
his  Duty. 

I  liave  now  lived  Eighty  years  wanting  one  month. 
It  is  time  for  me  to  wish  to  retire,  but  I  wish  to  do  it 
with  liis  Majesty's  approbation  of  my  sincere  and 
hearty  endeavours  to  perform  my  Duty  in  his  service, 
&  that  my  children  may  reap  some  benefit  &  security 
from  it. 

I  have  at  several  times  laid  my  case  before  his 
Majesty's  Secrettaries  of  State  for  American  affaii-s,  as 
I  did  sometime  since  to  the  Earl  of  Shell)urne.  I  have 
not  had  the  honour  of  hearing  from  any  of  them,  <& 
remain  in  the  utmost  suspence. 

I  chose  to  make  this  Address  to  you  Sir,  because  I 
believe  no  man  is  better  informed  of  affairs  in  the 
Colonies,  or  has  formed  a  more  just  opinion  of  them, 
and  from  your  character  I  assure  myself  you  will  make 
such  use  of  it  as  may  be  no  way  to  my  prejudice,  & 
that  the  Ministry  may  not  take  offence  from  this  ap- 
plication. I  am  with  the  highest  esteem  and  respect,

My  Lord, 

When  I  wrote  my  Letter  of  the  2 2d  the  time  of 
Closing  the  Mail  prevented  my  knowing  sufficiently 
what  had  been  don  in  the  Assembly  and  I  could  [notj 
then  know  anything  that  might  have  been  done  in  the 
supreme  court  in  relation  to  the  Pamphlet  published  in 
my  vindication  and  therefore  I  hope  your  Lordship  will 
excuse  this  a(hlitional  trouble. 

After  the  Joint  Committee  of  Council  <fe  assembly 
had  made  their  reports  which  was  entered  on  the  min- 
utes of  Assembly.  The  assembly  at  the  Instance  of 
Justice  Livincrston  sent  for  several  persons  to  be  exam- 
ined  &  in  the  last  place  examined  my  son  m  law  &  my 
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eldest  son  on  the  [14tli]  of  this  month  since  which  the 
assembly  have  not  taken  this  matter  under  considera- 
tion &  the  proceedings  on  that  matter  have  stopt. 
The  greatest  numbers  of  the  memV>ers  are  plain  Country 
Farmers  easily  led  away  by  artifice  but  at  this  time 
the  general  discourse  in  favour  of  the  Pamphlet  or  vin- 
dication \\ath  their  OAvn  knowledge  of  the  truths  it 
Contains  has  had  a  proper  effect.  Justice  Livingstone 
in  a  day  or  two  after  his  examining  my  son  before  the 
Assembly  went  into  the  Country  <fe  has  not  since  that 
time  been  in  the  house  nor  assisted  in  the  supreme 
Court  at  any  time  in  this  hist  term.  It  is  generally  be- 
lieved disappointment  and  shagreen  caiTied  him  away. 

The  factions  have  been  so  much  disappointed  in 
their  expectations  that  the  Assembly  would  have 
authorized  a  violent  prosecution  against  me  and  People 
ill  general  talked  so  freely  of  the  measures  which  the 
faction  pursue  nothing  less  than  to  load  &  oppress  me 
Avith  the  whole  weight  of  the  Council  Assembly  &  the 
^^hole  body  of  the  law  that  their  Designs  in  this  place 
at  this  time  I  think  are  defeated.  No  mention  was 
made  of  the  Pamphlet  or  anything  relating  to  it  in  the 
last  Court  but  that  they  will  do  everything  they  can 
in  another  place,  or  at  another  time  may  be  expected 
from  these  manifest  proofs  of  malice,  if  the  present 
judges  remain  in  office. 

The  Assembly  in  their  Entry  of  the  report  of  the 
joint  committee  pu})lished  in  their  printed  journal  the 
names  of  the  Gentlemen  of  the  Council  who  w^ere  of 
the  joint  Committee.  This  is  not  usually  don.  It 
gives  an  opportunity  of  knowing  the  Men  who  have 
been  most  active  in  tnis  vile  &  infamous  Design.  John 
Watts,  Roger  Moms  and  William  Smith,  Jun'  &  shews 
w^hat  they  may  have  been  capable  of  in  other  instances 
which  have  not  come  to  my  knowledge.  While  Gen^ 
Monckton  kept  the  administration  of  Government  in 
his  own  hands  the  present  set  of  Judges  were  appointed. 
He  confided  in  M'.  Watts  &  M'.  Smith.  These  two 
Gentlemen  I  have  reason  to  believe  have  succeeded 
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with  the  present  ministry  to  make  them  believe  that  I 
am  universally  disliked  in  this  proWnce  and  obnoxious 
to  tlie  })eople.  The  Ministry  1  have  good  reason  to 
think  are  confirmed  in  this  opinion  by  Mr.  De  Laiicey 
one  of  tlieir  associates  Avho  went  last  fall  to  England. 
He  has  access  to  tlie  Duke  of  Grafton  by  Col.  Fitzroy 
who  is  married  to  M'.  De  Lancey's  Cousin.  It  would 
have  been  difficult  for  me  to  have  convinced  the  min- 
istry to  the  contrary  of  these  bold  assertions  tlio'  no 
other  })i*oof  can  })e  given  of  the  peoples  dislike  than  by 
the  riots  ife  disorders  which  tliese  men  instigated  neai* 
the  close  of  my  administration. 

Now  they  themselves  have  pi'oduced  proofs  for  me 
to  the  contrary  by  the  measui'es  they  had  taken  with 
desi<jn  to  ruin  my  small  fortune  and  my  reputation 
(It  IS  not  unfrequent  for  wicked  men  to  fall  by  their 
own  Devices)  that  the  people  of  the  province  retain  a 
regard  for  me. 

I  make  no  doubt  your  Lordsliips  compassion  would 
be  moved  in  the  case  of  any  private  person  under  such 
malicious  undeserved  persecution,  but  mj^  Lord  when  the 
case  is  of  a  virulent  Faction  against  their  Governor  for 

Performing  liis  Duty  in  supporting  the  authority  of  the 
arliament  &  the  Dependence  of  tlie  Colony  of  Great 
Biittain,  a  neglect  of  Protection  nuist  be  of  most  dan- 
gerous example  cfe  deter  every  officer  of  the  Crown 
from  his  duty.  In  tiiith  this  has  in  a  great  measure 
been  allready  the  case.  Even  private  men  think  it 
imprudent  to  speak  their  Sentiments  whereas  had  tliev 
who  think  they  owe  obedience  to  the  parliament  of  & 
Brittain  been  proi)erly  supported  the  opposition  had 
been  silenced  before  this  time.  Whatever  the  wisdom 
of  the'Ministry  may  suggest  to  be  the  true  policy  of 
Great  Brittain  with  respect  to  her  Colonies  they  never 
can  think  it  good  policy  to  deliver  up  their  faithful! 
servants  su])j)osing  they  may  have  erred  in  Judgment 
to  the  violent  resentment  of  a  virulent  Faction  who 
stood  in  opposition  to  the  authority  of  Parliament  I 
am   confident  of  your  Lordships  sentiments  in  such 
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case  &  in  that  Confidence  I  cannot  doubt  of  your  Lord- 
ships pi'oper  regard.  ^ 

My  Lord  I  nave  nearly  completed  the  80***  year  of 
my  life.  I  wish  to  close  my  life  in  ease  <fe  with  repu- 
tation. I  am  now  in  the  country  by  myself  Avith- 
out  the  assistance  I  might  have  had  in  the  City.  I 
Lave  been  under  a  necessity  of  writing  on  this  occa- 
sion too  much  for  my  strength  of  spirits.  I  must  there- 
fore beg  your  Lordships  excuse  for  any  inaccuracy  or 
slips  which  may  have  escaped  me. 

I  am  in  entire  confidence  of  your  Lordship's  influ- 
ence in  favour  of  a  faithfull  servant  of  the  Crown  and

The  Subject  of  the  Letter  which  I  had  the  honour 
of  wanting  to  you  on  the  2*^  Instant,  lays  me  under  a 
necessity  of  again  troubling  you  with  a  continuation  of 
what  has  been  done  here  since  that — I  am  persuaded 
tho'  the  transactions  particularly  affect  me  yet  the  in- 
fluence they  must  have  upon  matters  of  public  concern 
will  excuse  me  for  renewmg  the  trouble. 

In  my  last  I  inform'd  you  Sir,  of  what  had  lieen 
done  in  the  Supreme  Court  of  Judicature  in  this  Prov- 
ince relating  to  a  Pamphlet  Printed  in  London  in  vin- 
dication of  my  Conduct.  I  am  noAV  to  infonn  you  of 
-what  has  been  done  in  the  General  Assembly. 

On  the  23^  of  December  Justice  Levingston,  one  of 
the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  brought  the  Pamph- 
A  copy  reprint«i  in  Ict  Ittto  thc  Asscmbly,  aud  moved  that  a 

^'*^'^*''**  Committee  be  appointed  to  join  a  commit- 
tee of  the  Council  to  enquire  into  it.      He  went  with 
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the  message  to  the  Council  for  that  purpose.     The  re- 
port of  the  joint  Committee  was  made  in  the  Assembly 
on  the  30^.     I  enclose  a  Copy  of  it.     Xo  man  of  any 
probity,  I  presume,  can  draw  the  consequences  whicn 
this  joint  committee  liave  done  from  anything  in  that 
Pamphlet.     It  is  printed  in  the  Journal  of  the  Assem- 
bly <fe  was  publisliM  the  day  before  the  Supreme  Court 
mett  in  the  January  Term,  which  may  have  been  done 
with  a  bad  intention.     The  Assembly  at  the  instance 
of  Justice  Livingston  examined  several  Persons  among 
them  were  my  Son  in  Law,  and  my  eldest  son  on  the 
14'**  Inst,  since  which  they  have  taken  no  farther  steps 
u})on  it.     The  greatest  number  of  the  membei's  of  As- 
sembly are  plain  Country  Fjirmers  easily  led  away  by 
artifice  ;  but  at  this  time  the  general  discourse  in  favour 
of  the  Pamphlet  or  Vindication,  with  their  own  knowl- 
edge* of  the  Truths  it  contains,  seems  to  have  had  a 
proper  effect.     Justice  Levingston  Avent  into  the  Coun- 
try the  second  day  after  my  son  was  examined,  and 
has   not   since  that   time   attended   the   assembly,  or 
assisted  in  the  Supreme  Court  at  any  time  of  the  last 
Term.      It   is  l)elieved  disappointment   and  shagreen 
carried  him  away.     The  Report  of  the  joint  Committee 
consists  of  bold  assertions  tk  calumny  calculated  to  ex- 
cite mischievous  prejudices  ife  to  intimidate  every  Man 
that  may  appear  in  favour  of  the  L'.  Gov'.     They  can 
take  no  other  Method  with  hope  of  success,  <fe  they  are 
encouragt^d  in  it  l)y  the  success  it  has  formerly  had 
even  with  a  Ministry  ife  a  British  Parliament.     They 
have  boldly  asserted  things  well  known  in  this  place 
to  be  false,  published  them  here,  tfe  made  use  of  their 
being  published  here  as  an  argument  of  their  Tinith — 
What  nuist  become  of  the  morals  of  a  People  where 
such  pi'oceedings  are  attended  not  only  with  success 
but  with  Rewards.

Now  they  themselves  have  pi'oduced 
proofs  for  me  to  the  contrary,  by  the  measm-es  they  had 
plan'd  with  design  to  ruin  my  small  fortune  and  my 
reputation.  It  is  not  unfrequent  that  wicked  men  fall 
by  their  own  devices.  M'  Smith  Jun'  is  a  noted  Lawyer 
in  this  Place,  very  lately  appointed  by  the  Council. 
He  was  educated  in  Connecticut  a  violent  republican 
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Independent.  He  is  at  the  head  of  that  Sect  in  this 
Province,  <fe  has  at  all  times  appeared  zealous  in  oppo- 
sition to  the  established  Church.  It  appears  by  some 
of  the  publications  made  in  the  newspapers  that  he  was 
at  the  head  of  the  tumultuous  meetings  of  the  People 
in  1765.  He  assisted,  a  volunteer,  at  the  congress  of 
the  several  Assemblies  on  the  Continent,  in  October 
that  year — the  source  of  all  the  Disorders  Avhich  liave 
since  ensued  in  America.  He  is  rewarded  with  the 
highest  honours  &  Trust,  while  the  Governor  ^vho  stood 
the  brunt  of  popular  opposition  in  defence  of  the  Kings 
&  Parliaments  authority,  is  neglected  and  left  without 
even  a  recompence  for  his  real  losses. 

I  make  no  doubt  Sir,  your  compassion  would  be 
moved  in  the  case  of  any  private  man  under  such  ma- 
licious, undeserved  persecution ;  but  when  it  is  the  case 
of  a  virulent  faction  against  the  Governor,  for  his  pei^ 
forming  his  duty  in  supporting  the  authority  of  Parlia-

Private  Men  think  it  imprudent  to  spea 
their  Sentiments;  whereas  had  they  Avho  think  the 
owe  o])edience  to  the  Parliament  of  Great  Britain  be& 
j)roj>ei*ly  supported,  the  opposition  had  been  silence?^ 
before  this  time.     Whatever  the  wisdom  of  the  Min^ 
try  may  suggest  to  be  the  true  policy  of  G.  B.  wi 
resj)ect   to  her  Colonies,  yet  they  nev^er  can  think      i1 
good  policy  to  deliver  up  their  faithfull  Servants,  hoAv- 
ever  they  may  have  erred  in  Judgment,  to  the  violt^nt 
resentment  of  a  Faction  in  opposition  to  the  Parlia- 
ment and  Great  Britain.

I  had  the  honour,  my  lord,  to  ba  recommended  to 
the  office  of  L'  Governor  of  this  Province  by  your 
Lordship  &  corresponded  with  your  Lordship  while 
the  administration  of  Gove*  continued  in  my  hands.  I 
am  thereby  better  known  to  you  than  to  any  of  the 
present  ministry  as  you  left  the  Court  at  the  same  time 
that  I  was  succeeded  in  tlie  administration.  I  did  not 
I)resume  to  trouble  your  Lordship  with  matters  wliich 
tho  j)eculiar  to  myself  are  so  connected  with  the  inter- 
est of  Great  Britain  that  I  did  not  doubt  of  the  Favour 
&  protection  of  any  Brittish  ministry,  but  as  I  have 
been  neglected  I  hope  you  will  pardon  my  flying  again 
to  your  Lordship's  protection  for  which  purpose  I 
think  it  requisite  to  give  you  the  trouble  of  a  minute 
\iarrative. 

Last  spring  a  vindication  of  my  Conduct  in  the  ad- 
ministration of  Gov*  was  pi'inted  in  London  &  delivered 
to  his  majesties  ministers  and  several  Members  of  par- 
liament. I  ordered  one  of  them  to  be  left  with  your 
Lordship.  I  intended  by  this  publication  to  remove 
the  prejudices  and  misinformations  which  I  had  reason 
to  fear  the  ministry  had  received — I  thought  the  infor- 
mations it  contained  might  be  usefull  to  many  and  I 
hoped  thereby  to  obtain  that  redress  and  protection 
which  I  conceived  myself  justly  intitled  to —  A  few 
copies  of  the  pamphlet  w^ere  distributed  in  this  Place 
among  my  Children  and  some  particular  friends.  A 
Pnnter  without  my  privity  or  that  of  my  friends  re- 
printed it  here.  His  co}>ies  were  eagerly  bought  up, 
and  1  am  assured  had  an  effect  very  favourable  to  me 
on  many  people.  But  the  Faction  who  govern  in  this 
province  resolved  to  attack  me  with  all  their  power 
and  malice. 

The  October  term  of  the  Supreme  Court  commenced 

11 
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soon  after  the  pamphlet  was  published  here.  Chief 
Justice  Horsmanden  in  the  beginning  of  the  term 
charged  the  Grand  Jury  in  very  strong  terms  with  the 
pamphlet,  but  notwithstanding  I  am  well  informed  the 
jury  Avere  much  dealt  with  privately  to  bring  them  to 
present  it,  they  sat  ten  days  without  doing  it,  &  it  is 
known  they  did  not  intend  to  medle  with  it  On  the 
day  before  the  tenn  ended  Judge  Levingstone  accused 
the  Grand  Jury  as  they  were  going  up  to  the  Court 
expecting  to  be  discharged.  He  asked  them  if  they 
intended  to  present  the  pamphlet,  they  answered  in  the 
negative.  He  told  them  they  would  not  be  discharged 
till  they  did.  They  were  again  asked  for  the  Present- 
ment by  the  Chief  Justice  in  Court  and  gave  the  same 
answer.  He  then  harrangued  them  anew  very  warraljr 
and  sent  them  out.  Next  day  they  presented  it  "  as  a 
very  scandalous,  vile  false  &  libellous  reflection  upon 
his  majesties  Council  <fec  which  was  nerely  the  words 
in  which  the  Judge  charged  them. 

In  consequence  of  this  presentment  the  pamphlet 
was  more  eagerly  called  for  and  gained  credit — most 
of  the  facts  Avere  notorious  to  the  people,  but  the  Fac- 
tion were  exasperated.  The  General  assembly  met  in 
October — M"  Juvstice  Levingston,  a  member  of  that 
house  brought  the  Pamphlet  into  the  assembly  &  on 
his  motion  a  Committee  was  appointed  to  join  a  Com- 
mittee of  Council  to  enquire  into  it — He  likewise  car- 
ried a  Message  t^>  the  Council  for  that  purpose.  John 
Watts,  lioger  Morj-is,  and  William  Smith  Jun'  were 
appointed  by  that  Board.  The  report  of  this  joint 
Committee  was  made  in  the  assembly  on  the  30^**  of 
December.  I  enclose  your  Lordship  a  copy  of  it  as  it 
is  printed  in  the  Journal  of  Asseml)ly.  After  this  the 
Assembly  pi*oceeded  at  the  instance  of  Judge  Leving- 
stone to  examine  several  Persons  among  them  my  son 
in  Law  &  eldest  son  who  was  the  last  examined  on  the 
14^*"  List.  People  without  doors  began  to  speak  freely 
against  such  methods  of  proceedings — M'  Livingstone 
unexpectedly  went  into  the  Country  two  days  after  my 
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son  was  examined,  &  has  not  attended  the  assembly 
since,  nor  the  Supreme  Court  which  sat  last  week.  I 
cannot  learn  that  the  assembly  have  taken  any  step  re- 
lating to  the  pamphlet  since  he  went  away — neither 
was  it  mentioned  in  the  Supreme  Court.  It  is  believed 
disappointment  and  shagreen  carried  M*"  Levingston 
away.  The  Faction  seems  to  have  been  checked  in  ex- 
ecuting their  measures  by  the  different  sentiments  of 
some  in  the  Assembly,  <fe  of  people  in  general  without 
doors.  But,  my  Lord,  I  may  depend  upon  the  utmost 
that  malice  <fe  resentment  can  effect  both  here  and  in 
England. 

The  reluctance  with  which  the  Grand  Jury  were 
brought  to  present  the  Pamphlet  in  October,  tho  influ- 
enced by  the  Judges  &  the  whole  body  of  the  Law,  is 
in  itself  a  stronger  proof e  of  their  favourable  opinion 
of  the  Pamphlet  than  a  presentment  obtained  in  the 
manner  that  was,  can  be  of  the  contrary 

Such  an  influence  must  have  great  weight  with  all 
Juries,  but  in  New  York  where  the  Grand  Juries  con- 
sists of  merchants,  and  allmost  all  known  to  be  illicit 
Traders,  it  required  uncommon  integrity  and  resolution 
to  oppose  men  who  have  it  always  in  their  power  to 
ruin  them.  I  am  well  assured  more  dutyable  Goods 
have  been  Run  since  the  repeal  of  the  Stamp  Act,  than 
had  been  done  in  ten  years  before.  Nobody  dare  in- 
form &  the  officers  are  deterred  from  doing  their  duty. 

No  man  of  any  probity  I  think  can  draw  the  conse- 
quences fi'om  anything  of  the  pamphlet  which  the  joint 
committee  in  their  report  have  done.  The  facts  men- 
tioned in  the  vindication  can  all  of  them  be  proved 
from  the  minutes  of  the  Council  <fe  assembly  lodged  in 
the  Plantation  office.  Some  remarks  were  made,  on 
the  practice  of  the  Courts  of  Justice  in  the  argumenta- 
tive part  relating  to  ai)peals  which  do  not  admit  of  such 
proof  but  the  proceedings  of  the  Court  at  this  time,  I 
believe  will  afford  a  convenient  proof e  to  every  disin- 
terested Person. 

Their  Governor  acting  in  obedience  to  an  act  of  Par- 
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lianient  was  most  shamefully  insulted — Dangerous  rioi:i» 
have  l)een  frecjuently  re})eated  in  the  streets  insultirm£ 
the  Officers  of  (Tovernment — Burglaries  committed  i-^ 
tlie  face  of  the  People.     Papers  at  this  time  are  eonti 
ually  published,   denying  the  legislative  authority  i 

the  Parliament  of  Great  Brittain  over  the  Colonies^ 

exlioi'ting  the  Peo])le  to  refuse  obedience  and  infusin  ^ 
into  their  minds  the  most  unworthy  sentiments  of  tl^  e 
Parliament.      These  are  openly  eiicouraged — Not  tl».  e 
least  enquiry  into  the  Authors  or  Publishers  of  theiRTi, 
l)y  any  of  the  Courts  of  Justice  or  by  the  Council  c^r 
Asseml)ly.     But  a  defence  of  their  Governor  in  tl».<J 
performance  of  his  duty  is  ari'aigned  by  the  Supren'K 
Court  of  Judicature,  and  by  the  Council  and  Assembly 
with  a  declared  intention  to  ruin  him.     By  bold  assex*- 
tions  they  endeavour  to  confound  the  tinitli,  and  exci 
mischievous  ])reju(lices.     By  the  combined   power 
the  Council  and  of  assembly  cfe  the  whole  body  of  tl:i.e 
Law  thev  would  intimidate  every  man  who  miorht  a 
pear  in  favoui-  of  their  L*  Gov'.     They  have  no  ho| 
of  success  in  any  other  method,  and  they  are  encoa  r- 
aged  by  the  success  such  bold  j)roceeding  has  former^ 
had  even  with  the  ministry  ck  a  British  Parliament. 

1  have  my  Ijord  repeatedly  inform'd  the  Secrettax'_ 
of  State  of  my  difficulties,  in  my  ]>resent  situation   of 
my  losses  <fe  sufferings  without  the  least  recompen^ 
an<l  among  otliers  that  the  assembly  refused  to  pay  t. 
saHary  due  to  me.     A  most  unconstitutional  act,  cl 
sira'd  to  fifain  an  undue  influence  on  succeedin<r  Govei'M' 
ors.     I  am  the  only  person  in  this  Government  whos^ 
losses  by  the  mobs  in  17G5,  has  not  been  amply  reii^' 
l>ursed.     The  address  of  the   house  of  Commons  In-st 
year  in  favimr  of  the  Governors  cfe  officers  who  had  j>er- 
foi^med  their  duty  gave  me  great  hopes  <fe  indeed  fill'^ 
the   immaginations  of  the   peoj)le  in  my  favour,  but 
hitherto  I  know  not  so  much  as  that  my  letters  have 
l)een  received. 

I  have  reason  to  think  the  Faction  have  succeeded 
in  their  endeavours  to  make  the  Ministry  believe  that 
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niversally  disliked  in  this  Province  &  obnoxious 
people.  I  appreliend  they  may  be  confinned  in 
)inion  by  SP  De  Lancey  who  went  last  fall  to 
id.

municated  to  your  Lordship  in  which  I  gave  an  acco*"^*' 
&  complained  of  some  extraoi'dinary  proceedings      ^ 
this  {)rovince  I  think  it  proper  to  renew  that  accoW-^* 
to  your  Lordship  in  a  distinct  Narrative  of  that  mat**^^ 
which  I  enclose.     Had  I  attempted  to  compel  any  n^^   *^ 
in  any  one  instance  to  act  contrary  to  his  own  juc^^" 
ment  or  inclination  there  might  have  been  some  groiL    ^^ 
of  complaint  against  me  but  when  I  have  given     J^^ 
reason  of  complaint  but  by  my  refusal  to  comply  w   ^^ 
unreasonable  desires  &  with  which  I  could  not  com^^v 
without  a  l^reach  of  my  duty  the  malice  of  the  ecr^ffl* 
plaint  must  ap})ear  very  evident,  such  as  is  inconsist  e^^t 
with  ever}'^  sentiment  of  moral  rectitude. 

The  faction  here  place  their  only  hopes  of  success  in 
bold  general  assertions  which  have  not  the  least  foun- 
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iation  in  truth.  These  assertions  I  have  reason  to  be- 
ieve  have  been  propagated  in  England  by  some  persons 
svho  have  access  to  the  ministry  &  that  have  had  an 
undue  influence ;  for  men  of  honour  cannot  easily  believe 
that  any  man  who  bears  the  character  of  a  Judge  or 
bas  the  honour  of  being  of  his  Majesties  Council  could 
be  guilty  of  such  bold  opposition  without  any  founda- 
tion. I  only  intreat  my  lord  that  these  persons  be  re- 
quired to  give  the  particular  instances  wherein  I  have 
failed  in  my  duty  or  have  given  just  cause  of  offence 
to  the  people  of  this  Province  the  falsehood  &,  tendency 
of  their  l)old  assertions  and  complaints  will  thereby 
become  evident. 

The  faction  in  opposition  to  the  authority  of  Parlia- 
ment lay  great  stress  on  my  having  become  obnoxious 
to  tlie  people  of  this  Province  &  that  I  am  generally 
disliked.  It  would  not  have  been  easy  to  have  re- 
moved this  calumny  had  not  the  proceedings  of  the 
supreme  court  and  of  the  Joint  Committee  oi  Council 
and  assembly  in  relation  to  a  pamphlet  intituled  the 
Conduct,  <fe^  given  the  People  an  opportunity  of  declar- 
ing in  their  publick  conversations  at  the  coifee  house  & 
other  places  the  sense  they  had  of  my  Conduct  &  their 
abhorrence  of  the  methods  taken  to  asperse  my  charac- 
ter for  there  is  not  one  fact  alledged  in  that  Pamphlet 
ivhich  is  not  notoriously  known  to  be  true  or  can  be 
proved  fi'om  the  Journals  of  the  Council  or  of  the  As- 
sembly. Tliis  put  a  stop  to  the  proceedings  of  the 
Faction  so  that  I  cannot  now  say  how  far  they  intend 
:o  carry  their  malice  while  they  had  hopes  of  procur- 
jig  and  influencing  a  Jury  to  their  purpose. 

Some  other  publick  instances  since  that  time  have 
riven  the  strongest  proofs  of  the  sentiments  the  people 
entertain  of  this  Faction  after  the  asseni})lv  was  dis- 
solved  the  contentions  ^vere  never  more  violent  than  on 
the  new"  election.

One   of   the   most   j)opularr    r 
among  them  attempted  to  be  elected  for  the  City  o~    -f 
New  York  l)y  the  intere^st  cfe  influence  of  the  body  o    — -f 
the  Law  and  of   the  Presl)yterians    <fe  Independant—  s 
who  ai'c  vei'Y  numerous  but  failed.

The  Ti'easurer  gives  bond  to  the  Speaker  for  tliedii^ 
execution  of  his  oilice  whereas  before  this  time  the  se- 
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;urity  was  by  recompence  to  the  King.  To  render  the 
)ond  of  the  Speaker  effectual  a  clause  was  added  to  the 
)ill  by  which  the  Governor  &  other  officers  receive 
heir  sallaries — to  this  cause  he  must  have  lost  his 
allary. 

The  Kings  Attorney  General  is  an  officer  of  the 
greatest  Trust  in  relation  to  the  rights  &  prerogatives 
>f  the  crow^n — in  this  bill  M'  Kemp  the  present  attor- 
lev  General  is  to  receive  of  the  Treasurer  £150  without 
warrants  notwithstanding  by  the  Kings  standing  In- 
tnictions  all  moneys  are  to  be  issued  from  the  Treasury 
V  warrants  from  the  Governor  with  the  advice  and 
jnsent  of  the  Council.  These  things  want  no  com- 
lent.  They  plainly  shew  the  reason  why  the  assem]>ly 
)  strongly  oi)pose  any  act  of  Parliament  by  which  the 
lfi<*ers  of  the  Crown  may  receive  their  salaries  inde])en- 
fcjntly  of  them. 

My  Lord  I  have  repeatedly  complained  to  his  majes- 
es  ministry  of  the  Assembly  refusing  to  pay  my

I  humbly  j)re8ume  my  Lord  that  no 
fioer  of  the  Crown  deserves  his  majesty's  favour  & 
r<  >tection  more  than  I  do  for  the  faithful!  performance 
F  his  <luty  notwithstanding  the  violent  opposition  and 
ifficulties  laid  on  me  by  a  violent  Faction  to  make  me 
.verve  from  my  duty.  I  am  now  confident  that  since 
le  affairs  of  the  Colonies  are  put  under  your  Lord- 
lips  diivctions  my  case  will  be  properly  represented  to 
is  Majesty  as  both  justice  and  good  policy  require.  I 
annot  forbear  to  ol)serve  that  while  I  have  been  necr- 
^cted  William  Smith,  Jun.  has  received  the  honour  of 
n  ap])ointment  to  the  Council  of  this  Province — This 
rentlemau  is  known  to  be  intimately  connected  with 
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the  Faction  in  opposition  to  the  Kings  Government  and 
the  authority  of  the  parliament  over  the  Colonies  &  prin- 
cipal adviser  in  their  proceedings  soon  after  his  taking 
his  seat  at  the  Council  board  he  appears  in  the  joint 
Committee  of  the  Council  and  Assembly  mentioned  in 
the  whose  design  was  to  ruin  my  character 

and  private  fortune  were  it  in  their  power.  I  am  well 
assured  that  he  was  a  principal  adviser  in  those  viru- 
lent &  malicious  proceedings. 

Before  I  conclude  I  must  beg  leave  to  observe  to 
your  Lordship  that  the  present  Judges  of  the  Supreme 
Court  are  connected  with  the  Faction  in  this  Province 
as  appears  by  numerous  publick  Instances.  The  Kings 
authority  and  obedience  to  the  Laws  can  only  be  en- 
forced &  secured  by  the  Courts  of  Justice  and  by  dis- 
interested Judges  men  of  integrity  and  ability.  Our 
present  Judges  have  lost  the  esteem  of  the  people  both 
as  to  their  Integrity  and  ability.  I  believe  it  would  be 
very  difficult  to  find  men  in  this  province  disinterested 
and  of  sufficient  ability  to  be  Judges.  I  am  therefore 
of  opinion  that  the  present  disorders  canno.t  be  effect- 
ually remedied  without  Judges  of  Integrity  and  ability 
from  England  without  this  all  other  means  may  prove 
ineffectual  or  may  be  attended  with  difficulties  that  by 
ap])ointment  of  proper  Judges  may  be  avoided.  I  know 
it  may  be  asserted  that  the  removing  the  Judges  will 
create  general  discontent  and  Jealousy  in  the  people; 
but  where  the  people  have  no  esteem  of  their  present 
Jud^^es  any  clamour  or  uneasiness  which  may  by  arti- 
fice be  raised  will  soon  subside  by  a  prudent  &  ready 
Conduct  of  the  Judges  &  the  people  will  soon  become 
sensible  of  their  happiness  under  a  proper  administra- 
tion of  Justice. 

I  had  the  honour  of  your  Lordship's  Commands  while 
you  presided  at  the  Plantation  board  &  on  the  whole 
of  my  administration  I  am  confident  the  rectitude  of 
my  Intentions  for  his  majesties  service  in  the  perform- 
ance of  my  duty  will  clearly  appear  &  therefore  I  can 
make  no  doubt  of  your  Lordships  regard.     I  have  the 
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honour  to  be  with  the  greatest  respect  and  submis- 
sion.

In  the  Spring  1768,  a  Pamphlet  intituled  the  Conduct 
>i  Cadwallader  Golden,  Esq,  L'.  Governor  of  New  York 
fee  was  printed  in  London  in  vindication  of  his  Con- 
luct  in  the  administration  of  the  Government,  which 
lad  been  aspersed  by  a  violent  faction  in  this  place. 
?he  printed  vindication  was  delivered  to  his  majesties 
iriinistersand  to  several  members — directions  were  given 
hat  one  of  them  should  be  left  with  your  Lordship. 

No  man  could  be  more  sincerely  influenced  by  a  sense 
►f  duty  than  the  L^  Gov'  was  in  those  parts  of  his  ad- 
ninistration  which  have  been  maliciously  aspersed.  He 
aight  have  fallen  in  with  a  faction  who  have  it  much  in 
heir  power  to  gratify  him  but  he  has  that  pleasure 
vhich  arises  from  having  been  able  to  withstand  every 
emptation  of  private  Interests.  A  man  acting  on  such 
principles  must  be  jealous  of  his  reputation,  especially 
•u  the  close  of  life.  It  was  thought  likewise  that  in- 
oi-raations  in  the  vindication  might  be  of  use  to  his 
najesties  Ministers  &  the  Members  of  Parliament — 
That  the  L'  Gov'  thereby  would  obtain  the  protection 
►f  the  Minfstry  and  a  recompenee  for  his  great  suffer- 
ngs  <fe  Loss  in  his  private  fortune;  but  in  this  he  has 
)een  entirely  disappointed. 

The  Pamphlet  was  reprinted  here  without  the  privity 
)f  the  L^  Gov'  and  contrary  to  his  design.  However 
t  has  had  a  good  effect  on  the  generality  of  people, 
ind  has  removed  many  prejudices  that  had  been  artfidly 
:)ropagated  against  the  L'  Gov',  but  it  alarmed  and 
rritated  the  faction  whose  Principles  &  Designs  were 
exposed,  and  it  appears  that  they  resolved  to  ruin  him 
ind  support  theii*  own  authority  by  acts  of  meer  power. 

In  the  last  October  term  of  the  Supreme  Court  of 
ludicatiu'e  great  pains  was  taken  privately  to  bring  the 
jrrand  Jury  to  present  the  Pamphlet  printed  in  vmdi- 
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cation  of  the  L^  Gov'.     Having  failed  of  success  in 
that  way  Chief  Justice  Horsnianden  charged  them  with 
tlie  paniplilet  in  very  strong  terms  from  the   Bench. 
After  t(»n  days  sitting  the  Grand  Jury  still  took  notice 
of  it,  till  they  were  threatened  by  Judge  Livingston 
without  dcx)rs  that  they  should  not  be  discharged  till 
they  did,  and  were  rej)eatedly  charged  in  the  warmest 
manner  Vjy  the  Chief  Justice  on  the  Bench.     Thus  were      ^ 
they  brought  a  few^  hours  before  the  Court  broke  up      -• 
to  present  the  Pamphlet  as  a  very  vile  iiifamous  false     ^ 
and  I  ihellous  reflect  to  fh  on  his  Majesties  Council  Asseni- 
hly  Courts  of  Justice  and  the  whole  hody  of  tlie  law  in    — 
this  Province. 

The  Grand  Jury  in  the  City  of  New  York  consists    - 
of  merchants — few  of  them  in   this  country  are  not 
known  to  be  concerned   in  illicit  trade.     It  is  openly^ 
affirmed  that  more  dutiable  i]:o()ds  have  been  run  sinc^ 
the  rej)eal  of  the  stamp  act  tlmn  had  been  done  in  ten- 
years  l)efore.     It  is   too  evident  what   influence    the? 
Judges  &  the  whole  body  of  the  Law  nuist  have  on 
such  Jury  men.     The  influence  of  the  lawyers  in  tlii» 
place  is  very  gi*eat  much  gi'eater  than  can  haj)peii  in. 
England.     This  j)resentment  of  the  grand  Jury  is  alL 
that  has  liitherto  l)een  done  in  tlie  Supreme  Court  re- 
specting that  j)amj)hlet.    Probably  the  difficulty  with, 
which  tlie  Jury  were  prevailed  on  to  bring  in  the  pre- 
sentment niiglit  blast  the  hoj)es  the  faction  had  en- 
tertained of  influencing  a  Jury  to  serve  their  purposes. 
In  December  last  the  scene  was  shifted  before  another" 
tribunal.     On  the  23rd  of  that  month  Judj^e  Levinsr- 
ston  l)rought  a  co])y  of  the  Pamphlet  printed  in  Ne\V 
York  into  the  General  Assembly  which  met  in  Nov^em- 
ber  and  on  his  motion  a  Committee  was  appointed  to 

J'oin  a  Committee  of  the  Council  to  incjuire  into  the 
^amphlet  ifec.     Judge  Livingstxm  carried  a  Message  to 
the  Council  for  this   purpose.     The  report  of  the  joint 
Committee  was  made  on  the  3()th  of  which  a  copy  is 
enclosed.     Your  Lordship  will  readily  observe  that  it 
consists  of  general  assertions  and  Calumny,  without 
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pointing  out  any  one  fact  as  false,  that  it  is  calculated 
to  excite  mischievous  j)rejudices  and  to  intimidate  every 
person  that  might  a})pear  in  favour  of  the  Lieut.  Gov- 
ernour.  After  the  report  of  the  Joint  Committee  was 
received  the  Assembly  proceeded  to  examine  several 
Persons  even  the  L*  Governours  son  &  son  in  Law. 
This  method  is  peculiar  to  the  Poj)ish  opposition  and 
shews  a  design  to  proceed  in  the  most  violent  and  ar- 
bitrary manner.  The  general  discourse  of  the  Peo- 
ple at  this  time  ran  much  in  favour  of  the  pamj)hlet 
and  against  the  methods  taken  to  raise  prejudices 
against  the  L'  Governor  which  together  with  a  connec- 
tion of  the  Truth  it  contains  produced  a  change  in 
the  Assembly.  Judge  Livingston  was  opposed  in  the 
measures  he  supported  and  was  very  warm  after  the  L' 
Grovernors  son  had  been  examined  he  abi-uptly  left  the 
House  and  went  into  the  country.  It  is  generally  be- 
lieved that  disappointment  and  shagreen  cairied  him 
\way.  Nothing  more  was  d<me  in  the  Assembly  relat- 
ng  to  this  matter  altho  they  continued  sitting  al>ove  a 
:nonth  longer  till  ]>efore  noon  of  the  day  on  which  they 
knew  they  were  to  be  dissolved,  at  which  time  no  more 
attend  than  the  number  necessary  to  make  a  house. 
The  faction  at  this  time  prevailed  on  this  small  to  en- 
ter resolves  which  are  published  in  the  Printed  Journal 
oi  their  proceedings  and  are  a  repetition  of  the  report 
:>f  the  joint  Committee  leaving  out  the  charge  of  false- 
Lood.

My  Lokd, 

In  my  letter  of  the  25  of  April  last  I  informed  your 
Ix)rdsliip  of  some  occurrences  which  I  thought  may  be 
<^f  use  to  you  in  forming  a  Judgment  of  the  j)resent 
state  of  the  provinces. 

In  my  Letters  to  his  Majesties  Ministers  I  have  re- 
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peatedly  given  my  opinion  that  liis  majesty's  authority 
&  the  dependance  ot  the  Colonies  can  not  be  secured 
nor  the  ])roperty  of  the  subjects  without  disinterested 
Judges  of  ability  and  Integrity.  That  our  present 
Judges  are  not  such  is  now  univei'sally  the  oi)inioii  of 
the  ])eople,  and  it  is  likewise  the  opinion  of  the  most 
intelligent  that  proper  Judges  cannot  be  obtained  in 
this  j>r<)vince  It  was  evident  in  the  late  elections  as  I 
informed  your  Lordship  in  my  former  Letter  that  the 
Lawyers  in  a  great  measure  lost  the  influence  they  had 
on  the  j)eople.  This  seems  therefore  a  proper  time  to 
send  over  some  Gentleman  of  sufficient  abilities  to  be 
chief  Justice  with  a  sallary  sufficient  to  make  him  inde- 
pendent of  any  faction  in  the  assembly.  Were  this 
done  I  am  confident  the  opposition  to  the  authority  of 
Parliament  over  the  Colonies  would  daily  decline.  The 
granting  such  a  sallary  in  its  consequences  will  be  a 
saving  to  the  Crown,  for  it  will  facilitate  every  measure 
which  may  be  thought  proper  preserving  his  Majesties 
authority.  One  or  two  puisne  Judges  may  be  ap- 
pointed from  among  the  inhabitants  of  sufficient  knowl- 
edge with  the  assistance  of  the  Chief  Justice  to  execute 
their  office. 

Sometime  in  Sepf  last  year  the  Faction  received 
some  intelligence  from  England  that  the  miuistiy  in- 
tended to  get  the  administration  of  Gov*  again  into  my 
hands  ik  at  the  same  time  that  a  Gentleman  from  this 
place  who  had  access  to  tlie  Duke  of  Grafton  assured 
his  grace  tliat  if  this  was  done  it  would  set  the  Colony 
in  a  flame  ife  occasion  the  greatest  disorders.  About 
the  time  tliat  this  information  was  received  the  Pamphlet 
aj)p('ared  in  New  York  which  had  been  printed  in  Lon- 
don in  vindication  of  my  Conduct  diu-ing  my  admiais- 
tration.  This  Pam])hlet  discovered  several  things  which 
had  l)eoii  carefully  concealed  from  the  People  or  had 
bec^ii  renresented  in  a  very  different  light.  The  Faction 
resolveAl  therefore  to  discredit  it  6l  to  confirm  the  In- 
formation which  their  friend  had  mven  the  D.  of  Graf-

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let  by  the  Courts  of  Justice  the  Assembly  &  Council 
of  the  Province — a  force  which  in  their  imagination  no 
single  person  could  withstand.  But  my  Lord  the  force 
of  facts  the  truth  of  which  appeared  in  the  publick 
Register  or  were  notoriously  known  proved  too  strong 
for  them.  The  prosecution  convinced  the  people  of  the 
malice  of  the  prosecutors  after  the  Pamphlet  had  freed 
them  fi'om  prejudices  which  had  been  entertained 
against  me  by  artfuU  misrepresentation  of  my  Con- 
duct. A  quite  contrary  effect  was  produced  to  what 
the  Leaders  of  the  faction  designed  and  they  are  now 
much  humbled  by  the  loss  of  their  popularity. 

I  now  flatter  myself  that  his  Majesty s  ministers  will 
no  longer  apprehend  any  inconveniency  in  showing  some 
regard  to  a  servant  of  the  Crown  who  has  pei-formed 
his  duty  amidst  innumerable  diflSculties  <fe  under  insults 
desti-uctive  of  all  Gov*  and  without  any  remarkable  in- 
discretion on  his  part  to  give  use  to  such  insults.  In 
justice  I  think  I  may  expect  recompence  for  my  loss  & 
sufferings  &  I  hope  it  will  be  thought  of  publick  use 
that  1  receive  some  reward  whereby  the  Kings  [ser- 
vants] may  hereafter  be  encouraged  in  their  duty.  I 
am  now  my  lord  so  far  advanced  m  years  that  my  only 
wish  is  to  close  my  life  in  ease  with  reputation,  and  that 
my  past  services  may  be  of  benefit  to  my  Childien.  I 
may  receive  a  proper  reward  from  his  Majestys  Quit 
rents  in  this  Province  without  injury  to  any  appoint- 
ments which  are  allready  established  on  that  fund.  I 
have  been  longer  conversant  in  the  public  affairs  of  this 
Government  than  any  person  now  living  in  it,  &  1  may 
be  able  to  give  you  information  in  some  things  which 
no  other  person  can  or  which  few  may  be  willing  to  do. 
Your  Lordship  knows  more  of  me  than  any  other  of  his 
Majestys  present  ministiy.  I  confide  in  your  favour. 
I  humbly  entreat  you  will  free  me  fi'om  my  present  dis- 
agreeable state  of  uncertainty  by  letting  me  know  your 
Lordships  sentiments.     I  am

I  cannot  express  the  ])leasure  I  received  by  the  hon- 
our you  have  don  me  in  yours  of  the  28th  of  July. 

You  may  assure  yourself,  Sir,  there  is  not  one  single 
fact  in  the  vindication  I  pul>lished  of  my  conduct  but 
what  may  l>e  proved  by  the  Proceedings  of  the  Council 
<fe  Assembly  Copies  of  which  are  continually  sent  to 
the  Plantation  Board  or  were  notoriously  known  at  the 
time.  No  man  in  this  place  has  at  any  time  attempted 
to  expose  any  one  part  of  it  as  false  which  no  doubt 
some  would  if  they  could.  I  am  well  assured  that  no 
one  fact  was  pointed  out  to  the  Grand  Jury  who  found 
it  a  false  libel  nor  was  any  kind  of  proof  attempted  to 
to  be  given  other  than  of  the  person  who  printed  it  in 
New  York.  You  may  Judge  Sir  by  what  Priuci^des 
our  Judges  are  directed.  If  this  Vindication  had  ffiven 
any  just  reason  of  complaint  as  it  related  to  my  admin- 
istration of  the  Govermnent  it  ought  to  have  been  made 
to  the  King  where  a  proper  redress  could  be  obtained, 
l)Ut  they  chose  to  make  themselves  both  accusers  & 
Ju-lges. 

I  nuist  own  Sir  that  when  I  wrote  to  you  in  Jan^last 
I  was  allarmed  by  the  attemj)t  to  join  the  Council  & 
Assembly  to  the  Courts  of  Justice  against  me  notknoW 
ing  to  what  lengths  their  malice  might  lead  them,  bu* 
I  was  soon  afterwards  freed  from  that  uneasiness  by  tt>^^ 
general  abhorrence  jmblicly  expressed  at  the  metho^ 
taken  to  calunmiate  an  innocent  person.     Since  whi<^*^ 
time  all  disc<mrse  on  the  subject  1  am  told  is  avoid^^ 
by  those  j)eople  who  were  the  Authors  &  Promoters  <^'^ 
this  ini(|uitous  j)roceeding.

Policy  likewis(»  requires  it  that  his  Majesty's  faitn*

Sir, 

On  the  22^  of  October,  I  acknowledged  the  hononr 
you  had  done  me  liy  your  Letter  of  tlie  28.  of  Jiily, 
and  sent  my  Letter  to  the  Post  office — the  Mail  was  to 
be  closed  next  day.    I  have  lived  in  the  Countiy  about 
15  miles  from  Town  since  Sir  Henry  Moore  arrived. 
The  day  after  I  had  sent  mv  letter  to  the  Post  office,  I 
receiv(Hl  an  extract  of  Lord  Ilillsborousfirs  Letter  to 
Sir  IIiMiry,  of  the  lUh  of  Julv  which  he  must  have  J"©- 
ceived  sonui  four  or  five  weeks  l)efore  that  time.    Tlie 
extract  is  in  the  words  following,  viz  : — 

**  — Your  Re]>resentations  of  M'  CcHden's  case  evinces 
the  e<[uity  of  his  claim  uj)on  the  Colony  for  the  arrears 
of  his  Sahiry,  and  for  a  comj>ensation  for  the  Losses  he 
sustained    in    the   disturbances   at   New  York.     And 
therefore  it  is  the  Kinix's  pleasure  that  you  do  perse- 
vere in  your  reconnnendatii)n  of  this  matter  to  the  as- 
sembly.    1  beg  the  favour  of  y<^u  to  acquaint  M'  Col- 
(U»n  with  \\\v  direction  you   have   received  upon  this 
subject,  that  he  may  be  assured  that  the  suffenngs  and 
comj>laints  of  a  meritorious  o]d  servant  of  the  Crown 
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ire  graciously  attended  to  hy  his  Majesty  and  have 
lot  heen  neglected  by  me." 

I  (lid  not  imagine  that  Sir  Henry  had  made  any  rep- 
esentation  of  my  Case ;  nor  do  I  conceive  what  he 
ould  say  to  ^i\  e  rise  to  the  direction  that  he  should 
yersevtre  in  his  recovimendation  of  that  matter  to  th^ 
issemhly.  When  in  pursuance  of  the  address  of  the 
louse  of  Commons  to  the  King,  he  recommended  to 
he  As8eml)ly  in  the  year  1760,  the  recompensiiig  the 
)S8es  of  those  who  liad  suffered  by  the  riots,  I  sent 
iin  the  account  of  my  losses  and  desired  him  to  send 
t  in  to  the  Assembly — he  refused  to  do  it  and  did  not 
hen,  nor  lias  he  at  any  time  since  till  last  week  that  I 
:now  of,  used  any  endeavours  to  influence  the  Assem- 
bly to  ])ay  my  Demands.  I  have  always  thought  that 
le  was  influenced  to  my  prejudice,  by  those  in  whom 
le  has  ])laced  his  chief  Confidence. 

A  Day  or  two  after  I  received  the  extract  of  Lord 
lillsborough's  Letter  I  sent  the  Governor  an  account 
»f  my  Losses  and  of  tlie  arrears  of  Salary  due  to  me, 
vhich  he  sent  to  the  Assembly  the  24:th  of  Decem- 
ber— the  Assembly  have  agreed  to  pay  tlie  arrears  of 
mlaiy,  as  I  demanded,  but  made  no  Kesolution  as  to 
ecompensing  my  Losses.  The  reason  is  said  to  be 
hat  I  had  put  tlie  Province  to  a  considerable  expence 
o  uns])ike  the  cannon  on  the  Batteries.  These  can- 
ion  were  not  sj)iked  till  after  all  the  Artillery  belong- 
ng  to  the  Army  which  was  not  brought  into  the  Fort 
vas  spiked.  These  could  not  be  spiked  by  my  orders. 
The  Cannon  on  the  Batteries  would  have  been  unspiked 
vhen  it  should  l)e  thought  proper  For  the  same  man- 
ler  the  army  artillery  was  without  charge  to  the  Prov- 
nce.  But  the  assembly  thought  proper  to  take  the 
lirection  of  the  Cannon  Batteries,  and  ordered  it  to  be 
lone  immediately  at  their  expence;  tho'  it  is  evident 
here  was  no  necessity  at  that  time  for  such  haste. 
\rVith  no  propriety  can  this  expense  be  cliarged  to  me 
—it  is  done  to  make  the  officers  of  the  Crown  sensible 
)f  their  dependence  on  the  Assembly.     It  is  remarka- 
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hie  that  Sir  Henry  in  liis  message  to  the  Assembly 
took  not  the  least  notice  of  any  Directions  he  had  re- 
ceived from  the  Secretary  of  State. 

This  is  Sir,  the  first  sessions  of  a  new  assembly  in 
which  one  half  of  the  members  are  new.  There  was  a 
strugi^le  beeween  two  parties  for  the  lead,  without  be- 
ing able  to  determine  which  of  them  had  the  majority 
Both  of  them  had  nothing  so  much  in  view  as  to  gain 
or  i)reserve  j)o])ularity,  and  as  the  Measures  which 
th(»y  pursued  foi'  that  pur})ose  they  api)rehended 
would  ul)lige  the  Governor  to  dissolve  them  they  had 
their  future  reelection  in  view  throughcmt. 

The  political  sentiments  of  the  Colonies  have,  I 
think,  undergone  no  change  of  late.  The  s])irit  of  op- 
position to  the  legislative  authority  of  the  Parliament 
of  Great  Britain  is  kept  up  by  every  possible  means 
and  by  the  strongest  Confidence  that  they  will  again 
oblige  the  Parliament  to  repeal  its  acts.  I  have  sev- 
eral times,  Sir,  presumed  to  submit  my  opinicm  to  his 
Majt»sties  ministers  that  the  constitutional  security  of 
the  Government  and  of  the  dei)endence  of  the  Colo- 
nies on  the  Mother  Country  was  in  the  CVmrts  of  Jus- 
tice. It  is  not  easy  to  imagine  how  miserably  defec- 
tive this  security  is  in  this  i)rovince.  The  Jucfges  are 
men  of  no  capacity  and  of  no  Esteem  among  the 
j)e<)|)h%  and  are  even  held  in  contempt  by  the  bar. 
The  Chicanery  of  the  Pleaders  ])revails  without  re- 
straint. In  a  country  where  licentiousness  of  every 
kind  has  been  so  nmch  encourawd  as  in  this  of  late  it 
is  impossilde  under  the  present  State  of  the  Courts  of 
Justice  that  either  the  authority  of  the  Crown  or  the 
pi()j)erty  of  the  subject  can  be  secure.  For  this  reason, 
Sir,  I  hund)ly  conceive  that,  the  api)ointment  of  Judges 
]\Ien  of  ability  and  integrity  with  proper  Salaries  is 
the  first  thinu:  to  l)e  thouixht  on  for  securiuii:  the  Dc- 
])cndan(*e  of  the  Colonics  on  Gr(»at  Britain — for  secur- 
ing tlic  (iovcrnment  and  to  make  the  ])eoj)le  happy. 
This  alone  may  go  far  for  these  purposes,  and  without 
it  oth(»r  means  may  ])rove  ineffectual  or  dangerous.     I 
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am  of  opinion  that  men  of  sufficient  ability  integrity 
and  disinterestedness  are  not  to  be  found  among  us. 

I  have  the  satisfaction  of  raind,  that  while  the  ad- 
ministration of  Government  was  in  my  hands,  I  acted 
entirely  from  principle  of  duty,  in  obedience  to  the 
Kings  Instructions,  and  for  the  wellfare  of  the  People 
tinder  my  care ;  and  I  defy  any  Man  to  give  an  in- 
stance in  my  Conduct  to  the  Contrary.  People  in 
general  are  convinced  of  my  fidelity,  and  I  had  the 
pleasure  to  know  after  the  Address  of  the  House  of 
Commons  to  the  King  in  favor  of  the  Officers  who  had 
distinguished  themselves  in  supporting  the  authority 
of  the  Parliament  in  America  was  known,  that  no 
doubt  was  entertained  of  my  being  distinguished  by 
his  Majesty's  favour  but  if  my  recompence  be  left  to 
the  Assembly,  I  shall  not  even  have  justice  done  me, 
and  the  Officers  of  the  Crown  must  be  greatly  discour- 
aged in  the  performance  of  their  Duty  under  such  popu- 
lar Opposition. 

The  Governor  has  dissolved  the  Assembly,  &  issued 
"Writs  for  a  new  Election.  We  shall  have  a  warm 
election  for  the  City  the  contending  parties  being 
nearly  equal,  &  animated  against  each  other. 

On  all  occasions  I  shall  endeavour  to  deserve  the

It  is  a  very  long  time  since  I  had  the  pleasure  of  re- 
ceiving a  line  from  you  or  of  writing  to  you.  You 
may  have  reason  to  tliink  that  I  am  principally  to 
bhime  since  I  had  the  last  letter  from  you.  I  delayed 
writing  in  liopl^s  of  having  some  subject  to  write  on  & 
tho'  I  expected  ^uch  I  was  disappointed.  Now  I  can- 
not suffer  the  new  year  to  begin  without  renewing  that 
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correspondence  which  lias  given  me  so  much  pleasure. 
May  this  year  be  no  less  honorable  to  you  by  your  suc- 
cessful services  to  the  crown  &  your  Countiy  than  tlie 
last  was  &  which  will  remain  forever  on  our  records. 
The  measure  lately  taken  of  putting  the  Regulation 
of   the   Indian  Trade  into   the  hands   of   the  Asseixi- 
blies  of  tlie  several  Colonies  will  help  to  set  in  a  clearT- 
er  light  &  shew  the  value  of  your  abilities  aiid  &  past 
services. 

The  Assembly  have  left  to  the  members  of  Albaixy

this  (in  my  opinion)  is  to  leave  it  to  the  Traders  'fco 
regulate   themselves  to  guard  against   the   frauds    A 
abuses  daily  committed  by  the  Traders  of  which  tlie 
Indians  have   ])erpetually  complained  <fe  -which  ha 
been  the  j)rincipal  source  of  all  the  contentions  betw 
us  and  the  Indians. 

The  Assembly  agreed  to  pay  the  expence  of  runnin 
&  ascertaining  the  Boundary  as  agi*eed  to  by  you 
the  Indians.  This  ought  to  be  done  ^vith  some  sole 
nity — no  doubt  consiilerable  numbers  of  the  India, 
will  attend  <fc  some  respectable  number  of  our  peo£>X^ 
ought  likewise  to  be  present  to  perpetuate  the  boui::i.<3.- 
ary  by  monuments  tfe  accurate  descriptions.  Bot-Ti 
Indians  &  Christians  will  expect  to  be  supported  ^^^ 
the  publiek  expence.

In  the  last  session    the  memV>ers  had  nothing  T>ufc 
their  popularity  in  view.

One  Avas  resolved   to 
make  every  ])opular  motion  which   the  others  dared 
not  oppose  without  danger  of  the  loss  of  their  popu- 
larity tlio'  it  is  thought   that   they   concurred  much 
against  their  inclination.

By  my  letters  No.  1.  and  2  I  enformed  yonr  Lord- 
ship of  the  assurances  I  had  of  the  general  disposition 
of  the  People  to  preserve  tlie  Province  in  Trancpiil- 
ity.  Since  that  time  the  Merchants  of  this  Place  re- 
ceived  a  Letter  from  the  Massachusetts  Bay,  exhort- 
ing them  to  enter  into  new  Resolutions  of  not  import- 
ing any  British  Manufactures  until  all  the  acts  of  Par- 
liament which  lay  duties  on  Goods  Imported  into  the 
Colonies,  are  rei)ealed.  This  letter  I  am  well  informed 
was  read  in  a  full  meeting  of  the  Mercihants  of  this 
Place — that  not  one  Person  s})oke  in  favor  of  it,  and  that 
it  passed  over  without  the  least  notice.  This,  and  some 
other  Things  my  Lord,  gives  me  hopes  that  a  more  moder- 
ate Temper  begins  to  gain  ground  among  the  People ; 
and  that  many  incline  to  avoid,  as  mucli  as  possible, 
what  may  irritate  or  give  offence  to  the  parent  Country. 

I  delayed  meeting  the  As8eml)ly  h)nger  than  usual 
at  this  season,  when  the  supj)]ies  for  the  suj)port  of 
Government  are  annually  Granted,  in  hopes  of  receiv- 
ing your  Lordship's  commands  in  relation  to  a  Bill  for 
emitting  £100,000  on  Loan,  in  Bills  of  Credit,  the  pass- 
ing of  which  People  have  nuich  at  heart. 

Inclosed  are  printed   copies  of  my  speech   to   the 
Council  and  assembly  at  the  opening  of  the  Session  and 
.  13 
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of  the  Councils  and  Assemblies  addresses  to  me,  in  an- 
swer to  what  I  had  recommended  to  them.  From  these 
your  Lordsliip  may  fonn  some  Judgment  of  their  Dis- 
position. 

The  Bill  for  emittinjr  £100,000,  in  Bills  of  Credit 
was  on  their  fiist  meeting  ordered  to  be  brought  in, 
and  I  supj)ose  it  will  be  one  of  the  first  Bills  which  will 
pass  the  House  of  Assembly,  and  I  expect  ^vill  receive 
the  Council's  concurrence.  The  Speaker  tells  me  it  is 
the  same  which  ]>assed  hvst  Session,  of  which  Sir  Henry 
Moore  transmitted  a  Copy  to  your  Lordship. 

The  greatest  number  of  the  present  Assembly  I  think, 
are  now  very  sensible  how  much  it  is  the  interest  of  the 
Colonies  to  have  the  mutual  Confidence  between  Great 
Britain  and  the  Colonies  restored ;  and  that  it  is  essen- 
tial to  their  well  being,  l)ut  as  they  know  not  with  any 
certainty  how  far  the   Parliament  may  comply  with 
their  Petitions,  they  are  carefull  not  to  lose  their  popn- 
larity,  which  some  among  them  are  endeavouring  to 
bring  about.      This  may  excuse  some  parts  of  their 
Proceedings  wliicli  have  not  so  good  an  appearance  as

From  proofs  laid  before  tliis  Government  it  appears 
that  a  number  of  Peo})le  settled  within  a  few  yeare 
past  in  the  County  of  Albany,  between  Hudson's  River 
and  the    hiirhth    of   Land,    usu.ally  called    the   Green 
Mountain,    have   thrown    off    their   obedience  to  the 
authoritv  of  this  Province,  alledirinc:  that  their  Settle- 
ments  are  within  the   Limits  of  New  Hampshire.    In 
imitation    of   the   eastern   Colonies  they  have   chosen 
Magistrates  or  Select  Men  to  preside  over  them  ;  and  so 
danjj^erous  is  the  spirit  by  which  they  are  actuated, 
that  in  October  last  u{) wards  of  sixty  of  them  had  i"e- 
course   to  arms  for  the  avowed  j»urj)ose  of  opposing 
and  defcatint^  the  Partition  of  a  Tract  of  Land  called 
Wallomscac'k  fi^ranted   under  the    Great  Seal  of  this 
Proviiiee    in    17»5t).      The    Commissioners    who    were 
authorized  to  perform   this  service  by  the  act  of  our 
Lci^islature  for  the  more  effectual  collectiuor  his  Ma- 
jesty's  Q\\\t  Rent,  exj>hunM  the  nature  of  their  Office, 
it  ])roduced  the  Powers  un<ler  which  they  proceeded, 
and  the  civil  magistrate  intei*j)osed  his  authority  and 
threat(»nM  to  raise  the  Posse  of  the  Countv,  but  neither 
peiswasions  nor  menaces  could  have  the  least  eifect; 
the  Rioters  declarinir  that  th(»v  could  out  number  the 
Posse,  and  that  they  were  resolved  to  defend  the  Limit 
they  elaimM  under  New  Ham])shire  to  the  last  drop  of 
their   B1o<m1.     The  event  might  have   been  fatiil,  had 
not  the  C'ommissioners,  appreliensive  for  safety  of  their 
Persons,  <leclined  the  farther  execution  of  their  office. 

A  Confi'deracy  so  insolent  and  dangerous  has  alarni'd 
this  Government,  and  ])roper  Pleasures  are  directed  for 
brinirinjJ:  the  offenders  to  Punishment,  least  the  coui'se 
of  justice  should  be  farther  obstructed,  and  that  part 
of  the  Province  be  involved  in  a  state  of  Anarchy.    I 
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Q  confident  tliat  you  will  be  equally  concernVl  with 
e  at  the  prospect  of  the  effusion  of  Blood  which  must 
list  follow  if  they  continue  obstinate.  In  your  Ex- 
llency's  power  it  may  be  to  convince  these  rash  Peo- 
e  of  their  Delusion,  by  makeing  it  public  that  they 
,nnot  expect  your  Countenance  or  Protection.  Indeed 
)thing  appears  to  me  so  likely  to  bring  them  to  a 
>eedy  sense  of  their  Error,  and  a  return  to  their  Duty, 
have  therefore  thought  it  adviseable  to  inform  your 
xcellency  of  this  Incident,  and  the  more  esj^ecially  as 
Y  setting  up  their  Claim  under  your  Government,  they 
»eni  to  natter  themselves  that  they  will  be  favoured 
ith  the  weight  of  your  Authority.  I  have  the  honour

My  Lord, 

His  Majesty's  Order  in  Council  of  the  24*^  of  July, 
767,  restrains  me  from  granting  the  Letters  Pattent 
ray'd  for  V)y  the  inclosed  Petition.  I  am  well  assured 
:ie  facts  are  as  set  forth  by  the  Petitioners — and  what- 
ver  equitable  Claim  those  Persons  may  have  who  took 
rrants  of  Land  from  the  Government  of  New  Hamp- 
liire  lying  Eastward  of  any  Lands  that  had  been  grant- 
J  by  this  Province,  certainly  cannot  extend  to  such  as 
id  lately  obtain  Grants  from  that  Government  of 
iands  lying  nearer  Hudson's  River  than  Lands  which 
ranted  under  this  Province  upwards  of  60  years  agoe 
-especially  when  it  is  consider'd  that  they  pass'd  over 
large  extent  of  Lands,  much  nearer  to  Connecticut 
liver,  to  come  at  those  Lands  which  lye  within  the 
ncient  Possession  of  this  Province — that  some  of  them 
ven  seated  themselves  on  the  Lands  which  the  Settlers 
inder  this  Province  had  been  oblido^ed  to  abandon  at  the 
oramencement  of  the  late  War — and  that  they  obtain'd 
irrants  from  New  Hampshire  for  any  of  these  Lands 
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without  jmying  the  least  Regard  to  the  prior  Grantsof 
this  Government  to  which  they  notoriously  belonged. 

The  Petitioners  have  V)een  at  considerable  Expence  in 
exploreing  and  surveying  these  Lands,  and  have  hith- 
erto been  prevented  from  receiving  the  benefit  of  his 
Majesty's  Bounty.  I  therefore  thought  it  necessary 
my  Lord  to  comply  with  their  desire  that  I  should 
transmit  their  Petition  to  your  Lordship  in  order  to 
obtain  his  Majesty's  Commands  thereon. 

I  find  my  Lord  that  the  settlement  and  cultivation 
of  the  Country  lying  West  of  Connecticut  River,  which 
was  fornun'ly  granted  l)y  the  Government  of  New 
Hampshire  is  entirely  retarded  by  the  controversies 
which  have  arisen  between  those  Proprietors  and  this 
Government.  When  I  formerly  had  the  administration, 
I  had  resolved  on  Measures  respecting  those  Lands, 
which  I  was  then  assured  would  give  entire  satisfaction 
to  the  Peoi)le,  and  would  produce  the  immediate  settle- 
ment of  the  Country,  and  a  very  considerable  augmen- 
tation of  his  Majesty's  Quit  rents. 

1  found  the  People  who  had  taken  Grants  of  Lands 
from  N(nv  Hampshire,  West  of  Connecticut  River,  very 
willing  to  take  new  (irants  for  the  same  Lands  fi'om 
this  Government — the  expence  of  taking  out  new  Pat- 
tents  being  their  only  (.)l  gection.  To  obviate  this,  I  told 
as  many  as  then  applied  to  me  that  I  would  give  them 
(ri'ants,  and  leave  it  to  themselves  to  pay  me  such  pro- 
portion of  my  fees,  as  they  could  conveniently  do :  and 
that  I  would  use  my  influence  with  the  other  oiReers 
of  Government  to  lower  their  Fees  in  these  Cases. 
This  was  so  agreeal)le  to  the  People  that  the  Proprie- 
tors of  several  Townslii])s  immediately  proceeded  to 
take  the  necessaiy  steps  for  obtaining  the  new  Grants, 
but  I  was  prevented  from  putting  the  seal  to  any  of 
them,  l)y  the  arrival  of  Sir  Henry  Moore.  He  aiter- 
\vards  took  his  full  fees  for  one  of  those  Grants  >vliich 
had  been  very  near  ready  for  the  Seals  before  he  came; 
and  I  am  told  refused  to  pass  any  without  his  full  Fees 
were  i)aid.     This  gave  great  disgust  to  the  People,  and 
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ccasioned  those  applications  which  have  since  been 
lade  to  the  King  on  this  subject. 

I  think  it  my  duty  to  submit  my  Sentiments  on  this 
latter  to  your  Lordship,  as  I  am  still  of  opinion  that 
lew  Grants  given  by  this  Government  to  those  People 
rho  have  an  equitable  Pretence  by  their  former  Grants 
rom  New  Hampshire,  under  such  Fees  of  office  as  shall 
)e  no  way  Distressing  will  be  the  shortest  and  most 
jffectual  Method  to  do  Justice  and  give  satisfaction  to 
he  Proprietors — That  it  will  immediately  produce  the 
settlement  of  that  large  and  valuable  Tract  of  Country, 
ind  greatly  encrease  his  Majesty's  Revenue.  The  diffi- 
culties which  have  obstructed  the  Grants  of  those  Lands 
for  some  years  past,  being  removed,  will  most  effectu- 
illy  promote  the  Grant  of  that  Tract  of  Land  design'd 
is  I  am  informed  for  the  Society  for  propagating  the 
jrospell,  and  of  other  Tracts  which  the  Trustees  of  the 
IJollege  <fe  Church  in  this  City  have  Petition'd  for. 

These  Matters  are  mentioned  my  Lord  with  entire 
mbmission  to  your  Judgment  and  his  Majesty's  Pleas-

My  Lord, 

1  have  the  honour  of  your  Lordships  Letter  of  the 
4th  of  November  No.  34.  At  this  time  when  difficul- 
ties in  the  administration  are  unavoidable,  the  assur- 
ances your  Lordship  is  so  kind  to  give  of  your  support 
md  protection,  gives  me  strength  in  performing  my 
Duty. 

When  the  Bill  for  supplying  the  Troops  quai^tered 
x\  this  Place  was  Ijrought  into  the  Assembly,  the  party 
n  opposition  made  a  violent  effort  to  disconcert  all  the 
3resent  Measures  by  exciting  the  People  to  appear 
igainst  the  Bill.     For  this  purpose  the  inclosed  printed 
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Paper,  directed  "  To  tlie  betrayed  Inhahitanis  of  the 
City  and  Colony  of  JVew  York,^^  was,  the  night  before 
the  last  Paekett  sail'd  disf>ersed  thro'  the  Town.  I 
transmit  your  Lordsliip  likewise  two  Proclamations 
issued  on  this  occasion. 

Tlio'  some  of  our  News  Papers  make  the  meetings  of 
the  Sons  of  Libei-ty,  as  they  call  themselves,  on  this 
occasion  to  be  numerous  and  of  consequence,  the 
Party  was  really  disappointed.  The  numbers  who 
appeared  were  too  small  &  inconsiderable  to  have  any 
weight,  or  be  of  any  service  to  their  purpose.  They 
have  ])een  farther  disappointed  in  tliree  attempts  since 
made.  People  in  general,  esj>ecially  they  of  property, 
are  aware  ol  the  dangerous  Consequences  of  such  riot- 
ous and  mol>ish  j>r()ceedings. 

The  Supply  of  the  Troops  is  unpopular  both  in  tlie 
Town  and  Country — You  know  my  Lord  it  is  generally 
an  unpopular  Subject  in  the  English  Government,  and 
much  Pains  is  taken  to  work  uj)on  this  Prejudice  of 
the  Peoj)le  here. 

However,  the  Party  in  the  Assembly  did  not  think 
proper  to  oppose  tlie  su]>})ly  directly,  but  proposed 
that  it  should  be  paid  out  of  Bills  of  Credit  to  be 
emitt(Ml  l)y  a  Bill  then  in  the  House.  In  which  case 
that  act  must  take  place  immeadiately  or  there  could  be 
no  jsupj)ly.  This  made  it  necessary  for  the  Friends  of 
Govern  men t  to  conij)romise  the  Matter  by  granting 
i;U)()()  out  of  the  Treasury,  and  one  other  .£1000  out oi 
these  Bills  of  Credit :  and  even  witli  this  Compromise 
the  Bill  for  supplying  the  Trooi)s  was  carried  l)y  a  very 
small  Majority;  and  it  could  not  have  been  carried, 
had  I  not  iriven  the  friends  of  administration  expecta- 
tions  that  I  would  assent  to  the  Bill  for  emitting  Bills 
of  Ci'edit,  if  it  were  in  the  same  Tei'ms  with  the  Bill 
passed  the  last  Session  and  transmitted  to  your  Lord- 
ship by  Sir  Henry  Moore — and  six  months  allowed  to 
know  his  Majesty's  Pleasure  before  the  Bills  of  Credit 
can  be  emitted. 

Yesterday  my  Lord  I  j)assed  the  Bill  granting  £2000 
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•or  supplying  tlie  Troops  quartered  in  this  Place  with 
iece>isaries ;  and  the  Bill  for  emitting  £120,000  in  Bills 
>f  Credit,  l)eing  ready  for  my  assent,  I  call'd  together 
;he  Council  who  all  attended  except  Sir  William  John- 
ion  who  is  at  200  Miles  distance.  His  Majesty's  In- 
itrnctions  of  July  IS'*"  1766,  for  creating  and  emitting 
Paper  Bills  of  Credit  was  laid  before  them.  After 
laving  considered  the  same  and  reasoned  thereon,  the 
jrentlemen  of  the  Council  unanimously  advised  me  to 
^ive  my  assent  to  the  Bill  for  emitting  £120,000,  in 
Bills  of  Credit,  as  being  absolutely  necessary  in  the 
>resent  circumstances  of  this  Colony;  and  I  according- 
y  gave  my  assent  to  it  in  the  usual  manner. 

It  is  the  same  with  the  Bill  transmitted  to  your 
Liordship  by  Sir  Henry  Moore  (except  in  two  or  three 
mmaterial  Clauses,  on  the  appointment  of  Loan  officers 
n  the  citys  of  New  York  and  Albany,  and  unavoidable 
dterations  in  Time)  which  the  Lords  Commissioners 
•or  Trade  and  Plantations  must  have  had  under  con- 
sideration before  this  Time.  The  Bills  of  Credit  to  be 
emitted  l)y  this  act,  are  to  bear  date  the  10*^*"  of  June 
lext — the  Interest  is  to  arise  from,  &  the  Emission  to 
)e  on  the  last  Tuesday  of  that  Month ;  which  is  near 
MX  Months  from  this  Time.  This  is  equivalent  to  a 
uspen<ling  Clause  till  his  Majesty's  Pleasure  shall  be 
:nown :  for  his  Majesty's  Pleasure  certainly  may  be 
I'aiismittod  before  that  time.  I  now  my  Lord  trans- 
lit  an  exemplified  Copy  of  the  Act  under  the  seal 
f  the  Province  in  a  Box  directed  to  the  Board  of 
^rade  and  Plantations.  No  public  Business  could 
ave  been  carried  on  in  the  Assembly  without  my 
i^ssent  to  this  Bill — The  call  for  it  both  in  Town  & 
'onntry  was  so  general  that  the  Friends  of  goverimient 
n  the  assembly  could  not  have  })een  supported  without 
b,  and  the  administration  must  have  been  made  very 
Lueasy  to  me.  Your  Lordship  may  be  assured  I  dis- 
over  nothing  in  it  prejudicial  to  his  Majesty's  Service : 
nd  as  the  interest  Money  ariseing  from  these  Bills  of 
redit  cannot  be  disposed  of  without  the  Govenior's 
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consent,  it  may  be  a  Fund  hereafter  for  supplying  the 
Troop<^.  The  King's  appro])ation  will  give  general 
satisfaction,  and  when  People  are  in  good  humour,  his 
Majesty's  Service  may  be  carried  on  more  e£Eectually 
than  when  they  are  in  a  contrary  Disposition. 

I  enclose  another  printed  Paper,  that  your  Lordship 
may  see  the  spirit  of  the  Party  who  oppose  the  meas- 
ures of  Government :  at  the  same  time,  it  may  not  be 
improi)er  to  tell  you  that  no  Governor  in  chief  has 
been  at  any  Time  attended  by  greater  numbers  on 
Newyears  Day  than  I  was  on  the  last  with  their  Com- 
pliments of  the  Season.  When  what  has  appeared  in 
this  Phace  in  past  times  is  considered,  my  mentioning 
this  will  not  be  thought  to  proceed  merely  from 
vanity. 

The  Assembly  are  still  sitting;  they  have  passed 
none  })ut  the  usual  Bills  except  those  which  I  have  al- 
ready mentioned  to  your  Lordship.  What  remains  to 
be  done  for  his  Majesty's  Service  in  this  Session,  I  ex- 
pect will  be  done  without  difficulty.  I  shall  think  my» 
self  extremely  happy  if  my  endeavours  in  the  Perform- 
ance of  my  Duty  obtain  his  Majesty's  approbation. 
Without  d()ul)t  your  Lordship  perceives  the  difficulties 
which  attend  the  administration  of  government  at  this 
Time  in  all  the  Colonies,  and  therefore  I  flatter  myself 
with  youi*  most  favourable  Construction  of  the  Meas- 
ures I  have  thought  necessary  for  his  Majesty's  Service, 
and  that  you  will  allow  me  the  honour  of  being,  My 
Lord,  Your  most  obedient  &  faithfuU  serv^

.■oiincil  who  all  attended  except  Sir  William  Johnson 
vho  is  200  miles  Distance. 

His  Majesty's  Instruction  of  July  15""  1766  for  ere- 
iting  and  emitting  paper  Bills  of  Credit  was  laid  before 
hem — After  having  considered  the  same,  and  reasoned 
ihereon,  the  Gentlemen  of  the  Council  unanimously  ad- 
rised  me  to  give  my  assent  to  the  Bill  for  emitting 
6120,000,  in  Bills  of  Credit,  as  being  absolutely  neces- 
;ary  in  the  present  circumstances  of  this  Colony,  and  I 
iccordingly  gave  my  assent  to  it  in  the  usual  form. 

My  Lord  Hillsborough  by  his  Letter  of  the  4th  of 
!^oveml)er  informs  me  that  a  Bill  for  the  same  purpose 
>assed  the  last  session  of  Assembly  and  transmitted  by 
5ir  Henry  Moore,  was,  on  yourjfirst  meeting  together  to 
)e  laid  before  your  Lordships,  for  your  Considerations,  to 
vhich  the  Bill  I  have  now  passea  is  in  every  part  simi- 
ar.  But  it  is  my  Duty  to  transmit  without  Delay,  by 
his  Packet,  the  act  as  I  have  assented  to  it  under  the 
jreat  Seal  of  the  Province.  By  this  means  I  hope  that 
;he  Time  allowed  by  the  Act  before  the  Bills  can  be 
emitted,  is  in  effect  equivalent  to  the  suspending  clause 
jnjoined  by  the  Instruction :  as  your  Lordships  have  had 
lufficient  Time  to  consider  the  same,  and  his  Majesty's 
ipprobation  or  Disallowance  may  reach  this  Place  as 
effectually  as  could  be  done  had  the  suspending  Clause 
)een  inserted.  The  Bills  of  Credit  are  to  bear  date  the 
0^*"  Day  of  June  next,  and  are  not  to  be  emitted  till 
he  last  Tuesday  of  that  Month. 

As  I  have  in  my  Letter  to  my  Lord  Hillsborough, 
articularly  set  forth  the  reasons  which  induced  me  to 
ive  my  assent  to  the  bill  as  it  now  stands  enacted,  I 
bink  it  needless  to  trouble  your  Lordships  with  a  re- 
etition  of  them.  I  hope  they  are  such  as  will  convince 
our  Lordshij)s  that,  the  circumstances  of  the  Govern- 
lent  considered,  I  have  not  acted  inconsistently  with 
ly  Duty,  or  the  Trust  with  which  his  Majesty  has 
onoured  me. 
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I  likewise  transmit  to  your  Lordships  another  Act 
which  I  liave  passed  at  this  Time,  Explaining  the 
Duty  of  the  Loan  Officers — it  is  an  appendage  to  the 
other  act,  but  has  nothing  in  it  I  think  which  can  af- 
fect his  Majesty's  Interest,  or  deserve  any  particular 
Remarks. 

Tlie  Asseml)ly  is  still  setting ;  as  soon  as  the  public 
business  is  done  and  the  session  closed,  I  shall  as  usual 
transmit  all  the  Acts  which  shall  be  passed. 

I  shall  be  extreamly  happy  to  o})tain  the  honour  of 
your  Lordships  aj)probation  of  my  Conduct,  and  of  be- 
ing in  your  Lordships  estimation.  My  Lords

The  Legislature  of  this  Province,  conceiving  it  im- 
practicable without  the  concurrence  of  other  colonies  to 
esta])lish  any  Plan  for  the  Regulation  of  the  Indian 
Trade  that  might  effectually  answer  his  Majesty's  In- 
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entions  in  committing  the  care  of  this  important  ob- 
ect  to  the  respective  Legislatures,  did  in' their  last  Ses- 
ion  pass  a  Law  for  appointing  Commissioners  to  meet 
vath  those  of  the  nei^iboring  Governments  to  fix  on  a 
;eneral  Plan  for  the  Purpose.  A  Measure  so  essential 
o  the  Interest  of  the  several  Colonies  concern'd  in  this 
>eneficial  Commission,  will  I  trust  be  chearfully  come 
nto  by  all,  and  if  adopted  by  your  province,  I  hope 
oil  will  endeavour  to'  render  its  utility  as  extreme  as 
possible  by  recommending  it  to  the  Governments  of 
r-^irginia  and  Maryland.  I  shall  loose  no  time  in  com- 
municating the  Proposal  to  the  Governor  of  Quebec, 
,nd  giving  you  the  earliest  Intelligence  of  the  Resolu- 
ions  of  that  Government:  and  until  the  Meeting  of

My  Lord — 

I  have  the  honour  of  your  Commands  No.  35,  of 
he  9'*"  of  December,  with  his  Majesty's  additional  In- 
structions to  me  which  shall  be  punctually  obeyed. 

I  know  not  how  the  objection  made  to  the  Bill  for 
emitting  £120,000  in  Bills  of  Credit  can  be  removed, 
'or  unless  the  Bills  be  received  in  the  Loan  Office  and 
Treasury  they  cannot  be  paid  in  or  sunk,  nor  can  the 
nterest  he  applied  to  the  uses  for  which  it  is  designed. 
The  making  of  them  a  Tender  is  carefully  avoided, 
!^or  can  they  be  a  Tender  in  any  sense  by  this  act  in 
my  contract  whatsoever,  the  Loan  office  and  Treasury 
)nly  excepted :   but   tho'  those  offices  are  obliged  to 
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take  tliein  in,  no  Person  is  obliged  to  receive  them  from 
either  tlie  one  or  the  other,  Nor  can  they  be  a  Tender 
of  any  Duty  Quit  rent  or  Fine.  By  the  preceding 
Paok(4t  I  transmitted  to  yonr  Lordship  the  Bill  imder 
the  Seal  of  this  Province,  with  my  reasons  for  giving 
my  assent  to  it,  which  I  hope  will  be  satisfactory.  It 
is  a  consi<lerati()n  of  sonie  importance  to  the  Govern- 
ment that  as  the  Interest  money  cannot  be  applied 
without  the  consent  of  the  Governor,  the  supply  for  the 
Troops  (juai'ter'd  in  this  Place,  may  for  the  future  he 
8ecure<l,  which  has  at  all  times  met  with  opposition  i^ 
the  assembly,  and  luis  been  difficultly  obtain'd. 

The  Session  of  the  Assemldy  ended  the  27'**  of  Jan- 
uary to  i^eneral  satisfaction  notwithstanding  the  assi^i- 
uous  endeavours  of  a   Party  in  op])osition  to  GoverU" 
ment  to  embari*ass  Affairs.     A  great  numV)er  of  Bill® 
were  j)assed  at  that  Time  for  continuing  or  reviviciS> 
former  Bills,  and  on  subjects  which  relate  to  particul/**^ 
Counties  :  none  of  them  of  consecpience  to  deserve  yo 
Lordship's  attention,  except  two.     One   intitled  '*  A^ 
Act  declaring  certain  Persons    herein  mention'd  Inc^i*'' 
pable  of  being  Members  of  the  General  Assembly  o^ 
this  Piovince,"  an  attested  (iO])y  of  which  I  inclose, 
the  Acts  passM  last  session  could  not  be  transcribed 
the    Seal    before    the   Packet  sails.      By  this  Act  tli^ 
Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  some  other  Officer'^ 
of  tlie  (Joveniment  were  made  incaj)able  of  being  eleott?<l 
Members  of  Assembly.     Tlie  Council  amended  theBiH 
by  striking  out  all  the  other  officers  of  Government 
which  ameiuhuent  th<^  xVssend^ly  agreed.     The  reason* 
giv(*n  for  this  Bill  are: 

V^     That  none  of  the  Judij^es  in  Great  Britain  orlr^' 
land  are  allowed  to  set  in  the  House  of  Commons. 

2'"^     That  in  irood  Policy,  Leijjislation,  and  the  Ext?- 
cution  of  the  Laws,  ought  not  to  be  in  the  same  pei'soU- 

3^'^^y     That  in  all  Elections  the  Judi^es  must  havea^t 
im})roper  influence  on  the  Electors. 

Lastly.     It  has  l»een  observed  that  in  former  assem- 
blies, where  the  Judges  have  had  seats,  they  becaiii^ 
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attached  to,  or  Leaders  of  Parties  or  Factions  in  the 
House;  this  gave  a  suspicion  that  they  were  often 
byassed  in  their  Judgment  on  the  Bench,  in  the  favour 
of  Party  Interest.  All  cause  of  Jealousy  of  this  kind 
oui^ht  to  be  avoided. 

The  present  Assembly  have  repeatedly  refused  to 
admit  Mr.  Livingston,  who  is  a  Judge  of  the  Supreme 
Court,  to  have  a  seat  in  their  House,  upon  a  Resolve 
made  by  them  in  their  former  session :  this  may  be  an 
unconstitutional  Powder  assumed  ])y  the  Assembly  ;  and 
is  therefore  more  safely  vested  in  an  Act  of  Legisla- 
ture. At  all  events  I  thought  it  for  his  Majesty's  Intei*- 
est  that  I  should  give  my  assent  to  the  Bill,  as  therel)y 
the  matter  is  subjected  to  his  Majesty's  Pleasure,  which 
it  was  not,  while  it  stood  on  a  Resolve  of  the  Assembly. 

Tlie  other  Bill  which  may  deserve  your  Lordship's 
attention  is  entitled  "An  Act  to  enable  all  Persons 
who  are  his  Majesty's  liege  subjects  either  by  Birth  or 
Naturalization,  to  inherit  and  hold  real  Estates  notwith- 
standing any  defect  of  Purchase  made  before  Naturali- 
zation within  this  Colony."  While  this  Bill  was  be- 
fore the  Council  I  told  them  that  tho'  the  Bill  in  my 
Opinion  was  framed  with  much  E(][uity,  and  not  liable 
to  the  same  objections  with  the  Bill  to  which  Sir  Henry 
Moore  refused  his  assent,  yet  as  the  Kings  Interest 
may  be  affected  by  it,  I  would  not  give  my  assent  with- 
out a  suspending  Clause  was  added ;  which  they  did 
by  an  amendment  and  the  Assembly  agreed  to  it.  On 
this  occasion  I  think  it  my  Duty  to  inform  your  Lord- 
ship that  the  reason  of  the  Assembly's  being  averse  to 
suspending  Clauses  is,  they  tell  me,  that  such  Bills 
have  often  hung  long  in  suspence,  without  being  taken 
into  consideration. 

All  the  Bills  passed  the  last  Session  will  be  ready  to 
be  transmitted  by  the  next  Packet! 

I  inclose  your  Lordship  the  Copy  of  an  Agreement 

made  between  Geii^  Gage  and  me,  in  pursuance  of  the 

Act  of  Parliament,  for  applying  the  Money  granted  by 

the  last  Act  of  Assembly  for  the  Troops  quartered  in

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till 8  Place.     I  doubt  not  it  will  give  your  LordshL    ] 

t)leasure  to  find  this  affair  put  upon  a  certain  and  regi 
ar  Footing  for  the  present:  and  which  must  probabl 
produce  the  like  for  the  future. 

I  have  the  satisfaction  to  inform  your  Lordship  thx^j 
among  the  Bills  j)as8\l  this  Session,  is  one  for  appoii^.  t 
ing  Oonunissioiiers  to  meet  Commissioners  from  tbe 
neighbouring  Colonies  to  fix  on  a  general  Plan  for  reg- 
ulating the  Indian  Trade.     This  was  the  best  MeasuTe 
that  could  be  taken  upon  his  Majesty's  gracious  refer- 
ence  of  this  important  affair  to  the  Legislatures  of  tie 
several  Colonies:  and  if  properly  adopted  by  all  con- 
cern'd,  may  j)r()duce  the  most  beneficial  Plan.     I  hare 
sent  Copies  of  our  Act  to  the  Governors  of  the  neigh- 
bouring Colonies ;  and  have  press'd  them  to  procnre 
the  like  to  be  pass'd  in  their  Governments. 

My  Lord,  it  is  my  duty  to  enform  your  Lordship 
that  a  violent  Party  ccmtinue  their  assiduous  EndeaY- 
ours  to  disturb  the  Government  by  working  on  the 
Passions  of  the  Poj)ulace,  and  exciting  Riots,  tho*  in 
every  attempt  they  have  hitherto  been  unsuccessful. 
The  last  might  liave  been  of  fatal  Consequence  if  not 
pi*evented  l>y  the  prudent  conduct  of  the  Magestrates 
and  officers  of  the  Army — An  ill  humour  had  been 
artfully  worked  up  between  the  Towns  People  &  Sol- 
d  ers,  which  jiroduced  several  affrays,  and  daily,  by 
means  of  wicked  Incendiaries,  became  more  serious. 
At  last  some  Towns  People  ]>egan  to  arm,  and  the  sol- 
diers rush'd  from  their  Barracks  to  support  their  fellow 
soldiers.  Had  it  not  been  for  the  interposition  of  the 
Magestrates  and  of  the  most  respectable  Inhabitants, 
and  of  the  officers  of  the  army,  it  had  become  a  very 
dangerous  affair — As  it  was  only  a  few  wounds  and 
bruises  were  received  on  both  sides.  A  very  respecta- 
ble number  of  the  jnuncipal  citizens  publicly  met  to- 
gether ik  sent  42  of  their  Number  to  the  Mayor  to  as* 
sure  the  Magestrates  of  their  assistance  in  preserving 
the  })eace  of  the  Town  :  and  the  officers  of  the  Army 
were  no  less  assiduous  in  quieting  the  minds  of  the 
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oldiers,  and  in  guarding  against  every  accident  which 
night  renew  any  Disputes  with  the  Towns  People. 
Jince  which  the  Place  nas  remained  quiet.  It  is  not 
ioubted  here  that  these  Disturbances  were  promoted 
>y  the  Ennemys  of  Government  in  order  to  raise  an  in- 
lignation  against  the  Assembly  (then  setting)  for 
;ranting  Money  to  the  Soldiers  who  were  represented 
,s  ready  to  cut  the  throats  of  the  citizens. 

The  persons  who  appear  on  these  occasions  are  of 
nferior  Rank,  but  it  is  not  doubted  they  are  directed 
>y  some  Persons  of  distinction  in  this  Place.  It  is 
ikewise  thought  they  are  encouraged  by  some  Persons 
►f  note  in  England.  They  consist  chiefly  of  Dissenters 
v^ho  are  very  numerous,  especially  in  the  countiy,  and 
lave  a  great  influence  over  the  Country  Members  of 
Assembly.  The  most  active  among  them  are  Inde- 
pendents from  New  England,  or  Educated  there,  and 
f  republican  Principles.  The  Friends  of  Government 
re  of  the  Church  of  England,  the  Lutherans,  and  the 
Id  Dutch  Congregation,  with  several  Presbyterians, 
^rom  this  the  reason  will  appear  of  some  Bills  haveing 
assed  the  House  of  Assembly  in  favour  of  the  Dissen- 
3rs,  and  in  prejudice  to  the  few  Ministers  of  the 
Ihurch  of  England  who  have  Stipends  by  a  Law  of 
lis  Province.  There  was  less  opposition  to  them  in 
jat  House  from  the  confidence  they  had  that  they 
ould  not  be  pass'd  by  the  Council — they  were  accord- 
igly  rejected  there.  I  must  leave  it  to  your  Lord- 
lips  judgment  whether  these  things  deserve  his  Majes- 
rs  attention :  and  I  transmit  to  the  Plantation  Board 
printed  Copy  of  the  Journal  of  the  Assembly  to  en- 
ble  you  to  form  your  judgment  thereon. 

In  my  Letter  of  Jan^  6  No  8.  I  inclosed  a  printed 
!opy  of  a  Libel  directed  7o  tlie  betrayed  InhabitanU 
f  ilie  City  &  Colony  of  New  York  with  a  Proclama- 
Lon  I  issued  with  the  advice  of  the  Council  &  on  an 
iddress  of  the  Assembly  promising  a  Reward  of  JBIOO 
or  the  Discovery  of  the  Author.  One  Alexander 
IcDougal  is  now  in  Jail,  committed,  on  the  Oath  of 
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the  Printer  and  hivS  Journey  Men,  as  the  author  &  Pub- 
lisher of  that  Lil)el.  He  is  a  Person  of  some  Fortune, 
and  could  easily  have  found  the  Bail  required  of  him, 
but  he  chose  to  go  to  Jail  and  lies  there  immitating  M' 
Wilkes  in  every  thing  he  can.  When  he  comes  to  his 
Tryal  it  will  aj)])ear  what  Dependance  we  may  have  on 
a  Jury  of  this  Place.  The  most  respectable  Persons 
in  the  Place  oj)enly  declare  their  Opinion  that  he  high- 
ly <leserves  punishment. 

My  Lord,  I  now  expect  soon  to  remove  from  the  ad- 
ministration on  the  arrival  of  the  Earl  of  Dunmore. 
It  gives  me  great  satisfaction  that  in  this  short  admin- 
istration 1  have  had  an  opportunity  of  doing  something 
of  importance  for  his  Majesty's  service — That  a  good 
agreenujnt  has  been  supported  })etween  the  several 
Branches  of  the  Legislature — the  friends  of  Govern- 
ment Encouraged — the  promoters  of  Discord  check'd. 
His  Majesty's  graceous  approl)ation  of  my  Conduct  will 
make  an  old  JNIan  ha])py ;  and  will  prevent  the  uufa- 
voural)le  Impressions  which  a  sudden  removal  from  Ad- 
ministration may  occasion.  This  is  however  with  gi'eat 
humility  submitted  by,  My  Lord

number  of  Acts  passed  in  this  Sessicm  is  so  large,  tho 
mostly  to  continue  or  revive  formtu*  acts,  that  they  could 
not  be  got  n\*uly  foi*  transmitting  under  the  seal  by  this 
Paiikett  Tliey  will  be  sent  by' the  next.  By  the  last 
Packett  I  transmittcMl  to  ycmr  Lordships  the  act  for 
emitting  £120,000  in  Bills  of  Credit.     At  this  lime  I 
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iiend  Lord  Hillsborough  an  attested  copy  of  an  Act  for 
rendering  the  Judges  of  the  Su})reme  Court  incapable  of 
^eing  elected  Members  of  the  Assembly — with  my  Re- 
marks on  it — which,  with  another  act  to  confirm  real 
Estates  notwithstanding  any  Defect  of  Purchase  made 
before  Naturalization  within  this  Colony,  passed  with 
a  suspending  Clause,  are  all  that  I  think  can  deserve 
any  j)articular  attention. 

The  Council  rejected  some  Bills  ])assed  by  tlie  As- 
i^embly  in  favour  of  Dissenters,  and  to  the  prejudice  of 
the  few  Clergy  of  the  Church  of  England  who  have 
Stipends  by  a  Law  of  this  Province — so  that  I  only 
withheld  my  assent  from  one  Bill  sent  up  to  me,  which 
being  for  regulating  the  Militia,  &  not  conforma])le  to 
bis  Majesty's  Instructions,  I  would  not  pass. 

I  have  the  pleasure  to  inform  your  Lordships  that 
the  public  affairs  have  been  transacted  throughout  the 
last  Sessions,  with  great  good  Humour  &>  agreement,  be- 
tween the  several  Branches  of  the  Legislature — and 
that  a  peaceable  &>  orderly  Disposition  among  the  Peo- 
ple has  been  much  Encouraged  &  Promoted — notwith- 
standing the  unremitted  Endeavours  of  a  Party  in  op- 
position to  Government  to  embarrass  every  Transac- 
tion and  to  create  Disturbances.

To  have  fallen  under  his  ^Majesty's  Displeasure,  as  1 
find  I  have  by  your  Lordship's  Letter  of  the  17^  oi 
February  No.  37,  gives  me  great  Concern.     I  have  hfi^d 
the  honour  to  serve  the  Crown  in  this  Pi'ovinee  near  &0 
years,  and  have  heretofoi'e  been  happy  in  his  Majesty  ^ 
a])probation  of  my  Conduct.     It  adds  greatly  to  nCB-y 
affliction  tliat  I  shouhl  have  forfeited  it,  when  I  am 
near  the  clovse  of  my  Life :  but  I  have  this  comfort  th 
however  I  may  have  err'd  it  was  not  from  any  want 
neglect  of  Duty,  but  from  an  error  in  Judgment  tbiii 
ing  that  the  giving  my  assent  to  the  Bill  for  emittic3fcg 
Bills  of  Credit  at  the  time  I  did,  wits  greatly  for  L  ^8 
Majesty's  Service  in  preventing   the  Tumults  &  D»  s- 
orders   with    which    the  Province   was   at  that  Tii*3C 
threaten'd.     The  Chief  Justice  and  the  other  Gentlerae=5n 
eminent  in  tlie  Profession  of  the  Law,  were  preseX^t 
when  the  Council  unanimously  advised  me  to  give  vcm^y 
assent  to  that  Bill,  and  were  of  opinion  that  it  containc^a 
nothing  in  it  contrary  to  the  Act  of  Parliament,  and 
that  the  time  allowed  by  the  Act  before  it  was  to  take 
place  was  equivalent  to  a  suspending  Clause.

to  the  Place.  Those  I  think  strong  proofs  that 
3WS  of  the  Faction  in  this  Place  and  in  Boston 
the  same.     That  they  did  not  succeed  here  was 

to  the  principal  Inhabitants  being  entirely 
d  with  the  conduct  of  the  administration,  &  were 
3d  to  su})|)ort  it ;  of  which  I  have  since  that  time 
^d  several  public  acknowledgments.  The  giving 
ient  to  the  Bill  for  emitting  bills  of  Credit  served 
to  reconcile  the  Minds  of  the  People  &  to  put 
in  good  Humour.     Had  I  refused  my  assent  to 
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this  Bill,  and  had  the  Assembly  granted  no  Money  for 
the  Troops,  as  in  that  ease  they  would  not,  the  Faction 
would  have  succeeded  in  their  Designs  to  disturb  the 
Government,  and  it  is  not  easy  to  say  what  might  haves 
been  the  consequence^     Upon  a  review  of  my  Conduct 
under  these  circumstances,  I  hope  my  Lord  his  Majesty 
ma^  be  graceously  pleased  to  think  more  favourabljs 
of  it. 

The  good  Effects  of  that  Harmony  which  prevailei^ 
between  the  several  Branches  of  the  Legislature  in  thi 
last  Session  is  very  evident  in  the  good  order  and  su 
mission  to  the  authority  of  Government  which  has  ev 
since  subsisted  in  this  Place.  Government  has  renew 
its  strength,  which  the  events  of  some  past  years  h 
greatly  weakened.  A  disappointed  Faction,  by  pi 
Rshing  the  most  gross  Calumnies  and  impudent  Lie- 
in  order  to  asperse  mv  Character,  and  the  Charactea 
of  the  Gentlemen  join  d  with  me  in  the  administratio: 
have  drawn  upon  themselves  a  general  detestation,  acB.  4 
so  far  sunk  their  own  characters  in  the  Estimation 
every  Man  of  Rej)utation  that  for  the  future  they 
have  no  general  Influence — and  I  hope  from  all  th&s 
circumstances  the  administration  will  be  made  mu<5J 
more  easy  to  my  Successor,  and  that  I  shall  have  tlx- 
pleasure  to  deliver  up  the  Government  in  good  orcle? 
&  Tranquility  to  his  Lordship. 

The  Grand  Jury  of  this  City,  now  sitting,  hav"< 
found  an  Indictment  against  Alexander  M^'Dougall  f  01 
publishing  a  Li])ell  against  the  Government  which  J 
mentioned  to  your  Lordship  in  my  Letters  No  8  and 
\).  It's  thought  he  cannot  have  his  Tryal  this  Term, 
as  the  Court  will  be  fully  employ'd  the  lew  Days  they 
have  to  sett,  in  the  tryal  of  capital  Criminals. 

The  Governments  of  Quebec  and  Pensylvania  have 
agreed  to  send  Comni"  to  meet  the  Comm"  of  this 
Province  in  order  to  form  some  Plan  for  regulating 
the  Indian  Trade,  cfe  I  expect  they  will  meet  at  this 
Place  the  lO"'  of  July  next. 

As  I  have  had  my  Duty  constantly  before  my  Eyes, 
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&  have  pursued  it  sincerely  to  the  best  of  my  ability, 
the  thoughts  of  closeing  my  Life  under  his  Majesty's 
Displeasure  give  me  great  Pain,  &  that  by  any  Error 
I  may  have  forfeited  your  Lordship's  regard,  for  with

My  Lord, 

By  the  repeal  of  the  Act  for  emitting  £120,000  in 
Bills  of  Credit  one  thousand  Pounds  granted  out  of 
that  Fund  by  the  Assembly  in  their  last  Session  for 
supplying  his  Majesty's  Troops  quartered  in  this  Place 
with  necessaries  is  become  deficient.  I  have  no  hope 
given  me  that  the  Assembly  will  at  this  Time  supply 
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that  deficiency,  cfe  therefore  I  think  it  prudent  to  delay 
the  calling  of  tlie  Assembly  till  after  the  arrival  of 
Lord  Dunniore  who  must  certainly  have  more  influence 
than  in  my  present  situation  I  can  have.  The  Grant 
of  Money  for  the  Troops  is  unpopular.  We  have 
two  Parties  violently  in  opposition  to  each  other — 
One  is  carefiill  to  preserve  their  popularity  in  order 
to  secure  tlieir  Seats  in  the  Assembly,  the  other  takes 
every  method  to  gain  po])ularity  in  hopes  of  a  Dissolu- 
tion on  the  arrival  of  a  new  Governor. 

The  Merchants  in  this  Place  and  at  Philadelphia 
have  under  consideration  whether  to  import  Goods  trom 
England  or  not.  I  am  told  that  the  majority  both  in 
this  Place  and  at  Philadelphia  are  for  importing;  & 
that  they  will  come  tb  a  Determination  in  a  few  JJays. 
The  Party  in  opposition  to  the  present  administration 
join  with  the  People  of  Boston  to  prevent  Importation; 
and  for  that  purpose  stole  late  in  the  night  last  week  a 
Procession  of  the  Mob  to  expose  a  Boston  Importer  who 
happen'd  to  come  to  this  Place.  The  Magestrates 
knew  nothing  of  the  Design  till  it  was  too  late,  other- 
^^^se  I  believe  it  would  have  been  prevented.  Tho' 
the  Parties  are  much  exasperated  against  each  other,  I 
hope  the  ])ublic  peace  will  be  preserved  &  the  issue 
will  be  favorable  to  the  Government.

It  gives  me  the  greatest  concern  to  learn  from  your 
iships  Letter  of  the  14'^  of  April  No.  38.  that  I 
incurred  liis  Majesty's  displeasure  by  giveing  my 
lit  to  the  Bill  disqualifying  the  Judges  from  set- 
in  Assembly.  However  necessary  it  appeared  to 
For  preserving  a  good  agreement  between  the  sev- 
Branches  of  the  Legislature  at  a  time  when  as- 
ous  endeavours  were  makeing  to  produce  discord,  I 
lid  not  have  done  it  without  a  suspending  Clause 
fiis  Majesty's  Pleasure  be  known,  had  I  not  been 
Ident  that  there  would  be  no  Session  of*  Assembly 
there  had  been  Time  sufficient  to  have  his  Majesty  s 
sure  known  in  this  Place  &  that  in  the  mean  time 
mid  produce  no  effect.  For  this  purpose  I  trans- 
ed  an  attested  Copy  of  the  Bill  by  the  first  oppor- 
ty  before  it  could  be  engross'd  as  usual  and  the 
affixed.  Had  your  Lordship  known  in  what  man- 
some  of  the  Judges  at  several  times  have  made  use 
heir  influence  in  Elections,  not  for  his  Majesty's 
'ice,  ]>ut  with  interested  views,  and  afterwards  in 
)ortin^  a  Party  in  the  House,  you  would  not  won- 
that  the  Assembly  have  it  so  much  at  heart  to  ex- 
e  them.  I  aj)prehend  that  unless  the  assembly  be 
ified  ill  this  Point  it  will  be  a  p(»rpetual  Bone  of 
teution.  Li  my  humlde  Opinion  the  Judges  can 
•f  more  real  use  to  the  Crown  by  being  disinterest- 
Q  all  Party  Disputes ;  without  which  they  cannot 
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gain  or  preserve  the  general  Esteem  of  the  People,  nor 
their  Sentiments  have  that  weight  on  the  Minds  of  the 
People  which  otherwise  a  Judge  of  sufficient  ability 
and  known  integrity  must  at  all  Times  have. 

I  had  not  the  least  suspicion  of  any  prejudice  to  his 
Majesty's  service  from  the  Meeting  of  Commissioners 
from  the  neighboring  Colonies  for  regulating  the  Com- 
merce with  tlie  Indians.  The  Trade  with  the  Indians 
from  this  Province,  Pensylvania  and  Quebec  is  so  much 
intermixed  that  no  Plan  can  be  form'd  which  can  be 
effectual  without  their  mutual  consent.  Col.  Carleton 
embraced  the  proposal  heartily  and  desired  the  Meet- 
ing to  be  at  New  York.  Pensylvania  seems  more 
cool.  I  have  since  that  time  received  a  letter  from 
Col.  Carleton  signifying  that  the  Commissioners  from 
Quebec  cannot  attend  in  the  Summer  Months,  tho'  we 
chose  that  time  from  an  Opinion  that  it  would  be  most 
convenient  for  them,  as  the  travelling  in  the  Winter 
from  Quebec  is  very  difficult  and  often  dangerous.  I 
now  suspect  the  Commissioners  will  not  meet,  or  not 
agree  on  anv  one  Plan,  by  reason  of  the  different  Inter- 
ests of  the  Several  Colonies.  Sir  William  Johnson  is 
likewise  of  this  Opinion. 

My  Lord — I  flatter  myself  that  from  the  good  Ef- 
fects of  the  Measures  which  the  Administration  of 
Government  in  this  Province  have  adopted,  that  they 
will  receive  his  Majesty's  Approbation  and  excuse 
what  might  otherwise  have  been  justly  blamed.  The 
principal  Inhabitants  are  all  now  heartily  united  in 
favor  of  Government  with  a  resolution  to  suppress  all 
riots  <fe  tumultuous  Meetings,  and  I  am  of  Opinion 
that  if  the  same  Measures  be  pursued  this  Province 
will  l^e  in  tranquility  and  good  order. 

Soon  after  it  was  known  that  the  Parliament  had  re- 
pealed the  Duties  on  Paper,  Glass,  ifec.  the  Merchants 
in  this  Place  sent  to  Philadelphia  that  they  might 
unitedly  agree  to  a  general  importation  from  Gr.

It 
gives  me  the  greatest  pleasure  that  the  people  of  New 
Y  ork  under  my  administration  are  the  most  forward  in 
Returning  to  their  Duty. 

I^>rd  Dunmore  is  daily  expected  Here.  I  hope  to 
deliver  uj)  the  Government  to  him  in  Peace  and  Quiet- 
ness, and  with  a  very  favourable  dis])osition  of  a  large 
majority  of  the  People,  esi)ecially  of  any  Rank,  to 
Government. 

Nothing  gives  me  more  pleasure  tlian  the  hope  your 
Lordship  allows  me  to  have  of  your  retaining  some 
regard  to,  My  Lord.

As  this  most  probably  is  the  last  opportumtv 
which  1  can  have  the  honour  of  writing  toyourLordsi 
while  the  administration  of  tiovernment  is  in  my  Han 
I  tliink  it  incumbent  on  me  to  give  your  Lordship  soi 
account  of  the  Persons  who  are  most  attached  to  t 
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Government,  and  in  Opposition  to  the  Party  who  con- 
tinue to  declare  openly  aj£ainst  the  authority  of  the  Par- 
liament of  G.  Britain. — -in  my  preeedinp^  letters  1  in- 
formed your  Lordship  of  the  steps  which  had  been 
taken  U)  introduce  a  general  Importation  of  Goods 
from  G.  Britain  &  of  the  opposition  which  had  l>een 
made  to  it  by  that  party  who  have  in  every  other  in- 
stance endeavoured  to  embarass  the  measures  of  Gov- 
ernment. It  gave  me  particular  j^atisfaction  to  find  this 
Party  entirely  defeated  last  week  in  a  violent  struggle 
to  turn  out  such  of  tlie  elective  Magestrates  of  the  City 
as  had  distinguished  themselves  anyway  in  favour  of 
Government.  As  the  breaking  of  the  non  im])(>rtation 
agreement  in  New  York  was  a  gi*eat  point  carried  by 
the  Party  who  favoured  Gov',  and  must  have  a  general 
good  effect.  I  believe  your  Lordsliip  will  be  i)leased 
to  know  that  the  meml)ers  of  his  Majesty's  Councill 
with  a  single  exception  and  the  Kepresentatives  of  this 
City  in  general  Asseml)ly  have  zealously  exerted  them- 
selves for  a  dissolution  of  the  non-importatiim  agree- 
ment which  nmst  have  a  general  good  effect  on  all  the 
N.  American  Colonies. 

No  particular  Person  has  been  moi'e  distinguished 
than  Mr.  Banyar  Dei>uty  Secretary  of  the  Province  who 
took  great  pains  and  has  lieenmost  assiduous  to  excite 
and  preserve  a  proper  spirit  on  others.  lie  has  l)een 
likewise  very  usefull  to  me  in  every  ])art  of  my  admin- 
istration.

The  Earl  of  Dunmore  arriv^ed  here  on  the  \^^^  of  last 
montL     Everything  in  my  Power  was  done  to  give 
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Iiim  a  Rocoi)tion  suite<l  to  liis  Rank,  and  the  dignity  c 
the  Coniinis.sion  he  bears.  I  have  reason  to  think  li' 
Ix)rdslii])  was  well  pleased  on  the  occasion.  The  trix' 
quility,  good  liunionr  and  Order  among  the  Peopl 
coidd  not  escaj)e  his  notice.  I  was  very  happy  in  cl 
livering  up  tlie  Cirovernnient  in  such  a  situation,  ai: 
witli  the  strongest  persuasion  that  it  wonhl  be  in  1^ 
Lordships  power  to  sup])ort  liis  administration  wii 
Ease  and  Dii^nity.  I  thoui^ht  of  nothing;  but  to  reti 
and  spend  my  few  remaining  Days  with  satisf actio i 
flatteriiiLT  myself  that  a  faithfuU  discharge  of  my  dix' 
in  tlie  administration  of  (lovernment  in  times  the  mc3 
difticult  had  given  me  some  cL*iim  to  his  Majestyes  :i. 
vour.  Tt  could  not  tlien,  my  Lord,  l)ut  give  me  a  ve3

My  Connectic 
with  the  public  affairs  of  this  Province  with  the  Go 
ernors  and  Persons  most  imnuMliately  about  tlieJ 
durino;  that  time  enables  me  to  assert  with  crreat  Co: 
tid(Mice  that  no  such  Demand  has  been  made  on  an 
Lieut,  (roveruour  or  Eldest  Councellor  from  the  Deat 
of  one  to  the  (iriral  of  an  otlier  Governour,  except  i 
one  instance.  ]\Ir.  Van  Dam  held  the  administratio: 
of  Government,  as  eldest  Counsellor  fi'om  the  Deati 
of  Coll.  Montgomerie  on  July  V  1731,  till  the  amV» 
of  ColL  Cosby  on  the  T'  of  Augt.  1732,  who  in  conse 
([ueiice  of  an  Order  he  liad  obtained  demanded  on€ 
half  of  the  Salary  and  Perquisites  ^P  Van  Dam  had 
received.  ^P  Van  Dam  refused  to  pay  any  part  A 
suit  was  Commenced  against  him,  but  dropt  ])ef()re  ft 
Determination,  and  ^P'Van  Dam  retained  the  whole 
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profits.  This  Demand  was  thouglit  to  be  an  Act  of 
mere  Power,  and  gave  general  Disgust. 

Fi'om  that  time  to  the  Present,  no  such  Demand  lias 
been  made  tho'  several  similar  Cases  have  lia])pened. 
Every  eldest  Councellor  or  Lieut.  Governor,  has  re- 
ceived and  retained  the  wliole  Profits  of  Government 
from  tlie  Deatli  of  one  Governor  to  the  arival  of  an- 
other— usage  &,  Custom  is  thought  to  be  the  Kule. 

General  Monckton,  tho'  residing  in  tliis  Phice,  did 
not  demand,  and  I  believe  never  expected  any  part  of 
the  emoluments  wdiich  I  received  l)etweeD  tlie  date  of 
his  conmiission  and  the  puV^licaticm  of  it ;  Neither  did 
Sir  Henry  Moore  from  whose  general  Conduct  I  had 
no  Reason  to  expect  the  least  favor  make  such  a  De- 
mand. These  recent  Instances  my  Lord,  and  the  con- 
stant usage  in  this  colony  makes  the  Demand,  now 
made  on  me,  appear  in  the  most  Disagreeable  light. 
If  persisted  in  I  shall  be  distinguished  by  a  mark  of 
his  Majesty's  Displeasure.  To  support  the  authority 
of  Government  has  been  the  unvariable  Rule  of  my 
Conduct.  I  have  often  suffered  by  it,  from  the  vio- 
lence of  Parties  and  their  opposite  Principles — esj)eci- 
ally  in  supj)orting  the  authority  of  Parliament  in  the 
year  1 7C5,  when  the  Insults  I  received  were  the  most 
public  and  alarming.  I  trust  it  will  not  l)e  presimiing 
too  much  to  suppose  the  House  of  Commons  particular 
attended  to  my  case  wdien  they  addressed  his  Majesty 
to  Reconipence  the  officers  of  the  Crown  in  America 
who  had  suffered  on  that  occasion.  People  in  gema'al 
throughout  the  Colonies  expected  that  1  should  have 
been  distinguished  by  some  mark  of  his  Majesty's  fa- 
vour, as  I  had  been  so  remarkably  distinguished  by 
their  Resentment.  Providence,  by  the  deatli  of  Sir 
Henry  Moore,  placed  me  in  a  situation  of  receiving  a 
Compensation,  had  I  been  suffered  to  remain  in  the 
Admiuisti'ation,  and  to  enjoy  the  usual  Profits.  Shall 
I  my  Lord,  be  distinguished  by  a  demand  of  Part  of 
those  Profits  which  have  been  allowed  to  every  other 
Commander  in  Chief  ? 
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The  Instruction  to  the  (lovernors  of  this  Province 
relating  to  the  Sahiry  and  Perquisites  of  Government 
has  been  nn<lerstoocl  in  no  otlier  light  here,  than  to  en- 
title a  Governor  in  Chief  to  half  tlie  eniohiments,  in 
case  of  his  absence  after  having  taken  upon  himseli 
the  administration.     In  this  Case  the  L'  Govenior,  act- 
ing under  the  same  Commission  must  divi<le  the  Prof- 
its with  the  Governor  in  Chief  but  after  the  ai)m)iii^t^ 
ment  of  a  Governor,  and  before  his  arrival,  ana  tVi^ 
Publication  of  his  commission  the  Commander  in  Chi^* 
not  acting  under  this,  but  the  old  commission  must  ^^^ 
entitle<l  to  the  whole  Emoluments.     The  Declaration    *'*^ 
King  William  in  lf)97,  referred  to  in  the  extractwhicl »     ^ 
have  of  your  Lordship's  Lettei*  to  Lord  Dunmore,  I  i*^^ 
humbly  of  opinicm  became  ineffectual  at  his  demi  =||^ 
and  not  b(»ing  renewed  })y  any  of  his  successors,  t 
Instruction  to  the  Governors  on  this  Head  has  been 
teemed  the  only  siirnification  of  the  Kind's  PleasiH*^ 
If  his  Majesty  had  been  aj)prised  that  the  Instruct! c::>^ 
had  nevei*  operated  in  this  Province  in  any  other  m£^  ^^ 
ner  than  as   above   mentioned,  I  am  perswaded   tl-i^* 
signification  of  liis  Pleasure  had  not  been  made;  ii<>^ 
from  his  great  Justice  and  (loodness  can  I  doubt    lii^? 
irraceous   lnteri)()siti()n  and  Protection   that  I  may    ^^^ 
j)erinitted  to  enjoy  in  Ti'ancpiil'ty,  th(»  only  consiue*i"H- 
ble  advantage  1  have  Keape<l  in  a  series  of  long  aii« 
faithfull    Services  to   his  Majesty  and   his   illustrious 
Faniilv.

The  Earl  of  Dunmore  soon  after  he  arnved  here,  de- 
manded of  me  a  Moiety  of  all  the  Penj^uisites  and 
Emoluments  of  Government,  received  by  me  from  the 
date  of  his  Commission  in  January  hist,  to  the  day 
he  arrived  here  and  communicated  to  me  an  abstract  of 
a  Letter  from  Lord  Hillsborough  to  him,  authorising 
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sucli  Demand.  ITis  Lordship  founds  tins  Demand  upon 
a  Declaration  made  l)y  King  William  at  the  Treasux'-y 
in  1(')U8.  The  usai^e  in  this  Cohmy  which  I  can  trA.c« 
back  with  certainty  for  50  years  lias  been  that  tixe 
Lieut  (foyernor  or  Eldest  Couneellor  having  the  Coiii- 
mand  in  Chief,  during  the  absence  of  a  Governor  in 
Chief,  who  had  l)een  in  the  Province  and  in  the  actvin.1 
execution  of  his  oflice,  did  retain  only  one  half  of  tlie 
Profits  of  (iovernment,  the  other  moiety  going  to  siicli 
(foyernor  in  Chief.  But  the  Lieut.  Governors  or  eldest; 
Counc(dh)rs  ui)on  whonie  xVdministraticm  has  devolved 
by  the  (/rath  of  the  (lovernor  in  Chief,  have  retained 
the  whole  ])rolltts  from  the  Death  of  the  Governor  iji 
cliief,  till  another  arivtMl  ife  \yas  Qualified  here.

The    Declaration   of    King   William    in    1098  no^ 
trumpM   up   is  elearly   obsolete — it  has   not  been  r^ 
newed  by  any  of  his  succ(»ssors  and  is  not  referred  to  iit*- 
the    Listructiou,   which   is   the  only    Significatiou  ^v^^ 
have  of  his   .Alajestys  Pleasure  on  this  Head,  at  tli-^ 
same  tinu^  that  Dcjclaration  was  made,  .as  well  as  whe^ 
the  Instruction  was  formed,  which  is  continuous  to  tli^ 
Present   time   without  alteration,   a  Fund   was  raist^^ 
h(»re  and  given  to  the  King  for  the  supi)ort  of  Goverxi' 
meiit  out  of  which  the  King  fixt  ife  gave  the  Gov".  1*^ 
Salary.     The  Case  for  many  years  ])ast  has  been  Di^' 
fereiit.     The  Ass(»mblv  tyrant  the  Salery  to  the  Coii^' 
maiuler  in  Chief  by  name  from  year  to  year.

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festyes  particular  Pleasure  at  this  Time  signified  by 
oi*cl  Ilillsborouglis  letter  to  Lord  Dunmore,  1  am  per- 
8v\^i"i<led  must  have  arisen  from  some  misapprehension, 
foi-  I  am  so  conscious  of  having  deserved  his  Majesty's 
fa^roiu*  both  for  my  sufferings  &  services,  that  I  cannot 
stij>i  ^^^^  ^^  would  with  design  fix  on  me  such  a  mark 
of  J^ispleasure  as  this  would  l)e — to  deprive  me  of 
wliixt  every  other  L*'  Governor  has  enjoyed  in  similar 
eiroxnustances.

I  am  determined  to  defend  my  Right 
and  Property  by  every  step  which  can  be  taken  Here, 
but    as  no  doubt  his  Lordships  Judgment  will  go  in 
liivoiir  of  himself,  I  must  seek  Justice  by  Appeal.

Dear  Sir, 

I  now  return  the  Bill  in  Cliancery  with  our  Kemai'ks 
uj)ou  it.  Had  the  suit  been  l)rought  in  any  Court 
wliere  there  is  an  ap])earance  of  an  indifferent  or  equit- 
able Judmi,  I  should  gladly  have  gone  at  once  on  the 
Merits  of  the  Cause.  I  have  a  right  to  the  whole  Sal- 
ary by  an  Act  of  the  whole  Legislature  of  this  Prov- 
ince, and  the  Perciuisites  are  tlie  voluntary  Donations 
of  Individuals  for  Services  done  them.  Who  can 
have  a  Iliglit  to  them  but  the  Pei'son  who  does  the 
Service  ?  In  the  British  Constitution  the  King  can- 
not at  his  Pleasure  dis})()se  of  the  Property  ox  any 
of  his  Subjects.  His  pleasure  in  such  Case  can  only 
l)e  signified  by  Courts  of  Justice  in  Common  Law. 
But  the  bringing  this  Suit  in  Chancery  as  it  is  at  pres- 
ent constituted,  shows  a  detei*niined  I'esolution  witnout 
shame  or  remorse  to  have  a  Decree  in  their  favour,  & 
therefore  I  must  endeavour  to  remove  the  Cause  before 
some  other  Tribunal  where  I  may  ex|)ect  Justice.  For 
this  purpose  I  su])j)ose  you  must  Plead  and  Demur : 
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nd  I  must  beg  of  you  to  form  your  Plea  &  Demurrer 
o  clearly  and  on  such  evident  grounds  that  there  may 
>e  no  room  to  brin^  the  Merits  before  this  Court,  & 
hat  you  carefully  avoid  giving  any  handle  for  this 
urpose,  for  I  expect  that  every  advantage  will  be 
tikeii  which  Chicanery  can  give. 

You  will  find  in  Blackstone  Vol.  3^  p.  55  that  an 
Appeal  lies  from  any  interlocutoiy  Deci'ee  in  Chan- 
ery,  cfe  where  the  Plea  is  to  the  tfurisdiction  of  the 
>)urt  it  would  be  absurd  to  refuse  it.  The  Instruc- 
ions  are  silent  as  to  Appeals  from  a  Court  of  Equity, 
^ourts  of  Common  Law  being  only  mentioned  in  the 
nstructions  and  for  that  reason  perhaps  an  appeal 
nay  be  refused — No  man  can  say  what  will  not  be 
lone.  Suppose  this  be  the  case,  I  may  Petition  the 
louse  of  Lords  and  ol)tain  their  order  to  stop  Proceed- 
ngs  here  and  to  have  all  the  Proceedings  transmitted 
,o  them  for  their  final  order,  but  I  must  submit  to 
ny  Councill  in  England  which  may  be  most  proper  to 
Petition  the  King  in  Councell  or  the  House  of  Lords. 
[t  may  be  of  use  to  have  the  Plea  &  Demurrer  brought 
:o  Issue  so  soon  that  I  may  in  the  present  Session  of 
Parliament  obtain  the  Order  of  the  House  of  Lords 
:or  staying  of  Proceedings.  For  if  the  Court  over 
Rule  the  Plea  and  Demurrer  and  resolve  to  j)roceed, 
[  am  I'esolved  to  stand  out  eveiy  Process.  1  am  re- 
solved on  this,  not  only  on  my  own  account,  but  for 
:he  benefit  of  the  Peo])le  of  the  Province :  foi'  if  a 
Oourt  of  Equity  can  retain  this  Cause,  I  know  not 
ivhat  Cause  may  not  be  retained,  &  every  Man's  Prop- 
erty in  the  Province  be  decided  by  the  Govei^nor  in 
o'hanceiy. 

This  case  appears  to  me  so  clear  that  I  think  I  may 
^afely  trust  to  you  alone ;  but  if  you  think  it  necessary 
to  have  assistance  I  am  very  willing  to  fee  any  other 
Hentleman  of  the  Law  you  shall  desire.  On  this  point 
[  cannot  forbear  observing  how  willing  some  are  to  as- 
sist in  an  Act  of  mere  Powei',  when  others  are  not  wili- 
ng to  assist  on  the  other  side,  tho'  they  acknowledge 
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the  justice  of  the  Cause  to  be  with  me,  &  they  ac- 
knowledge that  tlieir  fears  prevent  them.  If  such 
should  be  the  general  Case  we  are  fitted  for  arbitrary 
Power  &  Slavery. 

I  shall  only  add  that  as  the  Bill  sets  forth  that  the 
half  salary  &  Perquisites  are  to  be  paid  to  the  Earl  of 
Dunmore,  I  must  insist  that  one  Cause  of  Demurrer  be 
that  he  is  interested  in  the  heart  of  the  Suit  and  can- 
not without  contradiction  to  the  first  principles  of  Jus- 
tice sit  as  a  Judge.  I  am  told  that  he  intends  to  call 
M*"  Hoi'smauden  to  sit,  but  in  that  case  the  Decree  must 
be  by  the  Chancellor.  You  know  what  I  cannot  avoid 
to  think  of  M''  Horsmanden.  I  flatter  myself  that  the 
Methods  to  be  taken  in  this  Suit  will  raise  the  indigna- 
tion &  abliorrence  of  all  honest  Men  in  this  Provmce 
who  know  Men  and  Things.     . 

I  cannot  finish  this  without  makeing  hearty  acknowl- 
edgments <fe  thanks  for  your  undertaking  my  cause  so 
willingly,  and  that  I  am  with  the  greatest  affection 
and  esteem,  Dear  Sir,

n*,  and  Process  has  issued  against  me — it  is  there- 
ncunil)ent  on  me  to  shew  to  your  Lordship  by 
light  T  claim  the  whole  Salary  and  Perquisites, 
eed  M'  Smith,  whose  advice  Lord  Dunmore 
-s,  must  be  convinced  of  my  Right,  otherwise  he 
would  have  advised  Lord  Dunmore  to  bring  the 
n  Chancery  where  his  Lordship  is  the  sole  Judge, 
lust  think  my  Title  such,  that  Lord  Dunmore 
not  recover  in  any  other  Court  of  Justice,  or  be- 

disintei-ested  ju<lge.     If  we  may  judge  from  M'

Many 
stances  can  ])e  i^iven  when  the  administration  of  G 
ernmcnt  has  been  in  the  Hands  of  the  L^  Governor 
Commander  in  Chief,  from  the  Death  of  one  Gover 
in  Chief  to  tlie  Arival  of  another,  and  no  instance  < 
l)e  given  at  Least  in  Sixty  years  })receeding  when 
L^  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief  did  not  receive 
I'etain  for  his  own  use  the  whole  salary  &  the  wL 
Perquisites. 

Lord  Dunmore  having  ordered  this  cause  to 
brought  l)efore  himself  in  Chancery,  no  man  can  do 
of  his  resolution  to  i^ive  a  Decree  in  his  own  favc 
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I  must  therefore  plead  and  Demur  for  which  I  have 
the  greatest  cause,  and  as  I  expect  that  he  will  over 
Rule  my  Plea  &  Demurrer,  I  am  resolved  to  appeal  to 
the  King  for  Justice  and  have  ordered  Council  1  to  be 
retained  in  England  for  that  purpose. 

You  may  Immagine  My  Lord  what  impression  these 
Proceedings  make  on  the  minds  of  the  People,  &  par- 
ticularly m  my  Case,  in  prejudice  to  his  Majestie's 
Service ;  &  you  may  he  assured  the  Impression  is  uni- 
versal in  all  ranks  of  the  People.  I  have  presumed  to 
write  thus  freely  to  your  Lordship  that  his  Majesty 
may  interpose  his  authority  by  ordering  the  Bill  in 
Chancery  to  be  dismissed.  This  I  humbly  pray  not 
(mly  in  Justice  to  myself,  })ut  likewise  to  remove  the 
prejudices  which  the  People  otherwise  may  entertain 
of  his  Majesty's  Ministers,  &  which  may  be  prejudicial 
to  his  Majesty's  Service. 

If  Lord  Dunmore  thinks  proper  he  may  sue  at  Com- 
mon Law. 

As  I  am  conscious  of  my  dutifull  endeavours  in  his 
Majesty's  service  in  a  series  of  many  years,  I  flatter 
myself  that  your  Lordship  will  think  this  affair  de- 
serves your  attention,  and  that  you  will  please  to  make 
a  full  representation  of  my  humble  Prayer  to  the  King 
that  his  Majesty  may  please  to  order  this  Bill  in  Chan- 
cery to  be  dismissed.

Lord  the  King  hath  no  Title  or  Equity  whereon  such 
Decree,  as  is  j)ray'd  for  by  the  same  Bill  can  l)e  grant- 
ed or  made  against  this  Defendant,  respecting  the  same 
First  because  his  bite  Majesty  King  William  the  *V^  in 
the  Bill  mentioned  could  not  by  Law  in  virtue  of  the 
Declaration  therein  set  forth,  aj)propriate  or  reserve 
for  the  use  or  disposal  of  his  royal  successors  or  either 
of  them  the  salary,  which  after  his  Demise,  might  l)e 
granted  to,  or  the  Perquisites  or  Emoluments  which 
might  thereafter  be  acquired  or  received  by  the  Lt 
Gov"  or  Commanders  in  chief,  for  the  exercise  of  the 
Administration  of  the  said  Government  on  the  Death 
of  a  Governor  in  Chief  thereof  Because  Secondly  the 
efficacy  of  the  said  Declaration,  if  any  it  ever  had,  al- 
together ceased  and  expii-ed  with  the  Life  of  the  said 
late  King,  nor  ever  since  hath  been,  nor  now  is,  of  any 
force  or  validity.  Because  Thirdly  according  to  the  Com- 
plainant's own  shewing  it  appears  that  the  Regulation 
directed  in  and  by  the  said  pretended  Declaration  of  the 
said  late  King  from  the  Time  of  his  Demise  hitherto,  hath 
not  been,  nor  now  is,  in  any  wise  adopted,  received,  ex- 
tended enforced  or  continued  as  Rule  or  establishment 
for  the  Support  of  the  L*'  Gov',  Commander  in  Chief 
or  President  of  the  Council  of  the  said  Province,  in 
case  of  the  Death  of  the  Gov'  in  chief  thereof  or  for 
the  disposal  or  application  of  the  Salary  or  Perquisites 
or  Emoluments,  which  from  Time  to  Time  or  any  Time, 
Iiave  arisen  or  accrued  or  might  arise  or  accrue,  on 
such  a  Contingency,  of  a  Moiety,  or  of  any  jmrt  thereof 
Because  4"*^^  It  appears  of  the  Complainants  own 
shewing,  that  the  royal  Instructions  on  that  sul)ject, 
from  Tune  to  Time  given  to  the  Gov'  in  Chief  of  the

Then 
fore  of  the  Complainants  own  shewing  it  appeal's  tha 
no  Regulation  or  Establishment,  is  in  any  wise  nuwl 
or  provided  by  the  said  Instruction  to  the  said  Si 
Henry  Moore,  resj)ecting  the  Salary,  Perquisites  c 
Emoluments  which  have  accrued  or  arisen  in  th 
exorcise  of  the  administration  aforesaid  by  this  D< 
feiu?  upon  or  since  the  death  of  the  said  Sir  Henr 
Moore  and  for  which  this  Def  is  now  call'd  in  que 
tioii,  l>ut  of  such  only  as  might  liave  become  due  to  th 
said  Sir  II.  Moore  in  his  Life  Time,  for  the  Exercise c

tions in  the  same  Bill  mentioned  to  any  former  Gov'  in 
Chief  of  the  said  Province  Have  nor  Hath  eithei   of

And  for  further 
Cause  of  Denuirrer  this  Deft  sheweth  that  he  is  re-

mu(*h  of  the  Salary,  Perquisites  and  Emoluments  for 
which  he  is  called   to  account,   he  hath  taken  &   re- 
ceived  Security  for,  whether  real  or  personal,  what 
Lands  or  other  Things  he  hath  taken  in  lieu  of  any 
sum  of  money  arising  therefrom,  and  what  other  Lamfs 
have  been  ])urchase((  by  him  or  any  Pei*son,  cfe  whom, 
for  himself:  or  others,  and  for  whom,  with  any   and 
how  much  of  any  Part  of  the  said  Salary,  Perquisites 
ik  Emoluments,  and  how  much  was  agreed  to  be  paid 
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for  such  Lands  or  otlier  Things  res])ectively.  Where- 
as acconling  to  the  Coinp**  own  shewing  this  Deft,  is 
required,  and  such  is  the  Scope  of  the  Bill  to  pay  & 
satisfy  one  full  Moiety  of  the  Salary  Perquisites  & 
Emoluments  accruing  between  the  Times  in  the  said 
Bill  mentioned,  and  not  to  assign  such  securities  if 
taken,  or  to  convey  such  Lands  if  Purchased  or  any 

Eart  tlnn-eof  for  the  use  of  his  Majesty.  And  this 
>eft  is  therefore  advised  that  he  ou^rht  not  to  be  call'd 
in  Question  touching  such  securities  or  Purchases  or 
compelled  to  render  any  account  concerning  the  same, 
this  I)f  conceiving  a  discovery  thereof  to  be  altogether 
foreign  and  impeitinent  <fe  souglit  after  with  no  other 
view  than  to  vex  and  injure  this  Df^  by  representing 
him  as  a  fi-audulent  Bankrupt.  Wherefore  and  for  di- 
vers other  Errors  <fc  Imperfections  appearing  in  the  s* 
Bill  this  Dft.  doth  Demurr  to  such  part  hereof  as  afores*^ 
and  huml>ly  Prays  the  Judgment  of  tliis  honourable 
Court  whether  he  shall  be  compelled  to  make  any 
answer  to  such  part  of  the  said  Bill  as  is  so  demurred 
unto.  And  as  to  the  residue  of  the  said  Bill  this  Dft. 
saveing  and  reserving  to  himself  all  benefit  and  ad- 
vantage of  Exception  to  the  tmj)erfections  &  Defi- 
ciencies thereof  IJoth  Answer  and  say  That  for  any 
Thing  he  knows  to  the  contrary,  it  may  lie  true  that

alledii^es,  this  Def  doth  denv  and  this  Dft  farther 
Answering  doth  admit  that  it  may  be  true  that  among 
the  Instructions  from  Time  to  Time  given  to  the  Gov^ 
in  Chief,  there  was  an  Instruction  of  the  same  import 
with  that  in  the  Bill  mentioned  as  one  of  the  royal  In- 
structions to  the  s*^  Sir  Henry  Moore,  Bait,  late  Gov' 
in  chief  of  this  Province — And  this  Deft  further 
AnsweriuiT  doth  admit  it  to  be  true  that  his  present 
Majesty,  by  his  Letters  Pattent  under  the  great  Seal 
of  Great  Britain,  bearing  date  as  in  the  Bill  mentioned,

And 
s  Dft  saith  that  he  liatli  for  upwards  of  fifty  years 
t  past,  from  time  to  time  been  Commissioned  and  em- 
)yed  intliis  Gov^  in  various  public  oftices  by  his  present 
liesty  and  several  of  his  royal  Predecessors  which 
th  given  him  constant  opj)ortunity  to  l)e  ac([uainted 
th  the  public  Business  &  oftices,  and  most  of  the  Gov" 
Conid"  in  Chief  of  this  Province  from  the  year  of 
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our  Lord  1720  when  lie  was  first  appointed  Surveyor 
tTen\  and  shortly  thereafter  one  of  ms  Majesty's  Coun- 
cil, down  to  the  present  Time,  that  during  this  long 
Period  the  Administration  of  Gov^on  the  Death  of  tlie 
Gov'  in  Chief,  hath  frequently  devolved  on  L*  Gov' and. 
President  of  the  Council,  and  this  Dft  allways  under- 
stood, and  has  i^ood  reason  to  believe,  that  upon  every 
sucli   Event,  wiiich  liath  from  Time  to  Time  hapen'^^ 
the  L'  Gov'  Com"  in  Chief  or  Presidents  of  the  Counc^^* 
who  respectively  exercised  the  Administration  of  Go 
received    and    enjoyed   the   whole    Salary  Perquisit 
&    Emoluments   which    arose  during  their  respectiw^^ 
Administrations   in   such   contingencies,   and  that  t^^ 
claim  was  on   any  such  occasion   interposed   for  tY^^^ 
Crown  thereto,  or  to  the  disposal  of  any  part  thei^^ 
of,  excej)t  in  one  single  Instance,  which  this  Dft  be^^^* 
leave  to  relate.     In  the  year  of  our  Lord  1731,  JoLb-^ 
Montgomerie,   Esq',  then  Gov'  in  chief  of  the  Pro"^^?^ 
ince  <iying,  and  the  administration  devolving  on  Ri^ 
Van  Dam,  Esq.  at    that  time  President  of   his  Mca-J 
esty's  Council,   simie  time  thereafter  William  Cosl^^" 
Esq.  who  had  succeeded  as  Gov'  in  Chief  arrived    xx: 
this  Province  and  caused  a  claim  to  be  interposed    ^^ 
l)ehalf  of  the  Crown  to  one  half  of  the  Salary  <fe 
quisites  which   had  accrued  to  and  been  received  I 
the  said  Ri})  Van  Dam,  in  the  course  of  his  admi 
istration,  l)etween  the  death  of  the  said   Gov'Mon^' 
gomerie  and  the  arrival  of  the  said  Gov'  Cosby,  an." 
this  Dft  well  rememl)ers  and  doubts  not  he  shall    l>^ 
able  to  prove  that  the  s^  claim  cfe  the  Proceeding'^ 
thereon    wei*e    generally   esteemed    unprecedented    ^ 
groundless,  and  excited  great  clamour  <fe  Discontents? 
and  tbo'  a  Suit  was  commenced  to  compell  the  sd.  Kip 
V.  D.  to  account  in  his  Majesty's  Court  of  Exchequer 
before  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  of  Judic^tui"*^ 
which   this  Deft,  then  understood  and  verily  l)elieve» 
was  advised  l^y  the  then  iVttorney  General  and  Coun- 
cil .for  the  Crown  to  be  the  proper  Judicature  lor 
the  determination  of  a  Controversy,  so  similar  in  its 
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circumstances  to  the  present,  yet  the  prosecution  there- 
of was  afterwards  relinquished  without  produceing 
any  other  Effects  than  violent  animosities  which  to* 
the  great  disquiet  of  the  Gov'  long  remained  unex- 
tinguished, the  8*^  R.  V.  D.  finally  retaining  as  this 
Dft  is  informd  &  believes,  &,  hopes  if  necessary  to 
prove  the  enjoyment  of  the  full  salary  &  Perquisites 
w^  had  accrued  during  such  administration.  And  this 
Dft.  further  answering  saith,  that  he  is  informed  &  be- 
lieves &  doubts  not  he  shall  be  able  to  prove  that  at 
the  Time  of  the  s**  supposed  Declaration  of  his  late 
Majesty  K.  W.  the  3*^  &,  for  some  years  thereafter 
Duties  were  raised  from  Time  to  Time  within  this 
Gov*  l)y  acts  of  Legislature,  &  granted  to  the  Crown, 
to  be  disposed  of  and  appropriated  according  to  the 
royal  Will  Pleasure  without  restraint  or  reserve,  & 
that  such  Duties,  as  they  were  from  Time  to  Time 
raised  &  collected  were  paid  into  the  Hands  of  a  Re- 
ceiver G^  appointed  by  the  Crown  and  independent  of 
the  G^  Assembly.  At  this  Period  his  Majesty  with- 
out the  intervention  of  the  s**  Gl  Assembly,  by  his  roy- 
al Instructions  or  otherwise  ascertained  <fe  granted  the 
Salary  which  should  be  paid  to  his  Gov'  in  chief  out 
of  the  s"^  Revenue.  And  this  Dft.  conceives  that  while 
the  H^  Fund  and  Establishment  subsisted  his  Majesty 
could  rightfully  enjoin  a  submission  to  the  Terms  men- 
tioned in  the  s**  Declaration  respecting  such  Salary,  or 
any  other  which  his  royal  Wisdom  might  direct.  The 
Gov'  L*  Gov.  &  Comd"  in  chief  then  receiving  their 
support  from  his  immediate  Bounty.  Nor  in  case  of 
the  death  of  a  Gov'  in  chief  could  there  have  been  any 
impropriety  in  reserving  for  his  own  royal  disposal  a 
Moiety  or  any  part  of  the  Salaiy  appointed  for  that 
office,  and  therefore  if  the  EstaV)lishment  inferred  l)y 
the  Comp*  from  the  s'^  Declaration  took  place  in  tliis 
Province  at  the  above  Period  which  this  Dft  neither 
knows  nor  admits,  it  might  be  reconciled  to  the  princi- 
ples of  Reason  and  Justice.  But  this  Dft.  saith  tliat 
ne  is  informed  and  believes,  and  doubts  not  he  shall  be 
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able  to  prove  that  for  a  great  number  of  yeai-s  last 
past  the  above  mentioned  mode  of  providing  and  grant- 
ing a  Revenue  to  the  Crown  by  provincial  Acts  of  Leg- 
islature  indeiinitely   and  without  appropriation  hath 
been  abolished,  and  instead  thereof  the  usage  now  is, 
and  long  hath  been  to  place  all  the  Revenue  so  raised 
into  the  Hands  of  a  Ti'easurer  appointed  by  the  House 
of  Assembly,  and  only  to  approi)riate  the  same  by  the 
authority  of  the  Gov'  the  Council  and  General  Assem- 
bly.    That  since  this  change  the  H.  of  Assembly  have 
I'etained  the  power  of  fixing  by  their  own  Resolutions, 
the  Salaries  of  the  Governors  cfe  other  officei'S  who  are 
su])i)orted  at  the   public  expense,  which  receives  the 
concurrence  of  the  Crown  no  otherwise,  than  by  the 
the  Gov"^  assent  to  the  Law  providing  for  the  payment 
of  such  Salaries.     And  this  Dft.  further  saith  that  tho' 
foi'inerly  such  Provision  for  the  support  of  the  Gov" 
and  other  })ublic  Officers  was  frequently  made  for  the 
Term  of  five  years  together,  yet  for  many  yeai's  last 
past,  the  same  hath  been  granted  annually  and  for  the 
servi(.'e  of  the  current  year.     And  this  Deft,  saith  that 
if  such  Establishment  c<mcerning  the  Salaries  of  the 
Governor  or  Comd""  in  Chief  as  is  suggested  in  tlie  Bill, 
ever  })r(»vaird  in  this  Gov*  it  is  reasoutable  to  conclude 
that  it  must  have   been   relinquished  and  laid   aside 
when  the  Crown  not  onlv  8ul)mitted  to  the  Assemblies 
fixing  the  Salary,  l)ut  enjoyed  no  longer  any  power, 
but  a  negative  thro'  the  Gov'  or  a  Right  of  Kepeal 
over  the  Fund  from  which  it  was  produced.    And  this 
Dft.  huml)ly  ccmceives  that  wdiere  the  Salary  is  the 
free  (n-ant  of  the  Peojde  l)y  their  Representatives,  con- 
firmed by  act  of  Legislature  it  is  utterly  improbable  to 
8ui)f)()se  that  his  sacred  Majesty  or  any  ot  his  royal 
Ancestoi's  could  have  meant  or  intended  by  theii*  In- 
structions to  secure  or  reserve  to  themselves  a  share  or 
Interest   in,   or  a  Right  of  action   to  any  Salary   so 
granted  in   Recompence  for  the  services  of  their   L' 
Gov'"  or  Com'^  in  chief,  and  for  the  suj)port  of  the  dig- 
nity of  their  G(>v\     And  from  hence  the  said   Deft 
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iceives  it  is  easy,  to  be  accounted  for  why  such  reser- 
tion  as  is  contended  by  tlie  Comp*  and  which  is  the 
)und  of  this  suit,  is  not  contain'd  in,  nor  can  be  in- 
r'd  from  the  royal  Instructions  of  his  s*^  present 
ijesty  to  the  s"^  Sir  H.  M.  or  any  former  Instructions 
which  the  said  Bill  refers.  And  altho'  this  Dft.  is 
prised  that  the  Instruction  respecting  the  Salary,  in 
present  Form,  and  as  it  has  for  many  years  been 
tided  down,  appears  to  be  inconsistent  with  the 
^ht  and  Title  derived  from  immediate  and  personal 
ants  of  the  provincial  Legislature  to  the  Gov"  in 
ef  or  to  the  L^  Gov"  or  Commanders  in  chief,  in 
tom  the  Salaries  have  from  Time  to  Time  been 
>ted,  yet  this  Dft.  conceives  that  the  continuance  of 
*h  Instructions  from  a  Period,  when  considering  the 
ght  of  the  Crown  to  the  sole  and  absolute  disposal 
the  public  Revenue,  it  might  have  been  proper  and 
ectual,  to  latter,  and  the  present  Times,  when,  in  the 
(Igm*  of  this  Deft,  it  could  not  and  cannot  be  obli- 
tory,  may  be  attributed  to  Inattention,  with  respect 
the  alteration  of  the  Revenue,  and  the  present  Mode 
tablished  for  the  support  of  Gov\  If  not,  to  an 
:nion  that  such  an  Instruction  however  destitute  of 
al  force,  might  have  sufficient  influence  on  the  Gov' 
chief,  from  prudential  motives,  from  the  fear  of  his 
ijesty 's  displeasure,  and  the  loss  of  office  in  case  of 
obedience.  And  that  such  Instruction  is  chiefly, 
not  altogether  calculated  to  enforce  the  submission 
the  Gov'  in  Chief,  and  to  protect  and  secure  the  L^ 
v^"  and  Com'  in  Chief  this  Dft.  concludes  may  be 
lected  from  the  Terms  in  which  it  is  (expressed. 
lcI  this  J)eft  further  answerins:  doth  admit  that  he 
s  Dft.  during  the  Time  in  the  Bill  for  that  purpose 
iitioned  continued  as  L*  Gov'  and  Comd'  in  Chief  to 
ircise  the  administration  of  the  Gov^  of  this  Province, 
id  this  Dft.  further  saith  that  in  and  by  a  certain 
t  of  the  Lejjislature  of  this  Province  made  and 
ssed  at  the  City  of  New  York  on  the  27^^  Day  of 
nuary  in  this  present  year  of  our  Lord  1770  Entitled 
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an  Act  for  the  payment  of  the  salaries  of  the  severa' 
officers   of   this   Colony    and    other    purposes   thereii 
mentioned,  it  is  enacted  that  the  Treasurer  of    tlii 
Colony  should   and   he  thereby  was  directed  and    r< 
quired  among  othei*  Things  to  pay  unto  this  Dft  as  I 
Gov'  of  this  Province  for  his  administring  the  Go\ 
thereof  from  the  12*^*"  day  of  September  1769  to   th 
1"'  day  of  ^ept'  1770,  after  the  rate  of  £2000  p'  annuir 
which  sum  (as  well  as  the  several  other  sums  thereii 
apj)lied  are  thereby  directed  to  be  paid  V)y  the  Treasure 
on  VV  airant  or  Wari'ants  to  be  drawn  by  this  Dft.    o 
the  CoukU  in  Chief  for  the  Time  being,  by  &  with  fct/ 
advice  ife   consent  of  his  Majesty's  Councill   of  thiJ 
Colony,  and  that  the  Rec^  of  this  Dft.  and  of  the  8«^' 
eral  Persons  named  in  the  s"^  Act,  endorsed  on  the    S 
W  should  be  to  the  Treasurer  good  vouchers  and  E>is 
chai'ges  for  so  much    as   should  be  there])y  ackno^ 
ledged  to  l)e  received,  as  by  the  s**  act  of  Legislatui'^ 
to  \vhicli  the  Dft.  refen-s,  and  on  which  he  relies,  hor^ 
ready  to  be  produced  may  moi*e  fully  appear.    At^c 
this  Dft.  further  answering  saith,  that  he  hath  receivec 
no  salarv  for  the  administration  of  the  s^  Gov'  from  th^ 
V  day  of  Sept'  last  past  untill  the  IS'^  daj  of  Octo' 
last  when  his  Lordship  the  now  Gov'  in  chief  arriv^^J 
Avithin  this  Province,  no  provision  being  hitherto  made 
by  Law  for  that  purpose    But  this  Dft.  further  answer- 
ino:  doth  admit  that  by  force  and  virtue  of  the  before 
mentioned  Act  he  hath   received  from  Abr.  Lott,  Esq- 
Treasurer  of  the  s'^  Colony  the  sum  of  £1327  :  17 :  L 
being    the    amount  of   this    Deft.   Salary  as  L^  Gov' 
af ores''  and  pi'ovided  for  and  given  to  him  by  the  s 
Act   for   administi'ing   thi^    Gov'    aforesaid   from  the

Lord''  Commission   as   Gov'"  in   chief  as  afores**  untili 
the  s'*  first  day  of  Se])^"  now  last  ])ast  (that  is  to  say) 
after  \]w  Kate  of  the  said  £2000  p'  Annum,  which  M 
mentioned  Sum  of  £1827:   17:   1.  was  paid  bytbes 
Treasuier  to  this  Dft.  in  ])ur8uance  of  the  s^  act  and  of 
a  W^  01-  W^'*  issued  before  his  Lord*'  arrival  by  this 
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Dft  as  L*  Gov''  cfe  Comd'  in  chief  af**  by  and  with  the 
advice  and  Consent  of  his  Majesty's  Council,  agreeable 
to  the  directions  of  the  s''  act.  And  this  Dft.  saith 
that  the  Salary  between  the  days  last  mentioned 
V)eing  gi'anted  to  and  vested  in  him  by  an  exj^ress 
Law,  He  conceives  and  is  advised  that  he  is  not 
chargeable  &  cannot  be  compellable  to  pay  any  part 
thereof  to  our  now  Lord  the  King,  or  to  any  other 
Person  who  is  or  may  be  authorized  to  receive  the 
same  for  his  Majesty's  use.  This  Dft.  expressly  deny- 
ing that  it  came  to  his  Hands  for  the  use  of  his  s'^ 
Majesty  in  the  proportion  in  the  Bill  Mentioned,  or  in 
any  other  Proportion,  or  as  his  Majesty's  Bailiff  Re- 
ceiver or  Trustee,  as  in  the  Bill  is  imtruly  suggested. 
But  declaring  and  Insisting  that  he  received  the  same 
&  every  pait  thereof  as  the  free  grant  of  his  Majesty's 
Subjects  of  this  Province,  for  his  this  Dft'*  Services 
in  the  administration  of  the  s^  Gov*  for  the  Time  afores^ 
as  in  duty  to  his  Majesty  and  in  obedience  to  his  royal 
Instructions  to  the  s*^  Sir  H.  M.  this  Dft.  might  lawfully 
do.  And  he  humbly  hopes  that  as  he  neither  was  nor 
is  conscious  of  any  Trust  respecting  the  s^  Salary  to 
which  he  was  or  can  be  subject  for  the  Kings  Benefit 
Nor  of  any  obligation  to  accoimt  for  the  same  or  any 
part  thereof  to  any  Person  whomsoever.  But  received 
the  whole  thereof  on  a  firm  perswasion  and  in  full  con- 
fidence that  it  was  his  own  absolute  Property,  so  he 
may  be  permitted  to  keep  and  enjoy  it  without  controul 
or  moUestation,  as  in  justice  and  good  Conscience  he 
conceives  he  has  an  undoubted  Bight.  And  this  Dft. 
further  saith  that  shortly  after  the  arrival  of  his  Lord^ 
the  Gov'  in  chief  this  Dft.  received  a  verbal  Message 
from  his  s^  Lord^  by  his  private  Secrettary  Capt"  Foy, 
with  a  Paper  entitled  an  Exti*act  of  a  Letter  from  the 
Earl  of  Hillsborough  to  Lord  Dunmore  dated  White- 
hall, July  16***  1770,  which  is  in  the  Words  &  figures 
following:  The  inclosed  copy  of  a  Declaration  made 
by  King  William  at  the  Treasuiy  Board  in  1698,  Avill 
inform  your  Lordship  of  the  Regulation  established 
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with   res]>ect  to  tlie  Eniolumenta  of  the  Gov"  in  Am- 
ei'ica,  ill  case  of  a  Dissohitiou  of  Gov'  1)V  the  Death  or 
al)seiice  of  the  Chief  Gov"".     And  it  is  his  Majesty's 
Pleasure  that  a  Moiety  of  the  Perquisites  and  Emohi- 
nients  of  the  (lov'  of  New  York  he  aceount^id  for  and 
paid  to  your  Lordsliij)  from  the  date  of  your  Commid- 
siou  to  the  Time  of  your  arrival,  signed  Hillsl^orough. 
And  this  Dft.  saith  that  coiiceivinjj  by  the  said  Letter 
ife  -Messasre  that  his  said  Lordshij)  the  Gov'  in  chief 
expected  that  this  Dft.  would  ])ay  him  one  half  of  the 
Perquisites  <t  Emoluments  of  this  Gov*^  from  the  date 
of  his  Loi'dsp""  Conunission  to  the  Time  of  his  arrival, 
this  Dft.  exj)ress\l  to  the  s'^  Captain  Foy  his  suiimse 
at  a  Deman<l  so  unexpected,  and  reju'esented  to  hiin 
the  Reasons  &  Obji^ctions  which  thus  occurred  to  him 
against  the  Justice  thereof.     That  the  said  Capt°  Foy 
aj)j)eared  to  decline  the  subject,  and  recjuested  this  Dft. 
to  let  him  know  what  answer  lie  should  return  to  his 
Lordsliij).     And  this  Dft.  then  desired  him  to  acquaint 
his  Lordship  that  he  would  attend  him  the  next  Morn- 
ing   on   the    s'^    subject.     That  accordingly  this    Dft. 
waited  ui>on    his  Lordship   and   repeateif   to    him  his 
Reasons  tt;  Objections  against  a  compliance  with  the  s** 
Demand.     That    hi-*    Lordship    seemed    to  evade  any 
argument,  but  insisted  in  strong  Terms  that  his  Majesty 
had  a  Right,  that  it  was  his  Duty  to  prosecute  for  it, 
and  that  lie  dai-ed  not  do  otherwise.     And  this  Dft. 
saith  that  liav(^ing  no  other  Evidence  than  an  uuauthen- 
ticate<l  Extract  of  a  Letter  from  the  said  Earl  of  Hills- 
borough to  his  said  Lordship  the  Gov"  in  chief  he  can- 
not a(hnit  it  to  lie  a  legal  or  sufficient  Declaration  of 
his  Majesty's  Pleasure  in  a  Matter  of  so  much  moment 
to  this  Dft.  1)Ut  leaves  the  Comp?  to  the  proofe  thereof 
as  the  law  directs.     And  this  Dft.  also  submits  to  his 
said  Lordshi[)  whether  tli(^  said  Extract  or  the  Letter 
itself  were  it  produced  tt  })roved  is  a  })roper  and   leijal 
Grant  or  disposal  by  his  Majesty,  of  his  Interest^if 
any  he  has  in  the  said  Salary,  so  admitted  to  be  received 
by  this  J>ft.  as  afores''  or  a  sufficient  cfe  legal  appoint-

ment  of  his  Lordship  as  his  Majesty's  Trustee  or 
Receiver  to  receive,  sue  for,  acquit  <fe  discharge  the 
same.  And  if  it  should  be  adjudged  by  his  Lord*'  to 
amount  to  a  Grant  thereof  to  his  Lord^  or  only  to  an 
appointment  <fe  substitution  of  his  Lord*"  as  his  Majesty's 
Trustee  or  Receiver,  to  sue  &  call  this  Dft.  to  account 
and  to  Receive  ;  and  acquit  &  Discharge  this  Dft.  from 
the  same,  whether  in  either  case  his  Lord*"  ought  to 
take  Cognizance  in  a  course  of  Equity  of  this  Cause 
respecting  the  Salary  so  answered  unto  l>y  this  Dft. 
as  afores^  And  this  Dft.  doth  deny  all  unlawfuU 
Combination  <fe  Confederacy  w^ithout  that  any  other 
Matter  or  Thing  in  the  Coraplt'  said  Bill  of  Complaint 
contain'd  material  or  effectual  for  this  Dft.  to  make 
answer  unto,  and  not  herein  before  Demurr'd  and 
answer'd  unto,  confess'd  or  avoided,  traversed  or 
denyed  is  true,  All  which  Matters  and  Things  this  Dft. 
is  ready  to  aver  justify  maintain  &  prove  as  tJiis  hon^'® 
Court  shall  order  and  direct.  And  this  Dft.  humbly 
Prays  to  be  hence  dismiss'd  with  his  reasonable  Costs 
&  Charges  in  this  behalf  most  wTongfuUy  sustain'd.

Honoured  Sir, 

It  is  not  unusual  to  court  the  rising  Sun,  nor  are 
the  Ties  of  Duty  always  strong  enough  to  resist  its  In- 
fluence.

tlierefore  perform  the  Trust  you  repose  in  me  vi±h. 
Cheerfulness  and  Fidelity.     I  have  considered  all  jotxt 
Kemarks  on  the  Bill.     Some  material  Things  have  ^5Sr 
oaped  you.     One  indeed  which  I  think  the  Principl^- 
You'l  be  pleased  to  recollect,  that  King  William  inbi^is 
declaration  which  is  the  ground  work  of  this  suit  oa3.y 
reserves  to  himself  the  Disposal  of  a  Moiety  of  t 
Salary  without  any  mention  of  perquisites  or  Emol 
ments.     Now  supposing  the  Declaration  capable,  whi<3b 
it  is  not,  of  establishing  a  Right  in  the  Crown  to " 
the  Salary,  it   still   does   not   affect   the   perq[ui8it^ 
Neither  does  the  Salary  now  in  question  fall  within  i 
meaning,  the  moiety  there  spoken  of  being  that  whi  c 
might  become  due  or  be  allotted  to  the  Govemour    i 
chief ;  but  liere  the  Salary  is  a  personal  Grant  to  yoxxx* 
Honour  as   Lieut.  Governour  by  act  of  Legislation- 
This  seems  to  me  a  fair  Construction,  especially  as  ^^ 
ha^t  this  Declaration  ought  to  be  construed  stricbl^^^ 
the  power  being  so  questionable.     In  my  judgment, 
no  more  could  be  offered,  it  would  constitute  a  f^ 
Defence.     I  could  point  out  many  other  essential  Ob- 
jections, but  they  are  referred  for  a  more  matui'e  De- 
lil)eration.     As  you  are  unfortunately  circumstanced, 
it  is  much  easier  to  suggest  than  to  take  advantage  of 
them  in  a  Course  of  proceeding.    For  which  we  mast

Q.  Whether  a  Secrettary  of  State  can  by  his  Letter 
only  Lnpower  any  Person  to  Receive  the  Kings  Debts 
<k  to  (lischarire  them  ife  whether  a  Decree  in  Chancery 
can  be  a  sufficient  Discharge.  If  a  Secretary  of  States 
Letter  be  of  sufficient  authority  whether  it  ought  not 
to  be  set  forth  verbatim  and  the  whole  of  it,  because 
the  powers  given  may  be  restrained  to  certain  Circum- 
stances ife  limited — and  it  may  appear  from  it  that  the 
money  is  given  to  the  Gov*"  for  his  use. 

If  a  Court  of  Chancery,  have  no  authority  relating 
to  the  Kings  Del)ts,  nor  cannot  determine  the  Right, 
then  the  Proceedings  nuist  be  entirely  vexatious  &  in- 
jurious, and  an  appeal  ought  Certainly  to  be  allowed. 
The  E(piity  side  of  the  exchequer  seems  to  exclude  the 
chancery  from  intermeddling  in  any  case  of  the  King's 
Debts.  The  liarons  of  Exchecpier  Avho  judge  between 
the  King  and  subject  were  always  qxtaru  diu  heM 
(jes-^erint 

May  I  not  in  the  Demurrer  a]>ply  to  his  Lordships 
honour  whether  he  be  not  interested  in  the  event  of  the 
suit  tt  expects  to  Receive  what  is  Recovered  Jio  his 
own  use,  tfe  whether  he  will  take  upon  himself  to  judge 
in  such  Suit. 

Bhickstone  is  so  very  explicit  in  asserting  that  Ap- 
])eals  are  allowed  from  interlocutory  Decrees  in  Equity, 
that  I  cannot  doubt  of  his  wi-iting  on  good  authority. 
If  on  any  case  an  appeal  be  allowed  it  must  be  in  mine. 
IIow<*ver  I  would  aj)peal  on  lilackstone's  authority  & 
let  it  be  refused — the  refusal  must  be  at  their  peril. 

May  we  not  ap])eal  to  the  King  without  adding  in 
his  Privy  Coiuicil  because  the  aj)peal  may  be  to  the

Entry  of  King  William's  Declaration :  or  it  may  be 
found  that  tliis  Little  material  word  is  not  on  that 
Entry.  You  will  please  to  consult  wuth  my  council 
upon  this  head,  and  take  their  directions  for  making  a 
carefull  inspection  of  the  original  Entry  at  the 
Treasury.  For  tho'  we  deny  that  the  Declaration  is 
of  any  force  now  yet  a  discovery  of  such  an  alteration 
would  overset  every  pretended  effect  of  it. 

It  is  remarkable  that  King  Williams  Declaration, 
which  as  it  stands  inserted  in  the  Bill  is  defective,  in- 
consistent and  repugnant  to  common  Justice,  would  by 
striking  out  the  word  (of)  in  that  Place  become  con- 
sistent and  equitable.  The  King  had  a  Eight  to  dis- 
pose of  the  salary  according  to  his  Pleasure,  at  a  Time 
when  it  was  given  solely  by  him,  but  he  could  at  no 
Time  have  a  Kight  to  divert  the  Perquisites  &  Emolu- 
ments from  the  Person  who  executed  the  office.  By 
the  Declaration  the  first  is  done,  omit  the  Word  (of) 
the  Latter  is  not  done,  and  the  subsequent  clauses  are 
then  consistent  which  in  the  other  case  they  are  not. 
There  is  some  uncertainty  here  about  the  date  of  the 
Declaration,  whether  it  be  in  1697  or  98.  I  mention 
this  lest  a  mistake  might  mislead  you  in  searching  for 
the  Entry.

May  itjylease  you?*  LorcUhi]) : 

Long  distingiiislied  by  repeated  Marks  of  the  Royal 
Favour  jind  Confidence,  it  is  with  great  anxiety  the 
Lieut.  Governor  finds  it  incompatible  with  his  just 
Rights,  to  yield  Obedience  to  the  most  distant  intiiua^ 
tion  of  his  majesty's  Pleasure.  But  in  the  Eve  of  Life 
to  l)e  jdung'd  into  a  public  defence  of  those  rights,  to 
encounter  the  Crown  in  an  expensive  and  unequal 
Course  of  Litigation,  to  >)e  marked  with  the  Imputation 
of  a  Breach  of  Trust — in  short,  to  be  represented  (for 
so  nuich  lie  thinks  the  Bill  plainly  implies)  as  a  fraud- 
ulent Banki*uj)t  who  has  artfully  vested  his  Estate  in 
others  to  elude  the  hand  of  Justice,  are  unlook'd  for 
misfortunes  which  he  cannot  but  lament. 

Under  these  Circumstances,  My  Lord,  which  equally 
affect  both  his  honour  and  his  Interest,  we  hope  this 
defence  will  meet  \\\i\\  an  indulgent  Reception.  Ap- 
prised of  its  delicate  Tendency,  and  of  my  inability  to 
ead  in  an  unljeaten  Path,  it  is  too  probable,  I  may  fail 
in  managing  it  to  the  best  advantage.  I  shall  how^ever, 
with  the  greatest  Deference  and  submission  to  your 
Lordship,  endeavour  to  acquit  myself  with  fidelity  and 
candour,  by  omitting  nothing  I  conceive  material  or 
im])ortant,  and  avoiding  every  Thing,  which  in  my 
Oj)iniou  may  be  trivial  or  imj)roper.  In  examining  a 
Subject  whicli,  formerly  excited  the  most  unhappy  con- 
tests, and  yet  lias  never  received  a  judicial  Decision,  I 
flatter  myself  I  shall  stand  excused  in  exercising  that

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^'reedoni  which  is  so  necessary  in  every  enquiry  after 
rrutb,  notwithstanding  it  must  oblige  us  to  oppose  the 
lentinients  of  his  Majesty's  Minister,  who  by  his  Letter 
;o  your  Lordship,  doubtless  is  perswaded  that  this 
ilaim  is  fully  justified  by  ancient  Establishment. 

Altho'  we  are  now  come  to  a  Hearing  on  the  De- 
nurrer,  yet,  as  should  that  prove  substantial,  his 
Majesty's  Title  to  part  of  the  salary,  and  to  all  the 
Perquisites  and  Emoluments  will  be  sapped  to  the 
foundation.  The  present  Debate,  reaching  the  Merits  of 
;he  Controversy,  is  of  the  utmost  Moment.  To  give  it 
lue  weight,  to  prevent  Misapprehensions,  and  to  explain 
Qyself  with  order  &  perspicuity,  I  have  not  thought  it 
nworthy  of  the  deliberation  oi  a  written  argument. 

But  before  we  take  up  the  Demurrer  itself  it  is 
roper  to  give  some  account  of  the  Bill  which  strip'd 
f  tne  incumbrances  of  form,  may  be  reduced  to  a  few 
lain  facts.  The  Declaration  of  King  William  is  the 
tasis  on  which  it  is  built ;  and  it  is  alledged  that  atten-

lent.  That  the  said  half  salary  should  not  on  any 
ccount  be  diverted  for  the  fuhire  fi'om  such  Lieut, 
irovernor  or  Commander  in  Chief.  That  the  Governor 
a  Chief  should  not  pretend  to  receive  or  take  to  him- 
elf  upon  any  account  whatsoever  any  part  of  the  said 
<(lf  salari/j  Perquisiks  or  Emoluments  due  or  accrue- 
Qg  to  the  Lieut.  Governor  or  Commander  in  Chief, 
uring  the  absence  of  such  Governor  in  Chief  or  untill 
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his  arival  upon  the  Place.     His  Majesty  likewise  Te- 
serving  to  himself  the  Disposal  of  the  other  Moiety  o^ 
the  said  Salary^  from  the  Date  of  the  Commission   ot 
such  Governor  in  Chief  untill  his  actual  arrival  witb."*^^ 
the  Government." 

This  is  charged  in  the  Bill  to  be  a  Regulation  a 
Establishment  according  to  the  form  and  effect  whex*^- 
of,  his  present  Majesty,  and  his  royal  Pro^enitoX*^^ 
Kings  and  Queens  of  England,  have  directed  in  €mA\ 
their  Instructions  from  that  Period ;  among  which  th^x*€3 
from  Time  to  Time  was  and  is,  an  article  of  the  santi.^ 
Import  with  tliat  to  Sir  Henry  Moore,  particularly 
forth — (to  wit) 

''  And  whereas  we  are  willing  in  the  best  manner 

Provide  for  the  support  of  the  Government  of  the  sa^id 
rovince,  by  setting  apaii;  a  sufficient  allowance  to  sacjh 
as  shall  l>e  our  Governor,  Lieut.  Governor,  Command ^x 
in  Chief  or  President  of  our  Council,  residing  for  tli€ 
Time  being  within  the  same;  our  will  and  pleasLii*© 
therefore  is  that  when  it  shall  happen  you  shall    be 
absent  from  New  York,  one  full  Moiety  of  the  salary 
and  of  all  Perquisites  and  Emoluments  whatsoevrer, 
which  would  otherwise  become  due  unto  you  shall  dur- 
ing the  Time  of  your  abse?ice  be  paid  and  satisfied  unto 
such  Lieut.  Governor  Commander  in  chief,  or  President 
of  the  Council  who  shall  be  resident  for  upon  the  Place 
for  the  Time  being,  which  we  do  hereby  allot  unto  him 
towards  his  maintainance  and  for  the  better  supjwrt  of 
the  Dignity  of  that  our  Government" 

My  Lord,  as  the  Title  of  the  Crown  centers  in  this 
Instruction  and  the  Declaration,  it  is  necessaiy  that 
they  should  both  be  kept  in  view  for  which  reason^  I 
have  recited  them  at  large.  The  other  Passages  till 
we  come  to  the  Relief  which  is  sought,  may  be  briefly 
summed  up  (to  wit) 

That  Sir  Henry  Moore  being  constituted  Governor 
in  Chief  arrived  and  published  his  Commission  on  the 
13*^*"  Day  of  Noveml)er  1765,  and  was  thereby  legally 
invested  in  that  office.

Date  of  the  Commission  of  such  Governor  in  chief, 
;ill  his  actual  ai-rival  of  nght  belonged  to  the  King 
be  disposed  of  according  to  his  Royal  Will  ana 
^asnre :  but  nevertheless  to  be  received  by  the  Defen- 
it  for  his  Majesty's  use,  and  to  be  accounted  for  as 
Majesty's  Bailiff,  Receiver  or  Trustee.  That  by 
tue  thereof  from  the  second  day  of  January  last,  the 
-6  of  your  Lordship's  Commission  untill  the  18"*  Day- 
October  when  your  Lordship  arrived,  he  hath 
eived  for  the  use  of  his  Majesty  and  himself  in  the 
^portions  aforesaid  Salary,  Perquisites  &  Emolu- 
nts  to  a  Considerable  amount.  That  his  Majesty 
:'li  signified  his  Royal  Will  &  Pleasure  that  the 
►iety  thereof  shall  be  accounted  for  and  Paid  to  your 
rdship  of  which  the  Defendant  hath  had  due  notice, 
fhe  scope  of  the  Bill  is  therefore  to  corapell  the 
fendant  to  discover  what  he  hath  so  received  since 
Death  of  the  said  Sir  Henry  Moore — How  much  of 
salary  yet  remains  unpaid — How  much  hath 
med  as  Perquisites  and  Emoluments — How  much 
reef  hath  been  recovered  and  what  remains  unpaid 
i  by  whome — How  much  he  hath  taken  security  for, 
i  to  whome  made  payable ;  and  to  set  forth  such 
urities — what  real  Securities  he  he  hath  taken,  what 
ds  or  other  things  have  been  taken  in  lieu  of  any 
•h  money,  and  for  how  much — What  other  Lands 
t^e  been  purchased  by  him  or  any  other  Person,  and 
om  for  himself  or  others,  and  tor  whom,  with  any 
ih  Money,  and  how  much  was  paid,  or  agreed  to  be 
d  for  such  Lands  or  other  things  respectively — And 
tly  that  his  Majesty  may  be  paid  and  satisfied  one 
1  moiety  of  all  and  singular  the  said  Salary  Perquis- 
i  &  Emoluments. 
Phis  is  in  a  few  words  the  substance  of  the  Bill.    To 
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SO  much  as  seeks  a  Discovery  of  the  Salary  from  the 
Death  of  Sir  Henry  Moore  to  the  Date  of  your  Lord- 
ships Commission ;  and  of  all  the  Perquisites  t^'Efno- 
himentii  the  Defendant  hath  Demurred.  And  to  tlie 
residue  of  the  Complaint  hath  fully  answered. 

It  is  our  j)i*esent  Business  my  Lord,  to  point  out  and 
mention  the  several  causes  of  Demurrer,  and  for  metliod 
sake,  we  shall  range  them  under  three  general  Heads 
of  Enquiry.

administration,  on  the  death  of  a  Governour  in  Chief- 
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"t  is  a  remark,  my  Lord,  of  an  excellent  author  that 
re  cannot  be  a  stronger  proof  of  that  genuine  Free- 
ti  which  is  the  boast  of  Great  Britain  than  the  power 
iiscussing  and  examining  with  Decency  and  Respect 

Limits  of  the  Kings  Prerogative.  However  trans- 
<laiU^  they  are  not  absolute  or  Indefinite :  but  so  ad- 
asured  by  the  common  law,  as  we  learn  by  my  Lord 
ke  (2*^  Inst.

s  of  Nature,  of  Liberty,  of  Reason  and  Society,  has 
rays  been  esteemed,  even  when  the  Prerogative  was 
the  highest^  a  part  of  the  Common  Law  of  England 
o  Regibiis  miinita  ant  libera  PoUstas  and  according 
Bracton  Rex  dsbit  esse  sub  Lege  quia  Lex  facit 
gem. 

Upon  these  Principles  in  support  of  our  first  Cause 
Demurrer  Ave  shall  take  the  Liberty  of  enquiring 
w  far  the  Declaration  of  King  William  even  had  it 
3n  pointed  and  express  would  legally  reserve  a  moiety 
the  Perquisites  <fe  Emoluments  of  administration  ? 
The  term  Perquisites  from  Perquisitus  signifies  a 
ofit  or  any  thing  gain'd  by  ones  own  Labour  or  In- 
stiy.  By  Emoluments  may  be  understood  all  Bene- 
^  or  advantages  arising  from  an  office  or  an  Estate. 
Both  terms  seem  to  be  considered  in  the  Declaration 
sinonimous,  and  perhaps  it  is  difficult  as  applied  to 
t*  subject  to  form  the  Idea  of  a  Distinction.  But 
^  word  Salary,  Ave  shall  shew  in  its  proper  Place, 
plies  that  reward  which  is  peculiarly  assigned  by  the 
own  or  the  Legislature  for  the  Exercise  of  the  Ad- 
laistration. 

The  Terms  thus  explained,  we  beg  leave,  on  the 
thority  of  a  learned  judge  to  observe  that  altho  it  is 
Maxim  that  the  King  can  do  no  wrong  it  does  not 
low  that  everything  transacted  in  a  course  of  Govern- 
int  is  Just  and  Laudable,  The  King  is  incapable  of 
ing  or  thinhing  wrong ;  he  can  never  mean  to  do  an 
'j)roper  Thing :  in  him  is  no  folly  or  weakness ;  and

therefore  if  the  Crown  should  he  induced  to  an 
contrary  to   Reason,  or  prejudicial   to   the  Commoi 
wealth  or  a  private  subject,  the  Law  will  not  suppose 

the  Kin^  to  have  meant  what  was  uuAvise  or  injurioos 

but  attributes  it  to  the  fault,  to  the  error,  or  the  inai         ~ 
vertence  of  those  to  whom   he  commits  the  manj 
ment  of  the  public  concerns. 

In  this  lii^ht  it  is  we  wish  to  be  understood  in  trea 
ing  of  tliose  Acts  of  Sovereignty  which  our  Subj( 
points  out. 

We  acknowledire  tliat  the  King  is  the  fountain  of 
Honinirs   and   Offices.     The  Constitution  hath  vesb 
him  with  the  sole  power  of  dispensing  them  accordii 
to  liis  Royal  Pleasure.     But  when  the  Honour  or  tl 
office  is  conferrM,  it  is  not   to   be   admitted  that  t] 
Possessor   can   arbitrarily  be   stripVl  of   the  BeneS- 
annexed  to  it  by  Law.     A   Commoner,  for  instance 
eunol>le(l  is  raised  to  exalted  Privileges.    And  is  it  iiL<:>t 
repugnant  to  tlie  principles  of  the  Constitution  to  set 
pose  tliat  tlie  Prince,  by  a  mere  Act  of  Power  can    ^ 
grade  him  i     Unless  for  some  offence,  he  cannot  be 
eluded  from  a  share  in  the  Legislature,  and  this  only  "bjT 
the  Judgment  of  his  Peers.     For  the  worst  of  crimen 
he  cannot  be  debarred   of   a  Tryal   at  their  august 
Tribunal.     In  short  he  is  indel)ted  to  the  Bounty  of  th6 
Crown  alone  for  his  elevation,  but  it  is  the  Law  of  tbe 
Land  which  prescribes  and  secures  all  the  Immunities 
flowins:  from  his   (list  in  finished   Rank.     So  while  »d 
Office  is  vested  in  a  sul)ject,  the  advantages  incident  to 
it  are  his  Inheritance.     If  in  compensation  of  his  ser- 
vices, Avhether  of  a  Public  or  private  nature  he  obtains 
a  Reward,  if  he    receives  a  Salaiy  or   Perquisites  or 
Emoluments  for  the  Exercise  of  the  Duties  of  hisFuac- 
tions,  they  become  his  riijlit  full  property^  which  cannot 
be  alienated  without  his  consent,  or  forfeited  without 
his  Demerit     I  should  think  the  Daily  Labourer  not 
more  firmly  secured  in   the  enjoyment  of  his  W^^e^ 
than  the  highest  officer  in  the  benefits  legally  derive' 
from  his  Employments.     How  indeed  can  it  becoi 
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ceived  that,  because  he  is  favoured  by  a  gracious  Prince 
with  Preferment  that  he  therefore  holds  the  Wealth  it 
has  enabled  him  to  accumulate  on  a  Tenure  more  feeble 
&  precarious  than  the  meanest  Peasant  enjoys  his 
Pittance  ? 

Besides  it  is  humbly  submitted  to  your  Lordship 
whether  a  contrary  Principle  might  not  be  equally  de- 
rogatory to  the  honour  of  the  Crown  &  the  Rights  of 
the  People  ? 

What  could  more  diminish  our  veneration  for  the 
Royal  Character  than  to  see  the  Prince  condescending 
to  Bargain  for  a  share  of  the  Fruits  of  his  SuVjjects 
Labour  and  Industiy,  converting  his  Lieut.  Governor 
(to  speak  in  the  Language  of  the  Bill)  into  a  Bailiff : 
and  assuming  a  Right  to  exact  from  him  a  Moiety  of 
what  the  Laiv^  not  the  Royal  Muniiicence  has  assigned 
for  his  support.  I  speak  it  with  the  greatest  submis- 
sion— it  is  unreasonable,  it  is  repugnant  to  eveiy  Idea  of 
our  illustrious  Monarchy  to  suppose  a  system  so  con- 
tracted could  ever  have  been  intended  or  prevailed  in 
the  British  Dominions. 

Nor  are  the  Mischiefs  with  which  it  might  be  preg- 
nant inconsiderable.  Could  it  be  justified  with  respect 
to  Plantation  Governments ;  might  it  not  on  the  same 
Principle  be  extended  as  the  Rule  for  every  Place  of 
Profit  under  the  Crown,  from  the  Lord  Chancellor's 
down  to  the  lowest  oflficer  in  the  state  ?  All  might  be 
made  tributary  to  the  Royal  Coffers,  and  in  any  Pro- 
portion that  should  be  demanded.  The  consequence 
too  probable  would  be  that  oflficers  of  the  highest  Dig- 
nity <fe  Importance  must  sink  into  Discredit,  the  Public 
be  badly  served,  and  a  Profusion  of  Wealth  drawn  in- 
to the  Treasury  by  means  which  the  Constitution  never 
intended,  and  which  no  Policy  or  Reason  can  reconcile. 
Neither  the  mtgidarity  of  the  Case,  nor  the  Distance 
of  OUniate  afford  room  for  Distinction.  What  would 
be  unjust  or  inexpedient  in  England  must  appear  in 
the  same  point  of  Light,  tho  it  has  America  for  its  Ob- 
ject.    I  need  not  to  a  Peei*  of  Great  Britain,  who  so 
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well  iinderstaiuls  our  excellent  Constitution,  to  a  natural 
(Tuanliau  of  the  honour  of  the  Prince  and  the  Ricrhts 
of  the  Subject,  expatiate  on  the  evils  of  which  so  illib- 
eral a  system  might  be  ]>ro(luctive. 

May  I  b(^  permitted  only  to  add  that  when  it  was 
found  necessary  in  the  Parent  Kingdom  that  offices 
should  cimtribute  to  the  Kings  permanent  Revenue  no 
less  authority  was  conceived  effectual  tlian  an  Act  of 
Pdrliainent^  Avhich  instead  of  a  Moiety,  assessed  no 
more,  than  a  shilling  in  the  Pound  on  the  annual  In- 
come :  I  allude  to  that  highly  popular  statute  passM  in 
the  3P^  year  of  King  George  the  Second. 

My  Lord,  I  nuist  not  be  understood  as  censiuing 
King  Williams  Declaration.  The  slightest  attention 
will  evince  that  this  gracious  Prince  had  nothing  less 
in  view,  than  to  avail  himself  of  the  Perquisites  which 
might  arise  in  this  (xovernment.  He  has  made  no 
reservation  of  this  nature;  nor  hath  any  of  his  royal 
successors.  I  offer  these  arguments  to  combat  a  con- 
struction rejMignant  to  Reason  and  good  Policy,  and  I 
may  add  to  the  Principles  of  natural  Justice. 

Hut  even  if  King  William  could  lawfully  have  ap- 
pr()i)riated  to  himself  one  half  of  the  Perijfii^it^s  and 
Eniolunients^  If  it  was  as  dear  that  he  had  done  it,  as 
I  think  it  is  inauift'^t  that  he  has  not,  another  question 
will  arise.  Whether  he  hath  l)y  this  Declaration  made 
such  a  Reservation  in  favor  of  his  royal  is^wcessors  f 

And  here  it  is  worthy  of  remark  that  the  appoint- 
ment of  the  Lieut  Governor  and  the  investiture  of 
those  Benefits  which  apj)ertaiu  to  the  Office  proceeding 
from  the  Kings  Royal  Favour ;  not  upon  svAt  or 
Petition  ])ut  e.v  wero  Mot  a  et  speciali  Gratia. 

My  Lcjrd  it  is  a  Kule  that  every  Grant  of  this  nature 
shall  V)e  favourably  interpreted,  for  the  Honour  of  the 
Crown  and  the  Benefit  of  the  Subject.  Besides  Laws 
both  ILiman  and  divine  concur  in  this  maxim  that  the 
Labourer  is  worthy  of  his  Hire — That  he  who  performs 
the  Diitv  is  worthv  of  the  Kec()mi)ence. 

It  is  not  therefore  refined  and  subtile  Distinctions; 
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5  not  a  strain'd  and  unnatural  Interpretation ;  it 
lOt  the  charm  of  a  supposed  Establishment,  drawn 
n  Materials  which  speak  a  different  Language, 
t  can  support  the  present  Claim.  Nothing  (if  tne 
hority  was  unquestionable)  but  the  clearest  and 
st  explicit  Terms,  could  diminish  those  Rights  which 
ason  and  Equity  have  so  firmly  united  to  the  Posses- 
x  of  the  Office.  But  the  Declaration  even  with 
spect  to  the  Salary^  for  as  to  Pet^quisites  or  Emolu' 
nts  it  is  altogetJier  Silent,  goes  no  fuiiher  than  to 
erve  the  Disposal  of  a  Moiety  to  the  Kin^  himself^ 
:;liout  the  most  Distant  allusion  to  his  s^wcessors  for 
ose  Benefit  no  manner  of  Provision  is  made.  This 
ne  on  the  Principle  that  the  Title  of  the  Defendant, 
st  be  liheralltj  ea^povfuUd  will  Prove  an  invincible 
<tacle  to  his  Majesty's  Claim,  if  it  rests  singly  on 
s  Declaration ;  and  as  we  shall  clearly  shew,  no 
^mce  since  the  Reign  of  King  William,  has  thought 
:>per  to  embrace  the  same  advantage.  But  l>efore 
proceed  to  this  capital  and  leading  Principle  of  our 
aense,  we  shall  briefly  enforce  the  next  cause  in  order 
>  wit) 

•'Because,  Secondly,  the  efficacy  of  the  said  Declara- 
n,  if  any  it  ever  had,  altogether  ceased  and  expired 
th  the  Life  of  the  said  late  King  William;  nor  evei* 
ice  hath  been,  nor  now  is,  of  any  force  or  Validity." 
If  My  Lord  the  supposed  Establishment  is  unsup- 
rted  by  any  thing  but  the  Declaration — If  it  never 
ts  confirmed  by  subsequent  Instructions,  this  cause  o 
imurrer  must  be  self-evident. 

The  Declaration  Avas  no  more  than  a  verbal  Direc- 
>n  of  his  Majesty,  without  the  advice  of  Privy  Coun- 
,  unauthenticated  by  any  Seal  or  even  the  Sign 
anual — hastily  and  inartJficienily  communicated  by 
r.  Blaithwait  at  the  Treasury  Board.  From  the 
dture  of  the  Thing  it  could  not  have  been  intended 
\  a  permanent  Estaldishnent  for  according  to  the 
ircimistances  of  the  Colony  and  the  State  of  tJte 
^eveniie  from  which  the  Salary  was  supplied,  must 
19 
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siicli  disposal  have  been  just  or  unjust,  suitable  or  i; 
expedient,  and  consequently  have  required  alteration 
If  for  instance  it  was  j)rovided  out  of  the  King$  E; 
ehe([uer,  which  at  the  time  of  the  Declaration  wj 
notoriously  the  Case,  it  was  Reasonable  that  his  Majest 
should  (pialifv  the  Grant  on  any  Terms  his  Royal  Wi 
dom  niii>:ht  suif finest  But  if  as  at  Present  and  for  man 
years  j>ast  it  })roceeded  from  the  immediate  Grant  ( 
the  People,  they  l)ecame  the  Judii^es  of  the  Service^  an 
the  authors  of  the  lieward ;  anil  then  it  must  be  alb 
getlier  inconsistent  for  in  such  case  the  King  woul 
not  dispose  of  his  own  :  but  of  the  Proi>erty  of  another 
Xeino  phis  juris  in  alium  t ransf err e  potest^  qvam  ipt 
hfihet  is  a  maxim  of  Law  from  which  even  the  sovereig 
is  not  exemi)ted. 

Besides  every  Royall  Commission  (except  as  mere* 
to  prevent  a  failure  of  Justice,  it  derives  a  tempera" 
Continuance  by  Act  of  Parliament)  expires  on  t"^ 
Demise  of  the  Prince  l>v  whose  authority  it  issufe^ 
and  that  even  where  the  Tenure  is  quam  Jiu  se  h& 
ijesserit  as  is  proved  from  the  well  known  Case  of  t:- 
Judprt-s;  for  whose  Stability  an  act  Passed  in  the  Pr^ 
eut  ReiLTii. 

U  J  K>ii  the  same  Principles  that  the  Commission  cea*^ 
the  IMsposition  of  the  Salary  (where  it  is  a  just  Prt?: 
puive )  must  depend  upon  the  Pleasure  of  the  Success*^ 
For  it  would  be  folly  to  suppose  that  he  had  not,  yr\ 
the  Power  of  filling  up  the  Olfice,  an  equal  Right 
ap]M)iiit  the  Terms  on  which  it  should  be  held.  -^ 
eor<linirly  it  is  uiKjuestionalde,  and  is  so  stated  in  t. 
Bill  that  in  cveri/  Just  ruction'  to  ereri/  Governor  ti 
Kiiiir^  Pleasure  Avith  resj)ect  to  the  Salary  is  express 
intimated. 

But  as  the  succeeding  Causes  of  Demurrer  aWII  assi 
us  in  clearing  up  this  Point,  l)y  comparing  the  D^ 
laration  with  the  subsequent  Instructions,  we  shall  P^ 
on  to  state  and  consider  them  ;  which  may  1)6  doi 
with  less  Prolixity,  by  connecting  the  three  folio wiB 
under  one  view  (to  wit).

*' Thirdly  Because  according  to  the  Complainants 
own  shewing  it  appears  that  the  regulation  directed  in 
and  by  the  said  pretended  Declaration  of  the  said  late 
King  from  the  time  of  his  Demise  hitherto,  hath  not 
been  nor  now  is  in  any  wise  adopted,  received,  extended, 
enforced,  or  continued,  as  a  Rtue  or  Establishment  for 
the  support  of  the  Lieut.  Governor,  Commander  in 
Chief  or  President  of  the  Council  of  the  said  Province  ; 
in  case  of  the  Death  of  a  Governor  in  chief  thereof ;  Or 
for  the  Disposal  or  application  of  tlie  Salary  Per- 
quisites or  emoluments  which  from  time  to  time,  or  at 
any  time  have  arisen,  or  accrued,  or  might  arise  or 
accrue  on  such  contingencies  or  of  a  moiety,  or  of  any 
Part  theieof." 

"Because,  fourthly  it  appears  of  the  Comi)lainants 
own  shewing  that  the  Royal  instruction  on  that  subject 
from  Time  to  Time  given  to  the  Governors  in  chief  of 
the  said  Province,  since  the  said  Declaration  of  the 
said  late  King,  and  referred  to  in  and  by  the  said  Bill ; 
and  the  Royal  Instructions  in  and  by  the  said  Bill 
mentioned  to  have  been  given  to  the  said  Sir  Heniy 
Moore  and  therein  particularly  set  forth,  provide  and 
direct  that  when  it  should  happen  that  the  respective 
Governors  in  Chief,  to  whom  such  Instructions  were 
respectively  given,  should  be  absent  fi'om  Neto  Yorh 
one  full  moiety  of  the  salary  Perquisites  and  Emolu- 
ments which  would  otherwise  become  due  to  such 
Governor  in  Chief  respectively,  should  duiing  the  Time 
of  their  respective  absence  be  paid  unto  such  Governor, 
Lieut.  Governor  Commander  in  chief,  or  President  of 
the  Council,  who  should  be  resident  upon  the  Place  for 
the  Time  being,  for  the  better  suj)port  and  the  Dignity 
of  the  said  Government. 

Therefore  of  the  Complainants  own  shewing  it  ap- 
pears that  no  Regulation  or  establishment  is  in  any 
wise  made  or  provided  by  the  said  Instinictions  to 
the  said  Sir  Hemy  Moore  respecting  the  salary  Per- 
quisites or  Emoluments  which  have  accrued  or  arisen 
in  the  exercise  of  the  Administration  aforesaid  by  the 
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Defendant,  upon  or  since  the  Death  of  Sir  Hen. 
Moore,  and  for  which  the  Defendant  is  called  in  Qi.i< 
tion.  But  of  such  only  as  might  have  become  due 
the  said  Sir  Henry  Moore  in  his  Life  Time,  for  tl 
exercise  of  the  administration  aforesaid,  durinij  li 
absence  from  New  York.  And  in  like  manner  it  a 
pears  that  no  Regulation  or  Establishment  from  tl 
Time  of  the  pretended  Dechiration  of  the  said  \€l\ 
King,  hath  hitherto^  in  any  wise,  been  made  or  pr< 
vided,  by  any  or  either  of  tlie  Instructions,  to  anv^  <■ 
either  of  the  foimer  Governors  in  chief,  in  the  Bill  r 
ferrud  to,  respecting  the  Salaiy  Perquisites  or  Eniol^ 
ments,  which  have  accrued  or  arisen  upon  or  after  "t*] 
Death  of  any  or  either  of  such  former  Governors  ^ 
chief  res])ectively,  during  their  respective  Life  Time  ^^ 
the  exercise  of  the  administration  of  the  said  Gov^J* 
ment  in  their  respective  absence  from  New  York." 

"  Fifthly,  Because   according   to  the  Complaina.*^' 
own  shewing  neither  our  said  Lord  the  King  in   t 
said  Commission  or  instruction  to  the  said  Sir  HeO^' 
Moore  in  the  Bill  mentioned  nor  in  any  other  ac*  ^ 
Declaration  of  his  Royal   Will  and  Pleasure  to  l*'^ 
signified ;  nor  our  same  Lord  the  King,  nor  his  \^T< 
genitors  Kings  or  (Queens  of  England  or  Great  Britn.ip 
in  either  of  meir  Royal  Instructions  in  the  same  !Bj^ 
mentioned,  to  any  former  Governor  in  chief  of  the  ^^'^ 
Province,  hiive  nor  hath  either  of  tltem^  from  the  Tini< 
of  the  Pretended  Declaration  of  the  said  Late  KinS 
William  the  Third,  hitherto  reserved  or  appropriated 
to   himself  or   themselves,   or  to   either   of  them  res- 
pectively, the  Moiety  of  any  ])art  of  the  Salary^  Fer- 
qui^ltoni  or  JlJmolunitnts  which  have  arisen  or  accrueci, 
or  might  arise  or  accrue  from  the  administration  of  the 
Government  of  the  said  Province  hy  this  Defenchnt  or 
fiwy  former  Lieut.  Governor  or  Commander  in  chief  on 
the  death  of  the  said  Sir  Henry  Moore  or  any  ioTvaer 
Governor  in  chief  of  the  said  Province,  on  the  Disposal 
or  application  thereof  in  any  wise  hoAvsoever." 

TXinJirst  of  these  three  Clauses  discloses  Kfoitd  V^' 
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ct  in  the  Bill  (to  wit)  that  it  does  not  appear  that 
e  Establishment  on  the  Death  of  a  Governor  in  Chief, 
ferred  from  the  Declaration,  hath  from  the  Reign  of 
ing  William  hitherto,  in  any  wise  been  revived  or 
Lopted.  The  second  places  this  Defect  in  a  still  more 
aring  Light,  by  objecting  that  the   veiy  Instruction 

which  the  Complainant  relies  to  Prove  the  Estab- 
hnient  speak  a  Language  the  revet^se^  and  offer  the 
iarest  evidence  that  it  has  no  existence.  The  third 
'S  the  same  Tendency  but  is  more  pointed;  striking 

the  very  Ground  and  Principle  on  which  the  Claim 
^as  the  authority  unquestionable)  could  alone  be  sup- 
>rted  by  urging  that,  according  to  the  Complainants 
5T1  state  of  the  case,  neither  his  present  Majesty,  nor 
^y  of  his  Royal  Progenitors  have  reserved  to  them- 
Ives,  a  share  or  Interest  in  the  Salary,  Perquisites  or 
CQoluments  of  administration. 

My  Lord  if  we  examine  the  Declaration  with  the 
Etst  Degree  of  attention,  it  must  appear  very  ex- 
aordinary  that  it  has  ever  met  with  a  construction 
if  riendly  to  the  interest  of  Lieut.  Governors  or  Presi- 
-nts  of  the  Council.  From  a  gracious  Regard  to  their 
curity  it  evidently  owed  its  rise  and  introduction. 
'  implies  that  former  Governors  in  chief  had  un- 
arrantably  assumed  the  whole  Profits  which  ac- 
*ued  from  the  exercise  of  the  Administration  during 
ieir  absence,  and  left  the  dignity  of  Government  un- 
ipported.  As  if  one  positive  command  would  not 
ave  been  sufficient  to  suppress  this  unequitable 
factice,  it  is  in  the  strongest  terms  repeatedly  pro- 
^^bited.     In  the  First  Clause  a  Moiety  of  the  Salary^ 

^^'quisites  and  Emoluments  in  case  of  the  Death  or 
bsence  of  the  chief  Governor,  are  assigned  to  the 
-•lent.  Governor  or  Commander  in  chief  for  exercising 
he  administration.  The  second  directs  that  it  shall 
iot  'Ufpon  any  account  be  diverted  from  him  for  the 
[y^ture.  The  third  peremptorily  enjoins  the  Governor 
i^  Chief,  not  to  pretend  to  receive  or  take  to  himself 
'^pon  any  account  whatsoever  any  Part  of  it.     These 
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three  different  clauses  to  enforce  the  saine  obJ€<*t,  ^\^itll 
the  Reservation  to  the  King  of  the  Disposal  of  the 
other  Moiety  of  the  Salary  comprise  the  whole  O^^' 
laration.  Most  e\ndent  therefore  it  is,  that  this  measUTe 
was  piirj)osely  contrived  for  the  security  of  that  Pers^^ 
Officiating  on  the  Death  or  aV)sence  of  the  Govem<^^ 
in  Chief,  and  it  is  a  singular  Misfortune,  that  it  should 
noAV  be  strain'd  and  expounded  to  his  Prejudice. 

And  here  we  beg  leave  once  more  to  look  bacfe:   "^P 
the  Declaration  to  Discover  why  the  King  found  ^t 
necessary  to  interpose  his  Royal  authority.     If  as   ^^ 
present,  the   Salary  had   been  granted    to  the  Co^^' 
mander  in  Chief  by  the  Legislature — If  the  Perquisite 
<fe  Emoluments   he   might   acquire   by   his   actual     ^ 
personal  services  had  been  fenced  by  the  known  Jir^l^ 
of  Lau)^  airainst  the  reach  of  the  Governour  in  Chie^ 
undei*  such  circumstances,  he  who  performed  the  I>uty 
could  not  have  stood  in  need  of  the  Royal  protection, 
which  must  have  proved  a  dead  letter,  and  of  no  av^aiL 
For  I  hope  none  Avill  su])pose  that  this  show  of  Tender- 
ness was  only  a  Delusion  not  in  reality  to  sei've  but  to 
j)rejffdice,hy  iiAier'mg  in  n  Reservation  for  the  K/if^j 
instead  of  a  Benefit /b/'  his  servant.     A  suspicion  so  in- 
jui'ions  to  the  memory  of  a  great  Prince,  cannot  but  be 
rejected  with  Disgust ;  and  yet  as  applied  to  the  present 
case,  is  not  this  most  apparently  its  only  Effect?  What 
advantage  does  it  offer  to  the  Defendant  ?     I  believe 
none  accjuainted  with  the  nature  of  this  Governm^^^^ 
with  the  present  moth  (f  providing  th^  Salary  and  the 
sources  from  which  Penpiisites  and  Emoluments  »^^ 
d(»rived  \vill  venture  to  affirm  that  ahstra<)tedfrom  t^^ 
Declaration  the  Lieut.  Governor  has  not  a  clear  atid 
indis])utable  Right  to  every  thing  which  is  now  dra'*^*^ 
in  (Question.     So  that  unhappily,  what  was  originally 
intended  for  the  safe  Guard  of  his  office  is  now  set  ^V 
as  the  fountain  of  the  King's  Title  to  a  moiety  of  tb^ 
Fruits  of  his   Labour,  which  lie  must  otherwise  ^9^^^ 
enjoyed  without  controuK  - 

But  to  clear  this  Declaration  from  the  imputation  ^^ 
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nj  ustice  we  need  only  have  recourse  to  the  Time  when 
t  waa  framed.  The  Colony  was  then  in  a  state  of 
hrfawy,  and  the  Power  of  the  King's  Governor  and 
Rigid  of  the  suhject  but  little  enquired  into  or  under- 
tt<KHl.  It  was  but  shortly  before  that  the  Will  of  the 
3-overnour  and  Council  was  the  Law  of  the  Land — the 
;e\v  Inhabitants  partaking  of  no  Legislative  Represen- 
:atiou.  Indeed  the  Declaration  couRl  only  be  suited  to 
I  mde  state;  for  it  presupposes  that  the  Governor  in 
:bief  had  assumed  and  might  exact  the  whole  Salary 
Perquisites  *fe  Emoluments  which  aTose  even  while  there 
'vas  a  vacancy  in  the  office  of  a  ohief  Ooi^ei'nor.  To 
vhatever  source  we  attribute  this  strange  opinion, 
vhether  to  the  Countenance  of  former  Ministers,  to 
'he  tism-pation  of  chief  Governors  or  to  the  consent  or 
icquiescence  of  tlie  Inhabitants  in  that  dark  period, 
*rtain  it  is  that  it  had  prevailed,  and  that  King  Wil- 
iatn  was  convinced  it  required  Reformation.  In  this 
}^ie-u\  his  Declaration  was  a  gracious  Interposition  in 
*vour  of  Lieut.  Gov''  or  Commanders  in  chief,  since  it 
ecured  him  a  Portion  of  that  fi'OTn  which  he  had  before 
»een  totally  excluded.  The  King  from  whose  Revenue 
't  this  time  the  Salary  was  provided,  conceived  that 
lalf  of  the  usual  allowance  to  the  Governor  in  chief, 
^a-**  sufficient  for  the  rank  of  one  casually  exercising 
■^De  administration  ;  and  therefore  reserved  to  himself 
f'oe  application  of  the  remainder ;  probably  with  an 
'ntention  to  confer  it  as  a  reward  to  the  Lieut.  Gover- 
'loj',  if  his  Behaviour  should  merit  it,  or  on  the  family 
<*^  the  deceased  Governor,  or  as  an  encouragement  to 
tne  successor,  for  that  it  was  not  to  be  return^  into 
'"©  Royal  coffers  I  think  may  be  collected  from  the 
lermg  m  which  the  saveing  is  expressed  (to  wit)  not 
roi-  his  Majesty's  itse  but  foi'  his  Disponal.  "We  find 
'I*  Reservation  of  any  share  of  the  Perquisites  or 
^fnohments ;  nor  indeed  could  it  be  expected ;  for 
tliey  oiust  have  belonged  to  the  Governoi-  in  chief,  or 
to  the  commander  in  chief  who  officiated  in  his  absence. 
And  in  neither  case  could  a  Prince,  who  was  the  Patron 
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of  Lil)erty,  liave  thouglit  fit  to  reserve  any  Interest 
where  he  had  no  precedent  Right  or  Foundation  for  a 
chiiiii.  Therefore  neitlier  Countenancing  nor  Dis- 
coui'aijinor  the  Pretensions  of  the  Governor  in  chief  to 
the  Moiety  of  the  Perquisites  and  Emoluments,  not 
secured  to  the  Lieut.  Governor  or  the  President  of  the 
Council,  he  left  them  to  l>e  disposed  of  as  former  usage 
or  custom  mi^ht  determine. 

It  is  huml)ly  submitted  to  your  Lordship  whether 
this  is  not  thus  far  a  fair  and  rational  construction  of 
this  j)retended  Establishment — Indeed  at  the  best  it  is 
very  inaccurate  and  defective,  but  on  the  sense  con- 
tended  for  by  the  Com])lainant,  I  fear  it  veould  be 
palj)ably  unjust. 

Whatever  it  may  be  thought  originally  to  have  sig- 
nified, many  reasons  concur  to  })ersuade  us  that  it  can- 
not he  the  jyreaent  Ei^Uihluhiiient  So  unintelligible 
is  it  that  the  very  misunderstandings  it  might  oc- 
casion, would  have  been  a  suflicient  inducement  to 
abolish  it.  Besides  it  is  altocrether  unsuitable  to  the 
condition  of  a  colony  whose  Government  is  not  sup- 
j)orted  out  of  the  Ivin^fa  D'eamry  \mt  by  annucUgrarUs 
of  the  People,  It  inust  therefore  have  become  subject 
to  exception  and  alteration.  A  slight  review  of  the 
standing  article  of  the  Royal  Instruction  for  the  sup- 
port of  (lovernnient  which  the  Complainant  himself 
hath  fnrnislied,  will  sliow  how  essetitially  and  clearly 
this  hath  been  eifected. 

And  the  first  thing  remarkahle  is  that  the  Instmctiot^ 
has  in  view  tlie  same  general  object  as  the  Declaration-^ 
Providing  for  the  su])j>ort  of  GoveriiimnU     This  t^ 
manifest  from  the  Preamble  ^'  Whereas  we  are  willinj^ 
to  ])rovide  for  the  8ii]>port  of  the  Government  of  th^^ 
said  Province  by  settiniif  apart  a  suflficient  allowance  \jc^ 
such  as  shall  be  our  Governor,  Lieut.  Governor,  Com-- 
nian<ler  in  chief  or  President  of  our  Council,  residing 
for  the  time  beinir  within  the  same.'' 

Here  we  find  the  Royal  caieand  Authority  employed 
to   form  a   conijjlcte   lieijulation    for   the   support  of 
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Government,  independent  of,  and  unconnected  with  the 
acts  or  Declarations  of  former  Princes — Surely  then 
it  ntuat  supercede  and  annul  King  Williams  Declara- 
tion, even  had  it  been  lialjle  to  no  other  objection.  How 
can  it  exist,  when  all  succeeding  Monarchs,  as  well  as 
his  present  majesty  have  thought  proper  to  intei'poHe 
and  explicitly  to  reveal  their  Royal  Will  and  pleasure 
on  the  same  subject. 

Let  us  next  consider  of  what  it  is  his  Majesty  dis- 
poh^es,  as  it  follows  the  above  preamble.  "  Our  Royal 
will  and  Pleasure  therefore  is  that  when  it  shall  hap- 
j>en  that  you  shall  l)e  absent  from  New  York  one  full 
moiety  of  the  Salary,  and  of  all  Perquisites  and  ^mo- 
lunients  whatsoever  which  would  otherwise  become  due 
unto  you  shall  during  the  Time  of  your  Absence,  be 
paid  and  satisfied  unto  such  Governor  Lieut.  Governor, 
Commander  in  chief  or  President  of  the  Council  who 
shall  be  resident  ujK)n  the  place  for  the  time  being." 
.  Greatly  as  it  might  serve  to  enlighten  us,  the  nature 
of  this  argument  forbids  a  recourse  to  the  remaining 
pai-t  of  the  Listruction,  because  it  is  set  foi-th  in  the 
Bill.  Thus  much  is  however  evident,  that  the  Dis- 
tribution extends  to  nothing  more  than  the  Profits  of 
administration  which  might  become  due  to  Sir  Henry 
Moore  during  his  ahsence  from  New  Yorh  without  any 
Reservation  in  favor  of  the  Crown,  without  any  Dec- 
laration in  case  of  vacancy  in  the  ofiice  of  Chief  Gover- 
nor by  Deaths  without  any  Trust  either  express  or  pre- 
9U7nptiv€  on  the  part  of  the  Lieut.  Governor. 

How  essentially  different  is  this  Instruction  from 
King  Williams  Declaration !  How  groundless  the 
Complainants  suggestion  which  is  the  Basis  of  the  Bill, 
"That  his  present  Majesty,  and  all  his  royal  Progeni- 
tors, have  m  all  their  Instructions  since  given  to  the 
Governors  in  Chief  directed  according  to  the  form  and 
effect  of  that  Declaration." 

My  Lord,  I  should  l)e  wanting  in  point  of  duty  to 
the  Lieut.  Governor  if  I  did  not  m  this  place  make  some 
enquiry  into  the  Legal  Operation  of  this  instruction. 
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Indeed  this  work  is  in  a  great  measure  anticipated,  b' — 
our  Reasons  in  support  of  the  first  Cause  of  DeraurreEn 

Wliat  we  have  tliere  offered  with  respect  to  Kitl^^ 
William'' 8  Declaration  is  equally  applicable  to  the  I^k 

struction.     We  shall  not  waste  the  time  in  unnecessai 

Repetitions,  but  justified   by  the   established   maxi 
Nihil  aliud  potest  liex^  quavi  quod  jure  potest     I  \ 
leave  to  say  that  what  may  liave  l)een  his  Majesty's  L    -: 
tention   is   one  thing;    it  is   anotlier   thing  how  f 
obedience  ought  to  be  enjoined  by  the  Decree  of  t 
highest  court  of  Judicature.     It  is  not  sufficient  to  d_  "5 
cover  the  Will,  but  it  is  the  Right  of  the  Prince  on^-^ 
which  can  endanger  the  Defendant's  acquisitions  in  tyhx 
Discharge  of  his  office.     Nor  should  he  be  prejudicr. 
by  partial  maxims  of  Policy  or  speculative  Distinctio 
which  may  be  thought  to  have  obtained  iox  the  con 
venience    of   Government :     Altho'   from   motives     oi 
Prudence  or  ambition  they  may  sometimes  have  been 
submitted  to  in  this  or  that  Province.     We  have  the 
pleasure  of  being  assured,  that  before  your  Loixisliip 
we  shall  preserve  our  Birtlifi'ight — The  Privilege  oi 
beinc^   Tryed   by    the  ordinary  Rules  o%  Equity  and 
Justice  which  prevail  in  all  other  cases  of  Property. 

If  the  Crown  has  been  induced  to  countenance  a 
Measure  in  itself  vnreasonabU  or  injurimis^  it  does  not 
follow,  sacred  as  is  the  authority,  that  it  is  lAiwful' 
So  far  from  it,  that  it  would  be  the  most  unpardonable 
disrespect  to  the  Common  Parent  of  his  People,  even 
to  impute  it  to  his  royal  Intention^  who  can  neither  do 

nor  mean  a  wrons: :  but  as  we  have  already  remarked, 

*■_  ^ 

it  is  to  be  ascrib'd  to  its  proper  source  the  Error  or  tbe 
Inadvertence  of  his  Minister. 

Let  it  then  appear  to  your  Lordship  that  the  Salary 
and  Per(|uisites  in  Question  are  l)y  some  hnown  RuU 
of  Law  vested  in  the  King.  It  can  be  no  presumption 
to  ask  for  this  as  an  indispensable  Pre-requisite  to  a 
Power  of  I)is2>osing  or  a  Jlight  of  Recovery :  We  caH 
on  the  Cimncil  for  the  Crown  for  their  Authorities. 
We  humbly  rely,  that  unless  some  adjudication,  some 
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solid  principle  can  be  shewn,  this  suit  will  not  be  sup- 
ported. 

But  we  hsLve  the  satisfaction  to  observe  that  our  gra- 
cious sovereign,  by  this  Instruction,  neither  claims  nor 
intimates  a/iy  Thing  to  he  his  own;  on  the  contrary- 
He  expressly  declares  that  the  Salary  and  Emoluments 
which  are  the  objects  of  his  Royal  Distribution  are 
such  as  should  become  due  not  to  his  Majesty^  but  to 
Sir  Henry  Moore  during  his  absence  from  New  York. 

Judging  us  then  by  the  very  evidence  which  is 
brought  for  our  Conviction,  and  taking  up  the  Instruc- 
tion in  its  plain  and  obvious  sense  the  claim,  instead  of 
receiving  strength^  must  prove  the  more  precarious  and 
unstahU.  For  what  is  it  that  has  vested  the  right  of 
Sir  Henry  M.  (if  any  he  had)  in  the  Crown  ?  Surely  it 
is  too  absurd  to  suppose  that  an  Interest  can  be  derived 
from  so  remote  a  fountain :  but  if  it  was  possible  to  sup- 
port the  principle,  it  would  be  far  from  assisting  the 
Complainant.  For  we  humbly  conceive,  that  in  case 
of  Absence  (the  only  contingency  the  King  has  provided 
for)  and  much  less  of  JJeath  (the  point  really  in 
debate)  none  of  the  Profit  of  Administration,  as  our 
Government  is  administered  and  provided  for,  could 
belong  to  the  Governor  in  chief,  the  whole  being  vested 
in  him  who  sustains  the  Burden  of  the  office. 

If  therefore  a  Lieut.  Governor  is  under  no  other  ob- 
ligation, a  compliance  with  the  Direction  is  not  of 
]}i€cessity  but  of  Choice,  It  cannot  w'ith  submission 
be  enjoined  by  JOaw,  but  derives  all  its  influence  fi*om 
a  voluntary  concession  a/? ^Acquiescence. 

Let  it  not  however  be  objected  tliat  on  this  principle 
the  Instruction  is  a  d^ad  Letter^  for  should  the  fear  of 
his  Majesty's  Displeasure  make  no  impression,  the 
Power  of  Suspension  which  is  lodged  with  the  Governor 
in  chief,  would  prove  an  effectual  Motive  to  obedience 
while  the  Royal  Intimation  would  justify  the  Gov.'  in 
exacting  according  to  his  own  sense  of  its  import,  a 
foi'Tual  contract  to  carry  it  xntofull  execution.  Nor  is 
this  a  new  Doctrine,  or  an  uncommon  expedient,  for  it 
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is  not  long  since  that  Gov/  Moncktou,  being  appointed 
to  tlie  command  of  the  armament  against  Martinique, 
eml)i*ace(l  it  as  a  Jieceiisary  security^  for  half  of  the 
profits  of  th(i  Administration  which  might  arise  in  his 
absence,  and  this  unless  I  am  misinioi'med  by  the 
advice  of  an  able  Council  whose  ni^me  is  to  the  BilL 

But  to  dwell  no  longer  on  an  objection  which  can 
re<|uire  no  farther  Elucidation,  is  it  not  very  strange 
that  the  Bill  should  owe  all  its  Energy  to  a  conjecture 
that  the  Instructicm  adopts  and  confirms  King  Williams 
De(*laration.  Except  that  in  the  absence  of  a  Govern- 
or in  Chief  both  of  them  require  that  the  Commander 
in  Chief  shall  enjoy  one  half  of  the  salary  Perquisites 
<fe  Emoluments,  we  can  discover  not  the  least  simili- 
tude, the  most  distant  connection ;  and  must  it  follow 
that  l)ecause  in  oiie  single  Instance^  they  speak  the 
same  Language,  the  Defendant  can  be  entitled  to  nothing 
more  at  any  event?  Because  it  is  not  expressly  declared 
that  when  the  office  of  Governor  in  Chief  becomes 
vacant,  he  who  exercises  the  administration  shall  receive 
all  the  (nhuintage  that  therefore  his  Majesty  is  iutitled 
to  tlie  one  half\  Because  the  King  has  not  secured  by 
his  r<>yal  Instructions  what  wanted  no  security,  nor  dis- 
posed of  that  over  which  he  had  no  power,  it  is  to  be 
inft-rrM  that  it  is  reserved  for  his  Majesty's  Benefit. 

To  suj>j)ort  this  ingenious  system  we  must  renounce 
the  use  of  Language,  and  presuppose  Terms,  which  con- 
vey distinct  I(U»as,  to  be  Synonomous. 

vVe  must  maintain  an  absence  from  N^ew  Yo7*h  to  be 
a  natural  Drafh,  We  must  suppose  that  the  Salary^ 
I^e?'qfrisit(s  and  Eiuohunents  in  question  became  due 
to  Sir  Heniy  Moore  after  he  had  retired  to  the  silent 
Grave.  We  must  affirm  tliese  three  Terms,  however 
different  in  ^Etiniology  and  Import  to  be  equivalent 
and  descriptive  of  the  same  identical  object.  We  must 
sujipose  that  what  an  officer  gains  l)y  his  Labour,  or  in 
Kecompence  for  his  services,  does  not  become  his 
})ruperty,  l)ut  is  a  Tril)ute  to  his  Prince^  for  whom  he 
is  only  a  Bailiff ;   The  honour  of  the  service  being  a

Interest,  it  was  foreseen  in  England  that  it  could  HTB^ot 
properly  fall  within  his  Province:   But  demanded.       a 
special  Grant  or  appointment,  without  which  a  cla-."iiDi 
could  not  be  justified  or  the  Defendant  acquitted.    171ie 
Complainant  sensible  of  this  truth  accordingly  make^   it 
a  foundation  of  the  Bill  "  That  his  Majesty  hath  sig-ni- 
fied  his  Royal  Will  and  pleasure,  that  the  monejr     in 
Question  be  accounted  for  and  paid  to  your  Lonlsliip 
of  which  he  alledges  the   Defendant   hath   had   due 
notice."     He   has   indeed   thought   proper  to  conceal 
the  Instrument   by  w^hich    his   Majesty's  Pleasure    is 
communicated,  most  prol)ably  from  a  conviction  thn.t  a 
Letter  from  the  Earl  of  Hillsborough  how^ever  elevated 
his  Rank  and  Em])loyment  is  not  in  this  case  a  legal 
Warrant.     Hence  arises  the  most  satisfactory  proof, 
l)y  a])pealing  to  the  Bill  itself,  that  the  Kings  inter- 
position is  essential,  and  that  the  Claim  cannot  other 
wise  be  maintained ;    For,  that  necessity  alone  could 
have  induced  the  Ccmncil  for  the  Crown  to  venture  on 
such  tender  ground,  will  hardly  be  doubted.     But  "^e 
liuml)ly  insist  that  the  authonty  ought  to  have  l>een 
produced  or  at  least  substantially  specified   and   ^^' 
plained.     That  an  opportunity  might  be  given  to  e> 
amine  and  inquire   into  its  Authenticity,  And  to  the 
Defect  and  Omission   in  tliis  Respect  which  we  rely 
upon  as  absolutely  fatal,  the  last  cause  of  Demurred 
alludes. 

My  Lord  this  is  not  a  refined  and  .  .  .  exception? 
it  is  i?i  /^s^//"  palpable  and  ol>vious,  and  in  its  conse- 
(piences  of  tlie  utmost  Moment  to  the  Defendant.    He 
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I  represented  in  the  Bill  as  the  King's  Trustee  & 
Receiver,  in  Virtue  of  the  Koyal  Commission  &  In-' 
ruction  and  of  an  Office  which  he  still  sustains.  In 
lat  capacity  avowedly  he  is  charged  and  called  to  ac- 
)unt  Surely  then  it  is  natural  to  enquii*e  who  is  ap- 
>inted,  and  by  what  means  to  controul  and  supercede 
lis  Trust ;  and  if  the  authority  should  prove  feel>le 
id  groundless,  he  must  be  entitled  to  avail  himself  of 
3  insufficiency  and  to  be  dismissed  without  farther 
onble.  For  on  what  principle  can  he  be  Prosecuted  or 
impelled  to  account  when  none  may  be  empowered  to 
ve  him  an  Acquittal  if  contrary  to  our  expectation  he 
iould  be  chargeable. 

^e  need  not  at  present  Labour  to  establish  an  objec- 
on  of  itself  so  clear,  especially  since  the  nature  of  the 
ower  is  well  known  to  your  Lordship,  to  whom  he  is 
apposed  to  V>e,  accountable.  It  is  necessary  however, 
>  explain  the  Law  on  the  subject,  and  I  think  it  no 
resumption  to  affirm,  that  if  the  money  in  Question  is 
^nianded  in  virtue  of  a  Letter  from  the  Secretary  of 
tate,  uninforced  at  least  by  the  privy  Seal,  it  must  be 
^together  incompetent  for  the  purpose. 

The  cases  I  shall  offer  are  so  explicit  that  they  re- 
hire no  Elucidation —

^^nt  in  Law  to  issue  the  Kings  Treasure  ought  to  he 
''^uler  the  Great  Seal  or  the  Privy  Seal^ 

It  will  perhaps  be  urged  that  altho'  this  is  the  Rule 
^  issuing  Monies  out  oi  the  Treasury,  it  may  not  fol- 
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low  that  the  Kincja  Debts  cannot  be  transferred  or  dis- 
'charged  under  a  lesa  authority.  It  is  therefore  proper 
to  shew  that  tlie  Law  is  the  same  in  both  respects, 
(Bro.  Prerog  183  Fn  6)  In  Etherington's  Case  it  was 
hehl  tliat  the  Kin^  may  discharge  a  Recognizance  under 
the  privy  seal  tho  even  that  was  doubted. 

(Ibid  183  G.  n  3)  But  a  discharge  of  a  Debt  due 
to  tlie  King  under  the  privy  Signet  is  expressly  de- 
tiM'miued  to  be  insufficient. 

Fruitless  must  it  be  to  multiply  authorities  on  a 
point  which  I  tliink  Mr.  Attorney,  who  so  well  under- 
stands the  Crown  Law,  cannot  dispute.  I  shall  there- 
forci  only  add  a  Word  or  two  by  way  of  application. 

If  the  KiiKj  liimf^elf  could  not  by  privy  signet  dis- 
charge the  Defendant  from  this  Debt,  it  must  clearly 
follow  tliat  mncli  le>ts  can  his  Trustee  who  derives  his 
authority  under  a  sanction  iHistly  infetdor. 

Your  Lordship  then  being  imqualified  to  indemnify 
him  without  suit,  had  he  been  ever  so  willing  to  ac- 
(piiesce,  I  confess  I  am  at  a  loss  for  any  Grmiitd  on 
wliicli  a  Decree  tocompell  an  obedience  to  his  Majesty's 
Ph^asure,  in  this  Instance,  unwarrantal)ly  intimated  can 
be  justified — Would  it  not  imply  that  the  Power  of  the 
Chancery  might  be  extended  to  subvert  the  plainest 
Rule^  of  Law,  to  transfer  the  possession  of  the  King's 
Proi)erty  contrary  to  the  Order,  which  the  Constitution, 
for  ])ul)lic  security,  has  pointed  out;  and  place  it  into 
hands  wliich  have  no  legal  Kiglit  to  Receive  it. 

Sul)mitting  these  Remai'ks  in  support  of  our  second 
general  Head  :  "  That  no  sufficient  Authority,  derived 
from  the  Crown  is  sliewn  to  compell  an  account  or  jus- 
tify a  Decree,"  We  proceed  to  enquire 

III.  "  Whether  more  being  Demanded,  than  is  war- 
ranted by  the  Claim  as  set  foi-tli  by  the  Complainant, 
the  Bill  on  that  account  ouc^ht  not  so  far  to  be 
dismissed. 

And  this  V)rincrs  us  to  the  next  ai'ticle  of  our  Defence 
(to  wit)  ''Tlie  Defendant  for  further  Cause  of  De- 
murrer sheweth,  that  by  the  said  Bill  he,  this  Defendant 
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fed  to  account  for  one  Moiety  of  the  Salaiy  Per-

date  of  the  Commission  of  his  Lordship  the 
Governcn*  in  chief,  })ut  to  the  moiety  of  such 
may  have  been  received  by  or  accrued  to  this 
int,  from  the  date  of  his  Lordships  Commission 
s  arrival  within  this  Government  as  aforesaid." 
^ve  have  neither  misunderstood  or  misrepresented 
will  appear  from  a  Review  of  the  Passages  upon 
liis  cause  of  Demurrer  is  grounded.

And  furtlier  for  divers 
ations  hath  neglected  to  receive  and  hath  remit-

above  mentioned  to  a  very  considerable  amount  for  o

Hence  it  is  manifest  that  the  present  Title  and  D 
mand  is  precisely  confined  to  the  Salary,  Perquisit< 
and  Emoluments  which  have  arisen  between  the  Dal 
of  your  Lordships  Commission  and  your  arrival ;  during 
which  ])articular  period  only,  the  Defendant  is  chai^e( 
with  the  Receipt  and  other  Transactions,  which  an 
the  sul)ject  of  the  Complaint.  Accordingly  the  relieJ 
and  Satisfaction  which  are  sought,  are  summed  uj) 
in  the  close  of  the  Bill  in  Terms  which  admit  of  nc 
doubt  or  uncertainty  (to  wit)  That  his  Majesty  may 
be  really  and  truely  answered  and  paid  for  and'satisfied 
of  one  full  Moiety  of  all  and  singular  the  said  Salarj 
Perquisites  and  Emoluments  whatsoever  arising  ^ 
aforesaid  "  between  the  Times  aforesaid  And  yet  is  i^ 
inconsistently  required  "  that  the  Defendant  may  upoi 
his  Corporal  Oath  set  forth  and  Discover  whether  anj 
&  what  hath  been  received  by  him  as  Lieut.  Governoi 
and  Commander  in  chief  of  this  Province  as  Salary 
sim'e  the  Death  of  tlw  said  Sir  Henry  MooreP 

That  the  Bill  is  in  this  Instance  faulty,  seems  so  evi- 
dent that  I  little  expected  the  trouble  of  offering  Reason^ 
to  evince  it.  To  what  end  is  an  account  required  of  th^ 
Profits  of  Administration  between  the  Death  of  Sir 
Henry  Moore  and  the  Date  of  your  Lordships  Coni* 
mission  ?  Far  from  making  them  a  Motive  of  this  Suit, 
or  a  Ground  for  the  Decree,  it  is  not  even  suggested 
that  any  Thing  in  that  interval  arose  or  came  to  the 
hands  of  the  Defendant.  He  suspects  that  this  inqniry 
is  intended  to  promote  a  purpose,  very  foreign  irooi 
what  my  Lord  Hillsborough  has  represented  as  hi^ 
Majesty's  Pleasure  and  beyond  the  present  Contro- 
versy ;  but  it  is  more  material  to  shew  it  to  be  io^' 
proper  and  justly  exceptionable. 
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We  agree  that  the  Chancery  is  not  like  the  Common 
Law,  tied  down  to  rigorous  Forms  and  precision  in 
Pleadings.  However  in  imitation  of  the  Civil  Law  on 
which  its  Practice  is  engrafted,  it  admits  of  declinatory 
and  dilatory  as  well  as  peremptory  Exceptions.  Ante 
Litem  Contestutum  under  one  or  other  of  which  Ad- 
vantage may  be  taken  of  every  substantial  Defect  of  a 
Bill.  Thus  it  is  a  Rule  that,  a  Defendant  shall  not  be 
exposed  to  any  unjust  vexation.  For  which  Reason  tho' 
he  hath  no  farther  Cause  of  Defence,  he  may  Demur  for 
want  of  Proper  Parties:  least  he  should  be  aggrieved 
by  a  Double  Prosecution.  It  is  another  Rule  that  he 
snail  not  be  loaded  with  unnecessary  Expence^  on  this 
Principle  he  may  demur  if  the  Bill  is  complicated 
With  matters  in  which  he  is  not  charged  to  have  an 
Agency  or  connection.  Nay  so  tender  is  Equity,  that 
he  shall  not  be  compelled  to  answer  Interrogatories 
which  do  not  properly  flow  from  the  subject  Matter  of 
the  Complaint. 

Far  greater  Reasons  is  thei'e  then  that  the  Lt. 
Grovemor  should  not  l)e  obliged  to  state  an  account  of 
J^onies  which  he  is  not  charged  with  having  received, 
which  ai*e  not  now  claim'd  or  Demanded  and  which  if 
^iscovered  could  not  be  included  or  aifected  by  the 
•Decree.  This  must  be  unconscionable,  because  it  would 
P^t  him  to  the  trouble  and  expence  without  any  ten- 
dency to  the  furtherance  of  Justice — to  the  merits  of 
*"©  controversy  or  the  Information  of  the  Court.  On 
^^  contrary  it  would  incumber  the  Proceedings  and 
y^Ur  Lordship  with  what  is  altogether  foreign  and 
'^J>ertinent  The  present  Enquiry  as  we  have  seen  com- 
prehending nothing  but  what  the  Defendant  may  have 
^ceived  between  the  Date  of  your  Lordship's  Com- 
^s^an  and  your  arrival.  Nor  is  it  to  be  admitted 
*^^t  the  Court  can  ex  officio  supply  the  Complainants 
yefects,  and  extend  a  Remedy  to  what  is  not  the 
l^tnediate  Object  of  his  Claim ;  for  it  is  a  Maxim  in 
^^uity  that  he  shall  be  relieved  according  to  his  own 
pr^tyer  and  cannot  recover  more  than  he  has  demanded. 
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Attorney  General  vs.  Jeanes  Ilarckv.  Rep.  355  In 
all  cases  except  for  the  Kegulation  of  Charities,  the 
Decree  must  be  founded  on  the  Prayer  of  the  Plaintiffs 
Bill. 

I  shall  not  have  recourse  to  further  Authorities  on  a 
simple  Point  of  Practice,  nor  enlarge  on  a  Defect  which 
aj)pears  to  me  so  obvious,  that  the  bare  mention  of  it, 
is  sufficient  to  shew  that  this  Cause* of  Demurrer  is 
substantially  and  well  grounded. 

I  ])roceed  therefore  to  the  next  in  order  (to  wit) 
"  The  Defendant  for  further  Cause  of  Demurrer  shew- 
eth  that  })y  the  said  Bill  he  is  called  to  account  for  the 
moiety  of  the  Penpimtes  and  Emoluments  as  well  as 
of  the  Salary^  accrued  to,  or  received  or  secured  hy 
him  from  the  Time  of  the  Death  of  the  said  Sir  Henry 
Moore  untill  the  Day  of  the  arrival  of  his  Lordship 
within  this  Goveniment  as  aforesaid,  when  according 
to  the  Complainants  own  shewing,  his  said  late  Majesty 
King  William  the  third  by  the  said  pretended  Declara- 
tion which  is  alledged  in  the  said  Bui  to  be  the  Regu- 
lation ife  establishment  in  the  premises  did  in  fact 
reserve  no  more  than  the  disposal  of  one  half  of  the 
Sffhtrtf  from  the  date  of  the  Commission  of  such 
(lovernour  in  Chief  to  the  Time  of  his  arrival  at  the 
Phice  aforesaid." 

We  have  already  shewn  My  Lord  that  King  Wil- 
liam's Declaration  is  by  no  means  adopted  or  contirmed 
by  any  subsecjuent  Instruction ;  that  it  stands  single 
and  unsupported;  that  it  is  alone  the  Basis  of  the 
present  Claim,  that  by  the  Demise  of  the  King  it 
became  extinct,  and  void  of  authority  or  effect.  DUt 
least  a  contrary  Opinion  might  ]>revail  this  Cause  of 
Demurrer  is  added  to  give  us  an  opportunity  of  ex- 
amining it  in  a  more  limited  view ;  of  insisting  on  any 
reasonable  Construction ;  it  can  have  no  Relation  to 
Perquisites  or  PJniolumenU^. 

If  the  Power  of  the  Crown  was  unquestionable — if 
reason  and  Justice  had  not  opposed  a  more  enlarged 
Reservation — if    the   different   circumstances   of    the

We  therefore  humbly  appeal  to  your  Lords 
whether  the  above  Explanation  does  not  rescue  the 
strument  from  A1)sur(lity,  and  give  sense  and  wei^ 
to  every  part  ?  Whetluu'  it  does  not  account  for  t 
want  of  such  Reservation  in  latter  Instructions,  wh 
it  became  notorious  that  the  Salary  was  provided  fc 
not  out  of  the  royal  Treasury,  but  by  the  immedia 
gift  of  the  Pe()])le  i  Surely  on  any  other  Principle 
IS  hard  to  conceive  with  what  view  the  second  arfcic 
which  has  otherwise  no  meaning  at  all  was  crowded  i 
to  so  concise  a  Declaration  !  Why  the  pretended  I 
tal)lisliment  has  for  so  many  yea's  been  disregard^ 
and  bulled  in  oblivion  i  Why  either  before  or  sin 
Pi  esident  Van  Dam's  admhiistration  no  claim  of  tt 
nature  hath  l)een  inter[)osed  for  the  Crown?  liVT 
under  Circumstances  similar  to  the  present  in  17( 
Lord  Coinbury  was  not  authorized  to  enforce  it  again 
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liieut.  Governor  Nanfan,  Governor  Hunter  against 
Lieut  Gov*"  Ingoldsby  in  1710,  Governor  Clinton  against 
Lieut.  Gov'  Clarke  in  1743.  And  in  Later  Times,  why 
Sir  Charles  Hardy  was  not  authorized  to  enforce  it 
against  Lieut  Gov'  Delancey,  or  General  Monckton  or  Sir 
Henry  Moore  against  tlie  Defendant  ?  Why  the  single 
Instance  which  happened  to  M'  Van  Dam  in  1732  gave 
such  universal  alarm  and  filled  the  Province  with  Con- 
fusion and  Uproar  ?  In  short  why  Governor  Littleton, 
tho  he  applied  for  it  when  he  was  not  long  since  ap- 
pointed to  preside  at  Jamaica,  was  opposed  and  frus- 
trated, and  Sir  Henry  Moore,  the  Lieut  Governor,  per- 
mitted quietly  to  enjoy  the  whole  Profits  of  that 
lucrative  Employment. 

I  hope  after  proceeding  this  Length,  I  shall  not  be 
charged  with  presumption  for  intimating  that  in  the 
hurry  of  public  Business,  the  present  Minister  may  have 
f  ui*nished  the  direction  thro'  Inadvertence  and  that  how- 
ever sacred  the  authority  with  which  it  is  impressed, 
it  cannot  give  a  legal  Sanction  to  an  Establishment,  as 
we  conceive,  not  only  misunderstood  but  lifeless  and 
obsolete,  both  from  non-user  here,  and  the  want  of 
Imitation  or  of  adoption  by  succeeding  Princes. 

And  are  all  these  objections  to  be  removed — all  these 
Difficulties  obviated  Ijy  telling  us  that  because  it  is 
registered  at  the  Treasury,  however  antiquated,  it  is  an 
EHtahlishment  for  ilie  Plantation  Governrnents  ?  That 
It  must  be  submitted  to ;  a  Trust  for  the  Crown  tho 
pnthought  of  and  un communicated,  being  necessarily 
involved  in  the  acceptance  of  the  administration  ?  And 
this  too  in  manifest  contradiction  to  the  express  Terms 
^f  the  Royal  Commission  and  Instructions  as  stated  in 
the  Bill  ?  for  it  is  worthy  of  remark  that  it  is  there 
alleged  that  the  Defendant  undertook  whatever  had 
been  incumbent  on  his  predecessor  Sir  Henry  Moore^ 
?^d  yet  his  Obligations  are  represented  to  consist  in  the 
I^uties  comprised  in  his  Commission  and  Instructions, 
^^d  in  what  might  be  enjoined  by  such  furtlier  Powers 
i^tructions  and  Authorities  as  shouli  at  any  Time 
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after  be  granted  or  appointed  under  the  signet  or  sign 
Manual  or  by  order  m  privy  Council."  Thus  instead 
of  being  subject  to  former  Instructions  or  Declarations 
he  was  evidently  confined  and  bound  to  yield  Obedience 
only  to  the  present  and  the  future. 

Indeed  it  is  the  singular  Misfortune  of  this  Claim 
that  the  very  foundation  on  which  it  is  attempted  to 
be  raivsed,  plainly  Discountenances  <fe  excludes  the  sup- 
position of  any  Trust  for  the  Benefit  of  his  Majesty, 
either  expressed  or  implied. 

Dismissing  therefore  this  point  with  these  Semarks, 
we  are  at  lengtli  arrived  at  the  last  Objection  (to  wit) 

"  For  further  Cause  of  Demurrer  this  Defendant 
shewetli  that  he  is  requir'd  by  the  said  Bill  to  discover 
and  set  forth  how  mucli  of  the  Salary  Perquisites  & 
Emoluments,  for  wliich  he  is  called  to  Account,  he 
hath  taken  and  received  security  for,  whether  real  or 
])ersonal;  what  Lands  or  other  things  he  hath  taken  in 
lieu  of  any  sums  of  money  arising  therefi'onL  What 
otlier  Lands  have  1)een  purchased  by  him,  or  any  Per- 
son, or  whom,  for  himself  or  others,  and  for  whom, 
with  any  or  how  nmch  of  any  Part  of  the  said  Salary 
Perquisites  and  Emoluments :  And  how  much  was 
agreed  to  be  paid  for  such  Lands  or  other  Things  res- 
j)ectively :  Whereas,  according  to  the  Complainants 
own  shewing  this  Defendant  is  required,  and  such  is 
the  scope  of  the  Bill  to  pay  &  satisfy  one  full  Moiety 
of  the  Salary  Perquisites  and  Emoluments  accruing 
between  tlje  Times  in  tliis  Bill  mentioned,  and  not  to 
assign  such  Securities  if  taken,  or  to  convey  such  Land 
if  purchased  or  any  part  thereof  for  the  use  of  his 
Majesty.  And  this  Defendant  is  therefore  advised, 
that  he  ought  not  to  be  called  in  Question  touching 
such  Securities  or  Purchases  or  compelled  to  render 
any  account  concerning  the  Same.  This  Defendant 
conceiving  a  Discovery  thereof  to  be  altogether  foreign 
and  impertinent ;  and  sought  after  with  no  other  view 
than  to  vex  and  injure  this  Defendant  by  representing 
him  as  a  fraudulent  banknipt. 
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My  Lord  I  take  it  to  be  an  indisputable  Maxim  that 
DO  Tinistee  or  Receiver  has  a  Right  to  traffic  with  the 
property  of  his  Principal.     To  whatever  purpose  he 
may  convei't  it,  he  must  be  chargeable  with  the  money 
Itself.    If  indeed  it  should  appear  that  he  has  not  suffi- 
cient left  to  repair  the  Injuiy,  upon  a  suggestion  of 
-Praud  and  Missapplication,  perhaps  Equity  might  in- 
terpose and  follow  the  Thing  purchased  to  the  hands 
^f  the  clandestine  Trustee  in  whom  it  might  be  vested 
t^  elude  the  Ordinary  Course  of  Justice.     I  should 
^80  think  a  Trustee  hath  as  little  Right  to  take  se- 
curity for  the  Profits  of  an  office  unless  by  virtue  of  ex- 
pi'ess  Authority,  for  otherwise  it  is  his  duty  to  insist 
^pon   payment.     There   seems   to   be   much   stronger 
Reasons  why  a  Factor  may  deal  for  his  Employer  on 
^redit :  and  yet  has  it  frequently  been  determined  "  that 
^e  who  has  only  a  bare  authority  to  sell  cannot  trust, 
^^t  ought  to  receive  the  Money  presently  on  the  Sale." 
(I  Butot  104.     Mol  436-53) 

My  Lord  Holt  states  this  Distinction  "  Every  Factor  " 
^^ys  he  "of  common  Right  is  to  sell  for  ready  money  : 
^^t  if  he  be  a  factor  in  a  sort  of  dealing  or  Trade,  where 
*te  usage  is  for  Factors  to  sell  on  Trust  there  if  he  sells 
^  a  Person  of  good  Credit,  who  afterwards  becomes 
^'^solvent,  the  Factor  is  discharged.  But  if  their  be  no 
®^cli  Usage,  and  upon  a  general  authority  to  sell  he 
^oe8  it  upon  Trust  he  is  chargeable."     (12  Mod.  514) 

The  present  case  is  clearly  within  the  reason  of  these 
^^ttorities,  it  is  notorious  that  there  is  nousacfe  to  ffive 
^^edit  for  the  Profits  of  the  administration.  For  every 
^I'vice  perform'd  by  the  Governor  he  is  paid  in  hand, 
^hroughout  all  the  vaidous  Departments  of  his  office. 
W  then  the  Lieut.  Govei*nor  could  be  considered  in  the 
^ight  of  a  Receiver  or  Trustee :  If  he  has  taken  the 
^^<iimtie8  suggested  in  the  Bill,  it  is  at  his  own  risk,  he 
*^^te  exceeded  nis  authority's  and  must  be  responsible 
^^en  should  the  Debtors  prove  insolvent.  It  is  there- 
^^e  idle  to  inquire  into  the  nature  of  these  Securities. 
-^Ut  not  contented  with  a  Discovery,  which  if  submitted 
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to  could  have  had  no  sort  of  Influence  on  the  Decree 
the  Bill  ])roceed8  a  much  greater  [Length,  demandii 
an  account  of  what  Lands  the  Defendant  may  ha\ 
pttreluised  for  himself  or  others  with  any  of  the  profi 
of  administration — to  what  end  is  this  exacted  or  can 
contribute  \  Will  it  be  pretended  that  the  Crown 
interested  and  can  command  a  share  of  such  Purchas* 
because  the  Defendant  may  have  applied  in  paymec 
part  of  the  Salary  or  Perquisites  ?  According  to  tbi 
Doctrine  because  he  was  the  Kings  Lieut.  Governoj 
he  could  become  vested  with  no  separate  Estate ;  bn 
has  the  honom*  to  hold  all  he  may  have  acquired  ii 
Common  with  his  Majesty.  The  Relief  therefore  is  i 
this  Instance  certainly  too  broad ;  grasping  at  what  : 
unconceivable,  useless  and  impertinent.  I  hope  th 
Lieut  Gov',  is  mistaken  in  suspecting  it  to  have  pr 
ceeded  from  a  Design  to  represent  him  to  your  Lordsh5 
in  the  character  of  a  fraudulent  Bankrupt.  I  must  thin 
however  it  displays  an  uncommon  Thirst  of  Curiosil 
which  cannot  be  justified  and  ought  not  to  be  indulgp- 
And  I  therefore  conclude  that  the  exception  to  the  ^i 
is  solid  and  well  taken. 

My  L<.^rd,  we  have  now  gone  through  the  three  hear^ 
of  our  argument,  and  in  some  Method  endeavourd 
establisli  the  several  Causes  of  Demurrer.  We  ha.^ 
considered  the  Power  of  the  Crown  to  assume  a  sha* 
of  the  Penjuisites  and  Emoluments  of  Administratio 
and  have  hinted  the  Mischiefs  and  inconveniences 
which  it  might  be  productive.  Not  by  way  of  (7^ 
sure;  for  we  think  this  Declaration  incapable  of  slT 
such  inference ;  l>ut  to  defeat  the  Complainants  co 
struction  by  holding  up  itsrepugnance  to  constitution 
Principles.  We  have  shewn  that  no  Reservatioa  - 
favour  of  King  Williams  Successors  is  provided  by  <- 
can  l)e  collected  from,  the  pretended  establishment  thfl 
on  his  Demise  it  became  extinct  and  of  no  validitj 
We  have  compared  it  with  subsequent  and  the  late  Ifl 
structions.  Their  legal  operation  and  Remoteness 
from  the  present  Demand,  we  have  pointed  out  ^^ 
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Lave  enquired  into  the  authorities  by  which  this  suit 
is  instituted  and  found  it  to  be  incompetent.  We  have 
examined  the  objections  to  the  Bill  itself,  as  extending 
to  the  profits  of  the  Administration  between  Sir  Henry 
Moore's  death  and  the  date  of  your  Lordship's  com- 
mission, which  are  not  now  claimed — to  Perquisites  & 
Emoluments  when  even  King  Williams  Declaration 
only  reached  the  Salary — to  securities  which  ought  not 
to  be  assign'd — to  the  Purchase  of  Lands  in  which  at 
any  event  his  Majesty  can  have  no  interest.  We  have 
insisted  that  the  relief  sought  after,  in  these  Instances 
is  unprecedented  and  unconscionable,  since  it  would  ex- 
pose the  Lieut.  Governor  to  Trouble  and  Expense 
without  any  Tendency  to  the  Merits  of  the  Controversy 
or  the  furtherance  of  Justice.  How  far  we  have  suc- 
ceeded is  most  humbly  submitted  to  your  Lordships 
Judgment. 

Upon  the  whole,  if  the  Kings  Prerogative  to  author- 
ize an  establishment  in  the  sense  contended  for  is 
questionable — If  the  Declaration  contains  no  Reserva- 
tion in  favour  of  succeeding  Princes — If  it  has  no 
Relation  to  Perquisites  and  Emoluments — If  even  with 
respect  to  the  Salary  it  was  grounded  on  the  Equity 
of  its  proceeding  from  the  Royal  Bounty — If  by  the 
Demise  of  King  William  it  became  extinct — If  on  the 
alteration  of  the  provincial  Revenue  and  the  mode  of 
Providing  the  support  of  Government  the  Ground  of 
the  Reservation  was  abolished — If  it  never  was  adopted 
by  succeeding  Princes — If  on  the  Contrary  their  In- 
structions on  the  subject  are  explicit  and  yet  communi- 
cated no  Trust  for  the  King's  benefit — Ii  they  do  not 
in  this  Respect,  extend  to  the  Incident  of  a  Vacancy  by 
the  Death  of  the  Chief  Governor — In  either  of  these 
cases  which  are  stated  for  your  Lordships  Consider- 
ation, We  presume  that  the  present  claim  must  be  de- 
feated :  and  that  the  Lieut.  Governor  ought  to  be 
quieted  in  the  advantages  which  have  arisen  from  his 
late  accession  to  the  Administration. 

We  are  sensible  how  much  we  have  trespassed  upon 
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your  Lordship's  Time — how  much  we  stand  in  need  of 
Indulgence  ;  but  the  nature  of  the  Debate  which  obliges 
us  to  descend  to  every  Objection,  its  Novelty,  and  its 
importance  will  we  trust  in  some  Measure  plead  our 
Excuse.

Inclosed  is 
the  Copy  of  Mr.  Duane's  Argument  which  I  then  in- 
formed you  he  had  delivered  on  the  W\  The  Attorney 
General  and  M^  Smith  both  Argued  in  support  of  the 
Right  set  up  for  the  Crown  on  the  7^  of  last  month 
and  M*^  Duane  closed  the  argument  with  a  Reply  on  my 
Part  last  Thursday.  We  think  it  easy  to  discover  in 
the  Attorney  Generals  Argument,  that  it  was  a  work  of 
necessity  not  of  choice — an  endeavour  to  vindicate  Meas- 
ures and  Principles  which  himself  thinks  unjust  and 
unsupportal>le.  But  M'  Smith  has  entered  into  the 
cause  with  all  his  soul — he  is  an  able  Disput.ant,  and 
has  an  easiness  of  Principles  that  allows  him  to  afiirm 
deny  or  Pervert  any  thing  with  a  confidence  sufficient 
to  deceive  the  unwary — Of  this  his  argument  affords 
ample  Testimony.  M*"  Duane  in  his  closing  argument 
has  answered  him  fully ;  has  refuted  every  Pnnciple, 
every  point  of  Law  or  Fact,  by  which  he  endeavours 
to  support  the  Title  of  the  Crown  to  the  money  demand- 
ed, and  has  most  powerfully  strengthened  the  ai^aments 
by  which  he  formerly  maintained  the  sole  Right  to  be 
in  me.  The  arguments  have  been  attended  by  the  most 
respectable  Gentlemen  in  Town;  I  have  not  heard  of 
one  who  does  not  allow  that  the  Defence  we  have  made 
is  solid  and  conclusive — Every  argument,  matter  of  law 
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or  Fact  advanced  by  Smith,  fairly  refuted — Yet, 
Case  I  no  man  doubts  but  that  Lord  Dunmore  will

nile  the  Demurrer — for  no  man  doubts  that  he  is  sitting 
to  Judge  in  his  own  Cause — he  has  taken  a  week  for 
consideration ;  so  that  next  Thursday  his  Decree  upon 
the  Demurrer  will  be  known.

^nter  an  Appeal  to  the  King  in  Privy  Council.     Many 
^^I'y  obvious  Reasons  might  be  urged  why  in  this  case

^e  appeal  may  be  lost,  if  made  to  any  other  Court. 
-However  this  is  a  matter  which  you  will  please  to  Lay 
before  my  Council  for  their  immediate  Consultation ; 
^^hether  upon  petition  the  King  may  not  refer  the  Ap- 
peal to  the  Judges  If  they  should  think  this  a  proper 
^^^p  I  must  beg  they  wnll  be  prepared  to  proceed  as  soon 
^^  you  receive  my  Appeal,  which  I  make  no  doubt  will 
^  by  the  next  Packet — we  find  in  the  Books  that  upon 
*^^tition  Appeals  from  the  Decrees  of  the  Chancellor 
i^  *^^  Exchequer  have  been  Referred  to  the  Judges,  as 
'^^  proper  Resort,  when  the  Controversy  has  been  be- 
^'^en  subject  <fe  subject.      I  am  as  the  action  is  laid 
^^happily  involved  in  a  Controversy  Avith  the  Crown, 
rhich  affords  weighty  Reasons  for  a  reference  to  the 
^<3ges. 

It  has  been  said  that  Lord  Dunmore  intended  to  pos- 
^^s  himself  of  all  the  Arc^uments  and  transmit  them  to 
-•^gland  for  advice  before  he  gave  his  Decree — I  wish 
^^  niay  act  with  even  that  degree  of  Prudence.  If  he 
^^s  not  give  a  Decree  next  Thursday,  I  shall  imagine 
^  is  so.  He  insisted  upon  taking  Mr,  Duane's  last 
"^S^roent  from  him  in  Court  altho  told  it  was  scarcely 
^gible,  and  that  a  fair  copy  should  be  made  as  soon  as 
^^Bsible  ;  this  must  proceed  either  from  a  design  of  send- 
^^  the  papers  Home  by  this  Packet,  or  from  the  same 
spirit  of  impetuosity  which  hasgovern'd  throughout  this 
^^t,  I  mention  this,  that  my  Council  may  be  aware 
^*  >vhatever  may  happen. 

X  have  not  yet  heard  from  you  and  wait  with  great 
^^patience  for  the  arrival  of  the   Januaiy  Mail,  by 
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which  no  doubt  I  sliall  hear  from  you,  if  not  from  the 
Gentlemen  I  hope  you  have  retaind  for  me. 

In  my  last  Letter  I  desired  you  would  consult  with 
my  Council  and  take  their  Directions  for  making  a 
carefull  inspection  of  the  Entry  at  the  Treasury  Office 
of  King  W™*  Declaration,  said  to  be  originally  enterd 
there  in  1697  or  1698 — I  repeat  it  now  least  that  Letter 
may  have  miscarried.  The  Reason  for  desiring  a  care- 
ful inspection  to  l)e  made  is  that  I  was  inform  d  many 
years  agoe  that  the  little  word  of  had  been  inserted  by 
a  Clark,  in  the  Instruction  to  the  Governors — ^whien 
directs  that  half  of  the  Salary  and  of  all  Perquisites  & 
Emoluments  should  be  paid  to  the  L*  Gov' — that  be- 
fore tliis  interpolation  of  the  word  of  the  Direction 
that  one  half  of  the  Salary  and  all  the  Perquisites  <fea 
should  belong  to  tlie  L*  Governour  when  exercising  the 
administration — You  will  readilly  see  the  great  Im- 
portance of  the  Inquiry  I  desire  to  be  made  at  the 
Treasury  office — this  single  Word  of  in  that  one  in- 
stance is  the  sole  Basis  of  the  Demand  made  upon  me 
— Should  you  discover  that  it  is  not  in  the  original  or 
that  it  apj>ears  to  have  been  interpolated  the  suit  on 
their  own  Princij)les  must  fall  to  the  ground ;  this  can 
only  be  discovered  ])y  a  careful  inspection  of  the 
original  Entry  at  the  Treasury. 

Whatever  I  write  to  you  I. expect  will  be  fully  laid 
before  my  Council  &  Communicated  to  M"  Johnson,  if 
he  has  engaged  with  you  in  the  Agency  for  me.

The  judicious  steps  you  took  in  my  affaii's  upon  my 
Letters  of  Nov*"  12*^  gives  me  the  greatest  reason  to 
think  myself  hapj)y  in  your  assistance:  nothing  could 
have  been  done  better  had  I  been  present  to  Advise. 
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My  Letters  to  M'  Mairs  (to  whom  I  have  only  wrote 
desiring  hiin  to  coramunicate  them  to  you)  of  Decern' 
6^^  Jany  17*^  March  9^^  contain  a  particular  Detail  of 
the  proceedings  in  my  Cause  here.     In  the  last  I  in- 
fonn'd  him  that  M""  Duane  having  closed  the  Argument 
upon  the  Demurrer  the  preceding  Thursday,  L**  Dun- 
Miore  had  appointed  the  following  Thursday  to  give  his 
Decree.     On  that  Day  he  deferred  it  for  a  fortnight 
liOnger  &  immediately  after  called  in  the  four  Judges 
of  the  Supreme  Court  and  Laid  the  Whole  Proceedings 
before  them  for  their  opinion.     This  Measure  gives  me 
g^eat  satisfaction.      It  proceeded  from  the  advice  of 
some  Person  who  was  truly  concern'd  for  his  Lordships 
Character  and  who  ever  he  is  Deserves  applause.     We 
ooly  know  that  M""  Smith  had  never  any  part  in  it,  nor 
^^  opportunity  of  oversetting  it.     The  judges  have  the 
papers  still  under  Consideration  they  are  Lengthy,  and 
^he  Judges  are  obliged  to  go  through  them  separately 
^hich  takes  up  Time.     The  Cause  now  Lies  in  a  Way 
Very  different  from  what  it  has  before  done,  and  I  have 
g^^at  hopes  will  be  determined  with  much  less  Trouble 
than  There  before  expected.     The  voice  of  the  People

*^^  may  still  follow  his  own  Byas.

You  say  that  Lord  Hillsborough  wish'd  I  had  let 
him  know  that  I  expected  to  keep  the  whole  profits  of 
my  administration.  I  should  as  soon  have  thought  it 
necessary  to  Inform  him  that  I  expected  to  keep  every 

£art  of  my  Estate.  His  Lordship  looks  upon  the  money 
demanded  of  me,  to  be  so  absolutely  Lord  Dunmore's 
property  that  he  can  have  no  ground  to  Desire  him  to 
give  it  up.  Can  Lord  Hillsborough  then  quietly  suffer 
the  Suit  to  go  on  in  the  Kings  Name,  and  the  proprie- 
tor (])y  this  fiction)  Sitting  Judge  on  his  own  Cause  ? 
Will  not  his  Majestys  Justice  be  impeached  thro  his 
Minister  by  such  Conduct?  Lord  Hillsborough  is 
pleased  to  Allow  that  I  had  formerly  some  Merit,  but 
says  some  part  of  my  conduct  in  my  Last  Administra- 
tion gave  uneasiness  to  Government. 

His  Lordship  1ms  not  been  pleased  to  point  these  out 
or  Inform  me  of  it.  I  am  condemned  &  punished 
without  even  knowing  the  fault  of  which  I  am  accused 
Certain  I  am  it  never  was  in  my  power  to  do  More  & 
I  never  did  more  real  servis  to  Government  than  in  my 
Last  Administration.  Facts  will  speak  and  to  them  1 
trust.  As  to  his  Lordships  proposal  of  an  accommoda- 
tion with  Lord  Dimmore  it  has  never  been  in  my 
power.  The  Att^.  G^  received  his  Lordships  Directions 
to  file  a  Bill  against  me  before  I  had  the  Least  Reason 
to  immagine  he  intended  a  suit.  A  man  must  be  very 
Diffident  of  his  right  who  pro])()ses  an  Accommodation 
in  such  a  Situation.  I  have  the  strongest  conviction 
of  my  right,  and  that  the  Method  of  Proceeding  against 
me  is  illegal  and  Oppressive.  An  Accommodation  now 
cannot  l)e  propos'd. 

Your  friends  here  have  sometimes  been  pleased  with 
a  Keport  that  you  was  comeing  out  our  Chief  Justice. 
I  wish  you  may  have  thought  of  it  in  Earnest.  Mr. 
Ilorsnianden  is  very  infirm  and  cannot  hold  out  much 
longer  if  you  have  Reason  to  think  you  could  obtain  a 
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Mandamus  for  this  office  with  the  Sterling  Salary — M*" 
Pratt  had  (£500)  it  would  be  w^orth  your  staying  some 
Time  longer  in  England  it  Would  be  very  agreeable  to 
many  here  to  see  you  in  that  office — It  is  supposed  that 
M'.  Smith  is  making  Interest  for  it,  but  all  moderate 
men  dread  his  having  so  much  power.

Please  to  present  my  most  respectfull  compliments 
to  Sir  Jeff  Amherst.

plied Contract.  But  in  case  this  should  be  thought 
inconclusive,  the  Judges  Enquire  whether  such  a  Con- 
tract may  Lawfully  be  made,  and  declare  it  to  be 
against  Law — that  such  a  Regulation  would  be  void; 
tne  King  haveing  no  Power  to  establish  fees,  much  less 
to  dispose  of  or  reserve  them. — ^That  a  Governor  agree- 
ing to  give  his  Maiesty  a  share  of  the  Profits  of  his  of- 
fice, would  be  liable  to  the  Penalty  inflicted  by  statute 
on  the  Buyer  of  an  office,  which  is  no  less  than  render- 
ing his  office  void  ab  initio,  and  himself  forever  inca- 
pable of  holding  the  same  office  for  the  future — that  the 
King  cannot  dispence  with  this  disability — and  that 
such  a  sale  of  offices  is  Finable.

D'  Johnson  tells  me  that  before  he  left  London  a 
Petition  was  prepared  to  be  presented  on  my  behalf  to 
the  King,  and  that  you  would  wait  my  directions  upon 
it  The  unanimous  Opinion  of  our  Judges  in  my 
Favour,  and  tlie  removal  of  Lord  Dunmore  to  Virginia, 
are  circumstances  which  give  me  strong  expectations 
that  the  Proceedings  will  not  be  revived.  I  think  there 
is  now  no  danger  of  anytliing  being  done  here,  unless 
directions  are  given  for  that  purpose  by  the  Ministry, 
who  will  certamly  be  cautious  in  opposing  the  senti- 
ments of  the  Judges,  which  appear  to  be  formed  on  so 
good  Grounds.  These  reasons  incline  me  at  present 
to  suspend  any  other  application  than  what  I  may 
have  made  by  Letter  to  Lord  Hillsborough — I  have 
had  but  verv  little  conversation  with  D'  Johnson  who 
could  only  favor  me  with  a  short  visit,  before  he  went 
to  his  Family.

Il 
shall  be  my  study  so  to  discharge  my  Duty,  that  I  may 
ensure  your  Lordship's  Protection,  and  be  made  happv 
by  my  royal  Master's  approbation  of  the  last  services 
oi  a  very  old  Servant 

Governor  Tryon  went  Home  enabled  to  give  yom 
Lordship  the  fullest  Information  of  the  state  of  this 
Province.  I  need  not  mention  any  Thing  that  he  was 
acquainted  with.  The  only  Matter  of  consequence 
which  has  occurred  since  he  left  us,  is  the  Transactions 
relative  to  the  Tea  from  London. 

Ca])tain  Lockyer,  with  the  so  long  look'd  for  Tea 
fi-om  the  India  Company,  arrived  at  Sandy  Hook  on 
the  19*^  of  last  ]\Ionth,  the  ship  came  no  farther  up,  and 
a  few  days  after  sail'd  from  thence  again  for  I^ndon 
with  the  Tea  on  Board.  Neither  the  Captain,  nor  any 
other,  made  the  least  application  to  me  about  the  Ship 
or  her  Cargoe.  The  account  of  this  affair,  publish'd 
in  the  enclosed  news  Paper  is  as  particular  and  full  as 
any  tliat  I  could  procure. 

In  the  same  Paper  your  Lordship  will  find  an  account 
of  some  more  violent  Proceedings  against  a  Piircell  of 
Tea  imported  by  Captain  Chambers  in  the  Ship  London, 
who  arrived  here  while  Captain  Lockyer  was  in  this 
Place.  As  no  Application  was  made  to  me  by  Captain 
Chambers  or  any  other  before  or  since  this  riotous 
Event,  I  cannot  give  your  Lordship  a  better  account  of 
it  than  is  contained  in  the  printed  Paper.  It  happened 
early  in  the  Evening,  and  tho'  a  pretty  large  number  of 
Spectators  were  assembled,  the  Quarter  where  I  reside, 
and  the  greatest  Part  of  the  Town  were  perfectly  Quiet 
It  is  said  Capf*  Chambers  drew  the  particular  Resent- 
ment of  the  People  upon  himself,  by  the  duplicity  of 
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his  Conduct,  Last  Fall  he  claim'd  applause  Here,  for 
being  the  first  who  refused  to  take  the  India  Compa- 
nies Tea  on  board  his  Ship ;  and  received  public  Thanks 
from  the  People  of  this  place  for  it. 

A  few  days  after  Governor  Tryon  went  from  here,  a 
small  sloop  loaded  with  Dutch  Tea,  Duck  cfec,  was  seized 
'^y  an  officer  of  the  Custom  House.  She  was  taken  in 
this  Port  at  Noon  Day,  and  secured  without  any  Tumult 
on  the  occasion. 

Since  Governor  Tryon  embarked  I  have  received  your 

lordship's  Lettei-s  N**  17  and  18.   Likewise  his  Majesty's 

jdditional  Instruction  of  the  3^  of  February,  and  your 

lordships  circular  Letter  accompanying  it.     I  laid  the

^\ir  Excellency  is  so  well  acquainted  with  his  abilities, 

^^^at  application  to  Business  and  his  Integrity,  you  will 

i^^U  in  lamenting  his  dismission.     He  has  at  all  times 

^^^n  a  warm  friend  to  Government,  of  which  number 
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We  have  not  any  to  spare.     Such  Discouragement  has 
bad  Effects. 

The  long  looked  for  Tea  Ship  arrived  at  the  Hook 
the  19^^  of  last  Month,  and  came  no  farther  up.  No 
application  of  any  kind  was  made  to  me  about  her. 
Some  of  our  hot  heads  would  have  a  Parade  when  the 
Captain  left  Town.  It  was  disapproved  of  by  all  the 
better  sort  of  People,  but  you  know  they  do  not  govern 
upon  these  occasions.  However  it  was  merely  a  Parade, 
without  any  Insult  to  Government  or  Individuals.  The 
Town  in  general,  and  particularly  the  Quarter  where  I 
reside,  was  as  quiet  as  if  nothing  of  the  kind  had  been 
in  Agitation. 

The  Evening  before  Captain  Lockyer  went  down  to 
his  ship,  Captain  Chambers  arriv^ed  with  some  Boxes  of 
fine  Tea  on  board  which  he  brought  on  his  own  account 
of  which  the  People  Here  had  notice  by  way  of  Phila- 
delphia before  he  arrived.     Last  Voyage  he  claimed 
some  Merit  for  being  the  first  who  refused  to  take  the 
India  Companies  Tea  on  board — the  duplicity  of  his 
conduct  drew  a  particular  Resentment  upon  him.     Hi^ 
Tea  was  destroyed  presently  after  the  ship  got  to  th^ 
Dock,  and  the  Cai)tain  thought  it  was  best  to  go  o^^ 
himself  next  Day  with  Captain  Lockyer.     Your  Excel-  * 
lency  is  so  well  acquainted  with  the  Spirit  of  the  Times  -s^ 
that  I  need  not  pretend  to  explain  these  Transactions  to^ 
you.     Indeed  as  n- »  Application  was  made  to  Govern-  ^ 
ment  in  any  shape,  either  u])on  account  of  the  Tea  Ship 
or  Captain  Chanil)ers,  the  enclosed  News  Paper  contains 
the  best  relation  of  these  Transactions  which  I  am  able 
to  give.     We  wait  Avith  anxious  suspense  for  the  De- 
termination of  Parliament. 

A  Day  or  two  after  your  Excellency  left  us,  my 
Grandson  Rich'*  Colden  step'd  on  board  a  small  sloop 
lying  at  a  Dock,  loaded  with  Dutch  Tea,  Gin,  Duck  cfee. 
He  seized  her,  and  got  her  Ijrought  down  to  the  Bat- 
tery and  secured  at  noon  Day,  without  any  Tumult. 
The  smugglers  had  so  daringly  exposed  this  Cargoe 
that  every  Body  thought  they  justly  deserved  to  loose

An 
they  have  the  benefit  intended  by  Lord  Dartmoi 
Letter,  no  Mandamus  or  officers  Right  can  be  loc 
there.  One  Party  or  other  must  be  deprived  of 
advantages  intended  by  the  King,  and  to  which  i 
have  a  just  Title  from  the  Expense  they  have  incu 
unless  the  former  Instructions  are  so  explained  as 
to  extend  the  restraint  to  the  whole  District  claii 
but  only  to  Lands  that  are  within  the  Grants  made 
New  Hampshire  or  Canada. 

Your  Excellency  will  likewise  recollect  that  t 
are  several  Petitions  depending  from  Pei*sons, 
having  ol)tain'd  Warrants  have  incurd  a  very  coi 
erable  Ex])ence  in  discovering  Tracts  of  Land,  w' 
tlio'  within  the  District  claim'd  l)y  New  Hampsl 
are  not  within  any  Grant  ever  made  by  that  Gov 
ment.  Some  of  these  Petitioners  have  such  equit 
Tithes  as  may  be  thought  do  come  within  the  meai 
of  Lord  Dartmouth's  Letter ;  but  if  no  Land  maj 
gi'anted  tliat  is  w^ithin  the  District  claimed  l>y  1 
Jhinipshire,  they  are  totally  shut  out.

My  Lord, 

I  have  received  your  Lordship's  Commands  of  the 
^^  of  April  No  19.  I  immediately  sent  M'  Elliott,  the 
leceiver  General  of  Quit  rents,  an  Extract  of  what 
our  Lordship  writes  in  favour  of  Col.  Keene,  and  you 
aay  be  assured  no  Process  will  issue  against  his  Lands 
or  the  Quit  rents,  till  the  Determination  of  the  Lords 
f  the  Treasury  is  Known. 

The  Act  of  rarliament  shuting  up  the  Port  of  Bos- 
DU,  was  brought  to  this  Place  by  a  Merchant  Vessel  1, 

few  Daj^s  before  I  received  it  from  your  Lordship's 
ffice.  The  Act  was  immediately  published  in  all  our 
lews  Papers,  and  was  the  Subject  of  all  Conversation, 
know  that  People  universally  in  this  Colony,  had  con- 
eived  such  Ideas  of  l>eing  taxed  at  the  pleasure  of 
Parliament  that  I  was  particularly  anxious  on  this  oc- 
asion  to  discover  the  Sentiments  of  those  who  might 
ave  most  influence  over  others,  and  was  assured  by 
be  Gentlemen  of  the  Council  and  others  of  weight  in 
be  City,  that  no  means  w^ould  be  omitted  to  prevent 
be  hot-headed  People,  from  takeing  Measures  that 
light  endanger  the  Peace  and  Quiet  of  the  Colony, 
'he  Men  who  at  that  Time  call'd  themselves  the  Com- 
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mittee  who  dictated  and  acted  in  the  name  of  the  Peo- 
ple, were  many  of  them  of  the  lower  Kank,  and  all  the 
warmest  Zealots  of  those  calPd  the  Sons  of  Liberty. 
The  more  consideraV)le  Merchants  and  Citizens  seldom 
or  never  appeared  among  Them ;  but  I  believe  were  not 
displeased  with  the  clamour  and  Opposition  that  was 
shew^n  against  internal  Taxation  by  Farliament.  The 
principal  Inhabitants  being  now  affraid  that,  these  hot 
Headed  Men  might  run  the  City  into  dangerous 
Measures,  a])peared  in  a  considerable  Body  at  the  first 
meeting  of  the  Peoj)le,  after  the  Boston  act  was  re- 
ceived Here.  They  dissolved  the  former  Committee, 
and  appointed  a  new  one  of  51  Persons,  in  which  care 
was  taken  to  have  a  number  of  the  most  prudent  and 
considerate  Persons  of  the  Place.  Some  of  them  have 
not  before  join'd  in  the  pul)lic  Proceedings  of  the  Op- 
j)osition,  and  were  induced  to  appear,  in  what  they  are 
sensible  is  an  illegal  Character,  from  a  consideration 
that  if  they  did  not  the  Business  would  be  left  in  the 
same  rash  hands  as  before. 

Letters  had  been  received  from  Boston  with  an  In- 
vitation from   that   Town   to  the  Sister  Colonies  im- 
mediately to  come  into  a  Resolution  to  refrain  from  any 
Commerce  wnth   Great   Britain   and  the  West    Indift 
Islands  till  the  Act  for  shutting  up  the  Port  of  Bostoiv 
was  repealed.     A  printed  Hand  Bill  of  this  ProposaV 
is  enclosed. 

I  aminform'd  that  the  new  Committee  in  their  answer*^ 
to  Boston,  have  given  them  no  reason  to  expect  th'al^ 
the  Merch^'  Here  will  adopt  so  extravagant  a  Measure 
— And  People  with  whom  I  converse  assure  me  that 
they  think  it  cannot  be  ])rought  about  by  the  most 
zealous  advocates  of  Opposition.  As  yet  no  Resolu- 
tions have  l)een  taken  by  the  People  of  this  Colony, 
and  the  cool  prudent  Men  will  endeavour  to  keep 
Measures  in  suspence,  that  they  may  have  an  oppor- 
tunity of  adopting  the  best.  I  am  told  they  have  pro- 
posed that  the  Colonies  be  invited  to  send  Deputies  to 
meet  together  in  order  to  Petition  the  King  for  Redress 
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of  Grievances,  and  to  deliberate  upon  some  Plan  where- 
by the  Jealousies  between  Great  Britain  and  her 
Colonies  may  be  removed.  It  is  allowed  by  the  In- 
telligent among  them,  that  these  assemblies  of  the  Peo- 
ple without  authority  of  Government  are  illegal  and 
may  be  dangerous,  but  they  deny  that  they  are  un- 
constitutional when  a  national  grievance  cannot  other- 
wise be  removed.  What  Resolutions  will  be  taken  I 
cannot  as  yet  say.  The  Government  of  this  Province 
has  no  coercive  power  over  these  assemblies  of  the 
People,  but  the  authority  of  the  Majestrate,  in  all 
cases,  is  submitted  to  as  usual. 

I  have  reason  from  your  Lordship's  Letter  to  sup- 
pose there  is  a  Design  to  appoint  another  Lieut*  Gover- 
nor of  this  Province.  I  trust  in  his  Majesty's  Justice 
that  when  he  is  pleased  to  dismiss  an  old  Servant,  he 
will  bestow  such  graceous  Testimonies  as  will  evince 
that  tho'  he  may  think  me  too  old  to  serve  him  at  a 
Time  when  the  task  is  become  uncommonly  arduous,  I 
have  not  forfeited  his  royal  Protection  and  Favour.  I 
shall  Persevere  my  Lord  in  constant  application  to  a 
faithfull  discharge  of  my  Duty,  and  in  endeavouring 
to  preserve  this  Government  in  good  order.     I  am

The  Act  of  Parliament  for  shutting  up  the  Port  of 
Boston  is  a  Measure  of  such  consequence  that  you  will 
expect  those  who  have  the  honor  of  writing  to  you  from 
Hence,  should  give  you  some  account  of  what  happens 
among  Us  upon  it.  Soon  after  the  act  was  received 
here  an  Express  arrived  from  Boston  with  an  Invitation 
of  that  Town  to  their  sister  Colonies  to  resolve  that  they 
would  suspend  all  Importation  or  Exportation  from 
Great  Britain  or  the  West  Indies,  until  the  Boston  Port 
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Act  should  be  repealed.  On  receipt  of  tins,  Inhabita 
of  tlie  City  were  called  together  as  usual  to  eons 
upon  Matters  of  the  greatest  Importance. 

Most  of  the  principal  People  attended  that  Meeti 
and  many  who  had   not  beiore  appeared  on  such  oc 
sions.     They  dissolved  the  Committee  then  acting,  cfe 
pointed  another,  among  which  were  chosen  some  of 
moderate  &  prudent  Inhabitants  ;  your  Excellency  \ 
see  their  Names  in  the  News  Papers.     The  Majority 
the  new  Committee  act  with  a  Resolution  to  prevent « 
violent  or  rash  measures,  being  entered  into,  and  to  r 
serve  tlie  Peace  of  the  Colony.     I  am  well  assured  ti 
will  not  comply  with  the  Requisition  of  Boston,  I 
'   what  they  will  do  I  cannot  as  yet  say.     A  Congress 
Deputies  from  all  the  Colonies  to  join  in  a  Petition 
the  King,  and  a  Plan  for  settling  the  Dispute  with 
Britain,  is  talked  of. 

I  am  told  that  the  assembly's  agent  M""  Burk  wril 
that  M""  Pownal  proposed  the  appointing  Commisioni 
to  determine  the  Disjmte  between  this  Province  a 
New  Hampshire.  I  am  very  certain  the  proprietors 
lands  under  the  New  York  Grant  will  never  subn 
their  Titles  to  such  a  Decision  for  that  would  put  t 
New  Hampshire  People  uj)on  the  same  footing  wi 
them.  The  New  York  Grantees  think  they  have  a  coi 
j)lete  Title  in  Law,  and  that  the  others  have  none  at  i 
but  usuiT)ati()n  ;  the  Governors  of  New  York  havintjf  h: 
at  all  Times  sufficient  authority  to  grant  the  Lands  < 
the  west  side  of  Connecticut  River,  which  none  of  tl 
Governors  of  New  Hampshire  ever  had. 

Nothing  has  been  done  in  the  Land  office  since  yoi 
Excelh^ncy  left  us.  I  mentioned  in  my  former  Lett 
the  Embarrassment  We  were  under  with  respect  to  Loi 
Dartmouth's  Letter.  If  your  Excellency  could  procu: 
such  an  Explanation  as  would  make  it  clear  that  it  m'j 
intended  that  those  People  should  be  favoured  who  h« 
equitable  Claims  to  Lands  within  the  District  claime 
by  New  IIam])sliire,  but  never  actually  granted  by  thi 
(xovernment — and  likewise  that  Jessup  and  his  Assoc 
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ates,  wlio  have  such  strong  equitable  Titles,  should  re- 
ceive Grants  in  the  old  Mode,  you  would  greatly  serve 
many  People  who  seem  to  be  hardly  dealt  with  })y  Gov- 
ernment. On  the  other  Hand,  as  matters  stand  now,  I 
fear  that  neither  you  nor  I  will  partake  of  a  consid- 
erable Advantage  that  might  be  made. 

We  make  no  doubt  that  you  are  in  England  before 
this  Time  &  long  much  to  hear  that  you  M"  Tryon  <fe 
Miss  are  safe  and  in  good  health.  May  your  Excellency 
have  that  reception  from  his  Majesty  which  your  services 
deserve.  I  am  now  at  Spring  Hill,  which  I  find  agrees 
better  with  my  Health  than  the  Town.  My  son  cames 
this  to  Town,  &  I  leave  it  open  that- if  he  learn  any- 
thing new  he  may  add  it.  He  and  his  wife  join  with 
me  in  our  most  respectfull  and  affectionate  compliments 
to  you  and  M"  Tryon  I  am

Having  my  Father's  directions  to  inform  your  Excel- 
lency of  any  thing  I  might  learn  in  Town  worth  notice, 
I  cannot  omit  the  honor  of  laying  before  you,  some 
Intelligence  I  hav^e  received  from  good  authority.  The 
Boston  news  Papers  by  the  last  Post,  contain  a  Letter  of 
the  14"*  of  May,  said  to  be  wrote  from  this  Place  to  the 
Committee  in  Boston,  expressing  the  sentiments  of  the 
People  of  this  City.  This  letter  gives  great  displeasure 
here,  and  the  Committee  of  51  have  made  a  strict  en- 
quiiy  to  find  out  the  author;  and  have  in  particular 
calld  upon  the  late  Committee  to  answer  wnether  or 
not  they  had  wrote,  or  knew  any  thing  of  the  writing 
of  that  Letter — which  all  Deny — I  am  told  a  disavowal 
of  the  Letter,  and  some  remarks  upon  it  will  be  pub- 
lishd  in  Rivington's  Paper  to-morrow. 

The  Committee  of  this  Place  had  a  meeting  last 
Night  in  consequence  of  a  Proposal  from  Philadelphia 
that  we  should  appoint  a  Day  of  Public  Fasting  and 
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Prayer.  The  Committee  have  put  it  off,  as  a  Mat 
with  which  they  liad  nothing  to  do.  I  believe  it  wo' 
not  be  easy  to  bring  tlie  Gov"".  &  Council  to  appoiii  ^ 
Fast  at  this  Time.  So  far  as  I  can  discover  the  r»- 
Committee  act  up  to  the  principles  upon  w**  alone  tE^ 
can  be  vindicated — They  prevent  the  violent  infla^ 
tory  Measures,  that  some  among  us  would  run  \x:m 
and  publish  as  the  act  of  the  whole.  They  endeavc:: 
to  suspend  any  Resolutions  whatsoever,  <fe  to  prese* 
the  Peace  and  Quiet  of  the  Government. 

My  Father  expected  that  the  acts  of  assembly  of  ^ 
last  Sessions,  would  have  gone  to  the  Board  of  Tr0 
by  tliis  Packett  but  unfortunately  the  Great  seal  ge 
way  twice  before  we  had  the  seal  fixed  to  half  the  ac 
It  gave  way  a  third  Time  so  late  this  night,   that 
could  not  get  it  repaired,  &  the  rest  of  the  acts  sea^ 
before  the  Mail  will  be  closed.     The  seals  giving  \^ 
in  the  manner  it  does,  must  be  owing  to  the  fire  it  w  ^ 
througli  last  Winter.     If  your  Excellency  should  th  1 
it  necessary,  you  will  be  able  to  inform  the  Lord* 
Trade  and  Plantations,  of  the  accident  which  has  pj 
vented  the  acts  being  transmitted  at  this  tima 

I  beg  leave  to  remind  your  Excellency  that  you  tv 
pleased  to  say  that  you  would  send  over  30  Mid"  Pa 
es — only  two  remain  of  those  you  left,  and  the  M^ 
chants  think  they  will  be  much  distressed  for  want 
Passes.

this  that  you  may  not  be  led  into  a  mistake  I  shall  now 
send  the  Letter  my  Father  had  wrote  to  the  Lords  of 
Trade  and  Plantations. 

I  take  the  liberty  to  inclose  this  DaA^s  news  Paper  as 
the  latest  that  can  go  at  this  Time.  I  am  sorry  to  see 
the  Resolves  from  Mariland.  Eveiy  thing  of  that 
kind  serves  to  blow  up  the  Flame,  and  does  great  mis- 
chief in  the  hands  of  the  Outrageous.  I  learn  that  the 
Committee  of  51,  are  sending  letters  into  all  the  Coun- 
ties of  this  Province,  inviting  them  to  appoint  Com- 
mittees of  Corj'esppi^ence,  that  the  sentiments  of  the 
whole  Colony  may  be  taken,  in  case  the  situation  of 
a£Eairs  should  make  it  necessary.  Could  their  senti- 
ments be  fairly  known  I  make  no  doubt  a  large 
Majority  would  be  for  the  most  Moderate  &  Prudent 
Measures.  But  I  am  afraid  the  Business  in  the  Coun- 
ties will  be  left  to  a  few  forward  intemperate  Men, 
who  will  undertake  to  speak  for  the  whole,  and  that 
no  good  will  come  of  this  Measure.  The  Times  are  full 
of  the  most  interesting  events — God  knows  what  is  to 
come  of  us.  I  must  in  treat  youi'  Excellency  to  Pardon 
the  Liberty  I  take,  being  with  entire  submission,  your 
Excellency,  &c  <fec.

My  Lord, 

In  my  Letter  of  June  \V^  I  informed  your  Lordship 
that  the  People  of  this  City  had  chosen  a  Committee 
of  51  Persons  to  correspond  with  the  sister  ColoBies 
on  the  present  political  affairs — that  many  of  this  Com- 
mitte  were  of  the  most  considerable  Merch^'  and  Men 
of  cool  Tempers  who  would  endeavour  to  avoid  all  ex- 
travagant and  dangerous   Measures.     They  have  hM 
a  continual  struggle  with  those  who  are  of  a  differe**^^ 
Disposition,  and  having  for  several  Weeks  succeed^^ 
in  suspending  any  Resolutions,  I  was  in  hopes  th^^5 
Avould  have  maintained  the  only  Conduct  which  can  e 
cuse  them.     But  accounts  repeatedly  comeing  to  Hao^ 
from  different  Parts  of  the  Continent,  of  the  appoin 
ment  of  De]:)uties  to  meet  in  a  general  Congress,  thi 
Measure  was  so  Strenuously  push'd  that  it  was  carriec 
in  the  Committee  of  51  on  Monday  last ;  and  five  Per 
sons  were  named  to  be  the  Deputies  from  this  Province. 
The  Persons  named  are  James  Duane  &  John  Jay,  two 
eminent  Lawyers ;  Isaac  Low,  Phillip  Livingston  and 
John  Alsop,  Merchants.     I  am  told  a  violent  effort 
was  made  in  the  Committee  to  have  John  Scott,  an  emi- 
nent Lawyer  and  Alex'"  M^'Dougal,  the  Wilkes  of  New 
York,  named  in  place  of  Jay  and  Alsop.     It  is  said  the 
People  are  to  be  mvited  to  meet  on  Thursday  to  approve 
of   the   Deputies   named   by   the    Committee.     These 
transactions  are  dangerous,  my  Lord,  and  illegal,  but 
by  what  means  sliall  Government  prevent  them  ?     An 
attem])t  l)y  the  power  of  the  Civil  Magistrate  would 
only   shew  their  weakness,  and  it  is  not  easy    to  say 
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upon  what  foundation  a  military  aid  should  be  called 
in.  Such  a  Measure  would  involve  us  in  Troubles 
which  it  is  thought  much  more  prudent  to  avoid  ;  and 
to  shun  all  Extreams  while  it  is  yet  possible  Things 
may  take  a  favourable  turn.  The  Purpose  of  the  Con- 
gress, it  is  said,  is  to  Petition  for  a  redress  of  Grievances, 
and  to  consider  of  a  Plan  for  settling  the  Controversy 
with  Great  Britain,  but  no  Instructions  for  the 
Deputies  have  yet  appeared  that  I  know  of. 

The  present  political  zeal  and  Frenzy  is  almost  en- 
tirely confined  to  the  City  of  New  York.     The  People 
in  the  Counties  are  noways  disposed  to  become  active 
or  bear  any  part  in  what  is  proposed  by  the  citizens. 
I  am  told  all  the  Counties  but  one  have  declined  an  In- 
vitation sent  them  from  New  York  to  appoint  Com- 
mittees of   Correspondence.      This   Province  is  every 
where,  except  in   the   City   of  New  York,  perfectly 
quiet  and  in  good  order ;  and  in  New  York  a  much 
greater  freedom  of  Speech  prevails  than  has  done  here- 
tofore.    An  opposition  has  been  declared  to  the  vile 
Practice  of  exhibiting  Effigies  which  I  hope  will  pre- 
vent it  for  the  future. 

I  believe  your  Lordship  will  expect  a  particular  ac- 
count of  the  state  of  the  Government  from  me,  which 
I  hope  will  be  a  sufficient  excuse  for  my  troul)ling  you 
with  such  minute  Transactions.  I  am  anxious  to  per- 
form my  Duty,  and  to  merit  your  Protection  by  bemg, 
My  Lord,  your  Lordships  most  faithfull  and  obedient 
gervant.

As  I  have  inform'd  you  heretofore  that  no  Business 
i^vas  done  in  the  Land  Office,  since  the  receipt  of  the

:iow  know  that,  since  my  last  Letter,  the  Council  have 
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advised  Me  to  issue  Patients  to  several  Persons  whc 
had  not  only  heretofore  obtain'd  Warrants  of  Survey 
but  who  liad  otlier  veiy  strongly  equitable  Claims- 
such  as  Col.  Stone,  M'  Avory,  Col.  Willard,  M'  Ashlej 
and  M'  Knoiilton,  whovse  Warrants  are  all  of  them  fo 
tracts  of  Land  that  never  were  granted  by  New  Hamj 
shire,  or  the  French. 

Bergen  and  his  associates,  Ranslaer  and  Abeel,  an* 
others  of  tlie  Indian  Purchasers,  I  hear,  intend  appb 
ing  for  Pattents.  Your  Excellency  knows  how  gret 
the  Equity  is  on  their  side ;  and  that  they  Lave  n^ 
only  had  Warrants  of  Survey,  but  returns  made,  at: 
a  great  exi)ence  incurred  under  the  full  authority 
Government. 

My  Son  Alexander  who  was  veiy  unwell  when  ycr: 
Excellency  went  from  Hence,  has  been  for  some  TL 
past  quite  incapable  of  executing  his  office,  or  of 
pointing  a  De])uty.     I  have,  by  advice  of  Council, 
pointed  David  to  execute  the  office  of  Surveyor-Gen^ 
during  his  Brother's  incapacity. 

M*"  Elliot  has  paid  me  £368-16-0.  w^hich  is  one-ti 
of  the  net  proceeds  of  two  seizm*es  made  by  the  Cust^ 
House,  since  you  went  from  hence,  the  other  hal£ 
paid  to  M""  White  for  your  Excellency. 

The  state  of  })olitical  Matters  in  this  Government 
not  much  changed  since  my  last  Let^r.  The  ne 
Committee  of  51  have  had  a  continual  struggle  to  ke^ 
down  the  extravagant  Manuvers  of  the  more  viole;^ 
Opposers  of  Govei-nment.  Yet  they  say  they  we0 
forced  to  submit  last  Mcmday  to  the  nomination  of  fiv^ 
Persons  to  attend  the  proposed  Congress.  M'  Duanc 
Jay,  Low,  Ph.  Livingston  and  Alsop  were  named.  I 
violent  Effort  was  made  to  get  Scott  <fe  M^Dougall  i 
place  of  Jay  and  Alsop,  Avhich  it  is  said  they  will  ye 
endeavour  to  get  done  by  the  People.  Except  in  th 
city  of  New  ^ork,  the  People  in  the  Province  are  quil 
Tranquile,  and  have  declined  takeing  any  Part  with  tV 
Citizens.  An  Oj)inion  is  spread  very  generally  in  tl 
Country  that  if  a  non-importation  agreement  is  form' 
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Grovernraent  will  restrain  our  Exportation;  a  Measure 
which  the  Farmers  clearly  see  will  be  ruinous  to  them. 

The  May  Packett  arrived  yesterday,  but  brought  no 
accounts  from  your  Excellency,  wliich  Ave  had  flattered 
ourselves  she  might  do. 

You  will  be  assured  Sir  that  We  bear  the  most  re- 
spectfull  and  affectionate  Remembrance  of  your  Excel-

My  Lord, 

The  Public  have  met  with  a  very  (jreat  Loss  in  the 
Death  of  Sir  William  Joluison,  which  happened  on  the 
11th  of  last  Month.  He  was  ens^as^ed  in  business  of 
much  Importance,  Avith  a  large  number  of  Lidians  who 
were  then  with  him,  on  the  present  critical  state  of  In- 
dian affairs  on  the  Frontiers  of  Virginia.  He  had  been 
unwell  some  days,  but  applied  closely  to  Business,  in 
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consultation  with  tlie  Indians,  till  lie  was  obliged  tc 
call  for  assistance  to  get  to  bis  Room,  and  expired  sooi 
afterwards. 

Sir  William  Jolinson's  great  abilities  and  singula] 
Disposition  enabled  him  to  acquire  and  hold  a  greatej 
Influence  among  the  Indians  than  any  other  English 
man  ever  had.  I  am  told  he  recommended  his  son  ii 
law,  Col.  Guy  Johnson,  to  his  Majesty,  to  succeed  hin 
in  his  Department.  The  Colonel  took  up  the  remaining 
Business  of  the  Congress,  after  Sir  William's  Death,  ant 
I  know  no  Person  so  proper  to  succeed  his  Father  in  Law 

By  Sir  William's  Death,  his  seat  at  the  Counci 
Tal)le  is  become  Vacant.  I  hope  Gov.  Try  on  is  noM 
Avith  you.  He  is  the  proper  Person  to  recommend  foj 
filling  up  that  Vacancy. 

In  my  last  No.  3,  I  submitted  to  your  Lordship  mj 
opinion  that  the  Government  here  cannot  prevent  th( 
fre(iuent  meeting  of  the  People  which  have  been  com 
mon  everywhere,  and  I  am  now  convinced  that  if  Gov 
ernment  had  intei-fered  the  most  violent  Men  would 
have  gained  great  advantage,  and  would  have  prevented 
the  ac({uiescence  in  the  Election  of  Moderate  Men 
which  lias  now  taken  place  to  meet  at  the  general  Con 
gress  of  Delegates  from  all  the  Colonies  wliich  is  pro 
j>()sed  to  be  held  at  Philadelphia  next  Month.  Th^ 
Meeting  of  the  Delegates,  I  am  of  opinion,  cannot  be 
prevented.  If  they  pursue  only  such  prudent  Measures 
as  are  calculated  to  remove  the  destructive  Dissensions 
which  subsist  b(*t\veen  Great  Britain  and  her  Colonies, 
the  ^Meeting  the'  illegal,  it  may  be  hoped,  will  product 
some  good.  Great  Pains  has  been  taken  in  the  several 
Counties  of  this  Province  to  induce  the  People  to  entei 
into  Resolves,  and  to  send  Committees  to  join  the 
Comniittee  in  the  city  ;  but  they  have  only  prevailed  ii 
Suifolk  County,  in  the  East  End  of  Long  Island  whicl 
was  settled  from  Connecticut,  and  the  Inhabitants  stil 
retain  a  great  similarity  of  Manners  and  Sentiments. 

From  a  view  of  the  numerous  Resolves  of  the  Peoph 
in  all  the  Colonies,  which  appear  in  every  News  Paper 
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your  Lordship  might  be  led  to  think  a  stupid  fatal 
hardiness  intoxicated  the  wliole ;   but  tliere  are  every- 
where People  wlio  are  allarm'(]  at  the  critical  Posture 
of  the  contention  between  G'  Britain  and  her  Colonies. 
They  look  forward  with  deepest  anxiety,  and  Avould  re- 
joice in  any  prudent  Plan  for  restoring  Harmony  &  Se- 
curity.    Could  it  be  thouofht  consistent  witli  the  Wis- 
doin  of  Parli&ment  to  lay  aside  the  liight  of  raising 
Money  on  the  Subjects  in  America,  and  in  lieu  thereof, 
that  the  several  American  Assemblies,  should  grant  and 
secure  to  the  Crown,  a  sufficient  &  permanent  Supply 
t<^  pay  all  the  officers  and  onlinary  Expenses  of  Govern- 
i^ent,  they  are  of  the  opinion  this  would  be  a  ground 
Work,  upon  which  a  happy  Reconciliation  miglit  be  ef- 
iect<id — the  Dependance  of  the  Colonies  on  Great  Brit- 
^I'i    seeured^Government   maintained — and    this    de- 
structive  Contest  happily  terminated.    For  this  purpose 
^'^^y  hope  an  Address  to  his  Majesty  will  be  foi:med  at 
*"^  Congress,  and  some  Persons  be  sent  from  each  Col- 
^^y  to  give  his  Majesty's  Ministers  full  Information  of 
every  Thing  which  shall  be  thought  necessary  to  be 
^o\vn  with  respect  to  the  Colonies.     I  am

.  J  am  impatient  to  hear  of  your  Excellency's  arrival

*^^^c;ket  has  not  yet  got  in. 

Siuce  I  had  last  the  honour  of  writing  to  you,  We 
^^  Ve  met  with  a  great  Loss  in  the.death  of  Sir  William 
''^linson.  You  know  very  well  his  un]>aralleled  useful- 
^^^  in  the  Department  of  Indian  AffairvS,  and  how 
^^flScult  it  will  be  for  a  successor  to  ec^ual  him.  He  was 
^^^ishing  a  IVeaty  Avith  the  Indians  which  he  had  held 
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on  the  present  critical  Posture  of  affairs  with  them  and 
tlie  soutliern  Colonies.  He  had  been  unwell  during  the 
whole  time,  but  was  atlast  obliged  to  call  for  assistance 
to  carry  him  out  of  the  Indian  Council  Room,  and  lived 
but  an  hour  or  two  after.  Col.  Guy  Johnson  writes  to 
me  that  he  finished  the  Business  with  the  Indians,  and 
that  Sir  William  had  recommended  him  for  his  Succes- 
sor in  that  l)ej)artment.  I  believe  he  is  the  fittest  per- 
son we  have  among  Us.  Sir  John  has  no  inclination  to 
such  a  Life.  By  Sii'  William's  Death,  a  seat  is  vacant 
in  the  Council  of  this  Province,  M'  Elliot  and  M' 
Kempe  are  both  men  of  good  sense  and  very  proper 
from  the  offices  they  bear  to  be  at  the  Council  Board.  ^ 
The  Receiver  General  has  at  all  times,  till  now,  been  of^ 
the  Council.  But  I  know  no  Man  who  can  be  nion 
usefull  on  every  account,  than  M*"  Banyar,  he  has  beei 
so  long  conversant  in  public  affairs.  I  have  only  mei 
tioned  to  Lord  Dartmouth  that  there  Avas  a  vacancy  i'^ 
the  Council,  judging  it  best  to  leave  the  recommeudt 
tion  entirely  with  your  Excellency. 

The  People  in  this  j)lace  have  oeen  in  continual 
ment  of  Division  among  themselves  upon  their  politic 
Measures,  which  at  Bottom  arises  solely  from  th( 
local  Party  views — they  have  all  an  eye  to  the  nfe- 
Election,  more  than  any  thing  else.     They  have  at  h 
ac([iiiesced  in  nominating  Isaac  Low,  Philip  Livingstc 
John  ALsop,  James  Duane  &  John  Jay  for  their  D( 
gates  at  the  Congress.     The  Counties  have  taken 
Part  in  this  Nomination,  and  from  the  intelligence  I  ha

vince  are  in  good  order,  as  your  Excellency  left  ther^ 

In  conse(|uence  of  the  King's  Order  in  Council,  wL  i 
M'  Bayard  brought  to  Me  the  Day  after  I  wrote  las't     ^^ 
your  Excellency,  the  oflice  of  Register  of  the  Ordin^-^7 
and  Prerogative  Court  of  this  Province,  has  beengiv'^^^ 
up  to  M*"  Bayard  the  Deputy  Secrettary.    I  have  made  ^^ 
change  in  the  Surrogates  oflice  which  M' Ludlow  conti^" 
ues  to  execute  for  Col  Fanning.

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My  son  Alexander  after  lying  vSonie  time  in  a  State 
which  his  Physicians,  anil  all  who  saw  him,  thought  it 
impossible  he  could  survive,  recovered  surprisingly  a 
few  Days  after  his  son  in  Law  Antill  sail'd  from  Ifence, 
and  is  now  able  to  walk  from  Room  to  Room  in  his 
House,  but  is  too  weak  to  do  any  Business.

The  Governors  of  King's  College  in  New  York  have 
desired  that  the  Draft  which  they  have  made  of  a  royal 
charter  may  pass  through  my  Hands  to  your  Excellen- 
cy. I  make  no  doul)t  you  will  use  your  Influence  Avith 
the  Kings  Ministers  in  order  to  obtain  it.  The  Dissen- 
tere  from  the  Church  of  England  have  the  sole  Educa- 
tion not  only  in  all  the  seminaries  of  Learning  in  the 
New  England  Colonies,  but  likewise  in  New  Jersey 
and  other  Colonies,  <fe  therefore  it  seems  highly 
requisite  that  a  Seminary  on  the  Principle's  of  the 
Church  of  England  be  distinguished  in  America  by 
particular  Privileges,  not  only  on  account  of  Religion 
but  of  good  Policy,  to  prevent  the  farther  growth  of 
republican  Principles,  which  already  too  mucli  pre- 
vail in  the  Colonies.  Your  Exc^.  is  so  well  inform'd  of

It  setMiis  very  reasonable,  and  I 
conceive  no  Objection  can  be  made  to  it  on  the  Part  of 
this  Province. 

I  am  entirely  of  your  Opinion  that  the  ascertaining 
and  establishing  the  Boundaries  behveen  the  Colonies 
is  a  Matter  of  great  Im])ortance  to  both,  and  ought  to 
be  accomplish'd  without  delay.     You  may  thei'ef oi-e  be 
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assured  that  I  will  recommend  this  Business  to  t 
Assembly  at  their  next  Session — A  Provision  for  t 
Expence  must  come  from  them;  on  wliich  Head 
can  give  no  Answer,  till  they  meet,  which  will  n 
probably  be  befoie  Winter.  Setleing  the  ]>egining 
the  43*^  Degree  of  Latitude  on  Delawar  Kiver,  w^on! 
alone  be  a  point  of  much  Consequence,  and  wouj 
in  a  great  Measure  })e  sufficient  at  present  to  prev^ei 
Encroachments  on  either  Side — This  might  be  dor 
much  sooner,  and  at  much  less  Expence  by  Commi 
sioners  appointed  by  this  and  your  Province  than  : 
referrM  to  Commissionei's  to  be  appointed  by  the  Kin^ 
The  Latitude  may  be  detennined  with  the  greatest  Ce: 
tainty  in  the  Months  of  November  or  Deceml>6r,  b 
observing  the  altitude  of  the  Pole  star  above  and  h 
low  the  role.  For  in  this  Method  no  Calculation  i 
necessary  and  no  dependence  on  the  previous  Work  o 
others.  I  shall  communicate  your  letter  and  the  Cop 
of  the  Petition  to  the  Council  the  first  Time  they  mee 
I  am  with  much  Respect  Sir,  <fec.

Since  my  Letter  of  yesterday  I  have  received  EJ 
patches  from  the  Secrettary  of  State.     In  his  Letter 
the  G^^  of  July,  tliere  is  the  following  Paragraph. 

"Sir  William  Johnson  haveing  acquainted  Me  tYi 
two  Seneka  Indians  have  ]>een  Committed  to  the  Gr< 
in  Tryon  County,  as  accomplices  in  the  Murder  of  £ci 
Frenchmen  in  the  last  year — His  Majesty  is  graceovi* 
pleased  upon  E,ej)ort  to  him  of  tlie  Circumstances 
the  Case,  to  signify  his  Pleasure  that  they  l>oih  Set 
Liberty  forthwith,  and  you  will  not  fail  to  take  t 
proper  Steps  for  that  Purpose." 

Till  I  received  Lord  Dartmouths  Letter  I  had  xi 
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heard  of  these  Indians  being  Goal,  and  now  know 
nothing  of  the  circumstances  of  their  commitment.  You 
will  please  to  direct  the  Sheriff  to  release  them  which 
I  expect  he  wall  do  upon  this  Letter  from  the  Secrettary 
of  State,  but  if  any  aifficulties  occur,  you  will  give  Me, 
by  the  first  Opportuutity  such  Information  as  will 
enable  Me  to  carry  his  Majesty's  Commands  into  im- 
mediate Execution. 

I  would  choose  that  the  Sheriff  should  release  Them 
upon  this  Letter  from  the  Secrettaiy  of  State,  if  it  can 
be  done  with  propriety. 

A  Letter  which  came  under  my  Cover  from  the  Sec- 
rettary  of  State  directed  to  Sir  William  Johnson,  I 
send  with  this  to  you.

New  York,  7'**  Sept^  1774. 
Sir, 

The  riotous  Conduct  of  a  number  of  People  in  the 
eastern  Part  of  the  County  of  Charlotte,  in  this 
Province,  has  grown  to  a  Hi^lith,  that  calls  for  a  more 
powerfuU  Interposition  of  Government  than  can  be 
drawn  from  the  Civil  Authority  alone.  On  Thursday 
last,  I  laid  Petition  and  Complaint  preferred  in  behalf 
of  the  Officers  of  Justice  and  Inhabitants  of  that 
County,  supported  by  several  affidavits  before  his 
Majesty's  Council ;  who  were  of  o])inion  "  that  I  should 
apply  to  your  Excellency  for  a  military  Aid  of  150  or 
200  Men  to  be  employed  only  in  suppoi*ting  tlie 
Magistrates  in  keeping  the  Peace  of  the  County  and  its 
Vicmity." 

These  riotous  People  got  footing  in  that  Part  of  this 
Province  since  the  last  War.  lliey  came  in  under 
Pattents  for  Land  which  the  Governor  of  New  Hamp- 
shire pretended  to  give  them,  altho'  his  Government 
never  did  extend  beyond  the  west  Bank  of  Connecticut 
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River ;  that  River  being  the  original  Boundary  of  1 
Province,  and  was  declared  so  to  be  by  an  order  of 
King  in  Council,  issued  since  the  Intrasions  under  K 
Hampshire  took  place.  There  is  not  the  least  Groi 
to  dispute  the  Jurisdiction  of  this  Government,  1 
Governor  of  New  Hampshire  does  not  now  pretend 
have  any  authority  there  ;  yet  these  riotous  People  c 
tinue  to  deny  our  authority  in  every  Instanca  I 
content  with  holding  Possession  of  the  Lands  on  wh 
they  liad  settled,  they  have  declared  the  most  un\^ 
rantable  Opposition  to  every  Act  of  this  Governm 
— grossly  insulting  and  threatening  Destruction  to 
Magestrates  who  attempt  to  execute  their  office ;  i 
to  all  who  shall  submit,  or  take  refuge  under 
officers  or  Laws  of  this  Province.  They  have  e^ 
dared  to  erect  two  Places  of  strength  to  secure  th 
selves  from  Justice  and  to  terrify  those  who  wo 
oppose  them. 

The  Danger  of  suffering  a  number  of  People  in  si 
a  Situation  to  Live  in  open  Defiance  of  the  authoi 
of  Government — pretending  to  appoint* officers  and 
erect  Courts  among  themselves — executing  in  tlie  m 
illegal  and  cruel  Maimer,  the  high  Power  of  tryi 
condemning  and  punishing  their  fellow  Subjects  wl 
their  strength  is  daily  encreasing  by  the  Junction 
idle,  desperate  Vagabonds  from  all  Parts  of  ■ 
Coiuitry,  is  so  evident,  that  I  doubt  not  your  Excellei 
will  concur  in  whatever  you  think  is  consistent  w 
his  Majesty's  Service,  to  suppress  these  lawless  Peoj 
and  bring  them  to  submit  to  the  legal  authority 
Government. 

M"^  Houech,  the  Mac^estrate  from  Charlotte,  who 
tended  the  Council  on  this  occasion  assured  Me  tha 
Troops  were  sent  among  them,  there  was  a  suffici 
numbei*  of  Inhabitants  well  disposed  to  Governm 
who  Avould  gladly  do  everything  they  could  to  fun 
the  Trooj)s  with  good  Quarters.  If  two  or  three  of 
ring  Leaders  of  these  Rioters  were  secured,  it  is  thou 
the  Presence  of  the  Troo])s  would  not  be  longer 
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quisite.     I  therefore  hope  your  Excellency  might  with- 
draw them  before  Winter. 

The  Gentlemen  of  the  Council  are  of  opinion  that  if 
your  Excellency  should  not  think  it  proper  to  order  the 
aid  they  advise  Me  to  apply  for,  to  be  furnish'd  from 
the  Regiment  quartered  in  New  York,  the  Troops  may 
more  easily  be  sent  from  the  Province  of  Quebec.  As 
soon  as  we  know  your  orders,  We  shall  give  the  neces- 
sary Directions  for  the  reception  of  the  Troops,  and 
the  conduct  of  the  Magestrates  in  that  Part  of  the 
country.  I  inclose  your  Excellency  copies  of  the  Pe- 
tition and  Complaint  laid  V)efore  the  Council  on  Thurs- 
day last — and  of  the  Minute  of  Council  thereon.  I 
am,  &c.

I  have  the  honor  of  your  Lordship's  Letter  of  the 
e^**  of  July  No.  21. 

The  destruction  of  Capf"  Chambers's  Tea,  was  so 
xinexpected  and  sudden  that  no  measures  could  be  pre- 
viously thought  of  to  prevent  it.  Afterwards  the 
CJentlemen  of  Property  and  ])rincipal  Merchants 
attended  the  meetings  of  the  p()j)ulace,  when  called 
"together  by  their  former  Demagogues,  who  thereby 
liave  lost  their  Influence  and  are  neglected.  The  Popu- 
lace are  now  directed  by  Men  of  different  Princij)les, 
^  who  have  much  at  stake.     Many  Pa])ers  luwe  l)een 

Jublish'd  in  this  city,  to  expose  the  Measures  wliich 
ad  been  proposed  by  the  former  Demagogues  in  oppo- 
sition to  Government,  Men  now  speak  &>  puldish 
Sentiments,  in  favour  of  Government,  and  argue  upon 
'the  political  Subjects  of  the  Times,  Avith  much  greater 
ireedom  &  security  than  has  been  known  here  f oi*  some 
^ears  past,  which  I  hope  is  a  sign  that  the  licentious 
Spirit  which  has  governed  the  People  to  their  great 
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Disgrace,  is  check'd — ^We  have  no  more  burning  o: 
Effigies,  or  putting  cut  throat  Papers  under  Peoplei 
Doors. 

You  may  be  assured,  my  Lord,  that  1  will  gran 
some  of  the  Land  reserved  for  the  garrisons  at  Crowi 
Point  and  Ticonderoga :  but  I  am  mf orm'd  that  Lore 
Dunmore,  while  in  this  Government,  granted  the  lan< 
reserved  for  the  use  of  the  Garrison  at  Crown  Point,  fc 
Adolphus  Benzel,  an  officer  of  the  Army  and  Assistan 
Engineer :  and  that  there  is  a  clause  in  the  Patten 
that  he  shall  surrender  the  Land  whenever  the  Kinj 
shall  require  it  for  the  "use  of  his  Garrison.  In  th 
meantime  the  Firewood  may  be  cut  off. 

The  five  gentlemen  whom  I  formerly  informed  you 
Lordship  were  appointed  by  this  city  to  be  thei 
Deputies  at  the  General  Congress,  went  to  Philadel 
phia,  the  Place  of  Meeting,  last  Week.  Seven  countie 
of  this  Province,  neither  appointed  Delegates  for  them 
selves,  nor  concurr'd  in  the  choice  made  by  the  City— 
and  two  Counties  have  sent  Delegates  of  their  own, 
found  the  City  Delegates  were  embarrassed  by  this  Du 
sension  of  the  People.

Dear  Sir 

I  have  the  honor  of  your's  of  the  30^  of  June, 
hope  before  this  the  Tunln-idge  Water  has   restorec 
your  Health.     It  will  give  me  the  greatest  pleasure  tc 
hear  it  has. 

Every  Person  who  has  seen  the  late  Instruction  ii 
relation  to  Lands,  the  Gentlemen  of  the  Council  par 
ticularly,  are  of  opinion  that  the  Method  proposea  ii 
impracticable  in  the  Execution.  The  Lands  now  to  b< 
granted  are  above  200  miles  from  New  York,  and  ii 
the  Wilderness.     No  Person  intrusted  with  the  Execu 
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tion  of  that  Instruction  will  undergo  the  Fatigue  and 
advance  the  Money  to  defray  the  extraordinaiy  Expense 
it  must  be  attended  with.  I  have  granted  some  Man- 
dates and  officers  and  soldier's  Rights  under  the  King's 
Proclamations,  and  one  or  two  tracts  where  Surveys 
^ad  been  actually  made,  pursuant  to  Lord  Dartmouth's 
-^tter,  accompanying  the  Instruction. 

After   the   Destruction  of   Capt''.   Chambers's  Tea, 
^^  some  other  violent  Pi-oceedings  of  the  pretended 
^^atriots,  the  principal  Inhabitants  began  to  be  appre- 
hensive and  resolved   to  attend  the  Meetings  of  the 
^^habitants  when  called  together  by  Hand  Bills.     The 
^consequence  has  been  that  Scott,  McDougall,  Sears  & 
■L'atab   are   all  in  disgrace,  and  the  People   are  now 
directed  by  more  moderate  Men.     I  hope  that  the  giv- 
^g*  any  new  offence   to  Parliament  will  be  guarded 
gainst.     Our  Delegates  to  the  Congress,  at  least  the 
^ajor  Part  of  them  are  moderate  prudent  Men.     The

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All  our  intelligence  shews  that  these  lawless  People 
are  gaining  strength  very  fast,  and  are  ])ursiiing  such  a 
Plan  as  cannot  fail  of  being  very  troublesome  to  Gov- 
ernment. Many  People  in  this  Place  are  sensible  of 
this,  and  of  the  inability  of  the  civil  Power  to  support 
Government.  The  assistance  of  the  Military  may  at  this 
Time,  I  think,  have  some  particular  good  Effects  by 
Demonstrating  the  necessity  we  are  under  to  apply  for 
such  aid  ;  and  the  Important  Service  they  are  or  when 
proi)erly  Employed.  It  is  my  Duty  to  suggest  these 
Matters  to  your  Excellency,  but  you  only  can  determine 
how  far  they  are  com])atible  with  that  Part  of  his  Ma- 
jesty's Commands  which  you  have  more  immediately 
in  Execution.

By  the  enclosed  Minute  of  Council  you  will  be  made 
acquainted  with  the  Sentiments  of  his  Majesty's  Council 
of  this  Province,  upon  the  Letter  of  the  W^  of  last 
lilonth  which  I  had  the  honor  to  receive  from  you,  with 
n  copy  of  your  Petition  to  the  King. 

In  the  conversation  which  I  had  with  the  Gentlemen 
of  the  Council  upon  this  Occasion,  they  were  of  opinion 
'that  the  assembly  would  not  be  induced  to  bear  our 
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Proportion  of  the  Expence  of  running  the  whole  north- 
ern Boundary  of  Pensilvania;  which  extends  so  mnch 
further  westward  than  we  have  any  probability  of 
settling  in  many  years.  Our  Assembly  have  experi- 
enced such  heavy  Expence  attending  the  appointment 
of  Commissioners  under  the  Great  Seal  of  England, 
that  it  may  even  l)e  apprehended,  they  will  not  at  any 
rate,  choose  to  engage  m  that  Way.  But  we  do  not 
doubt  they  would  be  willing  to  join  with  you  in  appoint- 
ing two  Gentlemen,  one  of  each  Province,  to  determine 
the  Latitude  on  Delawar  River,  and  the  northern  Bonn- 
darj'^,  so  far  as  there  is  any  room  to  immagine  the  Settle- 
ments on  either  side,  can  extend  for  a  considerable 
Time  to  come.  In  which  way  it  may  be  done  very 
effectually  and  at  much  less  expence.     I  am,  &".

My  Lord, 

The  enclosed  Copy  of  a  Petition  and  Affidavit  lai 
before  Me  and  the  Council,  will  inform  your  Loi'dshi 
how  much  his  Majesty's  peaceable  Subjects,  in  a  Pai 
of  the  Province,  mention'd  in  the  Petition,  are  moles 
ed  cfe  insulted  V)y  a  Lawless  set  of  Men  who  at  firs 
settled  there  under  a  claim  made  by  the  Govemmen 
of  New  Ham])shire.  But  since  they  have  been  dis 
owned  l)y  that  Government  they  will  pay  obedience  tc 
none — assuming  all  power  to  themselves — chuse  Maged 
trates,  erect  Ccmrts,  and  inflict  Punishments,  <fec.  Fu- 
gitives from  all  the  neighbouring  Governments  resort 
thither  so  that  they  are  now  become  a  numerous  and 
dangerous  Body  of  Banditti  which  is  every  day  in- 
creiising.  The  Council  advised  me  to  apply  to  General 
Gage  for  military  Assistance  to  ]>reserve  the  peace 
only.  His  answer  is  that  General  Haldimand  had,  on 
a   similar   llequisition,   declined   giving   any   military 
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Assistance  and  Lis  refusal  had  been  approved  of  by 
liis  Majesty's  Ministers,  and  for  that  reason  he  declined 
giving  any  assistance. 

My  Lord,  this  Body  of  lawless  Men,  Fugitives  from 
all  Parts,  daily  increasing,  may  soon  become  very  dan- 
gerous by  encouraging  the  worst  of  Men  to  resort 
thither,  and  to  stand  in  Defiance  of  all  Law  and 
Government,  and  therefore  I  humbly  conceive  it 
deserves  your  Lordships  immediate  attention.  The 
first  settlers  from  New  Hampshire  and  the  leading 
Men  among  them  pretend  that  they  have  Encourage- 
ment from  their  agent  in  England,  that  your  Lordship 
entertains  a  favorable  Opinion  of  their  claim  and 
Pretensions;  but  I  am  persuaded  they  can  have  no 
foundation  for  such  hopes. 

The  greatest  Part  of  the  Lands  those  troublesome 
People  are  settled  on  my  Lord,  have  been  granted  by 
this  Government  to  reduced  Ofiicers  and  disbanded 
Soldiers  of  his  Majesty's  Army  who  served  the  last  war 
in  America,  in  obedience  to  the  royal  Proclamation  of 
7^**  Ocf  1763.  1  hardly  need  mention  to  your  Lordship 
that,  where  the  Lands  are  private  propei'ty,  a  Dispute 
of  Title,  can  only  be  determin'd  in  the  Courts  of  Jus- 
tice. The  Pattentees  under  New  York,  those  who 
hold  by  military  Grants,  as  well  as  others  who  have 
Pattents  in  the  commcm  Way,  think  their  Title  is  indu- 
bitably good.  The  Governors  of  this  Colony  have  had 
full  authority  to  grant  the  Lands  quite  to  the  west 
Bank  of  Connecticut  River,  ever  since  the  Duke  of 
York  received  his  gi^ant  of  the  Colony.  A  dread  of 
the  French  and  Indians  of  Canada  prevented  for  many 
years  any  Grants  or  Settlements  being  made  in  that 
Paiij  of  this  Province  where  these  people  are  now 
settled.  The  Governor  of  New  Hampshire  (who  never 
had  authority  to  grant  one  foot  of  Land  west  of 
Connecticut  River,  his  Government  being  bounded  to 
the  westward  by  his  Majesty's  other  Governments) 
finding  this  Country  an  uninhabited  Desert,  laid  hold 
of  the  Opportunity  upon  the  Peace  which  followed  the 
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War  before  the  last,  and  in  a  short  time  granted  awa 
this  very  Extensive  Tract  of  Country  down  to  tl 
Waters  of  Wood  Creek  and  Lake  Champlain.  A  fii 
information  has  been,  at  different  Times,  transmitted  i 
your  Lordsliip  and  your  Predecessors  in  office,  of  tl 
very  unjustifial)le  Manner  in  which  those  Grants  wei 
made,  in  Defiance  of  the  earliest  notice  from  th 
Government  that  Connecticut  River  was  our  Bouudar 
Your  Lordship  is  possessed  of  such  ample  Informatic 
on  the  Subject  that  I  will  not  presume  to  trouble  yc 
with  any  Thing  more  upon  it  now,  but  to  repeat  m 
humble  Opinion  of  the  necessity  there  is,  that  thoj 
Inwless  People  should  be  discouraged  from  entertainiu 
any  Hopes  but  in  the  Judgments  of  the  Courts  < 
Justice  where  only  the  Property  of  the  Subjects  ca 
be  determined.

A  great  deal  of  Pains  lias  been  taken  to  perswade  t

adopt  those  sent  by  this  City.  Several  of  the  Counties 
have  refused  to  be  concerned  in  the  Measures.  In 
Queens  County  where  I  have  a  House  &  reside  the 
summer  Season  six  Persons  have  not  been  got  together 
for  tlie  Purpose  and  the  Inhabitants  remain  firm  in  their 
Resolution  not  to  join  in  the  Congress.  In  the  Counties 
that  have  joined  in  the  Measures  of  the  City,  I  am 
inform'd  the  Business  has  been  done  by  a  veiy  few 
Persons  who  took  upon  themselves  to  act  for  the  Free- 
holders. A  Gentleman  who  was  present  when  the 
Delegates  were  chosen  in  Orange  County  says,  there 
were  not  twenty  Persons  present  at  the  Meeting  tho' 
there  are  above  1000  Freeholders  in  that  County :  and 
I  am  told  the  Case  was  similar  in  other  Counties  that 
it  is  said  have  joined  in  the  Congress. 

The  violent  Men  in  this  City  who  lost  the  L(?ad 
among  the  People  when  the  Committee  of  51  were  ap- 
pointed, as  mentioned  in  my  former  Letters  to  yoiu' 
Lordship,  hoped  they  had  got  an  opportunity  to  regain 
their  Importance  &  throw  the  city  into  Confusion,  on 
occasion  of  orders  which  were  received  by  some  of  our 
Merchants  to  furnish  articles  wanted  by  the  army  at 
Boston.  These  violent  Men  last  Week,  call'd  a  meet- 
ing of  the  citizens  which  few  attended  but  the  lower 
class  of  People,  and  not  a  great  many  of  them,  yet  they 
had  the  Impudence  to  send  a  Committee  to  the  Mer- 
chants wdio  were  engaged  in  su])plying  the  articles 
wanted  for  the  army  at  Boston,  with  a  very  Imperti- 
nent Message,  and  endeavoured  to  dete/ "  them  and  all 
othei*s  from  furnishing  the  Army  or  Transports  Avith 
any  Thing  whatever.  These  Manouvers  occasional 
some  Bustle  among  the  People  for  a  few  Days,  and 
oblioced  the  Committee  of  51  to  desire  a  meetincr  of  the 
Inhabitants  on  Friday  last ;  when  a  large  Body  of  the 
principal  People  &  Merchants  a])pear'dcfe  declared  that 
those  who  had  taken  uj)on  them  to  threaten  the  Mer- 
chants had  acted  without  any  authority  from  the  Pub- 
lic, &  highly  disapproved  of  their  Conduct,  which  has 
once  more  silenced  the  turbulent  factious  few,  who  are 
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never  easy  while  tlie  People  are  quiet  and  orderl^^ 
The  Merchants  go  on  completing  their  orders  withoi 
farther  Interruption. 

It  is  my  Duty  to  give  your  Lordship  the  l>est  Info 
niation  I  am  able  of  the  Disposition  of  the  People  c 
this  Province;  with  this  view  I  mention  the  mo« 
material  transactions  among  them.  It  is  extreaml 
difficult  at  such  Times  to  give  an  Opinion  of  what  ma 
happen — A  most  trifling  unforeseen  Incident  may  pr< 
duce  the  greatest  Events.  I  have  already  said  ra 
Lord  that  I  am  well  assured  ahnost  the  whole  Inhab 
tants  in  tlie  Comities  wish  for  Mo<lerate  Measure; 
They  think  the  Quarrell  witli  Great  Britain  is  carrie 
quite  far  enough,  <fe  abhor  the  thoughts  of  pushing  th 
r)isj)ute  to  any  more  desperate  Lengths.  In  the  city 
large  majority  of  the  Merchants  and  People  wish  thfl 
a  non  imj)ortation  Agreement  may  not  be  proposed,  an 
were  very  much  surprised  on  finding  such  a  Measur 
would  probal)ly  be  resolved  on  by  the  Congress ;  I  hav 
some  noj)es  that  our  Merchants  will  avoid  the  non-iu 
portation  Agreement  even  if  proposed  by  the  Congres 
1  am  certain  a  majority  of  the  most  Considerable  ar 
convinced  it  is  a  wrong  measure,  and  wish  not  to  com 
into  it;  but  whether  they  will  have  resolution  enoug 
to  oppose  the  sentiments  of  all  the  other  Colonies,  ca 
only  be  known  when  they  are  put  to  the  Tryal.

My  Grandson  tells  me  that  soon  after  he  entered  upon

^th  aloss  that  the  poorest  of  them  do  not  regard.     The 

^sque  being   so   small    they    engage  with  the    illicit 

Aj^ers  at  low  Wages.     This  increases  the  Profits  of 

that  Trade.     But  if  all  Boats  and  Vessells  that  did  not 

fetch  above  certain  Rates,  to  be  fixed  in  proportion  to 
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their  Burthen,  were  ordered  to  be  burnt  or  destroyed, 
the  illicit  Traders  would  And  it  much  more  difficult  & 
expensive  to  procure  the  assistance  they  require.  It  is 
I  think  very  ])robable  that  the  Crown's  share  of  the 
Seizures  would,  at  first,  defray  the  Expence  of  such  an 
Establishment  The  Fund  would  decrease  as  the  illicit 
Trade  decreased  ;  but  then  the  increase  of  Duties  paid, 
might  be  more  than  equivalent.  Dutch  Gun-Powder 
has  been  in  use  in  this  Colony  ever  since  I  came  into  it. 
How  it  was  formerly  imported  I  know  not :  I  make  no 
doubt  all  we  now  have  is  brought  in  clandestinely.  I 
have  not  been  able  to  learn  anything  of  the  ship  Polly, 
Captain  Broadhelp.  I  shall  pay  the  strictest  attention 
to  your  Lordships  directions  on  this  Subject,  which  ap- 
pears to  be  a  Matter  of  great  Consequence. 

I  shall  not  neglect  to  observe  your  Lordship's  com- 
mands, to  lay  before  you,  by  every  opportunity,  an  ac- 
count of  what  occurs  among  us.

My  Lord, 

Notwithstanding  the  Business  which  at  this  time 
agitates  America,  is  such  as  to  keep  us  Us  continually 
expecting  some  Event  of  great  Importance,  what  has 
occur'd  in  this  Province,  since  my  Letter  to  your  Lord- 
ship of  the  2^  of  Nov""  has  not  been  very  Material. 

The  first  Thing  done  by  the  People  of  this  place  in 
consequence  of  the  Revsolutions  of  the  Congress,  was 
the  Dissolution  of  the  Conmiittee  of  51,  in  order  to 
choose  a  new  Committee  of  Inspection,  to  carry  the 
Measures  of  the  Congress  into  EfFect.  A  Day  was 
appointed  by  Advertisement  for  choosing  60  Persons 
to  form  this  new  Committee.  About  30  or  40  Citizens 
only  appeared  at  the  Election,  &  chose  the  60  who 
had  been  previously  named  by  the  former  Committee. 
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I  can  no  otherwise  my  Lord  account  for  the  very  small 
number  of  People  who  appeared  on  this  occasion,  than 
by  supposeing  that  the  Measures  of  the  Congress  are 
generally  Disrelished.  The  Non  Importation  Associa- 
tion affects  the  Smugglers  as  well  as  the  fair  Traders. 
No  Tea  is  to  be  imported  from  a7iy  Part  of  the  World, 
after  the  1*'  Day  of  this  Month.  The  Smugglers  ex- 
pect large  Quantities  of  Dutch  Tea,  and  insist  that  it 
shall  be  exempt  from  the  effect  of  the  Association. 
Others  declare  that  the  fair  Ti-aders  shall  not  be  the 
only  sufferers.  It  is  a  Dispute  which  I  think  will  very 
probably  Defeat  the  Association.  Several  Vessels  are 
yet  expected  with  Goods  from  England  and  I  am  told 
10  or  12  at  Philadelphia.  It  is  however  shocking  my 
Lord  to  reflect  that  smuggling  is  such  a  Business  among 
us  as  to  be  publicly  espoused  by  Numbers,  and  more 
strenuously  advocated  than  the  legal  Trade. 

In  the  present  Committee  of  this  Place  there  are 
several  gentlemen  of  Property,  and  who  are  esteemed 
to  favour  Moderate  and  Conciliatory  Measures.  I  was 
surprised  to  find  such  Men  joining  with  this  Committee 
whose  design  is  to  execute  the  plan  of  the  Congress. 
I  have  at  length  discovered  that  they  act  with  a  view 
to  protect  the  city  from  the  ravages  of  the  Mob.  For 
this  purpose  they  say  they  are  obliged  at  present  to 
support  the  Measures  of  the  Congress — That  if  they 
did  not  the  most  dangerous  Men  among  Us  would  take 
the  Lead,  and  under  pretence  of  executing  the  Dictates 
of  the  Congress,  would  immediately  throw  the  City  in- 
to the  most  perilous  Situation  That  however  consider- 
able the  Numbers  may  be  who  disapprove  of  violent  <fe 
Lawless  Measures,  yet  the  Spirit  of  mobing  is  so  much 
abroad,  it  is  in  the  power  of  a  few  People  at  any  Time 
to  raise  a  Mob ;  and  that  the  Gentlemen  and  Men  of 
Property  will  not  turn  out  in  Person  to  suppress  them. 
I  fear,  my  Lord,  there  is  too  much  Truth  in  this  Re- 
presentation. It  is  a  dreadful  Situation.  If  We  are 
not  rescued  from  it  by  the  Wisdom  and  Firmness  of 
Parliament,  the  Colonies  must  soon  fall  into  Distraction 
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and  every  Calamity  annex'd  to  a  total  annihilation  of 
Government. 

M'  Gallawa)^,  one  of  the  Philadelphia  Delegates,  has 
been  lately  Here  on  a  Visit  He  favoured  Me  with  the 
Heads  of  a  Plan  for  the  Government  of  the  Colonies, 
pi-oposed  by  him  to  the  Congress  and  seconded  by  M" 
Duane  of  this  Place.  These  Gentlemen  are  of  Opinion 
my  Lord  that  there  is  a  defect  in  the  Constitution  of 
the  British  Empire  with  respect  to  the  Government  of 
the  Colonies  ;  and  that  the  most  effectual  Means  of  re- 
conciling the  present  unhappy  Differences  and  for  pi-e- 
ventin^  the  like  hereafter,  \vould  be  to  obtain  by  Petition 
from  the  King  <fe  Parliament  one  general  Constitution, 
that  should  establish  a  political  union  not  only  among 
the  Colonies,  but  with  Great  Britain  upon  Principles  of 
Safety  and  freedom  to  both.  These  were  the  guiding 
objects  in  M'  Gallaway's  Plan,  which  underwent  a  de- 
bate in  the  Congress,  and  was  enter'd  on  their  Minutes ; 
but  was  afterwards  not  only  totally  rejected,  without 
proposing  any  Su])stitute,  but  expunged  from  their  Min- 
utes. I  enclose  your  Lord**  a  Copy  of  the  Plan,  with 
tw^o  sets  of  introductory  Resolves.  How  amazing  is  it 
my  Lord,  that  when  a  rational  Mode  of  Proceeding,  evi- 
dently tending  to  a  reconciliation,  was  introduced  and 
«upi)orted  by  Men  of  the  best  Judgment,  the  Congress 
should  pi^efer  a  Method  big  with  Wickedness,  Extrava- 
gance and  Absurdity — A  fatal  Pride  and  Obstinacy 
seems  to  have  govern'd  them.  The  Delegates  from 
Virginia  were  most  violent  of  any — Those  of  Maryland 
and  some  of  the  Carolinians  were  little  less  so — ^These 
Southern  Gentlemen  exceeded  even  the  New  England 
Delegates.  They  together  made  a  Majority  that  the 
others  could  have  very  little  Effect  upon — M^  Gallaway 
and  Dufine  tell  me  that  at  the  close  of  the  Congress  they 
Dissented  from  the  Proceedings:  and  insisted  to  have 
their  Dissent  entered  on  the  Minutes,  but  could  not  by 
any  Means  get  it  allowed. 

The  Assembly  of  this  Province  my  Lord  stand  pro- 
rogued to  the  10""  Day  of  January,  and  by  advice  of 
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Council,  summons's  are  issued  for  them  to  meet  on  that 

Day.     Many  People  think  there  is  a  probability  that 

they  will  go  upon  Conciliatory  Measures  and  propose 

something  that  may  be  countenanced  by  Administration. 

The  event  is  uncertain ;  but  on  such  occasions  I  think 

every  Thinff  is  to  be  tryed  that  may  possibly  avert  the 

Oalamity  which  hangs  over  this  Countiy.    I  do  not  ap- 

jprehend  there  is  any  Danger  that  the  Assembly  will 

:niake  Matters  worse  than  they  are.     Several  Pieces  have 

T)een   published   Here,   exposing   the  extravagant  and 

<iani]:erous  Proceedinors  of  the  Cons^ress,  and  adviseinij 

"4he  People  to  rely  on  the  Assembly,  that  they  will  take

My  Lord, 

The  Office  of  Surveyor  General  of  Lands  in  this 
Province  being  vacant,  by  the  death  of  my  eldest  son, 
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I  received  the  unanimous  advice  of  his  Majesty's  Coun- 
cil to  appoint  my  youngest  son  David  to  that  office. 
There  was  a  full  Board,  only  one  Member  absent — The 
Tenure  of  the  Commission  for  50  years  past  has  been 
during  good  Behaviour.  It  was  never  granted  on 
Mandamus  and  1  apprehend  does  not  come  under  the 
Interdiction  of  that  Instruction  which  expi'essly  relates 
to  the  officers  of  Justice. 

I  flatter  myself  your  Lordship  will  please  to  consider 
the  Distress  and  Embarrassments  I  have  encountered

My  Lord, 

I  have  received  your  Lordship's  Commands  of  the 
19^  of  October  with  his  Majesty's  Order  in  Council  of 
the  same  date,  which  I  shall  endeavour  by  every  Means 
in  my  Power  to  execute  in  the  most  effectual  Manner. 
I  immediately  communicated  to  M'  Elliott  the  Collector 
of  this  Port,  the  Orders  which  I  had  received,  and  gave 
lira  the  necessary  directions  for  the  Conduct  of  the  of- 
ficers of  the  Customs.  I  am  well  assured  he  will  be 
very  attentive  to  this  important  duty.  A  day  or  two 
after  this  Order  was  received,  one  of  the  Custom  House 
officers  discovered  10  chests  of  arms,  3  Boxes  of  Lead 
and  one  B^  of  Powder  on  board  a  Vessel  bound  to 
IRhode  Island.     It  has  been  found  upon  enquiry  that 
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these  Arras  were  lately  imported  on  board  the  ship 
Lady  Gage,  Capt"  Mesnard,  and  it  is  said,  were  ship'd 
at  London  as  hard  Ware,  but  there  was  no  locket  for 
them  under  any  Denomination.  M""  Elliott  secured 
them  all,  and  for  greater  safety  sent  them  on  Board  the 
Man  War  in  the  Harbour,  where  they  remain. 

That  sett  of  People,  who  by  waiting  for  eveiy  oppor- 
tunity to  raise  a  Mob,  and  throw  the  City  into  Confu- 
sion made  an  infamous  attempt  to  frighten  M'  Elliott 
into  a  surrender  of  the  arms,  which  they  insist^^d  were 
legally  imported.     The  principal  Gentlemen  and  Mer- 
chants to  j)revent  Mischief,  waited  upon  M'  Elliott  in  &.

If  I  find  that  there  AnlL 
be  a  Majority  for  prudent  Measures,  I  shall  incliu( 
Prorogue  Them  for  a  short  Time,  that  the  Plan  of 
New  Parliament  may  be  known  here,  before  the  as2=5^ 
bly  do  any  Thing.     On  the  other  Hand  there  is  rooi 
fear,  that  if  the  Assembly  do  not  meet,  an  attempt  ii 
be  made  to  convene  a  provincial  Congress,  in  immi 
tion  of  our  Neighbours,  which  may  be  of  more  Coiij 
quence.     I  propose  to  take  the  advice  of  his  Majestj^  * 
Council  Tomorrow  upon  the  interesting  and  importao^ 
situation  of  affairs.

tunity  by  a  Merchant  ship  going  from  Hence  to  Exeter 
to  transmit  to  your  Lordship  my  Speech  at  the  open- 
ing of  the  Sessions  and  the  Councils  and  Assembly's 
Addresses.

You  will  perceive  from  the  public  Prints  that  the 
assembly  of  this  Province  refuses  to  adopt  the  Meas- 
ures of  the  Continental  Congress,  and  takes  the  Lead 
towards  a  reconciliation  between  Great  Britain  &  her 
Colonies.  Tho'  this  be  the  true  state  of  a  great  Major- 
ity of  the  People  and  of  Men  of  tlie  best  Fortunes,  yet 
We  have  among  Us  a  sett  of  violent  Spirits  of  tlie  low- 
est rank  and  desperate  Fortunes,  countenanced  by  a  few 
of  superior  Condition  who  lay  hold  of  every  occasion  to 
raise  Mobs  and  excite  I^'edition.  On  tlie  side  of  Govern- 
ment are  the  Moderate  Men,  Avho  by  all  means  avoid  Dis- 
order and  Confusion,  which  gives  an  advantage  to  the  hot 
heads  on  the  other  Side.  It  seems  reasonable  that  the 
Friends  to  Government  should  be  as  much  Protected  as 
his  Majesty's  more  urgent  Service  will  permit. 
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We  have  at  present  only  100  private  soldiers  in  this 
Place,  tho'  we  have  had  at  least  one  Regiment  ever 
since  the  Peace  till  now. 

The  Colonies  to  the  Southward  threaten  this  Colony 
and  declare  they  will  join  the  Massachusetts.  Tho'  I 
cannot  believe  there  is  any  other  Desisjn  than  to  bully, 
yet  as  no  Man  can  tell  what  Men  in  a  rhrensy  may  do 
(which  seems  to  prevail  over  the  Continent)  it  will  be 
inexcusable  not  to  be  prepared  against  every  Event,  es- 
pecially after  it  is  threatened.  Hudson's  Kiver  must 
be  passed  before  any  Body  of  Men  can  join  Massachu- 
setts from  the  Southward  of  this.  For  100  Miles  above 
this  Place  there  is  not  less  than  24  Feet  Water  any- 
w^here  in  the  Channel  as  I  am  assured  by  a  Gentleman 
who  carried  a  Mast  ship  of  600  Tuns  up  that  Distance 
last  summer.  Now,  Sir,  I  must  leave  it  to  your  Judg- 
ment whether  it  may  not  be  for  his  Majesty's  Service 
to  send  a  large  Ship  to  this  Port,  which  can  on  occasion 
put  two  or  three  hundred  Men  on  Shore,  and  to  send 
small  Vessells  to  obstruct  the  Passage  of  the  River,  if 
it  afterwards  should  be  found  expedient.     I  am,  &*" 


To  Lord  Dartmouth. 

No  13.  New  York,  1'*  March  1775. 

My  Lord, 

I  inform'd  your  Lordship  in  my  last  Letter  of  the 
1*^  of  February  that,  the  Assembly  of  this  Province 
had  resolved  to  Petition  the  King  Ac.  The  Committee 
of  the  House  appointed  to  state  the  Greivances  of  the 
Colony  did  not  Report  till  the  End  of  last  Week.  The 
Report  was  recommitted  to  a  Committee  of  the  whole 
House,  and  is  to  be  taken  into  Consideration  this  Day. 
They  have  not  got  their  Petition  ready  to  transmit  by 
this  Packet.  I  was  inform'd  that  the  Boston  and  Que- 
bec Bills  were  at  first  rejected  in  the  Committee  as  not 
being  Part  of  the  Greivances  of  this  Colony  ;  it  seems 
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however  they  were  at  last  brought  into  the  Report,  and 
I  am  affraid  may  not  now  be  got  rid  of  in  the  House. 
The  Assembly  have  been  very  Firm  in  rejecting  several 
attempts  to  draw  them  into  an  approbation  of  the  Pro- 
ceedings of  the  Continental  Congress.  The  Numbers 
on  the  Negative  Side  have  been  nearly  two  to  one  of 
the  Affirmative.  Last  Week  a  Motion  was  made  to 
take  the  Sense  of  the  House  on  the  necessity  of  appoint- 
ing Deligates  to  join  the  Continental  Congress  in  May 
next,  which  passd  in  the  Negative  17  to  9. 

It  is  surprising  my  Lord  that  notwithstanding  the 
firmness  with  which  the  Assembly  have  Discounte- 
nanced the  Measures  of  the  late  Congress,  and  the  ap- 
probation with  which  this  Conduct  of  the  Assembly 
nas  been  received  by  a  large  Majority  of  their  Constit- 
uents, yet  the  Non-importation  Association  of  the  Con- 
g'ess,  is  rigidly  maintained  even  in  this  Place.  Two 
Vessells  have  arrived  here  since  the  1"^  of  Fe})niary : 
the  first  from  Glasgow ;  no  Part  of  her  Cargoe  was 
landed,  but  was  sent  with  the  Vessell  to  Jamaica — 
Neither  the  Master  of  the  Ship,  nor  those  to  whom  the 
Cargoe  was  consign'd,  would  demand  any  Assistance, 
or  shew'd  any  inclination  to  have  the  Goods  landed. 
It  Was  not  therefore  possible  for  Government  to  inter- 
fere with  any  Propriety.  The  second  Ship  is  from 
I^ndon,  She  still  lies  a  few  Miles  below  the  Harbour, 
^^i  it  is  said,  is  to  [sail]  with  her  Cargoe  to  Halifax. 
Neither  the  Master  nor  Owners  of  this  Ship  or  Cargoe 
*^*ve  made  any  Application  to  Government  The  Suc- 
^88  my  Lord,  which  the  violent  Party  have  had  in 
preventing  these  Vessells  from  Landing  their  Cargoes 
^®'e,  has  given  them  great  Spirits,  and  is  a  Strong  Coun- 
*^^i8e  to  the  Conduct  of  the  Assembly. 

The  Enemys  of  Government  do  all  they  can  to  pro- 
pagate an  Opinion  that  the  Ministry  will  yet  draw 
^^t,  and  quiet  the  Colonies  by  a  repeal.  They  con- 
stantly hold  up  the  Case  of  the  Stamp  Act,  and  find 
*J^i8  an  argument  which  influences  many  Friends  to 
Govemment  to  lye  by.     I  do  not  doubt  they  will  before 
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long  be  convinced  of  the  folly  of  such  Expectations. 
Biit  at  present  I  really  think  my  Lord  such  an  Opinion 
has  a  good  deal  influenced  the  Measures  that  have  been 
pursued  Here,  so  contrary  to  the  Spirit  of  the  Votes  of 
our  Assembly. 

Since  it  was  known  that  our  Assembly  would  not 
appoint  Delegates  for  the  May  Congress,  the  Mischeiv- 
ous  Folks  have  been  very  busy  at  work  endeavouring  to 
bring  about  a  Provincial  Congress  in  this  Colony,  in 
order  by  that  Means  to  have  provincial  Delegates  ap- 
pointed. They  may  no  doubt  get  some  People  to  meet, 
and  these  may  take  upon  them  to  act  for  the  whole 
Province  tho'  not  a  twentieth  Part :  I  find  many  Peo- 
ple fear  this  Business  may  embroil  the  Colony  in  Trou- 
bles, that  have  been  hitherto  kept  at  a  Distance. 

We  have  had  only  100  Men  of  the  royal  Irish  Reg^ 
in  this  Place  for  several  Months  past,  and  the  King 
Fisher  Sloop  of  War.  The  moderate  Inhabitants  have 
constantly  expressed  a  Wish  that  We  had  a  more  for- 
midable military  Power  in  the  Place,  to  awe  the  Licen- 
tious &  encourage  the  Friends  of  Government  Con- 
vinced that  it  would  be  for  his  Majesties  Service,  I 
wrote  to  Admiral  Graves  on  the  20th  Ult*"  and  sug- 
gested to  him  the  utility  of  sending  one  of  the  large 
Ships  from  Boston  to  this  Place.  1  mentioned  of  what 
Consequence  it  would  be  to  keep  the  command  of  Hud- 
son's River,  w^hich  must  be  pass  d  by  the  southern  Peo- 
ple to  come  at  the  Eastern.  The  Idea  of  their  really 
fighting  the  King's  Troops,  is  so  full  of  madness  and 
folly,  that  one  can  hardly  think  seriously  of  it,  yet  my 
Lord  a  neglect  of  proper  Precautions  may  Encourage 
the  wild  Enthusiasts  to  attempt  what  they  would  not 
otherwise  venture  upon. 

Except  the  Measures  that  are  pursued  in  support  of 
the  non  Importation  Association,  the  People  of  this 
Province  are  in  other  respects  very  quiet,  and  sliew  no 
Inclination  to  Coj)y  the  extravagant  Schemes  of  their 
Neighbours. 

I  send  your  Lordship  a  Pamphlet  lately  published  in 
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this  Place.     It  is  wrote  by  M'  Galloway  of  Philadel- 
phia.   I  am  &C.

Dear  Sir, 

The  moderate  and  prudent  Conduct  of  the  People  of 
this  Province  for  which  I  am  certain  j'^our  Excellency 
is  warmly  interested,  will  give  you  particular  satisfac- 
tion :  I  have  therefore  very  great  Pleasure  in  transmit- 
ting to  you  my  Speech  at  the  opening  of  the  Sessions 
of  Assembly  on  the  13"*  of  last  Month,  and  the  Addresses 
of  the  Council  and  Assembly.  The  Affectionate  and 
Coufidential  Manner  in  which  those  public  Bodies  con- 
tinue to  express  their  Regard  for  their  absent  Governor 
gives  Me  very  great  Satisfaction,  and  must  be  highly 
agreeable  to  you.  All  the  City  Members — the  Statten 
Island  Members — Col.  Philips  and  M'  Wilkins  of 
Westchester — ^two  from  Long  Island,  and  some  others 
are  firm  on  the  right  side — Capt"  Delancey  and  M*" 
Wilkins  take  the  Lead  on  that  Side — Col.  Schuyler  and 
Clinton  hold  forth  in  the  Opposition, — De  Noyelles  is 
dead,  and  an  Election  now  makeing  for  a  new  Member 
•^Col.  Johnson  &  his  Colleague,  Ten  Eyke  of  Albany 
ajid  Six  others,  who  will  all  join  in  the  right  side,  have 
Dot  yet  made  their  appearance. 

On  Thursday  last  M'  Ten  Brook  moved  that  the 
Mouse  should  take  into  Consideration  the  Proceedinefs 
^the  Congress.  Col.  Philips  proposed  the  previous 
vjuestion — a  warm  Debate  ensued  ;  and  upon  the  pre- 
'^oug  Question  M'  Ten  Brook's  Motion  was  rejected  by 
*1  to  10.  They  will  not  again  have  so  near  an  equal- 
%)  as  all  the  Members  who  are  to  come  up  will  join 
the  Majority. 

Yesterday,  before  the  Packet  arrived,  the  Assembly 
agreed  to  Petition  the  King — Memorial  the  Lords,  and 
Kemonstrance  the  Commons  which  is  to  be  done  after 
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the  call  of  the  House  which  is  to  be  on  the  7^  Ins*. 
The  loyal  and  peaceable  Disposition  of  this  Govern- 
ment will  every  day  become  more  evident — We  are  at 
this  Time  entirely  Quiet,  while  all  our  Neighbours  ap- 
pear to  be  in  the  utmost  Disorder  and  Confusion. 

I  am  sorry  we  have  not  had  the  Pleasure  to  liear 
from  your  Excellency  by  the  Packet  which  arrived 
Yesterday.  I  hope  it  has  not  been  want  of  Health 
which  prevented  you  from  writing.  I  entertain  great 
Expectations  of  being  able  to  deliver  back  the  Reins  of 
administration  to  you,  in  such  a  state  of  the  Govern- 
ment as  will  give  Us  both  the  greatest  Satisfaction.  I

Last  Night  a  Packett  airived  from  Falmouth,  by 
which  I  received  a  Box  for  your  Excellency,  with  Di- 
rections from  Lord  Dartmouth  to  forward  it  to  you  by 
a  particular  Messenger.  The  Post  for  Quebec  sets  out 
from  Hence  this  Evening.  I  have  consulted  with  the 
PovSt  Master  and  others  who  agree  that  the  common 
Post  will  be  a  more  safe  and  speedy  Conveyance  than 
any  other  I  can  get.  Your  Excellency  will  please  to 
do  Me  the  favour  to  let  Me  know  that  you  have 
received  those  Dispatches. 

The  Assembly  of  this  Province  have  steadily  opposed 
the  Measures  of  this  Congress,  and  are  now  preparing 
Petitions  to  King  and  Parliament.  A  wicked  Faction 
in  the  House  have  endeavoured  to  thwart  every  prudent 
moderate  Plan,  and  have  tried  all  their  art  to  bring 
this  Colony  into  the  same  dangerous  &>  extravagant 
conduct  which  disgrace  the  conduct  of  our  Neighbours: 
but  the  Majority  in  the  House  have  been  firm,  &  I  am 
now  satisfied  they  will  make  some  Overtures  for  recon- 
ciliation that  the  Ministry  may  receive.     I  am  &c.

No.  14.  New  York,  4'^  April,  1775. 

My  Lord, 
The  General  Assembly  of  this  Province,  being 
yesterday  adjoum'd  by  ray  directions  to  the  3*^  Day  of 
May,  I  am  now  to  give  your  Lordship  some  account  of 
the  Bills  which  have  pass'd.  I  have  assented  to  71, 
and  refused  two,  viz :  a  Naturalization  Bill,  and  one 
for  makeing  perpetual  a  single  Section  of  the  Quit 
rent  Act.  It  has  been  on  this  Occasion  mentioned  to 
Me  my  Lord,  that  his  Majesty's  Instruction  prohibiting 
his  Govemoi'S  from  passing  a  Naturalization  Bill, 
operates  very  partially  to  the  prejudice  of  this  Prov- 
ince, surrounded  as  We  are,  by  Charter  Governments, 
in  which  such  Instructions  have  no  effect.  Many  use- 
full  foreigners  are  by  this  Means  driven  out  of  this 
Province,  where  they  cannot  acquire  Landed  Property, 
and  settle  in  the  Charter  Governments  where  they 
meet  with  the  greatest  Encouragement.  The  Bill  for 
perpetuating  a  section  of  the  Quit  rent  Act,  I  did  not 
a^nt  to.  I  thought  it  was  inadvisable  to  make  any 
part  of  that  Bill  perpetual,  while  those  which  provide 
for  collecting  the  Quit  rents  are  left  to  expire. 

A  Militia  Act  appeared  to  Me  to  be  very  expedient 
*t  this  Time,  to  prevent  the  confusion  the  Province 
would  otherwise  be  thrown  into  by  the  Endeavours 
*nat  some  People  would  certainly  make  to  establish  a 
^"itia  by  election  of  the  People.  This  was  so  strongly 
^presented  to  Me,  by  the  Friends  of  Government,  that 
i  could  not  doubt  of  the  propriety  of  passing  the 
niilitia  Bill. 

Upon  the  Act  for  the  general  Quiet  of  his  Majesty's 
^ttbjects  in  this  Colony,  against  all  pretences  of  con- 
cealment whatever,  I  need  only  observe  to  your  Lord- 
^'^ip  that  it  is  pass'd  with  a  suspending  Clause,  <fe 
l-nerefore  it  is  entirely  in  his  Majesty's  Power  to  give 
*t  effect  or  not. 
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There  are  only  two  other  Acts  on  which  it  is  neces- 
sary to  trouble  your  Lordship  wath  any  Observations ; 
the  rest  being  chiefly  to  revive  former  Acts,  with  a  few 
new  ones  for  ordinary  and  immaterial  Purposes. 

The  Act  to  regulate  Elections  for  Representatives  in 
Gen^  Assembly  for  the  City  and  county  of  Albany,  is 
thought  necessary  to  prevent  the  exorbitant  Influence 
which  the  very  large  Mannors  in  that  County  gave  to 
the  Proprietors  or  Lords  of  the  Mannoi's  as  they  are 
caird.  There  are  two  Mannors  and  a  Burrough  my 
Lord,  which  each  send  a  Representative  to  the  Assem- 
bly, besides  the  two  that  are  returned  for  the  City  and 
County.  The  Freeholders  in  the  Burrough  and  Man- 
nors have  had  a  Right  to  Vote  in  the  County,  as  well 
as  in  the  Burrow  or  Mannor,  upon  a  Freehold  w^hich 
lay  in  the  Burrough  or  Mannor  only.  This  Right  they 
have  never  exercised  but  should  they  at  any  Time  do 
it,  they  are  now  become  so  popular  that  it  is  in  their 
Power  to  determine  every  Election  in  the  County,  & 
may  in  effect  Return  all  the  five  Members.  In  this 
Light  the  People  of  the  City  and  county  view  the  pri- 
vilege claimed  by  the  Mannors  as  dangerous  to  them  ; 
and  in  my  Opinion  it  may  be  very  disadvantageous  to 
Government  that  any  one  or  two  Families  should  be 
able  to  return  so  large  a  Proportion  of  the  Members  of 
our  Assembly.  The  present  Representatives  of  the 
Mannors  have  distinguished  themselves  in  the  opposition 
to  Government,  and  were  the  warmest  suppoi-ters  of 
Congress.  1  therefore  thought  it  was  a  proper  Time 
my  Lord  to  al)ridge  this  Privilege  when  the  Majority 
both  in  Council  and  Assembly  were  for  it.  It  may  not 
be  in  the  Power  of  Government  hereafter  to  have  it 
done  when  the  Effects  have  taken  Place. 

Another  Act  which  .your  Lordship  may  take  notice 
of  is  that  for  admitting  the  mode  of  administring  an 
Oath  practiced  in  Scotland  to  be  used  by  such  Persons 
in  this  Colony  as  make  matter  of  Conscience  of  it. 
There  are  many  sober  discreet  Inhabitants,  who  from 
the  prejudices  of  Education  have  suffered  great  uneasi- 
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ness  for  want  of  such  an  Indulgence  in  this  Govern- 
ment. No  alteration  is  made  by  this  act,  but  that  of 
holding  up  the  right  Hand  in  place  of  kissing  the  Book. 
I  could  not  therefore  my  Lord  discover  any  Thing 
to  induce  Me  to  .refuse  my  assent  to  the  Bill,  w^hica 
the  Council  and  Assembly  upon  mature  deliberation 
thought  proper  to  pass. 


To  THE  Earl  of  Dartmoutif. 

No.  1 5.  New  York  5*^  April  1 775. 

My  Lord, 

I  have  received  your  Lordship's  Commands  of  the 
7'**  of  January  and  your  Circular  Letter  of  the  4""  of  the 
same  Month.  I  have  the  pleasure  to  inform  your  Lord- 
ship that  the  conduct  of  our  Assem})ly  with  respect  to 
the  Congress  proposed  to  be  held  at  Philadelphia  in 
May  is  entirely  agreeable  to  his  Majesty's  sentiments  as 
expressed  in  your  circular  Letter.  No  Person  has  been 
appointed  by  Them  to  attend  that  Congress  ;  and  when 
it  was  proposed  in  the  House,  the  Motion  pass'd  in  the 
Negative  by  a  large  Majority.  The  disaffected  Party 
are  however  exerting  their  utmost  influence  to  obtain 
an  appointment  of  Delegates  by  the  People.  It  is  not 
in  the  Power  of  Government  to  prevent  such  Measures. 
They  are  supported  by  Individuals  in  their  private  char- 
acters, and  do  not  come  within  the  energy  of  our  Laws. 
Your  Lordship  may  however  be  assuivd  that  a  great 
Part  of  the  People  are  airainst  the  appointment  of  Del- 
egates to  meet  the  May  Congress,  and  that  their  Disap- 
Krobation  will  be  public.  I  therefore  hope  that  his 
lajesty  will  look  upon  the  Majority  in  the  Assembly 
as  speaking  the  real  sentiments  of  their  Constituents. 

When  I  reflect  my  Lord  upon  the  Event  of  this  Ses- 
sions of  Assembly,  how  much  the  Measures  pursued 
have  tended  to  preserve  this  Government  from  the  dan- 
gerous and  extravagant  Plans  which  are  pursued  in  al- 
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most  every  other  Part  of  the  Continent,  the  Loyalty, 
Moderation  and  Affection  with  which  they  have  laid 
their  Grievances  before  his  Majesty  and  parliament : 
and  the  hearty  Disposition  they  have  testified  to  obtain 
a  permanent  Reconciliation,  I  feel  a  satisfaction  which 
can  only  be  high tened  by  his  Majesty's  approbatipn,  and 
the  final  happy  accomplishment  of  this  important  Busi- 
ness. 

On  Monday  last  I  gave  my  assent  to  all  the  Bills 
which  passed  the  Council  and  assembly,  except  two, 
and  then  directed  the  Speaker  to  adjourn  the  House  to 
the  3^  of  May.  In  another  Letter  I  give  your  Lordship 
a  particular  account  of  the  Bills. 

I  now  ti'ansmit  the  printed  Journals  of  the  Assembly 
from  which  your  Lordship  will  be  able  to  judge  of  the 
Disposition  of  the  different  Parties ;  and  I  am  persuaded 
you  will  be  convinced  that  the  Majority  in  the  Assem- 
bly have  acted  from  a  most  sincere  Inclination  to  accom- 
plish a  permanent  Reconciliation  with  Great  Britain. 

About  a  Month  agoe  I  received  Accounts  of  further 
outrages  and  most  illegal  Proceedings  of  the  Benning- 
ton Mob  of  which  your  Lordship  has  already  heard  so 
much.  Their  acts  grow  from  Time  to  Time  more  daring 
and  dangerous.  They  have  now  had  the  hardiness  to 
seize  a  Justice  of  the  Peace,  to  try  him  before  a  mock 
tribunal  of  their  own,  and  formally  to  pass  Sentence 
upon  him,  and  after  inflicting  a  Punishment  of  200 
Lashes  to  banish  him  from  that  Part  of  the  Country 
which  they  call  their  own.  Indeed  the  authority  of 
Government  is  entirely  lost  among  them,  and  I  am 
affraid  cannot  be  restoied  but  by  force.  They  began 
with  pretending  only  to  hold  Possession  of  the  Lands 
on  which  they  had  settled,  but  your  Lordship  may  be 
assured  they  have  extended  their  Designs  much  farther, 
and  are  daily  becomeing  more  and  more  formidable  and 
dangerous  to  Government. 

I  have  lately  received  accounts  likewise  my  Lord  of 
a  dangerous  Insurrection  in  Cumberland  County  of  this 
Province  which  is  connected  with  Massachusetts  Bay  on

one  side  and  New  Hampshire  on  the  other.  A  number 
of  People  in  Cumberland  work'd  upon  by  the  Example 
and  Influence  of  Massachusetts  Bay  embraced  the  dan- 
gerous Resolution  of  shutting  up  the  Courts  of  Justice. 
With  this  design  they  took  Possession  of  the  Court 
House  immediately  before  the  Court  of  Common  Pleas 
and  General  Sessions  of  the  Peace  were  to  be  open'd 
there  in  March  last.  They  persisted  with  so  much  ob- 
stinacy to  resist  the  Sheriff  and  his  Posse  that  he  was 
obliged  to  have  recourse  to  fire  arms,  by  which  one  of 
the  Rioters  was  kill'd  and  several  wounded,  upon  which 
they  quitted  the  House,  &  the  Courts  were  open'd. 
But  by  the  next  Day  such  Numbers  had  joined  the 
Rioters  from  Massachusetts  Bay  and  New  Hampshire, 
as  made  them  too  powerf uU  for  the  Magestrates.  They 
took  one  of  the  Judges,  the  Sheriff,  Clerke  of  the  Court 
and  several  others,  Prisoners — confined  them  several 
days  in  the  Goal  of  their  own  County,  and  then  carried 
them  into  Massachusetts  Bay,  and  put  them  into  the 
Goal  of  North  Hampton,  where  they  still  were,  when 
the  last  Accounts  came  from  Them. 

It  was  necessary  for  me,  my  Lord,  to  call  upon  the 
Assemyy  to  Aid  Me  to  reinstate  the  Authority  of 
Government  in  that  County,  &  to  bring  those  attrocious 
offenders  to  punishment.  They  have  given  £  1 ,000  for 
this  purpose — too  small  a  sum  for  so  nuich  to  be  done 
with :  but  the  Party  in  the  Assembly  who  have  opposed 
every  Measure  that  tends  to  strengthen  orsuj)p(>rt  Gov- 
ernment, by  working  on  the  parsimonious  I)isposition 
of  some  oi  the  Country  Members  had  too  much  Influ- 
ence on  this  occasion.  I  am  now  waiting  for  an  answer 
from  General  Gage,  to  whom  I  have  wrote  on  this 
affair  in  Cumbeiland  County,  and  by  his  Assistance  I 
hope  We  shall  be  able  soon  to  hold  a  Court  of  Oyer  ife 
Terminer  in  the  County  where  I  am  assured  there  are 
some  hundreds  of  People  well  affected  to  Government, 
and  that  if  the  Debts  of  the  People  who  have  been 
concerned  in  this  outrage  were  all  paid,  there  would 
not  be  a  six  Pence  of  Property  left  among  them.     It  is 
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proper  your  Lordship  should  be  informed  that  tl^e  In- 
habitants of  Cumberland  County  have  not  been  made 
uneasy  by  any  Dispute  about  the  Title  of  their  Lands ; 
those  who  have  not  obtained  Grants  under  this  Govern- 
ment, live  in  undisturbed  Possession  under  the  Grants 
formerly  made  by  New  Hampshire.  The  Rioters  have 
not  pretended  to  raise  up  such  a  Pretence  for  their 
Conduct.  The  Example  of  Massachusetts  Bay  ia  the 
only  Reason  they  hav^e  assigned.  Yet  I  make  no  doubt 
they  will  be  joined  by  the  jSennington  Rioters  who  will 
endeavour  to  make  one  common  cause  of  it,  tho'  they 
have  no  connection  but  in  their  violence  to  Govern- 
ment. 

Some  Weeks  before  I  received  his  Majesty's  Com- 
mands for  locating  Col.  Ord's  Land,  I  had  sealed 
a  Pattent  granting  5,000  Acres  of  Land  to  him  upon 
his  Mandamus  in  another  part  of  the  Country,  where 
his  agent  had  petitioned  to  have  it  granted  before 
Governor  Tryon  went  from  Hence.  It  was,  therefore, 
out  of  my  Power  to  comply  with  his  Majesty's  Direc- 
tions. 


To  Governor  Tryon. 

New  York,  5*^  April  1775. 
Dear  Sir, 

I  have  great  Pleasure  in  being  able  to  inform  you, 
in  answer  to  your  Excellency's  Letter  of  t^ie  2*^  of 
January,  incloseing  an  Extract  of  a  Letter  from  Lord 
Dartmouth,  that  our  Assembly  have  pursued  a  Plan 
of  Conduct  which  I  hope  will  be  satisfactory  to  his 
Majesty  and  his  Ministers.  They  have  sent  a  Petition 
to  the  King,  a  Memorial  to  the  Lords,  and  a  Remon- 
strance to  the  Commons,  all  expressed,  especially  the 
Petition  to  the  King,  in  a  very  moderate  decent  style. 
I  am  persuaded  it  will  give  you  some  concern  Sir,  to 
hear  that  Col.  Scluiyler,  Ten  l^rooke  ife  S**  Livingston 
made  a  violent  Opposition  in  the  House  to  these  Meas- 
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ures,  and  have  made  it  evident  throughout  the  Sessions, 
that  they  wish'd  to  bring  this  Colony  into  all  the  dan- 
gerous &  extravagant  Schemes  which  Disgrace  too 
many  of  the  Sister  Colonies.  They  openly  espoused 
the  Cause  of  the  last  Congress,  and  strove  hard  to  have 
Delegates  appointed  by  the  House  for  that  which  is  to 
be  held  in  May.  They  are  now  gone  home  to  get  that 
done  by  the  election  of  the  People  which  they  could 
not  effect  in  the  House.  Mr.  Wilkins  and  Captain 
De  Lancey  took  the  Lead  on  the  Side  of  Government 
vAth  great  firmness.  Mr.  Wilkins  has  been  of  infinite 
service ;  and  was  the  only  one  able  to  cope  wath  the 
opposition  as  a  Speaker  in  the  House. 

It  gives  me  great  satisfaction  to  reflect  that  the  Con- 
duct of  our  Assembly  has  been  such  as  must  confirm  the 
favourable  Opinion  his  Majesty  is  pleased  to  enter- 
tain of  this  Province.  Whatever  disagreeable  Measures 
pay  be  pursued  by  particular  Parties,  I  hope  it  will  be 
immagined  that  the  Assembly  have  acted  according  to 
tte  Sentiments  of  a  great  Majority  of  their  Constituents 
which  I  really  believe  to  be  the  case. 

There  is  at  the  Rate  of  £2000  p'  An.  given  to  Me 
in  the  last  support  Bill  for  administring  the  Govern- 
ment from  the  6'**  of  April  last  to  the  1"'  of  September 
Dext.  I  know  of  no  Instruction  to  prevent  my  takein^ 
this  Money.  That  which  is  enter'd  on  the  Council 
Books  among  your  Instructions  is  an  old  one,  and 
htterally  the  same  with  what  all  our  Governors  for 
many  years  past  have  had,  who  all  notwithstanding 
received  a  Salary  from  the  Assembly,  and  Avere  not, 
t^my  knowledge,  found  fault  with  for  so  doing.  The 
Intent  of  that  Instruction  is  to  prevent  the  Govei'nor 
™ui  taking  Presents  for  particular  Services.  It  must 
he  very  disgusting  to  the  Assembly  to  refuse  to  accept 
^i  a  Sallary  given  by  them,  without  being  able  to  give 
ft  sufficient  Reason  for  it. 

We  are  waiting  with  great  impatience  for  the  arrival 
^f  a  Packett — that  we  may  know  the  Resolutions  of 
*  arliament.    The  People  are  at  present  deluded  with  an 
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Opinion  that  all  the  obnoxious  Acts  will  be  repealed, 
&  that  Parliament  will  yield  implicitly  to  the  Clamours 
of  America.  The  Pause  occasioned  by  the  Hollidays 
after  the  Proceedings  of  the  Congress  were  received  in 
England,  and  the  Letters  wrote  fiom  thence  have  given 
the  Sons  of  Liberty  a  good  opportunity  for  spreading 
such  Reports,  which  have  greatly  encouraged  the  Op- 
position and  discouraged  the  Supporters  of  Government 

The  Benington  Rioters  grow  more  and  more  insolent, 
and  I  am  persuaded  will  not  be  brought  to  pay  any 
obedience  to  legal  Government  but  by  Force. 

There  has  been  an  allarming  Insurrection  in  Cumber- 
land County,  in  order  to  prevent  the  Courts  of  Justice 
from  seting,  which  they  as  good  as  effected.  The  In- 
surgents took  one  of  the  Judges,  the  Sheriff,  Clarke  &c, 
Prisoners.  The  Sheriff  beheaved  with  great  Prudence 
and  Resolution.  One  of  the  Rioters  was  kill'd  by  the 
Sheriffs  Party,  and  several  wounded.  He  was  at  length 
overpowered  by  Numbers  and  obliged  to  yield.  The 
rioters  carried  their  Prisoners  into  Massachusetts  Bay 
Government  where  they  remained  in  confinement  when 
we  last  heard  from  them :  but  it  is  expected  they  would 
soon  be  set  at  Liberty.  This  Insurrection  in  Cumber- 
land has  no  connection  with  any  Dispute  about  Lands. 
It  is  a  contagion  spread  fi'om  Massachusetts  Bay.  I 
fear  it  will  spread  farther,  and  throw  the  whole  Pro- 
vince into  a  dreadful  Situation  if  Parliament  do  not 
support  their  authority,  and  punish^some  of  tlie  re- 
bellious Leaders  in  America. 


To  Lord  Dartmouth. 

No.  16.  New  York,  3^  May  1775. 

I  have  received  your  Lordship's  Dispatches  of  the  22°* 
of  February  and  ;^^  of  March,  both  Circular ;  with  one 
Private  of  the  last  Date.     Likewise  your  Letter  N*"  28. 
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In  all  my  CoiTespondence  I  have  studied  to  give  your 
Lordship  an  exact  Idea  of  the  real  State  of  the  rrov- 
ince,  and  of  the  most  material  Transactions  of  the 
People.  The  Accounts  which  I  am  now  to  give  will 
almost  entirely  destioy  the  Expectation  you  have  had 
reason  to  entertain  of  the  Conduct  which  this  Pi-ovince 
would  pursue.  Yet  I  am  persuaded,  the  Proceedings  of 
our  Assembly,  and  other  Information  which  I  doubt 
not  your  Lordship  has  received  will  justify  the  Rep- 
resentations I  have  made. 

The  Disunion   of   the   Colonies   being   held   up  in 
America,  and  by  many  in  Britain  likewise,  on  the  only 
Thing  which  could   defeat  the  Measures  of  the  Con- 
gress, the  Moment  that  the  Legislative  Body  of  this 
Province  deviated  from  the  general  Association  of  the 
Colonies  and  pointed  out  a  different  Conduct,  a  Design 
was  evidently  form'd  in  the  other  Colonies  to  drive  tlbe 
People  Here  from  acquiescing  in  the  Measures  of  the 
Assembly,  &  to  force  them  mto  the  General  Plan  of 
Association  &  Resistance.     This  Design  was  heartily 
seconded  by  many  among  ourselves.     Every  species  of 
pabHc  and  private  Resentment  was  threatened  to  terrify 
the  Inhabitants  of  this  Province  if  they  continued  Dis- 
united fi'om  the  others.     The  certainty  of  looseing  all 
the  Debts  due  from  the  other  Colonies,  wliich  are  very 
considerable,  and  every  other  Argument  of  private  In- 
terest that  could  Influence  the  Merchants,  or  any  one, 
was  industriously  circulated.     The  Minds  of  the  People 
m  this  City  were  kept  in  constant  agitation  by  Riots 
and  attempts  to  stop  the  Transports  loading  Here  wnth 
Stores  Provisions  <fec.  for  the  Army.     The  want  of  any 
Degree  of  Resolution  among  the  Magistrates  to  support 
the  authority  of  Government  in  opposition  to  popular 
Measures  rendered  the  Leaders  of  the  People  insolently 
Bold  and  Daring.     The  Friends  of  Order  and  Govern- 
ment saw  no  Protection  either  in  the  exertions  of  the 
Magistrates  or  the  feeble  Aid  that  could  be  afforded  by 
the  very  small  Body  of  Troops  quartered  in  this  City 
to  protect  their  Persons  or  Property  from  Ravage  and 
26 
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Violence.  Several  Incidents  combined  to  depress  legal 
authority — to  increase  the  Terror  of  the  Inhabitants, 
and  which  seemed  to  vanquish  every  thought  of  Re- 
sistance to  popular  Rage — In  this  unfortunate  state  of 
the  City,  the  first  accounts  of  the  action  between  the 
King's  Troops  and  People  near  Boston  was  spread  with 
horrid  and  aggravating  circumstances.  The  Moment 
of  Consternation  and  anxiety  was  seized,  the  People 
were  assembled,  and  that  Scene  of  Violence  and  Dis- 
order was  begun  which  has  entirely  prostrated  the 
Powers  of  Government  and  produced  an  Association  by 
which  this  Province  has  solemnly  united  with  the  others 
in  resisting  the  Acts  of  Parliament.  The  Gentlemen 
of  his  Majesty's  Council,  in  support  of  their  advice  for 
proroguing  the  Assembly  to  the  7'**  Day  of  June,  have- 
ing  gone  into  a  particular  Detail  of  the  most  material 
Transactions  of  the  People  from  the  23^  of  last  Month 
to  the  present  Time,  I  beg  leave  to  refer  to  the  inclosed 
Extract  of  their  Minutes.  It  contains  a  full  descrip- 
tion of  the  present  ^tate  of  the  Province  which  at  this 
time  I  think  will  be  most  properly  laid  before  his 
Majesty  in  their  own  words.  Two  of  the  Council  have 
this  moment  informed  Me  that  a  copy  of  the  Minutes 
has  been  shewn  to  the  City  Committee,  and  that  they 
have  sent  to  request  that  it  may  be  transmitted  Home. 

The  Pretence  for  the  Necessity  of  shuting  up  the 
Custom  House  was  to  prevent  the  Exportation  of  Pro- 
visions of  which  it  was  said  all  there  was  in  the  Place 
would  be  wanted  for  the  armies  of  the  Colonies.  But 
it  is  more  probable  that  the  real  Intention  was,  my 
Lord,  to  strike  Terror  by  the  boldness  of  the  action. 
Haveing  affected  this  Purpose  and  established  the  ab- 
solute Power  of  the  Committee,  the  Keys  of  the  Custom 
have  been  returned  to  M'  Elliot ;  but  at  the  same  Time 
a  Declaration  publish'd  that  no  Vessell  shall  be  suffered 
to  clear  for  Boston  or  Hallifax. 

All  the  military  Force  we  have  in  this  Province  is 
the  King  Fisher  sloop  of  War,  and  100  Men  of  the 
royal  Irish  Reg'  commanded  by  Major  Hamilton.     This 
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small  Body  of  Troops  are  quartered  in  tlie  city  Bar- 
racks without  any  kind  of  Protection  but  in  tbeir  Arms. 
Lord  Dunmore  when  in  this  Government,  converted  the 
Fort  Barracks  into  Stables,  and  dismantled  the  Fort  it- 
self, which  before  that  Time  was  a  sufficient  security 
against  the  attempts  of  a  Mob.  The  Troops  now  found 
the  want  of  this  security,  and  that  they  were  not  only 
a  Force  too  small  to  make  any  formidable  Opposition 
to  the  violences  of  the  People,  but,  in  their  Situation 
appeared  insufficient  to  deter  the  rash  Designs  which 
were  meditated  to  Destroy  them,  and  which  there  is 
reason  to  think  would  have  been  attempted  if  some  of 
the  Inhabitants  had  not  supported  Moderation  &  Wis- 
dom enough  to  prevent  the  spilling  of  Blood. 

The  Posts  between  this  Place  and  Boston  are  stop'd, 
as  all  Letters  were  opened  on  the  Way,  and  many  secret- 
ted  since  the  affair  of  the  19**"  of  April.  I  hope  Gen^ 
Gage  will  employ  a  Cutter  to  go  between  Us,  as  a  com- 
munication of  Intelligence  may  be  very  necessary. 

Governor  Carleton  informs  Me  that  he  has  received 
the  Box  with  his  Commission  and  Instructions  which  I 
received  from  your  Lordship's  office,  with  your  Orders 
to  forward  it  to  him. 

I  enclose  a  printed  copy  of  the  Association.    I  am  &,''

Sir, 

The  inclosed  Dispatches  from  Gen^  Gage  are  in  con- 
gequence  of  an  application  I  made  to  him  for  Assistance 
to  quell  an  Insurrection  which  took  place  in  March  last 
in  Cumberland  County  in  this  Province.  The  State  of 
afibirs  Here  has  undergone  so  gi-eat  a  change  since  the 
action  at  Boston  that  the  Plan  which  I  had  laid  is  en- 
tirely defeated.  I  have  received  some  Arms  and  Am- 
muiution  from  the  General,  which  I  desired  for  the  use

of  the  well  affected  Inhabitants  of  that  County ;  but  as 
they  arrived  after  the  News  from  Boston  had  excited 
the  utmost  Disorder  and  Rage  Here,  it  was  necessary 
to  lodge  both  arms  and  ammunition  on  Board  a  Sloop 
of  War,  to  prevent  their  being  seized  by  the  People. 
In  our  present  state  I  cannot  venture  to  send  them  to 
Albany  or  anywhere  else,  or  to  move  them  out  of  that 
Place  of  Security.  Without  these  Arms  the  People  of 
Cumberland  cannot  join  the  Troops  ordered  from  Que- 
bec. The  General  desires  me  Sir  to  signify  my  Inten- 
tions to  you,  upon  the  proposed  junction.  I  am  sorry 
to  say  I  do  not  now  see  a  possibility  of  executing  the 
Plan.  I  am  extreamly  hurried  in  Business  and  writing 
by  the  Packett.  We  have  not  heard  a  Word  from 
Boston  since  the  date  of  your  Dispatches.  All  com- 
munication by  Post  is  stop  d.  Sir  John  Johnson,  now 
here,  takes  charge  of  your  Dispatches  and  will  send 
them  by  an  Ind*"     I  am  &*'

My  Lohd, 

The  State  of  annarchy  and  Confusion  into  which 
this  Province  has  run  since  the  actual  Commencement 
of  Hostilities,  between  the  Kings  Troops  and  People  of 
Massachusetts  Bay,  induces  several  Gentlemen  to  go 
ovei*  to  England,  with  hopes  of  being  able  to  do  some- 
thing to  stop  the  effusion  of  Blood,  and  the  Horrors 
and  Calamities  of  a  Civil  War  which  has  already  had 
such  terrifying  Effects.  Among  these  is  Lt.  Col. 
Maunsell,  an  half  pay  officer  in  his  Majesty's  Service 
who  with  great  zeal  offer'd  to  carry  my  Dispatches  to 
your  Lordsnip.  I  have  not  had  more  than  a  very  su- 
perficial Acquaintance  with  Col.  Maunsell,  but  on  this 
Occasion  I  have  been  told  by  Gentlemen  who  know 
him  well,  that  he  is  a  Man  of  strict  Honor  &  Probity 
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— a  warm  Friend  to  Government,  and  by  a  Residence 
of  eleven  years  in  this  Place,  is  well  acquainted  with 
the  General  state  of  the  Province.  He  will  be  able  to 
give  your  Lordship  a  minute  Detail  of  Circumstances 
which  you  may  wish  to  know.  I  do  not  however  my 
Lord  deliver  up  public  Dispatches  to  him  as  it  is  possi- 
ble he  may  be  detain'd  by  sickness  or  some  accident. 
If  he  should  arrive  in  London  before  the  Mail,  your 
Lordship  may  confide  in  his  account  of  our  present 
State,  which  is  a  total  prostration  of  Government,  &  an 
association  with  the  other  Colonies  to  resist  the  Acts  of 
Parliament  and  oppose  Force  to  Force.     I  am  &"

My  Lord, 

L'  Coll  Maunsell  was  the  person  who,  on  the  sudden 
change  that  has  happened  in  this  Province,  took  the 
Resolution  of  going  to  England,  and  engaged  a  Letter 
of  Introduction  to  your  Lordship  lie  is  an  Officer  ou 
half  pay,  served  in  the  last  war  in  America,  and  has 
acquired  a  knowledge  of  the  state  of  this  Colony  by  a 
Residence  of  11  years.  He  has  been  a  Eye  Witness 
of  the  late  Extraordinary  Events  in  this  Place.  So 
many  gentlemen  have  since  taken  the  Resolution  to 
go  over  in  this  Pacquet,  that  your  Lordshij)  may  have 
the  best  Information  from  a  variety  of  Hands.  M^ 
Watts  and  Col  Morris,  both  of  the  Council,  have  with- 
in a  few  houi-s  of  the  Pacquet's  sailing  taken  their  Res- 
olution to  go.

My  Lord, 

M'.  Wilkins  a  member  of  the  Assembly  of  this 
Province  distinguished  himself  in  the  last  Sessions  by  the 
zeal  amd  ability  with  which  he  opposed  Congresses  and 
Committees,  and  all  their  Plans  oi  Violent  Resistance. 
On  this  account  he  is  now  marked  as  an  object  on  whom 
the  certain  Resentment  of  the  People  ought  to  fall — 
Their  rage  at  present  runs  so  high  that  his  situation  is 


really  dangerous  and  he  was  very  soon  obliged  to  seek 
security  by  flying  from  his  House  and  Family.  I  was 
inform  d  last  Evening  that  he  had  detennined  to  go  to 
England  with  the  Packett  which  is  to  sail  this  Day. 
Your  Lordship  may  be  able  to  get  much  Intelligence 
from  him.  He  is  perfectly  well  acquainted  with  the  po- 
litical schemes  of  different  parties,  and  the  general  state 
of  the  Province.  I  think  it  is  my  duty  to  introduce  him 
to  your  Lordship  as  a  Gentleman  of  an  excellent  char- 
acter, good  understanding,  friendly  to  Mankind  and  zeal- 
ously attach'd  to  Government.

I  am  desii'ed  to  transmit  the  inclosed  Minute  of  Coun- 
cil to  your  Excellency  which  in  the  present  state  of  this 
Government  I  could  not  refuse.  From  it  you  will  see 
the  State  We  are  in.  A  Committee  has  assumed  the 
whole  Powers  of  Government  I  shall  not  presume  to 
give  advice.  Your  own  Judgment  must  determine  what 
attention  is  it  Prudent  &  Proper  to  pay  to  the  request 
of  the  Council. 

I  have  received  a  letter  of  the  21"'  of  April  from  B. 
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G.  Robertson,  with  your  Dispatches  for  Governor  Carle- 
ton.  The  Disposition  of  the  People  is  now  such  that  I 
cannot  venture  to  move  the  arms  &  ammunition  you 
have  afforded  for  the  use  of  CumV)erland  County  out  of 
Capt"  Montagu's  Protection  who  has  them  on  Board 
his  ship. 

I  have  wrote  to  Governor  Carleton  that  my  Plan  of 
joining  a  Provincial  Force  to  the  Regulars  which  in 
that  case  you  have  ordered  from  Quebec  is  now  entirely 
defeated.  I  however  thought  it  might  be  necessary  to 
forward  your  Dispatches  to  him,  and  as  a  conveyance 
by  Post  IS  not  now  to  be  depended  on,  I  have  sent  them 
by  a  safe  Hand  to  Col  Johnson  with  directions  to  him 
to  forward  them  by  a  trusty  Indian  to  Montreal.  I

To  General  Gage. 

New  York,  2"'^  April  1775. 
Sir, 

I  see  by  the  Accounts  which  are  published  in  the 
Boston  News  Papers  of  the  late  daring  lliot  in  Cum- 
berland  County   of   this   Province    that   your   Excel- 
lencv  has  been  as  well  informed  of  that  dangerous  and 
iasoleat  affair  as  we  are  in  this  Place.     Upon  the  first 
Intelligence  of  it  I  applied  to  our  assembly  and  press'd 
them  to  grant  such  Supplies  as  would  enable  Me  to 
i^instate  the  authority  of  Government  in  that  County, 
&  bring  to  Punishment  the  attrocious  offenders.     I  am 
Sony  to  say  with  much  difficulty  the  House  were  broui^ht 
to  give  £1000  for  this  Purpose.     Col.  Schuyler  and  his 
Party  opposed  the  Granting  any  Aid  whatever,  and 
hy  working  on  the  parsimonious  Disposition  of  some  of 
the  Country  Members,  had  nearly  carried  his  point. 
The  avowed  Design  of  the  Rioters  was  to  shut  up  the 
Courts  of  Justice,  in  immitation  of  their  Neighbours  of 
Massachusetts  Bay,  and  to  follow  the  same  example  in 
all  other  Matters  yet  M'.  Schuyler  and  his  Party  have 
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industriously  propagated  an  Opinion  both  in  the  House 
&  abroad  that  the  violent  Proceedings  in  Cumberland 
County  are  solely  owing  to  the  uneasiness  and  distress 
the  People  are  under  from  the  Disputes  subsisting 
about  the  Title  of  their  Lands.  Yopr  Excellency 
may  be  assured  this  is  an  assertion  without  foundation 
propagated  by  those  only  who  wish  to  see  this  Govern- 
ment in  the  same  state  of  Disorder  and  confusion  that 
prevails  elsewhere.  I  dai*e  say  there  is  not  a  County 
in  this  Province  where  there  are  fewer,  or  so  few  dis- 
puted Titles  as  in  Cumberland.  No  one  Grant  made 
by  this  Government  in  that  County  clashes  with  the 
New  Hampshire  Claims,  except  the  Township  of 
Hindsdale,  the  Inhabitants  of  which  Town  I  am  assured 
are  perfectly  quiet  and  in  peaceable  Possession  of  their 
Lands.  I  think  it  necessary  to  say  thus  much  to  your 
Excellency  that  you  may  be  informed  of  the  true  state 
of  Facts. 

I  am  now  Sir  to  set  to  work  with  the  small  aid  granted 
by  the  Assembly  to  reinstate  the  Courts  of  Justice  in 
Cumberland  County,  and  to  bring  the  offenders  to 
Punishment.  I  am  certain  I  may  rely  on  every  assist- 
ance your  Excellency  can  give  us  consistent  with  other 
Parts  of  his  Majesty's  Service.  Our  Plan  is  to  raise 
such  a  Force  in  the  County  as  shall  be  sufficient  to 
suppress  any  further  Riots,  and  then  to  send  the  Judges 
of  the  Su])renie  Court  to  hold  a  Court  of  Oyer  and 
Terminer  in  the  County.  Col  Wells  one  of  the  Mem- 
bers of  AssemV>ly  for  that  County  who  seema  to  be  a 
discreet,  resolute  Man,  says  he  does  not  doubt  but  that 
he  can  raise  four  oi*  five  hundred  Men  in  the  County 
who  may  be  depended  on  to  be  well  affected  to  Govprn- 
ment.  I  propose  to  give  Commissions  to  officers  for  300 
Men  who  are  to  be  inlisted  as  soon  as  possible,  with  the 
greatest  attention  to  take  only  such  Men  as  may  be 
trusted.  Whenever  Exigencies  will  admit  of  it,  only 
one  Company  of  50  Men  will  be  Kept  in  constant  Duty 
and  Pay;  the  others  are  to  be  ready  at  a  call,  and 
paid  when  on  Duty.     A  sufficient  supply  of  Provisions 
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is  to  be  had  on  the  spot  but  arms  and  ammunition — 
especially  arms,  We  cannot  get  unless  from  your  Ex- 
cellency. I  must  therefore,  »Sir,  if  you  think  it  is  con- 
sistent with  his  Majesty's  Service,  request  you  will  fur- 
nish Me  with  300  stand  of  arms.  Bayonets,  Flints  and 
Cartouch  Boxes  and  such  quantity  of  Cartridges  as 
you  think  proper,  to  be  sent  to  this  Place  as  soon  as 
possible.  There  will  be  some  difficulty  in  geting  the 
aims  from  Hence  to  Cumberland.  We  at  present  pro- 
)se  that  they  shall  be  lodged  in  the  safest  Manner 
^e  can  at  Albany.  That  the  Men  when  inlisted  shall 
be  sent  as  privately  as  possible,  from  Cumberland  to 
rendezvous  with  their  officers  at  Albany  on  a  certain 
Day,  That  they  shall  receive  their  arms  &  ammuni- 
tion and  march  in  a  Body  to  Cumberland.  If  your 
Excellency  can  think  of  any  Better  Method  of  geting 
the  Arms  &  Ammunition  up  to  that  County,  or  of  any 
more  eligible  Plan  for  applying  the  Money  We  have 
got  to  restore  the  authority  of  Government  in  the 
County,  I  beg  your  advice  upon  it. 

By  the  last  accounts  We  have  one  of  the  Judges 
the  Sheriff  and  Clarke  with  six  other  Persons  of  Cum- 
berland County  were  carried  by  the  rioters  to  North 
Hampton  in  your  Government,  and  are  now  in  Goal 
there,  but  it  is  immagined  will  soon  be  set  at  Liberty, 
and  We  expect  that  some  of  them  will  then  make  the 
best  of  their  Way  to  this  Place. 

Col.  Wells  will  stay  here  till  I  receive  an  answer 
from  you,  which  I  beg  may  be  as  soon  as  Possible. 

I  propose  that  our  Assembly  should  adjourn  To- 
morrow for  about  a  Month.  Their  Petition  to  the 
King  is  loyal,  affectionate  and  Decent  strongly  expres- 
sive of  subordination  to  the  authority  of  Great  Britain 
and  of  a  hearty  disposition  to  a  Keconciliation. 

They  state  their  Grievances  with  Moderation,  <fe 
without  a  harsh  Expression.  Their  Memorial  &  Re- 
monstrance to  the  Lords  &  Commons  are  drawn  in  the 
Same  Temper.    I  am

Sir, 

The  Intelligence  received  from  Cumberland  County, 
since  I  wrot^  to  your  Excellency  on  the  2^  Instant 
gives  Us  reason  to  think  that  the  Disorders  which 
so  lately  broke  out  thei-e  have  already  arrived  at  such  a 
Highth  that  it  will  not  be  possible  to  i-einstate  any 
legal  Authority  in  the  County  without  assistance  from 
the  Military  Power.  Several  Messengers,  who  were 
sent  from  Hence  to  Cumberland  have  returned  &  report 
that  they  should  certainly  be  put  to  death  if  they  per- 
sisted in  attempting  to  go  into  that  county.  That  all 
Travellers  going  that  way  are  examined  in  Connecticut 
and  Massachusetts  Bay  and  not  suffered  to  go  on. 
Col.  Wells  and  M'  Brush  find  they  must  not  attempt  to 
return  Home,  and  are  warn'd  by  their  Families  that 
they  will  be  put  to  Death  if  they  come  into  the  Coun- 
ty. No  doubt  the  part  which  those  Gentlemen  took  in 
conjunction  with  the  majority  of  om*  Assembly  has 
rendered  them  very  obnoxious  to  the  rebellious  and 
distracted  Party,  and  that  they  will  be  marked  as  fit 
Persons  to  be  made  examples  of.  I  inclose  your  Ex- 
cellency the  copy  of  a  Memorial  which  I  have  received 
from  Col  Wells  and  M"  Brush — they  now  give  up  all 
hopes  of  being  able  to  do  any  Thing  with  the  People 
of  the  County  themselves ;  and  that  their  only  reliance 
is  on  the  assistance  your  Excellency  may  be  able  to 
afford  them.  It  is  not  in  my  Power  to  give  them  any 
Military  Aid,  whatever,  and  without  it,  the  Friends  of 
Government  in  that  County  must  be  ruined,  and  the 
authority  of  the  civil  Power  entirely  lost. 

I  must  therefore  rely  on  you  Sir  to  take  the  state  of 
Cumberland  County  where  a  Measure  the  most  danger- 
ous to  Government  and  to  the  safety  of  the  People  nas 
been  first  attempted  and  effected  in  this  Province,  into 
your  Consideration.     If  any  Troops  can  be  spared  from 
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Quebec,  I  think  it  would  be  for  his  Majesty's  Service, 
should  your  Excellency  think  fit  to  order  a  considerable 
Body  of  them  to  march  from  Crown  Point  and  Fort 
.  Edward  by  different  Routs  thro'  Charlotte  County  into 
Cumberland.     That  they  be  directed  to  search  for  and 
apprehend  particular  Persons  whom  I  shall  be  enabled 
to  Name,  who  have  been  the  Ringleaders  in  the  late 
Outrages ;  and  that  they  rendezvous  in  Cumberland  to 
act  in  Conjunction  with  Col.  Wells  and  other  well  af- 
fected People  who  will  join  them  in  executing  such  a 
Plan  as  may  be  form'd  for  reinstating  the  authority  of 
Government  in  that  County  &  Punishing  the  Offenders. 
I  am  of  Opinion  a  Body  of  Troops  so  near  the  Borders 
of  Massachusetts  Bay  may  be  very  effectually  Employed 
in  executing  the  coercive  Measures  which  seem  una- 
voidable for  bringing  the  eastern  Colonies  under  submis- 
sion to  Great  Britain  or  any  legal  authority.     Such  a 
Body  in  that  interior  Country  will  be  a  Protection  the 
Friends  of  Government  will  gladly  fly  to — without  it, 
ttey  must  run  into  the  ToiTent  or  perish  in  Opposition. 
B.  6.  Robertson  has  conversed  with  Col  Wells  and  M'. 
Brush  and  is  so  able  to  give  you  the  best  account,  not 
only  of  this,  but  of  all  our  political  affairs  that  I  beg 
leave  to  referr  to  him.     I  must  however  beg  leave  to 
inform  your  Excellency  that,  in  my  Opinion,  the  want 
of  the  usual  military  Force  in  this  Place  greatly  dis- 
courages the  Friends  of  Government  who  know  that 
the  Civil  Magestrates  are  not  able  in  our  present  situa- 
tion to   afford    protection   either   to  the   Persons   or 
"operty,  and  hence  the  disaffected,  whose  view  is  to 
plunge   this   Province  into  every   rebellious   Measure 
*^opted  by  the  other  Colonies  on  too  many  occasions 
^ign  triumphant  to  the  disgrace  of  Government.     I 
^^  in  hopes  that  the  Asia  Man  of  War  would  have 
'^n  here  ere  now — ^With  a  proper  Military  Power  I 
tnink  this   Province   would   continue   to  set   a  good 
■Exaniple,  but  without  that  protection  I  fear  even  the 
best  Friends  of  Government  will  not  care  to  risque  their 
personal  safety  and  expose  their  Families  to  continual 
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Terrors  &  allanns.  You  alone,  Sir,  can  determine 
whether  a  Regiment  can  be  spared  from  Quebec,  or 
any  other  Place.  I  am  certain  that  if  his  Majesty's  ser- 
vice will  admit  of  it,  the  presence  of  three  or  four  hun- 
dred Troops  as  soon  as  possible  in  this  Place  will  have 
very  salutary  Effects. 

By  the  Pacquet  which  arrived  the  Night  before  last, 
I  received  a  Dispatch  from  the  Secrettary  of  State's 
office  for  your  Excellency  Gen*  Robertson's  Express 
was  gone  before  I  opened  my  Letters  in  the  Morning. 
He  advised  me  rather  to  send  your  Letter  by  the  sloop, 
which  he  will  dispatch  Tomorrow,  than  by  the  Post  with 
this,  as  you  have  not  chose  that  the  Dispatches  for  you 
should  go  by  Post.  I  hope  the  sloop  may  have  a  fair 
wind,  and  am  sorry  I  miss'd  the  Opportunity  by  the 
Express.

Last  Week  the  Committee  of  New  York  delivered 
Me  an  Address  of  which  I  enclose  your  Excellency  a 
Copy,  and  of  my  Answer :  You  will  please  to  let  Me 
know  if  you  choose  that  any  Answer  should  be  given 
from  you — Things  have  taken  a  strange  turn  in  this 
Province.  I  am  much  shagreened,  but  the  Torrent  is 
yet  too  furious  to  be  opposed  with  any  Hopes  of  suc- 
cess. 

We  hear  the  Benington  Rioters  joined  by  some  Con- 
necticut People,  have  taken  possession  of  Ticonderoga 
and  Croun  Point,  and  have  sent  the  officers  &  Men 
Prisoners  into  Connecticut.  The  Intelligence  is  brought 
by  Express  to  the  Committee ;  but  I  have  it  only  from 
Report.     I  am 
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To  Capt*  Vandeput  of  his  Majesty's  Ship  Asia.

Sib,  ^ 

Your  an-ival  at  New  York,  with  his  Majesty's  Ship 
under  your  Command  gives  Me  particular  Satisfaction. 
I  only  regret  that  the  Admiral  did  not  find  it  consis- 
tent with  his  Majesty's  Service  to  send  Me  so  necessary 
an  Aid  much  sooner.  You  will  be  surprised  Sir  to  find 
how  entirely  the  legal  authoiity  of  Governm*  is  now 
superceded  in  this  Place,  where  only  a  few  Months  agoe 
the  Prospect  of  public  aifairs  gave  so  much  satisfaction 
to  the  Friends  of  Government. 

When  Congresses  and  Committees  had  taken  the  en- 
tire direction  of  the  Government,  it  was  extremely  dis- 
agreeable to  Me  to  remain  a  Spectator  of  the  Proceed- 
ings and  confusions  in  Town,  which  I  had  it  not  in  my 
Power  to  prevent;  I  therefore  retired  to  this  Place  on 
Long  Island  where  I  shall  be  very  happy  to  see  you 
whenever  you  can  make  it  agreeable  to  yourself. 

I  entirely  agree  with  G*  Gage  that  it  will  be  most 
proper  for  the  five  Companies  of  the  royal  Irish  lleg* 
under  Major  Hamilton's  Command  to  embark  on  board 
the  Asia.  I  have  advised  the  Major  to  consult  with 
you  upon  this  Proposition,  and  think  it  is  necessary  that 
the  Embarkation  should  be  conducted  both  with  secresy 
and  caution  to  avoid  the  wicked  Measures  that  may  be 
stir'd  up  on  the  Occasion     I  am  &""

The  very  disagreeable  Situation  the  five  Companies 
under  your  Command  have  been  in  for  some  Time  past, 
has  given  Me  a  great  deal  of  Concern.     I  am  of  Opin- 
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ion  that  it  cannot  in  any  way  advance  his  Majesty ^s 
Service  to  keep  the  Troops  in  that  Situation,  and  there- 
fore have  no  doubt  that  the  Measure  proposed  to  you 
by  Gen*  Gage  is  the  most  proper  of  any  that  can  be 
pursued  at  this  Time.  The  inclosed  Letter  to  Capt" 
Vandeput  is  on  this  subject.  My  advice  to  you  is  Sir 
that  after  consulting  with  him  and  fixing  on  the  best 
Plan  for  embarking,  you  should  get  the  five  Companies 
on  board  the  Asia  as  soon  as  possible.  It  will  be  ne- 
cessary to  keep  this  Intention  entirely  Secret,  and  to 
effect  the  Embarkation. in  such  way  as  to  give  the  Peo- 
ple the  least  Notice  you  possibly  can  of  it.

Spring  Hill  SI-' May  1775 
Sir, 

I  have  the  honor  of  your  Excellency's  Letter  of  the 
4""  Instant,  and  your  other  Dispatches  by  the  Asia 
Those  which  came  under  my  cover  for  the  Governona 
to  the  Southward,  I  have  delivered  to  M'  Foxcroft,  who 
will  take  care  of  them  in  the  best  Manner. 

Immediately  upon  the  Receipt  of  your  first  account 
of  the  affair  of  the  19^^  of  April,  I  sent  it  to  Gaine  to 
be  published  in  his  Paper.  He  desired  Leave,  if  ask'd, 
to  say  from  whom  he  got  it.  I  sent  my  son  to  tell  him 
that  He  might,  and  ii  he  chose  might  add  that  I  re- 
ceived it  from  Head  Quarters,  which  entirely  satisfied 
him,  and  he  promised  to  publish  it  on  Monday.  This 
was  on  Saturday  Evening.  On  Sunday  he  returned 
the  Copy  and  let  Me  know  he  could  not  insert  it  in  his 
Paper.  Hancock  and  Adams  came  to  Town  on  Satur- 
day, and  were  probably  consulted  by  some  of  the  Party 
here,  and  with  them  determined  still  to  suppress  every 
account  but  their  own.  A  Method  by  which  they  had 
so  successfully  deluded  the  People. 

I  have  it  not  in  my  Power  to  give  your  Excellency 
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any  account  of  what  has  lately  happened  in  the  northern 
Part  of  this  Province.  All  Intelligence  to  Government 
18  intercepted,  so  that  I  can  know  nothing  but  the  Com- 
mon Keports,  and  what  is  published  in  the  News  Pa- 
pers. The  Congresses  and  Committees  have  taken  the 
entire  Direction  of  all  public  Transactions  and  are 
the  only  Hands  who  receive  Intelligence.  It  is  very 
natural  for  a  Set  of  Rioters  such  as  the  Benington  Peo- 
ple who  had  long  declared  Defiance  to  legal  authority 
to  seize  the  first  Moment  of  public  Confusion,  to  at- 
chieve  an  action  whereby  they  might  be  united  as  Prin- 
cipals in  the  grand  Opposition  to  Government.  I  wish 
the  Delegates  from  Isew  York  may  have  Prudence  or 
Influence  enough  in  the  Congress  to  prevent  this  high 
Act  of  Treason  fi'om  being  supported  in  a  Manner  that 
will  make  it  the  Act  of  the  Province.  It  is  said  the 
Benington  People  were  join'd  by  a  Party  from  Hart- 
ford, and  another  from  the  Camp  near  Boston,  and  it  is 
now  reported  that  a  Party  of  those  People  from  Ticon- 
dero^a  have  taken  or  destroyed  the  Vessell  at  St.  Johns. 

I  inimagine  this  Event  at  Ticonderoga,  may  make 
it  necessary  for  the  7'^  Reg*  to  take  Possession  there 
again,  and  that  they  will  not  be  able  to  spare  such  a 
number  from  thence  as  can  be  of  any  use  at  New  York. 
Indeed  the  Spirit  and  Phrensey  of  the  People  is  such 
that  it  may  be  questioned  w^hether  one  Reg'  could  now 
prudently  venture  thro'  the  Country.  They  would  cer- 
tainly be  obliged  to  impress  every  Boat  W  aggon  and 
Horse  they  employ'd,  which  w^ould  give  continual  Pre- 
tences for  Broils  and  forcible  Opposition.  How  much- 
soever  I  wish  to  have  such  a  military  Aid  Here,  as  might 
reinstate  the  legal  authority  of  Government,  I  cannot 
think  it  advisable  to  attempt  the  Introduction  of  any 
Troops  now,  unless  the  number  w^as  such  as  might 
deter  any  Opposition  to  them,  or  insure  their  being 
able  to  maintain  their  Ground. 

Major  Hamilton  having  communicated  to  me  your 
Excellency's  Letter  to  him,  I  had  no  doubt  of  the 
Propriety  of  adviseing  him  to  put  the  five  Companies 
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of  the  18^*"  Regt  under  his  Command  on  board  the 
Asia.  They  have  never  made  above  100  Men,  and 
have  ever  since  the  affair  at  Boston  been  in  a  very 
critical  situation. 

After  writing  my  opinion  on  this  subject,  I  had  the 
pleasure  of  a  visit  from  Capt**  Vandeput  and  Capf" 
rayne,  and  then  found  that  there  was  such  a  Number 
of  Women  and  Children  belonging  to  the  Troops,  as 
would  by  no  means  be  taken  on  ^oard  the  Asia ;  it 
was  therefore  agreed  by  Us  that  the  Troops  must  re- 
main in  the  Barracks.  You  will  hear  from  Major 
Hamilton  what  Pains  are  taken  to  debauch  his  Men, 
and  how  successfully  high  Temptations  are  offered  to 
Deserters. 

I  hear  the  spirit  of  arming  and  parading  still  con- 
tinues to  rage  High  in  Town,  &  that  several  Indepen- 
dent Conipanies  are  form'd,  who  are  cloathed  in  this 
form,  &,  Exercise  every  Day.  I  have  no  room  to  ex- 
pect that  affairs  are  yet  in  a  State  among  Us  to  take 
a  Turn  for  the  Better. 

It  is  said  to  be  resolved  by  the  Continental  and  our 
provincial  Congress  that  a  very  large  Sum  of  Paper 
Money  shall  be  issued.  That  the  Port  of  New  York 
shall  be  shut  up  when  the  others  are.  A  fortification 
is  to  be  raised  at  Kings  bridge,  and  one  on  each  side  of 
Hudson's  River.  The  Impositions  which  such  Measures 
must  produce,  may  make  the  People  uneasy  &  dissatis- 
fied, and  they  may  then  perhaps  take  up  Resolution 
enough  to  itjturn  to  legal  Government. 

June  V^  I  have  a  letter  from  Gov'  Tryon  by  the 
Packett  which  arrived  last  Evening.  He  intends  to 
set  out  for  his  Gov^  in  the  May  Pa<^kett     I  am,  &"*

My  Lord, 
My  Letter  to  your  Lordship  N°  16  of  the  S^  of 
May,  and  the  Minute  of  Council  then  transmitted, 
contained  a  full  Information  of  the  unhappy  Confusion 
and  Disorder  introduced  into  this  Province  in  Conse- 
quence of  what  had  happened  at  Boston  on  the  19'^  of 
April.  After  those  Accounts  and  every  particular  Cir- 
cumstance of  our  Situation  which  your  Lordship  would 
be  informd  of,  by  the  gentlemen  of  the  Council  & 
others  who  went  to  England  in  the  May  Packett,  you 
will  not  be  surprised  to  hear  that  Congresses  and  Com- 
uuttees  are  now  established  in  this  Province,  and  are 
acting  with  all  the  Confidence  and  authority  of  a  legal 
Government 

The  Provincial  Congress  of  this  Province  now  setting 
consists  of  upwards  of  100  Members.  Except  the  re- 
Diote  Counties  of  Tryon,  Gloucester  &  Cumberland  and 
some  Districts  in  Queens  County  on  Long  Island,  eveiy 
other  Part  of  the  Province  have  sent  Dej:)uties.  The 
City  Committee  and  Sub-Committees  in  the  Country 
I^Jaces,  are  likewise  kept  up,  and  that  the  new  Plan  of 
Government  may  be  Complete  for  cariying  into  Execu- 
™u  the  Determinations  of  the  Continental  <fe  Provin- 
cial Congresses  those  few  Districts  would  have  not  yet 
appointed  their  sub-Committees,  are  now  call'd  upon  by 
the  provincial  Congress  to  do  it  immediately. 
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The  principal  Matters  said  to  be  under  Consideration 
in  the  Gonenesses,  are,  raising  Money  and  an  army  to 
oppc  se  the  King's  Forces,  and  erecting  such  Fortifica- 
tions as  may  best  command  the  Country  and  obstruct 
the  March  of  an  Army.  The  Congress  are  well  aware 
that  an  attempt  to  raise  Money  by  an  immediate  assess- 
ment upon  the  People  would  give  a  Disgust  that  might 
ruin  all  their  schemes,-  and  therefore  propose  to  do  it  by 
issuing  a  Paper  Money. 

The  Places  proposed  to  be  immediately  fortifyed  in 
this  Province  are  Kingsbridge  upon  the  little  river 
which  divides  the  Island  of  New  York  from  the  Con- 
tinent, about  14  Miles  from  the  City :  and  some  Place 
on  each  side  of  Hudson's  River  which  may  be  best 
situated  for  maintaining  the  Command  of  that  River. 
It  was  mentioned  in  the  Minute  of  Council  transmitted 
with  my  last  Letter  to  your  Lordship  that  a  number  of 
Cannon  were  removed  from  the  City  into  the  Count ly. 
The  Continental  Congress  approved  of  this  Measure  ifc 
recommended  that  all  the  Cannon  &  ammunition  should 
be  removed  into  the  Country  except  those  belonging  to 
the  King,  which  has  accordingly  been  done.  I  am  told 
they  amount  to  above  100  Pieces  of  Ship  Cannon  be- 
longing to  the  Merchants,  tho'  many  of  them  are  not 
fit  for  use.  It  is  said  there  is  but  a  small  Quantity  of 
ammunition  in  this  Province  it  haveing  been  bought  up 
by  the  New  England  People.  Whatever  there  is  is 
removed  into  the  Country.  The  spirit  of  arming  and 
military  Parade  still  runs  high  in  the  City.  Several 
Companies  are  form'd  who  have  appointed  their  own 
officers  are  well  armed  and  cloathed  in  uniform.  The 
contagion  has  not  y(*t  spread  much  in  the  Country 
where  the  People  would  be  very  glad  to  remain  quiet, 
but  indefatigable  Pains  are  taken  to  bring  the  whole 
Province  into  one  Plan  of  Measures. 

It  must  excite  the  moat  poignant  sensations  of  Pain 
and  anxiety  my  Lord,  in  every  Breast  where  the  Prin- 
ciples of  llumanity  and  Common  Sense  are  not  oblit- 
erated by  the  Rage  of  political  Enthusiasm  to  see  a 
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People  thus  calmly  Determine  to  involve  a  Country  in 
dreadful  War  and  Desolation,  not  even  seeming  to  pay 
tlie  least  attention  to  a  peaceable  accommodation  tho' 
benevolently  held  out  to  them  by  their  graceous  Sover- 
eign and  the  Parliament.  In  this  gloomy  Prospect  of 
Affairs  the  Friends  of  Government  have  received  a 
glimpse  of  Hope  upon  hearing  that  M*"  Duane,  a  Dele- 
gate from  New  York,  has  moved  in  the  Continental  Con- 
gress to  introduce  a  Plan  of  Accommodation  which 
produced  a  warm  debate,  but  was  carried  in  favour  of 
the  Motion.  Any  Measures  my  Lord  are  to  be  preferred 
to  those  of  Hostility.  A  Negociation  once  begun  will 
give  the  People  Time  to  cool  and  feel  the  Consequences 
of  what  they  have  already  done  before  the  whole 
Colonies  become  equally  desperate. 

I  transmit  your  Lordship  Copies  of  an  Address  made 
to  Me  by  the  Committee  of  New  York  on  the  13^*"  of 
last  Month  and  of  my  Answer.  It  is  evident  the  real 
Design  of  this  Address  tho'  the  Pretence  is  different, 
was  to  take  an  Opportunity  of  declaring  their  Senti- 
ments upon  the  present  unhappy  Controversy  A  direct 
answer  to  this,  tho'  the  most  material  Part  of  the  Ad- 
dress, I  was  convinced  would  not  be  of  any  use  at  this 
Time  of  Delusion.  I  therefore,  in  opposition  to  their 
Assertion  that  all  Applications  from  the  Colonies  for 
R^ress  have  been  rejected,  introduced  a  short  account 
^i  the  benevolent  Disposition  of  his  Majesty  &  the 
House  of  Commons,  as  express'd  in  your  Lordship's 
Letters,  and  the  Resolution  of  that  House.  The  recent 
Instance  of  Disorder  alluded  to  in  my  answer  was  a 
most  scandalous  Outrage  upon  Dr.  Cooper  the  President 
Ox  our  College  He  narrowly  escaped  being  seized  V)y  a 
Mob  who  broke  the  College  Gate  open,  and  would  cer- 
tainly have  committed  the  most  \dolent  abuse  upon 
him,  if  he  had  not  happily  saved  himself  by  flight. 
The  Doct'.  is  since  gone  from  this  Distracted  Country 
to  England,  and  w411  give  jour  Lordship  a  farther 
particular  Account  of  the  Transactions  Here.  The 
Odium  excited  against  him  is  for  his  warm  attachment 
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to  Government,  &  his  being  a  supposed  Author  of 
almost  every  Piece  that  appeared  on  that  side  of  the 
Question.  I  presun^e  your  Lordship  is  so  well  ac- 
quainted with  his  character  &  Merrit  that  I  need  not 
add  any  Thing  to  introduce  him  to  your  attention. 

M'  Rivington,  the  Printer  of  one  of  our  News  Papers 
was  attacked  by  the  same  Mob  &  rescued  by  the 
Resolution  of  one  or  two  Friends.  He  has  since  taken 
refuge  or  Board  the  Man  of  War,  and  will  not  yet  ven- 
ture to  return  to  his  House.  His  crime  is  only  the 
Liberty  of  his  Press. 

While  these  Transactions  engross'd  the  Attention  of 
the  City,  a  Matter  of  great  Importance  was  carried  on 
in  the  noi-thern  Part  of  this  Province  No  less  than  the 
actual  takeing  his  Majesty's  Forts  at  Ticonderoga  and 
Crown  Point,  and  makeing  the  Garrison  Prisoners.  I 
have  not  any  Account  my  Lord  of  this  affair  but  what 
I  have  collected  from  the  current  Reports,  for  all  In- 
telligence to  Government,  is  effectually  cut  off  thro' 
the  (Jountr}\ 

The  only  People  of  this  Province  who  had  any  Hand 
in  this  Expedition  were  that  sett  of  lawless  People 
whom  your  Lordship  has  heard  much  of  under  the 
name  of  the  Benington  Mob.  They  were  joined  by  a 
Party  from  Connecticut,  &  another  from  Massachusetts 
Bay.  They  suiprised  the  Garrison  &  took  the  Forts 
without  Opposition.  The  Prisoners  were  carried  into 
Connecticut.  These  People  advanced  across  the  Lake 
as  far  as  S^  Johns,  took  a  vessell  there  and  destroy'd  a 
number  of  Boats  and  :some  store  Houses.  This  will 
retard  the  Operations  which  Gov""  Carleton  will  prob- 
ably undertake  on  this  Occasion.  He  alone  has  it  in 
his  Power  to  do  any  Thing  in  that  Quarter,  and  I  hope 
he  may  have  an  Opportunity  of  severely  retaliating 
this  wanton  Act  of  Treason.  Many  People  here  are  of 
Opinion,  my  Lord  this  has  been  a  Plan  concerted  by 
our  Neighbours  of  the  East,  in  order  to  Embarass  this 
Colony  and  impell  us  into  a  Situation  like  their  own. 
It  is  evident  that  all  the  neighbouring  Colonies  saw 
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with   outmost  Jealousy  the  moderate  Temper  of  the 
JVIajority   of  our   People,   and    the    Conduct   of  our 
Assemljly.     They  determined  to  hold  up  such  Terrors 
as  should  effectually  prevent  Us  from  accepting  of  the 
peculiar  Indulgences  and  Favours  intended  by  Parlia- 
ment.    We  were  look'd  upon  as  Inimical  to  their  De- 
signs, and  Plans  were  laid  to  Effect  our  Destruction  or ' 
produce  an  explicit  Union  with  Them  which  have  been 
executed  with  great  Success.     I  am  told  the  People 
^vho  took  the  Forts  immeadiatly  dispatched  a  Messen- 
ger to  the  Continental  Congress,  but  I  have  not  learnt 
"with  any  degree  of  certainty  what  Resolutions  either 
"fchey  or  the  provincial  Congress  have  taken  upon  it. 

His  Majesty's  Ship  Asia  came  into  our  Harbour 
^bout  ten  JDays  since.  In  my  Letter  of  March  1*^  N"* 
13,  I  informed  your  Lordship  that  I  had  suggested  to 
-Admiral  Graves  the  propriety  of  sending  one  of  the 
Xarge  ships  to  this  Place.  He  answered  that  I  might 
€3xpect  the  Asia  here  by  the  1"*  of  April.  I  am  heartily 
sorn^  she  was  not,  for  I  really  think  the  Countenance 
of  tnat  Ship  would  have  had  a  good  Effect  by  encour- 
jing  some  and  Discouraging  others.  The  Friends  of 
•overnment  saw  no  Security  for  their  Persons  or  Prop- 
erty but  by  joining  with  the  Multitude.  I  have  con- 
sidered my  Lord  with  great  Attention  the  sudden 
ohange  of  Measures  and  to  all  appearance  of  Sentiments 
"which  has  happen'd  in  this  Place,  and  upon  the  best 
Judgment  I  am  able  to  form,  it  is  my  Opmion  that  if 
the  same  Number  of  Regular  Troops  had  been  here, 
Vrhich  we  have  had  at  all  Times  since  the  Peace  till 
now,  this  change  of  Measures  and  Prostration  of  legal 
authority  had  not  happened.  And  upon  the  Informa- 
tion I  have  received  I  will  venture  to  say  that  when- 
ever a  sufficient  Protection  appears,  it  will  be  found 
that  his  Majesty  has  many  true  and  loyal  subjects  who 
^re  at  present  compelled  to  acquiesce  in  the  Plans  of 
Opposition.  I  have  reason  to  believe  that  numbers 
now  appear  in  Ai-ms  in  this  City,  who  have  not  the 
least  Intention  to  oppose  Government,  but  will  join  to 
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support  legal  authority  when  there  is  an  Opportunity. 
I  know  of  one  Company  in  particular,  who  have  asso- 
ciated to  support  Gov'  but  for  the  present  appear  and 
Parade  as  others  do. 

The  Association  mentioned  in  the  Minute  of  Council 
to  Nvhich  I  have  already  refer'd,  was  sign'd  by  many 
Hands  during  the  first  Impulse  of  Confusion  and  Dis- 

Eare ;  but  that  having  subsided  the  spirit  of  signing 
as  very  much  abated.  I  am  told  only  1800  have 
signed  in  the  City  of  New  York :  there  must  be  at  least 
three  Times  that  number  who  have  an  equal  Right  to 
Sign.  The  Congress  have  lately  directed  a  fresh  a}2pli- 
cation  to  be  made  to  every  Man  throughout  the  Pro- 
vince who  has  not  signed,  and  the  Names  of  those  who 
do  not  sign  to  be  returned  to  them  by  the  15"*  of  July. 
As  it  is  not  possible  for  me  my  Lord,  in  our  Present 
Situation,  to  obtain  regular  Intelligence,  I  am  obliged 
to  mention  such  Reports  of  Matters  of  Consequence  as 
I  have  any  Reason  to  believe  are  true :  of  this  kind  is 
a  Report  that  a  Body  of  two  or  three  thousand  Con- 
necticut Men  are  encamping  at  Greenwich,  a  Place  in 
that  Government  about  40  Miles  Distant  from  the  city 
of  New  York.  The  declared  Purpose  of  this  army  is 
to  keep  t]]is  Government  in  awe,  and  prevent  any  de- 
fection Here,  from  the  general  Plan  of  Measures,  and 
to  assist,  if  necessary,  in  opposeing  the  Measures  of 
Government. 

In  my  Letter  to  your  Lordship  N"*  16,  I  mention'd 
the  very  disagreeable  and  critical  Situation  of  the  few 
Troops  who  were  quartered  in  the  Barracks  of  this 
Place,  and  that  only  by  the  Interposition  of  the  more 

frudent  Inhabitants  they  were  suffered  to  remain  in 
eace. 

No  pains  however  was  spared  to  Debauch  the  Men, 
and  seduce  them  to  Desert.  Large  Rewards  and  cer- 
tain Protection  they  were  assured  of  which  had  such 
Effect  that  the  Officers  began  to  apprehend  they  were 
in  danger  of  looseing  the  whole.  In  this  situation  Gen* 
Gage  wrote  to  Major  Hamilton  by  the  Asia  that  he 
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thought  it  would  be  a  proper  Measure  to  put  the  Troops 
under  his  command  on  Board  of  that  Ship,  and  desired 
him  to  consult  with  me  upon  it.  As  I  was  very  sensi- 
ble this  small  number  of  Troops  could  not  be  of  any  use 
in  the  Barracks,  and  were  exposed  to  those  very  disa- 
greeable Circumstances  I  have  already  mention'd,  I  did 
not  doubt  of  the  Propriety  of  the  Measures  proposed  by 
Gen*  Gage.  A  difficulty  arose  on  account  of  the  Women 
&  Children  who  were  too  numerous  to  be  taken  on 
Board  w^th  the  Men,  almost  the  whole  that  belong  to 
the  K^.  being  in  the  Barracks  Here  Avith  the  Detach- 
ment. This  occasion'd  a  delay  of  eight  or  ten  days,  in 
which  Time  several  Soldiers  Deserted.  We  at  length 
thought  of  encamping  the  Women  &,  Children  on  what 
is  callVl  the  Governor's  Island,  till  they  could  be  other- 
wise taken  care  of,  and  yesterday  was  fixed  on  for  em- 
barking the  Troops  on  Board  the  Asia.  The  Provincial 
Congress  had  notice  that  some  People  proposed  to  stop 
the  embarkation,  upon  which  they  publish'd  a  Hand 
Bill  adviseing  the  People  not  to  Mollest  the  Troops  or 
inteiTupt  them  in  their  Design.  They  likewise  appoint- 
ed a  number  of  their  Members  to  join  the  City  Mages- 
trates  and  assist  them  in  preventing  any  interruption  to 
the  Troops.  As  soon  as  the  Troops  march'd  from  the 
Barracks,  several  People  began  to  Harrangue  them  ex- 
horting them  to  desert,  and  assuring  them  of  sufficient 
protection.  Two  or  three  fellows  had  the  hardiness  to 
turn  off  with  their  Arms  from  the  Ranks,  and  were  im- 
mediately carryed  away  by  the  People.  When  the 
Trooi>s  got  upon  the  Dock  where  they  were  to  eml)ark 
the  Capt*  following  in  the  Rear  with  their  Baggage 
were  stop'd,  and  in  the  face  of  the  Mayor  Aldermen 
Congress  and  Committee  Men,  turn'd  about  by  a  few 
Desperate  Fellows,  carried  to  a  Place  at  some  Distance, 
where  they  open'd  the  Baggage  and  took  out  a  number 
of  Spare  arms  and  all  the  Ammunition  belonging  to  the 
Detachment.  The  Troops  embarked  without  their  Bag- 
gage. This  violent  Outrage  has  much  allarm'd  the  In- 
habitants and  many  of  the  Congress  and  Committee 
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Men  themselves  who  did  not  expect  their  authority 
would  meet  with  such  a  public  Contempt,  as  demon- 
strated how  inadequate  they  were  to  the  Government 
&,  Protection  of  the  People.  The  Events  of  Yesterday 
made  it  sufficiently  apparent  that  a  People  encouraged 
to  trample  on  Magestrates  and  legal  authority,  will  not 
he  govern'd  by  any  Thing  but  their  own  wild  and  dan- 
gerous Passions. 

I  have  received  the  Dispatches  from  your  Lordships 
office  by  the  April  Mail,  and  the  secret  Dispatch,  by 
Col.  Maclean  with  whom  I  have  not  yet  had  any  Con- 
versation. He,  immediately  after  he  arrived  Here,  em- 
bark'd  again  for  Boston  in  a  Vessell  which  waited  Here 
for  the  Generals  Dispatches.  I  hope  the  Plan  he  is  on 
may  succeed.     I  am,  &f^

Few  Things  could  add  more  to  the  shagreen  and  Un- 
easiness I  feel  from  the  most  unhappy  state  of  the  City 
of  N.  York  than  the  high  Insult  and  Outrage  offered 
to  his  Majesty's  Troops  on  their  March  thro'  the  City 
last  Tuesday.  It  Demonstrates  what  I  was  very  cer- 
tain of  before,  that  the  legal  authority  of  the  Laws  and 
officers  of  Government,  being  prostrated  and  trampled 
on,  no  assumed  Power  of  Congresses  or  Committees 
will  be  sufficient  to  restrain  the  People.  There  is  a 
Party  in  the  City,  who  are  determined  that  this  Prov- 
ince shall  not  fall  short  of  the  most  violent  in  their 
Measures  of  Opposition  to  the  King  &,  Parliament  I 
am  sorry  to  find  these  wicked  Men  daily  get  the  Better 
of  Magestrates  &  Congresses  &  Committees,  and  do 
whatever  their  extravagant  Passions  lead  to.  I  have 
wrote  to  the  Mayor,  but  have  too  much  reason  to  fear 
that  neither  his  authority,  nor  mine,  will  avail  at  this 
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Time.  I  received  a  particular  account  of  what  you 
met  with  on  Tuesday,  in  Time  to  write  fully  on  it  to 
Lord  Dartmouth.     I  am,  &c

Sir, 

I  have  just  now  received  a  Letter  fi*oni  Major  Ham- 
ilton complaining  of  the  high  Insult  and  Outrage 
offered  to  liis  Majesty's  Troops  by  a  number  of  Peojile 
in  the  City  of  New  York,  on  their  March  last  Tuesday 
from  the  Barracks  to  the  Dock  w^here  they  were  to  em- 
bark. That  their  baggage  was  violently  taken  from 
them,  the  Trunks  and  rackages  in  violation  of  all 
Faith  broke  open,  their  contents  examined,  and  upwards 
of  100  stand  of  arms  and  accoutrements,  besides  several 
Fusils  belonging  to  absent  officers  taken  out,  which  are 
still  detained,  tho'  the  private  Property  of  the  Officers 
has  been  restored.  Major  Hamilton  veiy  justly  ob- 
serves that  had  they  been  equally  prone  to  acts  of 
violence,  they  had  sufficient  Provocation  to  justify  them 
in  such  as  might  have  been  fatal  to  many.  But  upon 
the  assurances  they  received  from  the  Magestrates  that 
the  Baggage  should  be  restored  they  with  great  Hu- 
manity and  Prudence,  chose  to  trust  to  those  assurances 
rather  than  add  to  the  Confusion  of  the  City. 

It  is  a  lamentable  Reflection  Sir,  that  neither  your 
Presence  with  other  Magestrates,  nor  that  of  those  who 
have  so  lately  given  Me  a  public  Assurance  that  they 
would  strengthen  the  Hand  of  the  Civil  Magistrate, 
did  prevent  this  violent  Outrage  on  his  Majesty's 
Troops  who  liave  beheaved  in  the  most  peaceable  and 
orderly  Manner  ever  since  they  came  to  the  City.  I 
will  not  suffer  myself  to  doubt  of  your  liaveing  done 
what  was  in  your  Power;  but  it  is  my  Duty  to  endea- 
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vour  to  add  any  lufluence  I  may  possibly  have,  and  to 
call  upon  you  to  persevere  in  every  Method  you  can 
devise  to  recover  and  restore  the  arms,  <fec.  which  have 
been  so  insolently  taken  from  the  King's  Service. 
Every  Degree  of  Confidence  must  be  lost,  and  the  Citi- 
zens of  New  York  branded  with  a  scandalous  Breach 
of  Faith,  unless  this  be  immeadiately  done.     I  am  &c.

HILE  an  angry  Faction  in  the  Province  of  Nexo 
Yorh  confined  their  Calumnies  of  Lieutenant 
Governor  Golden  to  a  common  News-Paper,  lie 
did  not  think  that  they  deserved  his  Notice.  The  Mal- 
ice in  those  Papers  is  so  apparent,  they  can  have  no  In- 
fluence on  any  Man  disinterested  in  the  Dispute.  He 
satisfied  himself  with  laying  the  [2]  Reasons  of  his 
Conduct  before  his  Majesty  s  Ministers,  who  are  the 
proper  Judges  of  it.  6ut  that  Faction  liaving  influ- 
enced the  General  Assembly  to  pass  a  public  Censure 
on  Mr.  Colden^s  Conduct,  after  he  had  V)een  succeeded 
in  the  Administration  by  Sir  Henry  Moore,  he  thinks 
himself  loudly  called  upon,  by  every  Motive  which  can 
influence  an  honest,  innocent  Man,  to  vindicate  his 
Character. 

Lieutenant-Governor  Cb?e/(f7i'5  Conduct  has  been  found 
Fault  with  in  three  Instances,  and  in  those  only. 

FiM,  His  refusing  to  grant  the  Judges  Commissions 
daring  good  Behaviour .  Secondly,  His  supporting  a 
Right  to  Appeal  from  the  Courts  of  Common  Law,  in 
28 
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them  that  he  would  lay  the  Matter  before  his  Majesty's 
Ministers :  which  he  not  only  did,  but  with  great  Free- 
dom informed  them,  that  the  People  were  uneasy,  from 
an  Apprehension  that  some  needy  Person  in  England 
might  be  appointed  Chief  Justice  of  the  Province; — 
that  this  was  much  owing  to  a  late  Appointment  in 
New  Jersey^  which  had  given  the  People  in  general 
strong  Prejudices.  At  the  same  time  he  suggested  to 
the  Ministry,  that  he  hoped  the  Assembly  would  be  sat- 
isfied with  the  Appointment  of  a  Chief  Justice  during 
the  King^s  Pledsure^  on  [5J  Condition  that  he  was  en- 
abled to  give  his  Assent  to  a  Law,  that  no  Judge  shall 
be  removed  or  suspended  by  a  Governor,  otherw^ise  than 
by  express  Command  from  the  King ;  or  by  Desire  of 
the  Assembly,  signified  by  public  Address ;  or  l)y  Ad- 
vice and  Consent  of  the  Council,  signified  under  the 
Hands  of  at  least  Seven  of  them.  This  he  had  men- 
tioned to  the  Speaker  of  the  Assembly ;  and  is  a  strong 
Instance,  that  while  Mr.  Colden  honestly  obeyed  his 
Instructions,  and  supported  the  Prerogative  of  the 
Crown  he  was  not  inattentive  to  the  Security  of  the 
People,  and  the  free  Administration  of  Justice. 

V  ery  soon  after  this  the  Death  of  the  late  King  was 
known  at  Ntxo  York.  The  Judges  thought  it  necessary 
to  have  their  Commissions  renewed,  though  they  held 
them  then  during  good  Behaviour.  Mr.  Colden  refused 
to  renew  their  Commissions  otherwise  than  during 
PUasure^  as  he  was  directed  by  his  Instructions.  The 
Judges  declined  to  take  their  Commissions  on  that 
Tenure,  and  threatened  to  shut  up  the  Courts  of  Jus- 
tice, by  refusing  to  act,  on  which  a  total  Failure  [6]  of 
Justice  might  have  ensued,  though  by  the  King's  Proc- 
lamation their  Commissions  were  continued  in  Force 
until  his  Majesty's  Pleasure  should  be  known ;  and  it 
was  quite  agreeable  to  Mr.  Colden  to  let  Matters  rest 
as  they  w^ere  until  his  Majesty's  Pleasure  was  known. 

The  Assembly,  the  first  Time  they  met  after  the 
King's  Death,  brought  a  Bill  into  their  House  for 
making  the  Tenure  of  the  Judges  Commissions  during 
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civil  Causes,  to  the  Governor  and  Council,  and  from 
thence  to  the  King  in  his  Privy  Council,  pursuant  to 
the  King's  Instructions  to  his  Governor  of  New  York 
for  that  Purpose.  Thirdly,  In  the  Deference  which  he 
had  to  an  Act  of  Parliament  for  laying  a  Stamp-Duty 
in  the  Colonies. 

[3]  1.  At  the  same  time  the  Government  of  the 
Province  of  New  Yorlc  devolved  on  Mr.  Colden^  by  the 
Death  of  Lieutenant-Governor  De  Latwey^  the  Office  of 
Chief  Justice,  wliich  Mr.  De  Lancey  likewise  held,  be- 
came vacant.  The  Appointment  of  a  new  Chief  Jus- 
tice was  consequently  one  of  the  first  Things  Mr.  Col- 
den  had  to  think  of.  The  Tenure  of  Mr.  iJe  Lancey^ 8 
Commission  was  during  good  Behaviour;  and  the  then 
puisne  Judges  hejd  their  Commissions  on  the  same 
Teimre.  Tlie  granting  the  Judges  Commissions  in  that 
Manner,  was  a  direct  Breach  of  the  Kings  standing  In- 
structions to  his  Governor,  and  contrary  to  the  contin- 
ued Practice  in  NewYork^  the  present  Instances  only 
exce])ted.  It  was  expected  that  Mr.  Colden  should  fol- 
low the  last  Example,  and  without  Regai'd  to  his  In- 
structions, should  appoint  a  Chief  Justice  during  good 
Behaviour :  but  he  was  immoveably  determined  to  obey 
the  King's  Instructions.  The  puisne  Judges  had  held 
the  Courts  without  a  Chief  Justice,  while  Mr.  De  Lan- 
cey executed  the  Office  of  Governor;  no  Inconveniency 
had  been  complained  of,  nor  could  any  now  arise,  by 
delaying  to  appoint  a  Chief  Justice,  [4]  while  Mr.  Col- 
den suV)mitted  the  Matter  to  his  Majesty's  Minister, 
and  waited  their  Directions.  Two  of  the  puisne  Judges, 
under  different  Pretences,  sollicited  for  the  Office  of 
Chief  Justice.  Mr.  Golden  did  not  know  one  Man  of 
Distinction  in  the  Place,  who  thought  either  of  them 
qualified  for  the  Office.  They  continued,  however,  to 
sollicit  him  strongly  for  an  Appointment ;  and  the  As- 
sembly, in  their  first  Sessions  after  the  Administration 
had  dev^olved  on  Mr.  Colden^  prepared  an  Address  to  him 
to  ai)point  a  Chief  Justice  during  good  Behaviour.  He 
prevailed  upon  them  to  drop  the  Address,  by  assuring 
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tbem  that  he  would  lay  the  Matter  before  his  Majesty's 
Ministers :  which  he  not  only  did,  but  with  great  Fi-ee- 
dom  informed  them,  that  the  People  were  uneasy,  from 
an  Apprehension  that  some  needy  Person  in  hngland 
might  be  appointed  Chief  Justice  of  the  Province ; — 
that  this  was  much  owing  to  a  late  Appointment  in 
New  Jei'sey^  which  had  given  the  People  in  general 
strong  Prejudices.  At  the  same  time  he  suggested  to 
the  Ministry,  that  he  hoped  the  Assembly  would  be  sat- 
isfied with  the  Appointment  of  a  Chief  Justice  during 
the  King^s  Pleasure^  on  [5J  Condition  that  he  was  en- 
abled to  give  his  Assent  to  a  Law,  that  no  Judge  shall 
be  removed  or  suspended  by  a  Governor,  otherwise  than 
by  express  Command  from  the  King  ;  or  by  Desire  of 
the  Assembly,  signified  by  public  Address  ;  or  l)y  Ad- 
vice and  Consent  of  the  Council,  signified  under  the 
Hands  of  at  least  Seven  of  them.  This  he  had  men- 
tioned to  the  Speaker  of  the  Assembly ;  and  is  a  strong 
Instance,  that  while  Mr.  Colden  honestly  obeyed  his 
Instructions,  and  supported  the  Prerogative  of  the 
Crown  he  was  not  inattentive  to  the  Security  of  the 
People,  and  the  free  Administration  of  Justice. 

Very  soon  after  this  the  Death  of  the  late  King  was 
tnown  at  New  York.     The  Judges  thought  it  necessary 
to  have  their  Commissions  renewed,  though  they  held 
them  then  during  good  Behaviour.     Mr.  Colden  refused 
to  renew   their   Commissions   otherwise  than   during 
^I'^amrCy  as  he  was  directed  by  his  Instructions.     The 
Judges  declined  to  take  their    Commissions  on  that 
*6nure,  and  threatened  to  shut  up  the  Courts  of  Jus- 
tice, by  refusing  to  act,  on  which  a  total  Failure  [6]  of 
J^tice  might  have  ensued,  though  by  the  King's  Proc- 
^^'Hation  their  Commissions  were  continued  in  Force 
^^U\  his  Majesty's  Pleasure  should  be  known ;  and  it 
^^  quite  agreeable  to  Mr.  Colden  to  let  Matters  rest 
^  they  were  until  his  Majesty's  Pleasure  was  known. 

The  Assembly,  the  first  Time  they  met  after  the 
Icing's  Death,  brought  a  Bill  into  their  House  for 
taking  the  Tenure  of  the  Judges  Commissions  during 
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good  Behaviour^  with  a  Clause  that  they  might  be  re- 
moved by  the  Governor,  on  Address  from  the  Assem- 
bly; or  by  Advice  of  at  least  Seven  of  the  Council. 
Mr.  Colden  thought  it  necessary  that  they  might  be 
removed  on  the  King's  Pleasure,  signified  under  his 
Signet  and  Sign  Manual ;  and  prevailed  on  the  Assem- 
bly to  postpone  the  Bill  for  that  Time,  while  his  Maj- 
esty's Requisitions  for  prosecuting  the  War  demanded 
all  their  Attention.  However,  upon  this  Occasion  Mr. 
Colden  told  some  of  the  Gentlemen  of  the  Council,  and 
Members  of  Assembly,  that  if  they  would  make  proper 
Provision  for  the  Judges  Salaries  to  have  the  same 
Con[7]tinuance  with  their  Commissions,  it  would  be 
a  great  Inducement  with  him  to  give  his  Assent,  and 
might  excuse  him  with  his  Majesty's  Ministers  for  so 
doing.  He  immediately  informed  the  Ministry  of  the 
Purport  of  the  Bill  that  had  been  brought  in  by  the 
Assembly  ;  and  argued  in  Favour  of  the  Bill,  that,  with 
the  Additions  he  proposed,  the  Prerogative  of  the 
Crown  would  be  preserved,  and  the  arbitraiy  Proceed- 
ings of  Governors  guarded  against. 

His  Majesty's  Service  requiring  the   Assembly  to 
meet  again  about  two  Months  after,  they  then  passed  a 
Bill,  providing  that  the  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court 
sJiall  have  tlieir  Commissioiis  during  good  Behaviour^ 
which  the  Council  agreed  to — No  Provision  was  made 
in  it  for  giving  the  Judges  Salaries  the  same  Continu- 
ance with  their  Commissions.     They  were  left  depend- 
ing on  the  Assembly  from  Year  to  Year.     Mr.  Colden 
took  Time  to  consider  of  it,  and  transmitted  a  Copy  of 
the  Bill  to  his  Majesty's  Ministers — A  few  Months  after 
Mr.  Golden  renewed  his  Application  to  the  Ministry  ou 
this  Subject,  and  pressed    to  know  his  Majestys  [8] 
Pleasure,  as  he  expected  the  Bill  would  be  insisted  on 
by  the  Assembly ;  and  as  he  had  been  informed  that 
the  Judges  designed  not  to  sit  the  ensuing  Terra,  unless 
their  Commissions  were  renewed  dninng  good  Befiav- 
iour,  which  would  lay  him  under  great  Difficulties,  and 
might  perhaps  induce  a  Necessity  of  giving  his  Assent 
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to  the  Bill ;  to  prevent  a  total  Failure  of  Justice  ;  On 
which  the  Plantation  Board,  in  their  Representation  to 
the  King,  say,  "  They  could  not  but  be  of  Opinion,  that 
if  under  these  Circumstances  Mr.  Colden  should  have 
complied  with  so  pernicious  a  Proposition,  he  will  justly 
have  deserved  his  Majesty's  royal  Displeasure." 

In  September  the  Assembly  had  a  short  Sessions, 
upon  a  Requisition  made  by  General  Amhurnt ;  and 
no  other  Business  was  laid  before  them,  or  expected  of 
them  at  that  time.  General  Moncton's  Commission  of 
Go\iernor  in  Chief  was  then  hourly  expected.  Yet  the 
Council  and  Assembly  again  passed  the  same  Bill  re- 
lating to  the  Judges  Commissions.  The  Lieutenant 
Governor  again  delayed  his  Assent ;  informing  the 
Council,  that  as  he  had  laid  the  Bill  before  his  Ma-[9] 
jesty's  Ministers,  he  must  wait  at  least  a  reasonable 
Time  for  their  Directions. 

Thus  the  AfEair  stuod  when  General  Moiickton  re- 
ceived his  Commission  of  Governor  in  Chief,  about  a 
Fortnight  before  he  set  out  upon  his  Expedition  against 
Martinico.  He  took  the  Administration  of  Govern- 
ment upon  him  during  this  short  time,  and  in  Council 
told  Lieutenant  Governor  Colden^  that  the  Judges 
ought  to  have  their  Commissions  renewed  in  the  man- 
ner they  formerly  had  them.  If  General  Monchton 
thought  this  right,  he  had  it  then  in  his  own  Power, 
but  he  did  not  do  it. 

Mr.  Prat  arrived  at  this  Juncture,  with  his  Majesty's 
Mandamus  to  be  appointed  Chief  Justice  of  New  Yorhy 
during  tlie  Kivg^s  Pleasure^  and  his  Commission  was 
made  out  accordingly.  Mr.  Prafs  Qualifying  and  En- 
tering upon  his  Office  happily  relieved  the  Lieutenant 
Governor,  when  he  reassumea  the  Administraticm  upon 
Mr.  MonchlmCs  Departure,  from  the  great  Difficulties 
he  must  have  been  under,  by  the  other  [10]  Judges  re- 
fusing to  act  upon  their  old  Commissions,  or  to  accept 
of  a  new  Appointment,  unless  during  good  Behaviour. 
For  though  they  really  refused  to  sit,  in  the  Term 
which  commenced  immediately  after  Mr.  Frat^%  Arri- 
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val,  the  Courts  of  Justice  received  not  the  least  Preju- 
dice or  Obstruction  thereby — Mr.  Chief  Justice  Prat 
was  a  Man  of  distinguished  Abilities,  Knowledge  and 
Integrity. 

Notwithstanding  the  Assembly  knew  the  Tenure  of 
Mr.  Prafs  Coraniission  was,  by  direct  Command  of  the 
Kin^,  duriiuj  his  Majestifs  Pleasure^  they  in  their  next 
Session  absolutely  refused  to  grant  any  Salary  to  the 
Chief  Justice,  or  to  any  other  of  the  Judges,  unless 
their  Commissions  were  during  good  Behaviour.  At 
this  time  likewise  the  Assembly  sent  up  the  same  Bill 
to  the  Council,  to  which  the  Lieutenant  Governor  had 
twice  before  withheld  his  Assent  The  Council  had 
formerly  passed  the  Bill — they  had  now  a  Conference 
with  the  Assembly,  to  get  them  to  add  a  Clause  to 
make  the  Juds^es  Salaries  of  the  same  Continuance  with 
their  Commissions,  but  without  Effect;  whereupon  [11] 
the  Council  refused  their  Concurrence  to  the  Bill. — The 
Assembly^  wei-e  as  much  resolved  that  the  Judges  should 
be  dependant  on  them,  as  that  they  should  be  independant 
of  the  Crown.  The  Lieutenant  Governor  had  not  now 
the  disagreeable  Task  of  refusing  his  Assent  to  a  Bill 
passed  by  the  other  Branches  of  the  Legislature :  But 
he  gave  a  full  Account  of  all  that  had  happened,  to  his 
Majesty's  Ministers;  and  observed,  that  the  Obstinacy 
with  which  the  Assembly  persisted  to  contend  that  the 
Judges  Commissions  should  he  during  good  Behaviour^ 
and  to  refuse  to  make  their  Salaries  of  the  same  Con- 
tinuance, might  justly  create  Suspicions  of  a  designed 
undue  Influence,  as  much  to  be  dreaded  by  the  People, 
as  prejudicial  to  the  Prerogativ^e  of  the  Crown.  The 
Lords  of  Trade  and  Plantations,  in  a  Representation  to 
the  King  on  this  Subject,  observe,  that  ''  the  People  in 
Neu)  York  were  strenuous  to  have  the  Judges  Commis- 
sions during  good  Behaviour,  alledging  the  Precedent 
and  Example  of  the  Mother  Country.  It  was  not,  how- 
ever, say  their  Lordshij)s,  by  the  Tenure  of  their  Com- 
missions only  that  the  Judges  were  rendered  indepen- 
dent, but  such  Salaries  [12]  were  settled  upon  them,  as 
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not  only  rendered  them  less  liable  to  be  corrupted,  but 
was  an  Encouragement  for  the  ablest  Men  to  engage  in 
that  Profession  which  qualified  them  for  such  high 
Trusts." 

The  February  following,  the  Lieutenant-Governor  re- 
ceived his  Majesty's  additional  Instruction  to  his  Gov- 
ernor of  New  YorJc^  commanding  him  that  he  "do  not, 
on  any  Pretence  whatsoever,  upon  Pain  of  being  re- 
moved from  his  Government,  give  his  Assent  to  any 
Act,  by  which  the  Tenure  of  tlie  Judges  Commissions 
shall  be  regulated  or  ascertained  in  any  Manner;  and 
that  all  Commissions  to  the  Judges  shall  be  during 
Pleasure  only." 

This  Instruction  put  an  End  to  the  Dispute;  the 
Judges  are  appointed  during  Pleasure,  and  the  Assem- 
bly gives  them  Salaries  from  Year  to  Year. 

The  Obedience  due  to  the  King's  Command  is  cer- 
tainly of  itself  a  sufficient  Justification  of  Lieutenant- 
Governor  Cohien^s  Conduct  on  this  Occasion :  But  be- 
sides this,  he  [13]  was  influenced  by  a  Consideration  of 
the  due  Administration  of  Justice  to  the  People  under 
his  Care.  Perhaps  no  Man  could  be  found  in  the  Prov- 
ince of  sufficient  Abilities  and  Knowledge  in  the  Law, 
and  free  from  Family  and  Party  Connections,  or  from 
being  interested  in  similar  Cases,  so  far  as  to  be  esteemed 
truly  disinterested  in  any  Cause  of  Consequence,  relat- 
ing to  Lands  which  might  come  before  him.  For 
some  Years  past,  not  more  than  one  Judge  has  sat  on 
any  Land  Trial  of  Consequence,  the  others  being  dis- 
abled from  sitting  by  their  being  interested.  It  is 
said  there  is  a  Qause  now  depending,  on  which  none  of 
the  Judges  can  sit,  all  being  interested.  By  granting 
Commissions  to  Men  not  duly  qualified  during  good 
3ehaviour^  the  King  is  disabled,  during  their  Lives,  to 
appoint  others,  and  Justice  must  continue  to  be  ex- 
ecuted in  the  Province  under  very  erreat  Disadvantages. 

The  Power  of  an  ambitious  Cliief  Justice  durmg 
good  Behavunir^  appeared  to  the  Lieutenant-Governor 
to  be  very  dangerous  to  the  Authority  of  the  Crown, 
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and  to  the  Property  and  Safety  of  the  People.  In  this 
Pro-[14]vince,  where  there  are  few  Men  of  liberal  Edu- 
cation, or  who  with  any  Attention  apply  their  Thoughts 
to  Matters  of  public  Concera,  an  ambitious  Judge  has 
;i*eat  Temptations  to  form  Combinations  with  the 
entlemen  of  the  Bar.  This,  with  a  Family  Interest 
and  its  Connections,  may  prove  too  sti'ong  for  the  weak 
Power  of  the  Administration  in  Neio  York.  The 
Gentlemen  of  the  Law  are  in  the  Secrets  of  the  most 
considerable  Families,  by  which  they  obtain  a  general 
Influence.  Every  Man  is  afraid  of  the  loiinous  Expence 
of  a  tedious  Law  Suit.  However  careful  a  Man  may 
be  in  his  Conduct,  he  cannot  think  himself  secure  from 
Law  Suits,  while  he  may  have  an  avaricious  and  mali- 
cious Neighbour.  The  Law,  which  ought  to  be  the 
Safeguard  of  the  People,  is  become  a  Terror  to  honest 
Men  ;  and  this  could  not  be,  were  the  Judges  no  way 
to  blame. 

The  Lords  of  the  Plantation  Board,  in  a  Representa- 
tion to  the  King  on  this  Subject,  observe,  that  "  for 
want  of  such  an  Establishment  as  might  induce  able 
Persons  to  offer  their  Service,  a  Governor  may  be 
obliged  [15]  to  confer  the  Office  of  Judge  upon  those 
who  accept  it  merely  with  a  View  to  make  it  subser- 
vient to  their  private  Interests,  and  who,  added  to  their 
Ignorance  of  the  Law,  ma}^  become  the  Partizans  of  a 
factious  Assembly,  upon  whom  they  are  dependent  for 
their  Support,  and  who  may  with-hold  or  inlarge  that 
Suj)poi't,  as  the  Conduct  of  the  Judge  is  more  or  less 
favourable  to  their  Interests. 

"  It  is  difficult  (say  their  Lordships)  to  conceive  a 
"  State  of  Government  more  dangerous  to  the  Rights 
"  and  Liberties  of  the  Subject ;  but  aggravated  as  tlie 
*^  Evil  would  l)e,  by  making  the  Judges  Commissions 
"during  good  Behaviour,  without  rendering  them  at 
"  the  same  time  independent  of  the  factious  Will  and 
"  Caprice  of  an  Assembly,  we  cannot  but  consider  the 
"  Proposition  as  subversive  of  all  true  Policy,  destructive 
"  to  the  Interests  of  your  Majesty's  Subjects,  and  tend- 
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"  cil,  be  affirmed.  Provided'  nevertheless,  where  the 
"  Matter  in  Question  relates  to  the  taking  or  demand- 
"  ing  any  Duty  payable  to  us,  or  to  any  Fee  of  Office, 
"or  annual  Rent,  or  other  such-like  Matter  or  Thing, 
"  where  the  Rights  in  future  may  be  bound,  in  all  such 
"  Cases  you  are  to  admit  an  Aj)peal  to  us  in  our  Privy 
"  Council,  though  the  immediate  Sum  or  Value  ap- 
"  pealed  for  be  of  less  [20]  Value.  And  it  is  our 
"  further  Will  and  Pleasure,  that  in  all  Cases  whei*e, 
"by  your  Instructions,  you  are  to  admit  Appeals 
"  to  us  in  our  Privy  Council,  Execution  be  suspended, 
"  until  the  final  Determination  of  such  Appeals,  unless 
"  good  and  sufficient  Security  be  given  by  the  Appellee 
"  to  make  ample  Restitution  of  all  that  the  Appellant 
"  shall  have  lost  by  means  of  such  Judgment  or  Decree, 
*'  in  case,  upon  the  Determination  of  such  Ap])eal,  such 
"  Decree  or  Judgment  should  be  reversed,  and  Restitu- 
"  tion  awarded  to  the  Appellant." 

33.  "  You  are  likewise  to  admit  Appeals  unto  us  in 
"  Council,  in  all  Cases  of  Fines  imposed  for  Misde- 
"meanors,  provided  the  Fines  so  imposed  amount  to  or 
"exceed  Two  hundred  Pounds  Sterling,  the  Appellant 
"first  giving  good  Security  that  he  will  effectually 
"  prosecute  the  same,  and  answer  the  Condemnation,  if 
"  the  Sentence  by  which  such  Fines  were  imposed  shall 
"  be  confirmed." 

On  the  Force  of  the  32d  Instruction,  an  Appeal  was 
brought  in  Ocioher  1764,  from  [21]  a  Verdict  and  Judg- 
ment in  the  Supreme  Court  of  Common  Law,  to  the 
Governor  and  Council,  for  excessive  Damages  given  by 
the  Jury  in  a  Case  of  Assault  and  Battery. 

It  may  deserve  Notice,  that  the  Defendant,  before  he 
brought  his  Appeal,  conceiving  that  the  Jury  had  been 
partial  in  giving  excessive  Damages,  moved  the  Court 
to  have  a  new  Trial,  but  was  refused.  He  had  then  no 
other  Remedy  but  by  Apj)eal.  He  was  at  the  same 
time  under  Prosecution  by  Indictment  for  the  same  Of- 
fence, which  subjected  him  to  an  exemplary  Fine,  at 
the  Discretion  of  the  Judges.

HILE  an  angry  Faction  in  the  Pi'ovince  of  New 
York  confined  their  Calumnies  of  Lieutenant 
Governor  Colden  to  a  common  News-Paper,  he 
did  not  think  that  they  deserved  his  Notice.  The  Mal- 
ice in  those  Papers  is  so  apparent,  they  can  have  no  In- 
fluence on  any  Man  disinterested  in  the  Dispute.  He 
satisfied  himself  with  laying  the  [2]  Reasons  of  his 
Conduct  before  his  Majesty's  Ministers,  who  are  the 
proper  Judges  of  it.  feut  that  Faction  having  influ- 
enced the  General  Assembly  to  pass  a  public  Censure 
on  Mr.  Cold^n^s  Conduct,  after  he  had  been  succeeded 
in  the  Administration  by  Sir  Henry  Moore^  he  thinks 
himself  loudly  called  upon,  by  every  Motive  which  can 
influence  an  honest,  innocent  Man,  to  vindicate  his 
Character. 

Lieutenant-Governor  Cfc?e/e7i'«  Conduct  has  been  found 
Fault  with  in  three  Instances,  and  in  those  only. 

Fiist,  His  refusing  to  grant  the  Judges  Commissions 
daring  good  Behaviour.  Secondly,  His  supporting  a 
Right  to  Appeal  from  the  Coui'ts  of  Common  Law,  in 
28 
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The  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  liaving  refused 
the  Appeal,  and  to  allow  any  Entry  to  be  made  of  it 
on  their  Minutes,  the  Lieutenant-Governor  sealed  a 
Writ,  which  the  Defendant  brought  for  removing  the 
Cause  before  the  Governor  and  Council,  telling  him 
that  he  took  it  at  his  Peril,  and  that  it  would  be  quashed 
if  it  was  erroneous. 

[22]  Between  the  Time  of  issuing  the  Writ  and  the 
Return  of  it,  several  Incidents  made  it  apparent  that 
the  Gentlenien  of  the  Council  were  predetermined  to  re- 
ject the  Appeal.  The  Lieutenant-iiovernor  was  there- 
fore desirous  that  the  Dispute  should  pass  the  Court 
of  the  Governor  and  Council  in  the  easiest  and  shortest 
Manner  possible,  that  the  final  Deteimination  of  it 
might  be  made  by  Persons  much  more  capable  of  judg- 
ing in  such  a  Case,  than  the  Governor  and  Council  of 
New  York  can  be  supposed  to  be.  But  this  did  not  suit 
the  Purpose  of  those  who  opposed  Appeals. — ^They 
placed  their  chief  Hope  in  the  popular  Clamours  to  be 
excited  on  this  Occasion,  and  it  was  notjn  the  Lieuten- 
ant-Governor's Power  to  prevent  it. 

In  this  Case  of  the  Judges  refusing  an  Appeal  from 
them,  they  were  to  inform  the  Governor  and  Council 
of  their  Keasons.  The  Lieutenant-Governor  expected 
that  this  would  have  been  done  in  private,  and  that 
they  were  at  any  time  prepared  to  give  their  Reasons 
in  clear  and  distinct  Terms.  They  required  Time, 
however,  for  this  Purpose,  and  had  time,  and  further 
Time  rej)eatedly  [23]  granted  them,  to  draw  up  their 
Reasons  in  Writing.  At  last  they  produced  long  Dec- 
lamations, adapted  more  to  the  Passions  of  the  Audi- 
ence than  the  Information  of  the  Court,  each  of  the 
Judges  separately  making  an  Harrangue,  and  at  several 
Sittings  of  the  Court. 

After  the  Judges  had  finished  what  they  had  to  say, 
the  Lieutenant-Governor  proposed  to  inquire  into  the 
true  Intention  of  the  Instruction,  from  the  Words  of 
the  Instruction  itself  ;  but  this  seemed  to  be  designedly 
evaded  by  the  Gentlemen  of  the  CounciL     At  last, 
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tbat  every  Part  of  the  Lieutenant-Governor's  Conduct 
might  appear  open  and  fair,  he  communicated  to  the 
Council  the  Reasons  which  had  induced  him  to  think 
that  the  Instruction  was  really  intended  to  establish  a 
Court  of  Appeals  upon  the  whole  Merits  of  the  Cause, 
and  not  a  Court  of  Errors  only  to  correct  the  Erroys  in 
the  Proceed insfs  of  the  Courts  of  Common  Law.     He 
had  formed  short  Notes  of  what  he  intended  to  men- 
tion, which  he  held  in  his  Hand  to  assist  his  Memory. 
The  Gentlemen  of  the  Council  repeatedly  desired  a  [24] 
Copy  of  this  Paper  for  their  Deliberation,  to  which  the 
Lieutenant-Governor  consented ;    expressly   declaring, 
when  he  gave  the  Copy,  that  he  did  it  in  Confidence 
that  no  other  Use  would  be  made  of  it,  but  for  their 
own  private  Deliberation.     After  the  Delivery  of  this 
Paper,  the  Court,  under  several  Pretences,  was  repeat- 
edly adjourned,  until  a   Paper  was  prepared   by  the 
Lawyers,  in  Opposition  to  Appeals,  in  Answer  to  every 
Argument  in  the   Lieutenant-Governor's   Notes;    and 
concluded  with  a  formal  Judgment  of  the  Court,  by 
dismissing  of  the  Appeal.     This  Paper  the  Gentlemen 
of  the  Council  adopted  as  their  own,  and  unanimously 
ordered  it  to  be  read. 

The  Lieutenant-Governor  repeatedly  complained  of 
the  Indecency  and  Disingenuity  of  this  Proceeding : 
that  such  a  Paper  should  be  openly  read,  without  pre- 
viously communicating  it  to  him ;  determining  on  Ai'- 
fuinents  which  he  had  only  proposed  for  their  joint 
deliberation  with  him  : — making  themselves  Parties 
in  Opposition  to  him  ; — and  giving  a  Judgment  of 
Court  by  themselves,  without  his  Participation,  when 
by  [25]  the  Constitution  of  the  Court  it  could  not 
be  held  without  him.  Some  of  the  Council  became 
sensible  of  the  Absurdity  of  their  Proceedings,  and 
desired  to  withdraw  their  Paper;  after  which,  the 
Court  was  adjourned  to  the  next  Day.  The  Behaviour 
in  all  the  Proceedings  was  so  indecent,  that  several 
Persons  present  thought  the  Lieutenant-Governor  too 
passive. — He  had  a  difficult  Part  to  act,  when  they, 
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who  ouglit  to  have  assisted  him,  laid  Snares  to  surprize 
him. 

At  the  next  Meeting,  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  with- 
out taking  the  least  ^Totice  of  what  had  happened  the 
Day  V>efore,  proposeii  the  following  Question : 

**  Whether  by  the  32"  Instruction  the  King  has  di- 
"  rected  his  Governor  to  permit  and  allow  Appeals,  in 
*•  all  civil  Causes,  fn>m  the  Courts  of  Common  Law 
*'  within  this  Province :  and  whether  the  King,  l)y  the 
*'same  Instruction,  has  directed  his  Governor  and 
**  Council  to  hear  and  determine  such  Appeals  ?  " 

[2t>]  Wliereupon  the  Council  dechired,  "  that  as  the 
^  King's  Judgts,  and  the  most  able  Council  in  the  Law 
-  in  the  Pnnince,  have  sriven  their  Opinion,  that  no 
••other  than  an  Appeal  in  Error  can  lay  by  this  In- 
^  stnietion,  they  are  unanimously  of  opinion  tliat  no 
^  other  than  an  Appeal  in  Error  is  the  Intention  or 
*•  Meanin<r  of  the  Cn>wn  by  this  Instruction,  and  that 
*•  ihev  cann«»t  take  Cognizance  of  any  other  Appeal/' 

Ii'isevidfUt  the  Gentlemen  of  the  Council  did  not 
determine  by  any  Judgment  in  themselves,  but  by  their 

Faith  in  others. 

Thf  Lieutenant-Governor  entered  his  Dissent  to  this 
0'*:n:ov.,  dro'arin:::  he  w«»uld  transmit  his  Reasons  to 
ihf  Kir.iiV  Mini<ter!i.  The  Gentlemen  of  the  Council 
dr>:rv-i  :''ie  Pa{vr.  which  had  been  read  the  Day  be- 
tVrv*.  !:::i:ht  W  rnt^rtnl  as  the  Reasons  of  their  Judg- 
uu :::,  u^viiiiT  out  that  Part  in  which  they  had  passed 
Ju':^:::t»Kt :  which  the  Lieutenant-Governor  did  not  op- 
tv>,>er  that  thev  might  not  have  the  least  Room  to 
.^^'-'>*:ain  i'^T  thou:rh  he  thouirht  the  doinpr  it  in  that 
Maimer  v^rv  impn>|»er  and  irregular. 

I:  is  pnnvr  to  obstTve,  that  while  this  Dispute  w^as 
de'VUvUr.c  U^forv  the  Governor  and  Council,  and  be- 
fore anv  Judgment  was  given,  the  Harangues  of  the 
Jud:^^  \ver\''  printinl  in  a  common  News-Paper,  which 
ivu^U  not  Iv  done  without  their  Privity.  For  what 
l^rrtx^^  this  was  done  is  too  evident.  It  may  have  liad 
^j^impr^^pcr  Influence  on  the  Members  of  the  Court. 
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Soon  after  the  Determination,  a  weekly  Paper,  called 
The  Centinel^  was  published,  in  which  the  most  shame- 
ful Attempts  were  made  to  asperse  the  Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor's Character,  by  such  indirect  Insinuations  as  the 
most  innocent  Man  could  not  answer.  The  Depravity 
of  the  Author's  Heart  was  so  apparent,  that  his  Scur- 
rility could  hurt  no  Character  with  Men  of  Sense,  what- 
ever it  might  with  the  lowest  of  the  People,  for  whom 
it  only  could  be  intended ;  it  was  therefore  passed  over 
without  the  least  Notice  taken  of  it. 

[28]  But  as  no  Pains  nor  Industry  has  been  omitted 
to  prejudice  the  Lieutenant-Governor's  Character,  not 
only  with  the  People  of  the  Province  of  New  Yorh^  but 
likewise  in  Great  Britain^  by  transmitting  the  Papers 

Eublished  in  Ne\o  Yorlc,  it  is  thought  necessary  that  the 
•ieutenant-Governor's  Reasons  for  supporting  of  Ap- 
peals be  likewise  published  ;  from  which  it  is  hoped  it 
will  at  least  appear,  that  if  he  has  eired  in  his  Judg- 
ment, he  has  not  otherwise  than  the  most  innocent  Man 
may,  after  the  most  honest  Endeavours  to  inform  him- 
self truly.  He  in  no  Shape  or  Manner  concerned  him- 
self in  the  Dispute,  after  the  Determination  of  the  Coun- 
cil, otherwise  than  by  transmitting  the  Proceedings  of 
the  Court  to  his  Majesty's  Ministers,  and  the  Keasons 
of  his  Dissent  from  the  Judgment  of  the  Council. 

It  was  allowed  that  the  Words  of  the  Instruction 
plainly  import  an  Appeal  on  the  whole  Merits,  espe- 
cially on  considering  the  subsequent  Instruction  ;  in 
which  Case,  the  Verdict  of  the  J  ury  becomes  necessary 
to  be  inquired  into,  otherwise,  as  in  the  present  Case  of 
excessive  Damages,  the  proj)er  Re-[29Jlief  cannot  be 
given :  but  it  was  insisted  that  no  Relief  by  Appeal  can 
be  legally  obtained  against  a  Verdict,  and  that  the  only 
Relief  in  Error  is  against  the  erroneous  Proceedings  of 
the  Court,  or  Determinations  of  the  Judges.  In  Proof  of 
which,  the  constant  Practice  of  the  Courts  at  Westmin- 
ster was  insisted  on ;  and  therefore  the  Instruction  must 
receive  such  Construction  as  may  make  it  consistent  with 
Law :  but  no  Construction  of  Words  can  make  this  In- 
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consistent  with  the  Practice  of  the  Courts  at 
n  Wa*/«j*/^r,  in  Error.  It  ma)'^  well  be  doubted  whether 
the  Practice  of  the  Courts  at  Weatminstet'  make  a  Law 
for  the  Colonies.  If  this  were  to  be  allowed,  perhaps 
there  is  not  one  It^l  Court  in  any  of  the  Colonies,  and 
all  ihe  PnM^eediuOT  in  them  are  erroneous.     The  Su- 

Ereme  Court  in  ^ttv  York  has  the  Powers  of  the  King's 
lenoh.  Common  Pleas,  and  Exchequer,  which,  accord- 
ing to  the  Practice  of  the  Courts  at  Westminster^  would 
be  ahsuril  to  exist  in  the  same  Court.  The  King  is  the 
Fountain  of  Justice,  and  it  has  been  a  received  Opinion, 
that  the  King  may  erect  such  Courts  of  Justice  in  the 
Colonies,  as  he  shall  think  requisite  for  the  Distribution 
of  [30]  Justice ;  in  which  the  Rules  of  Proceeding  may, 
from  their  different  Circumstances,  be  unavoidably  dif- 
ferent from  the  Practice  of  the  Courts  at  Westminst^ 
and  at  the  same  time  consistent  with  the  Laws  of  J^ng- 
/<!/*</.  The  Lieutenant-Governor  thought  it  inconsistent 
with  the  Trust  reposed  in  him,  to  acquiesce  in  having 
this  Power  i>f  the  Cro^vn  called  in  Question,  and  more 
particularly  as  to  Appeals  to  the  King ;  since  in  every 
Charter  of  Government,  they  are  expressly  reserved,  and 
complied  with  in  several  of  the  Colonies,  particularly  in 
J/iiJisarfi  fisetts  Bay. 

At  Westminster  the  Removal,  in  Cases  of  Error,  is 
to  Judges  eminent  for  their  Knowledge  in  the  Law; 
but  if  the  Governor  and  Council  were  to  correct  the 
Ern>rs  in  the  Proceedings  and  Determinations  of  the 
tludires,  it  would  be  a  Removal  from  Persons  skilled  in 
the  \a\\\\  to  others  who  never  made  it  their  Study,  and 

5>n>fess  no  Knowledge  in  it :  and  yet  these  may  be  good 
fud*»es,  l>etter  than  common  Juries,  of  the  Merits  of  a 
Caust\ 

1 31 1  The  Lieutenant-Governor  is  not  a  Lawyer,  hut 
under  a  Necessity  of  Judging  in  this  Dispute;  because 
the  Court  could*  not  l)e  held  without  him.  He  there- 
fore thought  it  safest  to  form  his  Judgment  on  the 
gtMieral  Principles  of  Justice,  understood  by  Men  of 
i\unmon  Sense.     In  the  present  Complaint  of  excessive 
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Damages  given  by  a  Jury,  no  Redress  can  be  had,  how- 
ever enormous  the  Damages,  without  rev^ersing  the  Ver- 
dict    Every  Man  conversant  in  the  Courts  of  Common 
Law  in  New  YorTc^  Avill  allow  that  numerous  iniquitous 
Verdicts  have  been  given  in  them.     Every  Evil  ought 
to  have  a  Remedy :  and  in  natural  Justice,  an  iniqui- 
tous Verdict  ought  to  be  reversed.     It  is  said  that  in 
such  Case  the  Judge  will  give  a  new  Trial.     He  then, 
by  his  single  Authority,  sets  aside  a  Verdict,  and  ren- 
ders it  null.     What  Law  has  given  the  Judge  this 
Power  ?     The  Judges  are  allowed  to  assume  a  Power 
to  set  aside  a  Verdict  at  their  Pleasure,  and  it  is  denied 
that  the  King  can  appoint  a  Court  to  inquire  into  the 
Justice  of  any  Verdict.     Appeals  to  the  King  are  as  old 
as  the  Constitution,  when  Juries,  by  the  Common  Law, 
were  the  sole  Judges  both  of  Law  and  Fact:  [32]  and 
it  is  said  they  are  so  at  this  Time ;  because  they  are  not 
obliged  to  follow  the  Directions  of  the  Judges.     There 
^  uo  Relief,  it  is  affirmed,  against  an  iniquitous  Ver- 
dict, but  this  of  the  Judges  giving  a  new  Trial.     If  he 
refuse,  no  Error  can  be  assigned ;  because  there  is  no 
■Law  to  warrant  his  doing  it,  and  it  wholly  depends 
^pon  his  Pleasure.     It  is  not  easy  to  conceive  that  such 

*  Constitution  can  subsist  in  a  well-regulated  and  free 
Government ;  and  a  Man,  at  least  one  who  is  no  Law- 
yer, may  doubt  of  its  being  so  by  the  Constitution  of 

Chief  Justice  Hales^  in  his  History  of  the  Common 
-'^ftw,  makes  the  following  memorable  Remark  of  the 
^tate  of  the  Courts  of  Justice  in  the  several  Counties 
^^  Migland^  when  the  Property  of  the  Subject  was  de- 
^fmined  in  those  Courts.  His  words  are : — "  All  the 
■Business  of  any  Moment  was  carried  by  Factions  and 
Parties :  for  the  Free   holders   being  generally  the 

*  Judges,  and  conversing  one  among  another,  and  be- 
'ing,  as  it  were,  tlie  Chief  Judges  not  only  of  tlie  Fdct^ 

^U  of  the  Law^  every  Man  that  had  a  Suit  there  sped 
*as  he  [33]  could   make  Parties;  and  Men  of  great 
"Power  and  Interest  in  the  County  did  easily  overbear 
29 
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and  to  tlie  Property  and  Safety  of  the  People.  In  thiB 
Pro-[14]vince,  where  there  are  few  Men  of  liberal  Edu- 
cation, or  who  with  any  Attention  apply  their  Thoughts 
to  Matters  of  public  Concera,  an  ambitious  Judge  has 
;reat  Temptations  to  form  Combinations  witn  the 
entlemen  of  the  Bar.  This,  with  a  Family  Interest 
and  its  Connections,  may  prove  too  strong  for  the  weak 
Power  of  the  Administration  in  Neio  York.  The 
Gentlemen  of  the  Law  are  in  the  Secrets  of  the  most 
considerable  Families,  by  which  they  obtain  a  general 
Influence.  Every  Man  is  afraid  of  the  niinous  Expence 
of  a  tedious  Law  Suit.  However  careful  a  Man  may 
be  in  his  Conduct,  he  cannot  think  himself  secure  from 
Law  Suits,  while  he  may  have  an  avaricious  and  mali- 
cious NeighV)our.  The  Law%  which  onght  to  be  the 
Safeguard  of  the  People,  is  become  a  Terror  to  honest 
Men  ;  and  this  could  not  be,  were  the  Judges  no  way 
to  blame. 

The  Lords  of  the  Plantation  Board,  in  a  Representa- 
tion to  the  King  on  this  Subject,  observe,  that  *'  for 
want  of  such  an  Establishment  as  might  induce  able 
Persons  to  offer  their  Service,  a  Governor  may  be 
ol)liged  [15]  to  confer  the  Oflice  of  Judge  upon  those 
who  accept  it  merely  with  a  View  to  make  it  subser- 
vient to  their  private  Interests,  and  who,  added  to  their 
Ignorance  of  the  Law,  may  become  the  Partizans  of  a 
factious  Assembly,  upon  whom  they  are  dependent  for 
their  Sui)port,  and  who  may  Avith-hold  or  inlarge  that 
Su[)port,  as  the  Conduct  of  the  Judge  is  more  or  less 
favourable  to  their  Interests. 

"  It  is  difficult  (say  their  Lordships)  to  conceive  a 
"  State  of  Government  more  dangerous  to  the  Rights 
"  and  Liberties  of  the  Subject ;  but  aggravated  as  the 
"  Evil  would  be,  by  making  the  Judges  Commissions 
"during  good  Behaviour,  without  rendering  them  at 
**  the  same  time  independent  of  the  factious  Will  and 
"  Caprice  of  an  Assembly,  we  cannot  but  consider  the 
"  Proposition  as  subversive  of  all  true  Policy,  destructive 
"to  the  Interests  of  your  Majesty's  Subjects,  and  tend- 
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"  ing  to  lessen  that  just  Dependence,  which  the  Colonies 
"ought  to  have  upon  the  Government  of  the  Mother 
"  Country." 

[16j  These  Arguments  militate  with  great  Force 
against  appointing  the  Judges  during  good  Behaviour, 
and  every  disinterested  Man  in  ine  Province  must 
allow  they  have  much  Weight.  The  Arguments  like- 
wise against  the  Judges  holding  their  Offices  at  the 
Pleasure  of  a  Governor,  are  not  inconsiderable.  Mr. 
Colilen  saw  their  full  Force,  and  while  the  Assembly 
were  guarding  against  this,  he  hoped  to  bring  about  a 
Measure,  which  might  at  the  same  time  guara  against 
the  arbitrary  Proceedings  and  undue  Influence  of  an 
Assembly,  and  render  the  Judges  as  independent  as 
could  be  desired  by  honest  Men.  But  the  As8emV)ly 
continued  obstinately  determined  to  keep  the  Judges 
dependent  on  them,  while  they  contended  to  have  them 
independent  of  the  King. 

A  circumstantial  Account  has  been  given  of  Lieuten- 
ant-Governor CohkiCs  Conduct,  in  this  Affair  of  the 
Judges  Commissions;  for  fi-om  the  Disappointment 
which  some  powerful  Men  in  the  Province  met  with  in 
this  Instance,  arose  a  Resentment  which  has  not  sub- 
sided since  that  Time. 

[17]  His  Majesty's  additional  Instruction  having 
silenced  the  C(mtest  about  the  Judges  Commissions, 
the  Lieutenant-Governor's  Administration  continued 
from  that  Time  withcmt  any  apparent  Dissatisfaction, 
until  an  Incident,  in  October  17G4,  brought  on  that  Part 
of  his  Conduct  which  has  been  pj'incij)ally  blamed ; 
and  on  which  Occasion  no  Artifice  has  been  omitted  to 
raise  most  violent  Prejudices,  by  the  loudest  Clamours 
and  most  virulent  Calumnies ;  viz, 

2dly,  The  Lieutenant-Governor's  supporting  a  Right 
to  appeal  from  the  Courts  of  Common  Law,  in  civil 
Causes,  to  the  Governor  and  Council,  and  from  thence  to 
he  King  in  his  Privy  Council,  pursuant  to  the  King's 
Instructions  to  his  Governor  of  New  York  in  the  follow- 
ing Words : 
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32.  "  Our  Will  and  Pleasure  is,  that  you,  or  the 
"  Commander  in  Chief  of  our  said  Province  for  the 
'^Time  being,  do  in  all  civil  Causes,  on  Application 
"  being  made  to  you,  or  the  Commander  in  Chief  for 
**  the  Time  being,  for  that  Purpose,  permit  and  allow 
"  Appeals  from  any  of  [18]  the  Courts  of  common  Law 
"  in  our  said  Province,  unto  you,  or  the  Commander  in 
''  Chief,  and  the  Council  of  our  said  Province  ;  and  you 
"  are  for  that  Purpose  to  issue  a  Writ,  in  the  Manner 
"which  has  been  usually  accustomed,  returnable  be- 
"fore  yourself  and  the  Council  of  our  said  Province, 
"  who  are  to  proceed  to  hear  and  determine  such  Ap- 
"  peal ;  wherein  such  of  our  said  Council  as  shall  be  at 
"  that  Time  Jud^res  of  the  Court  from  whence  such 
"  Appeal  shall  be  made  to  you  our  Captain-General,  or 
"  to  the  Commander  in  Chief  for  the  Time  being,  and 
"  to  our  said  Council  as  aforesaid,  shall  not  be  admitted 
"  to  vote  upon  the  said  Appeal ;  but  they  may,  never- 
"  theless,  be  present  at  the  Hearing  thereof,  to  give 
"  the  Reasons  of  the  Judgment  given  by  them  in  the 
"  Causes  wherein  such  Appeal  shall  be  made. 

"Provided  nevertheless,  That  in  all  such  Appeals, 
"  the  Sum  or  Value  appealed  for  do  exceed  the  Sum  of 
"  Three  hundred  Pounds  Sterling ;  and  that  Security 
"  be  first  duly  given  by  the  Appellant  to  answer  such 
"Charges  as  shall  be  awarded,  in  case  [19]  th^  first 
"  Sentence  V)e  affirmed ;  and  if  either  Party  shall  not 
"  rest  satisfied  with  the  Judgment  of  you,  or  the  Com- 
"mander  in  Chief  for  the  Time  being,  and  Council  as 
"  aforesaid,  our  Will  and  Pledsure  is,  that  they  may 
"  then  appeal  unto  us  in  our  Privy  Council,  provided 
"  the  Sum  or  Value  so  appealed  for  unto  us  exceed  Five 
"hundred  Pounds  Sterling,  and  that  such  Appeal  be 
"  made  within  Fourteen  Days  after  Sentence,  and  good 
"Security  given  by  the  Appellant,  that  he  will  effect- 
"ually  pnxsecute  the  same,  and  answer  the  Condemna- 
"  tion,  and  also  pay  such  Costs  and  Damages  as  shall 
"be  awarded  by  ns,  in  case  the  Sentence  of  you,  or  the 
**  Commander  in  Chief  for  the  Time  being,  and  Coun- 
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"cil,  be  affirmed.  Provided*  nevertheless,  where  the 
"  Matter  in  Question  relates  to  the  takiiig  or  deniand- 
"  ing  any  Dnty  payable  to  us,  or  to  any  Fee  of  Office, 
"or  annual  Rent,  or  other  such-like  Matter  or  Thing, 
"  where  the  Rights  in  future  may  be  bound,  in  all  such 
"Cases  you  are  to  admit  an  Appeal  to  us  in  our  Privy 
"  Council,  though  the  immediate  Sum  or  Value  ap- 
"  pealed  for  be  of  less  [20]  Value.  And  it  is  our 
"  further  Will  and  Pleasure,  that  in  all  Cases  where, 
"  l)y  your  Instructions,  you  are  to  admit  Appeals 
"  to  us  in  our  Privy  Council,  Execution  be  suspended, 
"  until  the  final  Determination  of  such  Appeals,  unless 
"  good  and  sufficient  Security  be  given  by  the  Appellee 
"  to  make  ample  Restitution  of  all  that  the  Appellant 
"  shall  have  lost  by  means  of  such  Judgment  or  Decree, 
"  in  case,  upon  the  Determination  of  such  Appeal,  such 
"  Decree  or  Judgment  should  be  reversed,  and  Restitu- 
"  tion  awarded  to  the  Appellant." 

33.  "  You  are  likewise  to  admit  Appeals  unto  us  in 
"Council,  in  all  Cases  of  Fines  imposed  for  Misde- 
"  meanors,  provided  the  Fines  so  imposed  amount  to  or 
"exceed  Two  hundred  Pounds  Sterling,  the  Appellant 
"first  giving  good  Security  that  he  will  effectually 
"  prosecute  the  same,  and  answer  the  Condemnation,  if 
"  the  Sentence  by  which  such  Fines  were  imposed  shall 
"  be  confirmed." 

On  the  Force  of  the  32d  Instruction,  an  Appeal  was 
brought  in  October  1764,  from  |  21]  a  Verdict  and  Judg- 
ment in  the  Supreme  Court  of  Common  Law,  to  the 
Governor  and  Council,  for  excessive  Damages  given  by 
the  Jury  in  a  Case  of  Assault  and  Battery. 

It  may  deserve  Notice,  that  the  Defendant,  before  he 
brought  his  Apj)eal,  conceiving  that  the  Jury  had  been 
partial  in  giving  excessive  Damages,  moved  the  Court 
to  have  a  new  Trial,  but  was  refust^d.  He  had  then  no 
other  Remedy  but  by  Api)eal.  He  was  at  the  same 
time  under  Prosecution  by  Indictment  for  the  same  Of- 
fence, which  subjected  him  to  an  exemplary  Fine,  at 
the  Discretion  of  the  Judges. 
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The  Judges  of  the  Supreme  Court  having  refused 
the  Appeal,  and  to  allow  any  Entry  to  be  made  of  it 
on  their  Minutes,  the  Lieutenant-Governor  sealed  a 
Writ,  which  the  Defendant  brought  for  removing  the 
Cause  before  the  Governor  and  Council,  telling  him 
that  he  took  it  at  his  Peril,  and  that  it  would  be  quashed 
if  it  was  erroneous. 

[22]  Between  the  Time  of  issuing  the  Writ  and  the 
Return  of  it,  sevei'al  Incidents  made  it  apparent  that 
the  Gentlemen  of  the  Council  were  predetermined  to  re- 
ject the  Appeal.  The  Lieutenant-iiovernor  was  there- 
fore desirous  that  the  Dispute  should  pass  the  Court 
of  the  Governor  and  Council  in  the  easiest  and  shortest 
Manner  possible,  that  the  final  Deteimination  of  it 
might  be  made  V)y  Persons  much  more  capable  of  judg- 
ing in  such  a  Case,  than  the  Governor  and  Council  of 
JNew  York  can  be  supposed  to  be.  But  this  did  not  suit 
the  Purpose  of  those  who  opposed  Appeals. — ^They 
placed  their  chief  Hope  in  the  popular  Clamours  to  be 

excited  on  this  Occasion,  and  it  was  not  in  the  Lieuten- 

'  at 

ant-Governor's  Power  to  prevent  it. 

In  this  Case  of  the  Judges  refusing  an  Appeal  from 
them,  they  were  to  inform  the  Governor  and  Council 
of  their  Keasons.  The  Lieutenant-Governor  expected 
that  this  would  have  been  done  in  private,  ana  that 
they  were  at  any  time  prepared  to  give  their  Reasons 
in  clear  and  distinct  Terms.  They  required  Time, 
however,  for  this  Purpose,  and  had  time,  and  further 
Time  repeatedly  [23]  granted  them,  to  draw  up  their 
Reasons  in  Writing.  At  last  they  produced  long  Dec- 
lamati(ms,  adapted  more  to  the  Passions  of  the  Audi- 
ence than  the  Information  of  the  Court,  each  of  the 
Judges  separately  making  an  Harrangue,  and  at  several 
Sittings  of  the  Court. 

After  the  Judges  had  finished  what  they  had  to  say, 
the  Lieutenant-Governor  proposed  to  inquire  into  the 
true  Intention  of  the  Instruction,  from  the  Words  of 
the  Instruction  itself  ;  but  this  seemed  to  be  designedly 
evaded  by  the   Gentlemen  of   the  Council.     At  last, 
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that  every  Part  of  the  Lieutenant-Governor's  Conduct 
might  appear  open  and  fair,  he  communicated  to  the 
Council  the  Reasons  which  had  induced  him  to  think 
that  the  Instruction  was  really  intended  to  establish  a 
Court  of  Appeals  upon  the  whole  Merits  of  the  Cause, 
and  not  a  Court  of  Errors  only  to  correct  the  Errors  in 
the  Proceedinsrs  of  the  Courts  of  Common  Law.  He 
had  formed  short  Notes  of  what  he  intended  to  men- 
tion, which  he  held  in  his  Hand  to  assist  his  Memory. 
The  Gentlemen  of  the  Council  repeatedly  desired  a  [24] 
Copy  of  this  Paper  for  their  Deliberation,  to  which  the 
Lieutenant-Governor  consented ;  expressly  declaring, 
when  he  gave  the  Copy,  that  he  did  it  in  Confidence 
that  no  other  Use  would  be  made  of  it,  but  for  their 
own  private  Deliberation.  After  the  Delivery  of  this 
Paper,  the  Court,  under  several  Pretences,  was  repeat- 
edly adjourned,  until  a  Paper  was  prepared  by  the 
Lawyers,  in  Opposition  to  Appeals,  in  Answer  to  every 
Argument  in  the  Lieutenant-Governor's  Notes;  and 
concluded  with  a  foi-mal  Judgment  of  the  Court,  by 
dismissing  of  the  Appeal.  This  Paper  the  Gentlemen 
of  the  Council  adopted  as  their  own,  and  unanimously 
ordered  it  to  be  read. 

The  Lieutenant-Governor  repeatedly  complained  of 
the  Indecency  and  Dlsingenuity  of  this  Proceeding : 
that  such  a  Paper  should  be  openly  read,  without  pre- 
viously communicating  it  to  him  ;  determining  on  Ar- 
guments which  he  had  only  proposed  for  their  joint 
Deliberation  with  him  : — making  themselves  Parties 
in  Opposition  to  him ; — and  giving  a  Judgment  of 
Court  by  themselves,  without  his  Participation,  when 
by  [25]  the  Constitution  of  the  Court  it  could  not 
be  held  without  him.  Some  of  the  Council  became 
sensible  of  the  Absurdity  of  their  Proceedings,  and 
desired  to  withdraw  their  Paper;  after  which,  the 
Court  was  adjourned  to  the  next  Day.  The  Behaviour 
in  all  the  Proceedings  was  so  indecent,  that  several 
Persons  present  thought  the  Lieutenant-Governor  too 
passive. — He  had  a  difficult  Part  to  act,  when  they. 
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who  ouglit  to  have  assisted  hiin,  laid  Snares  to  surprize 
him. 

At  the  next  Meeting,  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  with- 
out taking  the  least  Notice  of  what  had  happened  the 
Day  before,  j)roposed  the  following  Question : 

*'  Whether  by  the  32*^  Instruction  the  King  has  di- 
"  rected  his  Governor  to  permit  and  allow  Appeals,  in 
*'  all  civil  Causes,  from  the  Courts  of  Common  Law 
"  within  this  Province  ;  and  whether  the  King,  by  the 
"same  Instruction,  has  directed  his  Governor  and 
"  Council  to  hear  and  determine  such  Appeals  ?  " 

[20]  Whereupon  the  Council  declared,  "  that  as  the 
"  King's  Judges,  and  the  most  able  Council  in  the  Law 
"  in  the  Province,  have  given  their  Opinion,  that  no 
"otlier  than  an  Appeal  in  Error  can  layby  this  In- 
"  struction,  they  are  unanimously  of  opinion  that  no 
"  other  than  an  Appeal  in  Error  is  the  Intention  or 
"  Meaning  of  the  Crown  by  this  Instioiction,  and  that 
"  they  cannot  take  C!ognizance  of  any  other  Appeal/' 

It  is  evident  the  Gentlemen  of  the  Council  did  not 
determine  by  any  Judgment  in  themselves,  but  by  their 
Faith  in  others. 

The  Lieutenant-Governor  entered  his  Dissent  to  this 
Opinion,  declaring  he  would  transmit  his  Reasons  to 
the  King's  Ministers.  The  Gentlemen  of  the  Council 
desired  the  Paper,  which  had  been  read  the  Day  be- 
fore, might  be  entered  as  the  Reasons  of  their  Judg- 
ment, leaving  out  that  Part  in  which  they  had  pa^fised 
Judgment;  which  the  Lieutenant-Governor  did  not  op- 
pose, that  tliey  might  not  have  the  least  Room  to 
complain,  [2 7 J  though  he  thouglit  the  doing  it  in  that 
Manner  very  improj)er  and  irregular. 

It  is  proper  to  observe,  that  while  this  Dispute  was 
depending  before  the  Governor  and  Council,  and  be- 
fore any  Judgment  was  given,  the  Harangues  of  the 
Judges  wei'e  printed  in  a  comnum  News-Paper,  w^hich 
couhl  not  be  done  without  their  Privity.  For  what 
Pur{)ose  this  was  done  is  too  evident.  It  may  have  had 
an  improper  Influence  on  the  Members  of  the  Court. 
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Soon  after  the  Determination,  a  weekly  Paper,  called 
The  Centiuel^  was  published,  in  which  the  most  shame- 
ful Attempts  were  made  to  asperse  the  Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor's Character,  by  such  indirect  Insinuations  as  the 
most  innocent  Man  could  not  answer.  The  Depravity 
of  the  Author's  Heart  was  so  apparent,  that  his  Scur- 
rility could  hurt  no  Character  with  Men  of  Sense,  what- 
ever it  might  with  the  lowest  of  the  People,  for  whom 
it  only  could  be  intended ;  it  was  therefore  passed  over 
without  the  least  Notice  taken  of  it. 

[28]  But  as  no  Piiins  nor  Industry  has  been  omitted 
to  prejudice  the  Lieutenant-Governor's  Character,  not 
only  with  the  People  of  the  Province  of  Ntw  Yorlc^  but 
likewise  in  Great  Britain^  by  transmitting  the  Papers 

Eublished  in  New  Yorh^  it  is  thought  necessary  that  the 
lieutenant-Governor's  Reasons  for  supporting  of  Ap- 
peals be  likewise  published ;  from  which  it  is  hoped  it 
will  at  least  appear,  that  if  he  has  erred  in  his  Judg- 
ment, he  has  not  otherwise  than  the  most  innocent  Man 
may,  after  the  iiiost  honest  Endeavours  to  inform  him- 
self truly.  He  in  no  Shape  or  Manner  concerned  him- 
self in  the  Dispute,  after  the  Determination  of  the  Coun- 
cil, otherwise  than  by  transmitting  the  Proceedings  of 
the  Court  to  his  Majt:^sty's  Ministers,  and  the  Keasons 
of  his  Dissent  from  the  Judgment  of  the  Council. 

It  was  allowed  that  the  Words  of  the  Instruction 
plainly  import  an  Appeal  on  the  whole  Merits,  espe- 
cially on  considerinjj  the  sul)sequent  Instruction  ;  in 
which  Case,  the  Verdict  of  the  Jury  becomes  necessary 
to  be  inquired  into,  otherwivSe,  as  in  the  i)resent  Case  of 
excessive  Damages,  the  proper  Re-f^Djlief  cannot  be 
given :  Imt  it  was  insisted  that  no  Relief  by  Appeal  can 
be  legally  obtained  against  a  Verdict,  and  that  the  only 
Relief  in  Eri'or  is  against  the  erroneous  Proceedings  of 
the  Court,  or  Determinations  of  the  Judges.  In  Proof  of 
which,  the  constant  Practice  of  the  Courts  at  Westmiu' 
ster  was  insisted  on ;  and  therefore  the  Instruction  nuist 
receive  such  Construction  as  may  make  it  consistent  with 
Law :  but  no  Construction  of  Words  can  make  this  In- 
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struction  consistent  with  the  Practice  of  the  Courts  at 
Wesfminster^  m  Error.  It  ma)'^  well  be  doubted  whether 
the  Practice  of  the  Courts  at  Westminster  make  a  Law 
for  the  Colonies.  If  this  were  to  be  allowed,  perhaps 
there  is  not  one  legal  Court  in  any  of  the  Colonies,  and 
all  the  Proceedings  in  them  are  erroneous.  The  Su- 
preme Court  in  Ntno  York  has  the  Powders  of  the  King's 
Bench,  Common  Pleas,  and  Exchequer,  which,  accord- 
ing to  the  Practice  of  the  Courts  at  Westmirister^  would 
be  absurd  to  exist  in  the  same  Court.  The  King  is  the 
Fountain  of  Justice,  and  it  has  been  a  received  Opinion, 
that  the  King  may  erect  such  Courts  of  Justice  in  the 
Colonies,  as  he  shall  think  requisite  for  the  Distribution 
of  [  3()J  Justice ;  in  which  the  Rules  of  Proceeding  may, 
from  their  different  Circumstances,  be  unavoidaluy  dif- 
ferent from  the  Practice  of  the  Courts  at  Westminster^ 
and  at  the  same  time  consistent  with  the  Laws  of  l^ng- 
land.  The  Lieutenant-Governor  thought  it  inconsistent 
with  the  Trust  reposed  in  him,  to  acquiesce  in  having 
this  Power  of  the  Crown  called  in  Question,  and  more 
particularly  as  to  Aj)peals  to  the  King ;  since  in  every 
Charter  of  Government,  they  are  expressly  I'eserved,  and 
complied  with  in  several  of  the  Colonies,  particularly  in 
Masscbch  usetts  Bay. 

At  Westminster  the  Removal,  in  Cases  of  Error,  is 
to  Judges  eminent  for  their  Knowledge  in  the  Law ; 
but  if  the  Governor  and  Council  were  to  correct  the 
Errors  in  the  Proceedings  and  Determinations  of  the 
Judges,  it  would  be  a  Removal  from  Persons  skilled  in 
the  Law,  to  others  who  never  made  it  their  Study,  and 

Srofess  no  Knowledge  in  it :  and  yet  these  may  be  good 
udges,  better  than  common  Juries,  of  the  Merits  of  a 
Cause. 

[31]  The  Lieutenant-Governor  is  not  a  Lawyer,  but 
under  a  Necessity  of  Judging  in  this  Dispute;  because 
the  Court  could  not  be  hehf  without  him.  He  there- 
fore thou^^lit  it  safest  to  form  his  Jud*j:ment  on  the 
general  Principles  of  Justice,  understood  by  Men  of 
common  Sense.     In  the  present  Complaint  of  excessive 
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Damages  given  by  a  Jury,  no  Redress  can  be  had,  bow- 
ever  enormous  tlie  Damages,  without  reversing  the  Ver- 
dict. Every  Man  conversant  in  the  Courts  oi  Common 
Law  in  New  Yovh^  Avill  allow  that  numerous  iniquitous 
Verdicts  have  been  given  in  them.  Every  Evil  ought 
to  have  a  llemedy :  and  in  natural  Justice,  an  iniqui- 
tous Verdict  oujxht  to  be  revei^sed.  It  is  said  that  in 
such  Case  the  Judge  will  give  a  new  Trial.  He  then, 
by  his  single  Authority,  sets  aside  a  Verdict,  and  ren- 
ders it  null.  What  Law  has  given  the  Judge  this 
Powder  ?  The  Judges  are  allowed  to  assume  a  Power 
to  set  aside  a  Verdict  at  their  Pleasure,  and  it  is  denied 
that  the  King  can  appoint  a  Court  to  inquire  into  the 
Justice  of  any  Verdict.  Appeals  to  the  King  are  as  ohl 
as  the  Constitution,  when  Juries,  by  the  Common  Law, 
were  the  sole  Judges  both  of  Law  and  Fact:  [32]  and 
it  is  said  they  are  so  at  this  Time ;  because  they  are  not 
obliged  to  follow  the  Directions  of  the  Judges.  There 
is  no  Relief,  it  is  affirmed,  against  an  iniquitous  Ver- 
dict, but  this  of  the  Judges  giving  a  new  Trial.  If  he 
refuse,  no  Error  can  be  assigned ;  because  there  is  no 
Law  to  warrant  his  doing  it,  and  it  wholly  depends 
upon  his  Pleasure.  It  is  not  easy  to  conceive  that  such 
a  Constitution  can  subsist  in  a  well-regulated  and  free 
Government ;  and  a  Man,  at  least  one  who  is  no  Law- 
yer, may  doubt  of  its  being  so  by  the  Constitution  of 
Enfjlamh 

Chief  Justice  Ilales^  in  his  History  of  the  Common 
Law,  makes  the  following  memorable  Remark  of  the 
State  of  the  Courts  of  Justice  in  the  several  Counties^ 
in  MiKjland^  when  the  Property  of  the  Subject  was  de- 
termined in  those  Courts.  His  words  are : — "  All  the 
"  Business  of  any  Moment  was  carried  l)y  Factions  and 
"  Parties :  for  the  Free  holders  })eing  generally  the 
"  Judges,  and  conversing  one  among  another,  and  be- 
"ing,  as  it  were,  the  Chief  Judges  not  only  of  the  Fdct^ 
"  hut  of  the  Law^  every  Man  that  had  a  Suit  there  sped 
"as  he  [33j  could  make  Parties;  and  Men  of  great 
**  Power  and  Interest  in  the  County  did  easily  overbear 
29 
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"  others  in  their  own  Causes,  or  in  such  wherein  they 
"were  interested,  either  by  Relation  of  Kindred,  Ten- 
"  ure.  Service,  Dependence,  or  Application." 

The  Colonies,  while  all  the  Juages,  and  all  the  Offi- 
cers of  Justice  in  each  Colony,  are  taken  from  among 
themselves,  are  precisely  in  the  same  State  with  the 
Counties  in  En^tand^  at  the  Time  mentioned  by  Judge 
Hale-'i,  The  Dissatisfaction  that  appears  arnong  2fi*eat 
Numbers  of  People  in  Neio  York  with  the  Proceeclings 
of  the  Courts  of  Justice,  gives  a  strong  Pi'esumption 
that  similar  Causes  have  produced  similar  Effects  there. 

Several  Families  in  New  York  are  possessed  of  Lands 
of  great  Extent,  greater  than  those  of  any  Subject  of 
Mn/jland ;  some  of  them  setting  up  bounaless  Claims. 
They  are  connected  by  Relation  and  Kindred  with  the 
Gentlemen  of  the  Law,  both  on  the  Bench  and  the  Bar, 
most  of  whom  ai*e  themselves  interested  in  one  or  other 
of  the  great  Land  Patents — They  have  formed  still 
larger  Con[34]nections  by  Party  Interests.  It  is  not 
then  improbable  that  Combinations  may  be  made  be- 
tween the  Bench  and  the  Bar,  whereby  partial  Juries 
may  be  procured,  wholly  influenced  in  favour  of  such 
great  Interests.  In  such  Case,  Property  must  become 
precarious  to  People  of  different  Interests  from  them ; 
and  the  Men  of  such  Interest  will  evade,  if  possible, 
any  Appeal  to  a  Judicatory  where  they  can  nave  no 
such  Littuence.  Supposing  this  to  be  the  State  of  the 
Courts  of  Justice  in  Neio  YorJc^  it  may  not  be  difficult 
to  give  a  Reason  for  the  violent  Proceedings  in  Oppo- 
sition to  Appeals. 

The  King's  Authority  and  his  Rights  are  only  se- 
cured by  his  Courts  oi  Justice.  If  no  Appeal  is  al- 
lowed from  the  Courts  of  Justice  in  the  Colonies,  they 
must  be  finally  determined  there ;  in  which  Case  they 
may  become  precarious,  and  the  Dependence  on  the 
Mother  Country  may  become  dubious,  otherwise  than 
by  military  Force. 

These  Remarks  will  be  confirmed,  by  considering  the 
State  of  the  Courts  of  Justice,  as  set  forth  in  Mr 
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SnifWs  History  of  JVew  [35]  Yo7'h — No  Man  knows 
the  Practice  of  the  Courts  better.  His  Words  are, 
Page  243  : 

"  1  he  State  of  our  Laws  opens  a  Door  to  much  Con- 
"troversy.  The  Uncertainty  with  respect  to  them 
"  renders  Pi-operty  precarious,  and  greatly  exposes  us 
"  to  the  arbitrary  Decisions  of  bad  Judges.  Tlie  Com- 
"  mon  Law  of  iJfujland  is  generally  received,  together 
"  with  such  Statutes  as  were  enacted  before  we  had  a 
"  Legislature  of  our  own.  But  our  Courts  exercise  a 
"  Sovereign  Authority  in  determining  what  Parts  of 
"  the  Common  Law  and  Statute  Law  ought  to  be  ex- 
"  tended  :  for  it  must  be  admitted,  that  the  Difference 
"  of  Circumstances  necessarily  requires  in  some  Cases 
"  to  reject  the  Determinations  of  both.  In  many  In- 
"  stances  they  have  also  extended  even  Acts  of  Parlia- 
"  ment  passed  since  we  had  a  distinct  Legislation,  which 
"  is  adding  greatly  to  our  Confusion.  The  Practice  of 
"  our  Courts  is  not  less  uncertain  than  the  Law.  Some 
"  of  the  English  Rules  are  adopted  and  others  re- 
"  jected." 

[3(5]  On  considering  the  King's  Instruction  for  ad- 
mitting of  Apj)eals,  Mr.  Smith  makes  the  following 
Remark,  Page  252  : 

"  Before  the  Arrival  of  Sir  Danvers  Oshoim,  Appeals 
"  were  given  to  the  Governor  and  Council  in  all  Causes 
"  above  One  hundred  Pounds  Sterling.  By  this  In- 
"  struction  the  Power  of  the  Supreme  Court,  and  of  the 
"  Governor  and  Council,  is  prodigiously  augmented.  In 
"  this  infant  Country,  few  Contracts  are  ecjual  to  the 
"  Sums  mentioned  in  the  Instruction  ;  and  therefore  an 
"  uncoatroulable  Authority  in  our  Courts  may  be  dan- 
"  gerous  to  the  Properties  and  Liberties  of  the  People. 
"  rroper  Checks  upon  Judges  preserve  them  both  from 
"  Indolence  and  CoiTuption." — Such  were  the  cool 
Thoughts  of  this  Gentleman  in  his  Closet,  before  he  was 
influenced  by  Party  and  Faction. 

The  only  Conclusion  at  present  drawn  from  the 
Whole  is,  that  Lieutenant-Goveinor  Colden  may  have 
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supported  the  Right  of  appealing  to  the  King,  with  an 
honest  Heart  [37j  and  a  sincere  Sense  of  his  Duty, 
against  (in  his  Opinion)  a  dangerous  Faction. 

On  the  10th  of  July  1765,  this  Appeal  was,  by  the 
Claimant's  Petition,  brought  before  the  King  in  liis 
Privy  Council,  and  referred  to  the  Right  Honourable 
the  Lords  of  the  Committee  of  Council  for  hearing  of 
Appeals  from  the  Plantations;  who  reported  their 
Opmion  on  the  17th  of  the  same  Month;  and  on  the 
26th  his  Majesty  was  pleased  to  confirm  their  Report, 
and  to  order  "  that  the  Petitioner  be  admitted  to  bring 
his  Appeal  from  the  said  Verdict  and  Judgment  of  the 
Supreme  Court,  &c.  whereof  the  Governor,  Lieutenant- 
Governor,  or  Commander  in  Chief  of  his  Majesty's 
Province  of  New  York  for  the  Time  bein^,  and  all 
others  whom  it  may  concein,  are  to  take  iNotice,  and 
govern  themselves  accordingly." 

The  Lieutenant-Governor  received  this  Order  on  the 
4th  of  October  following,  and  having  communicated  it 
to  the  Council,  ordered  it  to  be  entered  on  the  Minutes 
of  Council,  and  the  Original  to  be  lodged  in  [38]  the 
Secretary's  Office.  By  this  Judgment  of  the  King  in 
his  Privy  Council,  the  Judgment  of  the  Court  of  the 
Governor  and  Council  is  reversed,  and  the  Opinion  of 
the  Lieutenant-Governor,  signified  by  his  Dissent,  is 
confirmed.  The  most  violent  Resentment  of  the  Fac- 
tion, which  governs  the  Courts  of  Judicatory  in  this 
Province,  amse  agfainst  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Con- 
sequence of  it.  riiey,  taking  Advantage  of  the  general 
Abhorrence  against  the  Stamp  Act,  and  which  had  been 
raiseil  by  the  inflammatory  Papers  daily  published, 
turned  the  Edge  of  the  popular  Fury  against  the  Per- 
si>n  of  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  which  before  that  Time 
thev  had  not  been  able  to  do. 

The  Lieutenant-Governor  had  called  the  Assembly  to 
mt^t  him  on  the  13th  of  November^  the  Day  on  which 
Sir  Hoiry  Moore  arrived  with  the  King's  Commission 
of  Governor  in  Chief.  The  Fifth  Day  after  Sir  Henry 
arrived,  the  Lieutenant-Governor  retired  to  his  Country- 
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House,  at  about  Fifteen  Miles  from  the  City,  where  he 
has  remained,  without  intermeddling  in  the  public  Af- 
fairs. 

[39]  From  the  Proceedings  of  the  Assembly,  printed 
by  Order  of  their  Speaker,  it  appears  that  on  Saturday y 
the  14th  of  Decemher  1765,  before  Noon,  the  Assembly 
having  read  Seven  several  Bills,  and  the  Report  of  a 
Committee,  and  made  Orders  on  them  severally,  they 
resolved  that  the  grand  Committee  for  Courts  of  Jus- 
tice be  revived.  From  this  it  appears,  that  this  Com- 
mittee, before  that  Time,  had  been  dismissed,  as  having 
nothing  to  report  before  them. — The  House  immediate- 
ly resolved  itself  into  a  Committee,  when  a  very  long 
circumstantial  Report  was  formed,  read,  and  agreed  to 
by  the  House :  and  immediately  on  the  Speaker's  tak- 
ing the  Chair,  was  again  read,  and  reported  by  the 
Chairman  : — was  read  a  third  Time,  and  approved  by 
the  House.  In  consequence  of  Avhich,  the  Assembly, 
in  the  same  Sitting,  before  Noon,  made  Nine  several 
Resolves  on  the  Subject  of  Appeals.  Whoever  con- 
siders the  Business  gone  throu^^h  at  this  Sitting,  before 
Noon,  must  believe  that  no  lime  was  allowed  to  the 
Committee  to  deliberate  on  their  Report,  though  con- 
sisting of  numerous  Particulars  and  Circumstances ;  or 
to  the  Assembly  afterwards  to  deliberate  [40]  on  the 
Resolves  they  made ;  not  even  sufficient  lime  to  put 
them  in  Writing ;  and  therefore  must  conclude,  that  the 
Report  of  the  Committee,  and  subsequent  Resolves  of 
the  Assembly,  Avere  brought  into  the  House  previously 
formed  in  Writing  without  Doors,  and  hastily  agreed  to 
without  Deliberation. 

For  the  present  Purpose,  Three  of  the  Nine  Resolves 
only  require  particular  Notice  ;  viz,  the  Third,  Fourth, 
and  Fifth,  in  the  following  Words : 

"  Resolved^ 

*'That  the  late  Attempt  to  introduce  such  Appeal 
**  (fi-om  the  Verdict  of  a  Jury  to  the  King  and  Privy 
"  Council)  was  illegal,  an  Attack  upon  the  Rights  of 
"  the  Subject,  and  a  dangerous  and  mischievous  Inno- 
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"  vation,  tending  to  encourage  Litigionsness  and  Delay, 
"promote  Perjury,  prevent  Justice,  subject  the  People 
*^  to  arbitrary  Power,  and  ruin  the  Colony. 

"  Remlved^ 

^'That  it  appears  to  this  House  that  Cadwallader 
**  Coldeti^  Esquire,  the  Lieutenant-r41]  Governor  of 
"this  Colony,  has,  to  the  utmost  of  his  Power,  endeav- 
"oured  to  give  Success  to  that  dangerous  Machination, 
"  so  naturally  destructive  of  the  Peace  and  Security  of 
"  the  Subject. 

"  Jiesolved^ 

"That  the  Conduct  of  the  Lieutenant-Governor  has 
"  filled  the  Minds  of  his  Majesty's  Subjects  in  this  Col- 
"  ony  with  Jealousies  and  Distrust,  to  the  great  Preju- 
"  dice  of  the  public  Service,  and  the  Repose  of  the  In- 
"  habitants." 

As  to  the  First  of  these  Resolves,  it  must  be  mani- 
fest, on  the  least  candid  Reflection,  that  trying  a  Cause 
over  again  by  Appeal,  cannot  encourage  Litigionsness 
and  Delay,  or  promote  Perjury  and  prevent  Justice, 
more  than  a  new  Trial  granted  at  the  Pleasure  of  a 
Judge  ;  or  new  Trials  on  Ejectments  in  the  same  Case, 
frequently  brought  in  the  Courts  of  Common  Law. 
And  if  the  Evidence  given  to  the  Jury  were  to  be  put 
in  Writing,  as,  it  is  said,  is  done  in  the  neighbouring 
Government  of  Massachv setts  Bai/^  a  great  Advantage 
must  thence  arise  to  the  [42]  Jury,  in  considering  the 
Evidence,  after  a  Hearing  of  Twenty-four  Hours,  fre- 
quent in  Land  Trials.  Some  Men  would  swear  more 
cautiously,  knowing  that  what  they  said  would  be  com- 
mitted to  Writing  ;  Perjury  would  thereby  be  discour- 
aged and  detected,  and  Justice  promoted. 

Ap[)eals  from  the  Plantations  are  heard  before  a 
standing  Committee  of  the  Privy  Council,  of  which 
some  of  the  Judges  are  always  Members ;  and  they  are 
finally  determined  before  his  Majesty  in  his  Privy 
Council.  What  Answer  is  to  be  made  to  the  bold  As- 
sertion, that  their  Determinations  are  arbitrary,  and 
would  be  ruinous  to  the  Colony  ? 
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the  Province.  Great  Numbers  of  Farmers  and  People 
of  Estates  and  Families,  have  lately  broke  out  into  a 
riotous  and  tumultuary  Defence  of  their  Property  and 
Possessions,  which  could  not  be  suppressed  without  the 
Assistance  of  a  Military  Force.  The  Power  of  the 
Civil  Authority  alone  must  have  been  sufficient,  had 
there  not  been  a  general  Jealousy  of  a  powerful  Com- 
bination in  the  Courts  of  Justice,  in  favour  of  the  ex- 
travagant Claims  of  the  great  landed  Men. 

[45j  They  who  know  the  Members  of  the  Assembly 
personally,  will  be  ready  to  excuse  the  greater  Number 
of  them,  as  being  innocently  seduced  into  these  Re- 
solves, on  Matters  which  they  did  not  understand,  by 
the  plausible  Arguments  of  some  of  their  Members, 
greatly  interested  in  the  Disputes  occasioned  by  the 
enormous  Claims  of  the  great  Land  Patents. 

These  Resolves  greatly  affect  the  King's  Authority, 
and  the  Rights  of  his  Crown ;  for  they  are  only  secured 
by  his  Courts  of  Justice.  If  the  Extent  of  the  King's 
Authority  be  finally  determined  by  the  Courts  in  tne 
Colonies,  it  may  become  precarious.  The  Interest  of 
the  People  in  Great  Britain  likewise,  must  be  equally 
affected  by  the  Colonies  assuming  the  Right  of  Judg- 
ing of  the  merits  of  the  Officers  of  the  Crown,  and  of 
Punishing  and  Rew-arding.  It  is  said,  that  the  Errors 
of  the  Judi^es  may  be  corrected  in  the  usual  Manner 
by  Writ  of  Error ;  l)ut  the  usual  Method  in  Error  is 
not  to  the  King  in  his  Privy  Council ;  and  our  Lawyers 
and  our  Assembly  may  declare  this  Method  to  be  il- 
legal, because  not  conformable  to  the  [46]  Practice 
at  Westminster,  If  there  should  be  a  combination 
among  the  Officers  of  the  Courts  of  Justice,  to  bring 
every  Cause,  in  which  the  King's  Rights  are  concerned, 
to  a  general  Verdict,  no  legal  Error  can  be  assigned  in 
the  Judgment,  however  iniquitous  the  Verdict  be. 
Lastly,  it  gives  a  strong  Presumption  that  a  powerful 
and  dangerous  Faction  does  subsist,  when  they  en- 
deavour to  carry  their  Point  by  publick  Clamour  and 
virulent  Calumny ;  the  only  Means  by  which  a  bad 
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Can.se  can  be  carried,  and  which  no  honest  Man  Avill 
make  use  of. 

3dly,  The  only  remaining  Part  of  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  CohletCs  Conduct  which  has  been  blamed,  is 
the  Deference  whicli  he  had  to  an  Act  of  Parliament 
for  imposing  a  Stamp-Duty  in  tlie  Colonies.  Though 
the  Faction,  in  Opposition  to  the  Lieutenant-Governor, 
made  use  of  the  Ferment  excited  in  the  Minds  of  the 
Populace,  hy  the  inflammatory  Papers  daily  published, 
to  turn  the  Rage  of  the  Mob  j)eisonally  against  the 
Lieutenant-Governor,  yet  his  Conduct  on  that  Occasion 
had  little  share  in  the  Resentment  of  those  who  excited 
and  conducted  the  Tumults ;  [47]  and  after  he  had  re- 
tired from  the  Administration,  the  People  never 
shewed  the  least  Resentment  personally  against  him. 

Soon  after  the  Stamp  Act  had  passed,  printed  Copies 
of  it  were  bi'ought  over  to  Ainerica.  The  Act  was  re- 
printed in  this  Prov^ince,  and  in  some  other  Colonies, 
and  for  some  Time  no  Doubt  was  entertained  of  its 
taking  Place.  The  Printers  published  their  Almanacks 
for  the  ensuing  Year  some  Months  earlier  than  usual, 
with  a  View  to  sell  them  befoi'e  the  Time  at  which  the 
Act  was  to  take  Place;  and  in  these  Almanacks  the 
several  Things  subjected  to  a  Stamp-Duty  were  placed 
in  alpha})etical  Order,  for  the  Conveniency  of  the  In- 
habitants. Though  some  inflammatory  Papers  began 
soon  to  appear,  they  seemed  for  a  consideral)le  Time  to 
be  liftle  re^jarded.  These  Papers  alone  could  not  have 
had  the  Effect  afterwards  produced,  had  not  some  in 
high  Trust  privately  j)romoted  the  most  violent  Pro- 
ceedings. The  common  People  had  not  felt  any  Un- 
easiness from  the  Stamp-Duty,  and  never  of  themselves 
could  have  felt  any;  and  therefore,  unless  they  had 
been  in.sti-[48 1  gated  by  others,  w^ould  never  have  ex- 
pressed any  Uneasiness. 

The  Lieutenant-Governor  and  the  Gentlemen  of  the 
Council  went,  as  usual,  to  their  Country  Houses  during 
the  Summer  Heats.  Mr.  M^£Jvcrs  entered  into  a  Bona, 
before  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  at  his  Country  House, 
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in  August^  for  the  due  Performance  of  his  Office  of 
Distributor  of  Stamps.  People  remained  quiet  until 
after  the  Riots  at  Boston,  and  the  Meeting  of  the  Com- 
mittees of  the  several  Colonies  at  N^ew  i  orlc. 

In  the  Beginning  of  September^  the  Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor received  a  Letter  from  General  Gage^  Commander 
in  Chief  of  his  Majesty's  Army  in  Amei^'a;  complain- 
ing of  the  treasonable  Papers  daily  published,  filled 
with  Falsehoods,  in  order  to  excite  the  People  to  re- 
volt ;  and  that  this  was  done  not  only  with  Impunity, 
but  without  any  Notice  taken  of  the  Authors  and 
Printers;  concluding  with  an  OfEer  of  any  military 
Assistance  which  should  be  thought  necessary.  About 
the  same  Time  the  Lieutenant  Governor  received  a  Let- 
ter from  Mr.  M^Evers^  wherein  [49]  he  resigned  his 
Office  of  Distributor  of  Stamps,  and  desired  the  Lieu- 
tenant-Governor to  take  Care  of  the  stamped  Papers 
and  Parchments,  when  they  arrived ;  declaring  at  the 
same  Time,  that  his  Person  and  EfEects  were  threatened 
in  such  Manner,  that  he  durst  not  execute  his  Offit  e. 

The  Lieutenant-Governor  immediately  returned  to 
Town.  On  his  Arrival,  he  found  that  two  Companies 
of  the  Artillery  Regiment  had  arrived  from  Enyland^ 
and  were  oi-dered  into  the  Foi't,  together  with  several 
Pieces  of  Ordnance,  Ammunition,  and  military  Stores 
necessary  foi-  its  Defence.  This  was  done  without  any 
Direction  from  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  and  in  truth 
without  liis  Knowledge. 

The  Lieutenant-Governor  called  the  Council,  and  laid 
the  General's  Letter  and  Mr.  M^Evers  Resignation  be- 
fore them.  As  most  of  the  Gentlemen  of  the  Council 
were  then  in  the  Country,  those  present  declined  to 
give  any  Advice,  till  the  others  were  called  in.  In  a 
few  Days  a  full  Council  met.  The  Magistrates  of  the 
City  were  [50 ]  called  in  to  give  their  Opinion.  Both 
the  Council  and  the  ]\Iagistrates  were  of  Opinion,  that 
there  was  not  the  least  Danger  of  any  Riot ;  and  that 
the  calling  in  military  Assistance  would  shew  unneces- 
sary Diffidence  of  the  People.     The  Lieutenant-Gover 
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nor  submitted  to  this  Advice,  though  he  could  not  free 
himself  from  some  Doubts.  He  then  was  and  still  is 
of  OpinioD,  that  had  the  Gentlemen  of  the  Council, 
the  Judges,  and  the  Magistrates,  heartily  joined  their 
Endeavours  to  prevent  any  Riot  or  Mob,  none  had 
happened  in  the  City  of  New  Yorh 

It  having  been  openly  and  repeatedly  declared,  that 
the  Mob  was  resolved*  to  destroy  the  stamped  Papers 
and  Parchments,  and  that  they  would  put  this  Design 
in  Execution  before  the  Ship  came  near  the  Town  ;  the 
Lieutenant-Governor  desired  the  Captains  of  his  Ma- 
jesty's Ships,  then  in  the  Harbour,  to  take  the  proper 
Methods  to  guard  against  such  Design.  The  Captains 
immediately  complied ;  and  when  the  Ship  arrived  with 
the  stamped  Paper  on  board,  she  was  brought  to  an 
Anchor  under  the  [51]  Command  of  the  Frigates  and 
the  Guns  of  the  Fort.  But  the  Packages  of  Stamps 
were  so  intermixed  with  the  other  Goods,  that  it  was 
impossible  to  get  them  out  of  the  Ship,  without  unload- 
ing a  great  Part  of  the  Cargo  :  the  Lieutenant-Gover- 
nor therefore  told  the  Master  and  Owner  of  the  Ship, 
that  they  might  carry  her  to  the  Wharf,  and  that  he 
would  direct  the  Mayoi  of  the  City  to  protect  her,  un- 
til the  stamped  Papers  were  landed.  On  which  both  of 
them  remonstj  ated,  that  thereby  the  Ship,  and  all  the 
Goods  on  board,  would  be  in  imminent  Danger  of  being 
destroyed ;  and  therefore,  in  Behalf  of  themselves  and 
all  the  Freighters,  requested  that  he  would  desire  the 
Frigates  to  assist  in  removing  the  Goods,  until  the 
stamped  Papers  could  be  taken  out.  This  was  accord- 
ingly done,  and  the  Packages  of  Stnmps  were  brought 
on  Shore  at  Noonday,  and  carried  into  the  Fort,  with- 
out any  Guard,  and  without  the  least  Molestation  from 
any  Person  in  the  Town.  The  Demagogues  were  not  ap- 
prised of  this,  and  the  People  of  themselves  were  quiet. 

[52]  Between  this,  and  the  First  of  Novemhei^  the 
Lieutenant-Governor  frequently  passed  through  the 
Streets  in  his  usual  Manner,  without  the  least  Appear- 
ance of  Disrespect  or  Insult  offered  to  him. 
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Certain  Advice  had  been  received  that  Sir  Henry 
Moore^  the  new  Governor,  had  sailed  from  England^ 
and  his  Arrival  was  every  Hour  expected.  The  Lieu- 
tenant-Governor thouglit  it  would  not  be  necessary  for 
him  to  take  the  Oath  enjoined  on  all  Governors  by  the 
Act  of  Parliament  to  be  taken  on  or  before  the  last 
Day  of  October.  But  the  new  Governor  not  arriving 
on  that  Day,  the  Lieutenant-Governor  in  Council  took 
the  Oath  as  required  by  the  Act  of  Parliament.  It  is 
true  one  of  the  Judges  gave  his  Opinion,  that  as  the 
Act  of  Parliament  had  not  been  transmitted,  as  usual 
in  such  Cases,  to  the  Governor,  l)y  any  of  his  Majesty's 
Ministers,  and  as  he  had  received  no  Directions  relative 
to  the  Execution  of  that  Act,  he  was  under  no  Obliga- 
tion to  take  the  Oath  :  But  as  that  Act  was  notoriously 
known  and  published  in  the  Province,  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  could  not  pretend  Ig-[53]  norance  of  it ;  and 
he  was  of  Opinion,  that  every  Man  is  obliged  to  yield 
Obedience  to  a  public  Law ;  and  so  thought  every 
Governor  on  the  Continent ;  they  ^vere  all  in  the  same 
Situation,  and  all  took  the  Oath  before  the  First  of 
I^oveinher. 

Soon  after  the  Lieutenant-Goveinor  had  taken  the 
Oath,  the  first  ])ersonal  Disrespect  to  him  appeared. 
Placarts  were  fixed  up  in  the  Merchants  Coffee  House, 
and  at  the  Corners  of  the  Streets,  upbraiding  the  Lieu- 
tenant-Gov^ernor  for  having,  as  it  was  styled,  hound 
hiiimlf  hy  an  Oath  to  he  the  chief  Murderer  of  the 
Rightii  and  Privileges  of  the  People  ;  to  he  an  Enemy 
to  his  King^  his  Country^  and  Manhind ;  and  threat- 
ning  to  bring  his  grey  Hairs  to  the  most  ignominious 
Death,  in  case  he  attempted  to  j)ut  that  Law  in  Exe- 
cution :  In  consequence  of  which,  that  egregious  Insult 
on  the  Person  of  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  and  on  the 
Government,  happened  in  the  Evening  of  the  First  of 
Novemher  :  An  Account  of  w^hich  was  published  in  all 
the  News-Papers  in  America^  and  from  thence  in  the 
News-Papers  in  Great  Britnin, 

[^54J  The  Fort,  at  the  Time  of  this  Insult,  was  f ai' 
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from  being  in  a  proper  State  of  Defence.  For  many 
Years  preceding,  it  had  only  been  regarded  as  the  Place 
of  the  Governor's  Residence,  and  eveiy  Thing  about  it 
had  been  ordered  for  the  Pleasui  e  and  Conveniency  of 
his  Family.  No  Parapet  or  Breast-works  on  the  Ram- 
parts ;  the  Men  on  them  all  expo*  ed  ;  the  Range  of  the 
Flanking  Guns  every  where  obstructed  by  Buildings 
without  the  Walls,  and  other  Conveniencies  for  the 
Governor's  Use.  As  the  Gentlemen  of  the  Council, 
and  the  Magistrates  of  the  City,  had  assured  the  Lieu- 
tenant-Governor that  there  was  no  Danger  of  Riots  or 
Mobs,  and  thought  it  imprudent  to  shew  any  Diffidence 
of  the  People,  he  suffered  the  Foi-t  to  remain  in  that 
State :  But  notwithstanding  this,  the  Lieutenant-Gov- 
ernor had  Force  sufficient  to  have  dispersed  that  most 
insolent  Mob.  The  only  Security  they  had,  was  from 
his  Prudence  and  Humanity.  One  Discharge  of  the 
Artillery  and  Musketry  in  the  Fort,  must  have  de- 
stroyed many  Hundreds  of  them ;  and  the  breaking 
open  his  Coach-House  and  Stables  might  have  Justified 
the  Use  of  Force :  But  in  such  Case  many  more  inno 
[55]  cent  People  must  have  suffered,  than  the  whole 
Kuraber  of  the  Guilty.  Possibly  a  Sergeants  Com- 
mand (as  it  was  thought)  might  have  saved  the  Gov- 
ernor's Chariot ;  but  perhaps  with  Bloodshed,  as  many 
of  the  Mob  were  drunk  ;  and  when  once  Blood  is  shed 
no  Man  can  tell  where  it  will  end. 

Next  Day  the  Mob  continued  to  patrole  the  Streets ; 
and  encouraged  by  their  late  Success,  they  boldly 
threatened  to  put  every  Person  in  the  Fort  to  Death, 
and  at  any  Risque  to  destroy  the  Stamped  Papers 
lodged  theie.  The  Engineers  of  the  Army  were  then 
ordered  to  put  the  Fort  in  the  best  Posture  of  Defence 
they  could.  It  was  now  apparent  that  the  Mob  had 
not  been  raised  only  to  make  a  Shew  of  their  Resent- 
ment against  the  Stamp  Act.  They  had  sufficiently 
deterrea  every  Man  from  attempting  to  execute  any 
Office  under  that  Act.  The  Lieutenant-Governor, 
though  determined  to  preserve  the  Stamped   Papers 
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from  Destruction,  could  not  oblige  any  Person  to  make 
use  of  One  of  them :  Nor  did  he  on  any  Occasion  dis- 
cover an  Inclination  to  compel  an  Obedience  to  the 
Act  by  Force.  He  [56]  thought  it  necessary  that  the 
Officers  of  Government  should  exert  all  their  Power 
and  Influence,  and  that  the  Appearance  of  a  Military 
Force  should  assist  to  preserve  the  Peace  and  Decorum 
of  Government,  and  to  prevent  such  scandalous  and  de- 
structive Riots,  as  had  happened  in  the  Neighbour- 
hood.— He  thought  he  vi'ould  be  inexcusable  to  suffer 
the  Stamps  to  have  been  destroyed,  while  every  Thing 
in  his  Power  had  not  been  done  to  preserve  and  protect 
them. 

Works  for  Defence,  and  strengthening  the  Fort,  were 
immediately  set  about.  While  these  were  canying  on, 
several  Gentlemen  of  the  Town  came  into  the  Fort,  and 
earnestly  pressed  the  Lieutenant-Governor  to  declare 
that  he  would  not  distribute  the  Stamps,  but  leave  that 
Matter  as  it  stood,  till  the  new  Governor  arrived ; 
assuring  him,  that  this  Declaration  would  restore  Peace 
and  Quietness  to  the  City.  This  was  designed  only  as 
a  new  Insult ;  for  these  Gentlemen  knew,  as  every  Man 
in  the  Town  did,  that  it  was  not  in  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor's  Power  to  distribute  one  Stamp.  No  Man 
would  ac-[  57]  cept  the  Office  of  Distiibutor  of  Stamps, 
and  no  Man  would  receive  a  Stamped  Paper.  The 
Lieutenant-Governor  perceived  the  View  of  this  De- 
mand ;  he  must  either,  by  refusing  it,  draw  the  whole 
Rau^e  of  the  Mob  personally  upon  himself ;  or,  by  com- 
plying, disregard,  in  Appeai'ance  at  least,  the  Oath  he 
had  taken.  He  was  sensible  his  Oath  did  not  require 
Impossibilities  of  him,  and  therefore  late  in  the  After- 
noon he  called  the  Council.  They  unanimously  advised 
him  to  make  the  Declaration  required,  as  the  new  Gov- 
ernor was  every  Hour  exj)ected ;  which  accordingly  he 
did  in  Council.  The  Declaration  being  expressly 
founded  on  Sir  Henry  Moore^s  speedy  Arrival,  had 
any  Accident  prevented  him,  no  Man  could  think  the  • 
Lieutenant  Governor  longer  bound  by  it. — It  was  then 
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beginning  to  grow  dark,  and  the  Streets  were  full  of 
the  Mob ;  the  Gentlemen  of  the  Council  went  out  to 
them,  informed  them  of  the  Lieutenant  Governor's 
Declaration,  on  which  they  immediately  dispersed. 

After  this  the  Town  remained  quiet  for  Two  Days, 
and  would  have  continued  so,  [58]  had  not  the  Direc- 
tors of  the  Mob  entertained  Hopes,  from  the  Conces- 
sions already  made,  to  reduce  the  Lieutenant-Governor 
to  the  lowest  Abjectness.  The  Mob  were  set  upon  a 
new  Demand,  that  the  Stamped  Papers  should  be  sent 
on  l)oard  One  of  the  King's  Ships. 

As  no  Reason  could  be  given  for  this  Measure,  but 
that  the  Mob  would  have  it  so,  and  several  very  strong 
Reasons  appeared  against  it.  The  Lieutenant-Governor 
was  not  of  Opinion  that  Captain  Kennedy  should  be 
desired  to  take  the  Stamps  on  Board ;  but  the  Gentle- 
men of  the  Council  thinking  otherwise,  he  wrote  to 
Captain  Kennedy^  informing  him  of  their  Desire,  with- 
out joining  in  it.  Captain  Kennedy  urged  that  the 
Stamped  Papers  were  more  safe  in  the  Fort,  than  they 
could  be  on  board  any  of  the  Fric^ates ; — that  the  Season 
of  the  Year  would  very  soon  oblige  the  Ships  to  haul 
to  the  Wharfs,  and  that  then  both  the  Papers  and  the 
Ships  might  be  exposed  to  the  Mob ;  and  therefore  he 
thought  it  unadvisable  to  put  them  on  board. 

[55)]  As  the  Cannon  on  the  Batteries  might  be 
turned  against  the  Fort,  they  were  at  this  Time  ordered 
to  be  spiked,  as  was  likewise  all  the  Artillery  belonging 
to  the  Army  which  had  not  been  brought  into  the  Fort. 
That  this  was  not  an  unnecessary  Precaution,  will  ap- 
pear from  the  Declaration  which  the  Council  made, 
that  the  City  was  in  the  utmost  Confusion  and  An- 
archy ; — that  the  Magistrates  had  no  Power  over  the 
People; — and  that  they  feared  an  Attempt  on  the  Fort 
wouKl  be  actually  made. 

Every  thing  was  prepared  in  the  Fort  for  a  Defence, 
Numbers  of  the  Gentlemen  of  the  Town  came  in  at 
several  Times  to  propose  some  Method  of  Accommoda- 
tion: They  had  full  Opportunity  of  discovering  the  old 
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Man's  Disposition  of  Mind :  Fear  was  very  evident  in 
the  Countenances  of  those,  who  the  Day  before  expected 
to  frighten  the  Lieutenant-Governor  into  the  most  ab- 
ject Compliances.  Nothing  now  remained,  but  to  save 
their  Credit  in  some  Manner  with  the  Mob,  and  to  ap- 
pease their  Fury;  which  many  of  the  principal  Gentle- 
men then  declared  they  feared  would  [<>0]  end  in  a  gen- 
eral Pillaging  of  the  Town  :  For  this  Purpose  the  Cor- 
poration in  a  Body  attended  the  Lieutenant-Governor, 
and  prayed  that  he  would  deliver  the  Packages  of 
Stamped  Papers  to  them,  and  they  would  answer  for 
their  Safety.  He  would  gladly  have  done  this  when 
the  Ship  arrived  with  them :  but  he  would  then  have 
been  thought  mad  to  propose  it.  He  being  still  ex- 
tremely desirous  to  deliver  up  the  Administration  in 
Peace  to  his  Successoi*,  answered,  that  he  would  advise 
with  the  Council  on  this  Proposal. 

The  Council  being  immediately  called,  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  informed  them  of  the  Proposal  made  by  the 
Corporation ;  at  the  same  Time  observing  to  them,  that 
the  Effect  of  yielding  to  unreasonable  Demands,  was 
only  to  draw  on  still  more  Insults ;  and  that  he  could 
not  conceive  where  these  would  end.  He  pressed  in 
the  most  urgent  Manner,  that  the  Gentlemen  of  the 
Town  should  unite  with  the  Magistrates ;  being  fully 
persuaded,  that  if  they  would  act  with  Sj)irit,  they  could 
immediately  suppress  the  Mob,  and  restore  the  Honour 
and  Peace  of  [Gl]  the  City.  He  urged  the  same  to 
every  Citizen  who  came  in  to  him ;  and  offered,  if  they 
would  associate,  to  af)point  such  Officers  to  command 
them  as  they  thought  iit.  The  Gentlemen  of  the  Coun- 
cil, however,  unanimously  advised  him  to  complj^  with 
the  Desire  of  the  Corporation:  He  thought  it  neces- 
sary, for  his  farther  Justification,  to  ask  the  Advice  of 
the  General  of  his  Majesty's  Forces,  by  a  Letter  to  him. 
The  General  in  his  Answer  concurred  with  the  Advice 
of  the  Council.  The  Packages  of  Stamps  were  deliv- 
ered to  the  Corporation,  on  their  obliging  themselves 
in  Writing  to  make  good  all  that  should  be  destroyed. 
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lost,  or  sent  out  of  the  Province,  at  the  Value  they 
could  have  produced  by  the  Distribution  of  them. 

The  Lieutenant-Governor  had  informed  the  Secretary 
of  State,  that  he  had  it  much  at  Heart  to  deliver  up  the 
Government  to  his  Successor  in  Peace  and  Quietness. 
In  no  one  Instance  did  he  compel  an  Obedience  to  the 
Act  of  Parliament ;  he  only  defended  himself  against  a 
Force  employed  to  make  [62]  him  disobey  a  Law  which 
he  thoiight  obligatory. 

The  Packages  were  delivered  to  the  Corporation  on 
the  Fifth  of  November;  after  which  all  Tlireatening 
ceased,  and  the  City  remained  quiet  until  Sir  Henry 
Moore  arrived  on  the  13th.  The  Lieutenant-Governor 
immediately  removed  fi*om  the  Fort  to  his  Grandson's 
House  in  the  Town,  where  he  stayed  some  Days,  and 
walked  the  Streets  several  Times,  without  having  the 
least  Disrespect  shewn  to  him  by  any  Person  :  After- 
wards he  retired  to  his  Country  House,  about  Fifteen 
Miles  from  the  Town,  where  he  has  remained  without 
the  least  Disturbance  in  any  Shape. 

That  a  dangerous  Faction  does  now  actually  subsist 
in  New  Yorh^  is  evident  from  what  precedes;  but  is 
more  strikingly  so  by  the  Calumnies  which  have  been 
wickedly  insinuated  in  a  Weekly-Paper,  in  such  manner 
as  deprives  an  honest  Man  of  eveiy  pi'oper  Method  of 
Defence.  These  Papers  clearly  shew  how  willing  the 
Authoi-8  are  to  expose  every  Slip  or  Fault  in  the  Lieu- 
tenant-[63]  Governor's  Conduct ;  and  when  they  have 
not  been  able  to  shew  any,  except  as  abovementioned 
relating  to  the  Judges  Commissions,  Appeals  to  the 
King,  and  his  Deference  to  an  Act  of  Parliament,  it 
may  have  some  Weight  in  Favour  of  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  with  candid  Enquirers. 

Among  other  Falshoods  industriously  propagated  to 
prejudice  the  Lieutenant-Governor,  his  Enemies  have 
reported  that  he  made  a  large  Sum  of  Money  while  he 
had  the  Administration;  and  that  he  took  himself,  or 
gave  to  his  Family,  such  a  Quantity  of  Land,  as  must 
in  Time  become  a  very  great  Estate:  Li  Answer  to 
30 
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which  it  is  asserted,  that  he  did  not  receive  a  single 
Shilling,  but  from  the  public  Offices  where  the  Gover- 
nor's Fees  are  usually  paid  ; — that  the  same  Fees,  and 
no  greater,  were  taken  during  his  Administration  than 
had  been  paid  for  Forty  Years  before  :  That  neither  he, 
nor  any  One  of  his  Family,  received  a  Reward  of  any 
Kind,  directly,  or  indirectly,  for  any  Favour  or  Service, 
except  the  Fees  abovementioned ; — that  hf;  did  not  take 
to  himself,  by  any  Way,  a  single  Acre  of  Land  [64] 
while  he  had  the  Government ;  and  that  what  he  gave 
to  all  Ilia  Family  together,  is  so  very  trifling  as  not  to 
be  worth  mentioning.  In  truth,  he  may  much  rather  be 
blamed  for  having  entirely  neglected  any  Advantage  of 
this  kind  for  himself  or  his  Family.  Gentlemen,  who 
were  Governors  in  Chief  immediately  before  Mr.  Colderi^ 
know  they  could  not  support  the  Dignity  of  a  Governor 
in  a  tolerable  Manner,  upon  the  whole  Salary  and  Per- 
quisites of  the  Government  Is  it  possible  he  could 
save  a  large  Sum  out  of  the  Half  oi  them  ?  He  paid 
one  half  of  all  he  received  to  the  Governor  in  Chief, 
during  the  greatest  Part  of  his  Administration ;  and 
had  it  not  been  for  the  Advantages  he  received  from 
the  Fees  for  the  Grants  of  Land,  the  Half-Salary,  and 
other  Per(|uisites,  would  have  fallen  far  short  of  his 
Expences.  The  most  malicious  Caviller  is  challenged 
upon  the  Truth  of  these  Assertions. 

The  Loss  which  the  Lieutenant-Governor  sustained  on 
the  First  of  Novemher  1765,  is  notoriously  known.  The 
usual  Support  of  Government  ceased  the  First  of  Sep- 
temher  [65]  preceding,  and  thereby  the  Lieutenant- 
Governor  had  no  Salaiy  from  that  Time  to  the  13tli  of 
November^  the  Day  Sir  Henry  Moore  arrived.  In  that 
Time  the  unavoidable  Expence  attendincj  the  Adminis- 
tration was  much  greater  than  at  other  Times  it  could 
be.  The  Salary  in  that  Time,  with  the  Loss  the  Lieu- 
tenant-Governor sustained,  amounted  to  Five  Hundred 
and  Ninety-Five  Pounds,  Three  Shillings. 

The  Assembly  of  Neto  Yorh  met  in  June  last  Sir 
Henry  Moore^  in  his  Speech  to  them,  by  his  Majesty's 
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Command  recommended  to  them  to  make  good  the 
Losses  any  Person  had  sustained  by  his  Deference  to 
the  Act  of  Parliament  imposing  a  Stamp  Duty  in  the 
Colonies,  pursuant  to  a  Resolution  of  the  House  of 
Commons  of  Great  Britain.  The  Lieutenant-Governor 
sent,  in  a  Letter  to  the  Speaker  of  the  Assembly,  a  par- 
ticular Account  of  his  Losses,  certified  as  usually  done 
in  like  Cases :  It  was  received  by  the  House,  as  ap- 
j)ears  on  their  Minutes,  but  was  not  in  any  manner  pro- 
ceeded on,  and  thrown  aside. 

[66]  No-where  in  the  Colonies  were  the  Insults  on 
Government  so  daring  as  at  New  Yarlc. — No  Command- 
er in  Chief,  besides  Mr.  Golden^  suffered  any  personal 
Loss.  He  can  challenge  any  Man  to  shew  any  Provo- 
cation, or  any  Reason  why  he  has  been  treated  with 
such  Indignity,  besides  what  is  before  mentioned.  If 
lie  suffer  without  any  Recompence,  his  Majesty's  Ser- 
vants in  America  may  for  the  future  be  deterred  from 
their  Duty,  and  from  giving  proi)er  and  necessary  In- 
formation to  his  Majesty's  Slinisters. 

The  Facts  herein  set  forth  are  averred  to  be  strictly 
true ;  and  may,  the  most  Part  of  them,  appear  from 
Papers  in  the  Secretary  of  State's  Office,  and  the  Plan- 
tation Office. — ^The  reasoning  Pai-t  is  sul)mitted  to  the 
Reader's  Judgment ;  in  which  an  honest  Man  may  in- 
nocently err,  without  giving  just  Cause  of  Offence.

THE  PUBLICATION  FUND. 

The  New- York  Historical  Society  has  established  a  fund 
for  the  regular  publication  of  its  transactions  and  Collections  in 
American  History.  Publication  is  very  justly  regarded  as  one  of  the 
main  instmments  of  usefulness  in  such  institutions,  and  the  amount 
and  value  of  what  they  contribute  to  the  general  sum  of  human 
knowledge  through  this  agency,  as  a  just  criterion  of  their  success. 

To  effect  its  object,  the  Society  proposed  to  issue  One  Thousand 
Scrip  shares  of  Twenty-five  Dollars  each.  Each  share  is  trans- 
ferable on  the  books  of  the  Fund,  in  the  hands  of  the  Treasurer,  and 
entitled  the  holder,  his  heirs,  administrators  or  assigns,  to  receive  : 

I.  Interest — Until  the  Fund  was  complete,  or  sufficient,  in  the 
opinion  of  the  Trustees,  to  enable  the  publications  to  com- 
mence without  impairing  the  principal  thereof,  interest  on  the 
par  value  of  his  share  or  shares  at  the  rate  of  five  per  cent, 
per  annum. 

n.  Publications — One  copy  of  each  and  every  publication  made  at 
the  expense  of  the  Fund,  amounting  to  not  less  than  one  Octavo 
Volume  of  five  hundred  pages  per  annum. 

The  number  of  copies  of  these  publications  is  strictly  limited  to 
twelve  hundred  and  fifty— -of  which  the  Society  receives  for 
corresponding  Societies  and  exchanges  for  the  increase  of  the  Library, 
TWO  HUNDRED  and  FIFTY  copies — but  no  copies  are  offered  for  sale 
or  disposition  in  any  other  manner  by  the  Society. 

The  conditions  of  subscription  included  a  pledge  on  the  part  of 
the  Society  that  the  moneys  received  should  be  applied  for  these 
purposes,  and  no  other,  and  be  invested  solely  in  stocks  of  the  United 
States,  the  City  and  State  of  New- York,  or  on  bond  and  mortgage, 
and  be  held  forever  by  the  President,  Recording  Secretar}%  and 
Treasurer  of  the  Society,  as  Tnistees  (ex-officio)  of  the  Publication 
Fund. 
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The  first  proposals  for  the  establishment  of  this  Fund  were  issued 
im858.  Received  with  much  less  interest  on  the  part  of  the  mem- 
bers than  was  expected,  its  total  amount  up  to  1865  was  so  small  as 
to  suggest  the  necessity  of  abandoning  the  scheme  and  returning  the 
amount  of  subscriptions  and  interest  to  the  subscribers.  An  earnest 
effort,  however,  in  tliat  year  brought  up  the  amount  to  a  point  which 
gave  the  assurance  of  ultimate  and  not  distant  success. 

Admonished  by  the  universal  change  of  values,  which  has  taken 
place  within  the  past  few  years,  and  the  necessity  of  increasing  the 
amount  of  the  Fund,  the  Society  determined  to  terminate  the  issue 
of  shares  at  the  original  price,  and  to  double  the  price  of  the  remain- 
ing shares.  Other  measures  are  in  view  which  promise  to  enhance 
the  value  of  the  shares  without  failure  in  the  full  discharge  of  every 
obligation  to  the  shareholders,  who  will  receive  all  its  benefits  with- 
out any  additional  contribution  to  the  increased  Fund. 

Under  the  authority  and  direction  of  the  Executive  Committee, 
the  series  of  publications  began  with  the  volume  for  the  year  1868. 

Interest  still  due  upon  any  shares  to  January  i,  r868,  will  be 
paid  to  shareholders  on  application  to  the  Secretary  to  the  Trusteei 
at  the  Library  of  the  Society,  Second  Avenue,  corner  of  Eleventh 
Street,  where  the  volume  for  the  current  year  is  also  ready  for  dis- 
tribution.
